Journal  of  Convention. 


Ixdiaxapolis,  Ixd.,  June  5,  1888. 

The  Fifty-first  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  and,  after 
evening  prayer,  said  by  the  Revs.  Walter  Scott,  N.  W.  Heer- 
mans  and  A.  George  E.  Jenner,  the  Bishop  read  his  fifth 
annual  address,  as  follows: 

JDear  Brethren  in  Christ: 

We  are  met  in  solemn  assembly  in  God's  House,  to  review 
the  work  of  our  beloved  Diocese  for  another  year,  and  to  devise 
plans  for  the  furthering  of  the  great  interests  entrusted  to  our  keep- 
ing. We  commemorate  also  at  this  time  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  organization  of  our  Diocese.  Bishop  Kemper,  of  blessed 
memory,  on  his  arrival  here  as  a  Missionary  Bishop,  in  1835,  found 
an  immense  territory  containing  a  half  million  of  souls,  and  rap- 
idly filling  up  by  emigration.  It  had  been  left  to  grow  up  en- 
tirely without  spiritual  care  from  our  Church.  He  found  many 
sons  of  the  Church  who  had  been  long  waiting  and  who  were  glad 
to  welcome  him  as  the  representative  of  the  Church  of  their  love. 
The  few  missionaries  he  was  able  to  secure  found  a  hard  but  prom- 
ising field  of  work  and  laid  some  good  foundations. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  good  Bishop  included  Missouri,  Indi- 
ana and  the  whole  Northwest  Territory,  from  which  in  these  fifty 
years  have  been  organized  the  Dioceses  of  Indiana,  Missouri,  Mil- 
waukee, Iowa,  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Fond  du  Lac,  Nebraska  and 
Colorado,  with  the  missionary  jurisdictions  of  North  and  South 
Dakota,  Montana  and  Wyoming. 

Fifty  years  ago,  it  was  indeed  the  day  of  small  things  in  Indiana, 
of  travel  by  steamboat,  canal,  mud  wagon,  and  stage  coach,  over 
corduroy  and  mud  roads,  and  we  can  easily  imagine  the  toil  and 
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weariness  of  Episcopal  visitations,  and  be  thankfui  that  our  lot  is 
cast  in  this  day  of  rapid  transit  in  palace  car,  and  telegraph  and  tel- 
ephone connection.  Because  of  limited  missionary  aid  the  progress 
of  the  Church  was  slow  at  the  start,  and  only  a  few  growing  cen- 
ters could  be  occupied.  A  Missionary  Bishop  could  have  well 
spent  his  whole  time  in  laying  foundations,  and  directing  the  work 
within  the  one  jurisdiction  of  Indiana.  Spread  over  so  much  ter- 
ritory as  was  Bishop  Kemper's  jurisdiction,  only  a  limited  portion 
of  his  time  could  be  given  to  any  one  part.  This  hastened  prema- 
turely the  organization  of  an  independent  Diocese,  the  election 
and  attempted  support  of  a  Bishop,  making  it  a  source  of  weakness 
rather  than  of  strength.  Its  first  Bishop  should  have  been  a  Mis- 
sionary Bishop,  with  his  support  guaranteed  by  the  General  Mission- 
ary Board,  with  all  his  time  free  to  be  a  pioneer  in  missionary 
work,  and  the  founding  of  missions  and  parishes.  As  it  was  for 
many  years,  it  was  a  severe  struggle  and  a  heavy  burden  laid  upon 
the  weak  Diocese  to  furnish  his  support,  and  for  years  it  was  neces- 
sary that  he  should  have  the  care  of  a  parish  added  to  his  care  of 
all  the  Churches  in  order  to  receive  even  a  partial  support. 

The  first  Bishop  of  Indiana  was  a  grand  man,  one  whose  mem- 
ory the  Diocese  can  justly  respect  and  feel  proud  of.  He  left  a  record 
of  labors  and  self-denial  that  may  be  esteemed  as  a  precious  inher- 
itance. In  the  face  of  many  obstacles  the  Church  grew,  and  as  its 
history  under  its  different  Episcopates  shall  be  recounted  on  Thurs- 
day next,  the  day  of  our  semi-centennial  commemoration,  there 
will  be  much  in  it  for  which  we  may  well  thank  God  and  take  cour- 
age. There  was  not  perhaps  that  growth  and  occupancy  of  the 
State  for  Christ  and  the  Church  that  there  should  have  been — not 
those  institutions  founded  which  so  much  add  to  the  Church's  influ- 
ence and  strength,  that  under  more  favorable  circumstances  would 
have  been.  Yet  in  view  of  all  the  obstacles  and  hindrances  and 
weakness  of  the  time,  the  history  is  one  of  which  we  have  no 
reason  to  be  ashamed.  Nay,  rather  it  is  one  we  may  take  pride  in 
recalling.  We  can  thank  God  for  as  noble  and  self-denying,  and 
hard  working  an  Episcopate  as  any  Diocese  has  been  blessed  with, 
and  pioneer  missionaries  as  noble  men  in  their  devotion  to  Christ 
and  His  Church  as  have  ever  been  given  to  any  Diocese.  And 
godly  and  faithful  laymen  and  lay  women,  not  a  few,  who  have  left 
their  mark  upon  the  Diocese,   and  laid  foundations  that  we  may 
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well  esteem  it  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  build  upon.  Much  to 
stimulate  us  who  have  come  after,  to  be  up  and  doing  in  Christ's 
name  to  carry  forward  their  work. 

It  is  well,  as  these  way-marks  in  the  Church's  history  come  to 
us,  to  note  them  well,  to  pause  to  recite  the  story  of  past  trials  and 
achievements,  and  to  derive  from  them  helpful  lessons  to  guide  us 
in  our  own  efforts  for  carrying  forward  the  work  so  auspiciously  be- 
gun.    It  is  well  and  timely  to  set  apart  a  day  as  we  propose,  to 
consider  the  former  days,  to  tell  over  again  the  story  of  the  past,  to 
gather  together  the  records  of  its  conquests  for  the  benefit  of  all 
who  shall  come  after.    We  can  not  help  feeling,  dear  brethren,  that 
a  brighter  day  is  dawning  for  our  beloved  Zion  in  Indiana.     That 
the  struggles  and  warfare  of  the  past  have  prepared  the  way  for 
glorious  triumphs  in  the  future.     That  the  day  of  small  things  is 
giving  way  to  greater  and  more  rapid  progress.     We  believe  that 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church  are  appreciating  more  and 
more  the  great  responsibility  devolving  upon  them.     We  have  here  a 
grand  and  glorious  heritage,  situated  as  we  are  in  the  midst  of  two 
millions  of  people,  with  natural  and  material  resources,  that  place 
ours  among  the  foremost  commonwealths  of  our  great  country;  with 
a  people  steadily  improving  in  intelligence  and  culture,  there  is  a 
magnificent  work  for  the  Church  to  do.     I  do  not  know  of  a  more 
hopeful  missionary  field  within  the  borders  of  our  country  than 
here  at  our  own  door.     The  time  is  steadily  approaching  when  our 
Diocese  shall  have  those  educational  and  benevolent  institutions 
that  shall  exert  a  power  for  good  in  the  civilization  and  Christianiz- 
ing of  our  State.     Our  endowment  will  be  completed  at  an  early 
day,  giving  a  stability  and  permanency  that  will  be  felt  in  every 
department  of  our  work.     Our  schools  are  full  of  bright  promise  of 
usefulness,  and  will  be  equipped  at  no  distant  day  with  all  the  facil- 
ities to  make  them  a  real  power  in  seconding  the  influence  of  the 
Church  and  one  of  the  best  instrumentalities  in  her  perpetuation 
and  extension.     Our  missions  must  be  extended  to  take  in  every 
populous  center,  and  the  Church's  ministrations  be  made  to  reach  the 
whole  population  of  the  State ;  hospitals  and  orphanages,  homes  for 
the  aged  and  friendless  be  founded  to  provide  for  Christ's  helpless  and 
afflicted  ones  In  His  Name.    Our  aged  and  infirm  clergy  fund  must 
be  carefully  nourished  and  increased  until  the  servants  of  Christ 
who  have  spent  their  lives  in  ministering  at  the  Church's  altars  in 
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this  Diocese  shall  feel  that  generous  provision  has  been  made  for 
their  necessities  in  the  time  of  need  and  in  their  declining  years, 
and  that  they  will  not  be  left  in  their  old  age  and  helplessness  to  the 
cold  charities  of  the  world.  May  we  not  hope  that  more  and  more 
as  the  years  roll  on,  the  Church's  children  to  whom  God  has  en- 
trusted wealth  and  earthly  substance,  will  realize  their  stewardship, 
and  consecrate  of  this  wealth  for  God  and  His  Church?  Shall  we 
not  each  year  find  our  people  giving  more  liberally  for  our  missions 
and  the  building  of  mission  churches  until  this  spiritual  desert,  so  far 
as  the  work  of  our  own  Church  is  concerned,  shall  bud  and  blossom 
as  the  rose  ? 

Brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  let  us  labor  together  earnestly,, 
perseveringly,  hopefully  for  this  end.  Let  us  take  fresh  courage  from- 
the  story  of  the  past,  and  press  forward  with  renewed  zeal  to  con- 
quer this  great  empire  for  Christ,  and  diffuse  abroad  a  healthful 
Christian  civilization  that  shall  bring  forth  fruit  in  elevating  the 
moral  character  of  our  whole  people,  and  repressing  vice  and  im- 
morality now  all  too  prevalent. 

The  year  now  closing  has  brought  with  it  sad  losses  to  the  Epis- 
copate of  the  Church  in  our  land.  Four  of  our  Right  Reverend 
Fathers  have  been  called  from  their  labors  here  to  the  rest  of  Para- 
dise. Just  after  the  close  of  our  last  Convention,  June  11,  1887, 
came  the  sad  news  of  the  decease  of  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Penn- 
sylvania, William  Bacon  Stevens,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  at  the  age  of  71. 
For  more  than  twenty-five  years  he  had  ruled  wisely  and  well  his 
metropolitan  Diocese,  and  was  respected  and  beloved  for  his  well- 
rounded  Christian  character,  wherever  known.  His  ripe  scholar- 
ship and  godly  wisdom  had  made  him  a  leader  among  his  brethren, 
and  his  decease  was  a  loss  to  the  whole  Church. 

August  22,  1887,  afSewanee,  the  brave  Robert  Barnwell  Elliott, 
D.  D. ,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  after  a  year  or  more 
of  sickness  and  feebleness,  passed  away,  at  the  comparatively  early 
age  of  47  years.  He  had  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
whole  Church  by  his  earnest  labors  in  a  hard  mission  field. 

On  the  12th  day  of  March,  1888,  George  Kelly  Dunlop,  D.  D., 
Missionary  Bishop  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  suddenly  fell 
asleep,  at  the  age  of  58.  For  eight  years  he  had  labored  unceas- 
ingly in  one  of  the  hardest  missionary  fields  of  the  Church,  not 
without  encouraging  results.     He    was  patient,  persevering  and 
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hopeful.  His  jurisdiction  mourns  the  loss  of  a  father  whom  they 
loved,  and  the  whole  Church  feels  the  loss  of  so  faithful  a  laborer 
for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

More  recently,  on  May  the  2d,  after  only  a  few  days  illness,  the 
Right  Rev.  John  Henry  Hobart  Brown,  D.  D.,  first  Bishop  of  Fond 
-du  Lac,  in  the  full  prime  of  manhood,  at  the  age  of  57  years,  in 
the  midst  of  great  usefulness,  was  called  away  from  his  earthly  la- 
bors. He  was  one  whom  I  personally  knew  well  and  loved.  We 
had  taken  passage  on  the  same  ship  together  for  the  Pan- Anglican 
Conference,  and  it  was  a  personal  grief  that  pressing  Diocesan  en- 
gagements prevented  my  attendance  at  the  last  sad  offices.  Bishop 
Brown  was  managing  with  great  wisdom  his  difficult  field,  and  lay- 
ing noble  foundations.  He  was  modest,  wise  and  prudent.  His 
loss  will  be  sadly  felt  by  his  bereaved  flock,  who  loved  him  as  a 
father.     May  God  raise  up  a  faithful  man  to  take  his  place. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  ranks  of  the  Episcopate,  the 
Rev.  James  S.  Johnston,  D.  D. ,  to  take  the  place  of  the  lamented 
Elliot,  in  Western  Texas,  who  was  consecrated  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Epiphany,  January  6,  1888,  in  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  and  the 
Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  D.  D.,  consecrated  in  Christ  Church,  St. 
Louis,  on  the  Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  as  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Nevada  and  Utah,  to  take  the  places  of  Bishops  Whit- 
aker  and  Tuttle,  translated  to  Pennsylvania  and  Missouri. 

In  the  work  of  our  own  Diocese  we  have  had  an  encouraging 
year.     Our  missionary  offerings,  though  not  all  that  was  hoped  for, 
have  not  fallen  behind  previous  years,  and  enabled  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  appoint  some  additional  missionaries,  and  to  establish 
new  centers  of  work.      The  parochial  clergy  have  reached  out  to 
neighboring  towns  and  done  an  amount  of  missionary  work  scarcely 
less  important  than  the  missionary  clergy.      The  number  of  bap- 
tisms and  confirmations  are  an  evidence  of  the   faithfulness  of  the 
clergy   and   growth  of  the   Church.      We  have  a   body  of  clergy 
steadily  increasing  who  realize  their  obligations,  and  their  opportun- 
ities, and  are  putting  forth  every  effort  to  fulfill  them.     I  know  of 
no  Diocese  in  our  land  that  is  blessed  with  a  more  self-denying, 
hard-working  band  of  clergy,  than  Indiana  has  at  present.     They 
•deserve  and  should  have  the  cordial  co  operation  and  support  of 
*he  laity  in  their  earnest  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church. 
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CHANGES   OF   THE   CLERGY. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  our  clerical  force,  too 
many  for  the  best  welfare  of  the  work,  but  at  the  present  time  the 
Diocese,  as  a  whole,  is  well-manned,  and  the  two  or  three  vacancies 
existing  we  have  good  expectation  of  supplying  at  an  early  day. 
Among  those  who  have  left  us  the  past  year  is  the  rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  Dr.  E.  A.  Bradley,  who  for  sixteen 
years  had  been  closely  identified  with  all  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 
His  departure  is  greatly  felt.  The  call  to  an  important  parish 
at  the  East  was  a  deserved  promotion  to  which  we  reluctantly  gave 
him  up.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  welcome  him  back,  and  that  he 
can  have  a  part  in  commemorating  our  semi  centennial.  We  were 
glad  also  to  have  a  visit  last  autumn  from  Dr.  Wakefield,  of  Cali- 
fornia, so  long  an  active  worker  in  this  field.  It  was  pleasant  to 
learn  of  his  restored  health,  and  his  usefulness  in  his  new  home  in 
California. 

On  June  28  we  dismissed  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  the  Rev. 
J.  P.  D.  Llwyd,  for  some  time  assistant  in  Trinity  Church,  Michi- 
gan City.  In  September  we  dismissed  the  Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Brad- 
don,  of  Delphi,  to  Massachusetts,  the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Burk,  of  Peru, 
to  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  Rev.  John  Moncure,  of  Madison,  to 
Southern  Ohio.  In  the  place  of  Mr.  Burk,  at  Peru,  we  have  re- 
cently appointed  Mr.  Otway  Colvin,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
and  late  a  Baptist  minister,  as  lay  reader  in  charge.  On  the  first 
of  October  Rev.  N.  W.  Heermans,  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Moncure  in  Christ  Church,  Madison.  The  parish  is 
prospering  under  his  faithful  ministrations.  In  October  we  dis- 
missed Rev.  Frederick  Towers,  of  South  Bend,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Florida.  He  was  succeeded  at  the  beginning  of  Lent  by  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Thompson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  the  worship  of  the  parish  is  proceeding  most  en- 
couragingly. In  December  we  dismissed  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Talbott, 
of  Greencastle,  to  Nebraska,  and  from  October  until  April  this 
Mission  was  served  by  the  Rev.  A.  Prentiss,  who  returned  to  us  in 
the  autumn  from  Colorado.  In  June  last  the  Rev.  G.  W.  S.  Ayres- 
came  to  us  from  Western  Michigan,  and  has  served  the  mission  at 
Connersville  and  opened  promising  mission  work  at  Rushville. 
Rev.  C.  C.  Leman  came  in  June  also  to  New  Albany,  but  remained 
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in  the  Diocese  only  until  the  middle  of  February  last  when  he  re- 
moved to  the  Diocese  of  Quincy.  At  his  removal,  Frank  J.  Mallett, 
late  a  Methodist  minister  and  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  was  ap- 
pointed lay  reader  and  is  still  serving  the  parish  acceptably.  On 
the  1st  of  October  Rev.  Walter  H.  Bamford  came  to  us  from  Min- 
nesota and  was  appointed  Missionary  at  New  Castle,  where  he  is 
rendering  acceptable  service.  August  1  Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  entered  upon  the  rectorship  of 
Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  where  he  is  serving  faithfully  and  ac- 
ceptably. Rev.  James  A.  McGlone  at  the  same  time  took  charge 
of  the  vacant  mission  at  Worthington,  where  he  is  doing  excellent 
work.  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  on  the  1st  of  July  last,  came  from 
Minnesota  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes, 
and  his  work  there  is  being  greatly  blessed.  August  1st  Rev  J.  T. 
L.  Hynes  was  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  and  placed 
in  charge  of  our  mission  in  Cannelton,  where  he  rendered  accept- 
able service  until  April  1st,  when,  because  of  ill-health,  he  was  com- 
j>elled  to  resign  and  remove  to  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  his  old  home. 
In  November  last  the  Rev.  George  D.  Adams  was  appointed  mis- 
sionary at  Marion,  coming  to  us  from  Louisiana.  He  is  rendering 
most  acceptable  service.  In  December  last  Rev.  Belno  A.  Brown, 
M.  D.,  came  from  Western  Michigan  to  take  charge  of  St.  Paul's, 
Columbus.  He  is  greatly  encouraged  with  the  progress  of  his 
work.  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle  having  resigned  Columbus  and  New 
Castle,  his  mission  was  enlarged  to  take  in  Anderson  and  Knights- 
town,  where  his  labors,  as  in  other  parts  of  his  field,  are  greatly 
blessed  and  full  of  promise  for  the  future. 

Rev.  Benjamin  S.  Lassiter,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  has 
accepted  the  vacant  mission  at  Frankfort,  and  expects  to  enter  upon 
his  labors  in  June.  Rev.  William  G.  Woolford,  ordered  Deacon 
and  Priest,  since  the  last  convention,  was  appointed  January  1, 
to  the  vacant  .mission  of  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw,  and  the  prospects 
of  this  long  vacant  mission  are  once  more  encouraging. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger,  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  has  been 
received  into  the  Diocese,  and  was  instituted  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  on  Sunday  last.  He  is  a  welcome  accession 
to  the  ranks  of  the  clergy. 
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This  important  fund  is  proving  a  real  help  in  the  extension  of 
the  Church  to  new  towns,  and  in  building  modest  mission  churches 
and  rectories.  It  has  aided  the  past  year  in  building  rectories 
at  Elkhart  and  Garrett,  and  in  paring  off  a  mortgage  upon  the. 
rectory  at  Aurora.  It  has  aided  in  securing  sites  for  churches 
at  Albion  and  New  Carlisle :  in  the  erection  of  the  church  at 
Wilkinson,  and  St.  Philip's  Mission  Chapel  for  colored  people, 
in  Indianapolis,  and  the  purchase  of  valuable  church  properties  at 
Rochester  and  Brightwood,  and  in  paying  debts  upon  the  churches 
at  Rock ville  and  Warsaw. 

In  the  three  years  since  the  fund  was  started  it  has  aided  in  build- 
ing ten  churches  and  three  rectories,  and  in  securing  three  sites  for 
three  churches  vet  to  be  built.  This  fund  should,  therefore,  receive 
liberal  contributions  from  all  our  parishes  and  missions. 

CANDIDATES    FOR   THE    MINISTRY. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  additions.  At  this  time  we  have 
two  postulants  and  five  candidates  for  the  ministry.  In  the  educa- 
tion of  our  candidates,  I  have  been  greatly  aided  by  the  contribu- 
tions for  this  purpose  made  in  our  churches.  We  shall  need  this 
aid  more  and  more,  and  the  Bishop  would  ask  for  an  annual  offer- 
ing, as  heretofore,  for  this  important  object. 
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st.  Stephen's  hospital,  Richmond. 

This  institution,  under  the  care  of  St.  Paul's  parish,  Richmond, 
has  continued  its  useful  work.  The  Thanksgiving  and  Harvest 
Home  offerings  from  some  of  our  parishes  have  aided  somewhat 
andtestified  the  sympathy  of  Church  people  to  our  brethren  there 
in  this  their  good  work.  We  urge  a  general  remembrance  of  this 
work  at  those  seasons.  There  is  a  strong  probability  that  a  deter- 
mined effort  will  be  made  at  an  early  day  for  the  purchase  of  a  suit- 
able building  for  a  permanent  home  for  the  Hospital.  This  will  make 
a  saving  of  $400  per  annum  in  the  expense  of  maintaining  it,  now 
paid  for  rent,  and  will  be  an  assurance  of  permanency  and  stability 
most  desirable.  The  Child's  Cot  Fund,  for  the  endowment  of  a  bed 
in  the  Hospital,  now  amounts  to  $223.66,  and  is  steadily  increasing. 
The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  the  past  year  is 
22,  to  whom  713  days'  care  have  been  bestowed,  193  of  which 
were  on  account  of  charity. 

ORPHANAGE    FUND. 

The  Children's  Orphanage  Fund  has  made  good  progress.  At 
our  last  Convention  the  Treasurer  reported  $363.08.  It  has  now 
in  the  savings  bank  to  its  credit  $1,152.26.  We  shall  go  on  adding 
to  it  until  the  way  opens  to  found  the  home.  It  may  be  that  God 
will  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  his  servants  to  give  a  suitable 
building  in  which  to  begin  the  work  in  an  humble  way.  With  the 
orphanage  might  be  associated  a  home  for  the  aged.  We  await 
God's  providential  ordering  for  the  beginning  of  the  work. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Howe  Grammar  School  for  Boys  at  Lima  is  steadily  devel- 
oping in  usefulness,  and  its  patronage  is  increasing.  It  has  had 
twenty-three  boarders  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  a  number  of 
day  scholars.  The  patroness  of  the  school,  Mrs.  John  B.  Howe, 
after  whose  honored  husband  it  is  named,  and  of  whom  it  is  a 
memorial,  has  taken  the  necessary  preliminary  steps  to  secure 
plans  for  the  erection  at  once  of  a  suitable  brick  building  to  increase 
the  capacity  of  the  school  to  accommodate  at  least  fifty  boys.  I  do 
not  believe  this  good  woman  could  expend  the  same  amount  of 
money  in  any  way  to  the  greater  glory  of  God  or  for  a  blessing  to 
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the  Diocese.  She  will  deserve  and  receive,  I  am  sure,  the  thanks 
of  the  Church  in  Indiana  for  this  generous  benefaction.  Few  men 
have  the  gift  of  influencing  and  moulding  youth  for  good  to  a 
greater  degree  than  Mr.  Spalding.  This  school,  accessible  to  the 
two  States  of  Indiana  and  Michigan,  must  command  a  patronage 
that  will  support  it  and  make  it  one  of  the  best  schools  in  our  land. 

YOUNG    LADIES*    INSTITUTE    AT    INDIANAPOLIS. 

This  school  for  young  ladies  has  received  an  encouraging  patron- 
age its  second  year.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  order  to 
enable  the  school  to  open  a  boarding  department,  placed  the  Bishop 
Upfold  residence  at  the  service  of  Professor  and  Mrs.  Lyon,  free 
of  rent,  thus  securing  the  property  for  the  object  for  which  it  was 
set  apart  by  my  predecessor.  I  was  able  to  furnish  the  building 
suitably  for  its  purposes.  It  has  had  five  boarders  its  first  year,  and 
the  testimony  of  parents  and  examiners  is  full  and  hearty  as  to  the 
high  character  of  the  instruction  imparted.  We  commend  the 
school  most  cordially  to  parents  having  daughters  to  educate. 

BARKER    HALL,    MICHIGAN    CITY, 

Has  continued  to  do  a  good  work,  and  has  had  a  prosperous  year. 
The  school  has  enrolled  100  pupils,  and  commands  the  confidence 
and  patronage  of  the  community.  Its  influence  in  the  town  and 
parish  is  already  felt. 

ST.    JOHN'S   SCHOOL,   NORTH    YINCENNES. 

This  day  school,  maintained  by  Major  Gould,  at  North  Vin- 
cennes,  numbering  (>0  pupils,  is  accomplishing  great  good  among  a 
class  of  children  that  greatly  needed  the  blessed  training  it  supplies. 
Its  two  teachers  have  been  devoted  to  their  work,  and  the  rector 
has  given  it  careful  attention. 

ENDOWMENT   OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

When,  three  years  ago,  the  Convention,  by  resolution,  requested 
me  to  canvass  the  parishes  for  permanent  endowment  of  the  Diocese, 
I  felt  that  it  would  be  no  easy  matter  to  accomplish ;  yet  its  im- 
portance and  desirability  determined  me  to  make  the  effort 
in  good  faith,  and  I  felt  that  when  once  our  people  came  to  realize 
the  advantage  of  it,  they  would  co-operate  heartily  in  its  accom- 
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plishment.  I  have  not  been  disappointed.  There  is  good  prospect 
of  its  being  completed  within  the  period  of  seven  years  allowed  for 
it.  The  cheerfulness  and  readiness  with  which  subscriptions  have 
been  given  has  been  such  as  to  make  the  work  of  personal  solicita- 
tion comparatively  easy.  The  aim  has  been  to  secure  in  every 
parish  and  mission  a  capital  which,  at  f>  per  cent,  interest,  would 
produce  their  annual  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 
Already  this  has  been  accomplished  in  twenty-nine  parishes  and 
missions,  their  full  quota  for  this  object  amounting  to  nearly 
$19,000. 

They  are  as  follows :  Grace  Church,  Indianapolis ;  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis ;  nearly  the  whole  amount.  Grace,  Muncie; 
St.  Matthew's,  Worthington;  Trinity,  Connersville ;  St.  Luke's, 
Cannelton ;  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth ;  St.  Mary's,  Delphi ;  St.  Paul's, 
Mishawaka;  St.  John's,  Bristol;  St.  James's,  New  Castle;  Gethse- 
mane,  Marion ;  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw ;  St  James's,  Goshen,  nearly ; 
St  Paul's,  Jeffersonville ;  St.  Mark's,  Lima ;  St.  John's,  Crawfords- 
ville ;  St.  John's,  Elkhart ;  Trinity,  Michigan  City ;  St.  James's, 
Vincennes;  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville;  Trinity,  Lawrenceburgh; 
St.  Philip's,  North  Liberty ;  St.  Mark's,  Aurora ;  St.  Stephen's,  New 
Harmony ;  Grace,  Attica ;  Emmanuel,  Garrett ;  St.  Mark's,  La- 
grange ;  Christ,  Huntington.  Others  would  have  been  in  this  list 
could  I  have  found  time  to  canvass  them.  It  can  not  be  done  in  a 
hurry,  it  takes  time  and  patience  and  a  favorable  opportunity.  Of 
the  foregoing  list,  St.  Mark's,  Lima ;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka ;  St. 
James's,  Vincennes ;  Gethsemane,  Marion ;  Holy  Innocents',  Evans- 
ville ;  St.  James's,  New  Castle  and  St.  John's,  Bristol,  have  paid  in 
their  full  quota,  and  are  entitled  to  be  released  from  assessment  for 
Episcopal  support.  The  following  parishes  and  missions  have  made 
partial  subscriptions :  St.  Paul's,  Evansville ;  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort ; 
Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  John's,  Greencastle;  Trinity,  Blooming- 
ton;  St.  John's,  Rockville;  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis  ;  St.  John's,  La- 
fayette :  St.  Paul's,  Laporte  ;  Trinity,  Logansport ;  Christ  Church, 
Madison ;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany ;  St.  Paul's,  Richmond ;  St. 
James's,  South  Bend  ;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute  ;  amounting  in  the 
aggregate,  with  individual  subscriptions,  to  $11,000,  and  making 
$30,000  pledged  to  date.      There  has  been  paid  in  cash,  $10,000. 

Some  parishes  because  of  impending  parochial  improvements  or 
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indebtedness  in  process  of  liquidation  or  engagements  in  building  a 
rectory  or  church,  we  have  not  thought  it  opportune  to  canvass. 
These  in  due  time  will  all  be  reached,  and  all  will  be  allowed  the 
privilege  of  doing  their  full  and  fair  share.     To  this  date  it  has  not 
cost  the  Diocese  or  the  fund  one  penny  for  postage,  printing,  or 
traveling  expenses.      Every  dollar  contributed  has  gone  directly  to 
the  fund.     From  the  sale  of  the  North  Meridian  street  lots,  author- 
ized by  the  Convention,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  been  en- 
abled to  pay  off  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Diocese,  with  a  suf- 
ficient remainder  to  restore  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  the  $2,000  paid 
for  this  object  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Charles  Viele,  of  Evansville 
and  a  good  portion  of  the  $5,000  paid'by  Mr.  John  B.  Howe   of 
Lima,  and  used  in  payment  for  the  building  of  our  Episcopal  resi- 
dence, and  arrearage  of  salary  due  my  predecessor.     For  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  Diocese  free  from 
debt  with  a  permanent  fund  invested  of  $15,000.     May  it  be  a  long 
time  before  we  get  into  debt  again.    The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is 
greatly  embarrassed  by  the  failure  of  parishes  to  pay  their  assess- 
ments quarterly,  as  required.    A  little  attention  to  business  methods 
in  our  parish  finances  would  remedy  this. 

LAY    READERS. 

We  have  a  body  of  thirty-one  licensed  lay  readers.     They  are 
rendering  valuable  assistance  in  their  several  parishes   in  aiding 

their  rectors  in  maintaining  services  during  vacancies  of  rectorship 

in  mission  chapels  and  Sunday- schools.  There  is  much  room  for 
increasing  usefulness  to  the  Church  in  detailing  them  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  mission  Sunday-schools  and  reading  service  in  places 
where  the  Church  is  not  known ;  in  seeking  out  neglected  districts 
in  the  country  and  establishing  services  in  school-houses  and  private 
houses,  or  taking  the  services  in  the  home  Church  whilst  the  rector 
goes  out  to  do  mission  duty. 

Many  of  the  clergy  have  given  attention  to  extra  parochial  mis- 
sion work  outside  of  their  regular  cures,  and  generally  with  good  re- 
sults. The  full  story  of  this  work  we  shall  have  in  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  to  morrow  evening,  and  I  need  not  stop  at 
this  time  to  dwell  upon  it. 
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woman's  work. 


The  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  increasing  each  year  in 
importance  and  interest.  Several  new  Auxiliaries  have  been  organ- 
ized. The  Diocesan  Secretary  has  been  present  at  several  meetings 
of  our  convocations,  and  addresed  the  women's  meetings  held  in 
connection  with  them.  We  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we 
shall  have  a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  organized  and  at  work  in  every 
parish  in  the  Diocese. 

The  statistics  as  gathered  by  our  Diocesan  Secretary,  and  pre- 
sented in  her  annual  report  to-day,  is  an  interesting  study,  and 
shows  how  much  of  the  Church's  work  in  this  busy  age  devolves 
upon  the  women. 

PARISH    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  care  bestowed  upon  the  House  of  God  and  the  decent,  or- 
derly rendering  of  the  service  throughout  the  Diocese,  it  has  been 
a  delight   to  observe.     There  has  been  a  marked    improvement 
during  the  past  years.     Nearly   every  one  of  our  older  churches 
have  been  repaired  outside  and  in,  and  put  in  the  best  of  condi- 
tion.    The  weekly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  is  almost  the 
rule  in  the  Diocese,  as  is  also  the  observance  of  the  Saints'  days. 
These  testify  to  a  spiritual  advance  that  is  most  encouraging  and 
hopeful.     Old  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  has  perhaps  made  the  great- 
est and    most    costly    improvements    by   the  addition  of  a  new 
chancel,  organ  chamber  and  sacristy.     They  have  now  a  complete 
and  beautiful  church.      The    improvements    cost    about    $3,500. 
St.  James's  Vincennes,  has  added  a  new  pipe  organ  at  a  cost  of 
$2,500;    St.    Mark's,   Aurora,   has  paid  a  debt  of  $400  on  their 
rectory,   and    painted  and    papered    the   interior;    St.  Andrew's, 
Warsaw,    has   paid   one   half  their  indebtedness   of   $500;    Trin- 
ity   Church,   Logansport,    for    the    first   time    in  many    years,  is 
freed    from    all    indebtedness;     St.  Luke's,   Frankfort,    has    paid 
$400    on    their    debt,    leaving    but    $350   to  provide  for.      Em- 
manuel,  Garrett,  has  been  greatly  improved    by  interior  decora- 
tions and  stained  glass  windows,  and  is  now  building  a  rectory; 
St  John's,  Elkhart,  has  built  a  new  rectory  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  and 
have  it  paid  for;    St.    Paul's,  Columbus,  has   been  decorated  in 
the  interior,  re-carpeted,  and    new   chancel  furniture  added ;    St. 
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Stephen's,  New  Harmony,  has  been  re-shingled,  painted  and  car- 
peted, and  other  improvements  made ;  Holy  Innocents',  Indi- 
anapolis, has  also  had  its  interior  greatly  improved  and  decorated, 
and  is  soon  to  be  re  painted  ;  they  have  also  paid  an  installment 
of  their  rectory  indebtedness  ;  the  chancel  of  Christ  Church,  Indi- 
anapolis, has  been  decorated  and  new  tiling  laid  in  the  vestibule; 
the  rectory  at  Plymouth,  has  been  newly  painted ;  St.  Matthew's, 
Worthington,  has  been  greatly  improved  by  interior  decoration, 
and  rectory  and  church  put  in  good  order ;  Grace  Church,  Mun- 
cie,  has  added  new  chancel  furniture,  a  memorial  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Kirby. 

St.  Paul's,  Jefferson ville,  has  purchased  eligible  lots  for  the 
site  of  their  new  church. 

Trinity,  Michigan  City,  has  a  large  subscription  toward  a  new 
stone  church  to  be  erected  at  no  distant  day.  Grace  Church, 
Indianapolis,  the  Bishop's  church,  has  been  greatly  improved  in 
interior,  new  stained  glass  windows  put  in,  the  exterior  painted  and 
new  chancel  furniture  added.  The  growth  of  this  congregation 
from  nothing  the  past  three  years  has  been  quite  remarkable,  and 
their  pastor,  Mr.  Swan,  has  great  reason  to  be  encouraged.  The 
liberal  offerings  of  the  congregations  for  all  Diocesan  work  have  been 
most  gratifying.  It  is  a  great  comfort  to  the  Bishop  to  have  such  a 
Diocesan  church  where  he  can  feel  perfectly  free  to  appoint  all  needed 
special  services,  and  to  meet  his  clergy  for  retreats,  quiet  days,  con- 
vocations, etc.  Already  it  is  in  the  mind  of  a  liberal  member  of 
the  congregation  to  set  apart  a  valuable  property  for  its  endowment ; 
for  this  we  are  devoutly  grateful. 

NEW   CHURCH KS. 

On  Friday,  Nov.  18,  1887,  I  consecrated  the  beautiful  St. 
Paul's  Chapel,  Evansville,  built  of  stone  and  brick  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Viele,  "in  remembrance  of  many  mercies  vouchsafed  them 
by  Almighty  God."  It  is  next  the  comfortable  rectory,  their  gift  to 
the  parish,  and  beside  the  beautiful  stone  parish  church.  In  the 
rear  of  it  is  the  convenient  parish  house.  Few  parishes  in  the 
land  are  better  equipped  than  St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  for  effective 
work  for  Christ  and  the  Church.  I  mention  this  simply  as  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation,  that  the  entire  salary  of  the  rector  of 
Holy  Innocents'  is  provided  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Viele.     The  Church 
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in  Evansville  owes  them  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  liberal 
aid  in  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  the  Church  there.  As 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  I  here  place  on  record  my  own  grateful 
appreciation  of  what  they  have  done  and  are  doing  for  the  Church. 

January  20  I  held  a  benediction  service  for  St.  Mary's,  Wilkin- 
son, assisted  by  several  of  the  brethren  and  a  large  congregation. 
It  is  a  neat  village  church,  buiit  at  the  small  cost  of  $900,  with  sit- 
tings for  150  persons.  Rev.  Mr.  Engle  deserves  great  praise  for 
his  faithful  labors,  and  has  reason  to  be  greatly  encouraged  with  the 
result.  Four  churches  have  been  secured  to  the  Diocese  through 
his  efforts  in  three  years,  and  he  has  it  in  mind  to  build  as  many 
more  in  the  next  three  years  if  he  is  spared. 

Through  the  personal  efforts  and  generosity  of  Mrs.  Reginald 
Hall,  a  communicant  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  a  neat  chapel 
has  been  erected  in  a  locality  accessible  to  a  large  colored  popula- 
tion in  Indianapolis,  for  St.  Philip's  Colored  Mission.  The  lot  cost 
$1,050  and  the  chapel  $900.  It  will  accommodate  150.  The  cor- 
ner stone  was  laid  February  7, 1888,  and  the  benediction  service  on 
Trinity  Sunday  evening.  We  are  glad  to  report  this  first  effort  to 
reach  the  colored  population  of  our  Diocese,  and  are  thankful  to 
report,  also,  that  Judge  Stotsenburgh,  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  New 
Albany,  is  making  arrangements  to  purchase  a  lot  and  build  a  sim- 
ilar chapel  for  the  colored  people  there. 

On  All  Saints'  Day,  1887,  a  mission  was  organized  at  Bright- 
wood,  a  growing  suburb  of  Indianapolis,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Engle.  He 
found  thirteen  communicants  of  the  Church  residing  there,  and 
desirous  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  The  opportunity 
offered  soon  after  to  purchase  a  valuable  property,  consisting  of  two 
lots  and  a  comfortable  church  building  that  had  been  erected  as  a 
union  church.  The  property  had  cost  $1,500,  and  was  secured  for 
the  Church  at  a  cost  of  $400,  which  the  people  themselves  will 
provide  for  with  $250  from  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund. 

Dr.  Kemp,  of  Plymouth,  in  addition  to  the  care  of  his  impor- 
tant parish,  has  been  doing  mission  work  in  several  towns  adjacent 
to  him,  among  them  Rochester,  the  county  seat  of  Fulton  county. 
Here,  in  February  last,  he  had  the  opportunity  of  securing  a  val- 
uable church  property,  on  an  eligible  corner  lot,  that  had  belonged 
to  the  Lutherans,  at  a  cost  of  $800.  With  some  needed  repairs  it 
will  make  a  suitable  mission  church  in  this  important  town. 
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At  Albion,  county  seat  of  Noble  county,  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Jephson,  of  Garrett,  a  lot  has  been  secured  at  a  cost  of  $350, 
and  the  means  are  in  hand  for  the  erection  of  a  neat  mission 
church. 

A  lot  has  also  been  offered  at  Auburn,  county  seat  of  De  Kalb 
county,  where  in  another  year  or  two  we  shall  hope  to  erect  a 
church. 

The  old  church  property  in  Bloomington  has  been  sold  at  an 
advantageous  price,  and  a  new  lot  purchased  in  a  central  location 
A  neat  church  will  be  erected  the  present  year  at  a  cost  of  $2, 500. 

Gethsemane  Mission,  Marion,  has  taken  steps  for  the  erection 
of  a  substantial  parish  church  at  an  early  day,  and  Christ  Church 
Mission,  Huntington,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  of  Ma- 
rion, have  taken  steps  to  purchase  a  lot  and  secure  a  church  build- 
ing. At  Mount  Vernon,  a  band  of  faithful  ladies  are  at  work 
securing  a  fund  for  building  a  church  the  coming  year.  The  Ladies' 
Guild,  of  Knightstown,  have  money  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  a 
lot,  and  have  purchased  an  organ.  They  hope  to  build  the  coming 
year.  All  these  records  of  Church  progress  within  our  beloved 
Diocese  is  a  token  to  me,  brethren  beloved,  of  God's  blessing  upon 
our  work  and  encouragement  to  faithful  missionary  effort.  I  hope 
they  may  prove  incentives  to  us  all  to  be  up  and  doing  in  this  great 
missionary  field,  where  our  lot  is  cast.  Let  us  not  despise  the  day 
of  small  things ;  in  due  time  we  shall  reap  a  harvest  if  we  faint  not 
by  the  way. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

I  have  attended  and  presided  at  three  meetings  of  the  Northern 
Convocation,  three  of  the  Central,  and  two  of  the  Southern,  eight 
in  all.  These  con  vocational  meetings  have  proven  of  very  great 
advantage  in  bringing  the  Bishop  in  closer  affiliation  with  his  clergy, 
and  enabling  them  to  discuss  questions  of  great  importance  to  our 
work,  and  to  consult  especially  in  behalf  of  the  missionary  interests 
•  of  the  Diocese.  I  am  quite  sure  we  have  all  felt  that  it  was  good 
to  be  there,  and  returned  to  our  respective  work  encouraged  and 
stimulated  by  our  mutual  consultations  and  instructions.  I  have 
been  greatly  strengthened  and  encouraged  by  the  generous  help 
given  me  by  a  few  Eastern  friends  and  parishes;  without  this  aid, 
we  could  not  have  made  the  progress  we  have.     They  have  my

gratitude  and  prayers.  I  embraced  the  occasion  of  my  summer 
vacation  to  present  our  work  as  I  had  opportunity,  and  received 
much  kindness. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions,  because  of  generous  aid  bestowed 
in  the  beginning  of  work  in  Indiana,  and  since  continued,  and  be- 
cause of  obligation  laid  upon  us  by  the  whole  Church,  should  receive 
at  least  an  annual  collection  for  its  different  departments  in  every 
parish  in  our  Diocese.  No  clergyman  should  neglect  to  give  his 
people  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  General  Missions  and  to 
make  known  to  them  its  needs  and  their  obligations  to  help  it. 
The  General  Church  Building  Fund  should  receive  the  same  atten- 
tion until  its  desired  sum  of  one  million  dollars  is  made  up.  The 
million  dollar  Enrollment  Fund  of  $5  from  each  member  of  the 
Church  able  to  contribute  to  it,  has  not  received  that  attention  from 
our  Diocese  its  importance  demands.  During  our  next  year  shall 
not  an  organized  effort  be  made  to  do  our  full  share  ?  We  now 
have  on  hand  as  reported  at  last  Convention,  with  interest,  $563.37 
Let  us  at  least  double  this  sum. 

SOUTHERN    OHIO. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  Southern  Ohio 
I  have  given  several  weeks  to  visitations  in  that  Diocese  where  the 
Bishop  is  disabled  by  sickness.  I  have  held  27  visitations,  confirmed 
349,  consecrated  1  church,  ordered  1  Deacon  and  2  Priests.  On 
my  visits  there  I  was  cordially  received  and  treated  with  great 
kindness.  The  compensation  received  has  enabled  me  to  add  a 
considerable  sum  to  our  Church  Building  Fund,  and  to  aid  other 
mission  work  in  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Cunningham,  a 
liberal  and  generous  layman,  of  Chicago,  has  shown  great  kindness 
to  our  Diocese  by  supplying  several  missions  with  Prayer  books 
and  Hymnals.     I  mention  with  gratitude  his  generosity. 

Grace  Church,  Muncie,  was  bereaved  in  August  last  by  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Mary  Kirby,  an  active  worker  in  the  parish  from  its  organ- 
ization as  a  mission.  She  was  respected  and  beloved  as  a  Christian 
woman  of  great  purity  and  nobleness  of  character,  and  a  devoted 
daughter  of  the  Church. 

Christ  Church,  Madison,  has  recently  been  called  upon  to  mourn 
the  death  of  its  Senior  Warden,  Captain  Henry  A.  Sanxay,  a  lay 
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reader  in  the  parish  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school.  He 
was  a  devoted  worker,  a  lover  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  His 
loss  will  be  severely  felt.  His  family  have  our  heartfelt  sympathy 
and  prayers. 

On  June  28,  1887,  at  South  Bend,  Mrs.  William  Miller  died  after 
a  long  illness.  Mrs.  Miller  was  a  sister  of  the  Rev.  William  Rich- 
mond, and  at  her  house  I  had  often  been  entertained.  She  was  a 
woman  of  remarkably  strong  Christian  character,  and  her  death  is 
severe  loss  to  her  parish. 

September  29,  at  Worthington,  died  Mrs.  Catherine  R.  Miller, 
a  devout  and  loving  daughter  of  the  Church,  whose  whole  soul  was 
interested  in  advancing  its  welfare,  and  whose  loss  is  severely  felt 
by  her  parish,  family  and  friends. 

LAMBETH   CONFERENCE. 

I  have  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
to  be  present  at  the  Third  Pan-Anglican  Conference  of  the  Bishops 
of  the  Anglican  Communion  throughout  the  world,  which  is  sum- 
moned to  meet  at  Lambeth  Palace,  July  3.  I  expect  to  sail  on  the 
Arizona,  of  the  Guion  Line,  next  Tuesday,  June  12,  and  to  be 
absent  not  longer  than  the  1st  of  November.  I  leave  the  active 
work  of  the  Diocese  for  so  long  a  time  with  great  reluctance.  The 
administration  of  its  affairs  I  shall  entrust  in  the  hands  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  feeling  assured  that  they  will  be  well  cared  for. 
Nothing  but  the  importance  of  this  great  council  of  the  Fathers  of 
the  Church,  and  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  it  and  some 
foreign  travel,  would  separate  me  so  long  from  this  work  which  I 
dearly  love,  and  this  people,  who  are  growing  more  and  more,  day 
by  day,  into  my  affections.  I  ask  your  prayers  that  God  may  have 
me  under  his  protection  whilst  absent,  and  return  me  to  you  re- 
freshed and  strengthened  in  body  and  mind  for  our  great  work.  I 
ask  your  prayers  also  for  this  great  Council  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Church,  that  they  may  be  guided  by  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  all 
their  deliberations  for  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

It  remains  for  me  to  give  the  summary  of  official  acts  and  statis- 
tics for  the  conventional  year.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  submits  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1888,  the  following  report  for  the  previous  year: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  last  Convention  was  organized  by 
electing  L.  B.  Martin,  Treasurer,  and  Chas.  A.  Sudlow,  Secretary. 

Mr.  R.  M.  Wylie,  of  Trinity  Church,  Bloomington,  made  two  reports 
during  the  year,  showing  receipts  to  be  $187.70,  and  expenditures,  includ- 
ing amount  paid  in  cash  to  the  Treasurer,  of  like  amount. 

Mr.  John  Sanderson,  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton,  made  two  re- 
ports; total  receipts  amounting  to  $270.00,  with  credits  for  like  amount, 
including  cash  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer. 
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Sundry  allowances  were  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  neede 
pairs  on  the  school  property  of  the  Diocese,  corner  of  St.  Josepl 
Pennsylvania  streets,  as  well  as  for  fencing  the  Episcopal  residence 
making  water,  sewerage  and  natural  gas  connections  therewith. 

The  rent  of  $360.00  per  annum  accruing  to  the  Diocese  from  the  s

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  submit  the  following  report : 

A  meeting  was  held  June  8,  1887,  in  which  Dr.  E.  A.  Bradley  was  se- 
lected as  Chairman,  and  William  Mack,  Secretary. 

A  second  meeting  was  held  at  vestry  room  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapo- 
lis, October  20,  when  the  credentials. of  Walter  Henry  Bamford,  a  candidate 
for  Priest's  orders,  and  testimonials  of  J.  L.  T.  Hynes,  and  Oliver  Matson 
for  Deacon's  orders,  all  of  whom  were  recommended. 

A  third  meeting  was  held  February  6,  1888,  at  the  residence  of  the 
Bishop,  when  the  resignation  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  was  accepted,  and 
Dr.  Pettis  was  made  Chairman.  Consent  was  granted  for  consecration  of 
Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  to  be  consecrated  Missionary  Bishop  of  Nevada  and 
Utah,  and  also  of  Rev.  James  S.  Johnston,  to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  West- 
ern Texas.  Also,  George  L.  Bell,  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Crawfordsville,  was 
recommended  as  a  suitable  person  to  receive  the  order  of  Deacon  only.  Also, 
on  testimonials  produced,  Frank  J.  Mallet  was  recommended  for  Deacon's 
orders. 

Fourth  meeting  held  on  April  19,  at  the  Bishop's  residence,  when  ap- 
plications were  considered  and  granted  in  the  following  cases :  William 
Gelles  Wolford,  was  found  qualified  for  Priest's  orders,  and  Mr.  Otway

The  Committee  on  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  report  that  they  have  ar- 
ranged for  appropriate  services  for  Thursday,  the  7th  of  June,  in  Christ 
Church,  and  for  social  reunion  and  banquet  at  the  Denison  House,  on  Thurs- 
day night. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report : 

The  Diocesan  Librarian  reports  the  library  in  good  condition,  and  its 
usefulness  increasing.  Two  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  studying  at  their 
homes,  have  been  supplied  with  necessary  books,  and  more  books  have  been 
borrowed  than  in  any  preceding  year. 

The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  seven  volumes  from  the  Bishop.  Two  of 
these  are  bound  volumes  of  the  Church  Worker  for  its  first  and  second  years. 
The  widow  bf  the  late  Rev.  F.  N.  Luson,  of  Frankfort,  gave  his  library  to 
the  Bishop  to  be  used  as  he  saw  fit.  He  divided  it  between  the  Howe 
Grammar  School  and  the  Diocesan  Library,  the  latter  receiving  forty  vol- 
nmes.  These  additions  have  been  plated,  shelved,  and  entered  in  the  written 
catalogue. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bradley,  on  leaving  the  Diocese,  donated  a  number  of  pam- 
phlets, useful  in  completing  files. 

Miss  Jenners,  of  Lafayette,  has  given  a  number  of  pamphlets,  among 
which  are  English  sermons,  valuable  because  rare.     These  will  be  bound. 

I  am  desirous  of  binding  another  set  of  our  Diocesan  Convention  Jour- 
nals, and  have  one  complete  with  the  exception  of  those  for  1851,  1854,  1855, 
and  1873,  and  will  be  thankful  to  have  these  supplied. 

With  the  Bishop's  consent,  I  have  appropriated  a  shelf  for  the  beginning 
of  a  reference  library  for  Churchwomen,  on  all  matters  connected  with  their 
work.  For  this  I  have  received  from  Mrs.  Twing,  Honorary  Secretary  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  editor  of  Church  Work,  a  gift  of  the  first  and 
second  bound  volumes  of  this  valuable  magazine.  I  will  be  glad  to  receive 
donations  of  books  or  pamphlets  relating  to  women's  work,  for  this  library.

The  resolution  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business  was  then  taken  up  for  consideration. 

The  Rev.  George  E.  Swan  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  we  have  Diocesan 
schools  of  our  own,  needing  and  deserving  our  united  and  undivided  allegi- 
ance, and  that  we  deem  it  unnecessary  and  inexpedient  to  elect  Trustees  from 
this  Diocese  for  Kenyon  College,  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

On  motion  of  J.  J.  Faude,  both  resolutions  were  laid  upon  the 
table. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Frank  Hallam,  the  following  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  does  not  appear  in  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Church  that  there 
is  any  explicit  provision  for  the  contracting  of  the  pastoral  relation  ;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  inquire  into  the  subject  and 
recommend  such  action  as  they  may  think  wise. 

On  rrjbtion  of  Mr.  Lewis  B.  Martin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  incorporate  in  the  printed  Journal  of  this 
Convention,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  report  of  the 
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semi- centennial  celebration,  including  the  sermon  and  papers  read,  and  that 
he  have  five  hundred  copies  of  the  report  of  the  semi-centennial  celebration 
printed. 

The  Convention,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  1:30  o'clock 
this  afternoon. 


Wednesday,  1:30  p  m. 
The  Convention  re-assembled. 

The  Rev.  Sherwood  Rosevelt  submitted  the  following  : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to  take  into 
consideration  the  subject  of  Sunday-school  instruction,  and  to  report  to  this 
Convemion  such  measures  relating  thereto  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  at 
this  time,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following : 

It  is  but  a  repetition  of  a  well-recognized  fact,  to  make  the  statement 
that  the  progress  of  Christianity  has  been,  not  a  little,  impeded  by  a  neglect 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  those  whose  office  it  is  to  lead  and  direct,  as  well  as 
with  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  follow. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe,  that  in  the  early  centuries,  the  Church, 
by  a  true  recognition  of  the  reciprocal  relations  and  duties  which  bound 
clergy  and  people  together  as  responsible  and  intelligent  servants  of  God,  ac- 
complished the  work  committed  to  them  by  the  simplest  and  best  means. 
We  must  recognize  the  fact,  and  that  by  painful  comparison,  that  in  other 
years,  there  was  a  unity  of  action  and  purpose  in  the  Church,  that  in  many 
respects  is  sadly  wanting  to-day.  The  fact  that  there  is  a  royal  priesthood 
with  its  duties  and  responsibilities,  a  priesthood  to  which  we  all  belong, 
has  come  in  a  great  measure  to  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  theory  rather 
than  a  state  of  intelligent  activity,  and,  while  it  is  true  that  we  have  reason 
for  thanksgiving,  that  during  the  past  few  years  our  branch  of  the  Church 
Catholic  has  sought,  and  that  not  without  success,  to  call  out  into  usefulness 
the  activities  of  laymen  and  women,  yet,  the  grand  work  has  but  begun  ;  it 
must  become  more  comprehensive.  The  mother,  busy  with  her  round  of 
household  duties,  the  father,  the  provider  for  and  the  divinely  constituted 
head  of  the  family,  must  be  brought  to  realize  that  they  are  the  servants  of 
Almighty  God,  and  that  not  simply  in  those  duties  which  mark  them  as 
members  of  the  Church,  but  in  those  which  comprise  the  life  and*  reality  of 
the  home  ;  that  there  must  be  that  unity  and  concerted  action,  which  recog- 
nizes the  fact  that  the  family  is  a  part  of  the  Church  of  God,  and,  that  those 
whom  God  hath  constituted  the  heads  and  overseers  of  these  relationships, 
have  duties  to  perform  and  responsibilities  to  sustain,  which,  when   rightly 
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recognized,  make  real  that  unity  which  so  largely  constitutes  the  strength 
and  usefulness  of  the  Church.  This  necessity  is  illustrated  by  that  which 
led  to  the  organization  of  the  Sunday-schools.  Its  work  is  a  substitution  for 
one  feature  of  neglected  home  duty.  It  may  be  said,  and  that  not  without 
cause,  that  owing  to  lax  family  training,  it  has  become  a  necessity  in  the 
Church.  Family  teaching  and  public  catechizing  are  almost  obsolete.  Hence 
parental  and  pastoral  duty,  in  this  regard,  have  become  practically  delegated 
functions. 

The  Sunday-school  teacher  occupies  an  anomalous  position.  He  as- 
sumes a  responsibility  which  is  not  natural,  viz.,  that  of  caring  for  others' 
children.  He  teaches  from  a  sense  of  duty,  and  necessarily  lacks  the  au- 
thority and  interest  which  the  parent  is  supposed  to  have  in  the  religious 
training  of  his  children.  But  he  knows,  also,  that,  as  a  rule,  religion  is  not 
taught  nowadays  in  the  family,  and  that  many  of  the  children  under  his 
charge  come  from  godless  homes.  He  does  simply  what  he  can  under  the 
circumstances;  hands  tied  and  often  much  discouraged  in  his  work  and  labor 
of  love.  But  it  is  a  work  that  must  be  done.  The  sadly  changed  condition 
of  Church  and  home  life  demands  an  intelligent  recognition  of  the  im- 
portance of  Sunday-schools,  and  therefore  the  subject  is  of  great  importance, 
but  fraught  with  difficulties.  The  proper  instruction  of  the  young  is  a  mat- 
ter of  great  moment,  and  such  instruction  depends  upon  the  qualifications  of 
the  teacher.     How  are  they  to  be  fitted  for  so  responsible  a  position  ? 

Perhaps  the  organization  of  a  so-called  normal  class  might  answer  the 
question.  But  right  here  is  difficulty  to  be  met.  How  comprehensive  shall 
such  a  class  be  made?  To  cover  the  whole  ground  of  desired  information  it 
must  of  necessity  be  very  extensive,  and  require  considerable  time  and  study 
for  even  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  subjects.  There  must  be 
studied  the  Bible  itself,  Church  History,  the  Prayer  Book,  Evidences, 
Reason  for  the  Church  or  for  Being  a  Churchman.  Anything  less  than 
this  would  leave  the  teacher  incompletely  furnished  with  requisite  knowl- 
edge. But,  again,  another  difficulty  thrusts  itself  into  notice.  Will  the 
Rector  into  whose  hands  the  matter  would  fall  have  the  time  to  devote  to 
this  work  ?  Are  not  his  hands  already  full  ?  And  then,  again,  house- 
keepers, business  men,  school  teachers,  and  school  misses,  who  compose 
the  working  force  of  most  Sunday-schools,  will  not  be  likely  to  give  the 
time  and  thought  that  are  necessary  for  such  an  undertaking.  And  so  one 
might  go  on  and  enumerate  difficulty  after  difficulty  which  surrounds  this 
important  matter  of  Sunday-school  work  and  come  back  to  the  question 
which  confronts  us  as  a  Diocese,  as  a  Church:  "  How  is  it  possible  to  make 
the  work  of  the  Sunday-school  more  effective,  that  it  may  more  fully  fullfil 
the  purpose  which  called  it  into  existence — the  careful  training  of  the  young 
for  active,  intelligent  Ch inch  membership?"  Does  it  not  demand,  first, 
recognition  of  duty,  and,  second,  a  willingness  to  make  all  necessary  sacri- 
6ce  to  meet  its  demands. 
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That  this  Diocese  may  put  itself  on  record,  at  least,  that  it  recognize* 
the  importance  of  Sunday-school  work,  your  committee  submit  the  following 
resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  each  Parish  or 
Mission  be  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  who  shall  have  the  whole 
oversight  of  the  work  of  the  same,  such  as  appointing  assistants  and  teach- 
ers, and  the  system  of  instruction. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  great  importance  of  constituting  the 
Word  of  God,  the  Church  Catechism  and  the  Prayer  Book  the  basis  of 
Sunday-school  instruction. 

3.  Resolved,  That  no  person  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  act  as  a 
teacher  who  has  not  received  Christian  baptism. 

4.  Resolved,  That  increased  efforts  be  made  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  teachers,  as  their  godly  influence  over  the  scholars  depends  largely 
upon  the  extent  in  which  the  truths  taught  influence  and  fashion  their  own 
individual  lives. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  Rector,  where  it  is  possible, 
or  some  person  appointed  by  him,  meet  the  teachers  once  a  week  for  the 
study  and  preparation  of  the  lesson. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  frequent  holding  of  Children's 
Services,  in  which  catechising  shall  be  a  prominent  feature. 

7.  Resolved,  That  at  the  meeting  of  all  Diocesan  Convocations,  a  definite 
time  be  set  apart  for  the  consideration  of  Sunday-school  work,  with  a  special 
service  for  the  children  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  station  in  which  the  Convo- 
cation is  held,  at  which  time  reports  from  superintendents  of  schools  shall 
be  presented. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge  of  each  parish  or 
mission  station  be  asked  to  conduct  normal  classes  for  Sunday-school  teach- 
ers, looking  to  the  better  qualification  of  them  for  their  duties,  and  that  the 
course  of  instruction  include  such  subjects  as  Christian  Evidences,  Church 
History,  The  Canon  and  Inspiration  of  Holy  Scripture,  Liturgies,  and  Sys- 
tematic  Divinity.

Mr.  J.  J.  Bingham  moved  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Mr.  Bingham's  motion  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Morris  moved  to  amend  the  third  resolution 
to  read  :  "  who  are  communicants,11  which  was  not  adopted. 

A  motion  to  adopt  the  third  resolution  was  not  adopted. 

The  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  presented  the  following,  and  the  resolu- 
tion therein  contained  was  adopted : 

The  Indiana  Commissioners  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  this  Convention,  and,  through  it,  the  at- 
tention of  the  Churchmen  of  Indiana,  to  the  progress  of  the  Commission 
aod  the  growth  of  the  fund. 

Of  the  whole  fund  aimed  at — one  million  dollars — there  has  been  con- 
tributed about  $136,000.  The  large  amount  of  this  which  has  been  con- 
tributed during  the  past  two  years  shows  an  awakening  to  the  importance  o 
the  fund.  This  awakening  has  been  quite  as  noticeable  in  Indiana  as  else- 
where. Down  to  January  1,  1887,  Indiana  had  sent  $177.05.  In  1885  no 
parish  in  this  Diocese  contributed.  In  1886  one  parish  contributed,  while 
in  1887,  fourteen  parishes  contributed.  During  the  past  year  there  has 
been  sent  by  Indiana  parishes  $184.18,  making  a  total  for  this  Diocese,  since 
1*80,  of  $392.01. 

With  the  many  home  claims  this  Diocese  has,  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  great  things  should  be  done  by  way  of  increasing  this  fund,  but  a  sin- 
gle collection  annually  from  each  parish  would  bring  most  gratifying  results. 
SQch  collection  has  been  recommended  by  the  General  Convention,  by  the 
Bishops  individually,  and  by  our  own  Convention  in  the  past. 

Vour  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resohed,  That  this  Convention,  realizing  the  importance  and  necessity 

°'  the  aim  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  urges  upon 

each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  an  annual  offering  for 

toe  fund.

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The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  submitted  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on    Lay  Work,  the   resolutions  therein   contained  being 

adopted. 

Until  very  recent  years  the  manifest  zeal  of  the  men  of  the  Church  was 
confined,  so  far  as  Christ  and  His  Church  were  concerned,  almost  exclusively 
to  their  payment  of  pew  rents  and  attendance  at  the  Church's  services,  to- 
gether with  an  occasional  vestry-meeting  or  Convention.  The  women  were 
expected  to  be  helpers  of  the  clergy — the  workers  of  the  Church.  Men 
were  supposed  to  be.  too  much  occupied  in  earning  their  daily  bread  to 
work  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  and  Church  work  had  come  to  be  looked 
upon,  as  in  the  line  of  aesthetics,  well  enough  for  women,  but  beneath  the 
attention  of  men. 

The  tendency  of  this  state  of  affairs  has  been  not  only  that  little  work 
for  Christ  was  accomplished,  in  comparison  with  what  might  have  been 
done,  but  that  even  the  confession  of  Christ  before  God  and  man  was  looked 
upon  as  more  or  less  effeminate,  and  so  in  our  Church  few  men  were  seen  at 
the  services,  and  fewer  still  at  her  confirmations  and  her  altars. 

Perhaps  the  Church  had  for  a  long  time  been  emphacizing  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  ministry  to  the  forgetfulness  of  the  priesthood  of  the  laity. 
However  this  may  be,  we  who  live  in  the  age  of  work  can  best  do  our  duty 
by  remedying  present  defects  instead  of  bewailing  the  past. 

But  the  better  day  is  already  dawning.  When  the  General  Convention 
permitted  the  Bishops  to  license  lay  preachers,  a  step  was  taken  whose  far- 
reaching  importance  is  even  yet  but  imperfectly  understood.  It  is  loo  early 
to  look  for  fruits  from  this  new  departure ;  the  clergy  themselves  do  not  in  all 
cases  understand  how  powerful  an  instrument  is  now  in  their  hands.  But  if 
it  shall  suggest  that  in  every  parish  there  ought  to  be  a  number  of  men  study- 
ing the  Bible,  the  Prayer  Book  and  the  Church  with  a  special  view  to  their 
"delivering  addresses  and  exhortations,"  as  they  may  be  needed,  the  best 
preparation  for  a  great  work  by  lay  preachers  will  be  made.  Such  men 
would  be  useful  as  helpers  to  the  clergy  in  their  parish  churches,  as  pioneers 
in  the  many  fields  where  now  we  have  no  missionaries,  and,  in  our  larger 
cities,  in  starting  mission  churches.  In  this  connection  may  be  mentioned 
the  "Brotherhood  of  Lay  Readers,"  some  of  whose  stated  objects  are:  "To 
aid  in  the  extension  of  Christ's  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America ;  to 
encourage  loyalty  to  the  Church  and  reverence  for  sacred  things,  and  to  pub- 
lish from  time  to  time  such  information  as  may  be  of  assistance  to  the 
Brotherhood  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties."  Under  the  auspices  of  this 
Brotherhood  a  very  useful  "Manual"  for  lay  readers  has  been  published. 
W.  Thornton  Parker,  M.  D.,  Newport,  R.  I  ,  is  the  Secretary  General. 

The  only  organization  for  laymen's  work  which  has  been  generally 
adopted  throughout  the  American  Church  is  the  "  Brotherhood  of  St.  An- 
drew." In  the  excellent  manual  of  this  organization  we  are  told  that  on 
"St.   Andrew's  Day,  1883,  a  dozen  young    men   of   St.   James's  Church, 
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Chicago,  agreed  to  pray  daily  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  kingdom  among 
young  men,  and  to  try  and  bring  each  week  at  least  one  young  man  within 
hearing  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ/'     There  are  now  two  hundred  chap- 
ters of  this  brotherhood,  "with  a  membership  of  4,000  pledged  members, 
and  extending  from  Maine  to  Washington  Territory,  and  from  Minnesota  to 
Florida. "     "The  given   method    of  service  is   simple  and  single,  but  the 
spirit  of  the  Brotherhood  consecrates  to  the  work  all  the  zeal,  tact,  common 
sense  and   experience  of   its  members.     They  are  *  fishers  of  men,'  and  as 
time  goes  by  and  experience  accumulates,  all   sorts  of  devices  come   into 
play.     Visiting  committees,  hospitality  committees,  young  men's  clubs,  re- 
ceptions,    Bible   classes   and   special    services   for  men ;    these   are   already 
adopted  generally.     The  work  has  just  begun;  it  will  improve  with  age." 
Your  committee  was  specially  enjoined  to  consider  "the  work  of  the  Lay 
Helpers'  Association  of  England."     We  are  informed  that  "the  Lay   Help- 
ers' Association  of  the   Diocese  of  London,  now   in   its  twenty-fourth  year, 
numbers  over  5, (MM)  male  communicants  of  that  city,  with  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese   at   their    head.     The  workers  are   mostly   engaged  in   aiding   the 
clergy  in   the  variety  of  operations  incident  to  healthful  parish  life,  their 
functions  ranging  from  lay  readers  and  Sunday-school  workers  to  treasurers 
of  penny  banks  and  coal  clubs.     A  considerable  proportion  conduct  Church 
extension  work  outside  of  their  parishes  in  the  Diocese  at  large,  by  means  of 
mission  bands  of  lay  helpers,  headed  by  a  reader.     The  missions  thus  estab- 
lished grow  in  time   to    be  parishes  having  clergy ;  and  then  the  mission 
band  goes  on   to  another  site  designated  for  them  by    Diocesan  authority. 
One  mission  reader  of  much  success  is  a  retired  admiral,  another  a  West  End 
baronet,  the  members  coming  from  every  social  grade,  and  working  together 
with  an  earnestness  and  steadiness  arising  largely  from  the  fact  of  organiza- 
tion.    The  helpers  partake  of  the   Holy  Communion  together  at  stated  in- 
tervals,  and  the   Association  holds  gatherings  in    St.   Paul's  Cathedral  and 
elsewhere,  supplying  instructions  and  free  lectures  by  prominent  clergymen, 
which  are  open   to  the  public  and  are  adapted  to  promote  intelligent  and 
zealous  lay  effort.     The  vast  work  accomplished  annually  by  this  Diocesan 
body  is  an   eloquent  demonstration  of  what   a  power  for  good  lies  in  the 
hands  of  the  Christian  laity.     The  Association  has  proved  invaluable  in  the 
task  of  evangelizing  the  masses  of  London.     Similar  associations  are  now  in 
successful  existence  throughout   England,  in  most  of  the  dioceses,  and  the 
movement  is  deepening  and  widening.     *     *     *     It  is  to  be  noted  that  with 
the  movement  has  come  an  awakened  attention  to  the  entire  question  of  lay 
operation,  and  a  considerable  increase  of  lay  activity.     *     *     *     In    1884 
the  first  definite  step  toward  transplanting  the  lay  helpers'  movement  was 
taken  in   the  Diocese  of  Long  Island.     A  beginning  was  made  by  the  ad- 
mission of  nine  gentlemen  as  lay  readers  at  a  simple  service  in  one  of  the 
churches  of  Brooklyn.     In  1886,  fourteen  parishes  having  joined  the  move- 
ment, organization  was  effected  under  the  name  of  the  Lay  Helpers'  Assoc i. 
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ation  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island.  Growth  has  been  marked  from  the 
beginning  by  that  quiet  and  healthful  steadiness  which  characterizes  most 
movements  that  are  built  upon  solid  foundations  and  destined  to  perma- 
nency. One  main  object  of  the  Association  is  to  promote  esprit  de  corps 
among  the  active  laymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  unite  them  in  common 
sympathies  and  a  common  aim,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  workers.1' 

Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  something  is  being  done  toward  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  Church  by  means  of  enlisting  her  men,  not  into  nominal, 
but  into  actual  and  active  Christian  life.  Just  what  are  the  Church's  serv- 
ices of  morning  and  evening  prayer  without  the  hearty  and  vigorous 
responses  of  her  men,  such  is  the  work  of  the  Church  without  the  participa- 
tion of  men.  Why  the  Christian  man  should  not  work  in  the  Church  as  well 
as  the  Christian  woman  it  is  difficult  to  understand.  He  would  certainly  not 
be  satisfied  with  fewer  Christian  rights  or  privileges.  Moreover,  men  do 
engage  in  work  outside  their  business,  in  their  secret  societies,  their  social 
and  political  clubs,  and  in  affairs  of  public  demonstration.  Nor  can  it  be 
offered  as  a  justification  for  inactivity  that  men  are  unaccustomed  to  such 
work,  and  have  no  qualifications.  When  a  man  takes  up  a  new  work  he 
may  not  be  able  to  do  brilliant  things,  but  he  can  do  that  which  is  far  bet- 
ter— he  can  do  his  duty.  Work  among  men  must  be  done  by  men.  An 
active  Christian  layman  has  more  influence  than  a  clergyman,  for  the  latter's 
energies  are  looked  upon  as  professional  and  perfunctory.  Each  Christian 
worker  breaks  the  crust  of  timidity  which  encases  other  men,  and  he  will 
find  himself  joined  by  others.  The  reflex  benefit  of  a  layman's  work  is  a 
deepened  spirituality — that  feature  of  beauty  in  Christ's  body,  which  is  still 
more  beautified  by  every  self-sacrifice  which  service  requires. 

Says  Bishop  Littlejohn:  "I  am  persuaded  that  the  Church  can  have  all 
the  help  she  needs  from  her  laity,  if  she  will  not  only  ask  for  it,  but 
formally  open  up  the  ways — provide  the  means  by  which  it  can  operate. 
The  fire  of  individual  zeal  will  break  forth  when  she  rakes  away  the  cinders 
and  ashes  that  now  overlay  it." 

The  suggestion  here  is  toward  organization  and  plan.  Indeed,  it  will 
have  been  notiped  that  in  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood,  in  the  Brotherhood  of 
Lay  Readers,  and  in  the  Lay  Helpers'  Association,  the  one  claim  made 
throughout  is  as  to  the  help  received  from  the  very  fact  of  organization. 
While  something  can  be  done  by  every  individual  who  will  exert  himself 
singly  on  behalf  of  Christ  and  his  fellow-men,  yet  much  more  can  be  ef- 
fected by  means  of  an  organization.  There  is  the  help  which  comes  from 
mutual  consultation  as  to  plans  and  methods ;  the  strength  which  comes  of 
sympathy  with  one  another  in  a  common  work,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
support  of  the  brethren ;  the  stimulus  which  is  given  to  the  indifferent  and 
the  luke-warm  by  their  seeing  and  hearing  of  an  organization  of  workers ; 
the  widening  of  narrow  individualism  or  parochialism  into  broad  catholicity ; 
in  other  words,  working  not  merely  for  the  material  success,  or  even  numerical 
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growth  of  our  parishes,   but  for  the  "One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic 
Church." 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  appointment  by  this  Con- 
vention of  a  Commission  on  Lay  Work,  to  serve  as  the  organizers  of  the 
work,  and  take  in  hand  the  arrangements  necessary  to  its  successful  prose- 
cution.  It  is  not  intended  to  convey  the  idea  that  mere  organization  will 
accomplish  everything.  But  if  only  one-third  of  those  appointed  on  this 
Commission  were  to  act  we  should  still  have  an  excellent  nucleus  for  en- 
larged operations  in  this  barren  field  of  Indiana,  which  has  but  one  com- 
municant to  every  600  of  the  State's  population. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  development  of  lay  work  in  this  Diocese  be  entrusted 

to  a  body  to  be  known  as  "The  Commission  on  Lay  Work,"  to  consist  of 

the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  one  layman  from  each  parish  and  mission, 

said  layman  to  be  nominated  by  the  Rector  or  Priest  in  charge. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  the  commissioners 
of  each  deanery  should  have  at  least  one  meeting  annually  in  connection 
with  a  convocation  of  their  deanery,  and  that  a  meeting  of  all  the  commis- 
sioners should  be  held  at  the  time  of  the  annual  Diocesan  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  requested  to  arrange 
for  the  several  parishes  and  missions  a  series  of  services  for  men,  with  ad- 
dresses on  the  subject  of  lay  work,  looking  towards  organization. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Rewired,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
clergy  and  Churchmen  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  th.-;  ladies  for  their  hearty  wel- 
come and  generous  hospitality  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Payne,  the  sum  of  $50  was  appropri- 
ated to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  $10  to  the  sexton  of 
Christ  Church,  for  services  rendered. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  to  the  Convention,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bradley,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  the  Rev. 
Herbert  J.  Cook,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dayton,  Ohio;  the  Rev. 
Wm.  Willson,  RectQr  of  Christ  Church,  Cedar  Keys,  Florida,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  E.  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  of  Meridian  Street  M.  E.  Church, 
Indianapolis,  each  of  whom  made  brief  remarks. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Bingham,  it  was  order  that  the  next 
Convention  be  held  in  Grace  Church,  Indiana polis. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock  this  evening. 


Wednesday,  8  p.  m. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and,  after  collects  said  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board 
°f  Missions,  as  follows  : 

At  the  clo.se  of  another  conventional  year  the  Board  of  Missions  is  con- 
•ronied  with  the  question,  "What  lias  been  done  in  the  mission  field?"  In 
an.su  er  we  *ay,  from  the  scattered  laborers  in  the  Diocese,  have  come  reports, 
"la'«  l>eing  gathered  into  one,  form  a  strong  cord  of  testimony  to  the  steady 
af'vance  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  our  midst.  Our  whole  mission  work  is  like 
{hc  composite  photograph,  in  which  no  one  local  feature  stands  alone,  but 
each  assimilates,  tones,  and   averages  another,  till   a   new   and   different  por- 
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traiture  results,  unlike  any  one,  yet  composed  of  all.  So,  as  each  faithful 
missionary  does  his  work  in  the  field  where  Providence  has  placed  him,  and 
in  so  far  as  he  has  wrought  in  Christ's  name,  so  far  has  he  left  a  local  impress 
that  goes  to  round  up  and  complete  the  Divine  work,  which  is  altogether  dif- 
ferent from,  yet  historically  expressed  in,  human  work. 

God's  work  is  always  a  success.  It  forever  triumphs,  and  is  never  de- 
feated in  its  ultimate.  The  offerings  for  Diocesan  missions  for  the  past  year 
amount  to  $1,908.13;  for  the  Church  Building  Fund,  $957.99,  making  a  total 
of  $2,856.12.  The  work  in  detail  as  reported  by  the  missionaries,  is,  on  the 
whole,  of  a  most  encouraging  character. 

At  Mishawaka  and  Bristol  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller  reports  the  work 
strengthened  and  solidified  by  a  steady  gain  in  churchliness,  and  hence  in 
spiritual  life.  The  number  of  communicants  is  always  large.  St.  Paul's, 
Mishawaka,  has  paid,  in  full,  its  quota  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  St. 
John's,  Bristol,  has  nearly  paid  its  quota.  This  missionary  of  the  General 
Board  suffers  no  Lord's  Day  to  pass  without  the  Holy  Eucharist  as  the  chief 
act  of  worship. 

At  Garrett,  Auburn  and  Angola  the  Rev.  Hubert  E.  Jephson  has  done 
a  most  excellent  work,  and,  while  confining  himself  to  these  three  places,  has 
not  failed  to  notice  the  towns  and  villages  whose  name  is  legion,  which  are 
not  reached  by  the  Church,  and  who  call  for  her  care. 

At  Marion,  Rev.  Geo.  Davis  Adams  reports  thirty-two  families,  thirty- 
eight  communicants,  a  Sunday-school  of  fifty  scholars,  seven  teachers.  They 
have  paid  in  full  their  share  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  All  expenses  are  met 
by  our  own  people,  not  a  penny  being  solicited  from  those  outside  the  parish. 
Since  last  November,  every  Diocesan  object  has  received  an  offering. 

The  town  is  growing  rapidly,  having  added  2,000  to  its  population  with- 
in the  last  twelve  months  With  this  increase  of  population  and  the  bright 
outlook  for  the  Church,  the  parish  has  the  definite  intention  of  building  a 
church  in  the  near  future.  Twelve  services  have  been  held  at  Huntington 
by  Mr.  Adams.  Here  are  nineteen  families  and  twenty-one  communicants. 
They  are  making  an  effort  here  to  secure  a  corner  lot  in  the  central  part  of 
the  town,  and  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  purchase  of  a  Methodist 
house  of  worship  to  place  upon  this  lot,  thus  securing  a  Church  home.  The 
endowment*  quota  of  $150  has  been  secured  in  pledges  within  the  past 
month,  and  thirty  dollars  paid  on  the  same.  Altogether,  the  outlook  at 
Huntington  is  very  encouraging. 

At  Walkerton,  Argos,  and  Hamlet,  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Kemp  has  given  two 
services  each,  and  while  there  are  but  few  communicants  to  be  found  at  any 
one  of  these  places,  he  writes,  "  Prospectively  I  think  the  outlook  good," 
while  he  gives  the  same  opinion  concerning  Kewanna. 

In  Rochester  we  are  getting  a  firm  foothold,  and  in  due  time  shall  come 
into  full  possession  of  a  good  church  property.     This  missionary  relinquished 
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the  charge  of  North  Liberty  last  December,  leaving  it  in  charge  of  Rev.  Walter 

Scott. 

The  Rev.  W.  N.  Webbe,  Rector  at  Ft.  Wayne,  reports  extra  parochial 
visits  to  Huntington,  Bluffton  and  Kendallville,  and  regards  BlufTton  as  pre- 
senting by  far  the  most  hopeful  outlook  for  the  Church. 

Delphi,  Frankfort  and  Attica  have  been  regular  stations  served  by  Rev. 
W.  S.  Hayward,  beside  which  the  missionary  has  visited  Washington  town- 
ship, Rossville,  Killmore,  Colfax,  Cambria,  Avery's  and  Michigantown  in 
Clinton  county ;  Pittsburg,  Sleeth,  Deer  Creek*.  Jefferson  and  Tippecanoe  in 
Carroll  county  ;  Springboro,  and  Monon  in  White  county  ;  Williamsport  and 
^e»t  Lebanon  in  Warren  county. 

Isolated  member*  of  the  Church  in  all  these  places  have  been  ministered 
to.  and  the  good  seed  sown  by  the  printed  page  as  well  as  by  word  of  mouth 
to  all  classes,  young  and  old. 

At  Columbus. — Biweekly  services  were  held  by  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle  till 
July  24,  1887,  when,  being  able  and  desirous  of  having  a  resident  clergyman, 
he  relinquished  the  field,  the  Rev.  Belno  A.  Brown,  M.  D.,  taking  charge  the 
Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  1887.  Since  taking  charge  the  interior  of  the 
church  has  been  much  improved  by  the  decoration  of  the  walls,  a  new  carpet 
on  the  floor  and  an  addition  of  some  fresh  articles  of  furniture,  such  as  an 
altar,  altar  cross  and  dosel,  lecturn,  prayer  desk,  hangings  for  the  chancel, 
credence  table,  and  some  minor  things  too  numerous  to  mention.  These  im- 
provements are  all  paid  for.  The  congregation  has  steadily  improved,  while 
regular  services  and  the  Sunday-school  are  kept  up. 

At  Newcastle. — Two  services  were  held  on  each  Sunday,  by  Rev.  W.  I). 
Engle,  assisted  by  lay  readers,  until  the  mission  became  able  to  support  a 
rodent  clergyman,  when  Mr.  Engle  relinquished  charge. 

Rev.  W.  D.  Engle,  seven  places,  as  follows:  Kennard,  forty-two  services; 
prosperous  Sunday-school,  A.  J.  Daniels,  Superintendent ;  a  most  promising 
feature  of  the  work.  Wilkinson,  services  held  regularly  during  the  year ; 
cornerstone  of  the  church  was  laid  Sept.  23,  1887,  and  church  opened  for 
^vice  January  20,  1888.  The  building  is  a  neat  Gothic  structure  24x50 
feet,  finished  in  natural  wood.  The  lecturn  was  received  from  St.  John's 
Church,  Greencastle.  The  ladies  have  neatly  carpeted  the  sanctuary,  choir 
floor  and  alley.  There  is  a  Sunday-school  of  fifty  scholars,  Dr.  B.  H.  Cook, 
Superintendent,  conducted  on  Church  lines,  in  this  community  where  the 
'**■  Churchmen  are  still  in  an  inchoate  state. 

Knii;htsto\vx. — Services  biweekly,  and  on  Sundays  since  January,  in  the 
ha"  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Means  have  been  raised  on  the 
ground  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  on  which  to  build.  The  Woman's  Guild  is 
doing  g00(]  work,  and  a  small  Sunday-school  is  maintained. 

BRiCfHTWOOD. — The  first  service  was  held  here  by  the  missionary  on  July 
'"  1887,  and  regular  services  began  August  14th.     Mission  legally  organized 
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August  27th,  Mr.  Joseph  Joiner  being  named  by  the  Bishop  as  Warden. 
Providentially  the  way  was  opened  for  the  purchase  of  two  lots  and  chapel 
thereon  owned  bv  the  I'nion  Sabbath-school  Association.  With  the  aid  of 
the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund  to  the  extent  of  $250,  the  purchase  was 
effected  and  the  title  is  now  held  bv  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  Alterations, 
were  made  of  the  interior  to  more  properly  fit  it  for  Church  services,  and  the 
sanctuary  and  choir  floor  were  neatly  carpeted.  A  small  Sunday-school  meets 
regularly.  In  the  midst  of  a  strong  sectarian  influence  the  outlook  is  hopeful. 
Willow  Branch. — Fifteen  services  held  in  the  school-house.  Congre- 
gations steadily  increasing.  Mr.  A.  B.  Thomas  offers  to  donate  a  corner 
lot  upon  which  to  build  a  church,  and  doubtless  one-half  the  necessary  funds 
could  be  raised  in  the  place,  which  is  entirely  without  Church  accommoda- 
tions.     M  ho  wit I prezide  the  other  half  f 

Anderson. — In  the  very  center  of  the  gas  belt,  a  city  of  5.000  popula- 
tion, has  five  communicants  It  is  a  most  important  point  to  be  held  by  the 
Church,  and  has  a  most  promising  future.  Semi-monthly  week-day  services 
have  been  held  since  January  2*»th,  first  in  a  public  hall  and  later  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Presbyterian  church,  kindly  offered  for  the  purpose.  A  Woman's1 
Guild  has  lately  been  organized. 

Cadiz. — Is  a  new  point,  and  three  services  have  been  held,  but  the  mis- 
sionary is  uncertain  as  to  whether  it  will  be  advisable  for  him,  in  the  midst  of 
a  multiplicity  of  cares,  to  undertake  regular  services. 

With  the  exception  of  Columbus,  the  work  of  Mr.  Kngle  has  been  in 
soil  virgin  for  the  Church.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen  services  have  been 
held,  and  as  many  sermons  and  addressee  delivered.  He  has  traveled  5,000 
miles  by  rail,  driven  500  and  walked  500.  The  openings  for  the  Church  are 
full  of  promise. 

Crawkordsville. — An  old  field  is  showing  new  life,  zeal,  and  a  spirit 
of  progress  under  the  care  of  Rev.  A.  Geo.  E.  Jenncr. 

Rockvillf.. — Also  in  charge  of  Mr.  Jenner,  i*  prospectively  a  most  en- 
couraging field. 

At  Ladoga,  Thorntown,  Lebanon,  Covington  and  Frankfort  the  mission- 
ary has  made  exploration,  hunting  up  the  Church  people,  and  surveying  the 
field,  and,  with  the  exception  of  Lebanon,  reporting  open  doors  for  the  Church, 
aud  an  interest  expressed  for  her  services. 

Peru  has  suffered  heavy  financial  losses  during  the  past  year.  Mr. 
Otway  Colvin  has  been  in  charge  but  one  month,  and  is  gradually  bringing 
the  work  up  to  a  promising  state. 

Goshen  sends  out  an  influence  that  reaches  the  lower  part  of  Elkhart 
county.     At  Napannec  Rev.  Mr.  Rosevelt  has  found  two  Church  families. 

At  Ligonier  there  is  a  good  field  for  pure  missionary  work,  with  a  fair 
prospect  of  success. 

At  Warsaw,  Rev.  W.  G.  Wool  ford,  a  grand,  good  work   is  steadily   pro- 
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grevting.  Here  the  faithful  few  are  found  doing  valiant  service.  Services 
well  attended;  Sunday-school  of  41  scholars  and  4  teachers;  $275  raised 
and  applied  to  the  principal  of  a  loan  of  $300,  which  has  been  standing 
against  the  parish  for  many  years.     Mr.  Woolford  has  also  visited  Lagrange. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Jenckes,  Rector  St.  Paul's  Church,  Indianapolis,  reports  extra 
parochial  visits,  27,  in  mission  services,  as  follows:  Plainfield,  5;  Christ 
Church,  5;  Danville,  2;  Kennard,  3;  Martin.s\ille,  Bloomington,  Lewisville, 
Columbus,  New  Castle,  Wilkinson,  Knightstown,  Frankfort,  Logansport, 
Crawford sville.  Reformatory,  and  Surgical  Institute,  1  each 

Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  of  Holy  Innocents' Church,  Indianapolis,  has  visited 
Franklin,  finding  there  but  three  or  four  communicants,  and  their  intimate 
association  with  other  bodies,  presenting  an  element  of  uncertainty  before  the 
missionary  in  his  work. 

•  St  George's  Mission,  Indianapolis,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Parker, 
reports  100  scholars  enrolled;  13  teachers  and  officers,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  80;  8  baptized;  4  confirmed. 

Contributions  since  February  21,  1888,  $32.60. 

St.  Philip's  Mission  to  the  Colored  People  is  an  established  work  in  Indi- 
anapolis, with  a  Sunday-school  of  50  scholars  and  7  teachers,  with  an  en- 
couraging future  before  it.  Mr.  Louis  Howland,  a  lay  reader,  has  had 
charge  of  -ervices.  Mrs.  R.  H.  Hall,  to  whose  interest  and  care  for  this 
work  much  of  its  success  is  due,  writes:  "We  have  bought  property  for 
$1,<XK>,  and  our  chapel  has  cost  us  $1*00,  and  we  hope  soon  to  extend  our 
work  in  several  ways.  During  the  winter  months  we  have  an  industrial 
H'hool  of  70  children,  and  we  find  the  field  a  most  interesting  one  in  which 
to  labor." 

At  Worthington  a  good  and  encouraging  work  is  being  done  by  Rev.  J. 
A.  McGlune.  Eighteen  have  been  baptized,  15  confirmed,  the  largest  class 
in  the  history  of  the  parish.  The  parish  entirely  out  of  debt.  A  bright 
prospect  before  them.  Mr.  McGlone  visited  Washington  for  four  months. 
The  mission  was  crippled  financially  by  a  remo\al,  and  services  were  sus- 
pended  for  the  time  being. 

Petersburg  has  been  also  visited  by  Mr.  McGlone,  and  given  regular 
*crvice*.  The  missionary  considers  it  a  pleasure  to  start  out  for  services  at 
Petersburg.  Services  are  well  attended  and  fully  appreciated,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  a  flourishing  and  established  work  will  reward  the  faith  of  the 
devoted  churohwoman  who  zealously  care>  for  the  interest  of  the  Church 
here— Mrs.  A.  H.  Taylor.  The  missionary  has  arranged  for  services  at  Bloom- 
field,  where  there  is  an  opening  for  the  Church. 

Aurora  and  Lawrenceburg  are  cared  for  by  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey.  Both 
ha\e  raised   their  full  quota  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Aurora  has  also  contributed  $28  to  Diocesan  Missions,  an  unusually 
targe  sum  from  this  mission. 
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At  New  Albany  Mr.  Frank  J.  Mallet  reports  the  contemplated  erection 
of  two  chapels,  one  for  the  white  and  one  for  the  colored  people. 

Cannelton  is  now  vacant.  Here  are  87  communicants;  28  have  been- 
baptized ;  12  confirmed.  Contributions  for  other  than  parochial  expenses, 
$38.14.  Prospects  fair,  and  certainly  ought  to  improve  since  the  completion, 
of  the  railway  to  this  point. 

Princeton  and  Sullivan  were  placed  in  charge  of  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  of 
Vincennes,  and  both  have  been  visited,  and  one  communicant  found  in  each 
place.     Mr.  Abbott,   with   two  parochial  missions  and  his  home   parish,  ha* 
little  time  for  extra  parochial  work.     This  field  could  furnish  plenty  of  work 
for  an  itinerant  missionary,  like  many  others  in  the  Diocese. 

At  New  Harmony  regular  services  have  been  sustained,  and  the  Church 
growth  warrants  the  faith  that  ere  long  they  will  be  able  to  obtain  a  resident 
clergyman.  They  have  raised  about  $120  for  the  Endowment  Fund  in  cash 
and  pledges;  over  $300  for  local  expenses;  6  baptized  and  5  confirmed. 

At  Ml.  Vernon  regular  services  have  been  maintained,  the  ladies  here, 
as  at  New  Harmony,  working  with  a  noble  zeal.  Three  have  been  confirmed 
here.  The  outlook  at  both  of  these  stations  of  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole  is  most  en- 
couraging. 

Rev.  A.  \V.  Mann  thus  reports  his  work  among  the  deaf  mutes: 

Gammer,  Ohio,  May  18,  1888. 

During  the  conventional  year  I  have  held  services  for  deaf  mutes  at 
Christ  Church,  and  the  State  School  for  the  Deaf,  Indianapolis;  St.  James's 
Church,  Goshen;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville;  St.  John's  Church,  Elkhart; 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Laporte.  The  congregations  have  been  large,  especially 
at  Indianapolis.  The  services  at  Christ  Church  and  the  State  School  reach 
deaf  mutes  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  Several  of  the  pupils  have  been 
baptized  and  confirmed.  The  services  at  Elkhart  and  Goshen  were  attended 
by  deaf  mutes  from  points  within  a  radius  of  twenty-five  miles.  My  ministry 
is,  therefo.e,  among  a  scattered  people 

During  the  year  I  have  administered  baptism  five  times  at  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis.  At  the  same  place  three  deaf  mutes  were  confirmed. 
Candidates  are  awaiting  confirmation  at  Indianapolis,  Evans^lle,  Bunker 
Hill,  and  other  points. 

Of  the  330  communicants  under  my  spiritual  care,  39  belong  to  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana.  They  are  distributed  as  follows:  Indianapolis,  24; 
Michigan  City,  4;  Muncie,  1;  Goshen,  4:  Bluffton,  1;  Hartford  City,  1; 
Richland,  1;  Carbon,  1;  Evansville,  1;  New  Albany,  1. 

My  work  takes  me  into  thirteen  other  Dioceses.  With  so  large  a  field,  at 
present  I  am  trying  to  serve  Indiana  often  enough.  To  meet  the  increasing 
demands  it  has  become  necessary  to  travel  every  week  throughout  the  year.

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We  have  not  received  detailed  reports  of  the  work  of  the  lay  readers  of 
this  Diocese,  of  which  there  are  more  than  thirty,  but  everywhere  there  is 
heard  a  general  testimony  to  their  good  work,  and  a  demand  for  more  of 
this  branch  of  the  Church's  labor. 

Neither  are  we  able  to  notice  in  detail  the  extra  parochial  work  of  the 
clergy,  save  in  a  few  instances. 

The  Bishop  has  visited  all  the  established  parishes  and  missions  twice. 
also  Salem,  Petersburg,  Washington,  Rochester,  Columbus  City,  Greensburg, 
Shelby  ville,  Knightstown,  Mt.  Vernon,  Auburn,  Albion,  Anderson,  Attica, 
Covington,  Rock  ville  and  Huntington. 

Thus  canvassing  the  whole  field,  from  every  part  comes  the  one-voiced 
report,  "The  outlook  is  full  of  promise  to  faithful  labor."  The  sunshine  of 
God's  favor  rests  upon  Indiana,  with  just  enough  of  cloud  to  hold  a  brdliant 
bow  of  promise  for  the  future. 

Nearly  seventy-five  mission  stations  beside  the  regular  parishes  have  been 
cared  for,  visited  or  opened  this  past  year.  Fields  new  to  the  Church  have 
been  opened  by  the  score,  and  other  fields  all  white  for  the  harvest  are  mutely 
but  potentially  calling  for  work.  We  are  in  the  very  midst  of  an  opportunity 
where  all  our  courage  and  faith  are  called  forth  in  this  glorious  work.  Our 
grand  difficulty  has  been,  we  have  been  fighting  in  detachments.  There 
must  be  a  concentration  of  strength.  More  men  must  be  sent  to  the  front. 
Old  soldiers  know  what  such  a  call  as  this  means  on  the  battlefield,  and  our 
success  in  the  Church  Militant  is  the  more  immediate,  in  proportion  to  our 
promptness  in  action,  when  opportunity  opens  before  us.  There  ought  to  be 
raised  at  the  very  least  in  this  Diocese  $4,000  for  the  ensuing  year  for  this 
work.  If  the  Church  of  Christ  is  still  to  mould  the  hearts  of  the  thousands  of 
our  increasing  population,  if  the  historical  ministry  and  faith  have  brought 
their  historical  work  to  us,  then  indeed  can  the  true  churchman  afford  to  pour 
out  liberally  as  God  has  committed  to  him  of  those  means  which  will  sustain 
an  aggressive  work. 

Three  or  four  General  Missionaries  placed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop, 
backed  by  the  Deans  and  Clergy  of  each  convocation,  and  by  the  alms  and 
prayers  of  the  Diocese,  will,  under  God's  blessing,  prove  a  valuable  auxiliary 
in  this  •' noble  and  glorious  warfare."  And  with  all  the  elements  of  success 
at  our  service,  led  by  our  true  Missionary  Bishop,  there  can  be  but  one  out- 
come to  our  labor,  the  advance  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  in  Indiana. 

Missionary  addresses  were  made  by  Revs.  C.  N.  Spalding,  N. 
W.  Heermans,  and  J.  D.  Stanley,  the  offerings  of  the  congregation 
being  received  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  submitted  the  following  : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  regret  that  the  very  short 
time  given  them  for  the  examination  of  the  Diocesan  and  parochial  reports, 
has  not  enabled  them  to  consider  comprehensively  the  needs  of  the  Diocese. 
But  the  Bishop  has  already  so  fully  presented  these  needs,  that  any  further 
mention  by  this  committee  might  be  superfluous. 

We  venture,  however,  again  to  emphasize  the  need  of  three  general 
missionaries — one  for  each  Deanery.  This  need  is  apparent  to  all,  it  is  only 
a  question  of  means. 

The  committee  also  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Parochial  Missions  which  have  been  held  in  this  Diocese 
this  far.  That  in  Christ  Church,  Madison,  by  Bishop  Penick  ;  that  in  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  by  the  Rev.  Dr. Courtney ;  those  in  Goshen  and  Lafayette, 
ty  the  Rev.  II.  E.  Jephson.  All  seem  to  have  been  attended  by  most  gratifying 
results,  especially  in  the  deepened  spirituality  of  our  own  people.  We  would 
recommend  to  the  clergy  the  consideration  of  the  question,  whether  such  a 
mission  in  each  of  their  parishes  might  not  be  attended  with  most  desirable 
faults. 

^our  committee  would  also  recommend  to  the  attention  of  the  clergy 
and  laity,  the  systematizing  of  missionary  offerings.  Would  not  great  gains, 
both  financial  and  spiritual,  result  from  a  careful  canvass  of  the  parish,  ask- 
,ng  every  communicant  to  pledge  from  one  cent  a  week  upwards  for  the 
CJusc  of  missions?  We  believe  that  if  the  clergy  would  themselves  take  this 
m»Uer  in  hand,  we  should  at  once  be  able  to  secure  our  three  general  mis- 
sionaries, and  also  to  enlarge  our  present  missionary  operations.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis  then,  in  behalf  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
presented  the  Bishop  with  a  most  beautiful  pastoral  staff,  in  the 
following  words  : 

Right  Rev.  Father  in  Christ : 

The  kind  will  of  my  brethien  makes  it  my  pleasant  privilege  to-day  to 
convey  to  yon  a  proper  and  suitable  expression  of  their  reverence  and 
affection. 

In  the  presentation  of  this  symbol  of  Episcopal  authority  by  your  clergy, 
is  expressed,  not  only  their  desire  to  add  to  the  proper  Episcopal  equipment, 
but,  also,  the  renewal  of  their  vow  of  reverence  for  their  Bishop,  and  sub- 
mission to  his  godly  judgment. 

The  "Ornaments  Rubric"  of  the  English  Chuich,  which  we  of  the 
American  Church  have  never  abrogated,  Hectares  that  "such  ornaments  of 
the  Church  and  the  ministers  thereof,  at  aU  times  of  their  ministrations  shall 
be  retained,  and  be  in  use,  as  were  in  this  Church  of  England  by  the  author- 
ity of  Parliament  in  the  second  year  of  King  Edward  VI."  And  that  the 
pastoral  staff  of  the  Bishop  was  one  of  such  ornaments  is  beyond  all  question, 
manifest  from  the  following  rubric  in  the  first  prayer  book  of  that  King's 
reign,  printed  at  the  end  of  that  book  ••  for  the  more  plain  explication  and 
decent  ministration  of  the  things  therein  contained."  In  this  rubric,  among 
other  directions,  occurs  this  :  *•  Whensoever  the  Bishop  shall  celebrate  the 
Holy  Communi  n,  he  shall  have  *  *  *  his  pastoral  staff  in  his  hand,  or 
else  borne  or  holden  by  his  Chaplain."  Hence  your  clergy  wish  to  see  their 
Bishop  invested  with  this  symbol  of  his  office  and  its  loving  care. 

In  the  ancient  literature  on  the  subject  the  cuivature  of  the  staff  is 
always  represented  as  symbolizing  attraction  ;  its  uprightness,  direction  ;  its 
sharpness,  coersion.  In  accordance  with  these  ideas  such  a  symbolic  orna- 
ment may  fairly  be  thus  briefly  described  :  Attrahit  incurvus,  rectus  regit* 
urget  aaitus.  We  believe  that  in  your  loving  hand,  its  drawing  and  directing 
power  will  find  place,  but  its  coercive,  rarely. 

"  This  staff  of  office,  shepherd,  take  and  hold  ; 
Type  of  thy  work,  'tis  one  and  yet  three  fold. 
As  Bishop  feed  thou  well  the  flock  of  God, 
Collect  and  guide,  and  urge  with  sacred  rod. 

And  lo !  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  weave  for  thee 
At  length  a  crown  of  immortality ; 
And  with  His  heavenly  staff  and  presence  bleat, 
Thou  shalt  be  guided  to  the  fold  of  rest." 

To  which  the  Bishop  responded  : 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy : 

Believe  me,  I  deeply  appreciate  the  generous  kindness  which  has 
prompted  the  bestowal  of  this  elegant  gift — badge  and  symbol  of  the  pistoral 
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office.  It  needs  not  this  to  assure  me  of  your  love  and  esteem.  I  have  had 
constant  evidence  of  this  ever  since  my  coming,  a  stranger,  to  you  five  years 
ago.  You  have  given  me  a  co-operation  and  appreciation  far  above  my  de- 
serts. The  little  progress  that  has  been  made  by  our  beloved  Diocese,  has 
been  the  result  of  your  self-sacrificing  and  steady  co-operation.  I  have  tried 
to  be  a  father  to  you,  and  to  love  and  regard  you  as  sons.  I  feel  proud 
of  you  and  your  labors.  I  rejoice  at  your  success,  and  sorrow  when  trials  and 
difficulties  come.  I  trust  we  may  long  be  spared  to  work  together  for  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom  within  the  borders  of  Indiana.  I  shall 
ever  cherish  this  gift  as  precious  evidence  of  your  appreciation  of  my  humble 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Diocese.  I  shall  seek  to  wield  it  only  for  the  gather- 
ing in  of  Christ's  sheep  scattered  abroad,  and  of  advancing  the  kingdom 
among  men. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned,  after  prayer  and  blessing  by 
the  Bishop.

ALBION-ST.  MATTHIAS'S— Rev.  II.  E.  Jepiison. 

Tbe  Ladies'  Guild  has* raised  $50  towards  payment  of  lot  for  church.  Wo  have  raised 
all  the  amount,  except  825,  required  to  build  our  church,  which  will  be  commenced 
(V.  V.)  in  June. 

ANDER80N-MISSION— Rev.  Willis  I).  Engle. 

Semi-monthly,  week  day  services  commenced  January  27  last,  and  are  held  in  the 
Imsenient  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  kindly  tendered  for  the  purpose.  A  Woman's 
Guild  ha*  been  organized. 

ATTICA— GRACE  CHFRCH—  Rev.  W.  S.  Haywakd. 

Services  were  begun  in  October,  1887,  on  week  days,  once  a  month,  until  the  first  of 
February.  A  Ladies'  Guild  was  organized  in  the  winter,  and  a  portion  of  the  expenses 
of  service  which  they  met  is  not  reckoned  above,  ah  I  have  no  account  of  it. 

BRIOHTWOOD-ALL  SAINTS— Rev. Wilms  D.  Engle. 

Services  commenced  iu  August  last.  The  "  Union  Chapel "  was  bought  last  Call. 
Some  necessary  alterations  have  been  made  so  that  the  services  can  be  more  properly 
rendered. 

BRI8TOL— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  J.  Gorton  Miller. 

This  parish  has  entered  fully  upon  the  work  of  paving  its  quota  of  the  Episcopal 
Endowment  Fund.  The  offerings,  although  small,  or  lacking  entirely  in  some  directions, 
an*  quite  full  for  some  of  the  interests  requiring  gifts.  The  aggregate  of  $£20  raised  by 
this  parish  for  all  pur]M>ses  during  the  present  year  is  a  wonderfully  good  showing,  all 
things  considered. 

COLUMBUS-ST.  PAIL'S— Rev.  Belno  A.  Brown,  M.  D. 

This  report  rovers  only  a  part  of  the  convention  year,  from  December  l."».  1H87,  to 
June  1.  ]Kss. 

CRAWFORD8VILLE-ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  A.  Geo.  E.  Jenner. 

The  Recti »r  records  with  deepest  gratitude  the  hearty  co-operation  which  he  is  re- 
viving from  the  whole  parish  at  this  time.  At  no  period  of  his  rectorship  has  he  had 
more  reason  to  be  thankful  than  at  the  pre.4 en t.  The  i>eople  appear  willing  to  extend 
to  him  their  fullest  confidence.  Old  parishioners  long  alienated  are  returning  to  their 
allegiance.  The  jieople  of  the  city  outside  of  the  Church  are  aiding  us  with  their  sym- 
pathy. Old  prejudices  are  disappearing,  and  accumulated  obstacles  being  rapidly  re- 
moved, j-bow  what  the  work  must  be  for  some  years,  but  under  God  it  can  and  must  be 
very  sure  and  very  good. 

Comparison  with  previous  reports  will  show  that  the  financial  results  of  the  parish 
exceed  largely  in  amount  those  of  former  years,  for  a  long  time  past. 

OELPHI-ST.  MARYS— Rev.  W. J.  IIayward. 

The  communicants  reported  last  year  (-11)  were  nominal.  The  number  above,  those 
t\ho  have  actually  communed.    During  a  portion  of  the  year  a  Sunday-school  was  kept 
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at  Pittsburgh,  and  services  held  once  or  twice  a  mouth,  nnd  those,  as  well  aa  the  services 
in  Delphi  and  the  poor  house  and  jail  throughout  the  vicinity  of  Delphi,  are  above 
enumerated.  Up  to  February  l«t.  services  were  held  ou  alternate  Sundays,  at  Frankfort, 
.since  then  at  Attica,  Monticello  and  Slecth  instead.  Williainsi>ort,  West  Lebanon, 
Monmi,  Springboro  and  Jefferson  have  also  l>ccn  visited.  The  old  debts  last  year  were 
nearer  $150  than  $97.0*.,  as  named  in  last  year's  report.  A  great  improvement  has  been 
made,  costing  over  $40,  and  the  most  of  that,  as  well  as  a  i>ortion  of  the  old  debts,  has 
been  met  by  the  Rector's  friends  abroad.  A  tout  one-sixth  of  the  offerings  reported 
were  from  the  Hector's  family  :  $|Tw>  is  considered  a  more  exact  worth  of  church  prop- 
erty than  the  report  above,  although  the  pro|>erty  has  improved  during  the  year.  The 
ladies  helped  to  give  a  deaf  and  dumb  child  an  outfit,  and  the  Little  Gleaners  a  pack 
to  the  hospital.  Packs  have  also  l>een  sent  for  the  A..  T.  &  S.  F.  R.  R.  Reading  Room, 
and  also  a  {Nick  for  a  reading  room  in  one  of  our  Indian  missious.  Over  £V0  improve- 
ments have  toen  made  on  the  church  property  the  past  year,  which  has  been  met 
by  the  Rector  nnd  friends  from  abroad. 

ELKHART-ST.  JOHNS— Rev.  Fiiaskun  \V.  Adams. 

The  year  past  has  been  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
spiritually  and  financially.  The  congregations  in  the  church  have  been  large  and  a 
Churchly  spirit  lnmiifested.  A  toauciiul  Rectory  hr.s  toen  completed,  the  Sunday 
school  is  steadily  increasing  in  number  of  scholars  and  interest.  The  parish  has  be- 
come a  felt  power  in  the  community,  and  the  future  outlook  i<  most  hopeful.  A  fund 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  church  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  inadequate  building, 
is  begun  with  encouraging  indications. 

EVAN8VILLE— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  Cuarles  Mokris. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  communicants  is  smaller  than  last  year* 
although  the  confirmations  are  lamer.    The  parish  has  suffered  very  greatly  by  deaths 

and  removals  from  i>arish,  thirty  communicants  removing.

FRANKFORT-ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  W.  S.  Hay  ward. 

The  atove  takes  in  service*  rendered  in  Wellington  township.  Kilmore,  etc.  Ser- 
vices were  held  in  Frankfort  every  alternate  Sunday  until  February  1st.  iu  connection 
with  Delphi.  A  discrepancy  of  sixty  cents  additional  for  Diocesan  Missions  (not  found 
in  my  summary  in  the  Parish  Register',  arises  from  Inning  no  receipt  of  same  at  the 
time  of  making  up  that  summary.  The  whole  amount  paid  on  church  debt  during  the 
atove  period,  was  $400.00,  of  which  I  received  from  friends  abroad.  fTri.OO.  leaving 
8^49.00  raised  hen*,  of  which  there  was  reported  last  June  SliV-irt  n«*  then  on  hand.  One 
hundred  dollars  more  is  pledged  as  atove.  making  the  whole  amount  SoOO. 

GARRETT— EMMANUEL— Rkv.  II.  E.  Jkphson. 

These  returns  are  near  as  1  can  make  them.  Do  you  mean  by  "  individuals  in 
parish"  the  full  numtor  of  persons  in  the  town  or  tho*e  connected  with  the  church? 
I  have  taken  the  latter  meaning. 

GREENOA8TLE— ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— R.  T.  Jones.  Clerk. 

Owing  to  the  very  crude  manner  in  which  the  parish  record  has  )>een  kept  there  is 
no  certain  data  from  which  a  correct  report  can  be  made. 

HUNTINGTON-CHRIST  CHURCH— Rev.  <iEo.  Davu>  Adams. 

I  hold  week  day  services  in  thK  |mrish  twice  each  week.  We  hope  to  buy  a  church 
lot  next  year,  for  which  we  are  now  negotiating,  ami  we  are  talking  of  securing  the  old 
Methodist  church,  which  is  for  sale,  and  moving  it  to  the  atovc-mentioned  lot. 

INDIANAPOLI8-CHR1ST  CUURCH-R.  L.  Talbot.  Isaac    II.   Kiersted,  Wardens. 
Rectorship  vacant  from  February  1  to  June  X  ls£*.    June  :id.  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  was. 
instituted  into  the  rectorship. 
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IN0IANAPOLI8— ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— Rev.  J.  S.  Jexckes,  Jit.,  D.  D. 

The  condition  and  prospects  of  St.  Paul's  Church  are  steadily  improving.  Her  debt 
i>  wholly  provided  for,  and  is  being  liquidated  in  quarterly  installments,  as  the  sub- 
scriptions come  iu.  She  proposed  a  union  with  Christ  Church  lately,  which  resulted 
in  demonstrating  mutual  feelings  of  entire  accord  between  the  two  parishes.  She  will, 
in  the  near  future,  remove  some  two  miles  up  town,  near  the  center  of  her  constituency. 

JEFFER80NVILLE-.ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— Rev.  F.  C.  Jewell. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  the  purchase  of  a  large  and  centrally  located  lot, 
valued  at  $2,500,  on  which  it  is  purposed  to  erect  the  new  church.  The  indebtedness, 
the  first  in  many  years,  now  resting  on  the  parish,  was  incurred  in  purchasing  this  lot. 
The  parish  is  deeply  indebted  to  one  generous  lady,  who  gave  $500  towards  this  object. 
Con>idering  all  things,  the  outlook  is  happy  and  favorable,  and  I  trust  by  another  year 
to  report  work  begun  on  the  new  church. 

K6NNARD— ST.  PHILIP'S— Rev.  Willis  I).  En<;le. 

Services  have  been  held  on  each  alternate  Sunday  and  on  each  alternate  Tuesday 
evening.  The  ignorance  of,  and  prejudice  against,  the  Church  is  gradually  giving  way, 
and  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  a  harvest  will  be  reaj>ed  from  patient  sowing. 

LIMA— ST.  MARK'S— Rev.  C.  X.  Sl'AUUNO. 

We  should  have  a  larger  financial  showing,  but  for  the  absence  in  this  report  of 
blanks,  for  gifts  to  the  cause  of  Christian  education,  which  have  here  been  numbered 
in  hundreds  of  dollars,  and  are  about  to  amount  to  many  thousands.  These  gifts  are, 
practically,  for  the  Diocese  to  establish  permanent  Christian  educators. 

LOGAN8PORT-TRINITY— Rev.  B.  F.  Miller. 

The  report  for  my  work  covers  ten  mouths  from  August  1, 18S7.  In  addition.  I  have 
visited  Kokomo  five  times  and  held  three  services.  There  are  six  communicants  there. 
I  have  also  visited  Crown  Point  five  times  mid  held  live  services,  aud  administered  Holy 
Communion  once.  There  an1  ten  communicants  there.  The  work  can  be  continued, 
and  is  encouraging  at  Crown  Point 

MARION— GETHSEMANE— Rev.  Geo.  Davis  Adams. 

For  three  months  during  the  past  year  no  services  were  held  in  this  parish.  The 
Rev.  W.  (I.  Woolford  had  charge  for  two  months  during  the  summer  of  1**7.  I  began 
my  work  here  November  1.  1SS7.  The  outlook  here  is  encouraging,  and  I  do  not  hes- 
itate to  predict  that  in  a  few  years  (tethsemene.  Marion,  will  be  a  .strong  and  self-sup- 
porting i>nri«*h.  This  town  is  increasing  in  population  very  rapidly.  Over  two  thousand 
people  have  moved  to  the  place  during  the  last  year. 

MICHIGAN  OITY— TRINITY  CHURCH— Rev.  J.  J.  Falde. 

Our  school.  Barker  Hall,  is  now  fully  cquipi>ed  for  the  work  of  preparing  pupils  for 
college  or  business  The  growth  of  the  advanced  department  is  among  the  surprising 
things  connected  with  the  work.    We  thank  <lod  and  take  courage. 

MI8HAWAKA— ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— Rev.  J.  Gorton  Miller. 

This  parish  is  entitled  to  credit  for  having  paid  within  two  years  its  full  quota  of 
the  EpiM-opal  Endowment  Fund.  The  final  payment  was  made,  as  an  offering  of  $1.V). 
on  Palm  Sunday  last. 

MONTICELLO  AND  VICINITY— Rev.  W.  S.  Hay  ward. 

Baptisms— Infants,  one:  adults,  one.  Confirmed  persons,  eight.  Communicants 
added,  three.  Present  members,  females,  four.  Baptized  individuals— Adults,  thir- 
teen:  children,  ten  ;  total,  twenty-three.  Sunday-school  taught  by  the  missionary,  ag- 
gregates, at  catechising,  about  twenty.  Performed  service,  Sundays,  five;  other  days, 
four;  total,  nine.

I  should  report  four  services  at  Poneto,  Ind..  one 
service  near  Montj>elier.  Ind..  and  three  services  at  Hartford  City,  Ind. 

NEW  ALBANY— ST.  PAIL'S  CHCRCH— Oeoiuje  A.  BlCKNKLL.  Warden. 

The  Kev.  C.  C.  Leman,  of  Marietta,  da.,  came  to  St.  Paul's  in  June,  18K7,und  was  its 
Rector  until  February,  1SS8.  Since  hi<  departure  the  parish  has  been  vacant,  and  during 
the  vacancy  Mr.  Mallet  has  been  employed  as  lay  reader.  He  was  a  Methodist  minister 
in  this  city,  of  excellent  reputation,  and  had  become  a  candidate  for  deacon's  orders  in 
our  Church.  In  the  ordinary  course  he  will  be  a  deacon  in  three  months,  and  a  priest 
in  nine  months  from  this  time.  He  gives  great  satisfaction  here :  he  not  only  reads  the 
service*.  I  nit  he  performs  all  the  other  work  of  a  clergyman  which  the  rubric  will  per- 
mit him  to  perform,  and  he  has  been  quite  successful  in  increasing  the  church  mem- 
bership. The  sacramental  services,  which  none  but  a  priest  can  perform,  have  been 
supplied  for  as  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jewell,  of  Jeffersonville.  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  of  Louis- 
ville. Ky.,  and  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Bicknell.  of  Jacksonville.  Flu.,  who  is  sending  a  vacation 
here. 

NEW  CA8TLE— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  W.  H.  Bamford. 

I  was  appointed  to  this  charge  October  1,  1W7.  The  report  purports  to  include  the 
official  acts  of  my  predecessor  as  well  as  of  myself,  aud  a  financial  statement  for  the  en- 
tire year.  The  loyalty  and  liberality  to  the  Church  of  our  faithful  few  is  much  to  be 
commended,  and  they  will,  I  trust,  receive  their  reward  in  due  season. 

PERU— TRINITY  CHCRCH-Otway  Coi.vix.  Lay  Reader. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  full  report,  us  the  church  has  been  without  a  rector  during 
the  past  year. 

PLYMOUTH— ST.  THOMAS'S— Rev.  T.  B.  Kemi\  D.  1). 

We  have  tte  pleasure  of  recording  a  year  of  aggressive  work  in  this  parish  and  of 
fruits  gathered  into  the  garden  from  the  world  and  from  the  numerous  sects  of  the 
day.  Some  of  those  who  had  strayed  from  their  homes  have  returned,  and  are  taking 
an  active  part  in  the  war  against  the  world  and  it*  vices.  While  we  have  much  to  cause 
us  grief,  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage,  knowing  that  in  due  season 
we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not. 

I  send  you  my  report  of  this  parish,  and  will  only  say  that  in  addition  to  services 
reported  at  home,  I  have  visited  and  officiated  in  Rochester  on  twenty-two  occasions, 
baptized  two,  confirmed  three,  administered  sacrament  six,  ami  things  are  encouraging. 
In  Hamlet  I  have  preached  on  two  occasions,  baptized  two.  In  Kewanna  I  have  made 
two  visits,  preached,  baptized  one  infant.  I  have  visited  Walkerton  four  times  and 
baptized  one  child.  I  have  also  visited  Mentone  once,  have  given  services  to  North 
Liberty  each  alternate  week  up  to  and  inclusive  of  December  1, 1887,  when  I  resigned 
the  charge.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  semi-monthly  week  day  services  have  been  held  at 
above  place,  with  good  attendance  and  much  interest  manifested.  Confirmed  persons, 
six;  interested  in  the  mission,  about  thirty-five :  expenses,  hymnals,  3ti.«0;  traveling 
expenses,  815.00;  rent  for  building,  81D.00,  all  raised  by  the  ladies  of  the  mission  :  offer- 
ings about  81K.00.  the  same  devoted  to  the  missionary.  Performed  services,  week  days, 
fifteen. 

VIN0ENNE8— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott. 

St.  James's  Guild,  a  parish  society  composed  of  the  older  ladies  of  the  parish,  has 
raised  for  parochical  missions  this  year  $441)  07.  St.  Mary's  Altar  Guild,  composed  of 
the  young  ladies,  has  raised  for  church  improvement  and  for  parochial  mis- 
sions. SI  19.06. 

According  to  your  request,  I  herewith  send  you  a  special  report  of  the  work  done  at 
St.  John's  Mission,  North  Vincennes. 

The  work  consists  of  a  weekly  choral  service  and  address  by  the  rector  each  Thurs- 
day evening,  a  Sunday-school  of  ninety-three  pupils,  the  Superintendent  and  six  teach- 
ers, a  day  school  of  sixty  pupils  taught  by  two  young  ladies,  communicants  of  the 
Church,  and  an  industrial  school  each  Friday  afternoon  conducted  by  the  teachers  of 
the  day  school  and  the  ladies  of  St.  James's  parish,  iu  which  the  girls  are  taught  plain 
sewing  and  the  boys  wood  carving.  Quite  a  number  of  the  boys  and  girls  have  attained 
marked  proficiency  in  these  arts.  There  has  been  an  average  attendance  for  the  year  of 
fifty-one.  The  school  receives  almost  daily  visitations  from  the  rector  of  the  parish. 
It  is  opened  and  closed  each  day  with  choral  service,  and  about  twenty  minutes  of  each 
morning  are  devoted  to  the  Church  catechism. 

Of  the  sixty  pupils  in  the  day  school,  more  than  one-half  are  poor  in  this  world's 
jr«>ods.  They  have  to  be  supplied  with  books,  shoes  and  clothing,  besides  groceries, 
fuel,  house  rent  and  medicines  for  their  families.  The  parish  has  been  called  upon  for 
expenditures  in  this  work  this  year,  81,021.35.  Of  this  amount  Maj.  W.  P.  Gould,  U.  S. 
A.,  has  generously  given  one-half. 

The  line  of  studies  pursued  in  the  school  is  much  the  same  as  that  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  State.  We  graduate  four  pupils  this  year  to  the  High  School  of  Vincennes. 
As  some  of  the  visible  fruits  of  our  work  at  St.  John's  Mission,  since  the  middle  of  No- 
vember, there  have  been  received  upon  the  Diocesan  Roll  of  Honor  thirty  children, 
twenty  five  baptized  and  nineteen  confirmed. 

WAR8AW— ST.  ANDREW'S  CHURCH— Rev.  W.  G.  Woolfokd. 

Four  months  report,  or  since  January  15th,  owing  to  the  extreme  indifference  of 
more  than  half  the  members  of  this  parish,  the  progress  of  the  work  has  been  very 
{•low.  But  attendance  at  the  services  has  increased  ;  a  larger  number  than  formerly 
come  to  the  Holy  Communion.  The  prospect  of  clearing  of  the  debt  is  encouraging, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  steady  growth  of  the  parish  may  be  maintained. 

WILKIN80N— ST.  MARY'S  CHURCH— Rev.  Willis  I).  Engle. 

The  church  building,  24xW),  was  opened  for  service  January  20.  Inst.  Since  then  the 
women  of  the  place  have  carpeted  the  chancel  and  alley,  and  by  some  outside  help 
neat  ih?ws  have  been  provided.  The  work  here,  as  at  Kennard,  is  entirely  of  a  pioneer 
nature.  The  Sunday-school,  conducted  on  Church  lines,  without  a  resident  Churchman, 
is  a  unique  and  promising  feature  of  the  mission.  There  is  a  growing  disj>osition  in  the 
community  to  follow  the  example  of  the  Bereans  in  regard  to  the  Church's  claims. 

WORTHINQTON-ST.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH— Rfa\*J.  A.  McGlone. 

The  present  rector  took  charge  of  this  parish  September  1,  1887,  from  which  time 
this  report  dates.  Sunday  services  have  been  held  thirteen  times  at  Washington.  l>c- 
*i«les  several  week  day  visits.  At  Petersburg  two  Sunday  services  and  regular  monthly 
week  day  services  were  given.    Blooinfield  and  Spencer  have  also  been  visited. 


CLERICAL  AND  OTHER  REPORTS. 


MISSION  TO  DEAF  MITES. 
To  the  Ritfht  Rfv.  David  Bud  Knichrtxickcr.  D.  D„  Bithop  of  Indiana: 

I  Muring  the  year  just  closed  I  held  services  for  deaf  mutes  at  Christ  Church,  and  the 
State  school  for  the  deaf.  Indianapolis:  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansvllle;  St.  James's 
Church,  Goshen ;  St.  John's  Church,  Elkhart,  and  St.  Pauls  Church,  Laporte,  with 
good  congregations,  those  at  Indianapolis  numbering  from  100  to  350.  The  services  at 
the  school  reach  and  interest  many  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese.  Several  of  the  pupils 
are  communicants. 

My  miuistry  is  among  a  widely  scattered  j>eople.  My  congregations  are  usually 
made  up  of  persons  from  i>oints  within  a  radius  of  twenty-five  miles. 

Baptisms  during  the  year,  seven:  confirmations,  four:  number  of  communicants, 
thirty-eight,  distributed  as  follows:  Indianapolis,  twenty-four:  Michigan  City,  four  : 
Muncie,  one;  Goshen,  four;  Blufftou,  oue ;  Hartford  City,  one;  Richmond,  one: 
Evansville,  one ;  New  Albany,  one:  Carbon,  Clay  county,  one  :  Acton,  one. 

Baptisms  since  the  commencement  of  the  Deaf  Mute  Mission  in  Indiana,  forty- 
eight  ;  confirmations,  thirty-six.  The  deaf-mute  population  of  the  Diocese  is  about 
1.200. 

I  have  held  services  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  other  Diocese*  besides  Indiana,  and 
am  the  only  clergyman  to  the  deaf  west  of  the  Allegheny's.  In  order  to  meet  the  needs 
of  this  very  extensive  district,  I  have  to  be  on  the  move  every  week  throughout  the  year. 
The  Prayer  Books  and  tracts  which  have  been  distributed  have  done  great  good.  Their 
influence  has  extended  beyond  the  deaf-mute  circle,  for  their  hearing  and  speaking 
friends,  most  of  them  of  other  religious  bodies,  have  been  enabled  to  learn  of  the  Church. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  generous  officers  of  the  railway  lines  for  special  facilities  of 
travel,  without  which  it  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  pursue  the  work,  and  to  the 
brethren  of  the  clergy  who  have  most  kindly  furthered  my  efforts  to  reach  my  widely 
scattered  brethren.

HOWE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

To  tlw.  Rt.  Rev.  David  Burl  Knirkrrbax'kcr,  D.  />.,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

I  l>cg  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  Howe  Grammar  School: 
First— As  to  attendance.    During  the  past  year  there  have  been  entered  twenty-two 
boarders  and  seven  day  pupils  ;jn  all  twenty-niue. 

Second— Ah  to  instruction.  The  school  has  employed  three  instructors,  besides  the 
rector,  who  gives  much  of  his  own  time  to  the  class-room.  Of  these  three,  two  are- 
graduates  of  colleges,  and  the  third,  the  instructor  in  modern  languages,  is  a  graduate 
of  a  high  school  of  advanced  grade.  It  is  believed  that  rarely  do  pupils  of  no  greater 
numbers  enjoy  like  advantages. 
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Third— As  to  religious  Instruction  and  care.  Religions  and  moral  training  are  made 
the  baste  of  the  work.  There  are  held  daily  the  morning  ami  evening  prayers,  shortened 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  school.  The  family  attend  <  'lmrch  twice  on  Sunday,  and  on  Suuduy 
afternoon  a  brief  but  careful  religious  instruction  is  given  to  all  the  pupils  in  classy. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  induce  the  young  life  committed  to  us  to  devote  itself  to  an  up- 
right and  earnest  performance  of  duty  under  the  forms  and  in  the  faith  of  the  Church. 

Eleven  of  the  pupils  arc  communicants.  Four  have  been  confirmed  during  the 
past  year.  One  is  soon  to  be  baptized.  A  surpliced  choir  has  been  formed,  chiefly  from 
the  school,  and  by  it  is  rendered  most  satisfactorily  the  music  of  the  Church.  To  all  the 
pupils  constant  instruction  in  sacred  music  is  given. 

Fourth— As  to  physical  training.  Our  excellent  and  completely  furnished  gym- 
nasium is  in  constant  use.  Our  grounds  afford  the  finest  advantages  for  athletic  games, 
ball,  cricket,  foot  ball,  etc..  all  of  which  are  encouraged  and  practiced.  On  the  line 
property  of  nearly  thirty  acres,  lately  purchased  by  you,  situated  upon  a  chain  of  Ijeau- 
tiful  lakes,  and  given  for  the  fre^use  of  the  school,  a  large  boat-house  has  lx'en  erected 
and  a  number  of  safe  boats  have  been  secured.  Here,  under  careful  oversight,  our 
boys  enjoy  Ashing,  boating  and  bathing. 

Fifth— As  to  improvements  of  property.  Many  of  these  have  been  made.  The 
place  is  already  very  attractive  and  unique.  But  I  am  happy  to  report  that  as  a  gift 
from  our  constant  liberal  friend  and  patron.  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Howe,  large  and  expensive 
additions  are  to  be  made.  These  include  new  and  tine  dormitories,  school-rooms, 
recitation-rooms,  bath-rooms,  assembly-room,  dining-room,  kitchen,  etc..  with  probably 
a  chapel.  All  these  will  l>e  of  the  best  construction  and  with  all  the  modern  improve" 
ments  of  ventilation,  hot  water,  heating,  etc.  The  plans  are  now  being  projected  by  an 
architect  of  great  reputation,  and  in  a  few  days  the  work  will  be  begun. 

The  prospects  for  the  coming  year  appear  bright,  and  we  can  not  be  too  thankful  tor 
the  prosperity  which  has  been  allotted  to  our  diocesan  school.

INDIANAPOLIS  INSTITUTE  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES. 

To  thf  Right  Bo:  Jkivid  Buel  Knickerlxwker,  D.  P.,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

The  second  year  of  the  Diocesan  School  for  girls  opened  in  September,  with  three 
times  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  the  first  year.  There  have  been  tifty-tive 
pupils  in  attendance  upon  the  regular  course  during  the  year,  besides  many  others  who 
have  pursued  special  studies.  Including  specialists,  a  corps  of  nine  teachers  has  been 
engaged  in  the  school.  As  to  the  work  done  in  the  school  room,  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  you  to  be  present  at  the  examination  will  report. 

The  boarding  department  was  opened  last  September  in  the  Diocesan  property, 
which  was  furnished  largely  through  your  personal  liberality.  During  the  year  the 
school  has  had  six  resident  pupils,  from  whose  parents  we  have  had  repeated  assur- 
ance of  satisfaction.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having,  as  a  nucleus  of  the  boarding 
department,  girls,  who,  by  their  exemplary  conduct  and  cheerful  obedience,  have  es- 
tablished an  *x))tU.  dc  ctrri>*  which  I  trust  will  always  continue  in  the  school. 

We  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  members  of  the  household,  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  have  been  free  from  serious  sickness. 

With  its  advantages  of  location,  its  provision  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
pupils,  its  comprehensive  and  practical  course  of  study,  and  its  superior  corps  of  teach- 
ers, I  believe  the  Indianapolis  Institute  oflers  advantages  unsurpassed  and  in  inan£ 
respects  uuequaled. 

Among  the  pupils  the  past  year  have  been  graduates  of  other  schools.  The  school 
is  now  well  known  in  Indianapolis.  To  make  it  more  generally  known  throughout  the 
Diocese  the  co-oi>eration  of  Church  people  is  necessary.

The  result  of  such  examinations  was  quite  satisfactory,  and  we  feel  fully  justified 
in  bearing  testimony  to  tin-  thoroughly  christi  .11  character  of  the  school,  the  thorough- 
ness of  its  eourv  of  study,  the  marked  devotion  of  the  principals  and  touchers  to  their 
work,  and  the  substantial  character  of  the  progress  made  by  the  pupils  during  the  year.

This  language  alone  is  used  during 
French  recitations  and  at  the  table,  and  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in  translation  and 
conversation  is  very  marked.  The  Primary  Departmyit  is  worthy  of  special  mention. 
(Jreat  tact  and  ability  is  used  in  bringing  out  and  training  the  faculties  of  the  infant 
niind.  Altogether  we  consider  the  school  well  deserving  the  confidence  and  support  of 
tin*  rhurehmen  of  the  ftioeev.  iSigned.]

CONSTITUTIONS 


OF  THE 


PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  INDIAN Ay  1888. 


CONSTITUTION  I. 

OF  THE  TITLE  AND   BOUNDS   OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

This  Church  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  its  bounds  are  hereby  declared  to  be  those  of  the 
State  of  Indiana. 

CONSTITUTION  II. 

OF   ADHESION   TO   THE   PROTESTANT   EPISCOPAL  CHURCH   IN   THE 

UNITED   STATES. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  recognizing 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  as  a  branch 
of  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Christ  having  rightful 
spiritual  jurisdiction  in  this  country,  hereby  declares  her  adhesion  to  the  same, 
and  submits  to  the  constitutional  authority  of  the  General  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION  III. 

OF   THE  ANNUAL   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
to  assemble  annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  at  the  place 
appointed  by  the  preceding  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  obligatory  so  far  as  the  time  and 
place  are  concerned  in  any  new  Diocese  which  may  hereafter  be  formed  within 
the  limits  of  the  State,  except  that  in  which  Indianapolis  may  be  situated. 

CONSTITUTION   IV. 
OF  special  meetings  of  the  convention. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall  determine.     The  notice  of  a 
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special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  issued  to  every  clergyman  and  to 
every  vestry  in  the  Diocese  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for 
the  meeting,  and  shall  state  the  business  for  which  the  Convention  is  called, 
and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  Convention 
beyond  that  which  has  been  stated  in  the  notice. 

CONSTITUTION  V. 

OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  lay- 
men. 

Sec.  2.  Every  clergyman,  in  regular  standing,  who  shall  have  been  for 
two  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention  :  Provided— lit  shall  have  been  admit- 
ted and,  at  the  time  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  actually  settled  as  Rector, 
Assistant  Rector,  or  Assistant  Minister,  of  some  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  or  shall  be  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of 
the  Convention,  or  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  or  shall  have  been  for  six 
months  last  past  engaged  as  an  instructor  of  youth  in  some  incorporated 
seminary  of  learning  or  parochial  school  within  the  Diocese.  Provided^  also — 
That  he  shall  not  have  held  letters  dimissory  to  another  Diocese  within  six 
months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  even  if  such  letters  shall  have 
been  returned  by  him  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  3.  A  clergyman  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention shall  not  be  deprived  of  these  privileges  when  disabled  from  the 
function*  of  his  office  by  age  or  infirmity. 

Sec.  4.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop's  church, 
not  excluded  by  the  operation  of  some  constitution  or  canon  enacted  at  a 
previous  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  lay  delegate, 
unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communicants  shall  exceed  twenty-five.  If  it 
ha^  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty  communicants,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  two  lay  delegate**.  If  it  has  more  than  fifty,  but  not  more  than 
one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  three  lay  delegates.  If  it 
has  more  than  one  hundred,  but  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  com- 
municants, it  shall  be  entitled  to  four  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  over  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  communicants  it  shall  be  entitled  to  five  lay  delegates.  Every 
lay  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  convention. 

Sec.  5.  Lay  delegates  shall  be  ahosen  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish  and 
canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  members  of  the  congregation  wor- 
shiping in  the  Bishop's  church,  who  would  be,  under  the  canon,  qualified  to 
vote  for  wardens  and  vestrymen,  after  public  notice  such  as  provided  for  in  the 
case  of  elections. 
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Sec.  6.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention to  attend  the  meetings  thereof;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  parish  to 
make  special  provision  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  its  minister  when  attend- 
ing Convention ;  and,  furthermore,  it  i*  the  duty  of  every  parish  to  send  the 
full  number  of  lay  delegates  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  one,  at  least,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION    VI. 

OF    DIVINE   SERVICE   AT    MEETINGS   OF    THE   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  Every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened 
-with  the  Evening  Prayer  and  a  sermon,  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  unless  the  Bishop  himself  shall  preach  or  deliver  a  charge  or 
address.  On  the  second  day,  the  session  shall  begin  with  the  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Litany,  and  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  morning  session  of  every  special  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  begin  with  the  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany  (if  it  be  on  a  Litany 
•day),  and  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  8.  The  direction  of  divine  service  during  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  alone.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  serv- 
ices shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CONSTITUTION  VII. 

OF  THE   PRESIDENT   OF   THE   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  tx  officio  President  of  the 
Convention,  but  in  case  of  his  absence  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any 
session  of  the  Convention  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order, 
and,  if  a  quorum  be  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen  ad  interim  from 
among  the  presbyters  in  attendance  ;  and  if  the  Bishop  shall,  at  any  time,  leave 
the  chair,  he  may  appoint  a  presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  2  The  presiding  officer  shall  observe  the  customary  rules  of  parlia- 
mentary usage,  and  all  such  special  rules  of  order  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be  observed  in  all  pro- 
ceedings ol  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  join  in  debate,  and  the  Bishop 
shall  not  leave  the  chair  for  that  purpose ;  but,  after  the  debate,  on  any  mo- 
tion or  resolution  that  shall  have  been  closed  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  right, 
before  putting  the  question,  to  express  his  opinion  of  the  whole  subject  under 
•consideration. 

CONSTITUTION  VIII. 

OF   THE   SECRETARY    OF   THE   CONVENTION. 

The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed. 
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His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and,  when  approved,  to 
record  them  in  a  proper  book,  to  preserve  the  journals  and  records,  to  attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  Convention,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
books  and  papers  which  may  be  in  his  official  possession.  He  shall  give  due 
notice  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  the  Diocese  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention.  An  Assistant  Secre- 
tary may  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Convention, 
and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  or  otherwise  upon  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Secretary,  when  not  a  member  of 
the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  ex  officio  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership 
except  that  of  voting. 

CONSTITUTION   IX. 

OF   THE   TREASURER   OF  THE   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  one  vear  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  unless  such  collections  or  disburse- 
ments shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered 
annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under 
its  authority.  The  Treasurer,  when  not  a  member  of  the  Convention,  shall  be 
entitled  ex  officio  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  except  that  of 
voting. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  Treasurer  shall  resign  or  remove  from  the  Diocese, 
or  become  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Treasurer  to  act  until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  the  Treas- 
urer so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  all  moneys,  bonds,  mortgages, 
notes,  or  other  property  and  papers  which  may  be  in  the  treasury  at  the  time 
of  such  resignation,  removal,  or  incapacity. 

CONSTITUTION  X. 

OF   THE   CHANCELLOR    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Annual  Convention,  on  nomination  of  two  or  more  persons  by  the 
Bishop,  shall  elect  one  of  them  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
be  the  legal  advisor  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  be 
entitled  ex  officio  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  with  all  the  privileges  of  lay 
membership  except  that  of  voting.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  and  if  a  vacancy 
shall  occur,  the  Annual  Convention  next  ensuing  shall  elect  a  Chancellor  for 
the  full  term  of  three  years. 
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CONSTITUTION  XL 

OF    STANDING    COMMIT1KE. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  ^hall  annually  elect  a  Standing  Committee, 
to  consist  of  three  presbyters  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  lay  members  must 
be  communicants  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  President 
from  among  the  clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  clerical  or  lay. 
The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  this  pur- 
pose, which  book  and  all  papers  in  their  official  possession  shall  be  subject 
to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  A  full  report  of 
their  acts  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Any 
four  of  the  members  (the  whole  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum, 
except  for  such  purposes  as  agreeably  to  their  own  rules  may  require  a  larger 
number.  They  may  make  rules  of  meeting  and  business,  and  may  alter  and 
repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  Vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee 
occurring  by  death,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

Sec  4.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the 
Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop  whenever  he  shall  desire 
their  advice,  and  they  may,  of  their  own  accord,  advise  the  Bishop  when 
they  shall  think  it  needful  so  to  do.  All  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee when  acting  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop  shall  be  strictly 
private,  unless  the  Convention  shnll  require  them  to  be  reported. 

Sec.  5.  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  canonical  administration  and  discipline  which  are  ordinarily  exer- 
cised by  the  Bishop,  but  which  may  lawfully  be  delegated  to  any  other 
than  a  Bishop;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  cases  in  which  such  powers 
are  by  canon  delegated  to  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
the  duty  or  duties  involved  shall  be  peformed  by  the  clerical  members  alone; 
provided,  also,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  no  sentence  shall  be  pro- 
nounced in  any  case  upon  a  clergyman  by  any  other  than  a  Bishop,  whom  the 
Standing  Committee  may  call  in  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  G.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when  he  is 
about  to  leave,  or  has  left,  the  Diocese  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of 
the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  of  remaining  out  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
space  of  three  calendar  months,  although  without  leaving  the  United  States, 
to  authorize  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical   Authority. 
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The  Standing  Committee  so  authorized  shall  thereupon  become  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  until  such 
authority  shall  be  revoked  or  the  Bishop  shall  have  returned  within  the 
Diocese;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  the  Bishop  after  having  given  such  authority  from  exercising  his 
jurisdiction  himself,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence 
from  the  Diocese,  or  from  authorizing  any  other  Bishop  to  perform  the  Epis- 
copal offices  for  him. 

CONSTITUTION   XII. 

OF    DEPUTIES   TO   THE   GENERAL   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  At  the  Annual  Convention  next  before  each  and  every  tri- 
ennial meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  presbyters,  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  always  be  communicants  of 
this  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  as  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  for  the 
next  three  years.  The  same  number  of  Supplementary  Deputies,  similarily 
qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy  or  Supplementary  Deputy 
who  may  decline  or  who  can  not  fulfill  the  duties  of  his  appointment  to  give 
timely  notice  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  designate 
one  or  more  of  the  Supplementary  Deputies  to  supply  any  vacancies  which 
may  occur  among  the  Deputies-elect  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention:  and  if  any  vacancies  shall  occur  during  a  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  the  remaining  Deputies  then  and  there  present  shall  have  power 
to  fill  such  vacancy  in  like  manner. 

CONSTITUTION  XIII. 

OK    THE   TRANSACTION    OF    BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  One-third  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  and 
Ijv  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation, 
when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  lime. 

Sec.  2.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every  mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall 
determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  the  Secre- 
tary shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon 
announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes 
so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  no  member  shall  be  excused  from 
voting  unless  by  general  consent. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  three  clerical  members,  or  the  lay  deputations  from  any 
three  parishes,  shall  demand  a   vote  by  Orders,  the   yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
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called,  as  in  the  previous  section   is  directed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convention  has  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons  of  Dis- 
cipline for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  the  Churches,  Clergy  and  Laity 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  alone 
excepted;  hut  any  Constitution  or  Canon  of  the  Convention  which  shall  be, 
or  become,  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  6.  Canons  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Convention  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  passed  upon  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders  shall 
then  be  taken  on  the  Canon  as  a  whole. 

Sec.  7.  No  Constitution,  Canon,  or  Resolution,  touching  the  rights, 
privileges,  dignities,  or  obligations  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
effectual,  unless  it  shall  have  received  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
at  the  time  of  its  adoption  ;  and  no  such  Constitution,  Canon,  or  Resolution 
shall  be  adopted  during  any  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate. 

CONSTITUTION    XIV. 

OF    ELECTION    OF   OFFICERS. 

The  election  of  all  officers  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  by 
ballot,  unless  the  same  be  unanimously  dispensed  with  by  the  Convention ; 
and,  in  the  event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Convention  the  exist- 
ing officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  regu- 
larly appointed. 

CONSTITUTION   XV. 

OF   ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  Churches  in  union  with  it 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments  may  be  made  either 
by  Canon  or  by  special  resolution. 

CONSTITUTION    XVI. 

OF    ADMISSION    OF    NEW    PARISHES. 

The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  they 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention,  at  its  first  business  session,  the  fol- 
lowing documents,  that  is  to  say:  First,  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  ap- 
proving of  the  organization  of  such  parish  ;  Second,  a  Constitution,  subscribed 
by  the  wardens  and  vestrymen,  in  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the  doc- 
trine, discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese; 
and,  Third,  satisfactory  written  evidence  that  they  are  duly  organized,  by  the 
election  of  two  wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  of 
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vestrymen  allowed  by  law  ;  that  they  have  been  legally  incorporated,  and  that 
their  parish  has  at  least  twelve  actual  communicants. 

CONSTITUTION    XVII. 

OK    FORFEITURE   OF    PAROCHIAL    PRIVILEGES. 

Whenever  any  parish  shall  have  become  essentially  defunct  by  long  con- 
tinued failure  to  elect  wardens  and  vestrymen,  or  if  it  shall  have  less  than 
twelve  communicants,  or  if  it  shall  fail  to  pay  the  assessments  laid  upon  it  by 
the  Convention,  or  to  take  up  the  canonical  collections,  or  if  the  vestry  shall 
for  two  consecutive  years  wilfully  refuse  to  elect  a  rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any 
way  knowingly  transgress  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  of  this  Diocese,  it  may  be 
suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese 
may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention  ;  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
suspension  nor  dissolution  shall  be  lawful  but  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  and  of  two-thirds  of  each  of  the  Orders  of  the  Clergy 
and  of  the  Laity  voting  separately. 

CONSTITUTION   XVIII. 

OF    THE    ELECTION    OF    A    HIS1U.I'. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  Bishopric  of  this  Diocese  shall  become  vacant 
within  the  space  of  four  calendar  months  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  by 
that  Convention  in   the  manner  directed  in  Section  third  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  vacancy  shall  occur  more  than  four  months  before  the 
time  appointed  for  the  Annual  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy,  shall  call  a  Special  Conven- 
tion, as  in  the  fourth  of  these  Constitutions  is  provided,  and  the  Special 
Convention  so  called  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

Skc.  3.  The  mode  of  election  shall  be  as  follows:  The  Clergy  and 
Laity  shall  separate.  The  members  of  each  Order  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  some 
presbyter  of  the  Church  whom  they  think  worthy  and  well  qualified  for  the 
office  and  work  of  a  Bishop,  and  the  majority  of  a  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
by  either  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election  by  that  Order.  When  both 
Orders  shall  have  elected,  each  shall  communicate  its  choice  to  the  other,  and 
if  it  shall  be  found  that  the  choice  of  both  has  fallen  upon  the  same  person, 
the  Orders  shall  re-assemble,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  Mich  person 
to  have  been  canonically  elected  lobe  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  But  if  it  shall 
be  found  that  the  Orders  have  not  concurred  in  electing  the  same  Presbyter,  a 
second  ballot  shall  be  had  in  like  manner  as  the  first,  and  so  on  until  a  Bishop 
>hall  have  been  concurrently  elected  at  the  same  ballot  by  both  Orders. 

Sec.  4.  A  special  Convention  called  to  elect  a  Bishop  may  transact  such 
business  as  may  be  necessary  in  providing  for  the  expenses  of  his  consecration 
and  for  his  subsequent  support,  but  no  other. 
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CONSTITUTION  XIX. 

OF    DIVISION    OF    DIOCF.!>K. 

Section  1.  No  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  into  two  or  more  Dio- 
ceses shall  ever  be  lawful  but  with  the  distinct  provision  that  the  Church  in 
Indiana  shall,  nevertheless,  remain  one  in  all  respects  which  the  Diocese* 
.shall  find  to  be  compatible  with  Diocesan  efficiency  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  convention. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  division  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  been  accomplished, 
a  Council  or  Synod  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  State  shall  be  called  by  the  Senior 
Bishop,  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  shall  see  fit  to  designate,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  all  the  Bishops  having  canonical  jurisdiction  within  the  State,  together 
with  ten  clergymen  and  ten  laymen  from  each  Diocese  within  the  State,  chosen 
by  the  several  Conventions  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  are  prescribed  in  the  eleventh  of  these  Constitutions  for  the  election 
of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Skc.  3.  The  Bishops,  together  with  the  majority  of  the  clerical  and  lay 
members  of  the  Council  or  Synod,  shall  proceed  under  their  own  rules  to  pre- 
pare a  Constitution  for  the  united  Dioceses  of  the  IVotestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  Indiana;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  such  Constitution  shall 
not  be  of  force  until  it  shall  have  been  ratified  by  all  the  Dioce-es  in  their  sev- 
eral Convention-,  assembled  ;  ami  if  the  proposed  Constitution  shall  not  be  so 
ratified,  the  Council  or  Synod  may  adjourn  from  time  to  lime,  or  may  be  re- 
assembled at  the  call  of  the  Senior  Bishop,  and  may  alter  or  amend  the  Con- 
stitution fir^t  presented  until  a  Constitution  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Council  and  Synod  and  ratified  by  all  the  Dioceses. 

CONSTITUTION    XX. 

OF   THE   CONSTRUCTION    OF     THESE   CONSTITl  TIONS. 

Kvery  section  and  clause  of  these  Constitutions  shall  be  interpreted  strictly 
according  to  its  grammatical  construction. 

CONSTITUTION    XXI. 

OF    DEFECTS    IN    THE   CANONS. 

All  necessary  proceedings  connected  with  matters  of  government  and  dis- 
cipline, and  not  expressly  provided  for  in  the  Canons,  are  within  the  authority 
and  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

CONSTITUTION    XXII. 

OF    AMENDMENTS    TO    THESE    CONST  IT  I  TIONS. 

These  Constitutions  shall  not  be  amended,  in  whole  or  part,  by  a  Conven- 
tion, unless  the  proposed  amendment  .-hall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  a  previous  Comention,  nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  receive  three-fourth^  of  the  votes  of  both  Orders, 
voting  separately. 


CANONS 


OF    THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

INDIANA,  *1888. 


CANON  I. 

OF  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  opening  of  the  Convention  at  the  first  session,  the 
Bishop,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees, consisting  of  three  persons  each,  one  of  whom  at  least- shall  be  a 
clergyman : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  who  shall  report  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  session. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Accounts. 

tt.     A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Canons. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Assessments,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  one,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  assessment  for  the  current  Eccle- 
siastical Year,  based  upon  the  number  of  the  communicants  and  the  financial 
ability  of  each  parish  liable  to  assessment,  and  such  Committee  shall  consider 
and  settle  all  questions  relative  thereto. 

Sec.  2.     The  business  shall  then  proceed  as  follows : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant. 

2.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  shall  prefer  another 
time  for  its  delivery. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

CANON  II. 

OF   THK   ORGANIZATION    OF    NEW    PARISHES. 

Section  1.  Any  association  of  ten  or  more  male  adults,  who,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  previously  obtained, 
shall  consent  to  adopt  and  be  governed   by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
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the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and  shall  assume  some  name  by  which  the  parish 
may  be  designated,  and  appoint  a  vestry  to  manage  its  temporal  affairs,  shall 
be  recognized  as  a  duly  organized  parish  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  hereafter  provided,  no  parish  shall  be  organized 
within  the  boundaries  of  an  existing  parish  without  the  consent  of  the  Rec- 
tor, Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  such  existing  parish.  If  any  of  them  refuse 
consent,  they  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal,  and  the  reasons, 
thereof.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
judge  of  the  reasonableness  of  such  refusal,  and  decide  accordingly ;  and  the 
decision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 

final. 

CANON  III. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  CHURCH  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Section  1.  On  Easter  Monday,  in  each  and  every  year,  the  qualified 
voters  of  each  parish  shall  assemble  and  elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  the  same — who  shall  in  every  case  be  baptized  persons — the  whole 
number  to  be  elected  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the 
number  allowed  by  law,  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  ex  officio  a  mem* 
ber  of  the  vestry.  Such  vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own 
body,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 
Of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
by  the  Rector,  or  minister  in  charge,  on  an  occasion  of  public  worship ;  or, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the 
vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given,  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the 
door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  public  worship,  or  by  publication  in  some  news- 
paper of  the  plaqe ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  notice  be  not  given,  the 
parishioners  may,  nevertheless,  assemble  at  the  usual  place,  between  the 
hours?  of  10  o'clock  a.  M.,  and  12  o'clock  M.,  and  elect  Church  Wardens  and 
vestrymen. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote,  to-wit: 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing  and  not 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  and  all  other  baptized  persons  not  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshipers  at  the 
public  services  of  the  parish,  and  regular  contributors  to  its  support  for  six 
months  next  preceding. 

Sec.  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may 
arise  as  to  the  qualification   of  voters.     He  shall  also   appoint  a  clerk   and 
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teller,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  collect,  count,  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  bal- 
lots cast,  and  report  to  the  presiding  officer  the  names  of  the  persons  receiv- 
ing a  majority  thereof,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared,  by  the  presiding 
officer,  duly  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  clerk  and  teller  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  election, 
file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificates  of  such  election  required  by  law. 

CANON  IV. . 

OF   LAY   DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in 
substance  as  follows,  viz :

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  of  each  parish,  or,  where  there  is  no  Rector,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Vestry  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any  annual 
or  other  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  and  to  the  Rector  of  the  parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be 
held  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to  represent  the  parish  at  such  Con- 
vention. If  there  be  no  election,  or  if  the  persons  elected  can  not  attend, 
the  Rector  and  Wardens,  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  the  Wardens  shall 
have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies ;  and  in  such  case  the  certificate  shall  set 
forth  the  fact. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  make 
out  a  list  of  the  delegates  reported  to  him,  which  list  shall  be  received  as 
evidence  of  the  right  of  such  persons  to  seats,  subject  to  the  action  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  V. 

OF  OFFICERS  and  committees  to  act  during  the  recess. 

The  election  of  all  officers  and  committees  to  continue  in  office  during 
the  recess  of  the  Convention  shall  be  by  ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed 
with  by  a  unanimous  vote),  and  any  committee  so  elected  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  recess. 
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CANON  VI. 

OF    THE    TEU5TMES  OF    THE   DIOCESE. 

Section  1.     At  every  annul  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  Board  of  five 


Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  a~e  elected,  and  the  B_sh;>p  shall  bs  a  member  and  ex  officio  chair* 
oao  thereof:  saii  Board  shall  take  cha-ge  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  the 
rand  raised  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and  superannuated  ministers,  and  their 
widows  and  children,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  approved  January  l->.  1S44,  and  in  accordance  with  such 
directions  as  miv  be  established  bv  the  Convention. 

Sec.  tL  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the  moneys 
belonging  to  said  fund*  in  safe  securities  yielding  an  income :  and  they  may 
dispose  of  such  securities  and  re-*nvest  the  proceeds  at  their  discretion,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  Convent: ;::. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  increase  of  the  fund  f^r  the  bener.t  of  itinerant  and 
superannuated  ministers,  and  their  widows  and  children,  a  collection  shall  be 
made  annually,  on  Chn-'.—as  Jay,  :n  every  parish  and  mt»:on  in  the  Diocese. 

Sk  .  4.  All  collection  and  donations  specially  maie  for  either  of  the 
above  funds,  together  w.th  :he  increase  thereof.  >hail  be  faithfully  appropri- 
ated to  the  dev.gnated  >biect.  All  collections  and  donations  not  so  specially 
made  may  be  appropriated  *o  b.-»:h  or  e.ther  of  them,  a?  the  Convention  may 
determine. 

>tc.  •"'.  Said  Board  .-■:"  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention  at  each 
annual  session  a  detailed  statement  of  the  am>uit  and  condition  of  said 
funds. 

CANON  VII.

**eci:  'N  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  D.oeese,  no:  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  **  l:av.e  to  pre-eatmer.t  and  trial  **  under  the  provisions 
of  any  Canon  of  the  General  C  invention,  orot  this  D.ccese.  the  trial  shall  be  on 
a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to  the  B.shx*  v  f  the  Diocese,  specifying 
the  offense  of  which  the  accused  :>  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance.  The  presentment  may  be  made  by 
the  ma  >r  pirt  in  numbers  of  the  me::Ne.-s  of  the  vestry  of  which  the  ac- 
cused is  a  mni*ter,  or  "ov  anv  three  preibvter^  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  frcm  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergy  .u  in  is  under  the  imputation  of  having 
committed  such  orlense  against  the  godly  dicipline  of  the  Church  as  to  re- 
quire investigation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  three  per- 
sons, of  whom  two,  at  least,  ^hall  be  presbyt-rs.  as  a  commission  to  examine 
the  case,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  a  ma;.»rity  of  the  commission  so  appointed, 
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there  shall  appear  to  be  sufficient  ground  for  a  presentment  they  shall  pre- 
sent the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  any  clergyman  who  shall  have  reason  to 
believe  that  he  is  under  the  imputation  of  conduct  for  which  he  would  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  to  demand  a  Commission  of  Investigation, 
and  on  the  receipt  of  such  demand,  in  writing,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  appoint  such  Commission,  which  shall  be  constituted  and  shall 
proceed  as  in  the  previous  Section  is  directed. 

Sec.  4.  A  presentment  having  been  made,  it  may  be  dismissed  by  the 
Bishop  if  the  facts  alleged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to  constitute 
an  offense.  If  it  alleges  facts,  one  or  more  of  which  do,  and  the  rest  do  not, 
constitute  an  offense,  the  Bishop  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dismiss  the  residue, 
or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  In  all  cases  he  shall  take  care  that  the 
presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantia]  offense  upon  which  a  verdict  and  final 
judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as  hereinafter  provided.  When  it  shall  be 
allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and 
shall  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in 
writing  to  the  Bishop.  And,  if  the  accused  fail  to  do  so,  then  the  Bishop 
shall  select  three,  and  the  presbyteis  so  selected  shall  form  a  court  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused.  They  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
may  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary  ;  provided. 
that  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  party  against  whom  the  offense  is  ihirged 
to  have  been  committed,  or  shall  be  a  necessary  and  material  witness  in  the 
case,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Bishop,  perform  the  duties  above  prescribed  for  the  Bishop  ;  provided, 
further,  that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  change  the  time  and  place 
of  the  assembling  of  the  Court,  he  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of  such  change 
to  the  accused. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  clergyman  shall,  at  any  time  before  the  commencement  of 
the  trial,  confess  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment,  the  Bishop  shall,  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
proceed  to  pass  sentence,  otherwise  the  accused  shall  be  considered  as  deny- 
ing the  charge. 

Sec  .  6.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
meeting,  or  at  an  earlier  day  by  consent  of  both  parties,  and,  if  practicable, 
a  like  notice  shall  be  served  on  one  or  more  of  those  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  7.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the 
whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
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time ;  and  if,  at  that  time,  or  later,  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole 
number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then,  such  as  may  be  present 
shall  nominate  six  presbyters,  from  whom  the  accused,  or,  if  he  shall  fail  or 
neglect,  then  the  Bishop  shall  select  one  or  more,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  fill 
up  the  Court,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed.  A  majority  of  the  Court  shall 
decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  8.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which 
should  be  pronounced,  and  if  the  accused  do  not  confess,  he  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  denying  the  accusation.  The  Court  shall,  during  the  progress  of  the 
trial,  and,  without  delay,  permit  the  presentment  to  be  amended  in  matters  of 
form  and  as  to  facts  not  materially  changing  the  charges.  Amendments  in 
matters  of  substance  may  also  be  allowed,  if  justice  to  the  accused  or  the 
interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  upon  such  conditions  as  will  prevent 
surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full  and  fair  investigation  and  trial. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court  may,  neverthe- 
le>s,  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to 
adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec*.  10.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial  they  shall  hear  such  relevant 
and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  and  all  the  evidence  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  witnesses  respectively.  At  the 
request  of  either  party  the  witnesses  shall  be  sworn  by  a  competent  officer  of 
the  law,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the 
truth,  as  to  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If  on  or  during  the  trial 
the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment, 
the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at 
once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which  ought  to 
be  pronounced. 

Sec.  11.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  or  to  the 
Court,  after  its  organization,  if  it  shall  be  made  satisfactory  to  appear  that 
any  material  witness  can  not  be  procured  on  the  trial,  the  Bishop  or  the  Court 
may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  notice  which  shall  be  given  to  the  other  party  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  such  testimony.  Both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the 
witness.  The  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed 
by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissioner  and  enclosed  under 
his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evi- 
dence.    The   witness  so  examined  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  deci- 
sion on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  staling  whether

the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respectively,  and  also  stat- 
ing the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  A  copy 
of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused,  and  the 
original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper ;  provided,  however,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity 
the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court.  The  sentence  of  the  Bishop  shall 
be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may 
.grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  appointed, 
the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinbefore  directed. 
Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his 
opinion,  be  most  convenient,  and  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him, 
which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend, 
and  the  sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced  by  the  Bishop ;  provided, 
however,  that  if  the  accused  have  been  convicted  of  no  other  offense  than 
<rror  in  doctrine  or  non-conformity  to  the  rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer;  and,  if  at  such  public  assembly  at  such  church  he  shall  then  and 
there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  en  or  of  which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow 
his  purpose  of  future  conformity  to  the  rubrics,  as  the  case  may  require,  and 
shall  submit  himself  to  the  judgment  of  the  Church,  then,  for  a  first  offense, 
the  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition. 

Sec.  13.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  su  mm  oners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  or  the 
Court,  and  the  certificate  of  such  summoner  or  summoners  shall  be  evidence 
of  service.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  it  shall  be  proved  by  his 
affidavit.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party  or  left  at  his  resi- 
dence shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  either  side,  provided  they  are 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  summoned  as  a 
witness  before  the  Commission  of  Investigation  or  the  Court  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend, 
or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  godly  discipline. 

Sec.  10.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investigation  or  trial 
under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused,  when  found  innocent,  shall 
be  audited  and  settled  under  the  direction  of  the  Court,  and  shall  be  reported 
by  them  to  the  next  Convention,  for  payment  as  the  Convention  may  direct. 

CANON  VIII. 

OF  THE  RE-ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES. 

Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right  of  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention,  or  whose  connection  with  the  Diocese  may  hav 
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been  wholly  dissolved,  as  provided  in  Constitution  XVII.,  may  be  re-admitted, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  \ 
such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention 
which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 

CANON  IX. 

OF  THE  MISSIONARY  FUND  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister,  or  where  there  is  no  minister  in 
charge,  of  the  Wardens,  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese  to  cause 
a  collection  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese  to  be  made  quarterly, 
on  the  second  Sunday  in  March,  June,  September  and  December  of  each 
year,  and  to  transmit  the  amount  so  collected  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  X. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  IN  THE  CANONS. 

No  proposed  alteration  of  or  addition  to  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one 
day's  notice  thereof,  given  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous 
consent)  until  it  shall  have  beeu  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two 
clergymen  and  three  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be 
adopted  during  the  same  Convention  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
shall  not  concur  therein;  but,  in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a 
majority  of  votes;  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  at  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion :  Provided,  however,  that  any  alteration  of  or  additions  to  the  Canons 
of  the  Diocese  proposed  at  any  time  by  the  Committee  on  Canons  may,  by 
unanimous  consent,  be  adopted  by  the  Convention  without  the  giving  of  one 
day's  previous  notice,  otherwise  the  same  shall  lie  over  as  aforesaid. 

CANON  XI. 

OF  DIFFERENCES  BETWEEN  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  CONGREGATIONS. 

Section  1.  In  case  of  controversy  between  any  Rector  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  a  parish  and  the  Vestry  of  the  same,  the  parties,  or  either  of 
them,  may  apply  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  nominate  seven  presbyters  of  this 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names 
to  be  served  on  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister,  and  Vestry,  who  shall, 
within  fourteen  days  after  such  service,  return  their  respective  lists,  each  party 
having  the  right  of  striking  off  two  names;  and  should  this  right  not  be 
exercised,  or  both  parties  strike  off  the  same  names,  then  the  Bishop  shall 
reduce  the  number  of  presbyters  to  three,  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  & 
quorum,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  designate, 
of  which  time  and  place  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  writing,  shall  be  given 
to  the  parties  concerned,  in  order  that  the  grounds  of  the  controversy  may  be 
ully  stated. 
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Sec.  2.  If  it  appear  to  a  majority  of  the  Board  that  there  is  no  hope  of 
far  or  able  termination  of  the  conttovtrsy,  they  shall  recommend  to  such 
Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  to  relinquish  his  connection  with  such  parish  on 
such  conditions  as  shall  appear  to  them  proper  and  reasonable. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  refuse  to  comply, 
within  ten  days  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  made  known  to  him,  he 
fchall  be  liable  to  suspension  from  the  exerci>e  of  all  ministerial  functions 
until  he  submit  to  said  decision. 

Sec.  4.  And  if  the  Vestry  of  the  parish  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply,  on 
their  part,  with  the  decision  aforesaid,  the  said  parish  shall  be  prohibited 
from  a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until  they  shall  have 
performed  their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  same. 

CANON  XII. 

OF    APPOINTING    A    TREASURER   DURING    RECESS   OF   CONVENTION. 

In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  remove  from  the  Diocese,  or  resign,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  to  serve  until  the  next  succeeding 
Convention,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  take  possession  of  all 
money  and  evidences  of  indebtednt  ss,  books,  papers,  and  property  of  which 
his  predecessor,  as  Treasurer,  had  charge  of  at  the  time  of  his  decease, 
removal,  or  resignation. 

CANON  XIII. 

OF   THE   REGISTRAR. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  collect,  in  a  detailed  form,  and  as  fully  as  practicable, 
and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the 
origin  and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He 
shall  collect  and  preserve  copies  of  all  the  published  journals,  Convention 
sermons,  and  other  printed  documents  connected  with  the  history  and  work 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF   THE   SALARY   OK   THE    BISHOP. 

The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

CANON   XV. 

OF   THE   DETAILING   OF   RECTORS. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  parishes  and  strengthening  feeble  ones, 
the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  detail  the  Rector  of  any  parish  within  the 
Diocese  four  Sundays  in  each  year,  at  equal  intervals,  to  officiate  at  any 
station  within  the  Diocese  specified  by  him ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
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appointee  to  devote  such  time,  not  exceeding  a  week,  as  the  Bishop  may 
designate,  to  parochial  work  at  such  station  ;  the  necessary  expense  of  each 
visit  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 

# 

CANON  XVI. 

OF   THE   BOARD   OF   MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Diocese,  of  which  the  Bishop 
shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its  meetings, 
shall  consist  of  eight  members,  four  of  each  Order,  to  be  elected  by  ballot, 
at  the  Annual  Convention.     Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  missionaries  for  election  by  the 
Board,  and  select  the  missionary  stations.  The  Board  shall  regulate  the 
amount  of  salary,  and  such  stipend  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

Sec.  8.  An  offertory  shall  invariably  be  taken  up  at  any  missionary 
station  by  the  itinerant  missionaries  employed  by  this  Board  once  every  Sun- 
day, or  other  day  on  which  there  is  divine  service,  which  offertory  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  on  some  evening  during  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  to  be  designated  by  the  Bishop  at  the 
opening  session,  at  which  meeting  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
shall  read  their  reports,  and  addresses  be  delivered  on  the  subject  of  mis- 
sionary work,  and  an  offertory  be  received  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  be  elected. 
The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Bishop,  who  also  shall  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board.  Ten  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given 
every  member. 

Sec.  6.  No  missionary  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term  than  one 
year. 

Sec.  7.  Fifty  dollars  shall  constitute  a  person  an  honorary  member  of 
this  Board,  and  one  hundred  dollars  a  patron. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  provided  they  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Canons  and  Constitutions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  9.  The  Deans  of  Convocations  shall  be  members  of  this  Board 
ex  officio. 

CANON  XVII. 

OF   CONVOCATIONS. 

The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  three  or  more  Missionary  Districts. 
These  districts  shall  be  represented  by  Convocations,  each  to  le  composed  of 
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the  clergymen  residing  within  its  limits,  and  of  three  laymen  chosen  in  each 
parish  or  missionary  station  by  the  vestry  or  congregation.  These  Convoca- 
tions shall  be  organized  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside 
in  them  when  present ;  but  each  shall  have  its  own  President,  with  the  title 
of  Dean,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Convocation,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  him.  Each  Convoca- 
tion shall  meet  at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and  shall  act  as  auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

CANON  XVIII. 

OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than 
ten,  of  whom  at  least  six  shall  be  male  adults,  and  at  least  five  shall  be  actual 
communicants  of  this  Church,  to  organize  a  mission  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining the  services  of  this  Church  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.     The  mode  of  the  organization  of  a  mission  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  the  proposed  organiza- 
tion shall  first  be  obtained. 

2.  All  who  may  desire  to  unite  in  such  organization  shall  sign  a  declara- 
tion as  follows : 

We,  the  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  the of ,  in  the  County 

of ,  in  the  State  and  Diocese  of  Indiana,  being  deeply  sensible  of  the 

truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  desirous  of  securing  the 
services  of  the  same  in  this  place,  hereby  unite  in  the  organization  of  a  Mis- 
sion of  the  said  Church,  under  the  Constitution  an  Canons  thereof,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana.  We  hereby  promise  corporate  obedience  to  said  Consti- 
tutions and  Canons,  and  to  those  of  the  General  Convention,  and  conformity 
to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  liturgy,  rites  and  usages  of  said  Church.  We 
place  ourselves  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this 

Diocese,  and  ask  to  be  received  as  a  Mission  under  the  name  of .     We, 

furthermore,  promise,  individually  and  corporately,  to  do  as  much  as  in  us 
lies  to  sustain  the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church  in  this  place,  and  to 
promote  its  influence  and  authority  in  our  neighborhood. 

3.  A  copy  of  such  declaration  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  who, 
if  he  approve  of  the  organization  of  ffie  Mission,  shall  appoint  some  male 
adult,  who  shall  have  signed  the  declaration,  as  Warden  thereof. 

4.  The  Warden  shall,  thereupon,  call  a  meeting  of  all  male  adults  who 
shall  have  signed,  or  shall  be  willing  to  sign,  the  said  declaration,  which 
meeting  shall  elect  two  Vestrymen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  of  the  Mission,  which  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly 
organized. 

Sec.  3.  The  Warden  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 
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Sec.  4.  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  annually  on  Easter  Monday,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Canon  III.,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  6.  The  Warden  and  Vestrymen  shall  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the 
Mission,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the  same ;  provided 
that  the  Missionary  in  charge  shall,  with  the  title  of  Minister,  be  ex  officio  a 
member  and  President  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  0.  The  Vestry,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  to  be  duly  incorporated  according  to  law,  in  which  shall  be  vested 
the  title  to  all  the  property  of  the  Mission,  to  be  held  by  such  Board  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana.  Such  property  shall  not  be  alienated,  incumbered,  or  transferred 
to  any  other  person,  persons,  or  corporation,  except  by  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  The  Bishop,  after  consultation  with  the  Vestry,  may  appoint 
some  clergyman  of  this  Church  as  minister,  who  shall  have  charge  and  con- 
trol  of  the  spiritualities  of  the  Mission.  The  minister  shall  hold  his  office 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  himself,  the  Bishop  and  the 
Vestry. 

Sec.  8.  If  at  any  time  a  Mission  shall  be  converted  into  a  Parish,  all  the 
functions  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Mission  shall  devolve  upon  that  of  the  Parish, 


RULES  OF  ORDER 
FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Adopted  Jink  10,  1886. 


Ri:le  I.  After  Divine  service  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call 
the  convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  clergy  entitled  to  >eats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the 
parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  con- 
sisting of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  adopted  by 
the  convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rile  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  convention. 

Rulk.  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon  I, 
the  following  Standing  Committees  :  (I)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness. (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the  Admission 
of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A  Committee  on  As- 
sessments. And  in  addition  the  following  committees:  (6)  On  the  State  of 
the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  parochial 
and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and 
other  funds  of  the  Diocese.  (8)  A  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work,  con- 
sisting of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to 
time  such  matters  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention. 
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Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con 
tinue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  th« 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  an; 
matter  to  the  convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due  respect 
address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strict! 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
without  leave  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  member 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention  ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  th 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  sha! 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  pos 
pone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  m< 
tions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herei 
named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  d< 
bate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  ui 
qualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unle? 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Kile  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg 
ment  of  the  convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  session 
but  a  question  Weing  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the  consent  of  twc 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  in: 
jority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  ui 
less  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  sha 
be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  r» 
quiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  convention,  they  shall  I 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  convention  shall  be  called  up  an 
acted  upon  in  the  following  order,    unless  changed   by  a  vote  of  the  corner 
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tion :  (1)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports  from  Standing 
Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in  order  of  appointment. 
(4)  Petitions  and  Memorial*.     (5)   Motions  and  Resolutions. 

Rn.K  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in 
the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  ;  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

Rile  XXII.     Clergymen  of  the   Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not  en- 
titled to  seat*,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admit- 
ted to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  journal, 
on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of  taking  any 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rvlf.  XXIII.  Before  the  tinal  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

Ri'LK  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
third*  of  the  members  present. 

Rn.K  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Con- 
vention^, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of 
each  Convention. 


FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  TO  THE   BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


Ri&ht  Rev.  Father  and  Dear  Friends  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary : 

This  record  of  the  fourth  years'  work  of  our  Diocesan  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Hoard  of  Minions,  I  think  you  will  feel  with  me, 
gives  cheering  indications  that  it  is  slowly,  but  surely,  taking  a  place  among 
the  activities  of  the  Churchwomen  of  Indiana.  They  ere  beginning  to  real- 
ize that  they  are  called  to  labor  in  a  wider  field  than  their  own  parishes,  and 
to  interest  themselves  in  the  Church's  progress  in  the  Diocese,  throughout 
our  own  country,  and  in  foreign  lands.  They  are  finding,  also,  that  instead 
of  hindering  their  paiish  work,  or  robbing  it  of  its  just  due,  woik  for  mis- 
sions, like  all  unselfish  work,  tends  to  stimulate  to  gieater  activity,  and  to 
raise  the  tone  and  deepen  the  spirtual  life  of  the  workers. 

During  the  past  year  three  parish  branches  have  been  organized,  viz.: 
Grace,  Muncie,  January  11  ;  St.  John's,  Elkhart,  January  26,  and  St. 
John's,  Lafayette,  May  2.  The  work  of  the  two  first  named  in  the  six 
months  since  their  organization,  give  earnest  of  much  future  usefulness.  St. 
John's,  Lafayette,  only  joined  our  ranks  in  May,  but  the  well  known  zeal 
and  practical  ability  of  the  ladies  there  in  parish  work,  promises  well  for  its 
future  also. 

Meetings  of  Churchwomen  have  been  held  in  connection  with  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Convocations  this  year.  At  the  first,  in  St.  James's  Church, 
Goshen,  during  the  session  of  the  Northern  Convocation,  the  ladies  present 
were  addressed  by  the  Bishop  and  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp,  of  Plymouth.  The  sec- 
ond was  at  the  Central  Convocation,  held  in  this  church  October  5,  the  oc- 
casion being  the  semicentennial  celebration  of  the  parish.  The  papers  read 
were  of  a  retrospective  character,  gleaning  from  the  past  as  incentive  for  the 
future.  The  Southern  Convocation  met  in  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes, 
November  15  and  16.  The  parish  guilds  were  addressed  by  the  Bishop  on 
woman's  work  in  the  Church,  and  also  by  the  Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  of  Indian- 
apolis. 
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Wednesday,  January  11,  in  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  at  the  second  meet- 
ing of  the  Central  Convocation,  after  addresses  by  the  Bishop  and  Dr.  Brad- 
ley, I  read  a  paper  on  woman's  part  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church, 
and  organized  a  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  second  session  of  the  Northern  Convocation  was  held  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Elkhart,  January  24  and  25.  At  the  gathering  of  ladies,  after  ad- 
dress by  the  Bishop,  Mrs.  Dr.  Latta,  Vice-President  of  the  Deanery,  read  an 
interesting  paper,  and  a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  was  formed. 

In  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington,  April  18,  at  the  second  meeting 
of  the  Southern  Convocation,  the  Churchwomen  of  the  parish  gathered  at 
two  P.  m.,  and  were  addressed  by  the  Bishop,  and  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  of 
Vincennes.  The  clergy  retired  for  their  business  session.  I  read  a  short  paper 
and  gave  some  information  about  the  Auxiliary  and  its  methods  of  work. 

The  Northern  Convocation  held  its  third  session  in  Emmanuel  Church, 
Garrett,  April  24  and  26.  The  women's  meeting  was  well  attended,  and, 
after  address  by  the  Bishop,  Mrs.  Dr.  Wood  read  an  able  paper  on  woman 
in  the  home. 

The  last  of  the  yeai's  meetings  was  that  of  the  Central  Deanery,  in  St. 
John's  Church,  Lafayette.  At  a  large  gathering  of  the  parish  guilds,  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  the  Bishop  made  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  ladies  to  organize 
a  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  engage  actively  in  missionary  work, 
I  then  read  a  paper  sketching  britfly  the  mission  work  of  our  Church,  and 
the  opportunities  to  aid  it  afforded  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  gave  them 
some  information  how  to  begin  and  carry  on  the  work. 

February  2d  the  Bishop  called  the  Churchwomen  of  our  city  parishes 
together  for  the  blessed  and  helpful  services  of  a  <v>uiet  Day  conducted  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Grafton,  of  Boston,  and  all  who  attended  went  away  refreshed  and 
strengthened. 

With  deep  sadness  I  record  that  God  has  been  pleased  to  call  away  from 
active  service  (only  temporarily  we  hope)  two  of  our  most  earnest  and  efficient 
workers,  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Northern  and  Central  Deaneries.  Mrs. 
Dr.  Latta  received  from  the  Bishop  her  appointment  as  Vice-President  of  the 
Northern  Convocation,  December  3d,  and  entered  zealously  upon  her  duties, 
but,  alas !  in  less  than  two  months,  disease  touched  the  active  brain  ever  quick 
to  devise  and  prompt  to  execute  plans  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church 
she  loved,  leaving  the  "reason  like  sweet  bells  jangled  out  of  tune,  and  harsh." 
We  miss  to-day  the  gracious  and  dignified  presence  of  our  presiding  officer 
in  this  Deanery,  Mrs.  Josephine  R.  Nichols.  After  more  than  a  year  of 
heroic  battling  against  insidious  and  painful  disease,  she  lies  prostrate  upon 
a  bed  of  pain,  but  with  hopeful  promise  of  recovery.  That  God  will  be 
graciously  pleased  to  restore  these  faithful  servants  we  will  humbly  pray,  and 
strive  to  learn  the  lesson  He  thus  teaches  to  work  while  it  is  called  to-day, 
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that  our  hands,  like  theirs,  may  be  tilled   with  golden  grain  ere  we  too  are 
called  to  lay  down  our  gleanings  at  His  feet. 
The  parish  branches  report  as  follows : 

Delphi,  St.  Mary's — Has  only  eight  members,  and  began  the  year  in 
debt,  which  they  have  paid,  and  have  now  $5  on  hand ;  have  expended  $4 
and  have  collected  clothes  to  fit  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl  for  school,  value  not 
given. 

Elkhart,  St.  John's — The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  organized  January  25, 
1888,  has  now  fifty  members.  They  have  raised  $22,  and  given  it  to  Diocesan 
Missions.  A  Missionary  Tea  is  held  the  last  Thursday  in  each  month.  Rev. 
F.  W.  Adams,  President,  Miss  Jennie  Langley,  Secretary. 

Evansville,  St.  Paul's — Sends  no  report. 

Goshen,  St.  James's — The  Vice-President  sent  me  $6  last  August,  for  the 
Missionary  Deficit,  and  $7  November  7th,  for  Diocesan  Missions.  This  is  all 
the  report  1  can  give  from  this  branch. 

Fort  Wayne,  Trinity — This  branch  reports  thirty-one  members,  has 
raised  $192.57;  has  given  $50  for  Diocesan  Missions;  $01.76  to  Old  Ladies' 
Home;  $85.98  to  Missionaries.  Annual  dues,  $1.00;  sundries,  50  cents. 
They  prepared  and  sent  a  box  of  fancy  articles  to  the  fair  given  by  the 
ladies  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Garrett,  which  netted  them  $96.35.  Have 
contributed  various  articles  of  furniture  for  their  room  in  the  Old  Ladies' 
Home,  the  value  of  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  estimate.  Sent  Rev.  O.  E. 
Ostenson,  Ouray,  Colorado,  a  box  in  March,  Valued  at  $20.98.  Boxes, 
$117.33;  cash,  $149.24;  total,  $260.57. 

Indianapolis,  Christ  Ciu'rcii — lias  contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions 
$100;  to  domestic  missions,  $20.50;  to  foreign  missions,  $10.50.  Paid  bal. 
ance  due  on  Mormon  scholarship  for  last  year,  $20,  and  the  whole  amount, 
$40,  for  this  year.  The  Treasurer  has  secured  $20  in  subscriptions  to  the 
Spirit  of  Missions;  paid  balance,  $10,  on  quilt  bought  from  St.  Luke's  Mis- 
sion, Frankfort,  which  is  really  a  contribution  to  Diocesan  Missions,  $6.85 
for  expenses,  and  $1.00  annual  dues.  Boxes  have  been  sent  as  follows:  In 
December,  to  a  missionary  in  Texas,  valued  at  $78.76,  and  to  the  Indian 
Mission  at  White  Earth,  Minnesota,  valued  at  $37.15.  Early  in  May  a  box 
was  sent  for  the  clothing  rooms  connected  with  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  valued  at  $75.  Box  value,  $190.90 ;  cash,  $228.85  ;  total,  $419.75. 
These  boxes  were  sent  almost  entirely  free  of  cost  through  the  kindness  of 
Mr.  Fargo,  Superintendent  of  the  American  Express  Company.  Seven  par- 
lor meetings  have  been  held  at  which  interesting  papers  have  been  read,  fol- 
lowed by  conversation  on  missionary  topics.  Our  President,  Dr.  Bradley, 
left  us  at  the  beginning  of  February.     Our  Vice-President  has  been  disabled 
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by  illness,  though  missing  only  one  meeting,  and  our  Secretary,  by  reason  of 
sore  trial  and  bereavement,  has  been  unable  to  meet  with  us  since  December* 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Nichols,  Vice-President,  Mrs.  F.  E.  Hale,  Secretary,  The  King's 
Daughters  Missionary  Circle,  composed  of  some  of  the  older  girls  of  the 
Sunday-school  have  raised  $82.09.  Of  this  they  have  given  $10  to  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  sent  in  boxes  articles  valued  at  $20.  Miss  Kate  Biggs,  Presi- 
dent ;  Miss  Mary  Ingraham,  Treasurer. 

St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis — Through  the  parish  treasurer,  has  contrib- 
uted for  Diocesan  missions  $75,  and  paid  $30  on  their  pledge  to  support  a 
Mormon  scholarship,  made  at  last  convention.  This  is  named  the  Isabel1 
Jencke's  Scholarship,  in  memory  of  the  little  daughter  of  the  Rector.  $4  has 
been  given  also  to  domestic  missions,  and  $1  annual  dues.  December  10, 
1887,  a  box  was  sent  to  Rev.  Mr.  Unsworth,  valued  at  $33,  on  which  $6  ex- 
press charges  was  paid,  making  a  total  of  $116  in  cash  and  $33  value  of  box. 
Monthly  parldr  meetings  have  been  held,  beginning  with  September,  at 
-which  the  attendance  has  been  from  twelve  to  twenty.  Some  instructive 
papers  have  been  read ;  also  interesting  articles  from  the  Spirit  of  Missions* 
Mrs.  Maria  Tanner,  President ;  Mrs.  C.  E.  Henderson,  Secretary. 

Grace  Church,  Indianapolis — The  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  divided 
this  year  into  four  branches,  Parochial,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign,  meet- 
ing weekly.  Once  a  month  these  branches  unite  in  a  missionary  tea,  and  re- 
ports are  read  of  the  work  each  has  accomplished.  The  Diocesan  branch, 
with  six  members,  has  contributed  $25,  and  has  sent  a  quilt  to  St.  Stephen's 
Hospital,  Richmond.  Mrs.  Hamilton,  President.  The  Domestic  branch  has 
six  members ;  sent  a  box  valued  at  $80  and  $2  in  money  to  a  mission  in  Min- 
nesota. They  have  $8.60  in  the  treasury.  Mrs.  Boggs,  President.  The 
Foreign  branch,  with  seven  members,  has  sent  a  box  valued  at  $5  to  a  school 
at  Cape  Palmas,  and  a  special  offering  of  $4.50.  They  have  $3  in  the 
treasury.  Mrs.  J.  O.  Cooper,  President.  These  branch  offerings  are  entirely 
separate  from  the  systematic  offerings  which  are  paid  at  the  regular  monthly 
meetings,  and  amount  now  to  $20,  which  will  be  sent  to  the  General  Board. 
To  this  $6  should  be  added,  subscribed  for  work  among  the  Mormons  by  a 
member  at  the  last  annual  meeting  and  paid  last  July,  which  makes  the  total 
money  contributed,  $68 ;  value  of  boxes,  $86.  The  work  of  the  Parochial 
branch  is  included  in  the  report  of  Parish  work.  Of  the  Auxiliary  as  a 
whole,  Mrs.  Boggs,  President ;  Miss  Emelie  Voorhees,  Secretary. 

Holy  Innocents*,  Indianapolis — This  Branch  has  continued  to  meet 
weekly,  not  intermitting  even  during  the  summer  heat.  The  twenty-four 
members  have  contributed  $21,  which  has  been  expended  as  follows: 
Diocesan  Missions,  $7.10;  Domestic,  $4.49;  Church  Building,  $3;  Foreign, 
$2 ;  Annual  Dues,  $1 ;  expense  of  sending  package,  50  cents.     A  package 
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was  sent  to  a  missionary  in  Virginia,  value  $4.     Total  money  contributions,

Last  January,  the  Bishop  asked  the  co-operation  of  the  ladies  in  our 
parishes  and  missions  in  a  scheme  to  raise  a  fund  for  a  Church  Home  and 
Orphanage  by  what  is  called  the  A.  B.  C.  plan.  I  regret  to  say  this  has  not 
proved  very  successful.  Ten  parishes  have  undertaken  it  so  far,  and  these 
with  varying  success,  the  parishes  contributing  are  as  follows:  St.  James's, 
Newcastle,  $1.25 ;  Trinity,  Logansport,  $7 ;  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville,  $1  ; 
Holy  Innocents',   Evansville,  $5.25;  Grace,  Muncie,  $26.25;  Trinity,  Law- 
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renceburgh,  $3.75;  St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  $22;  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis, 
$6.75;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  $67.75;  St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  $5.25 ; 
St.  Mark's,  Aurora,  $12;  Christ  Church,  Madison,  $2;  A's  collection,  $1.75; 
total,  $160.75. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  held  in  Philadelphia,  Octo- 
ber 27,  1887,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  regard  to  reference 
libraries : 

Resolvtd,  That  it  be  suggested  to  each  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  establish  a  reference  library,  containing  a  complete  file  of  all 
official  reports  and  documents  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  printed 
papers  relating  to  its  history  and  to  missionary  work  as  may  be  important  for 
preservation  and  of  use  to  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary. 

With  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop  I  have  set  apart  a  special  shelf  in 
the  Diocesan  Library  to  accommodate  such  books  and  pamphlets  as  the  res- 
olution refers  to,  and  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  matter  relating  to  woman's 
work,  either  missionary  or  parochial.  Mrs.  Twing,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  editor  of  Chutch  Work,  has  sent  as  a  gift  the  first  and  second 
volumes  of  that  valuable  magazine,  bound,  as  a  nucleus  for  this  library.  I 
desire  to  call  the  attention  of  our  Indiana  Church  women  to  this  magazine, 
and  hope  its  circulation  may  increase.  They  will  find  in  it  much  valuable 
information  regarding  all  kinds  of  Church  work. 

In  considering  our  work  for  the  coming  year  let  me  call  your  attention 
to  some  worthy  objects  for  your  gifts.  Eighteen  months  ago  a  Church  woman 
of  this  city  who  long  had  felt  that  our  Church  was  not  doing  her  duty  to  the 
large  colored  population  in  our  midst,  gathering  a  little  band  of  helpers,  be- 
gan in  faith  a  mission  for  them.  It  was  soon  found  that  nothing  could  be  ac- 
complished in  a  hired  room,  so  a  neat  chapel  has  been  built,  and  is  now  in 
use  by  the  Sunday-school,  and  an  evening  service  will  soon  be  begun.  The 
prospect  is  encouraging  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Will  not  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  especially  in  this  city,  remember  St.  Philip's  in  their 
prayers,  and  with  their  alms  also.  In  our  neighboring  Diocese  of  Southern 
Ohio  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  supports  a  general  missionary  whose  duty  is  to 
travel  from  place  to  place  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  looking  up 
Christ's  scattered  sheep  and  ministering  to  them.  Has  not  the  time  come 
for  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana  to  undertake  such  a  work? 

We  are  honored  now  in  having  a  foreign  missionary  from  our  own 
Diocese  and  this  parish,  and  she  has  gone  to  undertake  a  very  important 
work— one  that  has  waited  long  for  such  service  as  she  can  give.  Dr.  Marie 
Haslep,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  to  take  charge  of  the  Hospital 
for  Women  in  Wuchang,  China,  sailed  from  San  Francisco  in  March,  and  has, 
doubtless,  ere  this  arrived  at  her  field  of  labor.  Miss  Emery,  General  Secre- 
tary of  the  Auxiliary,  asks:  *' What  can  the  Indiana  Auxiliary  do  towards 
Dr.  Haslep's  support?     Will  not  the  clergy  devote    the  offerings  of   their 
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parishes  for  foreign  missions  to  this  definite  and  worthy  purpose?"  What 
shall  our  answer  be  ? 

A  little  more  than  two  years  ago  a  few  ladies  in  New  York  began  a  so- 
ciety called  the  King's  Daughters.  By  its  own  intrinsic  value  as  a  bond  of 
union  among  Christian  women,  and  the  beauty  of  its  name  and  motto,  the  lit- 
tle circles  are  daily  spreading,  each  a  link  in  a  silver  chain  binding  hearts  in- 
a  sisterhood  of  loving  service  "In  His  Name."  Our  Bishop  asks  that  I  men- 
tion it  to  you,  and  would  be  glad  to  see  many  tens  of  King's  Daughters  in 
his  Diocese.  May  I  suggest  that  some  of  these  be  like  that  in  this  parish 
missionary  circles. 

Our  record  this  year,  though  better  than  last,  does  not  come  up  to  that 

of  our  second  year.     Can  we  not  do  more  in  1888  and  1889?    That  we  may 

accomplish  more  for  all  branches  of  the  Church's  work  let  us  be  loyal  to  our 

spiritual  Mother.     Into  her  family  we  were  born  anew  of  water  and  the  Holy 

Spirit,  and  while  extending  a  helping  hand  to  all  benevolent  and  charitable 

undertakings  outside  her  pale  as  opportunity  offers,  let  us  give  to  her  our 

first  best  energies ;  put  all  her  institutions  first,  and,  looking  up  to  her  divine 

head,  say : 

"  For  her  my  tears  shall  fall, 

For  her  my  prayers  ascend  ; 

To  her  my  cares  and  toils  be  given 

Till  toils  and  cares  shall  end."

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WOMAN'S  PARISH  WORK. 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  present  to  you  to-day,  Right  Rev,  Father  and 
friends,  a  report  of  the  parish  work  done  by  women  since  our  last  Convention, 
so  far  at  least  as  figures  can  show  it. 

Albion — St.  Matthias's  Mission  was  organized  only  a  little  over  a  year 
ago.  The  Ladies'  Guild  has  ten  members,  and  has  raised  $162.00  and  ex- 
pended $120.00.     Mrs.  Russell,  President;    Mrs.  Kingsbury,  Secretary. 

Bristol,  St.  John's — Guild,  with  eighteen  members,  has  raised  $88.76, 
and  expended  for  incidental  expenses  $46*76,  and  for  Endowment  Fund  of 
the  Diocese  $52.25.  Mrs.  Byron  E.  Merritt,  President ;  Mrs.  J.  G.  Miller, 
Secretary.  Young  Ladies'  Altar  Guild,  with  sixteen  members,  has  raised 
$57.15,  expended  for  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  $50.  Miss  Libbie 
Dressel,  President ;  Miss  Mary  Milburn,  Secretary. 

Cannelton,  St.  Luke's — Ladies'  Aid  Society,  with  twenty  members, 
has  raised  $50,  which  was  paid  over  to  Treasurer  of  the  parish  for  Church  pur- 
poses; in  addition  a  box  was  sent  to  St.  Stephen's  Hospital.  Lizzie  May, 
President ;  Hattie  J.  Drumb,  Secretary. 

The  Young  People's  Guild,  with  forty-five  members,  has  raised  $71.80, 
and  expended,  rector's  salary,  $51.20;  for  Bishop's,  $10;  for  parish  purposes, 
$2.  This  report  only  includes  the  work  from  December,  1887,  to  May  21. 
We  have  no  records  from  which  to  report  the  work  from  June.  Amelia  Sulzer, 
President ;  Daisy  Marshall,  Secretary. 

Connersville,  Trinity — Ladies'  of  the  Guild,  fifteen  in  number,  have 
raised  $85.75;  expended,  for  rector's  salary,  $24,  and  materials  for  work, 
$6.11.  This  society  was  organized  October  29,  consequently  the  work  re- 
ported was  done  in  seven  months.  The  money  was  partly  raised  by  sewing 
and  part  donated.  Florence  C.  Ayres,  President;  A.  L.  Ackerman,  Secretary. 

Crawfordsville,  St.  John's — The  rector's  Aid  Guild,  with  sixteen 
members,  has  raised  $280,  and  has  expended  part  in  paying  rector's  rent, 
printing  expenses  and  music  for  church,  and  has  in  the  Terre  Haute  Savings 
Bank  $100.50,  Resides  cash  in  hand.  A  large  fair  is  to  be  held  in  September 
for  the  benefit  of  the  rectory  fund.  The  Rector,  President ;  Mrs.  Dr.  Smith 
Vice-President  and  Secretary. 
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St.  John's  Industrial  Band,  with  fifteen  members,  has  raised  $114.96;  ex- 
pended it  for  rector's  rent  and  Church  purposes  generally.  The  secretary  saysr 
41  We  have  not  quite  reached  the  mark  in  Church  work  the  past  year,  but  ex- 
pect to  start  in  bravely  the  coming  year."  Mrs.  Irwin,  President;  Mrs,  Robb, 
Secretary. 

Delphi,  St.  Mary's — Ladies'  Guild,  with  twelve  members,  reports 
$74.98  raised,  and  $7.19  expended  ;  the  balance,  $69.79,  it  is  proposed  to  use 
toward  paying  indebtedness  of  parish.  Mrs.  R.  A.  Wason,  President ;  Mrs, 
Wason,  Secretary  pro  tern. 

Evansville,  St.  Paul's — Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  raised  $2,000;  ex- 
pended for  parish  purposes.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  parish  is  done  under 
the  control  of  this  society,  and  most  of  the  ladies  work  in  it  some  time  during- 
the  year.     Mrs.  Chas.  Viele,  President ;  Miss  Hooker,  Secretary. 

Frankfort,  St.  Luke's— Ladies'  Guild,  with  twenty  members,  has 
raised  $16.30.     Mrs.  S.  L.  Kramer,  President;  Carrie  Cutler,  Secretary. 

Garrett,  Emmanuel — Ladies'  Guild,  with  twenty-six  members,  has 
raised  about  $800  and  expended  it  for  improvements  in  church  and  property. 
A  small  debt  yet  remains  on  the  church,  which  they  hope  to  wipe  out  by  a 
fair  to  be  held  June  22d  and  23d.  Mrs.  Laura  Holly,  President ;  Mrs.  F.  B.

Goshen,  St.  James's — St.  Agnes's  Guild  has  fourteen  members.  Raising 
funds  for  parish  purposes  has  not  been  the  main  object  of  the  Guild,  which 
was  organized  for  promoting  a  friendly  feeling  among  the  younger  communi- 
cants, for  district,  visiting,  altar  and  industrial  work.  Nevertheless  the 
Society  has  raised  $188.60  during  the  past  year,  chiefly  by  a  sale  of  fancy 
goods  and  by  solicitation,  $181.25  of  which  has  been  expended  in  parish  work 
and  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  mission  held  in  the  parish  in  February.

Huntini;ton,  Christ  Church  Mission — Ladies'  Guild,  with  twelve 
members,  has  raised  $ll.l»8,  expended  $9/25,  and  has  on  hand  about  $100. 
This  has  been  done  in  a  mission  where  there  is  no  church,  but  few  communi- 
cants, and  only  occasional  services  generally  held  in  a  private  house.  Mrs.

Indianapolis,  Christ  Church — Altar  Guild,  with  six  members,  has 
raised  $64.95 ;  expended  $52.80.  They  had  $5.65  on  hand  from  last  year,  and 
now  have  in  the  treasury  $13.80.  The  work  of  this  Guild  is  the  care  of  the 
church,  especially  of  the  altar  and  vestments.

Christ  Church  Guild,  with  thirty-one  members,  has  raised  $805;  ex- 
pended for  carpet,  $70 ;  for  tiling  the  vestibule,  $70 ;  for  decorating  the  chan- 
cel, $68.50;  given  to  the  Altar  Guild,  $12;  for  materials,  $14 ;  balance  in 
treasury,  $40.     Mrs.  John  Love,  President ;  Mrs.  C.  E.  Judson,  Secretary. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  dollars  was  raised  by  the  ladies  and  presented  to 
Dr.  Bradley  to  replace  his  stolen  horse  and  buggy. 

Indianapolis,  St.  George's  Mission— King's  Daughters'  Women's 
Circle  has  twenty-three  members,  and  has  raised  $41.65.  This  was  formerly 
the  Mothers'  Meeting,  but  has  been  found  more  popular  under  the  new  title. 
They  are  accumulating  a  fund  to  help  support  a  minister.  Mrs.  R.  R.  Rouse, 
President ;  Mrs.  Horn,  Secretary. 

King's  Daughters'  Girls'  Circle  has  fifteen  members,  and  they  have  raised 
$78.  This  goes  in  payment  of  interest  on  their  church  debt.  Mrs.  R.  R.

The  Industrial  School  has  had  thirty-three  pupils ;  $6  has  been  raited.  The 
work  has  been,  principally,  hemming  handkerchiefs  and  sewing  patchwork. 
Bat  little  material  has  been  donated.  The  children  show  great  improvement 
in  sewing.

Indianapolis,  St.  Paul's— Parish  Aid  Society,  with  twenty-five  members, 
has  raised  $246.90;  expended  $221.45 ;  on  hand  from  last  year,  $28.55 ;  balance 
in  treasury,  June  1,  1888,  $54.  The  money  raised  was  expended  for  the  pay- 
ment of  pledge  of  $1,000  toward  the  church  debt  and  for  incidental  ex- 
penses.

The  celebration  commenced  with  a  full  service  in  Christ  Church, 
at  10:30  a.  m.,  the  choir  and  clergy  entering  the  west  door  in  pro- 
cession, singing  the  202d  hymn,  the  sermon  being  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bradley,  the  offertory  being  for  the  Endowment  Fund. 
In  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  the  Bishop  was  the 
celebrant,  being  assisted  by  several  of  the  clergy.

SERMON  BY  REV.  E.  A.  BRADLEY,  D.  D., 

Rector  St.  Luke's  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 


"  The  Days  that  are  passed :" 

"  Those  things  which  are  before." 

— Deut.  4 :  32 ;  Phil.  3: 13. 

It  is  certainly  appropriate  that  we  should  celebrate  our  Diocesan  Jubilee 
in  Christ  Church  ;  because  this  parish  was  organized  fifty  years  ago,  because 
its  original  building  was  the  first  of  our  churches  consecrated  in  Indiana,  and 
because  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  was  consecrated  here.  There  are  three  men 
living,  either  of  whom,  by  a  better  right  than  mine,  should  have  preached 
this  sermon.  Rev.  J.  B.  Britton,  of  California,  who  was  the  first  Rector  of 
this  parish,  and  present  at  the  primary  convention  of  the  Diocese  ;  Rev.  D. 
V.  M.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  of  Brooklyn,  fifty  years  ago  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Michigan  City,  and  Bishop  Whipple,  who  succeeds  in  apostolic  spirit,  the 
first  Bishop  of  the  Northwest.  The  Bishop  has  laid  this  duty  upon  me  only 
because  he  knows  that,  while  the  cords  of  my  attachment  to  Indiana  do  not 
reach  back  to  the  beginning,  they  are  as  large  as  my  whole  heart,  and  will 
last  as  long  as  my  life. 

There  would  be  a  pathos  in  the  celebration  of  a  man's  fiftieth  birthday, 
because  the  autumn  of  life  is  then  reached  ;  but  there  is  only  gladness  in  the 
semi-centennial  of  a  Diocese,  because  the  flight  of  years  for  the  Church  only 
reveals  the  progress  of  the  eternal  purposes  of  God.  The  Greeks,  with  a 
certain  majesty,  measured  the  history  of  their  states  by  olympiads.  Each 
four  years  they  celebrated  their  progress  with  heroic  games.  America's 
swiftly  passing  olympiads  have  completed  her  first  century.  The  cycle  of 
the  centuries  is  vaster  than  the  cycle  of  the  olympiads.  So,  also,  is  America 
greater  than  the  nations  of  antiquity,  in  every  element  of  prosperity  and 
progress.  The  Church  of  God  reaches  higher  still.  The  elements  of  her 
life  make  for  the  salvation  of  the  world,  and  her  cycle  is  the  unbroken  cycle 
of  eternity. 

Time  is  everything  to  the  world,  and  of  more  and  more  importance 
as  the  speed  of  its  life  increases.  The  fifty  years  past  have  seen  an  enormous 
advance  in  every  material  aspect.     The  largest   part  of  the  world's  progress 
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has  been  witnessed  by  this  century.  Modern  science,  with  its  endless  ap- 
plications in  practical  inventions,  is  the  child  of  this  period.  To  save  onr 
civilization  from  degeneration  by  world liness,  down  through  agnostic  atheism, 
into  dead  materialism,  Christianity  must  have  advanced  as  rapidly.  Has  it  ? 
I  answer,  "  Yes,  "  and  come,  therefore,  with  joy  to  this  semi-centennial  cel- 
ebration. 

Alone  of  all  the  nations,  ours  was  born  of  the  pure  passion  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty.  It  is  an  exalting  reminiscence  that  America  has  pre- 
served this  liberty  through  her  first  century.  Our  country's  past  has  no  par- 
allel in  the  history  of  nations.  Benton's  prophecy  is  fulfilled.  We  reach 
the  East  by  rail  over  the  Rocky  mountains.  This  is  patriotism's  inspiration 
for  the  future  from  the  "clays  that  are  past."  Indiana's  story  does  not 
blot  this  fair  picture.  Fifty  years  ago  the  White  river  and  the  Ohio  flowed 
through  an  almost  unbroken  wilderness.  Less  than  one  hundred  years  ago 
the  first  **  Western  pioneers  "  trailed,  with  their  white  covered  wagons,  into 
this  region,  where  to-day  there  are  millions  of  people.  The  first  white  set- 
tler came  to  this  city  in  1819.  There  were  Indians  here  till  1824;  and  about 
fifty  years  ago  William  Jones  helped  to  catch  fawns  where  the  Vandalia  depot 
now  stands.  In  1846  there  was  a  roost  of  wild  turkeys  in  a  sugar  grove  where 
St.  Clair  street  crosses  Meridian.  The  first  railroad  (to  Madison)  was  not  built 
till  1847 ;  and  the  first  train  that  left  this  city  carried  out  of  it  Henry  Ward 
Beecher,  on  his  way  to  Brooklyn.  It  seems  only  yesterday.  Fifty  years  ago 
this  city  was  a  mud  village  of  2,000  people;  with  the  canal  fraud,  like  a 
detached  skeleton,  lying  upon  it ;  and  to-day  it  is  the  largest  and  the  hand- 
somest wholly  inland  city  in  the  United  States. 

The  great  wheel  of  the  world's  life  has  rolled  on  with  increasing 
velocity,  and  Christianity  has  advanced  as  never  before  since  apostolic  days. 
The  fifty  years  last  pa>t  have  seen  unparalleled  results  in  mission  fields.  The 
sickles  of  the  army  of  laborers  gleam  in  the  fast  ripening  field  of  the  world's 
life.  The  spread  of  the  English  race  has  been  matched  by  the  spread  of  the 
English  Church.  Her  Colonial  Episcopate,  the  indication  of  her  aggressive 
zeal,  has  increased  tenfold,  touching  to-day  with  apostolic  order  and  evan- 
gelic truth  even-  corner  of  the  globe.  The  Lambeth  Conference,  about  to 
assemble,  will  voice  the  principles  of  catholic  missionary  work  and  religious 
reform,  advancing  with  the  rapidly  moving  line  of  modern  progress  through- 
out the  English  speaking  world. 

The  Episcopate  in  America,  true  to  the  increased  rate  of  advance  in  the 
nation,  has  multiplied  twenty  fold  in  the  same  period.  The  census  of  the 
United  States  reveals  the  immensely  gratifying  fact  that  the  rate  of  the 
Church's  progress  has  been  greater  than  that  of  any  other  religious  organi- 
zation. The  Church  has  grown  in  fifty  vears  three  times  as  fast  as  the  nation. 
Christianity  is  not  being  left  behind.  In  colonial  days  the  Church  could  not 
grow.     Without  Bishops  there  could  be  no  new  ministers  nor  members.     It 
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is  a  proof  of  the  divinity  of  the  Church  that  it  lived.  It  was  worse  off  than 
Moses  left  in  the  bushes  of  the  Nile.  There  was  no  nursing  mother  to  take 
it  up.  It  was  oppressed  by  the  Egyptians.  It  was  rated  as  the  "  patrician 
body,"  without  sympathy  for  republican  ideas.  Washington  was  suspected 
because  he  was  a  Churchman.  All  Churchmen  were  supposed  to  be  Tories, 
and  at  heart  traitors  to  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  The  clergy  were 
called  hirelings,  and  the  people  formalists,  on  account  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and 
papists  on  account  of  the  robes.  The  Bishops  were  considered  lordly  aristo- 
crats, although  their  incomes  would  hardly  keep  them  in  respectable  gaiters. 
The  Church  was  looked  upon  as  an  English  exotic  that  ought  to  die.  The 
other  Christian  bodies  were  unhindered  and  fully  organized  from  the  start. 
They  filled  this  middle  west  with  their  doctrine?  during  the  first  tides  of  em- 
igration. Fifty  years  ago,  when  the  Church  was  first  able  to  begin  her  mis- 
sionary work  here,  public  opinion,  that  Cscsar  of  American  life,  was  unani- 
mously opposed  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  When  these  f*cts  are  considered 
the  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  region  during  the  past  fifty  years  is  simply 
a  marvel.  Nine  Dioceses,  with  great  institutions  and  endowments,  have 
been  developed  out  of  Bishop  Kemper's  first  field.  In  the  Far  West  the  Apos- 
tolic Church  leads  the  van  of  the  onward  rolling  tide  of  population. 

In  1819  there  were  six  Churchmen  in  St.  Louis,  the  largest  town  then  in 
the  Mississippi  valley,  and  they  organized  Christ  Church  there  on  the  1st  of 
November — the  first  Episcopal  church  in  all  this  vast  region.  One  lady,  from 
Illinois,  alone  received  communion  there  at  its  first  celebration.  ~It  was  not 
until  1834  that  the  first  confirmation  took  place.  The  next  year,  when  Bishop 
Kemper  was  consecrated,  he  was  elected  rector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  whom  I  remember  as  professor  in  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  came  West  with  the  Bishop,  and  visited  Lawrenceburg, 
New  Albany,  JefFersonville,  Evansville  and  Terre  Haute.  Good  old  Dr.  D. 
V.  M.  Johnson,  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Brooklyn,  organized  the  parish  I  now 
have  in  Brooklyn,  and  built  the  first  St.  Luke's.  Bishop  Kemper  secured 
promise  from  him,  while  he  was  in  the  seminary,  to  "go  West."  It 
was  his  cousin,  Samuel,  who  did  go  with  the  Bishop,  and  D.  V.  M.  Johnson 
followed  the  Bishop  the  next  year,  and  reached  Michigan  City  about  2  o'clock 
one  morning,  on  his  way  to  Lafayette.  It  was  a  weary  journey,  by  stage  and 
wagon,  over  slushy  roads  late  in  the  fall.  At  6  A.  M.  an  old  friend,  David 
Moore,  saw  his  name  in  the  hotel  register,  waked  him  up  and  insisted  he 
should  stay  over  and  preach.  "  They  were  hungry,"  he  said  ;  "  they  had  not 
had  Episcopal  preaching  for  a  year."  He  stayed  and  preached.  The  church 
was  three  dwelling  houses  combined,  with  the  partitions  taken  out,  and  the 
"three  decker"  built  in,  and  a  little  vestry  room  improvised  in  the  corner. 
Before  he  could  leave  town  on  Monday  they  called  him  to  be  rector  at  $1,600 
a  year — an  enormous  salary  for  those  days  ;  but  the  town  was  settled  by  New 
York  and  Massachusetts  people.     Good  Dr.  Johnson  might  have  stayed  there 
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till  now  if  he  had  not  been  attacked  by  the  fever  and  bronchitis.  When  the 
bilious  fever  broke  out  there  seventy  new  graves  were  filled  before  a  drop  of 
rain  fell  on  the  first  that  had  been  opened.     It  was  a  scourge. 

In  Indianapolis  the  Methodists  held  camp-meetings  from  1821.  The 
first  Baptist  church  was  organized  within  two  years  after  Pogue  settled  here, 
and  had  possession  of  the  first  log  school  house.  The  next  year  the  first 
Presbyterian  church  was  born  in  the  same  cradle,  and  "Beecher's"  church 
was  organized  in  1838.  The  "Christians"  did  not  come  till  1883.  The 
Lutherans  organized  in  1837,  and  the  Congregationalists  in  1867.  Christ 
Church  was  organized  in  1837.  The  church  in  New  Albany  and  in  Madison 
had  been  organized  two  years  before,  in  1836  ;  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  and 
Trinity,  Michigan  City,  in  1836.  Lafayette  organized  just  before  Indianapo- 
lis, and  Richmond  and  Evansville  followed  shortly  afterward.  In  June, 
1838,  Bishop  Kemper  held  a  convocation  in  Evansville,  and  called  a  conven- 
tion to  meet  in  Madison  the  24th  of  August,  1838.  Nine  parishes  and  nine 
clergymen  reported,  and  six  of  the  clergy  came  over  the  mud  roads  to 
the  first  convention — Rev.  Messrs.  Steele,  Samuel  Johnson,  Fiske,  Hoyt, 
Britton  and  Lamon.  Bishop  Kemper  was  unable  to  reach  the  convention 
owing  to  the  state  of  the  roads,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steele  was  chosen  presi- 
dent, and  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  Secretary.  Ten  laymen  attended — seven  from 
the  parish  in  Madison,  two  from  Richmond,  and  James  Morrison  from  Indian- 
apolis. The  Diocese  was  then  organized.  But,  remember,  Indiana  had  been 
organized  as  a  Territory  nearly  forty  years,  and  as  a  State  over  twenty  years. 
There  were  600,000  people  in  the  State,  either  utterly  ignorant  of  the  Church 
or  filled  with  sectarian  prejudices  against  her  when  the  Diocese  was  organized. 
In  those  days  that  was  a  rare  sermon  that  was  not  sectarian.  Differences  were 
magnified.  The  iron  inflexibility  of  the  old  Puritans  was  the  dominant  char- 
acteristic of  the  religious  bodies  of  that  day.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  Bishop 
Kemper  said  to  the  next  convention :  "  The  world  knows  not,  and  scarcely 
can  our  friends  at  the  East  realize  in  imagination  the  peculiar  and  often  sore 
trials  to  which  my  fellow-laborers  are  exposed  during  our  efforts  to  establish 
the  Church  of  the  adorable  Redeemer  in  all  its  apostolic  purity  in  this  inter- 
esting country."  Is  not  the  progress  the  Church  has  made  in  Indiana  really 
marvelous?  To-day  there  are  6,000  communicants,  worshiping  in 
noble  church  buildings,  with  Church  schools  and  institutions,  and  a  band  of 
forty  clergymen,  led  on  by  their  dauntless  Missionary  Bishop,  who  knows  no- 
such  word  as  "fail."  Ten  parishes  only  reported  to  the  second  convention, 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  leading  the  list.  Fifty  parishes  and  stations  re- 
ported to  this  convention,  with  Christ  Church  still  in  the  lead. 

The  two  things  which  Bishop  Kemper  urged  upon  the  Church  as  the  best 
helps  to  its  growth  then,  are  the  two  things  Bishop  Knickerbacker  is  doing  so 
much  to  set  forward  to-day :  First,  the  establishment  of  Church  schools  ; 
second,  the  endowment  of  the  Diocese.     The  latter,   Bishop  Kemper  urged. 
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with  special  emphasis,  and  Bishop  Knickerbacker,  if  he  lives,  is  certain  to  ac- 
complish it.  The  Churchmen  of  Indiana  should  hold  up  the  Bishop's  hands 
by  sending  their  boys  and  their  girls  to  the  two  schools  now  so  well  started 
and  so  ably  taught,  and  by  pushing  forward  the  endowment  rapidly  to  its  full 
amount.     The  past  warrants  the  investment. 

It  would  be  interesting,  were  there  time,  to  trace  the  changes  in  re- 
ligious spirit  and  tone,  as  well  as  in  outward  forms  of  the  past  fifty  years. 
The  period  synchronizes  very  nearly  with  the  Oxford  movement — the  revival 
of  Church  thought  and  life  in  England.  The  old  sectarianism  is  dead  or 
dying  fast.  Differences  now  are  differences  of  Christian  brothers,  all  baptized 
into  the  One  Household  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  of  God ;  and  to  be 
made,  we  daily  pray,  by  the  operation  of  the  spirit  of  unity,  to  dwell  together 
as  brethren  in  the  one  household  of  the  Apostolic  Faith.  The  Bishops  have 
opened  the  way  for  the  answer  to  our  prayers  by  their  declaration  of  the  only 
practical  conditions  of  Christian  unity.  Fifty  years  ago  men  hunted  more 
diligently  than  intelligently  for  Bible  supports  for  their  sectarianism,  and 
the  best  sermon  was  that  which  hit  the  hardest  blows,  not  for  the  world's 
betterment  but  for  the  preacher's  side  of  a  controversy.  Now,  thank  the 
God  of  Peace !  we  hear  the  children  of  these  old  warriors  speaking  kindly  of 
their  opponents.  The  pulpit  of  to-day  is  no  longer  packed  with  the  oldbattle- 
axes,  but  wreathed  with  olive  branches  and  decked  with  the  lily  of  the 
valley.  When  the  voice  from  the  pulpit  speaks  in  the  tone  of  Christ  the 
whole  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  the  change  will  be  complete. 

So  in  outward  things,  the  log  school-house  and  the  barn-like  structures 
have  given  place  to  the  stately  and  costly  church  of  architectural  beauty. 
Within,  not  only  have  rude  benches  and  splint-bottomed  chairs  been  replaced 
by  carved  and  cushioned  pews,  but  the  music  has  changed  utterly.     The  old 
discordant  nasal  twang  and  pitch  pipe,  followed  by  the  croupy  fiddles  and 
piteous  flute-.,  have  vanished  before  the  full-toned  organ  and  large  choirs  in 
many  of  the  denominational  churches  singing  our  beautiful  Church  music. 
Our  liturgical  service  is  even  more  and  more  taking  the  place  of  the  "  long 
prayers."    All  these  changes  are  helping  towards  Church  unity,  and,  for  our- 
selves, we  can  not  be  too  thankful  that  no  strangling  legislation  was  passed 
in  the  early  American  conventions  to  hinder  our  own  advance.     Imagine  the 
forms  and  customs  of  the  Church  in  colonial  days  fixed  upon  us  now !     More 
and  more  during  the  past  fifty  years  has  the  Church  been  shaking  off  the  dust 
of  deadness,  awakening  to  her  true  life,  and  adorning  herself  to  become  by 
her  beauty  and  her  work  for  Christ  the  attractive  center  to  the  wandering 
children  of  God  all  around  her.     The  Church  has  outgrown  the  carpenter's 
Gothic  architecture  without,  and  the  old  "three-decker"  arrangement  before 
the  altar  within,  with  great  fat  cushions,  heavy  with  bullion  and  tassels. 
This  was  the  arrangement  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  which  has  disap- 
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peared  before  the  elegant  new  fittings  and  furnishings.  All  that  seemed  to 
say,  a  barn  is  good  enough  for  God's  hou-e ;  the  sermon  is  the  main  thing, 
and  must  be  suggestive  of  sleep,  yet  duly  ornamented  and  elegant.  The 
service  is  in  the  second  story  of  importance,  but  the  people  need  not  take 
any  part;  that  had  better  be  left  to  the  clerk;  and  the  sacraments  are  at  the 
bottom  in  importance,  if  had  at  all.  The  sermon  was  all  Dr.  Pullord  thought 
of  when  he  insisted  upon  Dr.  Johnson's  getting  out  of  a  sick  bed  and  holding 
services.  He  wanted  preaching.  We  know  with  St.  Paul  that  we  have  "an 
altar,"  and  that  God's  thought  of  a  Holy  of  Holies  in  His  Church  is  ours 
to-day.  There  the  elders  bow  before  the  symbol  of  the  presence  of  Christ 
upon  the  throne  of  God;  and  with  angels  and  archangels  the  white-robed 
choirs  lead  the  worship  of  the  Church  on  earth  till  it  lifts  up  our  hearts  to 
heaven.  As  late  as  when  Trinity  Church,  New  York,  was  built,  it  was  de- 
bated whether  to  put  a  cross  on  the  spire,  or  an  arrow,  or  a  pineapple ;  and 
when  my  parish  church  in  Maine  was  remodeled  in  1863,  a  sailor  was  em- 
ployed to  put  the  cross  on  the  steeple  in  the  night.  The  carpenter  said  that 
if  he  attempted  it  in  the  daytime  he  would  be  mobbed  as  a  papist. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wainright  was  the  first  to  depart  from  the  custom  of  wearing 
gloves  with  the  forefinger  of  the  right  hand  glove  slit,  or  cut  off,  so  as  to 
turn  the  leaves.     Who  would  go  back  to  the  old  times  ? 

Who  would  restore  the  hired  quartette  to  silence  the  praises  of  all  the 
people? 

Who  would  pile  up  a  desk  and  pulpit  to  hide  the  blessed  altar? 

Who  would  keep  the  penitents  from  communing  with  Je>us  here  every 
Sunday  in  the  Holy  Sacrament  ?  Who  would  banish  the  flowers  from  the 
church?  No  one,  of  course.  At  the  same  time  there  is  a  danger  of  advanc- 
ing too  far.  It  becomes  puerile  weakness  to  imitate  servilely  the  forms  of  a 
dead  past.  It  is  treason  to  the  Church  to  bring  back  medieval  uses  in  the 
name  of  catholic  customs  and  truth.  But,  God  is  leading  the  Church  for- 
ward to  all  her  glory  and  beauty  and  power  as  in  the  days  of  old— the  days 
of  her  unbroken,  Apostolic  unity,  when  the  Empire  of  Rome  bowed  at  her 
feet,  and  kings  and  princes  served  her  for  Jesus's  sake.  We  rejoice  because 
all  these  changes  in  the  last  fifty  years  are  marks  of  the  revival  of  spiritual 
life  and  energy.     These  things  are  but  the  outward  index  of  inward  life. 

The  Church  has  not  only  restored  the  beauty  of  holiness  that  men  can 
see,  but  she  has  come  to  a  fuller  and  deeper  knowledge  of  herself  in  history 
and  of  her  mission  in  the  world.  Standing  on  the  mount,  she  has  seen  the 
mists  lift,  as  the  sun  of  Truth  has  risen  over  the  horizon  of  the  world's  life ; 
and  the  stream  of  her  continuity  since  the  first  Pentecost,  that  men  have  said 
was  only  little  scattered  lakes,  she  has  seen  revealed  as  one  unbroken  river  of 
Apostolic  order,  running  from  Christ,  it  source,  to  the  ocean  of  His  eternal 
dominion.  Realizing  what  she  is,  the  Church  is  growing  stronger  to  meet 
her  immeasured  responsibility  as  the  Anglo-Saxon  Church  to  the  Anglo-Saxon 
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race.  The  change  is  from  formality  to  a  longing  for  deeper  holiness  among 
the  communicants  of  the  Church.  Our  evangelistic  fervor  is  taking  the  place 
of  cold  conservatism.  All  this  is  a  prophecy  of  the  world's  conversion.  On 
every  side,  the  Church  is  putting  forth  her  men  and  means  in  organizations  of 
every  name  for  missionary  work,  for  the  poor,  for  the  sin-shackled  and  the 
lost,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  and  In  His  Name. 

Thus,  finally,  must  we  be  "reaching  forth  unto  those  things  that  are 
before,"  the  problems  of  the  future  and  their  remedies.  Time  makes  no 
pause.  While  I  speak,  the  last  hour  of  the  receding  half  century  is  replaced 
by  the  first  hour  of  the  coming  century,  and  retrospective  gives  place  to  earn- 
est contemplation  of  the  responsibilities  and  hopes  of  the  future.  History  is 
the  basis  of  the  prophetic  feeling.  Here  is  the  Church,  man's  natural  stand- 
ing ground.  He  asks  of  the  days  that  are  past  that  he  may  see  the  truth  as 
it  is  in  Jesus,  and  know  the  faith  as  it  was  once  and  forever  delivered  to  the 
Apostles.  He  finds  in  the  records  of  the  primitive  Church  the  divine  truth 
and  order,  the  only  remedy  for  the  half  truths  and  the  disorder  of  to-day. 
He  does  not  live  in  the  past.  He  brings  out  of  that  treasury  the  things  that 
make  for  the  peace  of  Christ  in  this  sin-rent  world.  He  clings  to  the  two 
poles  of  stability  and  progress  that  he  may  preserve  the  current  of  divine  life 
unbroken.  Standing  upon  the  foundations  laid  by  Christ  and  the  Apostles, 
no  tempest  of  time  can  move  him.  In  a  generation  that  has  no  reverence  for 
age  and  scorns  the  past ;  in  the  name  of  the  unchangeable  God  he  points  to 
the  eternal  facts  of  the  gospel.  Never  did  the  world  need  the  witness  of  this 
primitive  Church  more  than  to-day.  To  contemplate  our  land,  its  people,  us 
progress  and  perils  from  license,  from  immigration,  from  a  corrupted  fru'i- 
chise,  from  Mormonism,  from  money  and  from  liquor,  is  to  fill  one's  heart 
with  a  lover's  enthusiasm  to  enlist  for  her  help  and  salvation.  Numbers, 
race,  and  material  strength  will  not  insure  the  nation's  future.  This  Anglo- 
Saxon  church  is  the  hope  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  people.  The  solution  of  its 
problems  and  the  refuge  from  its  dangers  are  in  the  conservatism,  the  rever- 
ence, the  liturgy,  the  order  and  the  faith  of  this  Apostolic  Church.  This 
Church,  where  its  influence  is  unhindered,  produces  that  kind  of  men  America 
needs  in  business  and  in  society  as  well  as  in  religion — "  pious  without  cant, 
devout  without  ostentation,  self-reliant  without  egotism,  earnest  without 
fanaticism,  decided  in  opinions  and  principles  without  bigotry,  genuine 
without  levity,  grace  without  severity,  tender  and  sympathetic  without  senti- 
mentality, courteous  without  cringing,  ready  for  leadership  without  ambition 
for  control,  considerate  for  others  without  condescension,  charitable  in  the 
use  of  wealth  without  publicity,  discharging  great  trusts,  performing  habitual 
services  for  others  without  thought  of  reward,  fit  for  any  function  that  may 
be  devolved  upon  the  good  citizen  or  the  good  Christian,  yet  seeking  none, 
true  from  first  to  last  to  their  country,  their  conscience,  their  Cnurch  and 
their  God." 
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Such  men,  I  say,  this  Church  produces  for  the  world's  help  and  the  glory 
of  God.  She,  as  our  Holy  Mother,  grows  these  men  as  Mother  Earth  grows 
her  oaks ;  not  by  sudden  forcings  of  enthusiasms,  but  by  the  natural  laws  of 
grace. 

In  this  age  of  petulant  doubt  and  self-sufficient  denial  she  constantly 
proclaims  by  the  Apostle's  creed  upon  her  walls  the  simple  truths  that  are 
necessary  to  salvation  ;  and  in  the  ears  of  a  generation  lax  almost  to  the  verge 
of  Sodom's  looseness,  she  sounds  the  repeated  "  Thou  shalt  not "  of  Almighty 
God,  with  the  thunders  of  Sinai. 

Upon  the  men,  then,  of  this  Church,  clergy  and  laity  alike,  rest  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  future.  The  obligation  to  meet  those  responsibilities  is 
the  greater  because  these  closing  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  are  fraught 
with  the  final  destiny  of  the  race.  This  is  a  pivotal  period.  Ten  years  here 
are  more  than  fifty  years  in  Europe.  Ten  years  in  the  West  are  more  than 
fifty  East.  Here  and  now  the  work  is  to  be  done  for  the  world's  conversion, 
or  left  undone  to  the  world's  damnation.  As  goes  this  Church  in  the  West 
so  goes  America,  and  "as  goes  America  so  goes  the  world."  One  man  now 
is  *orth  one  hundred  fifty  years  hence.  One  dollar  now  is  worth  one  thou- 
sand then.  Let  us  go  down  to  the  battle  to  win.  So  only  as  patriots  and 
Churchmen  shall  we  do  our  parts,  and  hand  down  our  heritage  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty,  preserved,  enlarged  and  adorned,  to  the  coming  genera- 
tions, to  be  their  abode  of  justice,  the  home  of  the  oppressed,  the  shrine  of 
freedom,  the  safeguard  of  that  faith  among  men  that  cements  the  world's 
civilization,  and  the  stronghold  of  that  faith  in  Christ  and  the  Church  that 
anchors  the  world  to  the  throne  of  God. 


THE  EPISCOPATE  OF  THE  RIGHT  REV.  JACKSON 

KEMPER,  D.  D.

The  name  of  Jackson  Kemper,  the  first  Missionary  Bishop  in  the  Ameri- 
can church,  awakens  the  same  enthusiasm  in  the  army  of  the  Church  Militant 
as  that  of  David  Livingstone.  Both  were  practical,  pure,  zealous  and  self- 
denying  missionaries ;  both  stepped  proudly  forth  from  the  ranks  of  the  host 
of  God's  elect  as  leaders  of  an  apparently  forlorn  hope.  One  labored  to  bring 
the  story  of  the  cross  to  heathen  tribes  in  the  heart  of  a  great  and  unexplored 
continent ;  the  other  carried  the  blessings  of  a  certain  faith,  a  peerless  liturgy 
and  a  primitive  Apostolic  Church  to  the  early  settlers  of  the  great  Northwest. 

And  the  works  of  these  men  do  follow  them.  Livingstone  lighted  a  fire 
which  will  grow  brighter  and  brighter  until  Africa  shall  be  luminous  with 
gospel  light.  Kemper  planted  the  Church  of  the  living  God  on  the  prairies 
and  hill  tops,  by  the  shores  of  the  great  lakes  and  mighty  rivers,  and  in  the 
new  towns  and  cities  of  that  vast  territory  which,  while  then  almost  a  wilder- 
ness, now  comprehends  within  its  area  seven  of  the  most  magnificent  and  pros- 
perous States  of  this  Republic. 

Usually  men  do  not  care  for  missionary  heroes.  They  idolize  military 
chieftains,  brilliant  statesmen  and  successful  politicians.  But  the  travels,  the 
sufferings,  the  discoveries  of  Livingstone,  the  saintly  manner  of  his  death  and 
the  devotion  of  his  black  followers  (so  touchingly  told  in  his  last  journals), 
have  gilded  his  name  with  glory ;  and  the  self-denial,  the  constancy,  the 
cheerfulness  which,  like  guardian  angels,  always  accompanied  Kemper,  in- 
spired him  through  so  many  years  to  preach  the  evangel  of  Christ  in  this  great 
valley;  to  baptize,  to  confirm,  to  minister  consolation  to  the  dying,  to  comfort 
the  bereaved  and  to  pay  the  last  sad  rites  to  the  dead  These,  and  the  self- 
consecration  to  his  Master's  work,  which  marked  his  every-day  life,  have 
caused  the  children  of  the  Church  in  the  West  to  love  him  as  a  father  and 
reverence  him  as  the  American  St.  Paul. 

Jackson  Kemper,  the  first  Missionary  Bishop  of  Indiana  and  Missouri  ; 
the  first  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  and  the  first  Bishop  of  Wiscon- 
sin, was  born  in  Dutchess  county,  N.  Y.,  on  the  24th  day  of  December,  1789. 
His  father  was  a  Colonel  in  the  Revolutionary  army,  and  a  valued  personal 
friend  of  Washington  and  Lafayette.       From  his  German  ancestry,  the  son  in- 
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herited  that  strength  and  soundness  of  mind  and  body  which  enabled  him,  as 
a  soldier  of  the  cross,  to  endure  the  hardships  of  a  Missionary  Bishop's  life. 

As  a  child,  Jackson  Kemper  was  set  apart  for  the  ministry.  His  early 
education  and  later  training  were  all  directed  to  that  end.  With  this  aim  and 
purpose  in  view  he  first  studied  at  the  famous  Episcopal  Academy  at  Cheshire, 
Conn.;  then  under  a  private  tutor;  then  at  Columbia  college,  where,  after  a 
four  year's  course,  he  was  graduated  as  valedictorian  in  1809.  Bishop  Moore 
instructed  him  in  theology,  and  on  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent,  1811,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Diocanate  by  Bishop  White,  in  St  Peter's  Church,  Philadel- 
phia. For  the  next  twenty  years  he  was  the  faithful  assistant  minister  of  the 
united  parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Peter's  and  St.  James's.  He  was  or- 
dained as  presbyter  in  Christ  f  hurch  by  Bishop  White  in  June,  1814.  The 
only  vacation  he  had  during  the  long  period  of  his  Philadelphia  ministry  was 
devoted  to  arduous  missionary  work  in  the  Far  WTest  of  that  day,  and  in  so- 
liciting aid  for  the  establishment  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

From  June,  1881,  to  September,  1886,  he  was  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  at  Norwalk,  Connecticut. 

In  1885  the  spirit  of  missions  revived  and  moved  the  Church,  and  the 
General  Convention  of  that  ^year  selected  him  as  the  Missionary  Bishop,  and 
on  the  26th  day  of  September,  1836,  he  was  consecrated  in  St  Peter's  Church, 
Philadelphia. 

He  came  to  us  at  once.  Madison  can  claim  the  honor  of  his  first  visit  and 
ministration.  In  his  first  Convention  address,  delivered  in  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  on  May  31,  1839,  he  spoke  thus  of  his  labors : 

Blessed  with  a  vigorous  constitution  and  a  cheerful  disposition,  I  have 
been  enabled  to  travel  through  a  large  portion  of  the  western  country,  rejoic- 
ing in  the  privilege  of  preaching  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  in  many  of 
the  obscure  parts  as  well  as  in  some  of  the  largest  cities  of  the  immense  valley 
of  the  Mississippi.  I  pray,  brethren,  that  I  may  be  found  faithful  to  the  end. 
Indiana  is  the  first  field  of  my  missionary  labors,  upon  which  I  entered  during 
the  fall  of  1836,  and  a  short  time  after  my  consecration  I  visited  Madison, 
New  Albany,  Jefferson ville,  Lawrenceburg,  Evansville,  Vincennes  and  Terre 
Haute. 

Indianapolis,  at  the  time  of  that  first  visit,  was  a  town  of  only  theee  hun- 
dred houses,  with  an  estimated  population  of  1,600,  according  to  Scott's 
Indiana  Gazttteer^  published  by  Douglass  and  Maguire,  of  the  Indiana  Jour- 
nal. The  population  at  that  time  of  the  other  towns  visited  was  rated  as 
follows:  Madison,  2,500;  New  Albany,  2,600;  Jefferson vi lie,  700;  Law- 
renceburg, 1,000;  Kvansville,  360;  Vincennes,  1,600,  and  Terre  Haute,  900. 

St.  Paul's  New  Albany,  was  the  first  organized  parish  in  the  Diocese.  It 
owes  that  distinction  mainly  to  Elizabeth  Burnett.  This  godly  woman,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Bache,  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  She 
had  been  educated  in  and  loved  the  Church,  and  on  July  ly,  1834,  more 
than   a  year  before  Bishop   Kemper  was  consecrated,  she  induced  her  hus- 
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band,  the  late  Alexander  S.  Burnett,  in  conjunction  with  Lathrop  Elderkin, 
Joseph  Franklyn,  William  White,  and  C.  H.  Bessonett,  to  ibund  the  Parish 
of  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany. 

Bishop  Kemper  called  a  convocation  of  the  clergy  at  Evansville  on  June 
9,  1888,  which  issued  an  address  to  the  several  churches  providing  for  a  pri- 
mary Convention  of  the  Diocese  at  Madison,  on  August  24,  1888.  That  Con- 
vention assembled  (as  Mr.  Britton,  the  only  survivor,  informs  me)  in  the 
house  of  the  Missionary,  and  on  the  next  day,  August  26,  1888,  the  Diocese 
was  organized.  The  Constitution  was  signed  by  the  founders  of  the  Diocese, 
clerical  and  lay,  in  the  following  order :  Ashbel  Steele,  President  and  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany ;  James  B.  Britton,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  In- 
dianapolis ;  George  Fiske,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Richmond ;  Francis  B.  Nash, 
officiating  at  Christ's  ».  hurch,  Madison ;  Melancthon  Hoyt,  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Cniwfordsville ;  Samuel  R.  Johnson,  Secretary  and  Rector  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette;  Archibald  H.  Lamon,  Rector  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  Evansville  ;  Thomas  P.  Baldwin,  of  New  Albany,  Assistant  Secretary ; 
Isaac  C.  Lea,  Joseph  L.  White,  James  Siddall,  John  Creagh,  John  Mclntire 
and  Matthew  Temperley,  of  Madison  ;  James  W.  Borden,  of  Richmond,  and 
James  Morrison,  of  Indianapolis. 

While  acting  as  our  Missionary  leader,  Bishop  Kemper  admitted  to  the 
Diocanate  the  Rev.  T.  E.  Paine,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Wylie,  D.  D.,  the  Rev. 
William  Vaux,  and  the  Rev.  Homer  Wheeler,  and  he  ordained  as  Priests  the 
Rev.  Thomas  C.  Pitkin,  the  Rev.  Charles  Prindle,  the  Rev.  Richard  S.  Adams, 
the  Rev.  Andrew  Wylie,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Halstead,  the  Rev.  Moses 
H.  Hunter,  the  Rev.  Edward  Loun>bury,  the  Rev.  John  Hill  Drummond, 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Lee  Johnson  and  the  Rev.  William  Vaux. 

He  also  consecrated  the  following  churches  : 

St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette  ;  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis  ;  St.  Paul's, 
Jeffersonville  ;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany  ;  St.  Paul's,  Evansville  ;  St.  James's, 
Vincennes;  St.  Mary's,  Delphi;  St.  Paul's,  Laporte;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre 
Haute,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka.  Altogether,  including  Indiana,  he  conse- 
crated one  hundred  churches  ;  ordained  more  than  two  hundred  priests  and 
deacons,  and  confirmed  ten  thousand  persons. 

Hear  the  first  words  of  this  good  man  after  his  election  as  Missionary 
Bishop,  uttered  at  a  farewell  meeting,  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
New  York  City,  just  before  he  started  for  Indiana,  on  October  26,  1836  : 

Neither  the  dangers  nor  the  sacrifices  are  greater  than  hundreds  are 
most  ready  to  encounter  every  day  for  wealth  and  honor.  I  can  promise  noth- 
ing. Yet,  I  know  that  the  work  is  great  and  holy,  and  being  of  divine  ap- 
pointment, I  look  with  humble  confidence  for  a  blessing  upon  the  labors  I 
shall  be  enabled,  through  the  gracious  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  bestow. 
He  who  has  called  me  will  go  with  me,  and  I  will  go  cheerfully.

And  he  did  go,  and  bringing  the  glad  tidings  with  him.  And  where  and 
what  was  this  far  country  over  which  he  toiled  for  our  Lord  ?  Figures  will 
tell. 

It  comprised  440,781  square  miles  of  territory,  very  sparsely  settled  in 
1885.  Indiana  and  Missouri  were  then  organized  States,  the  first  containing 
a  population  of  348,031,  in  1830,  and  the  second  of  140,455.  Wisconsin  and 
Iowa  were  territories,  with  a  population  together  of  only  74,057,  in  1840; 
while  Minnesota,  Kansas  and  Nebraska  were  unorganized  and  uninhabited, 
save  by  a  few  adventurous  pioneers. 

These  seven  States  form  now  the  garden  and  granary  of  the  Republic. 
The  scant  half  million  which,  in  1830,  comprised  their  population,  had  swelled 
in  1880  to  9,816,491,  and  to-day  will  reach  to  12,000,000,  at  the  very  least. 

When  the  Church  s6nt  Bishop  Kemper  to  us,  there  was  one  pen»on  to 
every  square  mile,  in  1880  there  were  twenty  and  now  there  are  twenty- 
seven.  In  1840  Johnson,  the  Rector  at  Lafayette,  if  he  wanted  to  find  an 
Episcopal  co-adjutor  north  of  him  had  to  go  to  Laporte,  one  hundred  miles 
off.  East  in  Indiana  he  had  not  one ;  south,  the  Missionary  Killikelly,  at  Vin- 
cennes,  distant  155  miles,  was  his  nearest  neighbor,  and  west  in  Illinois,  he 
knew  of  none. 

Of  course,  in  so  vast  a  field,  Bishop  Kemper  could  only  be  a  pilgrim  and 
wanderer.  He  had  no  home — not  even  a  study.  For  eleven  years,  it  is  said, 
his  books  were  not  unpacked.  He  traveled  on  foot,  on  horseback  and  by 
stage  coach,  through  snow,  ice  and  mud,  over  rough  roads  and  perplexing 
paths.  He  preached  to  the  common  people,  after  Christ's  manner,  in  wayside 
cabins,  in  taverns,  in  school  houses,  in  upper  rooms  and  under  the  shade  of 
the  trees.  A  pair  of  saddle-bags  contained  all  his  worldly  goods — his  robes 
and  communion  service,  his  Prayer  Book  and  his  Bible.  His  resting  place 
was  on  the  boundless  prairie,  or  in  the  recesses  of  the  forest,  or  by  the  side  of 
great  rivers.  He  never  complained  or  grew  weary  of  his  burden.  His  every 
thought,  his  daily  work,  his  desire  and  life's  mission  was  the  salvation  of 
souls  and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

For  twenty-four  years  he  served  the  Church  as  Missionary  Bishop,  and  in 
1851*  became  the  first  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  laboring  faithfully  and  acceptably 
in  that   high  office  until  his  death,  on  May  24,  1870,  at  Delafield,  Wisconsin. 

Jackson  Kemper  was  a  simple  hearted,  practical  Christian,  thoroughly 
Protestant  in  his  views.     This  was  hi*  rallying  cry  to  Indiana  Churchmen  : 

Around  the  Church  as  she  is-  Protestant  and  Episcopal,  Holy  Catho- 
lic and  Apostolic  Reformed  from  errors  let  us  rally  with  our  whole  soul. 
God  shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early. 

He  was  a  punctual  man,  faithful  and  true  to  his  engagements;  whatever 
he  promised  as  to  place  and  time  he  performed  ;  he  never  kept  any  one  wait- 
ing; he  did  not  miss  appointments;  he  regarded  the  time  of  other  men  and 
of  congregations  as  valuable  to  them. 
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He  was  a  cheerful  and  constant  giver  to  the  missionaries  and  missionary 
causes.  He  insisted  strenuously  that  parishes  and  missions  should  keep  clear 
of  debt. 

"Dear  brethren,"  he  said,  at  one  of  our  Indiana  Conventions,  "you 
can  not  be  too  generous.  Tithe  your  income,  or  even  give  one-fourth  of  it, 
or  like  the  poor  widow,  cast  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  all  the  living  you 
have,  and  if  there  is  a  right  spirit  it  will  be  accepted  and  blessed.'  Incur  no 
debts  All  you  absolutely  require  is  a  building  exclusively  your  own — where, 
protected  from  the  weather,  you  can  at  all  times,  unite  in  public  worship." 

The  record  of  Kemper's  mission  show  us  that,  like  our  present  Bishop, 
he  appreciated  and  availed  himself  of  the  good  will  and  kindly  courtsey  of 
other  Protestant  bodies.  Its  a  very  pleasant  thing  to  find  that  whenever  in 
city,  town  or  village,  Bishop  Kemper  needed  a  place  to  preach  in,  the  doors 
of  other  Protestant  churches  were  opened  wide  to  receive  and  welcome  him. 
Our  Church  in  Indiana  owe*,  in  the  way  of  courtsey,  a  great  deal  toother  Pro- 
tectant churches,  and  especially  to  the  Methodists,  Presbyterians  and  Baptists. 

Bishop  Kemper  was  a  friend,  a  brother  and  a  Bishop  of  Bishops  to  the 
poor,  the  friendless,  the  illiterate  and  the  outcast. 

There  was  no  work  too  humble,  no  place  too  small  or  remote  for  his  visi- 
tations. If  there  was  a  sick  man  to  be  confirmed,  or  a  dying  person  desiring 
baptism  at  some  remote  missionary  station,  he  would,  even  in  his  old  age, 
hasten  cheerfully  to  their  bedsides  through  miles  of  snow  and  ice  to  bring  the 
peace  of  God  to  those  humble  homes  in  the  wilderness.  It  is  such  men, 
whether  Deacons,  Priests  or  Bishops,  who  do  good  and  extend  the  Church.  It 
is  parish  visiting,  helping  the  poor,  comforting  the  sick,  teaching  the  ignorant 
and  preaching  plainly  and  simply  to  sinners  that  Christ  likes  and  the  people 
expect  and  yearn  for. 

It  was  such  work  a*  this  that  caused  the  people  of  the  Northwest  to  love 
Bishop  Kemper  while  he  lived,  and  to  mourn  sorely  for  him  when  taken  from 
the  earth. 

As  has  been  well  said  of  him,  "  He  was  the  father  of  nine  Dioceses,  the 
founder  of  nine  Bishoprics  in  the  Church  of  God.  It  was  fitting  that  the 
crosier  of  Archbishop  should  rest  upon  his  coffin.  He  was  an  Archbishop 
by  the  appointment  of  heaven." 

It  is  evident,  I  think,  from  a  study  of  Kemper's  work,  that  in  1836  the 
Church  in  America  had  no  adequate  conception  of  the  needs  of  the  V*  est, 
any  more  than  it  now  has.  It  sent  one  man — one  Bishop  to  do  the  work  of 
a  hundred.  It  did  not  consider  that  in  that  vast  missionary  field,  where  there 
were  then  only  6<)0,<K)0  persons,  there  would  be  in  less  than  fifty  years  over 
10.000,000. 

The  chief  trouble  in  the  Church  then  was  the  same  as  that  which  now 
hampers  it — the  want  of  a  great  planning  and  executive  central  power,  charged 
always  with  the  duty  of  considering  the  state  of  the  Church,  of  devising  ways 
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and  means  to  insure  its  growth  and  prosperity  and  of  taking  care  that  the  plans 
proposed  are  executed.  The  force  of  that  homely  saying,  "what  is  every- 
body's business  is  nobody's  business,"  applies  to  the  Church  we  all  love. 

During  an  interval  of  three  years,  each  Bishop  has  enough  to  do  to  watch 
over  and  take  care  of  his  own  Diocese,  and  sometimes  of  an  adjoining  one,  as 
in  the  case  of  our  own  zealous  and  energetic  Bishop  ;  he  can  not  devote  his 
time  and* talents  to  the  needs,  however  pressing,  of  the  Church  at  large.  He 
is  overworked  in  his  own  l>iocese.  How  shall  it  be  when  there  are  a  hundred 
Dioceses  ? 

The  presiding  Bishop  is  as  powerless  to  make  and  suggest  practical  plans 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  Church,  by  message,  order,  or  otherwise,  as  the 
humblest  newly  admitted  Deacon.  Indeed,  he  is  not  selected  for  capacity, 
experience  and  wisdom,  but  by  reason  of  the  accident  of  his  official  seniority. 
He  may  be  as  great  an  Apostle  as  Paul,  or  as  wise  a  lawgiver  as  Solon  or 
Moses,  but  his  talent  and  wisdom  can  not  help  the  Church  ;  or  he  may  be  a 
good  and  pious  man,  yet  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  age  from  attend- 
ing to  business,  or  even  from  presiding  properly  over  the  House  of  Bishops. 

That  branch  of  the  General  Convention,  called  the  House  of  Deputies,  by 
reason  of  the  large  number  of  its  members,  is  as  incapable  of  carefully  consid- 
ering and  passing  practical  and  salutary  laws  for  the  Church  as  the  National 
House  of  Representatives  is  for  the  people  of  the  Union. 

The  members  individually  desire  to  do  great  things  for  the  Church,  but 
in  the  multitude  of  counselors,  the  shortness  of  the  triennial  session  (three  or 
four  weeks  at  most),  and  the  constant  stream  of  eloquence  which  rages  and  de- 
vours like  a  flood,  nothing  is  accomplished.  There,  perhaps,  lie  safety  and 
slow  moving  conservatism,  but  not  growth  and  progress. 

The  Board  of  Missions  is  as  large  and  unwieldy  as  the  House  of  Deputies. 
It  is  a  good  place  for  resolutions,  for  missionary  addresses,  for  the  production 
of  enthusiasm  and  eloquent  speeches;  and  it  does  much,  very  much,  for  the 
Church,  but  it  is  only  helpful  as  an  auxiliary. 

Suppose  that  to-day  there  was,  in  the  Republic,  no  other  Christian  body 
but  our  own.  Take  from  the  missionary  and  gospel  field  all  other  denomina- 
tions, and  give  us  the  present  sole  possession  of  the  field.  Our  Church,  we 
claim,  is  a  branch  of  the  true  Church,  and  we  desire  that  it  shall  Christianize 
America.  Its  army  is  made  up  of  63  Bishops,  15  Missionary  Bishops,  3,766 
ministers  and  437,785  communicants. 

You  are  assembled  in  Diocesan  Convention  here  to-day  to  consider  the 
situation  as  pictured  to  you  by  this  illustration,  and  you  say  to  the  Bishop: 
•'  Right  Reverend  Father,  we  find  that,  in  the  year  1880,  there  were  in  this  Re- 
public, 60, 165, 783  persons.  Of  these,  4,933,451  were  over  ten  years  of  age,  and 
unable  to  read  ;  6,239,958  were  over  ten  years  of  age,  and  could  not  write. 
Moreover,  of  the  whole  number,  4,601,227,  were  colored  persons,  of  whom 
3,220,878  were   unable  to  read  and  write;  that  is  to  say,  70  per  cent.      These 
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are  the  exact  governmental  figures  in  1880;  but  to-day  you  may  safely  esti- 
mate the  total  population  at  66,000,000,  and  the  colored  population  at  7,000,- 
000.  In  less  than  twenty-five  years  they  will  outnumber  the  whites  in  the 
Southern  States.  All  these  people  have  souls  to  be  saved — God  is  no  respector 
of  persons.  The  color  of  the  skin  is  nothing  to  Christ ;  the  degree  of  illiteracy 
is  not  counted  in  the  gospel  plan.  Life  is  short  and  uncertain.  Death  is  sure, 
urgent  and  inexorable.  All  around  us,  sinners  are  dying.  The  gospel  must 
be  preached  to  the  people;  they  must  be  baptized  and  confirmed. 

"Let  no  brother's  bitter  chidings 
Rise  against  us, 

When  we  stand  in  the  Judgment." 

"  What  shall  be  done  about  it  ?  We,  the  delegates  to  this  Convention  can't 
legislate  for  the  General  Church."  Wouldn't  our  Bishop  say :  "The  General 
Convention  of  1889  must  attend  to  this.  I  have  upon  me  the  care  of  all  the 
Churches  of  Indiana,  and  the  responsibility  is  not  with  me,  except  as  one  of 
many  shepherds  of  the  flock. "  The  presiding  Bishop,  if  appealed  to,  would  give 
the  same  answer.  And  what  would  the  General  Convention  do,  what  could 
it  do,  as  now  constituted,  except  to  talk  the  subject  to  postponement  after 
postponement  until  the  vineyard  is  occupied  by  other  less  ceremonious  and 
conservative  laborers  of  the  Lord. 

I  tell  you  that  this  great  duty  of  evangelizing  the  masses,  coupled  with 
the  marvelous  growth  of  our  population  and  the  inability  of  the  Church  to 
provide  for  it,  confronts  us  daily  and  hourly,  as  it  confronted  Kemper  and  his 
little  band  of  missionaries,  and  there  is  no  all-seeing  human  eye,  no  wisely  schem- 
ing, practical  brain  in  our  Church  authorized  to-day,  to-morrow  and  always 
to  solve  this  problem  of  ministration  even  to  the  people  who  are  not  allied  to 
any  Christian  denomination. 

A  study  of  the  arduous  labors  of  the  good  Kemper  emboldens  one  to  say 
that  if  our  Church  will  not  have  an  advisory,  administrative  head,  it  should  at 
least  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  deputies  to  the.  General  Convention  and 
apportion  them  among   the    Dioceses  according  to  the   number   of  commun- 
icants. 

But  why  should  not  the  Church  have  an  executive? 
I  submit  the  question  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  in  the  spirit 
of  advice  and  necessarily  brief  suggestion,  and  not  as  an  innovator  or  radical  or 
a  promoter  of  novelties.  In  temporal  affairs,  corporations  have  a  President ; 
municipalities,  a  Mayor;  States,  a  Governor;  Republics,  a  Chief  Magistrate, 
and  monarchies  a  King.  I  would  create  for  the  Church  an  Archbishop  with 
powers  and  functions  clearly  defined  and  limited,  and  place  him  at  the  Na- 
tional Capital.  The  Church  really  needs  four  more,  one  for  the  Eastern  Dio- 
ceses, one  for  the  Middle  and  Central  Western  Dioceses,  one  for  the  Northwest 
and  Pacific  coast  and  one  for  the  South.  But  let  us  have  one  at  first,  and  let  him 
be  not  a  ruler  but  a  guide,  a  counselor,  an  arbitrator,  a  superintendent  and  an 
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executor  of  the  decrees  of  the  Church.  Ever  present  before  him  will  be,  and 
must  be,  under  the  Constitution,  as  thus  wisely  amended,  the  burning  ques- 
tions— the  practical  plans  of  salvation,  the  general  welfare  and  growth  of  the 
Church.  And  the  Father,  who  by  his  Holy  Spirit  presided  in  the  Councils  of 
the  blessed  Apostles  will  be  with  our  leader  and  our  General  »  onvention  to 
guide,  to  perfect,  to  teach.  The  Church  must  spiritually  conquer  America. 
It  must,  therefore,  be  properly  armed,  equipped  and  led.  It  must  carry  the 
gospel  light  into  the  dark  places.  The  fa/  of  the  Holy  Trinity  has  gone  forth, 
"Let  the  light  shine."  The  Church  feels,  is  inspired  by  and  can  not  resist  the 
command  of  that  Blessed  Three, 

"Wisdom,  love,  might. 

Boundless  ha  ocean's  tide, 

Rolling  in  fullest  pride, 

Through  the  world  fur  and  wide. 
•U't  there  l>e  light.'  " 


THE  EPISCOPATE  OF  THE  RIGHT  REV. 
GEORGE  UPFOLD,  D.  D.,  LL   D.

It  may  be  well  to  state  before  entering  upon  a  hasty  review  of  Church 
work  in  this  Diocese  immediately  succeeding  the  period  of  its  supervision  by 
the  saintly  Bishop  Kemper,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  that  the 
matter  of  the  election  of  a  Diocesan  was  brought  up  in  a  special  convention 
held  September  29,  1843,  and  the  Rev.  Thos.  Atkinson  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland  was  duly  ejected,  but  declined.  In  1846  he  was  re-elected,  but 
once  more  refused  the  office.  The  reverend  gentlemen  afterwards  accepted 
the  Episcopate  of  North  Carolina  and  became  its  third  Bishop.  On  July  16, 
1847,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Bowman,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was  selected  by 
the  convention  for  the  Episcopal  office  but  declined.  He  afterwards  became 
Assistant  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  and  died  as  such. 

Again:  on  June  3,  1848,  the  convention  offered  the  Episcopate  to  the 
Rev.  Francis  Vinton,  D.  D.,  of  Brooklyn,  who  would  not  accept  it.  At  this 
time  the  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Johnson  was  the  only  Priest  in  the  Diocese  on  the 
roll  of  the  convention  as  rector  of  a  self- supporting  parish.  The  remain- 
ing fourteen  clergymen  completing  the  list  were  recorded  as  missionaries. 
It  is  evident  from  this  that  the  outlook  must  have  been  appalling.  On  June 
29,  1849,  ihe  convention  elected  Rev.  George  Upfold,  D.  D.,  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  As  may  be 
uell  supposed,  it  was  a  stern  sense  of  duty  which  impelled  the  rector  of  a 
wealthy  parish,  as  was  Bishop  Upfcld'sin  Pittsburgh,  to  accept  the  hardships 
and  uncertain  and  scanty  support  of  a  Missionary  Diocese.  Urgent  entreaties 
to  accept  the  work  were  poured  in  upon  him  by  his  many  friends,  both  cler- 
ical and  lay,  in  the  East,  which  doubtless  went  far  towards  showing  him  the 
path  of  duty.  These  friends  never  deserted  him,  and  though  pained  at  the 
separation,  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  nobly  aided  him,  supple- 
menting for  years  his  salary  from  the  Diocese  with  gifts  which  told  how  dear 
he  was  to  them.  Bishop  Doane,  of  New  Jersey,  was  specially  urgent  in  his 
eft  oris  to  have  him  come  to  Indiana,  and  was  a  life-long  friend  and  helper. 

Bishop  Upfold  was  born  in  Surrey  county,  England,  in  1796,  and  was 
brought  to  this  country  by  his  parents  in  1802.  They  settled  in  Albany, 
N.  V.,  and  his  father  was  at  one  time  a  warden  of  St.  Peter's  Church.     He 
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graduated  in  his  eighteenth  year  at  Union  College,  and  after  a  short  service 
as  a  volunteer  in  the  war  with  Great  Britain,  studied  medicine  under  the  re- 
nowned Dr  Valentine  Mott,  taking  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  from 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New  York  in  1816.  He  practiced 
his  profession  for  two  years  at  his  home  in  Albany,  when  his  attention  was 
called  to  the  sacred  ministry,  an  event  which  had  always  been  his  mother's 
fervent  desire.  He  received  ueacon's  orders  in  Trinity  Church,  New  York, 
October  18,  1818,  from  Bishop  Hobart,  and  ministered  to  the  congregations  at 
Lansingburg  and  Waterford,  X.  Y.,  until  his  advancement  to  the  Priesthood, 
July  13,  18*20,  after  which  he  took  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  New  York 
City,  of  which  parish  he  was  the  first  rector.  During  a  portion  of  this  rector- 
ship he  officiated  as  assistant  in  Trinity  Church,  St.  Luke's  receiving  a  large 
part  of  its  support  from  this  corporation.  After  serving  this  parish  eight 
years  he  became  rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  New  York,  and  three  years 
later  accepted  a  call  to  Trinity  Cnurch,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  of  which  parish  he 
was  rector  for  over  eighteen  years.  While  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  New 
York,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Columbia  College, 
and  after  his  election  to  the  Episcopate,  the  decree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from 
the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Bishop  Upfold  was  consecrated  first  Bishop  of  Indiana  and  fiftieth 
in  the  line  of  the  American  succession,  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
December  10,  1849,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Benjamin  Bosworth  Smith,  D.  D  , 
of  Kentucky;  the  Right  Rev.  Charles  Petit  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  of  Ohio; 
and  the  Right  Rev.  Cicero  Stephens  Hawks,  D.  D.,  of  Missouri,  the 
Right  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Northwest  being 
present  and  assisting.  Scarcely  had  the  echo  of  the  sacred  mandate,  **  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost  for  the  office  and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God  " 
died  away  before  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  commenced  his  duties,  confirming  a 
class  in  the  evening  in  the  same  edifice  which  had  witnessed  his  consecration 
in  the  morning.  On  the  day  following,  he  commenced  those  journeyings 
and  labors  which,  with  unceasing  diligence,  he  maintained  until  prostrated 
by  the  resistless  encroachments  of  that  disease  which  for  many  years  held 
him  in  its  iron  grasp  and  rendered  him  incapable  for  the  work  he  loved  so 
well,  and  which  he  was  loth  to  believe  was  to  Le  his  no  longer. 

Richmond  was  the  first  place  outside  the  See  city  which  received  a  vis- 
itation from  the  new  Bishop.  It  had  been  anxiously  looking  for  this  event, 
and  the  Parish  Church,  St.  Paul's,  had  been  completed  and  was  presented 
for  consecration  free  of  all  encumbrances  on  December  20. 

From  Richmond  the  Bishop  proceeded  to  New  Albany,  Jeffersonville 
and  Madison.  At  the  latter  town  the  service  was  held  in  a  temporary  place 
of  worship,  the  severity  of  the  weather  having  delayed  the  completion  of  the 
new  church,  which,  it  was  hoped,  would  have  been  ready  for  consecration. 
From  this  point  the  Bishop  went  to  Pittsburgh  and  officiated  for  a  month  in 
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his  old  parish  church,  returning  to  complete  the  visitation  of  his  Diocese  on 
February  1,  1850.  The  first  point  reached  was  Lawrenceburgh,  which  was 
without  a  rector.  On  February  4,  at  Madison,  by  his  request,  the  Standing 
Committee  convened  as  a  council  of  advice  for  the  transaction  of  regular 
business.  On  the  7th  the  new  and  beautiful  parish  house  of  worship  was 
consecrated  and  given  the  name  of  Christ  Church.  The  Kev.  Messrs.  James 
Craik  and  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  of  Kentucky,  and  Alfred  Blake,  of  Ohio,  were 
present  and  assisted  in  the  services. 

Proceeding  by  the  way  of  Jeffersonville,  Indiana,  where  the  Rev.  R.  M. 
Chapman,  of  blessed  memory,  was  in  charge,  the  Bishop  reached  Indianapo- 
lis, February  13,    and  was   highly  gratified   by  a  class  for  confirmation   in 
Christ  Church,  the  second  within  two  months.     At  this  time  there  was  but 
one  railroad  in  the  State,  that  from   Indianapolis  to  Madison,   but  with  a 
rugged  constitution  the  vicissitudes  of  travel  by  the  rough  conveyances  then 
in  use,  seemed  light  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Master's  work. 
He  was  now  eager  to  complete  the  visitation  of  the  Hocks  intrusted  to  his  care. 
Although  the  roads  were  in  a  dreadful  condition,  he  visit ed  St.  Paul's,  Evans- 
villi*,  and  St.  John's,  Lafayette.     At  this  time,  on  the  earnest  solicitation  of 
the  vestry  of  the  latter  parish,  he  accepted  the  rectorship,  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  he  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  perform  his  Episcopal  visitations,  as  might 
be  required.    This  relationship  continued  till  1854,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Harri- 
man,  in  the  meantime  acting  as  his  assistant  minister.     Delphi,  Terre  Haute, 
Vinccnnes,   Laporte,  Mishawaka,   Elkhart,   Bristol,    Lima  and  Fort  Wayne 
were  now  recipients  of  his  revivifying  presence.     At  Fort  Wayne  the  recently 
enlarged  and  improved  parish  church  was  consecrated,  and  a  series  of  ser- 
vices held,  extending  over  four  days,  the  Bishop  preaching  six  times,  and  con- 
finning  a  class  of  fifteen.      He  continued  his  journey  from  Fort   Wayne  to 
1'cru,  Logansport,  Crawfordsville  and  Michigan  City  and  so  completed  the 
first  visitation  of  his  Diocese.    Three  churches  had  been  consecrated,  eighty- 
eight  persons  confirmed,  twenty-two  baptized.     What  a  field  for  labor  was 
here  exposed 

When  Bishop  Kemper  came  as  Missionary  Bishop,  in  1830,  he  found  one 
missionary  and  not  a  timber  laid  towards  the  erection  of  a  place  of  worship. 
The  small  appropriations  from  the  General  Missionary  Board  of  the  Church 
were  utterly  inadequate  for  aggressive  work,  and  the  religious  spirit  of  the 
Diocese  had  gradually  crystallized  around  those  bodies  of  Christians  which, 
if  not  openly  hostile  to  the  Church,  were  at  best  ignorant  of  her  claims  and 
prejudiced  against  her  ways.     The  same  circumstances  then  surrounded  the 
Church  in  Indiana  which  accompanied  the  formation  of  this,   the  American 
branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  in  the  latter  part  of  last  century.     It  was 
placed  in  a  purely  defensive  position,  continually  apologizing  for  and  explain- 
ing its  very  existence.     The   interest  of  the  wealthy  seaboard  Dioceses  in 
western  missions  was  transferred  at  a  bound  from  Ohio  to  the  great  North-

west  and  points  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.     Indiana  was  literally  over- 
looked, and  left  to  fight  her  battles  almost  unaided. 

The  spasmodic  efforts  to  supplement  the  meagre  sums  given  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  by  some  hardy  missionary  sent  to  plead  with  the  strong  and  rich 
Eastern  parishes,  were  pitifully  weak  and  disheartening.  With  an  area  equal 
to  that  of  the  Dioceses  of  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Rhode  Island,  its  rich  soil  almost  unbroken  by  hills  or  bodies  of 
water,  and  affording  to  the  immigrant  an  unequaled  prospect  for  location, 
with  a  population  of  nearly  a  million  souls,  and  a  steady  influx  of  hardy  set- 
tlers, this  was  an  empire,  indeed,  to  conquer  for  the  Master.  Well  might  a 
stouter  heart  than  that  of  our  first  Bishop  quail  at  the  prospect  on  the  com. 
pletion  of  his  first  visitation  of  the  domain  over  which  he  had  been  placed  a 
overseer  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

But  he  did  not  falter.  His  confidence  in  his  divine  calling  and  the  ulti- 
mate success  of  his  work  was  unbounded.  He  was  a  staunch  Churchman  of 
the  Hobart  school,  and  he  was  proud  of  his  early  association  with  this  godly 
and  able  man.  His  motto  was  :  *'  Evangelical  Truth  and  Apostolic  Order.1' 
It  was  said  of  him  that :  i(  While  he  knew  nothing  but  Christ  crucified  as  the 
way  of  human  salvation,  he  was  as  immovable  as  a  rock,  in  his  conviction  of 
the  Divine  origin  of  that  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,"  of  which 
he  believed  the  American  Church  a  true  and  living  branch.  He  foresaw  clearly 
the  difficulties  which  would  beset  the  early  efforts  to  plant  the  Church  in 
Indiana,  and  made  his  plans  accordingly.  His  constant  aim  was  to  lay  the 
foundation  deep,  so  that  when  others  followed  they  might  find  a  firm  basis 
on  which  to  build. 

Chief  among  these  efforts  were  the  measures  he  urged  upon  the  vestries 
throughout  the  Diocese  to  acquire  land  before  it  advanced  in  value,  on  which 
to  erect  rectories  and  schools ;  he  made  several  purchases  in  person,  one  of 
the  first  of  which  was  the  lot  on  which  the  rectory  at  Bristol  was  built.  He 
was  anxious  to  establish  parochial  schools,  and  realized  that  the  hope  and  de- 
pendence of  the  Church  must  be  on  the  young  and  growing  generation.  In 
one  of  his  addresses  he  said  : 

The  children  and  youth  of  our  Church  afford  the  best  materials  for 
building  it  up,  and  as  they  are  or  are  not  carefully,  thoroughly  and  faithfully 
indoctrinated  in  her  principles  and  usages,  depends  whether  they  grow  up 
true  to  her  claims  on  their  allegiance,  or  are  indifferent,  or,  what  is  more, 
hostile  to  a  faith  and  system  to  which  they  are  bound  by  vows  which  can  not 
be  broken  without  guilt. 4 

In  the  charge  to  his  clergy  in  his  first  Convention  address  he  sounded 
the  key-note  of  his  administration,  which,  hampered  by  lack  of  men  and 
means,  could  not  assume  an  aggressive  character,  he  said  : 

We  must  preach  the  Church,  for  ••  woe  unto  us  if  we  preach  not  the  gos- 
pel of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,"  and  the  Church  in  her  integrity,  as  of  the  in- 
stitutions and  ordinance  of  God,  in  her  ministry  and  sacraments  of  divine  ap- 
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point  men  t,  and  in  her  doctrine  and  worship  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  gospel. 
But  in  doing  this  it  is  most  advisable,  most  consistent  with  our  Christian 
profession  and  oar  sacred  office,  and  most  efficient,  that  we  do  it  practically 
by  living  and  acting  the  Church  in  a  faithful  conformity  to  her  ritual  and 
usages.  Our  attitude  should  be  defensive  rather  than  aggressive,  when 
assailed  ourselves,  which  we  must  expect  to  be  continually,  and  assailed  with 
all  the  wonted  bitterness  and  intolerance  of  error. 

While  we  are  bold  and  uncompromising  in  defense  and  confirmation  of 
the  truth  *  *  *  we  should  exercise  charity  personally  to  all  who  difler 
from  us,  yet  not  yielding  one  iota  of  principle  practically  or  in  terms.  Char- 
ily is  a  grace  *•  without  which  all  our  doings  are  nothing  worth;"  but 
charity  has  respect  of  persons  and  motives,  not  to  practices.  It  does  not 
oblige  us  to  compromise  in  any  way  what  we  conscientiously  believe  to  be 
the  truth,  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus ;  "  the  truth  of  God  which  we  profess, 
and  are  pledged  by  our  ordination  vows  to  maintain,  defend  and  extend,  is 
far  too  sacred,  involves  consequences  far  too  momentous  to  allow  of  its  being 
diluted,  frittered  away  and  ui vested  of  its  distinctive  features  to  suit  the 
varied  fancies  of  this  fanciful,  imaginative  generation.     *     *     * 

And  adherence  to  truth  in  its  entireness  and  integrity,  stigmatized  as  it 
is  by  popular  clamor,  or  bigotry  and  intolerance,  is  simply  iionesty  and  con- 
sistency. I  must  love  my  neighbor,  but  in  loving  him  I  am  in  nowise 
b  >und  to  love  his  errors,  or  adopt,  or  sanction  directly  or  indirectly  any- 
thing in  his  faith  or  practice  at  variance  with  that  religious  faith  and  prac- 
tice which  "on  most  certain  warrant  of  Holy  Scripture,"  and  "primitive 
tradition,"  I  conscientiously  believe  to  be  -'the  faith  once  deliverea  to  the 
Saints,"  and  to  which  I  am  bound  by  motives  far  more  weighty  than  "the 
praise  of  men  and  the  fleeting  breath  of  popular  applause." 

Thus  kindly  but  firmly  did  he  assume  the  helm.  He  was  desirous  of 
educating  candidates  for  holy  orders  within  the  diocese,  and  contemplated 
establishing  a  theological  school  of  his  own,  but  after  a  visit  to  Nashotah,  in 
1*53,  he  was  much  impressed  with  the  advatages  which  it  enjoyed  for  this 
purpose,  and  gaye  his  influence  towards  its  support.  His  zeal,  self-denial  and 
patience  were  almost  superhuman,  and  the  work  in  Indiana  thirty  years  ago 
needed  these  very  qualities,  for  the  Diocese  was  then  scarcely  able  to  raise  the 
sum  necessary  to  defray  his  traveling  expenses,  and  did  not  attempt  to  pay 
him  any  salary  at  first.  His  addresses  are  full  of  sympathy  and  encourage- 
ment for  his  clergy,  and  also  of  commendation  for  the  persevering  and 
faithful.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  he  had  to  contend  with  was  the  fre- 
quent changes  in  the  pastoral  relation.  In  his  address  of  1855  he  refers  to 
this  matter  in  these  word-.: 

I  am  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  discouragements  which  often  cluster 
around  your  path,  and  I  sympathize  deeply  with  thoSe — as  is  the  case  with 
many — whose  scanty  remuneration  seems  to  make  a  change  necessary.  But 
knowing  as  I  do,  and  perceiving  more  and  more  how  greatly  the  growth  and 
advancement  of  a  parish  depends  upon  the  continuous  ministrations  of  a 
pastor,  I  venture  to  ask — do  you  always,  or  generally,  better  yourselves  by  a 
change?  Might  you  not  overcome  many  of  the  most  discouraging  obstacles, 
whether  real  or  apprehended,  by  exercising  a  little  more  patience  and  a  little 
more  trust  in  the  providential  care  of  the  Master  whom  you  serve  ?     While 
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you  regard  yourselves  as  doing  little  or  no  good,  and  laboring  without  any 
results,  may  you  not  be  sowing  precious  seed  which,  if  you  only  wait  pa- 
tiently for  its  germination  and  growth,  will  brin./  forth  precious  fruit?  Bear 
in  mind,  also,  my  beloved  brethren,  that  our  mission  here  i»  the  West  is  not 
to  minister  in  old,  staid  and  well  ordered  parisies  but  to  build  up  such  par- 
ishes out  of  unpromising  materials,  to  seek  the  scattered  members  of  the 
flock,  reclaim  them  from  the  strange  pastures  into  which  they  may  have  wan- 
dered, and  collect  them  again  within  the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd  ;  that  you 
have  to  deal  with  the  ignorant  the  prejudiced,  the  careless  and  the  indifferent, 
and  to  encounter  much  and  serious,  direct  and  indirect,  opposition  from  a  va- 
riety of  sources  extraneous  to  our  own  fold.  Difficulties  and  discourage 
ments  are,  though,  to  be  counted  on  both  from  within  and  without,  but  they 
are  not,  ordinarily,  insurmouniable.  They  yield  more  readily  than  is  some- 
times thought  to  perseverance  in  a  straightforward  discharge  of  our  func- 
tions. *  *  *  Try  patiently  and  perseveringly  before  you  give  up  the 
effort. 

The  Convention  journals  record  the  faithful  work  of  the  brave  Bishop, 
now  rejoicing  in  the  consecration  of  a  house  of  worship,  for  which  a  devoted 
people  had  toiled  long  and  patiently,  and  then  sorrowing  at  the  erasure  of 
a  name  from  the  list  ol  parishes  ;  at  one  time  gladdened  by  the  results  of  the 
patient  labors  of  some  devoted  Priest,  then  again  depressed  at  one  of  the 
saddest  duties  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  Bishop,  the  deposition  of  a  clergy- 
man for  violation  of  his  ordination  vows.  The  death,  in  1851,  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Wylie,  President  of  the  State  University,  at  Blooming  ton,  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  standing  committee,  and  twice  delegate  to  the  General 
Convention,  was  a  great  blow  to  the  Diocese.  His  relations  to  the  Bishop 
were  very  close,  and  the  Bishop  mourned  his  loss  deeply.  Although  pos- 
sessed of  an  iron  constitution  the  malarial  influences  to  which  he  was  con- 
stantly exposed,  together  with  the  hardships  attending  his  Episcopal  labors, 
began  to  tell  on  him,  and  he  gradually  became  a  martyr  to  one  of  the  worst 
forms  of  neuralgic  rheumatism.  Yet  he  was  not  impatient  under  this  visi- 
tation. Those  near  him  during  the  long  years  of  his  suffering  never  heard 
him  lepine,  save  that  he  could  no  longer  do  his  Master's  work,  that  work  for 
which  he  was  set  apart.  In  18H5  he  was  unable  to  make  his  regular  visita- 
tion, and  we  find  the  Bishops  of  Wisconsin,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  the  Northwest  aiding  their  disabled  brother.  He  was  not 
able  to  attend  the  General  Convention  in  LSfjti.  In  the  convention  of  1H»55 
it  was  proposed  to  relieve  him  in  his  work  by  electing  an  assistant,  and  at  a 
special  convention  held  August  2'-*  of  the  same  year  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  C. 
Talbot,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  was  so  elected.  From  this 
time  till  his  decease  in  1872,  Bishop  Upfold  was  able  to  perform  very  little 
active  duty.  Still  he  kept  at  the  helm,  though  racked  with  cruel  pains. 
Misaddresses  during  the  period  of  his  confinement  to  his  room  breathe  a 
spirit  of  holy  resignation  and  calm  trust.  They  rejoice  in  the  continual 
growth  of  the  fold  he  had  nurtured  so  long,  and  his  interest  in  general  church 
affairs  was  kept  up   to  the  very  last.     With  regard   to  this   it  is  said   that 
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during  the  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1861*  he  sent  a  most  affecting 
message  to  the  younger  members  of  that  body  assuring  them  that  he  remem- 
bered them  constantly  in  his  prayers,  and  asking  those  of  their  number  that 
be  had  never  seen  to  send  him  their  photographs,  so  that  he  might  have 
their  images  in  his  mind. 

This  Christian  sympathy  with  his  fellow-workers  was  always  prominently 
manifested,  and  it  is  related  of  him  that  once,  on  passing  through  Chicago,  he 
refused  to  preach  in  one  of  the  largest  churches,  preferring  to  hunt  up  the 
mission  chapel  of  a  young  and  dear  friend  (now  Bishop  of  Minnesota),  who, 
he  said,  needed  his  aid  and  encouragement.  Bishop  Upfold  was  one  who 
did  not  court  new  friendships ;  his  life  was  too  busy  to  make  many  social 
ties;  his  preference  was  for  the  quiet  of  his  home,  the  work  of  his  study  and 
the  duties  of  his  office,  but  he  bore  a  kindly  heart,  and  among  his  trusted 
friends  he  was  one  of  the  most  genial  and  agreeable  of  men.  In  the  pulpit, 
Bishop  Upfold's  eloquence  was  that  of  clearness  and  strength.  The  statement 
of  his  convictions  was  always  given  with  a  force  of  argument  which  commanded 
the  attention  and  respect  of  his  hearers.  Although  not  enthusiastic,  his 
subjects  were  handled  in  a  calm  and  practical  manner,  showing  true  piety  and 
deep  cultivation,  with  no  pretentions  to  the  finer  grade  of  oratory.  The 
Christian  character  of  the  Bishop  was  lovely  in  that  it  was  eminently  prac- 
tical. All  that  he  did,  and  said,  and  suffered  seemed  to  be  for  the  glory  of 
Him  whom  he  served,  and  his  only  desire  seemed  to  be  like  another  and 
greater  Apostle  M  to  be  found   in  Him." 

He  was  called  to  his  rest  August  '26,  1872,  in  the  seventy-seventh  \ear 
of  his  age  and  the  twenty-third  of  his  Episcopate.  At  the  obsequie.-,  which 
were  performed  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  there  were  present  the 
Bishops  of  Minnesota,  Missouri  and  Indiana,  clergymen  from  Ohio  and  In- 
diana, besides  a  great  number  of  the  Diocesan  clergy,  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  a  large  congregation  composed  of  those 
who  were  bound  to  him  by  ties  of  love,  friendship  and  respect.  On  the 
Sunday  following,  September  1,  in  the  Cathedral,  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot, 
Second  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  delivered  the  memorial  sermon.

THE   EPISCOPATE  OF  THE  RIGHT  REV.  JOSEPH 
C.  TALBOT,   D.  D.,  LL.  D.   (Cantab.).

This  paper  is  not  intended  to  be  so  much  a  memoir  of  the  life 
of  Bishop  Talbot,  as  a  review  of  his  Episcopate,  and  an  account  and  sum- 
mary of  his  official  acts,  and  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Diocese,  during  the 
seventeen  years  that  he  was  its  Bishop.  And,  in  obtaining  this  information,  I 
have  had  to  rely  almost  entirely  on  the  addresses  of  the  Bishop  to  different  con 
ventions,  and  I  have  in  many  instances  used  his  words  in  giving  the  accounts  of 
this  work,  in  its  varied  forms,  and  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese.  The  follow 
ing  brief  outline  of  his  birth  and  ministry  to  the  time  of  his  translation  to  this 
Diocese,  will  be  all  that  will  be  said  of  his  life  to  that  time. 

The  Right  Rev.  Joseph  Cruickshank  Talbot  was  of  Quaker  parentage, 
being  born  in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  on  the  5th  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1816. 
The  sacred  ministry  was  not  at  first,  nor  for  many  years,  his  aim  in  life,  but 
he  entered  upon  a  mercantile  career,  and  after  that  became  connected  with  a 
bank,  in  both  of  which  enterprises  he  was  most  successful.  In  the  midst  of 
this  busy  life  he  determined  to  enter  the  sacred  ministry,  and  without  the 
usual  collegiate  or  theological  course  preparatory  to  Holy  Orders  (having  been 
educated  in  Fierpont  Academy,  Alexandria,  Virginia),  began  to  study  under 
the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  to  which  place  he  had  re- 
moved in  1830,  and  where  he  was  engaged  in  banking.  He  was  baptized  in 
Christ  Church,  Louisville,  in  1887,  by  Bishop  Smith,  and  became  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders  in  1841,  pursuing  his  studies  under  the  Bishop's  directions. 
Ordained  Deacon,  in  Christ  Church,  Louisville,  on  September  6,  1846,  and 
Priest,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Louisville,  on  September  6,  1848,  by  Bishop- 
Smith.  He  entered  at  once  upon  his  life's  work  as  a  clergyman  (though  for  a 
time  after  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  he  remained  ill  his  bank),  and  or- 
ganized St.  John's  Church,  Louisville,  and  upon  his  ordination  to  the  Priest- 
hood, became  its  rector,  remaining  with  the  parish  seven  years.  He  was 
elected  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  December  2,  1852,  and  ac- 
cepted the  election  January  20,  1863,  beginning  his  work  there  April  1,  1858. 
A  rectory,  costing  $3,000,  was  soon  built  and  paid  for,  and  on  April  6,  1856,. 
he  pleaded  for  a  new  church.     Ten  thousand  dollars  was  at  once  subscribed 
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toward  the  erection  of  the  present  Christ  Church,  and  Bishop  lip  fold  laid  the 
corner-stone,  June  24,  1869.  He  was  rector  of  this  parish  seven  years,  and 
in  that  time  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  adults  and  infants  were  baptized,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  persons  confirmed,  fifty-five  couples  were  married,  and 
eighty-four  persons  were  buried.  For  these  statistics  I  am  greatly  indebted 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Talbot. 

At  the  General  Convention  of  1861*  he  was  elected  Missionary  Bishop  of 
the  Northwest,  and  was  consecrated  in  his  own  parish  church,  in  Indianapolis, 
February  16,  I860,  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper,  whom  he  succeeded,  was 
consecrator,  and  Bishops  Smith,  of  Kentucky ;  Hawks,  of  Missouri ;  Upfold, 
of  Indiana,  and  Bedell,  of  Ohio,  were  present  and  assisted.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Pittsburgh,  A.  D.  1864,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  the  University  of 
Cambridge,  England,  A.  D.  1867.  Of  his  labors  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
great  Northwest,  it  is  not  for  me  to  speak  at  this  time,  nor  could  the  half  be 
told  of  the  trials  and  hardships  and  weary  journeyings,  by  day  and  night,  the 
discouragements  and  disappointments,  and  the  wearing  of  mind  and  body 
consequent  upon  his  vast  field,  and  the  souls  to  be  cared  for;  suffice  it  to  say, 
that  his  works  do  follow  him. 

The  Convention  address  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Upfold,  in  1865,  opens 
as  follows : 

It  has  been  a  year  of  trial  to  me  personally,  from  protracted  illness  with 
which  God  in  his  mysterious,  but  wise  and  gracious  providence,  hath  visited 
me ;  from  which,  however,  I  am  thankful  to  be  enabled  to  say,  I  am  in  a  con- 
siderable measure  relieved,  though  still  prevented  from  the  discharge  of  my 
official  duties  requiring  traveling  to  any  great  extent. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  so  much  of 
the  Bishop's  address  as  referred  to  his  infirm  health,  reported  that  they  had 
the  subject  under  consideration,  and  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

4 

Resohed,  That  to  extend  to  our  Bishop  such  relief  as  is  in  our  power,  and 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  is 
necessary. 

Re$otvedt  That  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  consider  the  practicability 
of  supporting  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

Resolved*  That  the  action  of  the  Convention,  thus  far  in  this  matter,  be 
now  communicated  to  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Upfold. 

Then  follows  the  following-motion  : 

Resohvd,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  support  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  and  to  report  to  an  adjourned  meeting 
of  this  Convention,  to  be  held  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  in  August,  A.  D.  1865. 

Bishop  Upfold,  in  his  address  of  1866,  says: 
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On  the  2#d  of  August,  I  presided  at  the  opening  session  of  the  adjourned 
convention  of  the  Diocese,  convened  to  consider  and  determine  the  question 
of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  in  consequence  of  my  physical  inability 
to  discharge  the  active  duties  of  my  office.  It  was  decided  to  proceed  to  such 
an  election,  and  at  the  evening  session  at  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Runcie,  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  presided  in  my  absence,  the  Convention,  with 
singular  unanimity,  on  the  first  ballot,  elected  the  Right  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot, 
D  D  ,  then  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese,  which,  from  my  conviction  of  his  peculiar  fitness  for  the  position, 
received  my  most  cordial  concurrence. 

The  consent  of  the  General  Convention  having  been  given, Bishop  Talbot 
accepted  the  office  and  entered  upon  its  duties,  arriving  in  Indianapolis  from 
the  East,  where  he  had  been  in  attendance  upon  the  General  Convention,  and 
laboring  in  the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  Dec  22,  1866.  That  the  Bishop 
brought  with  him  the  missionary  spirit  that  had  been  his  support  as  Missionary 
Bishop  of  the  Northwest,  is  evident  by  his  opening  address  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  1866.  After  speaking  of  the  growth  and  improvements  in  several  of 
the  parishes,  he  adds:  4<  But  there  is  also  much  that  is  calculated  to  depress 
us,  the  want  of  clergymen,  earnest,  active  and  devoted  men  to  fill  our  vacant 
parishes  and  missionary  stations.  Fourteen  parishes  and  stations  are  unsup- 
plied.  An  hundred  towns  at  least,  which  have  never  heard  the  voice  of  the 
Church  ought  to  be  occupied.  Let  us  pray  earnestly  to  the  Lord  of  the  har- 
vest, that  He  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest.  Let  us  redouble  our 
efforts  and  our  alms.  I  there  be  one  wish  for  this  Diocese  nearer  to  my  heart 
than  another,  it  is  that  it  may  be  pre-eminently  a  Missionary  Diocese  full 
of  zeal  and  liberal  to  the  extent  of  its  ability,  for  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
kingdom  and  glory."  He  then  adds,  **I  have  visited  every  portion  of  the 
Diocese  and  have  held  services  in  nearly  every  living  parish  and  missionary 
station  within  its  limits  "  Education  also  occupied  a  large  share  of  his  heart 
and  work,  and  he  speaks  of  the  establishment  of  Brownell  Hall,  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Nebraska,  as  the  work  thpt  affords  him  the  highest  satisfaction  of  all 
his  labors  in  the  Northwest.  It  was  for  the  cause  of  education  that  the  Bishop 
chose  Terre  Haute  for  his  residence,  rather  than  Indianapolis,  as  St.  Agnes** 
School,  then  a  valuable  property,  was  located  there.  At  this  time,  also,  he 
pleads  for  an  Episcopal  residence  for  the  venerated  and  infirm  Senior  Bishop, 
which  shall  be  large  enough  for  another  Bishop  of  larger  family,  and  for  the 
center  of  Diocesan  hospitality  Among  the  first  official  acts  of  the  Bishop, 
that  I  find  in  the  journals  at  my  disposal,  is  the  mention  by  Bishop  Upfold  in 
his  address  to  the  Convention  of  I860,  where' he  says,  "On  the  12th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1865,  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Talbot  (then  Missionary  Bishop  of 
of  the  Northwest),  at  my  request,  held  an  ordination  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort 
Wayne,  and  admitted  Abraham  Reeves,  M.  D.,  formerly  a  Methodist  preacher, 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons."  Then  January  15,  1865,  2d  Sunday  after 
Epiphany,  Bishop  Talbot  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  and  con- 
firmed fourteen   persons.     Of  the    Bishop's  official  acts,  the  next  year,  1866, 
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being  the  first  year  of  his  labors   as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  he  re- 
ports as  follows : 

Baptisms,  adult,  7;  infant,  6;  total,  13.  Confirmed,  Kentucky,  13;  Ill- 
inois, 131 ;  Diocese,  348;  total,  492.  Ordained,  Deacon,  1 ;  Priests,  2  ;  total,  8. 
Consecrated  church,  1;  instituted  rectors,  2;  marriages,  2;  burial,  1.  Ad- 
ministered Hoiy  Communion,  public,  8;  private,  3;  total,  11.  Sermons  and 
addresses,  149  ;  amount  secured  for  Diocesan  mission?-,  $370.57  ;  St.  Stephen's, 
Terre  Haute,  cancels  debt,  $8,000 ;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  builds  church, 
$10,000 ;  St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  doubles  size  of  church  and  builds  rectory, 
$14,000 ;  Grace,  Indianapolis,  Church  and  parish  purposes,  $7,0iH). 

In  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1867,  the  Bishop  still  pleads  the  Mis- 
sionary cause,  and  says,  "  When  shall  we  learn  the  simple  truth,  that  we  may 
never  speak  of  alms  or  charity  until  we  have  first  of  all  paid  as  a  debt  to 
Christ,  the  tenth  of  all  we  have."  He  strongly  advocates  a  multiplication  of 
Bishops,  and  closes  an  argument  on  that  subject  with  these  words:  "I  trust 
another  General  Convention  will  not  adjourn  until  it  ha*  removed  every  re- 
striction upon  the  erection  of  new  Dioceses  except  those  absolutely  needed  as 
checks  upon  haste  and  indiscretion,  namely,  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and 
Convention  most  interested,  and  of  the  General  Convention.  As  every  new 
parish  becomes  the  centre  of  new  influence  and  new  enterprises,  and  new 
strength  for  the  Church,  in  the  city  and  the  Diocese,  so,  I  conceive,  does 
every  new  Diocese  for  the  Church  within  the  State  and  country  at  large."  It 
was  this  year  that  the  Bishop  received  an  invitation  from  His  Grace,  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  to  attend  the  Pan  Anglican  Council  to  be  holden  at 
Lambeth,  on  the  24th  of  September.  ••  My  reply,"  he  says,  «*  to  this  com- 
munication has  been  that  I  hope  and  intend,  if  it  pleases  God,  to  be  present 
to  bear  my  share  of  the  labor  and  responsibility  of  this  proposed  work  for 
the  Church  of  God.  Should  I  do  so  I  shall  embrace  the  opportunity  which 
such  a  visit  will  afford,  for  a  brief  recreation  after  more  than  twenty  years  of 
active  labor  in  my  ministry.  The  official  acts  of  the  Bishop  in  1867  were  : 
Baptisms,  infant,  8;  adult,  14;  total,  22.  Confirmed  388.  Ordained,  Dea- 
con, 1  ;  Priest,  1  ;  total,  2.  Marriages,  5  ;  burial,  1.  Holy  Communion  ad- 
ministered, 19;  sermons  and  addressee,  155.  Diocesan  Missions,  amount 
secured,  $1,745.20. 

On  August  1,  1868,  the  Bishop  and  his  family  removed  from  Terre  Haute  to 
Indianapolis  and  on  Monday,  August  26,  of  the  <ime  year,  the  Bishop  started 
from  Indianapolis,  on  his  way  to  attend  the  Council  of  Lambeth.  He  reached 
Indianapolis  again  on  December  31,  1868.  The  needs  of  the  Diocese  are 
shown  in  the  Bishop's  address  to  the  Convention  of  1868,  by  the  following 
table :

each  of  over 26,000 

In  counties  where  parishes  are  established  there  is  for  each  parish 

a  population  of  nearly 18,000 

The  Bishop  then  adds : 

And,  brethren  of  the  laity,  let  me  ask  you  for  what  your  wealth  is  given? 
I-«t  me  beg  you  ask  respecting  it,  •'  Lord,  what  wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do  ?  "  Far 
letter,  brethren,  for  your  peace  in  death,  and  your  position  in  eternity,  that  you 
had  never  possessed  it,  than  that  you  should  selfishly  use  or  more  selfishly 
hoard  what  God  has  given  you,  instead  of  employing  it  to  lay  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven. 

At  the  close  of  the  address,  after  recording  the  Bishop's  decease,  the 
Bishop  says  : 

I  am  admonished  by  the  position  in  which  I  find  my  own  name  in  our 
brief  list  of  Bishops,  of  the  rapid  changes  which  eight  years  have  brought, 
and  of  the  need  of  working  while  it  is  called  to-day,  because  the  night 
cometh.  Then  it  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  roll,  now  there  are  no  less  than 
seventeen  below  it,  while,  of  those  which  were  above,  fifteen  have  gone  to 
their  account,  and  only  twenty-six  remain. 

The  official  acts  of  1868  are:  Baptisms,  adult,  12;  infant,  10;  total  81. 
Confirmed,  428,  Ordained,  Deacons,  0 ;  Priests,  3;  total,  9.  Churches  con- 
secrated, 2;  corner  stones  laid,  2;  marriage,  1;  burial,  1;  Holy  Communion 
administered,  28 ;  sermons  and  addresses,  140.  Diocesan  missions,  amount 
secured,  $1,782.06.  New  Parishes — Grace,  Attica ;  St.  John's,  Elkhart; 
Holy  Innocents',  Evansville;  Grace,  I^afayette. 

The  Convention  met  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  in  the  new  St  Paul's 
Cathedral,  Indianapolis.  The  Bishop,  in  his  address  of  1809,  speaks  with 
great  pleasure  of  the  completion  of  the  Episcopal  residence,  and  its  occupancy 
by  the  Bishop.  Also,  of  the  General  Convention  of  that  year,  the  first  since 
1869  at  which  the  Bishops  and  Deputies  from  all  the  Dioceses  of  our  country 
met  in  Council.  **God  be  praised,"  he  says,  **  that  the  political  strifes  which 
has  severed  every  other  body  of  Protestent  Christians  in  the  land,  have  had  no 
power,  hardly  even  a  place,  among  ourselves  as  Christ's  body. 

The  official  acts  of  1869,  are:  Baptisms,  adult,  3;  infant,  9 ;  total,  12. 
Confirmations,  351.  Ordained,  Deacons,  2  ;  Priests,  8;  total,  6.  Consecrated 
churches,  2;  Holy  Communion  administered,  26;  sermons  and  addresses,  150. 
Diocesan  missions,  amount  received,  $1,569.25.  New  Parishes — St.  James's, 
South  Bend;  Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis:  Good  Shepherd,  Fort  Wayne. 
Grace,  Attica,  built  a  new  church  ;  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville,  a  rectory  ;  St. 
Paul's,   Mishawaka,  enlarges  church ;  St.   Paul's,   Laporte,  enlarges  church  ; 
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Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  consecrated  ;  Trinity,  Logansport,  begins  a  new  church  ; 
St.  James's,  Vincennes,  improves  church ;  Christ  Church,  Madison,  improves 
church  and  rectory ;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  pays  off  debt  and  consecrated. 

The  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  occupies  a  large  part  of  the  address 
to  the  Convention  of  1870,  and  the  Bishop  submits  plans  for  its  accomplish- 
ment. How  true  his  words  and  those  of  another  Bishop,  *•  For  what  purposes 
but  these  has  property  any  value,  after  it  has  sustained  ourselves  and  our  house- 
holds in  comfort  and  plenty." 

In  comparing  the  Stale  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  he  makes  the  fol- 
lowing statement : 

From  1860  to  1865,  inclusive,  a  period  of  sixteen  years,  the  whole  num- 
ber of  confirmations  were  1,901,  an  annual  average  of  a  fraction  over  118. 
From  1866  to  1870,  inclusive,  five  years,  they  have  been  1,890,  but  eleven 
less  than  in  the  previous  sixteen  years,  affording  an  average  of  378,  or  con- 
siderably more  than  three-fold.  In  the  same  period  the  communicants  have 
nearly  doubled,  being  in  18o6,  1,510,  while  now  they  are  in  round  numbers 
about  2,800.  We  have  also  largely  increased  and  improved  our  church  prop- 
erty, having  expended  about  $175,000  in  this  work,  which  has  extended  to 
every  part  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  at  this  time  pleads  for  Theological  Education,  and  begs  the 
clergy,  as  a  grand  way  to  help  the  cause,  to  leave  their  libraries  by  will  for 
that  purpose,  a*  he  long  ago  had  left  his,  and  at  his  suggestion  Bishop  Upfold 
and  some  of  the  clergy  had  made  a  similar  disposition  of  theirs 

Official  acts  of  1870:  Baptisms,  adult,  7;  infant,  20;  total,  27.  Con- 
firmations, 380 ;  corner  stone  laid,  1 ;  churches  consecrated,  2  ;  marriages, 
3:  burial,  1;  Holy  Communion  celebrated,  14;  sermons  and  addresses, 
160;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  secures  rectory  ;  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  builds 
church ;  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw,  builds  its  second  church  ;  Trinity,  Ft. 
Wayne,  provides  rectory;  Good  Shepherd,  Ft.  Wayne,  new  church;  Grace, 
Lafayette,  begins  $20,000  church  ;  Christ,  Indianapolis,  completed  by  adding 
spire;  Diocesan  missions,  amount  received,  $1,369.72. 

In  1871  the  Bishop,  in  addition  to  his  own  work,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  whose  health  compelled  him  to  go  abroad,  made  a 
visitation  to  twenty  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  that  Diocese,  occupying 
about  two  months.  It  was  this  year  that  the  present  Episcopal  residence  on 
Circle  street  was  built,  on  the  lot  generously  donated  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Morrison, 
and  the  plan  of  Diocesan  assessments,  for  which  the  Bishop  had  labored  so 
hard,  was  adopted. 

Official  acts  of  1871:  Baptisms,  adult,  7;  infant,  32;  total,  39.  Con- 
firmations, Minnesota,  142;  Diocese,  275;  total,  417.  Corner  stone  laid,  1 ; 
cemetery  consecrated  in  Minnesota,  1  ;  marriages,  7;  burial,  1.  Holy  Com- 
munions celebrated,  public,  20;  private,  3;  total,  23.  Ordinations,  Dea- 
cons, 3  ;   Priests,  6 ;  total,  9  ;  sermons  and  addresses,  191 ;  Diocesan   missions, 
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amount    secured,   $1,147.84       Trinity,    Michigan   City   builds    rectory;    St. 
Paul's,  Mishawaka.  sells  old  and  builds  new  church;  Trinity,  Peru,  purchases 
lot    and    rectory;    Trinity,    Logansport,    builds    a   rectory;    St.    Matthew's 
Worthington,  builds  rectory;  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  builds  mission  chapel. 
New  Missions — Columbus,  North  Vernon,  (ireencastle  .and  Covington. 

The  Convention  of  1872  was  the  first  that  Bishop  Talbot's  address  was 
not  preceded  by  that  of  Bishop  Upfold,  who  was  at  that  time  too  feeble  to  even 
dictate  his  usual  address  of  welcome  and  counsel ;  so  that  the  cares  of  the  Di- 
ocese were  more  fully  laid  upon  the  Assistant  Bishop.  In  addition  to  these, 
Grace  Church,  Indianapolis,  was  without  a  rector,  and  Bishop  Talbot  under- 
took to  supply  that  parish  with  services  until  they  could  secure  one.  Ex- 
hausted by  the  labor  of  his  visitation  of  the  Diocese,  he  was  completely 
broken  down,  and  compelled  to  abandon  all  public  duties  for  several  months, 
which  included  the  usual  fall  visitation.  Of  the  progress  of  the  Church,  the 
Bishop  says : 

Eleven  of  our  living  parishes,  ami  seven  of  our  missions,  eleven  church 
edifices,  including  nearly  all  of  the  better  and  more  expensive  class,  besides 
several  of  the  best  village  churches  in  the  Diocese,  seven  out  of  fourteen  rec- 
tories, five  of  them  equal  to  the  best  we  have,  nearly  one-half  over  four- 
tenths  of  the  church  sittings,  largely  over  one-half  of  the  real  estate  and  other 
church  property,  representing  between  $250,000  and  $300,000,  actually  raised 
within  the  Diocese  during  the  term  of  my  Episcopate,  besides  at  least  $25,000 
more  for  other  purposes  outside  of  parochial  work.  All  this  is  the  result  of 
God's  blessing  upon  us  in  the  past  six  years  of  labor.

The  Bishop's  address  to  the  Convention  of  1873,  open:*  as  follow> : 

The  first   duty  which  dexolves   upon    me    in  opening  my  annual  address 
is  to  record  and  officially  announce  to  you  the  departure  out  of  this  world  of 
your  late   venerable  and  long  afflicted    Bishop,  the  Kt    Rev.  George  Upfold, 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  20 ih  day  of  August  last,  in  the  seventy-seventh 
year  of  his  age  and  the  twenl) -third  of  his  Episcopate. 

From  this  time  the  Bishop  became  the  actual  head  of  the  Diocese, 
although  since  hi>  translation  to  it.  he  had  been  its  working  head.  From  all 
that  the  Bishop  over  wrote  and  in  all  It-*  addresses  to  the  different  conven- 
tions, during  the  seven  years  of  hi*,  association  with  Bishop  I'pfold,  it  would 
appear  that  their  relations  were  most  pleasant  and  harmonious,  and  Bishop 
Upfold  always  spoke  of  the  As  istant  bishop,  upon  whom  devolved  all  of  the 
active  work  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  most  affectionate  and  approving  manner. 
In  this  address  Bishop  Talbot  >ays  :  "It  i*  to  me  a  reflection  full  of  com- 
fort that  I  was   permitted    to  solace   his    (Bishop  Upfold'*)  years  of  suffering, 
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and  to  receive  from  his  almost  speechless  lips  at  last,  expressions  of  his  per- 
fect satisfaction  with  my  work,  undertaken  for  his  relief."  On  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 1,  1872,  in  the  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  Bishop  Talbot  delivered  the 
memorial  discourse  on  the  death  of  Bishop  Upfold.  St.  Barnabas'  Day,  June 
11,  1872,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  take  pari  in  the  semi-centennial  cele- 
bration of  the  founding  of  Christ  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  the  church  in 
which  he  says  *•  I  was  baptized  and  confirmed  and  in  which  indeed  I  heard 
for  the  first  time  in  my  life  the  Holy  Services  of  our  Book  of  Prayer,  and 
learned  to  love  them."  This  was  an  unusually  busy  year  for  the  good  Bishop, 
for  owing  to  the  illness  and  death  of  the  Senior  Bishop,  and  the  absence  of  sev- 
eral of  the  clergy  fjjom  Indianapolis,  he  was  forced  to  stay  at  his  post, 
and  give  up  the  vacation  which  he  so  much  needed  during  the  hot  weather. 
His  health,  however,  had  much  improved  and  his  voice  restored  so  that  he 
Mas  able,  in  addition  to  visiting  every  parish  and  mission,  to  extend  his  work 
to  places  never  before  visited.

On  the  day  after  the  adjournment  «»f  this  convention,  the  Bishop  started 
for  Pittsburgh  to  assist  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  who  was  disabled  by  ill- 
ness. He  held  several  confirmations,  and  assisted  in  the  Trinity  ordinations 
there.

The  Bishop  was  a  strong  advocate  of  smaller  Dioceses,  and  in  several 
of  his  addresses  expressed  himself  very  forcibly  in  favor  of  dividing  Indiana 
at  the  earliest  possible  date,  giving  his  reasons  and  offering  plans  for  its  ac- 
complishment. 

In  regard  to  the  improvements  in  the  Diocese  the  Bishop  says,  in  1875: 

It  would  weary  you  to  state  in  detail  all  the  improvements  which  have 
been  made,  and  to  give  all  the  reasons  for  encouragement  and  hope  which  I 
find  in  my  travels  through  my  extensive,  and  certainly,  very  arduous  field.

In  1877  the  Bishop,  with  the  assistance  of  friends,  erected  a  monument 
at  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  over  the  remains  of  the  first  Bishop  of  Indiana.

During  a  portion  of  1878  the  Bishop  was  compelled  by  illness  to  with- 
draw all  appointments  except  those  where  confirmations  were  expected, 
though  he  says  that  during  the  year  he  visited  every  parish  and  mission  in 
the  Diocese,  with  a  few  exceptions.  St.  Anna's  School  was  this  year  opened 
by  the  Bishop.  The  Diocesan  paper,  known  as  the  Monitor,  was  first  pub- 
lished, and  a  stipend  granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mann,  the  deaf  mute  mission- 
ary, which  has  ever  since  been  allowed.  A  memorial  window  was  placed  in 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima,  in  memory  of  Bishop  Upfold.  An  invitation  was 
also  received  by  the  Bishop  to  attend  the  Second  Lambeth  Council,  which  he 
was  obliged  to  decline  on  account  of  the  work  which  he  had  undertaken  for 
education  in  the  Diocese,  which  could  not  be  accomplished  in  time  for  him 
to  be  present.

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In  1879  the  Bishop  speaks  of  his  labors,  and  adds:  "  I  feel  more  and 
more  as  the  years  increase  the  pressure  of  these  duties,  and  I  pray  to  be 
more  sensible  that  the  night  comet h  and  to  fulfill  my  appointed  labors/'  Of 
the  vl?bt  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  he  reminds  the  Convention,  though  not  in  a 
spirit  of  complaint,  that  the  Bishop  alone  is  compelled  to  carry  it.  In  regard 
to  marriage  and  divorce,  the  Bishop  says:  "There  is  unquestionably  room 
for  argument  upon  the  right  to  re-marry  after  divorce  for  the  one  and  only 
Scriptural  ground  of  legal  separation  by  absolute  divorce.  Respecting  such 
a  separation  for  any  other  cause,  there  can  be  none  whatever."

In  addition  to  his  Diocesan  duties  in  1880,  the  Bishop  was  present,  and 
as  Senior  Bishop  presided  at  meetings  of  the  Boards  of  Visitors  and  of 
Trustees  of  Racine  College  and  of  Nashotah.  During  the  summer  of  1879 
the  Bishop  was  prostrated  by  the  heat  and  over-work,  and  prevented  from  all 
work  for  three  months,  except  attending  to  correspondence,  and  he  tells  the 
Convention  that  in  the  future  he  fears  he  will  have  to  give  up  all  work  during 
the  hot  months.  His  friends  urged  him  to  travel  abroad,  and  one  of  them 
offered  him  the  means  for  the  journey ;  but  he  felt  that  he  could  not  leave  the 
Diocese  at  that  time,  but  must  remain  during  the  summer  nearer  home  in  a  cool 
climate,  and  by  correspondence  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  Diocese.  Still, 
the  Bishop  says:  **  During  the  year  T  have  visited  every  parish  and  mission 
within  the  Diocese,  some  ot  them  repeatedly,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
since  my  enforced  withdrawal  from  work  I  have  been  unusually  free  from  my 
only  physical  ailment,  an  affection  ot  the  head,  sometimes  very  serious  during 
the  heated  term  and  under  unusual  pressure  of  work."

During  October  and  November  of  1880  the  Bishop  was  in  attendance 
upon  the  General  Convention  and  engaged  in  New  York  in  work  for  the 
Diocese.  He  resumed  his  labors  in  the  Diocese  November  21,  and  visited 
every  parish  and  mission  in  its  limit*  except  two,  and  some  new  places  where 
he  had  not  been  before.  He  says  ot  the  work:  '•  It  has  been  to  me  a  year  ol 
continued  and  exhausting  labor,  which  ha*,  however,  been  cheered  by 
evidence  of  God's  blessing  on  my  work."  In  1881  the  Bishop  secured  in  the 
State  Legislature  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  the  act  incorporating  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  property  of 
the  Church.

The  Convention  of  1881  was  the  last  the  good  Bishop  ever  presided  over, 
for  in  1882  he  addresses  them  as  follows :  "Though  1  am  not  able  to  preside 
over  all  its  deliberations,  I  come  at  its  assembling  to  greet  you  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  and  to  bid  you  welcome  to  this  Cathedral  Church  and  city.  I  pro- 
ceed to  give  you  an  account  of  my  limited  amount  of  work  since  the  last 
Convention.  Within  a  month  of  its  close,  as  you  are  aware,  I  was  suddenly 
smitten  with  illness,  which,  after  several  weeks  of  total  inability  for  any  occu- 
pation, left  me  so  prostrated  as  to  render  the  further  active  discharge  of  my 
duties  impossible.  Still,  the  burden  of  my  correspondence  was  upon  me. 
As  early  as  October  last  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  kindly  offered 
to  relieve  me  of  my  executive  labors,  but  it  was  not  until  December  that  I 
ceased  the  hopeless  and  dangerous  struggle,  and  constituted  them  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  leaving  it  to  seek  the  restoration  of  my 
health.  Since  then  I  have  done  nothing  else."  The  letter  of  authority  to 
the  Standing  Committee  is  dated  November  3,  1881,  and  arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Bishops  of  Chicago,  Springfield  and  Kentucky  for  Episcopal 
visitation  of  the  Diocese.

Immediately  after  this  Convention  the  Bishop  went  to  Delafield,  Wis., 
where  he  hoped  to  regain  his  health  among  old  friends,  and  in  its  bracing 
climate,  but  was  called  home  July  24  by  a  telegram  of  the  sickness  of  his 
wife,  who  died  August  7.  This  was  a  great  blow  to  the  Bishop,  weak  and 
worn  out  as  he  was,  but  on  the  18th  of  August  he  started  on  a  visit  to  the 
home  of  his  boyhood,  Alexandria,  Va.  There  he  spent  a  short  time  among 
old  friends,  and  from  thence  went  to  Monmouth  Beach  for  sea  bathing  and 
air,  but  was  attacked  with  vertigo  on  September  0,  which  confined  him  to 
thehuuse  for  some  days.  On  the  23d  of  September  he  went  to  visit  a  friend 
in  Greenwich,  N.  V.,  and  was  there  attacked  by  a  disease  of  the  brain, 
which  greatly  affected  his  eyesight,  and  caused  the  muscles  of  his  face  to 
distort,  so  that  on  the  2,.*th  of  September  he  returned  to  Indianapolis  greatly 
discouraged  and  dispirited.  From  that  time  until  the  close  of  his  life  he 
spent  the  time  at  his  home  in  Indianapolis,  gradually  failing  from  day  today, 
though  the  last  of  December  he  resolved  to  visit  the  water  cure  at  Kenosha, 
as  he  was  very  restless  and  longed  for  a  change,  but  the  night  before  he  was 
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to  have  left  a  heavy  snow  storm  prevailed,  which  made  him  postpone  the  trip, 
which  he  never  made,  for  God  called  him  to  Paradise  on  the  15th  of  January, 
1884,  at  6  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  last  days  of  the  Bishop  were  most 
trying  to  him,  for  one  faculty  of  his  diseased  body  gave  out  after  another, 
until  he  could  neither  read  nor  write,  and  then  memory  failed,  so  that  he 
often  did  not  know  those  most  familiar  to  him.  On  October  30  the  Bishop 
had  called  the  Standing  Committee  together  at  his  residence,  and  requested 
their  views  as  to  the  expediency  of  his  resigning  the  work  of  the  Diocese, 
believing  that  he  never  would  be  able  to  resume  it  again.  The  committee 
resolved,  however,  to  request  the  Bishop  to  again  place  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese  in  their  hands,  and  reluctantly  consented  to  his  forwarding  his  pro- 
posed resignation  to  the  Presiding  Bishop.  On  November  20  the  Bishop 
again  called  the  Standing  Committee  together  and  stated  that  he  had  con- 
cluded not  to  resign  the  Diocese,  but  to  place  its  affairs  in  their  hands, 
which  he  did  in  a  formal  letter  of  that  date.

On  the  19th  of  January,  1883,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese 
and  citizens  of  the  See  city  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  to  pay  the  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  dead  Bishop.  The  order  of  services  was  most  ap- 
propriate and  imposing,  the  funeral  discourse  being  delivered  by  the  Right 
Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  the  weary  and  worn  out  body  of  the  Sec- 
ond Bishop  of  Indiana  was  laid  at  rest  in  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  to  await  the 
call  to  immortality,  and  be  raised  a  spiritual  body,  without  pain  or  disease. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Special  Convention,  called  to  elect  a  Bishop  to 
succeed  Bishop  Talbot,  a  memorial  service  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral. 
The  Bishop  of  Springfield  delivered  a   memorial  address.

The  Bishop  was  present  and  assisted  in  the  consecration  of  the  following 
Bishops:  Coxe,  Western  New  York;  Clarkson,  Nebraska;  Kerfoot,  Pittsburgh  ; 
Cummins,  Assistant,  Kentucky ;  Armitage,  Wisconsin  ;   Whittaker,    Mission- 
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ary,  Nevada;  Spaulding,  Missionary,  Colorado;  Gillespie,  Western  Michigan  ; 
McLaren,  Chicago;  Harris,  Michigan.  At  the  consecration  of  the  latter 
Bishop,  Harris,  he  was  the  Consecrator. 

Bishop  Talbot  was  indeed  the  chief  shepherd  and  leader  in  his  Diocese, 
for  he  always  wanted  to  visit  a  new  station  or  town  where  there  was  no  Church 
first,  and  then  he  would  send  them  a  clergyman  for  such  services  as  he 
thought  needed.  In  the  matter  of  giving,  he  took  ihe  lead  also,  and  was  an 
example  to  the  whole  Diocese,  as  his  whole  private  fortune,  which  was  no  in- 
consi  lerable  amount,  he  gave  to  the  Diocese  long  before  his  death,  and  in 
worldly  goods,  died  a  poor  man.  And  how  can  I  better  close  this  poor 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  this  distinguished  Prelate,  and  the  account  of  his 
acts  than  by  using  the  very  words  spoken  by  him  over  the  grave  of  his  prede- 
cessor. *•  Such  in  brief  was  our  late  Bishop.  And  he  is  gone.  God  in 
mercy  to  him  has  closed  the  discipline  in  which  he  was  perfected  through 
suffering,  and  he  is  at  rest.  We  can  not  but  be  thankful  that  the  long  strug- 
gle is  over,  and  while  we  mourn  that  we  >lull  see  his  face  no  m>re,  rejoice 
that  he  is  beyond  all  pain  and  tears  and  death,  and  with  his  Master  whom 
he  loved  and  served.  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord.  From 
henceforth,  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  re*t  from  their  labors,  and 
their  works  do  follow  them.'' 


THE   EPISCOPATE   OF  THE   RIGHT  REV.    DAVID 
BUEL  KNICKERBACKER,  D.  D.

The  scene  now  shifts,  and  we  change  the  setting  from  the  past  to  the 
present;  we  pass  from  the  men  and  the  things  that  have  been  to  those  that 
are,  and  in  our  consideration  at  this  time  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana  we  come  to  the  present  Episcopate,  that  of  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Knicker- 
backer.  God  is  an  important  factor  in  every  human  problem.  And  why 
not  ?  That  which  he  created  shall  not  the  Creator  control  ?  and  this  in  the 
spiritual  world,  as  in  the  realm  of  material  nature. 

44  Lo  !  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,"  is  the 
sure  warrant  unto  His  Church  of  His  ever-abiding  Presence  to  direct  and 
control  all  things  for  the  best,  according  to  his  own  wise  purposes. 

A  striking  illustration  of  this  fact  is  furnished  us  when,  on  the  6th  of 
June,  A.  D.  1883,  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  conven- 
tion assembled,  elected  the  Rev.  Dr.  Knickerbacker,  of  Gethsemane  Church, 
Minneapolis,  to  the  Apostolic  office,  and  to  become  the  Episcopal  head  of 
this  Diocese. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  their  report  to  the  special 
convention  of  March,  1883,  in  reference  to  the  great  responsibility  upon 
them  in  the  matter  of  electing  a  Bishop,  used  these  words  :  "  May  God  grant 
that,  after  nominations  are  made,  the  devout  prayer  of  each  heart  may  be : 
'Thou,  I^ord,  which  knowest  the  hearts  of  all  men,  show  of  these  the  one 
whom  Thou  hast  chosen,  to  take  the  place  in  this  ministry  and  apostleship.'  " 
And,  verily,  when  we  look  at  the  result  of  the  election  by  the  following  con- 
vention, in  the  light  of  the  past  rive  years,  we  must  believe  that  that  prayer 
was  heard  and  answered;  and  we  may  exclaim,  "What hath  God  wrought?" 
And  so  the  steps  of  procedure  following  this  election,  Dr.  Knickerbacker's 
acceptance,  his  confirmation  by  the  General  Convention,  his  consecration  to 
the  sacred  office,  his  coming  to  the  Diocese  and  entrance  upon  his  work, 
were,  we  must  believe,  under  God's  provident  care  and  direction. 

When  we  think  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  at  that  time,  the 
peculiar  feature  of  the  field  and  its  needs,  we  must  say  that  in  the  eternal 
fitness  of  all  things  God  sent  the  right  man  to  do  His  work  here  as  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese. 
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At  that  time  the  Diocese  was  in  a  depressed  and  destitute  condition. 
The  Catholic  Church  is  ex  necessitate  Episcopal,  and  any  part  of  it  without 
the  Bishop  works  slowly  and  poorly.  This  was  the  case  here  in  Indiana  at 
that  time. 

To  use  the  words  of  the  Standing  Committee  :  "  The  protracted  illness 
of  Bishop  Talbot,  with  consequent  loss  of  efficient  Episcopal  supervision  of 
the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  nearly  two  years,"  resulted  in  the  stoppage  of  a 
large  part  of  the  work  previously  established,  and  in  the  depression  of  all 
energies  and  spirit  of  enterprise. 

Parishes— some  of  them  among  the  most  important  in  the  Diocese — were 
vacant.  In  some  of  them  the  church  building  itself  was  neglected  and 
abused,  and  allowed  to  go  to  wrack ;  and  many  missions  were  abandoned. 
The  largest  class  confirmed  in  any  one  parish  for  the  year  numbered  22,  and 
the  whole  number  confirmed  in  the  years  1882  and  1888  was  lfifi. 

Not  quite  $1,5<H)  was  contributed  for  Diocesan  Missions  that  year.  All 
contributions  were  small,  and  in  the  case  of  some  established  funds,  entirely 
neglected.  There  was  not  a  Church  school,  not  a  Church  hospital.  A  feel- 
ing of  dejection,  of  paralysis,  was  pretty  generally  felt  throughout  the  Diocese, 
and  many  were  saying:  •«  Oh  !  the  Church  will  never  d^  anything  here,  in 
Indiana." 

In  truth,  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was,  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  Dr. 
Knickerbacker,  run  down  to  a  pretty  low  ebb.  Only  a  few  faithlul,  self-de- 
nying priests  were  at  work  to  keep  alive  the  sacred  fire — to  uphold  the  ancient 
faith  and  form — and  herein  find  a  living  illustration  of  the  fact,  that  wirhou1 
the  Bishop  the  Church  can  do  but  little. 

Added  to  this  condition  of  Church  affairs,  was  the  peculiar  and  difficult 
nature  of  the  held.  There  was,  and  is,  a  dense  ignorance  of  the  Church 
among  all  classes  of  people  in  Indiana,  and  a  gteat  indifference  to  religious 
things.  Moreover,  in  their  free  and  easy  style,  they  do  not  readily  take  to 
anything  like  the  formality  of  rites  and  ceremonials,  or  fixedness  of  expression. 
The  man  with  the  gown,  the  set  forms  of  a  book,  a  manuscript  sermon,  and 
an  Apostolic  lineage,  is  not  the  one  to  whom  the  people  of  Indiana  most 
readily  turn. 

Furthermore,  this  is  a  Western  people,  with  their  own  peculiar  Western 
habits  of  life,  modes  of  thought  and  expression,  and  ways  of  practical  living. 
Hence,  Indiana  needed  for  her  Bishop  not  an  ordinary  man ;  something  more 
than  that,  a  man-suited  and  fitted  to  the  place.  And  this  man,  the  Bishop 
of  Indiana,  coming  to  the  Diocese  in  1883,  must  have  patience — patience  to 
wait  on  the  quiet  and  thorough  investigation  of  the  ground — patience  to  wait 
on  that  upturning  and  recasting  which  necessarily  belongs  to  a  new  adminis- 
tration— patience  to  wait  for  the  resetting  to  come.  Also,  he  must  have  an 
almost  unlimited  capacity  for  work,  for  constant,  never-ending,  increasing 
work  with  a  knowledge  of  the  various  methods  of  organization,  and  with  u  n 
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tiring  powers  of  administrative  ability.  He  must  be  strong;  strong  in  body 
to  meet  fatigue  and  endure  toil ;  strong  in  mind  to  be  able  to  see  into  and  to 
meet  the  intellectual  demands  of  the  situation  ;  strong  in  soul  to  deal  lovingly, 
tenderly,  wisely,  with  the  weak  and  erring ;  full  of  the  strength  not  of  self- 
assertion,  but  of  self-surrender ;  the  strength  of  the  consciousness  of  the  prophet 
and  of  the  Apostle,  that  he  has  been  called  to  the  work  by  God,  and  what  is 
to  be  done  must  be  done  in  His  strength.  He  must  be  a  man  who  realizes 
that  a  Bishop  must  be  a  workman  for  God — not  a  mere  figure-head — a  man 
endowed  with  unflagging  energies,  always  prepared  for  labor  and  self-sacrifice. 
And  he  must  be  a  Churchman ;  a  man  who  feels  and  knows  what  a  blessed 
thing  it  is  to  be  a  member  of  God's  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church. 
For  Indiana  is  a  soil  where  sects  do  flourish  proudly  and  luxuriantly,  where 
nearly  every  single  individual  is  a  law  unto  himself. 

And,  by  God's  pointing,  such  a  man  was  found  in  Rev.  Dr.  Knicker- 
backer.  He  was  not  an  unknown  priest,  hidden  away  in  obscurity.  He  had, 
by  his  zeal,  earnestness,  knowledge,  work,  faithfulness,  brought  himself 
among  the  first  fi'es  of  the  front  rank  of  the  clergy.  lie  was  one  of  the  best- 
known  priests  of  the  Northwest.  For  years  he  had  been  on  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Consti- 
tution, member  of  the  Missionary  Board,  and  prominent  in  all  the  councils 
of  management.  In  his  Diocese  his  voice,  his  aid,  was  supereminent.  Since 
1868  he  had  regularly  represented  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota  in  the  General 
Convention,  and  there  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  its  affairs  and  manage- 
ment, serving  on  and  doing  the  solid  work  of  committees,  rather  than  being 
one  of  the  wind  instruments  of  the  Convention,  and  in  their  knowledge  of 
and  confidence  in  his  capacity  for  the  work  and  fitness  for  the  office  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  elected  him,  in  1877,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona.  His  work  as  a  parish  priest  in  a  Western  town — as  rector  of 
one  parish  for  twenty-seven  years — was  singularly  successful,  and  gave  fair 
augury  of  his  success  here  as  Bishop.  He  laid  the  foundation  of  Church 
work  in  Minneapolis,  and  laid  it  well  ;  it  was  deep,  strong,  solid,  true,  and 
see  to-day  how  that  work  has  grown  and  spread — how  4I  a  little  one  has  be- 
come a  thousand."  He  had  not  mounted  high  in  the  Church's  vision  with 
flaming  brilliance;  but  men  knew  him  to  be  strong,  trustworthy  and  wise  in 
the  things  pertaining  to  godliness.  In  the  election  of  such  a  man  to  the  Epis- 
copate Indiana  honored  herself,  and  the  men  of  that  Convention,  who  elected 
him,  were  wise  in  their  day  and  generation. 

Dr.  Knickerbacker  was  consecrated,  set  apart  to  the  work  of  an  Apostle, 
in  St  Mark's  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  Sunday,  October  14,  1883.  This 
Church  was  kindly  tendered  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  I.  L.  Nicholson,  D.  I). 
(who  had  been  elected  Bishop  of  Indiana  and  wisely  declined  it),  who  made 
all  arrangements  for  the  ceremony  without  cost  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana, 
and  donated  the  offerings,  \>*20U,  to  the  mission   fund  of  the  Diocese.     The 
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next  day  the  new  Bishop  began  his  work  for  the  Diocese,  preaching  in  the 
evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  making  an  appeal  for  Indiana, 
and  receiving  the  offerings,  $65. 

At  the  close  of  the  General  Convention  he  came  without  delay  to  the 
Diocese,  was  cordially  received  by  clergy  and  laity  and  citizens  generally 
with  words  of  truest  welcome.  Starting  in  at  Richmond,  where  he  received 
his  first  offerings  in  the  Diocese  for  Diocesan  missions,  he  commenced  at 
once  a  visitation  of  the  established  parishes  and  missions,  to  make  acquaint- 
ance with  the  clergy  and  Church  people  of  the  Diocese.  Everywhere  he  was 
received  with  kindness  and  attentive  courtesy.  The  favorable  impression 
was  mutual.  He  soon  saw  into  the  reeds  of  the  Diocese,  and  began  to  pro- 
vide ways  and  means  for  supplying  them.  The  first  thing  was  to  secure 
good  efficient  Priests  for  the  vacant  parishes  and  missions.  This  is  not  an 
easy  thing  to  do,  and  is  one  of  the  never-ending  troubles  of  a  Bishop.  In 
every  human  effort,  in  every  organization,  there  is  an  element  of  wastage. 
It  is  so  in  the  ministry.  In  its  ranks  there  are  many  inefficient,  unwise  men, 
ill-fitting  in  any  place,  who  made  a  great  mistake  when  they  thought  they 
heard  God's  voice  calling  them  into  His  ministry.  These  men  besiege  a  new 
bishop  and  storm  him  with  applications  and  references.  Now  must  come 
into  play  his  knowledge  of  human  nature — of  clerical  human  nature.  Also 
his  sense  of  adaption  ;  knowing  the  Priest,  and  knowing  the  place,  he  must 
see  to  it  that  they  fit.  Bishop  Rnickerbacker  has  been  remarkably  fortunate 
in  this  regard,  and  made  but  few  mistakes,  succeeding  in  securing  and  retain- 
ing a  valuable  body  of  clergy. 

And  now  his  powers  of  organization,  now  the  leverage  of  his  work  as  a 
Priest  in  Minneapolis,  come  into  active  exercise.  Now  his  own  enthusiastic 
zeal  begins  to  arouse  new  life  with  its  magnetic  touch.  Now  new  hopes  are 
begotten  in  the  hearts  of  the  despairing,  and  the  old  Church  is  seen  putting 
off  her  garments  of  mourning  and  putting  on  new  robes  of  joy  and  beauty. 

In  proof  that  the  Church  made  a  wise  choice,  and  that  Bishop  Knick- 
erbacker  was  providentially  put  into  his  place — the  right  man  for  the  work — 
let  us  briefly  look  at  what  has  been  done  in  the  last  five  years,  under  his  wise 
management  and  increasing  efforts. 

New  churches  have  been  erected  as  follows:  St  John's,  Rockville,  at  a 
cost  $2,500;  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  lot  and  church,  costing  $5,000 ;  St.  Mark's, 
Lima,  memorial  of  our  distinguished  layman,  John  B.  Howe,  at  a  cost  ot 
$6,000;  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  costing  $1,500;  St.  James's,  New  Castle, 
costing  $2,000;  the  magnificent  new  church,  St.  Paul's,  in  Evansville,  cost- 
ing $60,000,  with  its  elegant  stone  chapel  at  a  cost  of  $6,000;  the  mission 
chapel  in  North  Vincennes,  costing  $1,500;  St.  John's,  Greencastle,  at  a  cost 
of  $3,000;  St.  Philips,  Kennard,  $1,200;  St.  Mary's,  church  and  lot,  Wilk- 
inson, $1,200;  All  Saints',  Bright  wood,  $1,500;  St.  Philip's  Chapel,  for  col- 
ored people,  in  Indianapolis,  $2,000;  St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Terre  Haute,  costing 
$1,500;  the  church  bought  at  Rochester  for  $800. 
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New  churches  are  contemplated,  and  th~y  have  begun  to  gather  means 
for  the  same,  in  Jeflersonville,  New  Albany,  Crawfordsville,  Albion,  Mai  ion 
and  New  Carlisle. 

The  following  churches  have  been  repaired  and  refitted:  St.  John's, 
Lafayette,  made  one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  in  the  Diocese,  not  yet 
quite  completed,  but  when  finished  will  have  cost  $3,000.  Emmanuel  Church, 
Garret',  from  a  wreck  changed  into  an  attractive  and  well-furnished  church. 
At  Lagrange  a  new  lot  was  bought,  the  old  church  moved  to  it,  repaired 
thoroughly  and  consecrated.  Grace  Church,  Indianapolis,  has  also  felt  the 
hand  of  restoration,  and  is  most  attractive  in  its  new  appointments. 

Rectories  have  been  built  in  Terre  Haute,  costing  $7,000;  Evansville, 
costing  $7,500;  Aurora,  costing  $2,000;  Goshen,  costing  $2,500;  Elkhart, 
costing  $2,000;  Lima,  costing  $1,000,  The  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
Indianapolis,  has  built  a  rectory  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  and  in  Garrett  a  lot  has 
been  bought  and  a  rectory  is  in  process  of  construction  at  a  cost  of  $1,200 
without  the  lot. 

A  lot  has  been  bought  in  Knightstown,  and  services  established  there. 
Lots  have  bee  a  bought,  aUo,  in*  Albion,  New  Carlisle,  and  in  Marion  in 
which  last  place  a  room  has  been  conveniently  fitted  up  for  services,  and  they 
are  making  ready  to  build  a  handsome  church. 

A  Diocesan  debt  of  $9,000  has  been  paid;  the  debt  on  the  church  in 
Aurora  has  been  paid  and  the  church  consecrated ;  the  debt  on  the  church  in 
Goshen  paid,  and  the  debt  on  the  church  and  rectory  in  Logansport. 

Regular  services  have  been  established  in  the  following  places:  New 
Harmony,  Mount  Vernon,  Washington,  Petersburg,  Anderson,  Huntington, 
Crown  Point,  Kokomo,  Hartford  City,  Auburn,  Bluffton,  Rushville,  Cadiz, 
Albion,  Rochester. 

Believing  in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  line  of  Church  schools,  edu- 
cational facilities  have  been  secured  and  put  in  operation  by  the  Bishop  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  whereby  the  very  best  advantages  may  be  obtained. 
There  is  no  better  educational  institution  in  the  land  to-day  in  no  butler 
hands  than  is  the  boarding  school  for  boys  in  Lima,  under  the  wise  and 
loving  care  of  Dr.  Spaulding.  For  the  establishment  and  successful  main- 
tenance of  this  school  the  Howe  family  have  given  most  liberally,  and  in  the 
last  copy  of  The  Church  Worker  we  are  told  the  good  news  that  Mrs.  Howe 
has  authorized  the  Bishop  to  procure  plans  for  a  grand  building  for  this 
school,  to  cost  somewhere  about  $20,000. 

And  the  diocese  may  be  congratulated  in  the  establishment  of  the  Indi- 
anapolis Institute  for  Young  Ladies,  in  charge  of  those  superior  and  experi- 
enced teachers,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lyon.  It  is  located  in  the  buildings  adjoining 
Grace  Church,  well  suited  for  its  management,  and  offers  unsurpassed  ad- 
vantages for  the  education  of  our  daughters.  We  owe  it  to  the  practical 
good  sense  of  the  Bishop  that  to-day  we  have  these  schools  in  proper  hands 
and  in  successful  operation. 
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And  Barker  Hall,  in  Michigan  City,  under  the  eye  and  in  the  loving 
care  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  Dean  Faude,  is  doing  already  a  splendid 
work,  and  destined  to  grow  in  possibilities  for  good,  and  in  this  connection  we 
can  not  sound  too  loud  the  praise  of  those  liberal  people,  Mr.  John  H. 
Barker  and  his  mother,  who  built  and  furnished  Barker  Hall,  and  thus  en- 
abled this  school,  with  a  proper  equipment,  to  do  its  work  conveniently  and 
comfortably. 

Nor  must  we  fail  to  mention  the  flourishing  parish  school  in  Vincennes, 
which  owes  it  existence  and  maintenance  to  the  munificence  of  Major  W. 
P.  Gould,  who,  in  the  good  work  done  here,  finds  that  his  investment  was 
wisely  made. 

To  all  this,  effected  through  his  untiring  activity  and  zeal  by  others, 
add  the  following  work  done  by  his  own  hands  within  the  past  five  years : 
Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  persons  confirmed  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  1,097  in  other  Dioceses;  202  baptized;  19  ordained;  9  marriages; 
2  burials;  819  sermons  preached;  580  addresses  made;  11  churches  con- 
secrated, and  the  Holy  Eucharist  celebrated  825  times. 

Finding  out  at  an  early  moment  that  we  could  not  rely  upon  much  aid 
from  without,  he  began  to  inaugurate  various  ways  and  means  for  develop- 
ing and  bringing  out  our  own  resources,  and  he  has  established  and  is  un- 
ceasingly eating  for  the  Fund  for  the  erection  of  an  Orphanage,  the  Episcopal 
Endowment  Fund,  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  Theological  Educa- 
tion Fund,  and  Fund  for  Support  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  all  of  which  are  in 
a  growing  and  healthy  condition,  and  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese 
has  the  Fund  for  Diocesan  Missions  been  so  liberally  maintained.  For 
these  several  purposes — establishing  schools,  for  sufferers  by  flood,  building 
churches,  support  of  missionaries,  and  endowment  of  Diocese,  he  has  paid 
out  $13,250.35.  Of  this  amount  he  has  received  from  friends  outside  the 
Diocese,  $9,617.73,  and  given  to  it  out  of  his  own  private  means,  $4,632.85. 

This  plain,  unvarnished  story  of  work  done,  plans  devised,  funds  se- 
cured, and  institutions  established  tells  with  the  eloquence  of  facts  that  the 
Convention  was  divinely  directed  in  the  choice  of  its  third  Diocesan. 

Bishop  Knickerbacker  has  shown  himself  to  be  a  patient  man — working- 
hard  and  waiting  calmly  for  results;  shown  himself  to  be  a  persevering  man, 
believing  in  the  proverb  that  "  the  man  who  perseveres  and  waits,  wins.,r 
Bishop  Whipple,  his  Diocesan  and  intimate  friend  for  twenty-seven  years,  said 
of  him:  "  He  is  a  man  of  determined  persistence.  He  will  let  no  difficulties 
balk  him.  To  reach  his  end  he  will  go  over  them  or  around  them,  or,  if 
necessary,  tunnel  under  them,  but  get  there  he  will."  And  in  his  work  in 
Indiana  he  has  confirmed  the  truth  of  these  words,  and  the  people  are  begin- 
ning to  find  it  out. 

The  increased  interest  in,  and  attention  to,  the  mission  work  of  the 
Church,  the  awakening  to.the  true  character  of  the  Church  as  the  missionary 
organization  of  the  world,  has  been   a   marked   feature  in   the  work  here  in 
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Indiana  in  the  past  five  years  under  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Bishop  to 
keep  it  before  the  minds  of  the  people. 

In  his  own  words,  "The  grand  and  noble  mission  of  our  branch  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church  is  to  do  her  Lord's  work,"  and  believing  this  he  loses 
no  time,  misses  no  opportunity,  neglects  no  means,  refuses  no  man's  help  to 
carry  the  gospel,  the  benefits  of  Christ's  work,  to  all  people. 

Bishop  Knickerbacker  realizes  the  fact  that  the  Bishop  must  be  the 
leading  missionary  of  the  diocese,  the  one  to  go  ahead  and  blaze  the  way, 
finding  out  and  opening  up  new  fields,  and  he  does  it.  To  follow  him  in  his 
journeyings  over  this  Diocese  in  our  readings  of  his  addresses  brings  to  our 
mind  the  indefatigable  work  of  the  Apostolic  Kemper.  He  seems  to  have 
unlimited  capacity  for  work,  and  with  it  great  powers  of  executive  adminis- 
tration. He  needs  it  all  here  in  Indiana,  where  the  work  is  harder  than 
opening  an  altogether  new  field,  namely,  the  recovering  of  lost  ground,  the 
redeeming  of  lost  opportunities. 

Bishop  Knickerbacker  is  a  Churchman — an  aggressive  Churchman — and 
never  once  fails  to  set  forth  the  truth  that  the  Church  is  Christ's  Body.  Yet 
he  does  it  lovingly  and  with  tender  force,  winning  the  regard  of  all  who  hear 
him.  Everywhere  he  is  cordially  received  by  them  who  "profess  and  call 
themselves  Christians,"  and  yet  are  outside  the  Catholic  Church.  I  have 
heard  a  delighted  Methodist  congregation  at  the  close  of  a  most  pleasant 
service  say  to  him:  *•  Bishop,  come  again !"  Under  the  example  and  teach- 
ings of  his  own  spiritual  life  that  of  the  Diocese  is  being  warmed  and  strength- 
ened. Wherever  he  stays  he  never  fails  to  quicken  the  devotion  of  the  faith- 
ful and  to  awaken  the  lukewarm.  His  sermons  are  plain,  direct  and  strong, 
his  exhortations  full  of  God's  strength.  One  of  the  most  cultivated  lawyers 
in  my  parish  said  to  me:  "The  Bishop's  sermon  has  determined  me;  I  must 
be  a  Christian."  A  young  physician  in  Cincinnati,  of  bright  mind  yet  infidel 
tendencies,  was  led  to  confess  Christ  and  to  come  to  confirmation  by  hearing 
his  address  to  the  class  confirmed  in  Christ  Church.  Bishop  Knickerbacker 
believes  in  his  work  and  its  ultimate  success.  In  the  face  of  difficulties,  ap- 
palling to  another  weaker  man,  he  wrote  in  his  first  address:  "I  do  not  see 
any  insuperable  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Church  occupying  every  county 
in  the  State."  Such  confidence  is  sublime.  Before  his  earnest,  untiring 
activity,  his  kind  thoughtfulnes*,  popular  prejudice  and  ignorance  are  giving 
way,  and  the  Church,  gathering  momentum  from  the  past  five  years,  may  and 
will  go  forward  in  her  work. 

In  a  consecration  sermon  Archbishop  Sancroft  said :  "  The  life  of  a 
Bishop  is,  as  it  were,  a  form  or  mould,  in  which  the  conversation  of  others  is 
shaped  and  modeled."  Taking  our  Bishop  as  our  mould  let  us,  then,  dear 
brethren,  shape  our  activity,  our  zeal,  our  patience,  our  self-sacrifice  after 
this  Episcopal  pattern,  and  Indiana  will  soon  be  known  throughout  the  land 
as  a  Diocese  foremost  in  good  works  and  godly  prosperity.

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Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  4th,  1889. 
The  Fifty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Grace  Cathedral,  at  eight 
o'clock  this  evening,  and,  after  evening  prayer,  said  by  Revs. 
J.  E.  Cathell,  Edwin  A.  White,  and  A.  \V.  Seabrease,  the 
Bishop  read  his  sixth  annual  address,  as  follows : 

Well  Beloved  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  am  thankful  to  greet  you  again  in  Convention  assembled 
and  to  confer  with  you  in  regard  to  our  work  and  make  report 
of  progress  during  the  year  that  is  past. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  our  most  interesting  semi- 
centennial Convention,  by  the  great  kindness  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  of  the  Diocese  in  supplying  the  means,  for  which  my  heart 
was  filled  with  gratitude,  I  set  out  on  my  journey  to  the  Lam- 
beth Conference,  sailing  from  New  York  on  the  12th  of  June. 
I  need  hardly  say  that  I  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  participation 
in  this  great  gathering  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion from  all  lands,  met  to  deliberate  as  a  voluntary  confer- 
ence, on  matters  of  grave  and  important  interest  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Church  of  God.  It  was  a  privilege  I  shall  remember 
with  thankfulness.  The  subjects  considered  were  of  great 
moral  and  practical  interest,  such  as  how  best  to  promote  the 
unity  of  Christendom,  and  fraternal  relations  with  sister  com- 
munions, purity,  divorce,  temperance,  the  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Day,  socialism,  care  of  emigrants,  making  known  and 
extending  the  faith  as  held  by  the  Church,  its  authoritative 
standards  of  faith  and.  doctrine,  etc.  The  result  of  the  confer- 
ence, as  set  forth  in  its  encyclical  letter  communicated  to  the 
clergy  and  laity,  will  be  of  great  service  in  guiding  their  judg- 
ments on   these  questions.      The  four  great  gatherings  of  the 
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DEATHS    OF    BISHOPS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  fallen  out  of  the  ranks  of  the 
Episcopate  two  of  its  most  distinguished  and  devoted  members. 
Bishops  Harris  of  Michigan  and  Welles  of  Milwaukee.  The 
former  was  smitten  suddenly  whilst  in  attendence  at  the  Lambeth 
Conference,  and  with  seemingly  as  good  prospects  of  long  life 
as  any  one  in  attendance  there.  He  was  rapidly  coming  to  the 
front  as  one  of  the  ablest  of  our  Bishops,  mentally  and  spirit- 
ually, and  administered  his  large  Diocese  with  singular  wisdom 
and  vigor.  His  sudden  postration  and  decease  in  the  prime  of 
life  and  in  apparent  strength  was  a  great  sorrow  to  his  brethren 
and  a  sad  bereavement  to  his  Diocese  and  family  and  has  been 
lamented  by  the  whole  Church.  It  is  a  reminder  of  the  words 
of  our  burial  office,  "In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death." 

The  Bishop  of  Milwaukee  was  my  warm  personal  friend 
and  co-worker  for  sixteen  years  in  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota, 
and  since  my  consecration  to  the  Episcopate  we  had  been  drawn 
together  as  Trustees  of  Nashotah  Theological  Seminary  and 
Racine  College.  We  crossed  the  ocean  together  on  our  way  to 
the  Lambeth  Conference  and  returned  home  on  the  same  ship. 
During  the  long  days  on  ship-board  we  lived  over  again  those 
happy  days  of  priestly  life  together  in  the  blessed  work  of  the 
ministry  in  Minnesota.  Though  seeming  very  feeble  I  scarcely 
realized,  as  I  parted  with  him  at  the  dock,  that  he  was  so  near 
Paradise.  His  was  a  lovely,  devoted  Christian  life  as  Priest 
and  Bishop  of  the  flock  of  Christ.  The  blessed  influence  of  his 
faithful  Episcopate  will  be  a  benediction  to  his  Diocese  that  will 
long  be  felt  for  good.  It  was  my  privilege  to  join  with  brethren 
in  paying  the  last  tribute  of  love  in  laying  him  away  in  the  rest 
of  the  grave,  in  the  blessed  hope  of  immortality  and  the  resur- 
rection. 

The  places  of  those  who  have  fallen  out  of  the  Episcopal 
ranks  by  death,  or  who  are  postrated  by  disease,  have  been  sup- 
plied. The  mantle  of  good  Bishop  Lee.  of  Delaware,  has 
fallen  upon  Dr.  Leighton  Coleman,  one  well  worthy  to  wear  it. 
Our  neighboring  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio  has  secured  to  take 
the  place  of  their  lon£  disabled  Bishop,  Jaggar,  Boyd  Vincent, 
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who  is  already  endearing  himself  to  his  people  by  his  wise  and 
faithful  administration  of  affairs.  It  was  a  privilege  to  assist  at 
his  consecration. 

In  the  place  of  the  saintly  Welles,  of  Milwaukee,  Dr.  Cyrus 
F.  Knight  has  been  chosen  and  consecrated.  His  faithfulness 
as  a  parish  Priest  and  in  every  work  of  the  Church  warrants  the 
belief  that  the  mantle  of  Welles  has  fallen  on  one  worthy  to 
bear  it.  and  that  a  good  future  is  in  store  for  that  northern 
Diocese  whose  first  great  missionary  Apostle  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  Church  in  our  own  Diocese.  The  place  of  the  lamented 
Brown,  first  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac.  whose  untimely  death  we 
mourned  at  our  last  Convention,  has  been  recently  supplied  by 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Grafton,  whose  self-denying 
labors  as  a  Priest  in  his  important  parish  in  Boston,  have  well 
fitted  him  to  endure  the  hardness  before  him  in  bearing  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Episcopate  in  a  most  inviting  but  difficult 
field.  It  was  my  privilege  to  act  as  one  of  his  consecrators  and 
to  wish  him  a  hearty  God-speed  in  his  important  work. 

The  place  of  the  lamented  Dunlop,  in  the  missionary  field 
of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  has  been  well  filled  by  the  conse- 
cration of  Dr.  J.  M.  Kendrick.  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern 
Ohio,  who  will  prove  the  right  man  for  the  place  and  do  a  good 
work  for  the  Church  in  these  growing  Territories,  as  chief  mis- 
sionary. My  sympathy  was  especially  due  to  this  brother  for 
his  courage  in  accepting  this  work  from  which  I  had  shrunk 
when  called  to  the  same  duty  by  the  same  authority,  in  1877,  and 
I  was  glad  to  be  able  to  take  part  in  his  consecration. 

MEETING    OF    GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

The  meeting  of  our  great  national  Synod,  the  next  session 
of  which  occurs  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  beginning  of 
October  next,  is  looked  upon  always  with  grave  anxiety,  and 
mingled  hope  and  fear.  We  can  safely  trust  the  guiding  of  its 
deliberations  to  the  overruling  hand  of  Omnipotence  and  to  that 
Holy  Spirit  whose  guidance  the  whole  Church  implores  in  its 
behalf.     Important  questions  are  to  come  before  it  which  demand 
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the  best  wisdom  and  strength  of  the  Church  in  the  choice  of  fit 
persons  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations. 

With  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Dioceses,  the 
House  of  Deputies  is  becoming  a  large  and  unwieldy  body,  and 
the  time  seems  drawing  near  when  steps  must  be  taken  for  the 
reduction  of  the  number  of  representatives  from  the  Dioceses.  In 
my  own  judgment  a  reduction  from  four  to  three  of  each  order 
would  be  the  most  practicable,  as  well  as  desirable  mode  of 
relief,  and  I  should  prefer  this  to  proportional  representation, 
which,  while  it  at  first  seems  plausible,  is  contrary  to  the  repre- 
sentative character  of  the  Diocese  as  a  unit. 

The  question  of  change  of  the  name  of  the  Church,  of 
changes  in  the  Prayer  Book,  additions  to  the  Hymnal,  and 
appellate  court,  are  all  questions  which  the  general  good  sense 
and  wisdom  of  this  great  representative  body  may  be  trusted  to 
deal  with  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Church. 

The  general  missionary  work  of  the  Church  is  each  year 
increasing  in  importance  and  magnitude.  The  machinery  of  its 
operation  is  wisely  adjusted  to  its  great  work  of  manifesting 
Christ  to  the  world.  The  supply  of  means  is  vastly  inadequate 
to  the  demands  of  the  work.  It  is  a  shame  that  any  congrega- 
tion in  our  land  does  not  contribute  to  this  good  work.  My 
own  head  is  bowed  in  humility  to-night  that  in  our  own  Diocese 
of  Indiana,  planted  and  nurtured  by  this  Board,  there  are  par- 
ishes and  missions  whose  willing  people  have  not  been  permitted 
by  some  of  you,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  to  contribute  their 
free  will  offering  to  speed  on  this  glorious  work.  I  have  again 
and  again  urged  its  importance  upon  yout  and  my  earnest  desire 
that  every  parish  and  mission  should  be  an  annual  contributor 
to  its  funds.  I  would  reiterate  it  with  emphasis.  I  am  sure 
you  rejoice  with  me  at  the  presence  of  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Missions.  Dr.  Langford.  at  this  meeting  of  our 
Convention,  and  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  him  at  the  close  of 
this  address.  What  I  have  said  about  contributing  to  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Missions  1  would  also  urge  in  behalf  of  the 
General  Church  Building  Fund.  I  should  be  glad  to  have  a 
contribution  from  every  parish  to  this  fund  annually  until  it  has 
reached  the  maximum  intended. 
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BIBLES    AND    PRAYER    BOOKS. 

I  have,  for  several  years,  asked  an  annual  offering  on  Ash 
Wednesday  in  our  churches  for  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book 
Society  of  New  York,  and  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society, 
of  Philadelphia,  both  of  which  contribute  freely  to  the  supply 
of  Prayer  Books  for  our  Diocese,  and  I  ask  some  recognition 
at  our  hands  of  their  liberality  by  an  annual  offering  on  that 
day  in  their  behalf. 

DIOCESAN. 

And  now  I  turn  from  things  general  to  the  immediate  review 
of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  our  own  Diocese.  It  is  a  comfort 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  ranks  of  our  clergy  have  not  been 
thinned  by  death,  but  on  the  other  hand,  I  grieve  to  say,  that 
in  no  year  of  my  Episcopate  have  so  many  of  our  devoted 
laity  fallen  by  the  way.  St.  John's,  Bristol,  has  been  called 
to  part  writh  their  faithful  and  godly  Senior  Warden,  Han- 
ford,  who,  for  forty  years  or  more,  had  faithfully  discharged 
his  duties  and  whose  presence  in  the  house  of  God  was  always 
a  benediction.  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  lost  a  worthy  layman 
in  the  death  of  Harris  P.  Wetsel,  always  active  and  efficient  in 
advancing  the  interests  of  the  Church.  Christ  Church,  Indian- 
apolis, had  also  to  give  up  a  vestryman  and  faithful  communi- 
cant, Wheelock  P.  Bingham,  and  a  most  devoted  Christian 
woman,  Miss  Kate  Biggs,  always  active  in  good  works.  St. 
Paul's,  Richmond,  has  been  called  to  bury  Hon.  Jesse  P.  Sid- 
dall,  a  worthy  and  influential  citizen  and  a  communicant  of  the 
parish.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Reed,  a  venerable  Churchwoman  of 
St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  and  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Merriwether, 
of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  removed  two  faithful  souls  from  the 
Church  Militant.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  Mrs.  Reed  remem- 
bered her  parish  with  a  legacy  of  $1,000  towards  building 
their  new  church.  The  Senior  Warden  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Lima,  Mr.  Samuel  Burnell,  at  a  ripe  old  age,  was  called  to  his 
rest.  Mrs.  Ingersoll,  a  venerable  and  respected  member  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  and  mother  of  its  Senior  Warden 
has  also  been  called  away  during  the  year.     St.  John's,  Lafa- 
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yette.  has  lost  a  most  devout  communicant  in  the  death  of 
Isaac  L.  Beach,  long  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  and  frequently  a 
member  of  the  Convention. 

CIIANCiKS    IN    THE    CLKRGY. 

These  have  been  altogether  too  numerous  for  the  good  of 
our  work  and  a  source  of  great  anxiety  and  solicitude  to  the 
Bishop. 

Whilst  I  was  absent  in  England.  Dr.  Brown  retired  from  a 
useful  and  acceptable  work  in  St.  Paul's.  Columbus,  after  an 
eight  months'  rectorship  ;  Mr.  Jenner,  from  Crawfordsville  :  Mr. 
Woolford.  from  Warsaw :  Mr  Webbe.  from  Fort  Wayne :  and 
soon  after  my  return,  Mr.  Jephson,  from  Garrett;  Mr.  Miller, 
from  Bristol  and  Mishawaka ;  followed  by  Dr.  Pettis,  from 
Lafavctte ;  Mr.  Hallam.  from  Richmond:  Mr.  Rosevelt,  from 
Goshen;  and  Mr.  Lassiter.  from  Garrett.  We  parted  with 
these  brethren  with  sincere  regret,  sad  that  we  could  not  retain 
them  as  fellow-workers,  and  with  God-speed  that  they  may  find 
better  fields  of  labor  elsewhere.  Mr.  Cole  resigned  Holy  Inno- 
cents'. Evansville,  November  ist.  and  we  were  glad  to  secure 
his  valuable  services  in  the  important  missions  of  Greencastle 
and  Bloomington.  He  has  been  succeeded  recently  at  Holy 
Innocents'  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  of  Vincennes.  Rev.  J.  A. 
McGlone.  the  first  of  February,  resigned  St.  Matthew's,  Worth- 
ington,  where  he  had  done  good  work,  to  accept  St.  Luke's, 
Frankfort.  Rev.  Otwav  Colvin  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
in  October  and  assigned  to  Trinity,  Peru,  where  he  had  served 
acceptably  as  a  lay  reader.  Rev.  Frank  J.  Mallett  was  ordained 
Deacon  in  October  and  placed  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  New- 
Albany,  where  he  also  served  acceptably  until  Easter,  when  be 
was  assigned  to  Emmanuel,  Garrett,  May  ist.  Both  of  these 
brethren,  the  one  from  the  Baptist  and  the  other  from  the  Meth- 
odist ministry,  we  are  sure  will  prove  valuable  accessions  to  our 
ministry.  St.  John's,  Bristol,  has  been  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Franklin  W.  Adams,  of  Elkhart,  since  Mr.  Miller's  removal, 
who    has    given    them    a    week-day  service   weekly  with    great 
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acceptance,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka.  has  been  in  charge  of 
Rev.  F.  Thompson,  of  South  Bend,  who  has  been  able  to  give 
them  a  Sundav  afternoon  service,  and  a  week-dav  service  besides. 
Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  of  Logansport,  has  supplied  St.  Mary's, 
Delphi,  on  Sunday  evenings  since  November  last  with  great 
acceptance.  Rev.  F.  C.  Berry,  from  the  Diocese  of  Algoma, 
served  four  months  acceptably  at  Connersville,  but  internal  dis- 
sensions prevailing  in  that  little  flock,  and  a  lack  of  coperation 
discouraged  him,  and  led  him  to  look  for  work  elsewhere. 
Warsaw  was  supplied  during  the  fall  and  winter  by  Rev* 
Abraham  Reeves,  M.  D.,  who  was  there  visiting  his  son.  St. 
James's,  Goshen,  has  recalled  their  old  rector.  Rev.  W.  \V. 
Raymond,  but  he  has,  we  are  sorry  to  say.  declined  to  accept 
the  same.  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany :  St.  John's.  Lafavette ; 
St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  and  St.  James's,  Vincennes  have  all 
called  rectors.  Those  of  St.  John's.  Lafavette  and  St.  Paul's, 
Richmond  have  entered  upon  their  duties.  During  the 
vacancy  of  rectorship,  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  was  served  by  Dr. 
Test,  and  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  for  a  portion  of  the  time  by 
Rev.  William  Willson.  formerly  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  and 
returned  to  spend  his  remaining  days,  we  hope,  with  us.  St. 
John's,  Crawfordsville.  had,  until  Easter,  the  services  of  a 
faithful  lay  reader.  G.  L.  Bell,  who  kept  up  services  regularly 
and  superintended  the  Sunday-school.  In  place  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Webbe,  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  secured  as  a  rector  Rev. 
A.  W.  Seabrease,  from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  who  we  are 
glad  to  welcome  to  the  Diocese.  The  new  mission  of  St.  Paul's, 
Hammond,  has  had  the  services  of  a  faithful  and  experienced 
Presbyter,  Rev.  R.  C.  Wall,  since  October  1st,  and  has -secured 
valuable  lots  for  their  Church  building,  and  our  colored  mission, 
St.  Philip's,  Indianapolis,  from  February  10th,  for  three  months, 
had  a  colored  Deacon,  Rev.  W.  H.  Morris,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Georgia. 

I  deplore  these  frequent  changes  of  the  clergy  as  hurtful  to 
the  work  in  the  parishes  and  in  the  Diocese,  but  so  long  as  our 
salaries  continue  so  small  as  they  are  these  changes  will  continue. 
But  it  is  not  all  due  to  this,  there  seems  to  be  a  restlessness  on 
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the  part  of  the  clergy  and  a  desire  for  change,  that  it  is  hard  to 
account  for.  Our  clergy  do  not  seem  to  realize  that  a  great 
element  in  the  success  of  their  labors  is  continuance  in  the  same, 
even  at  some  cost  and  some  sacrifice  on  their  part. 

A  clergyman  can  do  his  work  best  only  when  he  knows  his 
people  and  the  community  and  they  have  had  time  to  know  and 
respect  him.  Strength  and  influence  and  success  come  from 
continuous  pastoral  intercourse  and  patient  continuance  in  well 
doing. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  confirmations  have  not  been  as  large  this  year  as  the 
very  exceptionally  large  number  last  year,  because  of  the 
changes  of  the  clergy  and  long  vacancies  in  some  of  our  princi- 
pal parishes.  I  have  visited  nearly  all  the  parishes  and  missions, 
many  of  them  twice,  during  the  year,  and  a  great  number  of 
towns  where  we  have  no  established  services,  but  where  reside 
a  few  shepherdless  Churchmen  who  appreciate  a  visit.  It  is  a 
great  privilege  and  pleasure  to  minister  to  these  as  I  have  oppor- 
tunity. Never  in  any  year  of  my  Episcopate  have  the  congrega- 
tions been  larger,  or  more  interest  been  manifested.  These  scat- 
tered Churchmen  are  also  showing  their  appreciation  of  our 
work  by  personal  contributions  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese that  are  most  acceptable. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS. 

One  of  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr.  Oliver  Matson, 
of  Greencastle,  who  has  been  pursuing  his  divinity  studies  at 
Nashotah,  died  Februarv  4th,  after  a  brief  illness.  Our  thanks 
are  due  to  the  President  of  Nashotah  House  for  his  loving, 
watchful  care  of  him  during  his  last  days.  His  life  was  full 
of  promise.  He  had  endeared  himself  to  his  professors  and 
fellow  students  by  his  manly  Christian  character,  during  his 
stay  among  them.  He  spent  his  summer  vacation  last  year 
as  lay  reader  in  charge  of  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  John's, 
Greencastle.  and,  by  his  faithful  ministrations  won  the  respect 
and  love  of  that  congregation.  He  was  buried  from  that  church 
where  he  had  been  baptized,   confirmed,  and  received  his  first 
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Communion.  Our  sympathy  went  out  for  his  aged  mother,  to 
whom  he  was  a  strong  support,  and  who  deeply  feels  her  sad 
bereavement.  We  have  now  three  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
and  five  postulants. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  clergy  the  importance  of  looking  out 
their  best  young  men  and  encouraging  them  to  enter  the  ministry. 
It  is  very  important  that  we  should  make  addition  to  the  clerical 
ranks  from  among  our  own  people.  In  order  to  assist  such  as 
have  need  in  their  theological  preparation  for  the  ministry  it  is 
very  important  that  a  fund  for  theological  education  be  contrib- 
uted by  at  least  an  annual  collection  in  all  our  parishes  and 
missions. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Too  much  attention  and  care  can  not  be  bestowed  upon  our 
Sunday-schools.  They  are  a  very  important  agency  in  the 
extention  of  the  Church.  They  can  be  made  an  important 
auxiliary  in  its  building  up,  if  the  clergy  appreciate  fully  its 
importance  and  give  their  best  efforts  in  its  behalf,  both  in  the 
selection  and  training  of  suitable  teachers  and  helpers.  I  have 
been  gratified  by  the  large  number  of  young  persons  from  our 
Sunday-schools  who  have  been  presented  for  confirmation,  the 
fruits  of  Sunday-school  training,  as  also  by  the  careful  attention 
given  to  the  study  of  the  Church  catechism,  as  evidenced  by  the 
goodly  number  presented  to  me  at  my  visitations  to  be  placed 
on  our  Diocesan  Roll  of  Honor. 

LAV    READERS. 

I  have  licensed  thirtv-five  lav  readers  in  the  Diocese,  at  the 
request  of  the  clergy.  Their  annual  reports  made  to  me  in 
writing  give  evidence  of  their  rendering  much  effective  service. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  there  should  not  be  at  least  one 
well  trained  reader  in  every  parish  to  aid  his  rector  in  the  Church 
service,  by  reading  the  lessons,  and  by  assisting  in  the  superintend- 
ence of  the  Sundav-school  and  in  other  wavs  as  desired.  In  this 
connection  I  would  urge  again  upon  the  clergy  the  importance 
•of  cottage  services  in  neighboring  towns  where  Church  families 
.may  be  found  and  where  we  have  no  church  buildings.     I  have 
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held  several  t\i  these  the  past  year  with  good  effect.  There  are 
few  places  where  there  are  Church  families  where  such  services 
might  not  he  established  monthly  and  serve  as  a  nucleus  of  per- 
manent organizations  and  Church  buildings. 

CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

I  have*  in  all  my  annual  addresses,  urged  the  importance  of 
Christian  education  and  the  establishment  of  Church  schools. 
Much  sooner  than  I  could  have  reasonably  expected,  the  fruit 
has  come  and  two  grand  Diocesan  schools,  one  for  boys  and 
one  for  girls,  have  been  founded,  that  promise  glorious  results 
in  the  future  of  the  Diocese.  Mrs.  John  B.  Howe,  of  Lima, 
has  carried  out  the  plan  intimated  in  my  last  address,  of 
erecting  a  substantial  group  of  buildings  for  the  Howe  Grammar 
School  at  Lima,  that  will  enable  this  school  to  receive  double 
the  number  of  pupils  it  has  hitherto  been  able  to  accommodate, 
and  there  are  not  wanting  indications  that  this  room  will  be 
needed  almost  immediatelv.  We  shall  have  room  for  sixtv 
boarders.  The  school  has  done  a  good  work  that  is  being  more 
and  more  appreciated  by  parents.  The  consecration  of  her 
means,  by  Mrs.  Howe,  for  this  noble  work  is  worthy  of  all  imi- 
tation, and  we  hope  that  scholarships  may  be  endowed  by  individ- 
ual Churchmen  that  will  enable  the  sons  of  our  clergymen  and 
our  postulants  for  Holy  Orders  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
advantages  the  school  affords.  The  school,  with  its  endow- 
ment of  $10,000.  and  its  buildings  and  property  that  have  cost 
$35,000,  is  well  equipped  to  do  a  most  important  work  for  the 
Church  in  Indiana.  My  hope  is  that  Churchmen  will  appreciate 
the  advantages  here  offered  for  the  best  training  of  their  boys 
under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  increased 
room  will  all  be  occupied  by  our  own  children.  The  children 
of  Mr.  Burnell.  the  lately  deceased  Warden  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Lima,  carrying  out  an  intention  expressed  by  their  father, 
intend  to  furnish  $500  for  the  foundation  of  the  library  of  the 
school.  So  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  income  of  the  $10,000 
endowment  has  been  used  for  the  material  development  of  the 
school,  in  the  increase  of   its  accommodation. 
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The  Indianapolis  Institute  for  Young  Ladies  has  had  a  pros- 
perous year.  The  day  scholars  have  been  fifty  in  number  and 
the  full  capacity  of  the  house  has  been  taken  by  fourteen  board- 
ing pupils.  Professor  and  Mrs.  Lyon  have  devoted  themselves 
most  unsparingly  for  its  welfare,  and  have  given  the  best  of 
satisfaction  to  its  patrons.  Realizing  its  limited  capacity  in  its 
present  location,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  school, 
after  careful  consideration,  deemed  it  wise  to  secure  more  room 
for  its  development  further  up  town,  purchased  in  February 
four  lots,  200  by  225  feet,  at  the  corner  of  Seventh  street  and 
Central  avenue,  at  a  cost  of  $11,000.  This  they  intend  to 
pay  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  present  property,  leaving 
a  surplus  to  apply  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for 
the  accommodation  of  fifty  boarders.  Plans  have  been  made 
and  it  is  hoped  to  erect  the  building  the  coming  year.  To  do 
this  at  least  $8,000  will  need  to  be  raised  and  this  we  are  not 
without  hope  of  securing.  There  we  hope  to  have  a  school  that 
wrill  be  an  honor  to  our  Diocese  and  to  the  State.  Grace  Cathe- 
dral will  be  removed  to  this  site,  and  land  is  also  reserved  in 
connection  with  it  for  a  site  for  an  orphanage  and  home  for  the 
aged.  I  do  not  think  any  work  for  the  Diocese  is  more  import- 
ant than  that  of  building  up  Christian  schools. 

Barker  Hall,  Michigan  City,  has  continued  to  do  a  noble 
work  for  education  during  the  past  year.  Its  able  corps  of 
teachers  have  furnished  instruction  to  one  hundred  boys  and  girls 
and  its  scholarship  is  not  behind  that  of  the  best  schools  of  the 
State.  The  generous  founder  of  this  school  has  it  in.  his  heart 
to  do  much  more  to  promote  its  usefulness. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Major  \V.  P.  Gould,  the  Mission 
Day  School  of  St.  John's,  North  Vincennes,  has  continued  its 
good  work  with  two  teachers,  under  the  watchful,  pastoral  care 
of  the  Rector,  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  furnishing  instruction  to 
sixty  children.  Its  usefulness  for  the  whole  locality  has  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  fitting  up  by  Major  Gould  of  a  free 
reading  room  and  furnishing  it  with  a  library  to  be  opened  every 
evening  for  the  large  working  population  adjacent  to  it.     The 
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generous  founder  of  the  school  has  provided  for  its  continuance 
another  year. 

The  Rector  of  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  has  maintained  am 
excellent  school  during  the  year. 

NEW    CHURCHES. 

On  May  21st,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty 
God  the  neat  mission  church  of  St.  Paul's,  Rochester,  secured 
through  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  our  faithful  missionary,  Dr. 
Kemp.  It  is  a  neat  wooden  church,  centrally  located  on  a  cor- 
ner lot  with  land  sufficient  for  a  future  rectory.  The  property 
is  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  Thus  another  county 
seat  in  Indiana  is  occupied  for  the  Church  of  the  Living  God, 

At  Albion,  county  seat  of  Noble  county,  we  have  secured  a 
valuable  lot  and  hope,  ere  the  summer  passes,  to  have  a  neat 
chapel  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  that  growing  county  town. 

At  Covington,  county  seat  of  Fountain  county,  where 
twenty-five  years  ago  we  had  a  prosperous  mission  which  was 
allowed  to  die  out,  the  little  seed  left  of  the  former  mission  has 
begun  to  revive  and  grow  and  develop  a  desire  for  a  restoration 
of  Church  services.  It  has  culminated  in  securing  a  neat  brick 
church,  that  will  make  a  most  desirable  home  for  the  Church. 

The  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  erection  of  a  sub- 
stantial stone  parish  church  in  the  growing  city  of  Marion. 
This  parish  is  steadily  growing,  and  numbers  now  more  than 
fiftv  communicants,  and  has  a  Sundav-school  of  more  than  one 
hundred  children. 

The  mission  of  St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  organized  by  Dr. 
Kemp  since  last  Convention,  secured,  October  1st,  the  services 
of  Rev.  R.  C.  Wall,  as  missionary  and  Rector,  pledging  him 
$600  and  a  rectory.  His  services  have  been  greatly  blessed. 
Two  lots  have  been  secured,  of  100  by  137  feet,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,100,  as  site  for  a  church  and  rectory.  The  services  are  being 
held  in  a  rented  hall,  and  a  Sundav-school  carried  on.  I  have 
confirmed  here  nineteen  during  the  year,  at  two  visitations. 
The  Rector  at  Hammond  has  also  organized  a  Sunday-school 
in  the  growing  town  of  East  Chicago,  three  miles  from  Ham- 
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mond,  where  he  has  the  promise,  also,  of  lots  for  a  church. 
Here,  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know,  the  Church  was  first  to  occupy 
the  ground. 

At  Bloomington  the  plans  have  been  secured  for  the  erection 
of  a  neat  wooden  church. 

Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  have  the  plans  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  noble  stone  church,  and  ground  for  the  same  was 
broken  on  Sunday,  May  19th,  at  my  visitation. 

Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  will  erect  a  comfortable  rectory  and 
parish  house. 

There  have  been  some  discouragements  to  the  Bishop  in  the 
lack  of  cordial  coperation  in  some  of  our  older  missions  in 
meeting  their  responsibilities  in  maintaining  services,  but  the 
few  discouragement  are  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  gen- 
eral development  and  interest  manifested  throughout  the  Diocese 
as  a  whole. 

Some  parishes  have  accomplished  a  noble  work  in  paying 
off  their  indebtedness. 

St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  hopes  to  get  rid  of  an  indebtedness 
that  has  been  burdensome,  the  coming  year. 

St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  has  determinately  set  to  work  to 
wipe  out  their  entire  indebtedness  of  $10,000,  incurred  in  the 
erection  of  their  new  church. 

St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  through  the  cordial  copera- 
tion of  the  vestry  and  ladies'  society  and  the  congregation,  paid 
off,  at  Easter,  $4,Soo  indebtedness  incurred  in  building  their 
rectory,  and  completed  their  pledges  for  their  proportion  of  the 
Endowment  of  the  Diocese,  $5,000. 

St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  has  completed  payment  for  the 
lots  on  which  they  propose  to  erect  their  new  church,  and  can 
count  on  $3,500  towards  a  new  building. 

Emmanuel  Mission,  Garrett,  has  erected  a  neat  rectory,  ad- 
joining their  church,  at  a  cost  of  $1,200,  on  which  they  owe  $3SO. 

St.  John's  Mission,  Rockville,  paid  off,  at  Easter,  a  debt  of 
$235,  on  their  Church  building. 

Several  Church  properties  have  been  greatly  improved  the 
past  year : 
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Grace  Church,  Attica,  has  had  a  new  roof  put  on  their 
church,  at  a  cost  of  $200. 

Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  has  painted  church  and 
rectory. 

St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  has  been  painted  and  put  in 
thorough  order,  as  also,  St.  Matthew's,  Worthington. 

Holv  Innocents',  church  and  rectorv,  Evansville,  have  been 
renovated  and  refitted  bv  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Viele. 

St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  is  also  to  be  thoroughly  renovated. 

DIOCESAN    CHURCH     BUILDING    FUND. 

In  erecting  and  securing  mission  churches,  the  Diocesan 
Church  Building  Fund  has  been  of  the  greatest  service.  It  has 
aided  the  present  year  in  the  purchase  of  All  Saints',  Brightwood  ; 
St.  Paul's,  Rochester;  St.  John's,  Rockville ;  St.  Matthias's, 
Albion ;  Covington,  and  the  rectory  fund  at  Garrett,  and  the 
purchase  of  lots  at  Hammond.  Every  new  mission  church 
needs  some  help  from  this  fund.  The  Bishop  has  been  greatly 
aided  in  adding  to  this  fund  by  generous  friends  abroad,  who 
appreciate  the  difficulties  connected  with  our  work  in  this  cen- 
tral west,  and  who  are  willing,  for  a  time,  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  to  overcome  these  difficulties.  For  their  aid  I  desire  to 
place  on  record  my  sincere  gratitude,  and  to  ask  for  a  continu- 
ance of  generous  offerings  in  all  our  parishes  and  missions  for 
the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund. 

DIOCESAN    ENDOWMENT. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  securing  subscriptions 
for  the  Endowment.  Several  parishes  have  been  added  to  the 
number  of  those  who  have  subscribed  their  full  quota.  The 
addition  of  $3,000  from  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Terre  Haute,  to 
complete  their  quota  of  $5,000,  is  the  largest  addition  this  year. 
Owing  to  my  long  absence  from  the  Diocese,  and  the  pressure  of 
other  work,  I  have  not  been  able  to  give  it  that  attention  I  desired, 
and  which  I  shall  hope  to  give  during  the  coming  year.  I  hope 
this  year  to  make  a  canvass  of  all  the  remaining  parishes  and 
missions  which  have  not  yet  been  called  on.     I  feel  grateful  to 
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God  for  the  progress  that  has  thus  far  been  made.  The  amount 
paid  in  cash  to  the  credit  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  $20,000 ;  the 
total  of  cash  and  pledges  to  date  is  over  $35,000.  In  due  time 
Indiana  will  take  her  place  among  the  large  number  of  sister 
Dioceses  who  have  made  permanent  provision  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate. 

AGED    AND    INFIRM    CLERGY    FUND. 

This  fund  is  slowly  but  steadily  increasing,  and  has  increased, 
since  I  came  to  your  from  $400  to  more  than  $2,000.  Its 
increase  would  be  much  greater  if  every  clergyman  would  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  our  Canon  and  make  an  annual 
collection  on  Christmas  Day,  or  on  some  other  occasion,  for  this 
fund.  I  must  insist  upon  compliance  with  this  law  of  the  Dio- 
cese. We  owe  it  to  those  faithful  men  who  spend  their  lives  in 
the  service  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  that,  when  age  and 
infirmity  overtake  them,  and  incapacitates  them  for  their  work, 
the  Church  shall  be  in  a  situation  to  relieve  their  necessities  and 
render  comfortable  their  last  days.  * 

ORPHANAGE    FUND. 

The  children  of  the  Diocese  contributed  the  means  for  the 
purchase  of  a  lot  adjacent  to  the  Cathedral  site  and  have  made 
a  good  beginning  on  a  fund  for  the  erection  of  the  building. 
My  hope  is  to  secure  at  least  $10,000  for  a  double  building  that 
shall  serve  for  an  Orphanage  and  a  Home  for  the  Aged.  It  is 
high  time  that  such  an  institution  was  founded  by  the  Church 
in  Indiana.  There  are  many  to  whom  God  has  entrusted  the 
means,  who  should  esteem  it  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  aid 
their  Bishop  in  accomplishing  this  purpose.  I  ask  such  to  send 
me  their  voluntary  offerings  or  pledges  for  this  blessed  work, 
and  to  remember  it,  with  other  Church  work  in  the  Diocese,  in 
their  wills.  I  ask  from  every  adult  Churchman  in  the  Diocese 
a  contribution  large  or  small  as  God  has  blessed  them,  for  this 
work. 

ST.    STEPHEN'S    HOSPITAL,  RICHMOND, 

Has  been  going  quietly  on  through  its  fifth  year  in  its  work  of 
mercy.     It  still  occupies  a  hired  house.     This  should  not  be  the 
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case.  The  Church  and  citizens  of  Richmond  should  deem 
it  a  privilege  to  make  its  work  permanent  by  purchasing  its 
present  buildings  or  by  raising  a  fund  for  building  a  suitable 
home  for  it.  I  sincerely  hope  that  ere  long  this  may  be  accom- 
plished. I  trust  that  generous  offerings  may  be  contributed 
throughout  the  Diocese  on  Thanksgiving  Day  for  its  current 
expenses,  as  an  evidence  of  our  sympathy  in  its  work.  The 
Child's  Cot  Fund,  contributed  by  the  children,  amounts  to  $276. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS*. 

The  whole  subject  of  our  Diocesan  Missions,  the  most  im- 
portant Church  work  in  the  Diocese,  will  be  presented  at  the 
meeting  to-morrow  evening,  when  a  full  report  and  review  of 
the  work  for  the  year  will  be  made.  I  trust  all  will  remain 
through  that  meeting. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  apportion 
equitably  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  the  full  sum  required 
to  carry  on  this  work  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  request  that 
every  reasonable  effort  be  made  to  meet  this  apportionment. 
Two  cents  a  week,  contributed  by  every  communicant  of  the 
Church,  would  enable  the  Board  to  double  its  working  force  and 
in  a  comparatively  few  years  occupy  every  county  in  the  State 
for  the  Church.  Shame  it  is,  that  this  comparatively  insignifi- 
cant sum  is  not  cheerfully  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 
$250  to  $500  secures  a  church  building  and  fron  five  to  ten 
times  the  amount  in  Church  property,  and  the  permanent  ser- 
vices of  the  Church  in  a  county  seat  of  from  two  to  five  thou- 
sand inhabitants.  There  are  laymen  and  laywomen  of  this  Dio- 
cese who  could  readily  contribute  this  every  year  and  do  a  work 
for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  extension  of  His  Church  that 
angels  might  envy  them.  Oh,  laymen  and  laywomen  of  this 
Diocese,  when  will  you  realize  your  stewardship  and  that  you  can 
not  carry  away  with  you  your  wealth.  How  much  wiser  and  bet- 
ter to  invest  some  of  it  for  God  and  His  Church,  rather  than  all 
for  self.  In  the  missions  of  Knightstown,  Hammond,  Anderson, 
Mount  Vernon,  and  Huntington,  the  ladies'  guilds  are  collect- 
ing sums  to  build  mission  churches.     The  gift  of  $500  to  either 
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of  them  would  secure  its  speedy  accomplishment.  May  God 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  Indiana  Churchmen  to  realize  their 
obligations,  and  the  splendid  opportunity  that  offers  them,  here 
at  our  own  doors,  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Adorable  Redeemer. 

GRACE    CATHEDRAL. 

I  have  been  exceedingly  gratified  with  the  steady  growth  and 
development  of  this  Cathedral  Church.  Beginning  with  noth- 
ing but  an  almost  dismantled  building,  in  October,  1884,  as  a 
simple  venture  of  faith,  at  the  end  of  two  years  it  became  a 
self-supporting  congregation,  and  has  made  its  church  building 
beautiful  and*attractive,  with  an  orderly  and  beautiful  service, 
with  one  hundred  and  twentv-five  communicants  and  one  hund- 
red  Sunday-school  scholars,  and  has  drawn  together  an  earnest 
band  of  Churchmen  and  Churchwomen,  who  promise  in  time 
to  be  a  power  for  good  in  our  See  city  and  Diocese.  Its  liberal 
contributions  for  the  work  of  the  Diocese  and  General  Mission 
work,  and  for  its  own  support  and  improvement  is  an  approval 
of  the  judgment  that  suggested  its  opening  and  a  vindication  of 
the  advantages  of  the  free  church  system  in  the  support  of  our 
churches.  A  generous  member  of  this  congregation  has  deeded 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  twelve  hundred  acres  of  land  in 
Arkansas,  which,  when  disposed  of,  shall  be  the  nucleus  of  a 
fund  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  Cathedral.  The  same 
person  proposes  to  give,  this  year,  a  $2,000  organ  for  the  Cathe- 
dral. Another  has  signified  to  me  that  he  has  made  his  will 
leaving  $5,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  Cathedral.  In  its 
new  location,  remote  from  the  other  churches,  a  wider  field 
opens  before  it,  which,  I  trust,  may  add  greatly  to  the  number 
of  its  worshipers. 

FREE    CHURCHES. 

I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  free  church  svstem.  Whilst  a 
Priest  I  weuld  never  serve  but  in  a  church  where  the  sittings  were 
free.  I  would  never,  as  a  Priest  of  the  Church,  be  prevented 
from  inviting  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men  to  come  to  God's 
House,  at  the  same  time  urging  each  and  every  one  to  give  as 
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confirmations — Continued.

A.  Sudlow  submitted  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  as 
follows : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  submits  to  the 
Convention  of  1S89,  the  following  report  for  the  previous  year: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  last  convention  was  organized 
by  the  election  of  L.  B.  Martin,  Treasurer,  and  Charles  A.  Sudlow, 
Secretary. 

The  school  residence  building  was  entirely  re-roofed  at  an  expense 

of   $275. 

An  additional  $1,500  of  insurance  was  placed  upon  the  Diocesan 
residence  property,  in  the  Milwaukee  Mechanics. 

The  residence  and  school  buildings  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Institute, 
being  inadequate  to  the  growing  demand  for  tuition  therein,  by  parents 
who  desire  their  daughters  to  be  resident  pupils,  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
after  thorough  investigation,  secured  two  hundred  and  twenty  feet  of 
ground  on  the  corner  of  Seventh  street  and  Central  avenue,  at  a  cost  of 
$11,000,  which  will  allow  of  ample  school  buildings  to  be  erected  thereon, 
as  well  as  furnishing  the  ground  for  Grace  Cathedral  to  be  moved  on, 
and  still  leave  sufficient  room  to  build  eventually  an  orhpanage;  thus 
centralizing  the  Diocesan  buildings. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  expect  to  sell  the  present  Diocesan  property 
upon  which  Grace  Cathedral  and  the  school  properties  stand,  for  enough, 
not  only  to  pay  for  the  ground  at  the  corner  of  Seventh  street  and  Cen- 
tral avenue,  but  also  to  leave  a  handsome  sum  to  be  utilized  in  partial 
payment  of  the  proposed  new  school  buildings. 

The  congregation  of  Grace  Cathedral  propose  moving  the  present 
building  to  the  new  site  and  enlarging  same  at  their  own  expense,  to 
accommodate  their  growing  numbers.

The  Secretary  respectfully  reports  that  he  has  discharged  the  usual 
duties  of  his  office,  and  also  carried  out  the  orders  of  the  last  Convention 
in  regard  to  printing  and  distributing  a  report  of  the  semi-centennial 
celebration.  Copies  of  the  latter  were  sent  to  every  living  clergyman 
who  had  ever  been  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese.

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley  submitted  the  following: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Sunday- 
school,  respectfully  report : 

While  the  Sunday-school  is  comparitively  modern  in  its  conception, 
y^X.  it  has  ceased  to  be  an  experiment,  and  is  now  almost  generally  recog- 
**ized  as  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Church.  Upon  this  instrumentality  we 
**iust  rely,  in  a  measure,  for  detailed  and  re-iterated  instruction  in  the 
Scriptures,  and  in  the  principles,  doctrines,  and  worship  of  the  Church. 

The  aid  it  lends  the  Priest  in  following  the  command,  "  Feed  my 
lambs,"  may  be  inestimable.  It  does  not  detract  from  his  prerogatives, 
fc>ut  is  supplementary  in  its  character.  It  is  not  intended  that  it  should, 
*~*or  does  it,  usurp  the  functions  of  the  Church  itself,  if  properly  con- 
ducted. As  an  ally,  it  should,  and  it  does,  prove  itself  a  nursery,  in 
^*-hich  children  are  trained,  and,  in  part,  prepared  for  confirmation. 
Krom  it  we  gather  a  large  proportion  of  our  classes;  not  always  children 
Cif  Churchmen,  but  such  as  could  not  have  been  reached  in  any  other  way. 

In  the  formation  of  our  missions,  it  seems  highly  necessary  that  this 
should  be  one  of  the  first  forces  put  into  operation,  as  forming  the  surest 
element  of  present  and  future  success  and  stability. 

We  note  with  pleasure,  that  this  fact  has  been  so  generally  recognized 
in  such  undertakings  in  the  Diocese. 

While  our  Sunday-schools  are,  without  doubt,  characterized  by  un- 
avoidable blemishes,  and  while  we  feel  that  they  present  some  problems 
yet  to  be  solved,  we  most  sincerely  deprecate  the  spirit   which  would 
ciecry  their  employment,  inveigh  against  their  usefulness,  or  pronounce 
them  "  unavoidable  evils."     That  they  are  intended  to,  or  can,  furnish 
all  necessary  instruction  or  training  in  spiritual  culture,  none  would  con- 
tend.    The  Rector's  bounden  duty,  and  the  parents'  God-given  responsi- 
bility, in  such  matters,  are  unbending  in  their  demands.     Let  these  three 
forces  come  into   play  in   their  fullness,  and  the  resultant  must  prove 
highly  satisfactory. 
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When  we  consider  what  their  fostering  care  has  done  in  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  Church,  we,  as  a  committee,  would  emphasize  that  portion  of 
the  Bishop's  address,  which  declares  his  great  appreciation,  and  his  high 
commendation,  of  their  usefulness. 

We  believe  that  the  condition  of  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Diocese,, 
as  to  number  and  efficiency,  has  been  improved  during  the  past  year,  and 
that  the  work  in  them  is  as  satisfactory  as  the  exigences  of  the  case  allow. 

As  to  practical  recommendations,  we  can  add  nothing  to  the  report 
of  la»t  year,  unless  the  Convention  sees  fit  to  reconsider  Resolution  3, 
viz.:  "No  person  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  act  as  a  Sunday-school 
teacher,  who  has  not  received  Christian  baptism."  The  rejection  of  this 
resolution  was,  at  the  time,  deemed  advisable  for  special  reasons,  appli- 
cable to  mission  stations.  The  personal  godliness  and  conformity  to 
Christian  ordinances,  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  are  calculated  to  exer- 
cise a  strong  influence  tor  good  on  the  pupil.  A  lack  of  conformity,  on 
the  other  hand,  may  prove  a  strong  deterrent  force. 

We  leave  it  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  as  to  whether,  or  not» 
the  question  shall  be  re-opened  lor  discussion,  and  the  resolution  be 
adopted  as  it  reads,  or  as  qualified  to  meet  possible  contingencies  in 
Sunday-school  work.         Respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  four  hundred  and  fourty-four  subscriptions  have  been  made  in  the 
several  parishes  and  missions  throughout  the  Diocese,  representing  a 
capital  of  $32,000;  paid  on  subscriptions  to  date,  about  $14,000;  derived 
from  sale  of  real  estate,  $5,000;  total  cash  on  hand,  about  $19,000.

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The  ballot  being,  by  unanimous  consent,  dispensed  with, 
on  motion  of  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Seabrease, 
Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole, 
Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  E.  W.  Fitch,  F.  E.  Marsh,  and  H.  B.  Payne 
were  elected  supplementary  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  Mack,  it  was

at  the  field,  and  can  only  bring  before  the  Convention  the  impressions 
that  come  from  a  brief  survev. 

The  Bishop's  address  is  full  of  encouragement,  and  the  actual  work 
of  all  our  missionaries  and  settled  clergy  continues  with  unabated  activity 
and  with  cheering  results. 

The  educational  interests  of  the  Church  are  in  a  particularly  satis- 
factory condition  and  warrant  us  in  urging  a  more  general  and  hearty 
commendation  of  this  important  work. 

The  obvious  needs  of  the  hour,  however,  a're  pressing  us  upon  the 
line  of  Church  extension  into  the  new  fields  in  our  Diocese.  To  meet 
these  needs,  the  older  Church  work  must  lend  its  most  positive  aid. 

There  is  most  evidently  needed  now  a  general  missionary  in  each  of 
our  three  Convocations,  or  at  least  one  to  enter  upon  the  work  at  once, 
under  the  Bishop's  direction,  in  the  Diocese  at  large,  and  this  committee 
suggests  that  this  matter  be  considered  by  this  Convention  with  some 
practical  and  definite  result. 

We  venture  to  suggest  that  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
be  appointed  at  this  Convention  for  the  ensuing  year,  thus  giving  more 
time  for  the  proper  consideration  of  the  subject.

Martin,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
trust  confided  to  him,  an  office  without  compensation,  but  of  great  labor 
and  responsibility. 

The  Bishop  introduced  F.  P.  Randall  and  Rev  W.  H. 
Morris,  each  of  whom  addressed  the  Convention. 

Rev.  G.  E.  Swan  submitted  the  following,  which  was,  on 
his  motion,  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Whereas,  Six  hundred  dollars  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
St.  Philip's  Mission  foi  the  Negro  population  of  Indianapolis,  to  be 
prosecuted  with  its  present  energy  and  ability ;  therefore, 

Resolved \  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  responsibility 
for  that  amount  be  assumed  by  us  and  provided  for  as  may  be  arranged 
by  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  David  E.  Snyder  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  have  the  Journal  printed  and  distributed  as  usual. 

The  minutes  of  to-day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  S  o'clock  this 
evening. 


Wednesday,  8  p.  m. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and,  after  collects  said  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  as  follows : 

In  almost  every  department  of  life  the  two  elements  of  the  abstract 
and  concrete  enter.     Duty  in  the  abstract  is  one  thing,  and  duty  in   the 
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concrete  is  another.  In  the  matter  of  missions,  or  missionary  aid,  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  make  people  acknowledge  their  duty,  it  is  even 
harder  to  induce  them  to  fulfill  it. 

With  these  two  elements,  as  they  pertain  to  the  future,  I  have  noth- 
ing to  do.  Others  will  dwell  upon  them  earnestly,  and,  I  pray,  movinlgy 
and  convincingly. 

There  has  been  assigned  me  the  position  of  recorder  qi  the  concrete 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year.  However,  a  work 
of  this  kind  can  hardly  be  told  in  full.  Facts  may  be  narrated,  and  then 
the  imagination  must  fill  in  the  picture.  I  shall  not  attempt  the  latter 
task.  Back  of  the  facts,  beyond  doubt,  there  are  sacrifices,  self-conse- 
cration, misgivings  and  discouragements  at  times,  perhaps — yet  always, 
we  fain  would  believe,  trust  and  prayerfulness. 

The  facts,  which  I  shall  offer,  have  been  culled,  for  the  most  part, 
from  the  accounts  given  by  the  missionaries  in  charge. 

Without  further  prelude,  I  present  them  as  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  to  the  Convention. 

The  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  the  Rev.  B.  F.Miller,  has 
conducted  services  at  Delphi,  for  the  last  five  months,  on  Sunday  even- 
ings, also,  on  Wednesday  evenings  during  Lent.  Good  is  being  accom- 
plished here.  At  first  the  people  seemed  to  take  but  little  interest,  and 
had,  apparently,  given  up  their  Church  work.  This  coldness  has  yielded 
to  a  revived  spirit,  manifested  in  work,  effort,  attendance,  sympathy, 
fidelity,  and  unction.  The  people  seem  now  quite  ready  to  help  them- 
selves. The  Sunday-school  is  kept  up  by  Mr.  Robert  A.  Wason,  with 
the  aid  of  several  teachers.  The  ladies  have  labored  well  in  lifting  a 
Church  debt,  and  in  raising  money  for  current  expenses. 

The  church  at  New  Castle  was  built  and  opened  in  1885,  and  started 
with  great  promise  and  interest.  There  have  been  forty-three  confirmed 
since  the  begining.  Within  a  year  there  have  been  five  baptisms  and  five 
confirmations.  There  is  a  prosperous  Sunday-school  under  the  superin- 
tendence' of  Mr.  Murphev.  Removals  have  weakened  the  membership  of 
the  mission  to  some  extent,  but  the  work  is  being  well  sustained  by  the 
faithful  devotion  of  those  remaining.  The  Rev  W.  H.  Bamford,  in  addi- 
tion to  this  work,  has  visited  Hagerstown.  He  hopes,  ere  long,  to  be 
able  to  connect  permanently  some  other  charge  with  that  in  hand.  With 
much  patience,  he  thinks  that,  in  time,  the  Church  at  New  Castle  will 
become  independent  and  self-supporting. 

The  Rev.  F.  W.  Adams,  of  Elkhart,  has,  sincethe  middle  of  January, 
officiated  at  Bristol  weekly.  The  church  has  been  well  filled  at  every  serv- 
ice. During  Lent  there  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  every 
Thursday  morning,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  forty.  At  the 
Bishop's  visitation    an    excellent   class  was  confirmed.     Spiritually   the 
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condition  of  the  Church  at  Bristol  is  encouraging;  and  the  beautiful 
church  and  earnest  congregation  make  it  a  most  interesting  field.  It  has, 
however,  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Hanford,  the  Senior 
Warden.  It  needs,  and  should  have,  the  care  of  a  resident  clergyman, 
for  whom  there  is  a  pleasant  rectory. 

Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  has  lost  six  or  seven  from  its  mem- 
bership during  the  past  year  by  removals.  Here  the  American  population 
is  decreasing,  year  by  year,  and  a  German  population  taking  its  place. 

St.  Mark's,  Aurora  has  also  suffered  by  removals.  Several  manu- 
facturing interests  have  been  taken  away;  nail  works,  rolling  mills,  and 
railway  shops.  The  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  reports,  however,  that  we  are 
holding  our  own  in  these  two  places  in  relative  strength. 

At  Worthington,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  McGlone  held  regular  services  until 
February  3d,  when  he  removed  to  Franjtfort,  He  reports  Worthington 
financially  sound  and  able  to  have  regular  services  and  a  resident  clergy- 
man. While  in  charge  there,  he  visited  Washington ;  also  held  monthly 
services  at  Petersburg,  where  they  were  well  attended  and  much  appre- 
ciated. He  finds  the  prospects  at  Frankfort  cheering.  From  this  point 
he  has  visited  Colfax. 

The  Rev.  C.  Morris,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  has  been 
holding  services  regularly  once  in  two  weeks  since  last  November,  at 
New  Harmony.  The  work  there,  he  says,  is  most  encouraging.  At  the 
Bishop's  visitation,  a  class  of  seven  were  confirmed.  The  church  has 
been  decorated  and  improved  very  much,  and  the  interest  of  the  congre- 
giaton  is  great.  There  are  thirty  communicants.  Recently,  by  their 
earnest  efforts,  the  ladies  have  raised  the  neat  sum  of  $270. 

Rockville,  for  the  greater  part  of  last  year,  has  been  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute.  Here  two  services 
a  month  has  been  held.  While  the  membership  is  small,  it  is  earnest 
and  zealous.  Considerable  interest  in  the  services  have  been  shown. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Henry  Hargraves,  and  the  liberal  response 
of  the  people,  the  remainder  of  the  debt  on  the  handsome  little  Church 
building  was  paid  off  at  Easter.     The  outlook  has  several  hopeful  features. 

St.  Luke's  Mission,  Terre  Haute,  has  an  interesting  Sunday-school 
of  a  goodly  number  of  pupils.  Mr.  E.  R.  Fletcher  and  Mr.  George 
Longman  have  rendered  unwearying  assistance,  and  it  is  felt  that  a  good 
foundation  is  being  laid  for  a  future  parish. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Avery  took  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  about  a 
year  ago.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made.  The  attendance  on 
the  services,  which  was  lamentably  small  for  the  first  few  weeks,  has 
steadily  increased.     The  Sunday-school  has  added  largely  to  its  numbers 
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and  efficiency.  At  the  vistation  of  the  Bishop  a  class  of  eighteen  was 
presented  for  confirmation.  The  prospects  are  bright,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  hope  that,  at  no  distant  period,  the  parish  will  be  once  more 
self-supporting. 

The  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole  reports  his  work  at  Greencastle  as  being  in  good 
shape.  Four  have  been  confirmed.  The  congregations  are  good  and  the 
members  in  harmony,  with  a  willingness  to  labor.  The  work  here  is 
necessarily  slow,  yet  a  most  impjortaut  one.  Here,  too,  they  have  suf- 
fered by  removals,  several  manufacturing  interests  having  been  taken 
away. 

Bloomington  has  been  visited  by  him,  and  plans  have  been  drawn 
for  a  church  at  that  place.  A  lot  has  been  bought,  and  there  is  a  fund  of 
fourteen  hundred  dollars  on  hand  toward  building.  This  town  is  the 
seat  of  the  State  University,  and  it  is  very  important  that  regular  services 
should  be  maintained. 

At  Brazil,  a  place  of  eight  thousand  inhabitants,  he  purposes  holding 
a  two  weeks1  mission,  as  soon  as  he  may  see  his  way  clear  to  do  so.  There 
is  also  a  very  important  field  at  Knightsville  that  should  be  cared  for.  It 
is  a  mining  population,  made  up  principally  of  Englishmen,  and,  doubt- 
less, there  are  Churchmen  among  them.  Mr.  Cole  will  try  to  arrange 
for  a  mission  here,  as  he  feels  that  the  door  is  open  for  the  Church,  and, 
if  not,  it  is  time  that  it  was  opened.  In  all  this  part  of  the  State,  he  says, 
there  is  a  fine  field  for  true  missionary  work,  but  its  immensity  is  par- 
alysing to  one  lone  laborer.  While  one  person  can  sow  much  seed,  the 
great  need  is  for  his  efforts  to  be  followed  by  regular  fostering  care,  until 
it  be  firmly  rooted  and  established. 

The  Rev.  F.  J.  Mallett  reports  the  work  as  going  along  well  at  Garrett. 
A  rectory  has  been  built  during  the  past  year,  and  they  hope  to  see  the 
indebtedness  thereon  speedily  liquidated. 

At  Albion,  the  present  Church  lot  will  be  disposed  of  in  order  that  a 
more  eligible  one  may  be  secured,  a*nd  the  hope  is  that  a  mission  church 
may  be  built  there  in  the  near  future. 

» 

Mr.  Mallett  has  also  visited  Auburn. 

The  work  at  Marion,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  George  D.  Adams, 
is  prospering.  During  the  last  twelve  months  the  Sunday-school  has 
grown  from  fifty  to  one-hundred  pupils.  The  number  of  communicants 
is  fifty-six — a  gain  in  that  time  of  eighteen.  Seven  have  been  confirmed. 
Funds  are  being  raised  to  build  a  stone  church,  which  will  cost  at  least 
$6,000,  and  it  is  expected  that  ground  will  be  broken  about  July  15th. 
The  Church  has  gained  a  marked  influence  in  the  community,  and  it  is 
confidently  predicted  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  Gethsemane,  Marion, 
will  need  no  further  outside  aid. 
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Rev.  George  D.  Adams  has,  also,  held  week-day  services  at  Hunting- 
ton, where  there  are  twenty-three  families,  and  twenty-two  communi- 
cants, six  having  been  confirmed  within  the  year.  This  mission  has  paid 
in  nearly  half  of  its  quota  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  Rev.  Otway  Colvin, 
of  Peru,  will  take  up  this  work  after  Convention,  and  will  give  an  even- 
ing service  on  Sundays. 

Decatur  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  Rev.  George  D.  Adams. 

At  Bluffton  services  have  been  held  by  him  and  a  ladies1  guild  organ- 
ized, which  is  working  enthusiastically.  In  two  months  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  has  been  raised  by  this  society.  While  there  are  but  nine 
families  and  five  communicants,  the  missionary  says  that  they  are  so 
earnest  that  it  is  a  delight  to  help  them  all  in  his  power. 

At  Peru,  under  Rev.  Otway  Colvin,  during  the  year  a  rectory  has 
been  secured,  the  Church  building  repaired,  natural  gas  put  in  the  church 
and  rectory,  and  money  raised  for  a  new  carpet.  The  membership  has 
increased  about  twenty  per  cent.  The  congregations  are  improving,  and 
considerable  interest  is  manifested  in  Church  work  generally. 

St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  has  been  served  by  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson, 
of  South  Bend,  since  December.  Here  there  is  good  property,  including 
a  comfortable  rectory.  This  property  has  been  considerable  improved. 
The  offerings  here  meet  all  expenses. 

At  New  Carlisle  he  reports  a  good  opening  for  the  Church.  By  the 
liard  work  of  six  or  seven  ladies,  two  fine  lots  have  been  bought  and 
nearly  paid  for.  As  soon  as  they  fully  own  these,  steps  will  be  taken  to 
^rect  a  suitable  church.  Until  that  time,  however,  services  will  be  held 
on  Tuesday  evenings  in  the  parlors  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lancaster.  A 
^Sunday-school  has  been  gathered,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
AVilliams. 

Rev.  Willi6  D.  Engle,  of  Indianapolis,  has  the  oversight  of  five 
missions — Kennard,  Wilkinson,  Knightstown,  Brightwood,  and  Anderson. 

At  Kennard  services  are  held  on  each  alternate  Sunday  and  Tuesday. 
This  mission  was  begun  in  1885,  among  people  entirely  ignorant  of  the 
Church  and  her  ways,  and  the  work  of  planting  the  Church,  breaking 
down  strong  prejudice,  and  overcoming  active  opposition,  has  necessarily 
V»een  slow.  The  congregations,  however,  are  usually  good.  The  Sunday- 
school  is  the  most  promising  feature  of  the  work,  having  a  membership 
cjf  sixty.  The  mission  held  here  during  Lent  by  the  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole 
^greatly  strengthened  the  faithful,  and  did  good  work  for  the  Church. 
Valuable  assistance  is  rendered  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Daniels,  who  has  proved 
Vtimself  an  earnest  supporter  and  fellow-laborer. 

At  Wilkinson,  the  congregations  are  almost  invariably  large,  num- 
bering often  one  hundred,  the  responses  are  good,  and  it  is  believed  that 
patient  and  faithful  labor  will  be  crowned  with  success.

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At  Knightstown,  the  means  are  in  hand  to  purchase  a  lot,  but  a 
eligible  one  has  not  vet  been  secured. 

These  three  foregoing  stations  are  about  thirty  miles  from  Indian  aj: 
olis,  and  make  a  Sunday  circuit  of  fifteen  miles,  which  the  missionai 
goes  over,  sometimes  with  a  horse,  and  sometimes  on  foot. 

Services  are  held  at  Brightwood  on  each  alternate  Snnday,  bot 
morning  and  afternoon,  with  frequent  week-day  services.  The  Sunday 
school  meets  regularly  under  Mr.  Joseph  Joiner.  This  mission  has  bee 
presented  with  much  appreciated  chancel  furniture  by  Grace  Churcl 
Muncie. 

At  Anderson,  a  rapidly  growing  city,  services  are  held  every  tw 
weeks,  in  the  basement  of  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship.  Th 
communicants  number  ten. 

Other  mission  services  have  been  held  at  different  times  by  Rev.  \\ 
D.  Engle. 

St.  Philip's,  Indianapolis,  a  mission  for  colored  people,  has  bee 
served  for  four  months  bv  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Morris.  To  the  untirin 
energy  of  Mrs.  Reginald  Hall,  of  Indianapolis,  this  undertaking  owes  il 
inception.  To  it  she  has  given  freely  of  her  time  and  means.  We  watc 
with  much  interest  this  effort  to  reach  the  colored  population  of  this  cit\ 

The  indefatigable  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Plymouth,  th 
Rev.  Dr.  Kemp,  has  been  laboring  zealously  during  the  past  year  i 
spreading  the  Church  in  his  part  of  the  Diocese.  I  can  not  better  repoi 
it  than  in  the  interesting  account  he  has  sent  me. 

"At  the  close  of  our  Convention  last  year,  I  repaired  to  Hammond 
Lake  county,  for  service  on  Sunday,  the  10th  inst.,  which  was  a  bus; 
day — two  full  services,  administering  of  the  two  sacraments,  organizinj 
mission,  Sunday-school,  and  ladies'  guild.  I  continued  my  visits  unti 
September,  when  I  spent  my  vacation  with  them,  and  succeeded  in  rais 
ing  sufficient  means  to  warrant  the  appointment  of  a  missionary,  th 
ladies'  guild  furnishing  the  rent  of  parsonage,  and,  with  missionary  aid 
assuring  a  living  stipend.  The  work,  in  its  inception  a  marvel,  goes  on 
and  I  learn  from  undoubted  authority  that  a  new  Church  building  will  b 
erected  this  vear. 

"In  Rochester,  where  I  have  given  evening  service  each  alternat 
week,  with  an  occasional  Sunday  service,  after  fifteen  months'  hard  toil 
we  have  grown  from  five  to  seventeen  communicants,  have  organized  mis 
sion,  Sunday-school,  and  ladies'  auxiliary.  Have  two  lay  readers,  on 
of  them  taking  the  service  each  Sunday  morning  and  superintending  th 
Sunday-school.  We  have  good  Church  property,  which  is  now  conse 
crated,    and   which   has  cost   us  almost  thirteen    hundred    dollars,    tw 
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hundred  and  fifty  being  granted  oy  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund, 
the  balance  being  raised  by  the  missionary  and  his  few  devoted 
parishioners." 

After  many  services  given  at  Kewanna,  through  his  care  the  work 
has  assumed  a  permanent  shape.  Hamlet,  Bourbon,  Argos,  and  Walnut 
have  also  been  visited.  He  is  trying  to  bring  order  out  of  chao6  at 
Xokomo,  and  will  resume  services  there. 

He  concludes:  "  To  sum  up.  Whereever  we  go  the  people  are  glad 
Xo  receive  us,  and  I  am  convinced  that  with  two  men,  well  sustained,  who 
liave  the  experience  and  persistency  necessary,  and,  above  all,  whose 
liearts  are  in  the  work,  the  number  of  the  parishes  in  our  Diocese  could 
l>e  more  than  duplicated  in  five  years.  For  this -we  hope,  and  work,  and 
pray." 

The  Rev.  Robert  C.  Wall  sends  in  a  noteworthy  report  from  the 

-mission  at  Hammond,  to  which  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp  has  refeired.     We  need 

T>ut  glance  at  the  figures  to  see  what  earnest  work  ha6  been  done  and  how 

bright  is  the  outlook.     Upwards  of  a  hundred  Sunday  services,  besides 

"those  during  the  week,  have  been  held  since  his  incumbency.     Fourteen 

have  been  baptized  and  nineteen  confirmed.     The  amount  contributed 

during  the  year  reaches  a  total  of  $1,554.00.     Of  this  sum,  $48.08  were 

given  for  purposes  outside  the  mission.     Eligible  lots  have  been  bought 

on  which  to  erect  a  church.     The  minister  in   charge  has  also  given  a 

number  of  services  at  East  Chicago. 

Missionary  services  have  been  held  at  different  points  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Jenckes,  Rev.  J.  Hilliard  Ranger,  Rev.  Frank  W.  Henry,  Rev.  Edwin  G. 
Hunter,  and  by  others  of  the  clergy,  doubtless,  but  whose  reports  I  have 
not  received. 

Though  many  places  have  been  visited,  old  parishes  revived,  and  new 
missions  established,  therje  are  important  points  which  remain  to  be 
looked  after,  and,  if  possible,  frequent  services  be  arranged  for. 

Angola,  county  seat  of  Stuben  county,  has  a  population  of  sixteen 
hundred.  There  are  several  Church  families  here.  A  mission  has  been 
organized,  and  they  desire  to  secure  a  lot,  build,  and  have  services. 

Columbia  City,  county  seat  of  Whitley  county,  has  a  population  of 
twenty-five  hundred,  and  ten  communicants.  This  place  comes  geo- 
graphically under  the  fostering  care  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Greenburgh,  county  seat  of  Decatur  county,  has  a  population  of 
twenty-five  hundred,  and  several  Church  families. 

Shelbyville,  county  seat  of  Shelby  county,  a  population  of  forty- 
eight  hundred,  and  twelve  communicants.  This  will  be  cared  for  by  the 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis. 
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Salem,  county  seat  of  Washington  county,  a  population  of  eighteen 
hundred,  and  two  Church  familes. 

Petersburgh,  county  seat  of  Pike  county,  has  several  earnest  com- 
municants wishing  services. 

At  Mount  Vernon,  Posey  county,  the  ladies'  guild  is  working  hard  to 
secure  a  lot. 

In  Tipton,  Hartford  City,  and  Portland,  there  are  several  Church 
families. 

In  Decatur,  Adams  county,  there  is  a  good  nucleus  for  a  mission. 

At  Seymour,  Mrs.  Prof.  Holiday  is  meeting  a  Sunday-school   of 
twenty-five  children. 

•  Just  to  refer  to  a  matter  of  statistics,  we  find  that  the  expenditures  of 
the  Diocesan  Board  have  been,  in  round  numbers,  since  last  Convention, 
something  over  $2,600.00,  and  the  receipts,  nearly  $2,800.00.  This  is 
almost  $300.00  more  than  was  raised  last  year.  Had  Crawfordsville, 
Connersville,  and  several  other  places  been  filled  during  the  entire  year, 
we  should  have  a  small  deficit  to  meet.  To  carry  on  the  work  for  the 
next  year,  as  at  the  present  time,  with  these  places  filled,  it  will  require 
at  least  $3,500.00.     Would  that  it  were  possible  to  raise  twice  this  amount. 

The  impression  we  must  gain  from  these  reports  is  that  there  has 
been  commendable  earnestness  on  the  part  of  the  missionaries,  and 
encouraging  results;  that  there  has  been  done  much  extra-parochial 
work  by  those  whose  cures  are  already  exacting;  that  the  clergy  seem  to 
have  caught  the  missionary  spirit  of  their  leader,  and  are  willing  and  ready 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  minister  to  congregations  unable  to  support  a 
clergyman,  to  open  up  new  fields  of  labor,  and  to  spread  the  cause  of  Christ 
and  His  Church  in  this  great  State  of  Indiana.  We  should  feel  grateful 
that  this  is  so.  It  evinces  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  husbandmen,  and  is 
also  a  recognition  of  the  fact,  that  the  work  of  our  Diocese  is  essentially 
missionary  in  its  character. 

And  yet,  as  we  think  of  the  many  square  miles  which  are  embraced 
within  the  boundaries  of  this  vast  commonwealth,  the  immense  and  fast 
growing  population,  being  called  hither  by  the  many  natural  resources 
of  the  State,  the  scores  of  towns  of  fifteen  hundred  and  upwards  where 
the  Church  is  not  known,  or  scarcely  known,  we  must  feel  that  the  work 
has  hardly  begun;  that  there  are  possibilities  almost  overwhelming  in 
their  scope  and  importance.  Were  the  pressing  needs  of  the  immediate 
present  met,  we  should  see  the  lists  of  our  clergy  doubled,  and  in  each 
Convocational  district  a  general  missionary  going  from  place  to  place, 
gathering  the  scattered  flock,  and  preparing  the  way  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  Church. 
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Yet,  with  our  present  instrumentalities  we  must  struggle  on,  feeling 
that  whatever  earnestness  and  zeal  we  may  show  are  not  without  their 
fruits.  We  may  be  doing  little  more  than  breaking  up  the  fallow  ground, 
removing  the  stones,  eradicating  the  thorns,  and  planting  a  few  seed 
here  and  there,  working  for  the  future,  as  well  as  the  present,  and  the 
encourging  accounts  which  come  from  many  quarters  are  harbingers  of 
the  good  harvest  of  many  fold,  which  our  beloved  Diocese  will  at  one 
time  reap,  if  we  faint  not,  neither  are  weary.

I  send  you  this  report,  it  is  not  much  of  a  report,  but  is  all  I  can  do.  Our  moneys 
have  been  handled  by  so  many  different  persons,  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  statement 
about  them.    There  will  be  no  delegate  at  Convention.    We  are  about  used  up  over  here. 

DELPHI— ST.  MARY'S— Robert  A.  Wason,  Warden. 

The  first  six  months  of  the  year  we  were  without  services,  as  a  natural  consequnce, 
the  parish  was  dead.  Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  of  Logansport,  visited  us  in  December,  and  since 
that  time  has  held  services  every  Sunday  evening,  and  once  a  week  during  Lent.  Under 
his  influence  the  parish  has  revived.  The  services  are  well  attended  and  he  has  awakened 
an  interest  that  bids  fair  to  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

ELKHART— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  Franklin  W.  Adams,  Rector. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  quiet,  steady  growth  in  Church  life.  Congre- 
gations have  been  excellent.  Increased  interest  was  manifested  in  Lenten  observance. 
The  parish  has  become  a  recognized  spiritual  power  in  this  community.  Marked  im- 
provement in  Church  building  is  planned  for  the  coming  year.  Long  standing  debts 
have  been  paid.  In  all  respects  the  future  prosperity  of  this  parish  are  most  encourag- 
ing. Since  January,  the  Rector  has  given  a  week-day  service  to  St.  John's  Church, 
Bristol,  and  presented  a  class  there  for  confirmation. 

FORT  WAYNE— TRINITY— Rev.  A.  W.  Seabrease,  Rector. 

The  preasent  Rector  has  been  in  charge  since  December  15th,  1888.  An  interregnum 
of  several  months  interrupted  the  regular  parish  work. 

FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  J.  A.  McGlone,  Rector. 

The  report  dates  from  February  10th,  at  which  time  I  took  charge  of  the  mission,  to 
June  1  st,  1S89. 

OREENCASTLE— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole. 

The  report  is  from  November  1st,  1SS8,  when  I  took  charge  of  this  field.  The  removal 
of  the  rolling  mill  from  this  place  took  a  great  many  members  from  us,  so  that  now  we 
have  the  same  number  with  which  the  parish  was  organized  five  years  ago.  I  visit  Bloom- 
ington  once  a  month.  Four  communicants.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  a  beautiful  church  at 
that  point,  and  we  can  hardly  expect  to  do  much  here  till  we  have  a  church  and  more  fre- 
quent services.  I  am  caring  also  for  Brazil,  where  a  mission  should  be  held  and  the 
work  followed  by  regular  services. 
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HAMMOND— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  Robert  C.  Wall,  Missionary. 

This  report  includes  a  period  of  eight  months,  beginning,  September  aad,  iSSS,  and 
ending  June  ist,  1889.  Services  are  held  in  a  rented  hall.  I  give  weekly  services  at  East 
Chicago,  a  new  and  promising  town,  where  I  hope  to  organize  a  msssion.  Ladies'  guild 
have  raised  $1,013  90.    They  have  paid  on  lots,  $600. 

HUNTINGTON— CHRIST  CHURCH— Rev.  Geo.  Davis  Adams,  Missionary. 

After  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Rev.  Otway  Colvin,  of  Peru  will  have  charge  of  this 
mission,  giving  services  every  Sunday  evening.    The  outlook  here  is  good. 

INDIANAPOLIS— CHRIST  CHURCH— Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger,  Rector. 

St.  Philip's  Chapel  was  built  and  is  maintained  by  one  of  the  ladies  of  Christ 
Church  parish. 

INDIANAPOLIS— GRACE— Rev.  George  E.  Swan,  Rector. 

The  report  is  incomplete  in  its  financial  part,  by  reason  of  a  change  in  Treasurer. 

INDIANAPOLIS— Paul's— Rev.  Joseph  S.  Jenckes,  LL.  D.,  Rector. 
Have  reduced  parish  debt  $2,931.17. 

KEWANNA— ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  Thos.  B.  Kemp,  Missionary. 

In  this  mission  we  have  some  things  that  give  promise  of  our  efforts  being  success* 
full  in  planting  the  Church  of  our  dear  Lord  in  this  community,  but  there  is  a  terrible  lack 
of  stability.  To-day  we  are  going  to  storm  the  batteries  of  sectarinism,  and  there  we 
think  it  impossible  to  accomplish  anything,  but  we  will  labor  and  work  and  pray,  know- 
ing that  God  in  his  own  time  and  way  will  give  the  increase.    Amen. 

LAFAYETTE— ST.  JOHN'S— Wm.  Garland,  Warden. 

Owing  to  vacancy  in  rectorship,  this  is  not  as  full  as  it  should  be,  but  it  is  unavoid- 
able. 

LOGANSPORT— TRINITY—  Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  Rector. 

I  have  reported  in  the  communicants  number  only  those  who  have  received  within 
the  last  year  or  two,  since  my  rectorship.  The  spiritual  power  of  this  parish  is  strength! ng 
and  deepening,  I  trust.  I  have  rendered  twenty-nine  services  in  St.  Mary's  Delphi, since 
December  16th,  Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  twenty- three  of  which  were  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
evening  prayer  and  sermon.  And  I  have  adminisistercd  the  Holy  Communion  five  times, 
and  the  Bishop  has  celebrated  once  since  I  began  work  there.  Average  attendance  on 
on  the  Holy  Communion,  fourteen,  and  on  the  services,  about  twenty-five.  I  have  also 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  once  in  Peru,  for  Rev.  Otway  Colvin. 

MARION— GETHSEMANE— Rkv.  Geo.  Davis  Adams,  Rector. 

By  a  singular  coincidence  the  number  of  communicants  added  this  year  (eighteen)  is 
the  same  as  last  vast.  The  Sunday-school  has  doubled  since  June  ist,  188S.  We  are  now- 
soliciting  funds  for  a  stone  church,  and  expect  to  break  ground  by  July  ist. 

MICHIGAN  CITY— TRINITY— Rev.  J.J.  Faude,  Rector. 

The  report  includes  the  services  held  at  the  prison,  of  which  the  Rector  is  Chaplain. 

MUNCIE— GRACE— Rev.  F.  W.  Henry,  Rector. 

I  was  very  much  surprised  when  the  Treasurer  informed  me  that  no  offerings  had  been 
taken  up  for  Domestic,  Foreign,  and  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the  Theological  Educa- 
tional Funds,  for  I  felt  certain  that  I  had  done  so.  I  have  arranged  for  and  shall  adopt 
the  pledge  system  for  all  missions,  next  year,  then  there  can  be  no  oversight  in  the  matter, 
either  by  Rector  or  Treasurer. 

NEW  CASTLE— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  W.  H.  Bamfokd,  Rector. 

The  membership  is  slightly  on  the  increase.  Sunday-school  work  progresses  favor- 
ably, with  an  enlarged  interest.  Financially,  the  position  of  the  parish  is  sound,  and  the 
aim  should  be  to  become  self  supporting  and  independent  of  extraneous  assistance. 
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PLYMOUTH— ST.  THOMAS'S— Rev.  Thomas  B.  Kemp,  D.  D.,  Rector. 

We  have  been  singularly  blessed  in  our  work  in  this  Parish  during  the  past  year, 
the  interest  manifested  in  the  spiritual  department  is  apparent  to  all ;  the  attendance  has 
doubled  during  my  incumbancy,  and,  although  we  mourn  the  loss  of  some  of  our  most 
active  and  zealous  and  much  loved  parishioners,  we  have  need  to  thank  God  and  take 
courage.    This  we  will  do,  knowing  that  God  is  with  us  and  none  can  be  against  us. 

RICHMOND— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  J.  E.  Cathell,  Rector. 

The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  May  15th,  1889.  He  finds  no  entries  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  nor  burials,  within  the  year.  The  list  of  communicants  has 
been  declared  imperfect  by  the  Church  Wardens.

Having  secured  a  home  of  our  own  for  this  mission,  recently  consecrated  to  the 
worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God,  we  can  now,  with  the  help  of  our  lay  readers, 
keep  up  services  and  establish  Sunday-school,  a  promising  nucleus  of  which  we  now 
have,  officered  with  zealous  and  devoted  teachers.  We  begin  to  feel  encouraged  by  the 
presence  and  decision  of  some  of  the  scattered  children  of  the  Church  in  adjacent  ham- 
lets to  make  this  mission  their  spiritual  home.  We  are  weak  and  poor,  but  we  do  not 
forget  that  in  God  is  our  strength,  and  that  we  can  do  all  things  through  Him  who 
strengthens  us. 

TBRRE  HAUTE— ST.  STEPHENS— Rev.  James  D.  Stanley,  Rector. 

Three  thousand  dollars  have  been  subscribed  during  the  year  towards  the  Diocesan 
Endowment  Fund,  thus  making  the  full  quota  of  $5,000.00  for  St.  Stephen's  Parish. 

VINCENNES— ST.  JAMES'S— Henry  S.  Badollet,  Junior  Warden:  H.  S.  Ruddy, 

Clerk. 

The  parish  being  vacant,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  furnish  the  information  asked  for 
in  this  report.

THE  WESTERN  DEAF  MUTE  MI88ION, 
REV.  A.  W.  MANN,  General    Missionary. 

No.  123  Arlington  Street,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
To  the  Right  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbocker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

During  the  year  just  closed,  I  held  services  for  deaf  mutes  at  Christ  Church,  St. 
Paul's  Church,  and  the  State  School,  Indianapolis;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville;  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute;  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington;  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Aurora;  and  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  with  good  congregations.  The 
work  at  the  school  in  question  is  important,  on  account  of  the  three  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese.    Several  have  been  baptized  and  confirmed. 

I  have  also  officiated  at  the  large  centers  of  other  Mid -Western  Dioceses.  My  field 
of  labor  extends  from  the  Alleghanies  to  the  Missouri  River,  an  area  much  too  large  for 
a  single  missionary,  but  which  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  hold  till  more  workers  can  be 
sent  by  the  Church  to  occupy  it 

My  work  is  among  a  widely  scattered  people,  whose  ratio  to  other  people  is  as  one 
to  sixteen  hundred.  They  can  not  be  reached  in  the  ordinary  way ;  and  so  need  the 
Church's  services  in  a  language  suited  to  their  case.  They  are  more  disadvantageoualy 
situated  with  regard  to  spiritual  privileges  than  any  class  of  people  in  Christian  commu- 
nities. The  blind,  who  are  almost  universally  regarded  as  more  grevioualy  afflicted,  can 
take  part  in  public  worship  and  instruction  in  common  with,  and  as  frequently  as  seeing 
people.  Thus  they  need  no  special  ministry,  like  their  silent  brethren.  The  latter,  owing 
to  the  present  fewness  of  their  clergy,  enjoy  the  blessed  privileges  of  worship  at  long 
intervals. 

Baptisms. — Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  15;  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington,  1. 

Confirmations. — Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  12. 

Communicants. — Indianapolis,  34 ;  Goshen,  3;  Evansville,  1 ;  Bluff  ton,  1 ;  Carbon, 
1 ;  Hartford  City,  1 ;  Brookville,  1 ;  New  Albany,  1 ;  Frankfort,  1 ;  Richmond,  1 ;  Bloom - 
ington,  1. 

Prayer  Books  and  tracts  have  been  distributed,  the  former  contributed  by  the  New 
York,  and  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Societies. 

I  am  always  glad  to  hear  from  the  brethren  of  the  clergy  who  find  deaf  mutes  within 
their  parochial  limits  and  desire  to  give  them  the  Church's  blessed  services  in  their  own 
language. 

Plymouth,  Indiana,  May  31st,  1889. 
Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop : 

In  addition  to  services  reported  in  Plymouth,  Rochester,  and  Kewanna,  I  have 
officiated  on  eight  occasions  in  St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  baptized  one  adult  and  five  chil- 
dren ;  organized  mission  on  the  10th  day  of  June,  1888,  Sunday-school  and  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary ;  secured  pledge  of  $600  and  rent  of  residence  for  minister,  and  then  committed 
them  to  the  charge  of  my  good  brother  Wall. 

I  have  held  two  services  in  Hamlet,  baptized  two  children;  visited  Argos, twice; 
Walkerton,  once ;  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  Mrs.  Bender,  who 
still  lives  but  is  quite  infirm. 


J 
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I  have  visited  Kokomo  three  times,  and  shall  (D.  V.)f  have  service  on  Monday 
evening,  on  my  way  to  Convention.  I  am  satisfied  that  with  presistent,  faithful  work, 
(which  place  should  to-day  have  a  man  sent  there,  and,  for  a  time,  his  support  must  come 
from  other  sources,  something  can  be  secured  on  the  ground,  to  begin  with,  but  a  small 
amount ;  but  in  no  very  distant  day,  with  a  resident  Rector,  I  believe  a  good  flourishing 
mission  can  be  established,  and  the  amount  invested  have  a  large  harvest  in  souls. 
Four  hundred  souls  have  moved  in)  I  learned  on  Monday,  within  a  month,  and  still 
they  come.    Here  I  baptized  two,  and  others  will  bring  their  children  on  Monday  next. 

I  have  held  service  on  one  occasion  in  Grace  Cathedral,  once  in  St.  Paul's,  Indian- 
apolis;  once  in  Trinity,  Chicago,  and  four  times  in  my  old  parish  in  Iowa,  during  Con- 
ventional year,  ending  June  4th,  1889. 

This,  Right  Rev.  Father,  is  a  synopsis  of  extra  parochial  work ;  I  wish  I  could 
report  more  of  it  in  parts  where  it  is  so  much  needed,  which  in  the  future  I  hope  (D.V.), 
to  be  able  to  do.

THE  INDIANAPOLIS  INSTITUTE  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES, 

MR.  and  MRS.  JAMES   LYON,  Principals. 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  June  4th,  1889. 
To  the  Right  Rev.  D.  B.  Knickerbocker,  D.  />.,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  the  continuous  growth  of  the  Diocesan  school  tor 
girls.  In  order  to  make  room  for  the  increasing  number  of  pupils,  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  make  many  alterations  in  the  building.  The  school  has  had  seventy  pupils  in 
attendance  upon  the  regular  course  the  past  year,  thirteen  of  whom  were  boarding  pupils. 
Besides  this  many  have  come  into  the  school  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  in 
special  studies. 

The  school  always  opens  with  a  service  which  includes  the  Creed,  Psalter,  etc.  The 
school  also  closes  with  prayers.  There  is  also  daily  evening  service.  The  resident  pupils 
attend  regularly  the  services  at  Grace  Cathedral. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter  has  been  engaged  to  give  instruction  in  Church  History 
and  Biblical  subjects  to  all  pupils  in  the  regular  course  the  coming  year.  We  believe  no 
school  gives  more  careful  attention  to.  those  things  which  every  Christian  ought  to  know 
for  his  soul's  health. 

We  feel  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good  Things  to  report  that  the  health  of  the 
school  family  has  been  excellent  the  past  year.  No  case  of  protracted  sickness  has 
occurred,  and  the  pupils,  as  a  rule,  enjoy  much  better  health  than  when  they  entered  the 
school. 

Faithful  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  has  been  productive  of  the  best  results  on 
part  of  the  pupils.  The  ready  obedience  of  the  pupils  and  their  endeavor  to  do  their 
duty  in  all  things,  has  made  the  year  just  closing  one  of  peace  and  harmony. 

The  course  of  study  will  be  enlarged  the  coming  year,  to  be  collegiate  in  character, 
and  more  advanced  than  any  other  school  for  young  ladies  in  Indiana. 

The  Indianapolis  Conservatory  of  Music  will  be  begun  in  the  Fall,  as  a  department 
of  the  school.  The  course  in  instrumental  and  vocal  music  will  equal  that  of  any  other 
conservatory  in  the  country. 

The  Indianapolis  School  of  Art  will  also  be  established  in  connection  with  the 
school,  affording  to  pupils  who  wish  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  art  an  opportunity  to 
do  so. 

Altogether  nineteen  teachers  will  be  connected  with  the  school,  providing,  it  is 
believed,  educational  facilities  that  will  attract,  not  only  the  children  of  the  Church,  but 
many  others.

I  respectfully  offer  the  following  report  of  the  Howe  Grammar  School  for  the  past 
year: 
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1  st.  There  have  attended  the  school,  during  the  year,  thirty-two  pupils.  Of  these, 
nine  are  preparing  for  various  colleges — Yale,  Hobart,  University  of  California — the  rest 
are  preparing  for  business,  or  are  engaged  in  more  primary  studies. 

ad.    Besides  the  Rector,  the  services  of  four  teachers  have  been  given  to  the  school. 

3d.  By  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Howe,  and  by  smaller  gifts  from  others, 
more  than  $27/300  has  been  expended  upon  the  property  of  the  school.  New  school- 
room,  recitation -rooms,  dormitories,  dining-room,  kitchen,  servant's  rooms,  and  guest- 
rooms have  been  provided,  while  the  former  buildings,  which  it  was  thought  well  to 
retain,  have  been  greatly  improved.  The  entire  place  is  heated  by  steam,  and  bath-rooms 
and  other  conveniences  are  provided  within  the  buildings. 

The  furniture  of  the  gymnasium  has  been  increased,  and  improvements  have  been 
made  upon  the  property  of  the  South  Twin  Lake  to  increase  the  facilities  of  the  pupils 
for  aquatic  sports. 

It  is  believed  that  no  school  in  the  land  is  better  equipped  for  the  comfort,  health, 
and  physical  training  of  youth,  as  well  as  for  their  intellectual  development 

4th.  The  entire  school  is  trained,  as  heretofore,  with  careful  religious  instruction. 
A  number  are  preparing  for  baptism  and  confirmation.  Three  postulants  for  Holy  Orders 
are  among  the  students. 

A  surpliced  choir  of  eighteen  members,  exceedingly  efficient,  increases  the  effective- 
ness of  the  Church  services. 

I  think  we  may  claim  for  our  school,  now  completing  its  fifth  year,  that  it  has  grown 
by  its  merits,  and  that  its  enlargement  in  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  school  life,  is 
a  just  development  from  within.  Respectfully,

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RULES  OF  ORDER 
FOR    CONDUCTING    THE    BUSINESS   OF  THE   CONVENTION. 

Adopted  June  ioth,  1886. 


Rule  I.  After  Divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names 
of  those  present. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine,  and 
report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by 
ballot,  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon 
I,  the  following  Standing  Committees :  (  1 )  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business.  (  2  )  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (  3  )  A  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A 
Committee  on  Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  committees : 
(6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address 
of  the  Bishop,  parochial  and  mission  reports.  (  7  )  A  Committee  of  the 
Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and  other  funds  of  the  Diocese.  (8)  A 
Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work,  consisting  of  three  clergymen  and 
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three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in  their 
judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sen-ice  of 
the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  leave  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  bv  the  Convention ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders  the  name  of 
the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide 
it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house, 
unless  it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during 
the  session;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  pur- 
pose bv  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recom- 
mending or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Con- 
vention, they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its 
consideration. 
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Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention :  (  1 )  Communications  from  the  President.  (  2  )  Reports 
from  Standing  Committees.  (  3  )  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in 
order  of  appointment.  (4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.  (5)  Motions 
and  Resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  dicis- 
ion;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  journal,  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without 
the  right  to  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necces- 
sarv,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Con- 
ventions, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  journal 
of  each  Convention.

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FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 


Right,  Rev,  Father  and  Dear  Friends  of  the  Woman*  s  Auxiliary: 

Our  fifth  year  of  work  as  a  Diocesan  Branch  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
is  ended.  Its  record  is  one  of  encouragement  and  discouragement.  En- 
couragement in  seeing  the  results  of  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  the  few, 
and  discouragement  at  the  absorption  in  parish  needs  and  activities,  or 
entire  apathy  in  regard  to  missions  on  the  part  of  the  many. 

In  these  five  years  we  have  only  added  twelve  Parish  Branches  to 
those  existing  when  we  organized,  making  our  number  now  eighteen, 
and  of  these,  six,  this  year,  send  no  report.  Ought  this  so  to  be  in  this  State 
and  Diocese,  which  for  fifty  years  has  been,  and  still  is,  receiving  mis- 
sionary aid  from  the  general  Church  ? 

One  Parish  Branch  has  joined  our  ranks  this  year,  that  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Frankfort,  organized  May  8th,  1889.  We  look  to  them  to  show 
how  a  mission  parish  can  be  also  a  missionary  parish. 

As  in  previous  years,  interesting  and  profitable  meetings  of  Church- 
women  have  been  held  in  connection  with  each  session  of  Convocations, 
with  addresses  from  the  Bishop  and  clergy.  1  have  been  able  to  attend  four 
of  these,  three  in  the  Central,  and  one  in  the  Southern  Deanery. 

To  the  first,  held  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  December 
5th,  I  was  accompanied  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Deanery,  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Nichols,  Mrs.  D.  B.  Knitfkerbacker,  and  Mrs.  A.  A.  Cady,  delegates 
from  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis.  This  was  really  a  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Branch  in  St.  Stephen's  Church  being  one  of 
the  oldest  in  the  Diocese.  After  an  earnest  appeal  from  the  Bishop  for 
increased  interest  in  missionary  work,  and  a  paper  by  myself,  Mrs. 
Nichols  made  a  most  beautiful  and  stirring  address.  A  short  conference 
on  ways  and  means  followed,  and  we  separated,  feeling  encouraged  to 
better  efforts  in  the  future. 

The  Southern  Convocation  met  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany, 
February  5th  and  6th.     Here,  also,  is  a  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
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and  the  meeting  Wednesday  afternoon  was  well  attended,  a  delegation 
coming  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville.  Mrs.  Nichols  read  a 
paper  on  the  Ideal  Auxiliary,  full  of  beautiful  thoughts  and  practical  sug- 
gestions. My  topic  was  the  field,  white  unto  the  harvest,  and  the  oppor- 
tunities afforded  us  to  be  among  the  reapers. 

Friday  afternoon,  February  7th,  I  met  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  St. 
Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  in  the  parlors  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Fitch,  and  spent  an 
hour  in  pleasant  talk  over  Auxiliary  work  and  methods. 

At  the  second  session  of  the  Central  Convocation  in  St.  James's 
Church,  New  Castle,  the  ladies  gathered  on  Wednesday,  at  3  p.  m.,  were 
addressed  by  the  Bishop,  who  then  retired  with  the  clergy  for  a  business 
session.  In  connection  with  a  paper  on  Woman's  Ministry  to  Christ,  I 
gave  some  account  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  its  work. 

May  7th  and  8th,  the  Central  Convocation  held  its*  last  session  in  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Frankfort.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  Rev.  Edwin 
G.  Hunter,  of  Indianapolis,  read  the  usual  collects  and  made  an  earnest 
address  to  the  ladies  at  their  meeting.  A  presentation  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  explanation  of  its  methods  of  work  resulted  in  the  organ- 
ization of  a  Parish  Branch. 

By  the  fatherly  care  of  our  Bishop  for  our  spiritual  good,  a  quiet 
day  with  its  prayers  and  meditations  was  provided  for  us  February  22d, 
in  his  Cathedral  Church.  The  instructions  and  meditations  were  given 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Betts,  of  Louisville  Kentucky. 

Last  year  at  this  time,  our  Vice-President  in  this  district,  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Nichols,  lay  upon  a  bed  of  sickness,  from  which  God  was  mercifully 
pleased  to  restore  her  to  a  measure  of  her  former  health,  and,  as  has 
already  been  mentioned,  she  was  able  to  attend  two  meetings  of  Convoca- 
tion. The  resumption  of  all  her  philanthropic  work,  ere  the  winter 
closed,  brought  warning  of  needed  rest,  and  her  place  is  vacant  among 
us  again  to-day;  but  our  meeting  was  not  forgotten,  and  from  over  the 
sea  comes  to  us  a  loving  greeting  and  assurance  of  her  continued  inter- 
est in  our  work  and  prayer  for  its  success. 

Another  place  is  vacant  among  us  to-day,  vacant  on  earth  forever- 
more,  that  of  Miss  Kate  Biggs,  Treasurer  of  the  Parish  Branch,  of  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis.  From  quiet,  faithful,  unobtrusive  following  of 
the  Master,  looking  foward  to  a  closer  consecration  to  His  service,  she 
passed  to  her  rest  in  Paradise,  March  16th,  1889. 

The  reports  from  Parish  Branches  are  as  follows: 

Delphi,  St.  Mary's.— This  parish  has  been  without  a  Rector  for  a 
year.  The  ladies  have  raised  $8  to  assist  a  deaf  mute  in  school  at  Indi- 
anapolis.    Mrs.  R.  A.  Wason,  Secretary. 
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Elkhart,  St.  John's. — The  Woman's  Auxiliary  meetings,  owing 
circumstances,  were  interrupted,  only  four  being  held  during  the  ye 
$25  was  raised  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  the  prospect  for  future  wor 
very  encouraging.     Josephine  Cummins,  Secretary. 

Fort  Wayne,  Trinity. — This  Branch  reports  thirty-seven  me 
bers.  They  have  raised  $117.97  this  year;  of  this,  $50  has  been  givea 
Diocesan  Missions;  $40  to  support  a  child  in  a  Mormon  school;  $C£ 
box  expenses;  $17.50,1.0  Old  Ladies'  Home,  Fort  Wayne.

Mrs.  A.  D.  Guild,  President;  Mrs.  C.  R.  Dryer,  Secretary. 

Indianapolis,  Christ  Church. — Eight  meetings  of  this  Braj 
have  been  held  during  the  current  year,  exclusive  of  the  July  meeting 
last  season,  at  which  time  the  annual  election  of  officers  was  held, 
usual,  these  meetings  have  taken  place  in  parlors,  generously  tenderecE 
by  the  ladies  of  the  parish.  A  programme,  perpared  early  in  the  fm 
assigns  a  meeting  upon  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  from  October* 
July,  inclusive.  As  heretofore,  this  programme  was  so  arranged  as 
give  variety  and  interest.  Nine  papers,  bearing  upon  work  in  the  m  - 
6ionary  fields,  were  assigned  to  as  many  different  ladies.  These,  inte? 
spersed  with  music,  recitations,  and  conversation,  together  with  a  lijj 
collation,  have  given  us  a  profitable'  and  entertaining  year.  Two  bo* 
were  sent  at  Christmas,  one  to  Rev.  J.  A.  Gilfillan,  White  Earth  Indi- 
Mission,  value,  $48;  the  other  to  Mr.  Oliver  Matson,  a  student  at  Nash 
tah,  value,  $35.  An  Easter  box  was  sent  to  a  Church  school  at  Cov 
Oregon,  valued  at  $106.  The  cash  contributions  have  been,  Diocese 
Missions,  $108.89;  Domestic  Missions,  $10;  Mormon  Scholarshi

We  stand  on  the  threshold  of  another  year,  before  us   are  golden 

pportunities  to  minister  to  Christ  our  King  in  the  person  of  His  scat- 

ered  and  wandering  sheep,  and  to  be  I  lis  messengers  of  love  and  help- 

'ulness  to  His  missionaries,  and  to  the  poor,  ignorant,  lowly  ones  to  whom 

hey  are  sent. 

Our  Bishop  asks  of  us  to  do  our  part  to  secure  the  quota  apportioned 
o  each  parish  and  mission,  to  be  raised  for  Diocesan  Missions.  This 
:an  easily  be  done  by  beginning  and  faithfully  carrying  out  the  plan  of 
ystematic  offerings,  and  leave  a  margin  for  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
ions. 

Our  missionary  in  China,  Dr.  Haslep,  has  passed  a  year  in  an  isola- 
tion we  can  scarcely  realize,  in  patient  preparation  for,  and  entrance 
Vjpon  her  work  in  the  Woman's  Hospital,  at  Wuchang.  She  is  to  be 
^Sheered  and  encouraged  by  the  evidence  of  our  appreciation  shown  in 
^  iberal  offerings  for  her  support. 

The  principal  object  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention  this  year, 

is  our  Diocesan  Church  Home  and  Orphanage.     The  lot  bought  by  the 

^ihildren's  offering  and  the  money  raised  last  year  by  the  A.  B.  C.  plan, 

stands  silently  asking,  when  shall  a  building  rise  here,  to  gather  in  the 

homeless  orphan,  the  desolate  aged,  under  the   sheltering   arms  of  the 

Church  of  Christ?     Has  not  the  time  come  to  begin  this  work  in  earnest? 
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May  I  suggest  as  one  plan,  the  organization  of  a  Building  Ten  of  King's 
Daughters  in  each  parish  and  mission,  pledged  to  work  for  this  worthy 
object  until  it  is  accomplished.     Who  will  begin? 

To  increase  the  number  of  Parish  Branches,  and  stimulate  the  zeal 
of  our  Churchwomen  in  missionary  work,  the  experience  of  the  past  five 
years  has  6hown  as  special  needs :  first,  a  verbal  presentation  of  practical 
methods  and  cases  of  actual  need ;  and  second,  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  the  Rector.  The  first  I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  give,  whenever 
invited,  to  the  best  of  my  ability;  the  second,  we  ask  of  you,  our  friends 
among  the  clergy.  Every  Parish  Branch  that  has  accomplished  good 
results  this  year,  has  done  so  under  the  stimulus  and  encouragment  of  its 
Rector,  who  is  always  President,  ex  officio*  And  on  the  clergy  we  must 
depend  for  the  furtherance  of  organization  in  the  parishes  where  no 
Branches  exist. 

In  October  next  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  will 
be  held  in  New  York  during  the  session  of  General  Convention.  It  is 
hoped  all  our  Churchwomen,  who  can,  will  endeavor  to  be  present.  I 
know  of  nothing  better  calculated  to  awaken  enthusiasm  in  missionary 
work  than  attendance  upon  this  gathering  of  earnest  Christian  women 
from  every  Diocese  and  missionary  jurisdiction,  and  upon  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  which  are  now  a  part  of  the  regular  proceedings 
of  the  General  Convention.  Any  ladies,  who  can  attend,  sending  their 
names  to  the  Bishop,  or  to  me,  will  receive  appointment  as  delegates. 

In  closing,  dear  friends,  let  me  ask  your  earnest  prayers,  that  God 
will  open  the  eyes  of  our  Churchwomen  to  see  that  it  is  not  their  Bishop, 
nor  his  clergy,  nor  your  Secretary,  nor  the  parish  collectors,  who  ask 
their  offerings  for  missions  and  missionaries,  but  the  Crucified  One,  their 
Lord  and  their  God,  who  stands  at  the  door  and  knocks,  saying:  "  Freely 
ye  have  received,  freely  give."     Dare  we  say  Him  nay?

Indianapolis,  June  3,  1890. 

The  Fifty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church 
*  m  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Christ  Church, 
t    7 130   o'clock    this    evening,    and,    after   evening 
rayer,  said  by  Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rev.  Charles 
.  Turner,  and  Rev.  J.  Everist  Cathell,  the  Bishop 
ad  his  seventh  annual  address,  as  follows : 

car  Brethren  in   Christ: 

The  canons  of  the  general  Church  require  that  at  every  an- 
ual  Convention  fc'the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an  address  stating 
^Vie  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
^ion,  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  has  visited,  the  num- 
er  of  persons  confirmed,  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  re- 
eived  as  candidates  for  Orders  and  of  those  who  have  been  or- 
ained.  suspended  or  degraded,  the  changes  by  death,  removal 
r  otherwise  which  have  taken  place  among  the  clergy,  and  in 
general  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the 
'iccese."  In  compliance  with  this  law  I  proceed  to  review  the 
Vvork  of  the  Church  in  our  Diocese  the  past  year,  thankful  to 
-Almighty  God  that  this  review  is  full  of  encouragement,  and 
fchat  the  labors  of  our  self-sacrificing  band  of  clergy  through  the 
Cordial  co-operation  of  the  faithful  laity  have  had  the  blessing  of 
<3od  and  resulted  in  greatly  advancing  the  work  of  Christ's 
kingdom  in  the  bounds  of  Indiana.  I  am  grateful  to  God  for 
such  faithful  co-workers  and  in  the  Master's  name  I  thank  them, 
and  invoke  the  best  of  Heaven's  blessings  upon  them  and  their 
flocks.     Through  God's  good  Providence  I  have  had  continued 
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good  health  and  strength  for  the  arduous  duties  of  my  ministi 
among  you. 

The  first  important  duty  after  the  closing  of  our  Coi 
vention  a  year  ago  was  on  the  Sunday  evening  following  i 
preach  the  Baccalaureate  sermon  before  the  teachers  and  pupi 
of  the  Indianapolis  Institute  in  Grace  Cathedral,  and  to  devo 
the  two  days  following — June  n  and  12 — in  attendance  upc 
the  closing  exercises  of  the  school.  We  were  glad  to  welcon 
to  these  exercises  our  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Quincy,  Dr.  Bu 
gess,  who  gave  a  most  eloquent  and  helpful  address  to  tl 
graduating  class.  I  had  the  honor  of  presenting  the  diplom; 
to  the  class  and  conferring  several  prizes  as  an  appreci 
tion  of  faithfulness  and  devotion  to  study  on  the  part  of  tl 
pupils.  This  closed  the  third  year  of  the  school,  which  h: 
been  a  prosperous  one,  and  greatly  in  advance  of  the  previa 
years  in  the  number  of  its  pupils  and  progress  in  their  studi* 
The  fourth  year,  now  drawing  to  a  close,  has  been  a  great  £ 
vance  on  the  previous  years  in  the  number  of  boarding  and  d 
pupils  and  in  advantages  offered  for  acquiring  a  thorough 
practical  as  well  as  ornamental  education.  I  am  happy  to  2 
nounce  that  the  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  are  erecting  fc 
present  season  on  the  site  purchased  last  year  on  the  corner 
Central  avenue  and  Seventh  street  a  commodious  building 
the  accommodation  of  the  school  that  will  allow  of  the  grov 
and  development  in  some  degree  commensurate  with  the  opp> 
tunity  afforded  in  our  great  and  growing  State.  This  build  i 
is  to  be  in  readiness  for  the  opening  of  the  school  for  its  fi 
year  in  September  next.  The  building  will  cost  $16,500, 
land  $10,000.  a  total  of  $26,500.  From  the  sale  of  the  Pel 
sylvania  street  property  to  the  Endowment  Fund  $16,500 
received.  The  Bishop  hopes  to  be  able  to  secure  from  \vi 
out  the  Diocese  from  friends  $5,000  additional.  He  1 
already  secured  $4,000.  This  will  leave  $5,000  indebtedn* 
which  the  school  can  ill  afford  to  carry  in  this  its  day  of  \v«? 
ness.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  from  the  Churchmen  of  Indiana, 
especiallv  Indianapolis,  this  sum?      1   know  of  no  object    *-"* 
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^vhich  Churchmen  can  bestow  their  money  with  greater  satisfac- 
tion and  with  better  result.     I  appeal  to  the  pride  of  Indiana 
Churchmen  to  aid  their  Bishop  in  building  up  this  school ;  to  do 
^or  it  what  Mrs.  Howe  has  so  generously  done  for  our  Boys' 
School  at  Lima,  and  in  time  to  found  scholarships  upon  which 
the  daughters  of  our  missionary  clergy  might  be  educated,  or  by 
a  generous  endowment  give  the  permanent  name  which  is  pa- 
tiently waiting  for  such  generosity.     The  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese are  the  proper  corporation  to  hold  all  such  endowments  and 
care  for  their  safe  investment. 

A  few  days  after — June  25,  26  and  27 — were  spent  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  closing  exercises  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  Howe 
Grammar  School,  our  Diocesan  School  for  Bovs,  and  in  the  ac- 
ceptance  and  benediction  of  the  noble  buildings  erected  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  school  by  its  generous  benefactor,  Mrs. 
Frances  M.  Howe.  At  these  exercises  there  were  present  Rev. 
Dr.  Fair,  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  who  delivered 
an  excellent  address,  and  several  of  our  own  clergy  and  laity. 
The  buildings  were  planned  under  the  careful  direction  of  the 
Principal,  Rev.  Charles  A.  Spalding,  and  have  proved  very 
convenient  for  the  work.  The  school  has  had  a  prosperous  year, 
having  forty  boarding  pupils,  and  is  in  every  way  equipped  for 
good  and  faithful  work.  Mr.  James  B.  Howe  has  recently 
added  to  the  equipment  of  the  school  a  fine-toned  bell  of  1,500 
pounds  weight.  Mr.  Dwight,  of  Detroit,  a  relative  of  Mrs. 
Howe,  has  given  $100  to  provide  book-cases  for  the  library, 
and  the  children  of  Mr.  Samuel  Burnell,  the  late  Warden  of 
St.  Mark's,  Lima,  and  a  contemporary  of  Mr.  John  B.  Howe, 
Mrs.  Gunther,  of  Chicago,  and  Mrs.  Nichols,  of  Lima,  have 
given  $500  in  memory  of  their  father  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library  of  the  school.  •  The  instruction  and  discipline  of 
the  school  is  all  that  parents  can  ask  for  their  sons.  The  indi- 
cations at  present  are  that  the  school  will  reach  its  full  capacity 
in  September.  Barker  Hall,  at  Michigan  City,  has  continued 
its  good  work  through  the  year,  having  three  departments,  each 
under  the  care  of  an  efficient  teacher,   viz :   academic,    inter- 
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mediate  and  primary.  Its  course  is  most  thorough  and  a  wel- 
come aid  in  the  development  of  the  Church  in  that  growing 
city.  At  a  recent  visit  to  the  Parish  I  was  privileged  to  confirm 
three  of  the  pupils  of  the  school.  Major  W.  P.  Gould,  of 
Vincennes,  is  maintaining  St.  John's  Mission  School  for  the 
children  of  working  people,  at  North  Vincennes.  Forty  pupils 
have  been  cared  for  bv  an  excellent  teacher.  At  a  recent  visita- 
tion  I  confirmed  nine  pupils  of  this  school.  In  connection  with 
the  school  Major  Gould  has  provided  a  library  and  reading  room 
for  working  men  that  is  most  helpful  to  the  work,  and  the  rector 
has  a  Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  of  the  Iron  Cross  composed 
of  twenty  working  men  that  is  proving  an  efficient  helper  for 
good.  To  me,  dear  brethren,  it  is  very  grateful  to  be  able  to 
report  to  vou  the  substantial  progress  the  great  work  of 
Christian  education  is  making  in  our  Diocese.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  hopeful  features  of  our  work.  I  trust  every  member  of 
the  Diocese  shares  with  me  the  pleasure  and  gratification  of  this 
progress. 

CHURCH    Bt'ILDIXG. 

The  building  of  the  new  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City, 
the  past  year,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  on  August 
14th,  and  the  opening  service  of  benediction  held  by  the  Bishop 
on  the  fourth  Sunday  after  Easter.  May  4th,  adds  another  sub- 
stantial stone  structure  to  the  churches  of  our  Diocese.  It  cost 
complete  $20,000,  the  entire  sum  being  subscribed  before  the 
work  was  undertaken.  It  is  a  beautiful  and  convenient  parish 
church,  a  monument  to  the  abilitv  and  faithfulness  of  its  late 
rector.  Rev.  John  J.  Faude.  and  of  the  liberality  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

At  Bloomington.  the  seat  of  the  State  University,  a  tasteful 
frame  church  has  been  erected  upon  a  corner  lot  under  the  care- 
ful supervision  of  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  the  missionary  in  charge. 
Its  whole  cost,  including  land  and  furniture,  was  $2,500. 

In  Indianapolis  during  the  last  summer  Grace  Cathedral 
was  rebuilt  at  its  new   location,  corner  of  Central  avenue  and 
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Seventh  street,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  G.  E.  Swan,  the 
pastor.  The  old  material  was  utilized  as  far  as  possible,  but  it 
is  substantially  a  new  structure,  and  cost  complete  $5,000.  It 
has  sittings  for  five  hundred,  ample  choir  and  sanctuary,  with 
choir  and  vestry  rooms,  all  admirably  arranged  for  Diocesan 
gatherings.  It  was  consecrated  on  Whitsun  Day,  Bishop 
Burgess  preaching.  A  new  and  sweet-toned  organ,  valued  at 
$2,500,  was  a  memorial  gift  of  Mr.  Delos  Root,  a  member  of 
the  congregation.  The  location  of  the  Cathedral  in  a  new  and 
growing  part  of  the  city,  remote  from  our  other  churches,  has 
provided  for  a  needed  extension  of  the  Church  in  that  section  of 
the  city,  and  under  Mr.  Swan's  faithful  ministrations  a  congre- 
gation is  being  gathered  most  earnest  in  every  good  work  and 
promising  much  for  the  Church  in  the  See  city.  The  property 
belongs  to  the  Diocese,  and  is  under  the  direct  control  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  Bishop. 

Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  has  added  to  the  value  of  its 
Church  property  by  building  a  spacious  and  comfortable  rectory 
of  stone  at  a  cost  of  $7,500,  and  a  commodious  parish  house  of 
the  same  material  at  a  cost  of  $4,000  more.  This  parish  has 
now  a  most  complete  equipment  for  splendid  work  in  that  grow- 
ing city. 

Emmanuel,  Garrett,  has  greatly  reduced  the  indebtedness 
upon  their  rectory  since  the  advent  of  Dr.  Kemp,  and  they  are 
planning  for  the  needed  enlargement  of  their  pretty  brick  church. 

St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  has  provided  for  an  indebtedness  of 
$10,000  incurred  in  the  erection  of  their  elegant  stone  church. 

St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  will  pay  this  year  the  last  install- 
ment of  a  debt  of  $15,000.  the  rector  found  against  the  parish 
on  his  assuming  the  rectorship  seven  years  ago.  It  will  be  a 
great  relief  to  have  this  burden  removed  and  open  the  way  to 
more  aggressive  work.  We  congratulate  the  rector  on  his 
accomplishment  of  this  very  important  undertaking. 

Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  has  considerably  reduced 
the  indebtedness  on  their  rectory. 
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The  church  at  Cannelton  has  been  greatly  improvec 
new  windows  and  decoration  of  interior  at  a  cost  of  $350. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  Evansville,  has  1 
newly  painted  this  year  and  its  interior  decorated  by  parisr 
ers  of  St.  Paul's,  under  whose  care  a  flourishing  Sunday-sc 
is  maintained. 

Several  of  our  parishes  and  missions  are  proposing  to  I 
new  churches  the  present  year. 

St.  Paul's,  Jefferson ville,  though   greatly  crippled   by 
destruction  of  much  property  by  the  terrible  tornado  in  A 
which  ruined  the  homes  of  twelve  families  belonging  to  the 
ish,  expects  to  lay  the  foundation  of  their  new  stone  church 
vear.

St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  is  moving  in  the  same  direcl 
hoping  to  secure  a  new  location  and  to  build  of  stone. 

Gethsemane  Mission,  Marion,  has  become  an  organ 
and  self-supporting  parish,  and  is  building  a  new  stone  ch 
this  vear. 

St.  Paul's  Mission,  Hammond,  Rev.  R.  C.  Wall,  miss 
ary,  has  plans  for  a  neat  frame  structure,  to  cost  $1,600.  t< 
erected  this  summer. 

The  Mission,  at  New  Carlisle,  has  a  corner  lot  paid 
and  expect  now  to  erect  a  neat  frame  church  in  the  autumn. 

At  Plainfield,  a  station  of  Dean  Jenckes',  arrangetiK 
have  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  the  Methodist  church,  t 
congregation  erecting  a  new  one.  This  will  give  us  an  eligi 
church  property  and  afford  opportunity  for  the  Church  to  gr< 

A  new  mission  has  been  organized  at  Anderson,  and  pla 
under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  McGlone,  that  promises  to  deve 
into  an  important  work.      At  present  services  are  held  in 
Opera  House,  rented  for  a  vear,  for  exclusive  use  on  Sunda 

Trinity.  Peru,  has  greatly  improved  their  church  build 
the  past  year  and  added  a  pipe  organ. 

Christ  Mission,  Huntington,  has  fitted  up  a  hall  for  sen" 
and  the  mission  is  making  healthful  progress. 
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A  promising  opening  is  awaiting  the  Church  at  Kokomo  as 
soon  as  we  shall  be  able  to  secure  the  missionary  to  locate  there. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS. 

These,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  are  increasing  in  number.    We 
have  now    two  candidates    and    one    postulant  pursuing   their 
studies  at  Nashotah  Theological  Seminary,  two  acting  as  prefects 
and  pursuing    their  studies  at  Howe  Grammar   School.     One 
candidate  who  has  recently  come  to  us  from  the  Lutheran  min- 
istry is  pursuing  his  studies  privately.     Still  another  is  pursuing 
his  studies  under  the  direction  of  his  rector,  and  aiding  him  in 
missionary  work.     One  postulant  is  at  Hobart  College,  Geneva, 
^-  Y.,  one  at  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.     Altogether  we 
have  eight  candidates  and  three  postulants.     The  care  and  assist- 
ance  of  these  in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry  involves  con- 
siderable expense,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Convention  an 
annual  offering  is  asked  for  this  object.     The  Bishop  has  desig- 
natedGood  Friday  and  the  first  Sunday  in  October  as  the  especial 
hrnes  for  the  remembrance  of  this  fund.     The  Bishop  would 
enforce  the  importance  of  these  collections  in  every  Church  in 
the  Diocese. 

CLERGY    DIMITTEfc    FROM     THE     DIOCESE. 

We  have  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  Rev.  J. 
J*  Faude,  to  become  the  rector  of  Gethsemane  Church,  Minne- 
apolis,  a  parish  endeared  to  your  Bishop  by  twenty-seven  years 
°f  happy  association  as  its  rector.  The  pain  of  parting  from 
this  brother  was  greatly  alleviated  by  being  able  to  send  to  that 
important  parish  one  so  well  qualified  to  administer  it.  Mr. 
Faude  had  grown  up  in  our  Diocese,  and  for  fifteen  years  had 
been  one  of  the  most  earnest  and  devoted  of  our  clergy.  We 
at*e  sure  that  he  will  ever  retain  a  warm  place  in  his  heart  for 
*ndiana,  as  we  shall  for  him,  and  shall  watch  his  course  with 
*hfc  deepest  interest.  The  Rev.  Franklin  W.  Adams,  of  Elk- 
hart, after  three  and  a  half  years  of  faithful   labor,  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  the  Platte.  We  were 
glad  to  be  able  to  send  to  the  help  of  our  Right  Rev.  Brother 
Graves  one  so  well  qualified  to  aid  him  in  his  mission  field. 
The  Rev.  George  Davis  Adams,  of  Marion,  was  transferred  to 
Ohio,  and  Rev.  Frank  Mallett  to  Southern  Ohio.  We  parted 
from  both  of  these  faithful  brethren  with  great  regret. 

CHANGES    WITHIN    THE    DIOCESE. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Bamford  resigned  the  mission  of  St.  James's, 
New  Castle,  on  the  ist  of  October,  to  accept  the  charge  of  St. 
George's  Mission  and  to  be  the  assistant  of  the  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis.  Under  his  faithful  ministry  the  mission 
has  been  organized,  and  the  work  greatly  developed.  The 
number  of  baptisms  has  been  large,  and  confirmations  number- 
ing sixteen.  November  ist,  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp  resigned  St. 
Thomas's  Church,  Plymouth,  and  accepted  the  appointment  of 
missionary  at  Emmanuel,  Garrett,  and  towns  adjacent.  His 
support  comes  largely  from  the  American  Church  Missionary 
Society,  for  which  we  are  grateful,  whose  faithful  missionary  he 
has  been  for  many  years.  Under  his  ministry  there  has  been  a 
good  development  of  this  work,  and  the  promise  is  good  for  the 
future.  Soon  after  the  last  Contention,  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's,  Vincenncs,  and  accepted 
that  of  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville,  where  his  labors  are  being 
greatly  blessed,  the  Sunday-school  and  congregation  are  increas- 
ing, and  a  vested  choir  has  been  added  to  aid  in  rendering  the 
music.  Rev.  J.  A.  McGlone  resigned  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort, 
in  January,  and  in  February  accepted  the  appointment  of  mis- 
sionarv  at  Anderson,  where  soon  after  St.  Paul's  mission  was 
organized  and  a  vestrv  selected.  We  hope  for  good  results  of 
his  labors  here.  In  March.  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole  resigned  the 
missions  at  Greencastle  and  Bloomington.  and  accepted  with 
mv  consent  the  rectorship  of  Gethsemane,  Marion,  where  he  has 
a  most  promising  work  before  him.  Rev.  Frederick  Thompson 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  at  Easter. 
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but  continues  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  and  the  mis- 
sion at  New  Carlisle. 

CLERGY    RECEIVED. 

Rev.  William  Willson,  from  the  Diocese  of  Florida.  He 
has  done  mission  work  at  Covington,  Crawfordsville  and  Attica. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Mead  came  September  1st  from  Western  Michi- 
gan  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's,  Goshen,  where  his 
labors  are  most  acceptable,  and  where,  I  trust,  he  may  have  a 

most  successful  ministry. 

•> 

September  1st  we  were  glad  to  welcome  back  to  the  Diocese 
from  Western  New  York,  our  brother,  Rev.  J.  Gorton  Miller, 
to  accept  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Columbus,  where  he  is  doing 
a  most  acceptable  work  full  of  promise  for  the  future. 

Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent  came  September  1st  from  Southern 
Ohio,  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's,  Vincennes.  I  was 
especially  glad  to  welcome  our  brother,  who,  during  my  visita- 
tions to  Southern  Ohio,  I  had  ordered  Deacon  and  Priest,  had 
laid  the  corner-stone  and  consecrated  his  church,  and  thus  had 
opportunity  to  know  of  his  work.  His  labors  thus  far  have  been 
greatly  blessed  and  most  acceptable  to  his  parish. 

Rev.  Lewis  Cass  Birch  came  September  1st  from  Minne- 
sota, to.accept  the  long-vacant  mission  of  St.  Matthew's,  Worth- 
ington.  His  services  there  are  very  acceptable  and  give  promise 
of  growth  in  the  future. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Foulston  came  in  November  from  England,  and 
was  appointed  to  the  vacant  mission  of  St.  James's,  New  Castle, 
where  he  is  serving  very  faithfully. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas  came  October  1st  from  Ohio  to  New 
Albany,  where  his  work  gives  promise  of  good  fruit. 

Rev.  J.  A.  M.  LaTourrette  has  recently  been  received  from 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  and  will  reside  in  Indianapolis. 

Rev.  Charles  Turner  was  ordered  Deacon  September  1st, 
and  placed  in  charge  of  St.  John's,  Bristol,  and  St.  Andrew's 
Warsaw.  On  April  30th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol,  he  was 
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advanced  to  the  Priesthood.     He  is  doing  faithful  work  and  is  a 
good  addition  to  our  clergy. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Purcell,  a  minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  on 
the  i  st  of  February  applied  for  admission  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Church  and  was  received  as  a  candidate.  April  ist  he  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  vacant  mission  of  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort, 
as  licensed  lay  reader,  and  is  doing  acceptable  service  in  that 
promising  mission. 

PARISHES    AND    MISSIONS    VACANT. 

Trinity,  Michigan  City ;  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth ;  St. 
John's,  Elkhart,  and  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  are  without  rec- 
tors and  the  missions  of  Bloomington  and  Greencastle.  These, 
we  hope,  will  all  be  supplied  at  an  early  day. 

If  parishes  would  be  willing  to  confer  with  their  Bishop, 
and  allow  him  to  co-operate  with  them  in  selecting  a  rector,  all 
vacancies  could  soon  be  supplied,  and  if  they  were  more  liberal 
in  their  support  of  the  clergy  they  would  not  be  so  often  vacant. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  confirmations  for  the  Conventional  year  number  four 
hundred  and  fifty  in  forty-eight  parishes,  missions  and  stations. 
Among  the  confirmed  have  been  a  good  proportion  of  youth, 
the  older  boys  and  girls  of  our  Sunday-schools,  showing  that 
the  Church  is  having  a  legitimate  gain  from  this,  which  should 
always  be  a  source  of  increase.  There  has  also  been  a  good 
proportion  of  older  persons,  many  of  them  from  other  religious 
bodies  attracted  to  the  Church  after  careful  investigation  of  her 
claims  as  a  true  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.  We 
believe  that  each  year  will  see  an  increasing  number  of  these. 
They  will  be  attracted  by  the  orderly,  beautiful  ritual  of  the 
Church;  her  quiet  conservatism,  and  her  full  presentation  of 
Christ  and  His  holy  Gospel  through  her  Christian  year.  A 
harvest   is   in   good   prospect    if  Bishop,  clergy    and    laity    are 
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faithful  in  presenting  the  Church's  claims  as  a  refuge  for  sinful 
men  and  a  training  school  to  help  them  on  the  Heavenly  way. 

I  have  been  encouraged  everywhere  by  the  presence  of 
large  congregations  at  my  visitations,  and  have  been  impressed 
by  the  hearty  and  reverent  responses  in  the  service  by  our  con- 
gregations, the  attention  paid  to  Church  music,  and  the  clean- 
liness and  good  order  of  the  churches. 

At  my  Sunday  visitations,  and  often  on  week  days,  I  have 
been  able  to  meet  with  the  Sunday-schools  and  to  catechise  and 
address  the  children.  I  consider  this  an  important  part  of  my 
work  and  of  that  of  the  clergy  to  minister  to  and  instruct  faith- 
fully the  children. 

I  have  been  delighted  at  the  number  who  have  been  pre- 
sented to  be  received  to  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  having  committed 
the  Catechism  of  the  Church.  Each  year  there  is  an  increased 
number. 

In  these  visitations  I  think  I  perceive  a  deepening  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  our  people  and  a  higher  appreciation  of  the 
means  of  grace. 

Our  last  Lent  was  the  best  observed  of  any  since  my  advent 
to  the  Diocese,  and  a  larger  number  made  their  Easter  com- 
munion than  ever  before.  With  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual 
life  of  our  people  will  come  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  means 
of  grace  and  of  the  Church  itself,  and  the  obligation  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  advance  its  welfare.  It  will  carry  religion  into 
the  home  and  business,  sanctifying  and  blessing  all  within  its 
reach.  With  self-consecration  to  Christ's  holy  service  will  come 
the  consecration  of  one's  substance  which  will  manifest  itself  in 
the  better  support  of  our  churches,  and  in  the  liberal  giving  for 
the  mission  work  and  enterprises  for  the  extension  of  the  King- 
dom. For  the  attainment  of  this  end,  clear  brethren  in  Christ, 
let  us  labor  with  renewed  devotion  in  our  holy  calling,  looking 
to  God  for  His  blessing  on  all  our  labors. 
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CONVOCATIONS. 


I  have  been  able  to  be  present  at  most  of  the  meetings  of 
of  our  three  Convocations  during  the  year.  I  have  found  them 
most  profitable  and  helpful  to  myself  and  clergy  and  to  the 
parishes  where  they  met.  They  have  enabled  Bishop  and 
clergy  and  laity  to  consider  the  best  methods  of  doing  our  work. 

I  hope  the  day  is  not  distant  when  in  each  Convocation  we 
may  employ  a  general  missionary  to  look  after  the  unorganized 
portions  of  each  district  and  to  aid  the  Bishop  in  ministering  to 
the  multitudes  who  are  scattered  abroad  and  are  as  sheep  with- 
out a  shepherd. 

Many  of  our  parochical  clergy  are  doing  faithful  missionary 
work  outside  of  their  regular  parishes.  Rev.  Charles  Morris, 
besides  looking  after  the  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  visits 
St.  Stephen's,  New  Harmony,  twice  a  month.  Rev.  A.  A. 
Abbott  has  the  care  of  Mount  Vernon  and  Petersburg.  Rev. 
C.  S.  Sargent,  of  Washington.  Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Corydon 
and  Salem.  Rev.  Mr.  Ramsay,  Mitchell  and  Shoals.  Rev.  J. 
G.  Miller,  Seymour  and  Greensburg.  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger, 
Shelbyville.  Dr.  Jenckes,  Plainfield.  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle,  in 
place  of  Brightwood  and  Anderson,  has  been  given  charge  of 
Rushville  and  Connersville.  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter,  cares  for 
Brightwood.  Rev.  Otway  Colvin  of  Peru,  Huntington, 
Rochester  and  Kokomo.  Rev.  Mr.  Miller  of  Logansport, 
Kewanna  and  Delphi.  Rev.  Walter  Scott  of  Laporte,  gives 
a  semi-monthly  service  to  North  Liberty.  Rev.  Mr.  Cole  will 
look  after  Bluffton.  Dr.  Kemp,  Angola  and  Columbia  City, 
with  Auburn  and  Albion.  Rev.  Mr.  Seabrease,  Decatur.  Rev. 
F.  W.  Henry,  Montpelier,  Portland  and  Hartford  City. 

In  this  way  we  are  able  to  provide  for  much  work  that 
otherwise  would  go  undone,  and  for  all  labor  in  this  direction  I 
feel  very  grateful. 

I  have  myself,  outside  of  regular  parishes  and  organized 
missions,  been  able  to  visit  the  following  points: 

In   Southern  Convocation,  Mount  Vernon,  New  Harmony, 
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Petersburg,  Washington,  Bedford,  Salem,  Corydon  and  Greens- 
burg. 

In  the  Central,  Shelby  ville,  Anderson,  Hartford  City,  Cov- 
ington, Plainfield,  Knightstown,  Wilkinson,  Kennard. 

In  the  Northern,  Valparaiso,  Rensselaer,  Oxford,  New 
Carlisle,  Albion,  Auburn,  Angola,  Bluffton,  Decatur,  Kokomo, 
Columbia  City. 

These  visits  have  enabled  me  to  minister  to  many  children 
of  the  Church  and  make  them  feel  that  they  are  remembered  by 
their  Spiritual  Mother,  and  also  to  exhibit  the  Church  to  great 
numbers  who  otherwise  would  know  nothing  of  her. 

In  these  visits  we  have  been  indebted  to  the  courtesy  and 
liberality  of  several  religious  bodies  for  the  free  use  of  their 
houses  of  worship.  These  have  been  warmed  and  lighted  for 
our  use,  and  often  the  choirs  are  in  attendance,  having  practiced 
the  chants  to  render  for  us.  In  all  cases  I  have  acknowledged 
our  grateful  appreciation  of  such  courtesies. 

I  do  believe  that  by  these  services  we  have  been  enabled  to 
remove  many  prejudices  and  to  promote  regard  for  the  Church 
and  her  services. 

I  was  present  and  took  part  in  the  semi-centennial  celebra- 
tions of  two  of  our  parishes,  St.  James's,  Vincennes,  and  St. 
Stephen's,  Terre  Haute.  Both  were  intensely  interesting  occa- 
sions and  useful  in  bringing  out  the  history  of  the  trials  and 
struggles  the  Church  had  to  contend  with  in  the  early  days  of 
its  history  in  Indiana,  and  how  by  faith  and  patience  and  perse- 
verance, the  Church  has  won  a  position  in  both  those  communi- 
ties of  influence  and  prominence  for  good.  I  have  derived 
great  encouragement  from  the  review  of  those  struggles  for  our 
present  work.  The  difficulties  we  now  meet  with  are  not  to  be 
compared  with  those  days  of  the  Church's  weakness  and  feeble- 
ness. These  histories  brought  out  at  these  commemorations  are 
valuable  additions  to  the  historv  of  the  Diocese,  and  should  be 
furnished  our  Diocesan  Registrar  for  preservation  in  the  archives 
of  the  Diocese. 
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GENERAL    CONVENTION.. 

The  month  of  October  was  spent  in  attendance  at  the 
centennial  meeting  of  our  General  Convention,  a  most  interest- 
ing gathering.  Its  first  days  were  saddened  by  the  announce- 
ment of  the  death  of  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Kansas  at  Bryn 
Mawr,  Penn.,  while  on  his  way  to  attend  the  Convention.  He 
was  the  pioneer  Bishop  of  that  vast  State,  and  had  laid  some 
broad  foundations  for  the  Church  of  the  Living  God.  The 
College  of  the  Sisters  of  Bethany — the  noble  hospital  and  the 
endowment  of  the  Diocese — testify  to  his  wisdom  and  faithful- 
ness. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  General  Convention  was  given  to 
a  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  preparation  for  its  completion 
in  1S92.  The  changes  made,  we  believe,  will  commend  them- 
selves to  the  Church  at  large  and  will  render  this  inesti- 
mable heritage  of  the  Church  more  desirable  and  useful  than 
ever.  Until  these  changes  are  completed  and  incorporated  into 
the  Prayer  Book,  some  latitude  must  be  allowed  in  their  use. 
When  thus  completed  they  must  be  strictly  followed  and 
adhered  to  by  every  right  minded  and  loyal  Churchman. 

The  missionary  work  of  the  Church  received  much  consid- 
eration from  the  Convention  as  it  rightly  should,  and  the  outlook 
in  every  department  was  most  hopeful.  Never  in  the  history  of 
our  Church  was  there  manifest  greater  interest  and  liberality. 
It  is  a  hopeful  sign.  Our  General  Board  of  Missions  has  a 
claim  on  every  member  of  the  Church,  and  every  parish  and 
mission  should  make  at  least  an  annual  collection  in  its  behalf. 
This  the  clergv  should  feel  bound  to  do  as  also  for  the  General 
Church  Building  Fund.  The  Advent  and  Epiphany  seasons 
are  the  most  fitting  times  to  remember  this  work. 

The  passage  by  this  Convention  of  a  Canon  for  Deacon- 
esses permits  a  development  in  a  practical  way  of  woman's 
interest  in  Church  work.  There  is  scarce  a  large  parish  in  our 
land  that  could  not  employ  one  or  more  Deaconesses  with  great 
advantage.      We  hope  the  time  may  soon  come  wThen  we  may 
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have  these  workers  in  our  own  Diocese,  as  also  a  community  of 
Sisters  consecrated  to  good  works.  When  our  Orphanage  and 
Home  for  the  Aged  shall  be  completed  we  shall  have  a  shelter 
for  them  and  a  work  worthy  of  their  care. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

Our  own  Diocesan  mission  work  will  be  presented  fully 
to-morrow  evening  at  the  missionary  meeting,  and  I  need  not 
dwell  on  it  here,  only  to  reiterate  what  I  have  often  said  of  its 
paramount  importance,  and  the  great  need  of  making  all  our 
people  share  in  this  feeling  and  put  in  operation  methods  which 
shall  draw  into  our  treasury  the  moderate  quota  specified  by  the 
Board  as  the  mimimum  sum  desired  from  each  to  enable  them 
to  do  their  work.  The  executive  ability  to  do  this  must  some- 
where  exist  in  every  parish,  if  its  vital  importance  is  at  all  real- 
ized. The  means  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Churchmen  of  Indiana, 
and  the  consecration  of  it  to  the  service  of  God  in  the  extension 
of  His  kingdom  in  our  own  Diocese  should  not  be  wanting. 
The  clergy  must  be  the  leaders  in  educating  their  people  up  to 
the  measure  of  their  responsibility  for  this  work. 

ENDOWMENT    OF     THE    DIOCESE. 

The  endowment  has  not  made  that  progress  we  could  desire 
during  the  past  year.  Coupons  are  being  paid  promptly,  but 
we  are  not  getting  the  new  subscriptions  we  should.  In  many 
parishes  there  does  not  appear  to  be  that  appreciation  of  its 
importance  and  the  help  to  themselves  it  would  be  when  com- 
pleted. I  am  carefully  watching  all  opportunities  to  extend  it. 
In  general  where  the  clergyman  is  heartily  interested  and  under- 
stands fully  the  desirableness  of  it.  he  can  do  much  to  further 
it :  but  better  still  is  to  have  two  or  three  laymen  in  each  parish 
who  would  take  the  lead  in  the  matter.  It  is  sure  then  to  be 
accomplished.  We  have  secured  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  per- 
sonal subscriptions,  covering  $29,000,  of  which  sum  $18,978.28 
have    been  paid  in.    to  which  should    be  added  some    $6,000 
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derived  from  the  sale  of  real  estate.  The  full  quota  of  every 
parish  and  mission  when  paid  in  will  give  a  capital  of  $62,350. 
It  should  be  the  desire  of  every  Churchman  to  do  his  or  her  part 
in  hastening  its  accomplishment.  That  more  than  half  our 
parishes  have  subscribed  their  full  quota  is  reasonable  evidence 
that  the  other  half  can  do  it  when  possessed  of  the  willing 
mind. 

I  will  give  in  the  journal  the  amounts  contributed  and  sub- 
scribed by  every  parish  and  mission  up  to. the  meeting  of  Con- 
vention and  the  full  quota  of  each. 

The  annual  assessment  scarcely  meets  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocese,  and  because  of  remission  of  some  portions  of  that  to 
parishes  who  have  failed  to  pay,  and  the  constant  arrearages  of 
others,  the  Diocese  is  falling  behind  and  getting  into  debt. 
There  should  be  in  addition  to  our  present  assessment  a  Con- 
vention fund  assessment  to  meet  expenses  of  Convention,  such 
as  printing  journal,  postage,  salary  of  Secretary  and  General 
Convention  dues,  and  insurance  and  taxes  on  Episcopal  resi- 
dence. 


woman's  auxiliary. 


The  Woman's  Auxiliary  branches,  thus  far  organized  in 
our  parishes,  are  proving  very  helpful  in  cultivating  a  missionary 
spirit  and  educating  its  members  for  unselfish  work  for  Christ 
and  His  Church.  I  wish  these  were  fully  organized  in  all  our 
parishes.  The  results  of  their  labors,  as  presented  by  the  Dio- 
cesan Secretary  in  her  annual  report  to-day,  are  a  follows :

ORPHANAGE. 

I  have  mentioned  in  mv  annual  addresses  the  interest  awak- 
ened  among  the  children  of  our  Diocese  in  behalf  of  a  Church 
Home  and  Orphanage.  They  have  contributed  more  than 
$2,000  towards  it..    We  need  $10,000  to  put  up  a  proper  build- 
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ing.  The  time  has  come  when  we  should  have  the  co-operation 
z*nd  help  of  every  member  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  for  so 
c3esirable  a  cause.  It  is  an  object  that  should  touch  the  sympathy 
of  every  Churchman  having  the  ability  to  aid  it.  A  personal 
offering,  much  or  little  as  God  has  blessed,  is  asked  from  every 
one,  and  we  hope  the  response  will  be  general.  We  propose  to 
jDerfect  an  organization  of  the  women  of  the  Diocese  to  promote 
its  accomplishment.  I  believe  that  when  once  erected  God  will 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  his  servants  to  endow  it  and  make  it  a 
^work  of  mercy  for  all  time. 

FREE     CHURCHES. 

The  fact  that  three  of  our  oldest  and  strongest  parishes 
liave  changed  the  past  year  from  the  pew  system  and  adopted 
the  free  seats,  I  deem  worthy  of  mention  and  commendation. 
They  are  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  St.  Paul's,  Richmond, 
and  St.  John's,  Lafayette.  As  a  result  in  each  case,  we  are 
glad  to  learn  that  the  revenues  of  the  Church  have  decidedly 
increased,  as  well  as  the  attendance  upon  the  services.  This  is 
most  encouraging  to  those  who  from  principle  are  devoted  to 
free  churches.  It  is  creditable  to  these  congregations  that  the 
change  was  heartily  concurred  in  by  all  parishioners. 

BIBLE   AND    PRAYER  BOOK    SOCIETIES. 

The  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York  and  the 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia  have 
donated  this  year,  as  in  past  years,  a  generous  supply  of  Prayer 
Books  for  use  in  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  ask  in 
their  behalf,  and  as  a  small  appreciation  of  their  liberality,  an 
annual  offering  for  them  on  Ash  Wednesday.  This  will  not 
interfere  with  other  offerings,  and  will  in  a  small  measure  repay 
them  for  their  generosity  toward  our  work. 

AGED    AND    INFIRM    CLERGY    FUND. 

This  fund  is  steadily  increasing  by  the  Christmas  offerings, 
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and  promises  in  a  few  years  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  those 
who  may  require  help  from  it.  The  actual  sum  to  its  credit  at 
this  time  is  $2,417.94. 

The  General  Clergy  Retiring  Fund,  which  I  referred  to  in 
my  last  annual  address,  now  amounts  to  more  than  $50,000, 
and  is  steadily  increasing.  I  know  of  no  other  fund  which 
promises  better  things  for  the  older  clergy  than  this.  Every 
dollar  paid  in  adds  to  the  principal.  The  annual  dues  for  a 
clergyman  are  $12.  Surely  all  our  parishes  could  provide  this 
small  sum  for  their  clergyman.  I  wish  it  might  be  done.  Will 
not  some  one  in  every  parish  see  that  it  is  done  ? 


st.  Stephen's  hospital. 


The  good  work  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  Richmond, 
under  the  care  of  the  rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Richmond,  is  worthy  of  mention  in  this  annual  review 
of  Church  work.  The  hospital  is  slowly  but  surely  winning  its 
way  by  its  good  work  into  the  confidence  of  the  entire  commu- 
nity where  it  is  located.  All  classes  of  the  community  are 
contributors  to  its  support.  I  sincerely  hope  that  throughout 
the  Diocese  this  good  work  may  have  a  generous  remembrance 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  or  some  Lord's  Day.  It  will  express  oui 
sympathy  and  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  oui 
brethren  of  St.  Paul's. 

The  Cot  Fund  the  children  of  our  Diocese  are  collectinj 
for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  the  hospital  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, amounting  to  $360  at  present.

Your  Treasurer  would  recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion that  thev  take  action  looking  towards  the  raising  of  a  special  fund 
to  meet  the  general  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

It  has  been  customary,  in  past  years,  to  make  an  assessment  for  the 
Episcopate,  one  -  fourth  of  the  amount  being  intended  for  general 
expense.  But,  during  my  connection  with  the  Diocese,  there  has  never 
been  a  year  when  this  one-fourth  met  the  expense. 

It  becomes  positively  necessary  that  the  Convention  should  now 
make  a  special  assessment  for  this  fund,  for  the  reason  that  the  endow- 
ment  of  the    Episcopate   leaves  no    provision  for    this   expense.      The

ncluding  of  the  general  expense  in  the  original  assessment  for  the 
episcopate  was  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  Convention,  because  the  two 
unds  had  no  connection,  and  should  have  been  assessed  separately — 
lamely,  so  much  for  the  Episcopate  and  so  much  for  general  expense, 
-lad  this  been  done,  there  would  now  be  no  need  of  an  explanation  why 
parishes  should  be  additionally  assessed.  I  see  no  way  to  meet  this  neces- 
;ity  other  than  by  direct  assessment  of  the  parishes.  The  Convention 
nay  devise  some  other  method  of  raising  this  money.  There  is  no 
endowment  for  9iich  a  purpose.  On  the  contrary,  the  Diocese  is  and 
will  continue  to  be  dependent  on  the  parishes  for  support. 

The  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  is  about  twelve  hundred  dollars. 
There  should  also  be  a  special  assessment  for  a  sinking  fund,  to  pay  off 
:he  amount  now  charged  to  this  fund,  which  is  borrowed  money,  and 
aggregates  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars.

I  give  these  items  in  order  that  the  Convention  may  see  what  con- 
stitutes the  general  expense  of  the  Diocese,  and  what  must  be  provided 
for.  Unless  something  is  done  this  session  to  make  provision  to  meet 
this  necessary  expense,  the  Diocese  will  continue  to  be  run  on  borrowed 
capital,  accumulating  a  debt  that  will,  in  a  few  years,  be  no  easy  matter 
to  liquidate. 

The  delay  on  the  part  of  rectors  and  treasurers  of  parishes  to  report 
their  collections  and  remit  their  assessments  promptly  gives  a  great  deal 
of  extra  work  and  care  for  the  Diocesan  Treasurer.  The  Diocese  is  not 
what  it  used  to  be — half  dead  and  alive — but  is  now  full  of  life  and 
vigor,  and  the  duties  of  the  Treasurer  are  very  considerably  increased. 
It  deserves,  I  think,  some  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese. 
There  is  no  remuneration  whatever  connected  with  this  office,  but  a 
great  deal  of  care  and  responsibility.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Treasu- 
rer would  ask  the  rectors  and  treasurers  of  parishes  to  do  him  the  kind- 
ness to  assist  him  by  promptly  remitting  all  collections  and  assessments.

William  Mack  submitted  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, as  follows : 

To  the  Riifhf  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

The  Standing  Committee   of  the   Diocese  respectfully  submit  the 

following  report  for  the  last  year: 

The  committee  met  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  1889,  at  Grace  Church, 

Indianapolis     Present.   Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Rev.  J.  Milliard  Ranger,  Rev. 
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Edwin  G.  Hunter,  and  Messrs.  Fletcher  E.  Marsh,  David  E.  Snyder  and 
William  Mack. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  was  elected  President,  and  William  Mack  Sec- 
retary. 

On  November  28,  1S89,  the  committee  met  on  call  of  the  President, 
and  consent  was  duly  granted  for  James  Eleazer  Craig  to  become  a  pos- 
tulant to  study  for  Holy  Orders. 

On  January  31,  1890,  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  at  the 
residence  of  Mr.  David  E.  Snyder,  when  De  Lou  Burk  and  J.  J.  Purcell 
were  recommended  for  Deacon's  Orders.  Also,  the  resignation  of  Rev. 
J.  J.  Faude  as  a  member  was  accepted,  and  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Jenckes  was 
elected  a  member,  and,  on  motion,  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter  was  elected 
President. 

On  April  12,  1890,  a  meeting  was  held,  and  consent  was  granted  for 
the  consecration  of  Rev.  William  Ford  Nichols  as  Assistant  Bishop  of 
California.  Also,  Rev.  Charles  Turner  was  recommended  as  a  suitable 
person  to  receive  Priest's  Orders,  with  consent  for  dispensation  from 
Greek.  Also,  Charles  Wilcox  Tyler  was  recommended  for  Deacon's 
Orders. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions 
respectfully  reports  that  they  have  examined  the  papers  of  Gethsemane 
Church.  Marion,  and  recommend  the  admission  of  said  parish,  it  having 
complied  with  all  the  constitutional  requirements. 

They  have  also  examined  the  papers  of  St.  George's  Mission,  Indi- 
anapolis, and  Trinity  Mission,  Anderson,  and  recommend  their  admission 
as  organized  missions,  they  having  complied  with  all  the  Canonical 
requirements.  *  George  E.  Swan,

Edward  Olcott  submitted  the  following: 

The  Trustees  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  held  several  meetings.  After  careful  investigation  by 
a  committee  of  the  Trustees  as  to  its  desirableness,  it  was  unanimously 
determined  that  as  good  an  investment  of  the  Endowment  Funds  in  our 
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hands  as  probably  could  be  made  was  to  purchase  of  ourselves  for  this 
fund  the  St.  Joseph  and  Pennsylvania  street  property,  commonly  known 
as  the  Grace  Church  property,  at  an  appraised  valuation  of  $16,500,  and 
to  erect  thereon  two  or  more  double  houses  for  rent.  We  have  accord- 
ingly transferred  it  on  our  books  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  erected 
two  double  tenement  houses  thereon  at  a  cost  of  $11,500,  to  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  August  1st,  or  earlier.  We  shall  have,  including  the  old 
residence,  which  will  be  placed  in  good  repair,  five  tenements,  which  we 
expect  will  net  to  the  Endowment  Fund  at  least  seven  per  cent,  per  annum 
on  the  amount  invested,  clear  of  insurance,  taxes  and  repairs.  With  the 
money  derived  from  this  property  we  are  erecting  the  Diocesan  School 
Building  for  Girl6,  on  Central  avenue,  next  to  Grace  Cathedral,  which  is 
to  be  in  readiness  for  occupancy  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  school 
year. 

Upon  the  Howe  Grammar  School  property,  at  Lima,  held  by  the 
Trustees,  during  the  past  year  have  been  completed,  at  a  cost  of  $30,000, 
$3,600  of  which  have  been  paid  by  the  principal,  new  school  buildings. 
The  whole  property  is  valued  at  $35,000,  with  $10,000  additional  invested 
as  endowment. 

A  deed  of  the  church  property  at  Kennard  has  been  made  to  the 
Trustees  this  year.  Also,  four  lots  purchased  by  the  St.  Paul's  Mission, 
Hammond,  upon  which  they  are  soon  to  erect  a  church. 

A  lot  in  Knightstown  has  been  secured  and  deeded  to  the  Trustees 
as  a  site  for  a  church. 

Upon  portion  of  the  property  purchased  last  year,  corner  of  Central 
avenue  and  Seventh  street,  Grace  Cathedral  has  been  erected,  at  an 
expenditure  of  $5,000,  and  a  new  organ  has  been  donated,  valued  at 
$2,500. 

It  appearing  by  the  action  of  the  last  General  Convention  that  the 
attempt  to  raise  a  million  dollars  as  a  special  fund  had  failed  and  been 
abandoned,  it  seemed  best  to  the  Trustees  that  the  monev  contributed  in 
this  Diocese  for  that  fund,  amounting  now  to  $675,  with  the  consent  of 
the  subscribers,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained  through  their  rectors  and 
through  the  Church  Worker,  should  be  appropriated  to  the  Endownment 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  credited  to  the  parishes  contributing  on  their 
quota.  Such  will  be  the  disposition  of  it  if  assented  to  by  this  Conven- 
tion. The  amount  now  to  the  credit  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  not 
including  the  above  enrolment,  is  $21,134.35. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  has  now  to  its  credit  $2,137.54. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  would  ask  the  approval  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  purchase  of  the  property  corner  of  Central  avenue  and 
Seventh  street,  and  the  designation  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  St.  Joseph 
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streets  property  and  its  improvement  as  an  investment  for  the  Endowment 
Fund.  * 

Resolved^  That  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  pur- 
chasing the  property  corner  of  Central  avenue  and  Seventh  street  for 
the  Cathredral  Church  and  Diocesan  School  for  Girls  meets  with  the 
approval  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  purchase  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  St.  Joseph 
streets  property,  commonly  known  as  the  Grace  Church  property,  and 
the  building  up  of  additional  houses  for  rent,  as  an  investment  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  is  approved  by  this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  approves  of  the  action  of  the 
Trustees  in  divising  to  the  Endowment  the  money  subscribed  to  the 
Enrolment  Fund  of  a  million  dollors  for  missions  that  failed  of  being 
realized.

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  respectfully  reports  that  during 
the  year  he  has  discharged  the  usual  duties  of  the  office.

Rev.  Charles  Turner  submitted  the  following : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Sunday — 
school,  respectfully  report: 

That   the   Sunday-school    is,  in   many  cases,   the   only   means   o^ 
bringing  children  to  Christian  baptism :  that  it  is,  in  almost  all   cases-  -* 
the  only  means  of  instilling  into  the  minds  of  children  consistent  an 
comprehensive  Church  teaching,  as  distinguished  from  mere  fragment 
ary,   shallow,   and    useless   Biblical   knowledge;    and   that   it   is,    whe 
rightly  conducted,  the  one  great  primary  school  of  preparation  for  con  — 
firmation  and  Church  Communion. 

We  would,  therefore,  deprecate  that  spirit  of  impatient  criticism 
which  has  of  late  tended  to  bring  so  much  discredit  on  the  work  of  the 
Sunday-6chool.     For  this  reason  we  do  not  desire  to  present  or  to  indi- 
cate anv  new  departures.     We  come  before  you  with  no  new  inventions. 
We  would  rather  come  home  to  Catholic  and  simple  principles.     We 
•would  look  upon  the  Sunday-school  always  and  only  as  a  place  for  the 
teaching  of  catechumens;  that  is,  as  a  school  where  children  and  young 
disciples   are   to   receive   rudimentary   instruction    in   the   doctrines  of 
Christianity,  with  a  view  to  their  confirmation,  and  ultimate  admission 
to  the  communion  of  the  Church.     To  this  end,  we  would  urge  that  the 
catechism    is   the  foundation;   that  it  is  to  be  firmly  imprinted  on  the 
memory,  and  to  be  so  unfolded  by  precept  and  illustration  as  to  become 
indellibly  impressed  on  the  heart,  the  conscience,  and  the  will. 

We  would  further  affirm,  as  our  conviction,  that  the  Bible  is  to  be 
best  taught   as  it  has  been  grasped  and  unified  in  the  liturgy  of  the 
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Catholic  Church  through  eighteen  hundred  years  of  piety  and  manifold 
religious  experience;  and  that  the  seasons  of  the  Christian  year,  with 
their  rounded  teachings,  and  deep  spiritual  interpretations,  are  not  only 
the  best,  but  the  only  means  of  bringing  before  the  minds  of  young  and 
old  the  whole  body  of  Biblical  truth. 

To  strengthen  the  minds  of  teachers  and  parents  in  the  work  of  the 
Sunday-school,  we  suggest  that  stated  meetings  of  teachers'  institutes, 
or  conferences,  be  held,  where  one  or  two  papers  may  be  read,  and 
opportunities  may  be  given  for  general  discussion;  the  papers  and  dis- 
cussions to  be,  not  necessarily  about  methods  of  engineering  the  schools, 
but  rather  about  Catholic,  Christian  truths,  and  Church  History. 
Should  there  be,  from  time  to  time,  a  paper  presented  of  more  than 
usual  interest  and  edification,  it  might  be  printed  in  attractive  form  for 
gratuitous  distribution  to  the  congregations.  These  institutes,  or  con- 
ferences, would  draw  out  and  deepen  the  ideas  and  convictions  of  those 
taking  part  in  them.  Above  all,  they  would  tend  to  enlarge  the  spiritual 
life  of  pastor  and  teacher,  and  so  flow  forth  in  greater  spiritual  results 
among  the  children.  The  tendency  of  this  course  would,  also,  be  to 
raise  the  office  of  the  Sunday-school  teacher  in  the  estimation  of  the 
congregation,  and  of  all  Christian  parents. 

We  would  lay  emphasis  upon  the  very  great  benefit  of  the  monthly 
public  catechetical  instruction  of  the  whole  school  by  the  rector.  We 
recommend,  as  a  constituent  part  of  these  exercises,  a  short,  but  regu- 
larly composed  sermon.  There  is  no  better  time  for  habituating  the 
children  to  an  interest  in  the  spoken  Word,  no  better  time  for  bringing 
them  into  the  immediate  sphere  of  pastoral  affection  and  guidance. 

The  Rev.  Robert  S.  Barrett,  in  his  admirable  pamphlet:  "  Nine- 
teen Questions  about  the  Episcopal  Church,"  makes  the  following  quo- 
tation from  Rev.  Thomas  K.  Beecher,  a  Congregationlist: 

"The  Episcopal  Church  is  excellent  in  her  provisions  for  Christian 
education  and  pious  drill.  Churches  that  avowedly  receive  very  young 
infants  as  members  must  necessarily  provide  education  for  these  accepted 
children.  Accordingly,  the  Episcopal  Church  is  characteristically  a 
Church  for  the  training  of  children.  In  the  prayer  book  and  Church 
almanac  you  find  the  Christian  year  divided  into  periods  separated  by 
high  days — monuments;  and  memorials  of  Christian  story.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  calendar  is  a  system  of  lessons,  in  following  which  the 
reader  is  led  through  the  entire  Bible  each  year,  and  through  the  more 
profitable  parts  monthly  or  oftener.  He  who  for  years  has  been  a 
Churchman,  and  yet  remains  ill-grounded  in  Scripture,  shows  himself 
to  be  an  unworthy  son  of  a  very  faithful  mother." 
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What  better  can  we  do  than  to  strive  after,  and  continue  to  deserve 
this  good  report? 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  humbly,  but  strongly  urge, 
that  we  6imply  hold  true,  in  the  religious  instruction  of  the  young,  to  our 
ancient  standards.  Let  the  Sunday-school  keep  its  lowly  place  as  a  ves- 
tibule of  discipleship  in  the  rudimentary  truths  of  faith  and  practice. 
Let  it  be  the  nursery  of  the  Church.  Let  the  Sunday-school  continue 
to  be,  and  more  and  more  to  be  seen  to  be,  a  wisely  constituted  means 
by  which  both  Parent  and  Pastor  are  greatly  assisted  in  their  divinely- 
appointed  labor  of  training  up  their  children  in  the  nurture  and  admon- 
ition of  the  Lord.  Respectfully  submitted,

OF 


THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  INDIANA.

ARTICLE  I. 


THE    TITLE    AND    BOUNDS    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

This  Church  shall  be  known  as  The  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  its 
bounds  are  hereby  declared  to  be  those  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF    ADHESION    TO   THE    PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH    IN    THE    UNITED 

STATES. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  accedes  to  the  Constitutioii 
of  that  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  known  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America;  and  recognizes  the 
authority  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF    ANNUAL    AND    SPECIAL    CONVENTIONS. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  to  assemble  annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in 
June,  at  the  place  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall 
determine. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

THE    MEMBERS    OF    CONVENTION*. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  and  every  clergyman  in  regular  standing,  who 
shall  have  been  for  three  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention :  Pro- 
vided— that,  at  the  time,  he  is  not  under  Ecclesiastical  Sentence. 

Sec.  3.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Congregation  of  the  Bish- 
op's Church,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  lav-delegates,'who  are 
communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  proportion  to  number 
of  communicants  as  may  be  canonically  specified.  Every  lay-delegate 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Lay-delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  of  each 
parish  and  canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  members  of  the 
Congregation  worshipping  in  the  Bishop's  Church,  who  would  be  quali- 
fied under  the  Canon  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a  parish. 

Sec.  5.  Such  officers  of  the  Convention,  not  delegates,  as  the  Con- 
vention may  hereafter  specify,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  to  attend  the  meetings  thereof,  and  it  is  the  dutv  of  everv 
parish  and  mission  to  make  special  provision  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  its  minister  when  attending  Convention:  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
parish  and  mission  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Convention  to  send 
the  full  number  of  lay-delegates  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  one  at  least, 
to  represent  it  in  Convention. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  DIVINE  SERVICE  AT  MEETINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION* 

The  specification  and  direction  of  divine  service  at  the  opening  and 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  alone. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  with  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee until  the  election  of  a  President  of  the  Convention.  The  Pres- 
ident declared  to  have  been  elected  shall  then  specify  and  direct  the  ser- 
vices. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

THE  PRESIDENT  OF  CONVENTION. 

The  BUhop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  cx-ojfficio  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, but  in  case  of  his  absence  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
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any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  Convention 
to  order,  and  if  a  quorum  be  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen 
from  among  the  presbyters  in  attendance;  and  if  the  Bishop  shall  at  any 
time  leave  the  chair,  he  may  appoint  a  presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  for  the  term  of  one  vear  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
appointed.  He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to  his  office, 
and  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Convention.  The  Secretary,  when 
not  a  member  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote 
in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ADMISSION    OF    NEW    PARISHES,    AND    THE    SUSPENSION    OF    OLD. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  new  parishes  and  missions 
into  union  with  it. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  for  which 
parishes  and  missions  now  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention,  and  forfeit  their  parochial  privileges. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

THE    TRANSACTION    OF     BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  One-third  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  Conven- 
tion and  lay-delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  parishes  and  missions 
entitled  to  representation,  when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  all  officers,  and  of  all  committees  not 
otherwise  expressly  specified  by  Canon,  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Convention  the  existing  offi- 
cers and  committees  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  regularly  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  If  anv  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  bv  veas  and  navs,  the 
Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall 
thereupon  announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary. The  vote  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  no  member 
shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent 
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Sec.  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members,  or  three  lay-delegates  being 
representatives  from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a 
vote  by  Orders,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called,  as  in  the  previous  sec- 
tion is  directed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  Orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  aftimative  decision. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convention  has  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline  for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  the  churches,  clergy 
and  laity  within  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  alone  excepted;  but  any  Con- 
stitution or  Canon  of  the  Convention  which  shall  be,  or  become,  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  7.  Canons  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Convention  shall  be 
considered  and  passed  upon  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders 
shall  be  taken  on  the  Canon  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF     ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  churches  in  union 
with  it  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments  may  be 
made  either  by  Canon  or  by  special  resolutions. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

THE    ELECTION    OF    A    BISHOP. 

Section  i.  Whenever  the  Bishopric  of  the  Diocese  shall  become 
vacant  within  the  space  of  four  calendar  months  before  the  time 
appointed  tor  the  meeting  of  the  annual  convention,  the  election  of  a 
Bi&hop  .shall  be  made  by  that  convention  in  the  manner  directed  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  Article. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  vacancy  shall  occur  more  than  four  calendar  months 
before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  convention,  the 
Standing  Committee,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the 
vacancy,  shall  call  a  special  convention  as  in  the  second  and  third  Sec- 
tions of  the  third  Article  of  this  Constitution  is  provided,  and  the  special 
convention  so  called  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  mode  of  election  shall  be  as  follows:  The  clergy  and 
laity  shall  separate.  The  members  of  each  Order  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
some  Presbvter  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  whom 
they  think  worthy  and  well  qualified  tor  the  office  and  work  of  a  Bishop, 
and  the  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes'cast  by  either  Order  shall 
be  necessary  to  an  election  by  that  Order.  When  both  Ordersshall  have 
elected,  each  shall  communicate  its  choice  to  the  other,  and  if  it  shall 
be  found  that  the  choice  of  both  has  fallen  upon  the  same  person,  the 
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Orders  shall  reassemble,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  such  per- 
son to  have  been  canonically  elected  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  But 
if  it  shall  be  found  that  the  Orders  have  not  concurred  in  electing  the 
same  Presbyter,  a  second  ballot  shall  be  had  in  like  manner  as  the  first, 
and  so  on  until  a  Bishop  shall  have  been  concurrently  elected  at  the 
same  ballot  by  both  Orders. 

Sec.  4.  A  special  convention  called  to  elect  a  Bishop  may  transact 
s>vich  business  as  may  be  necessary  in  providing  for  the  expenses  of  his 
consecration  and  for  his  subsequent  support,  but  no  other. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  THIS  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  Article  and  Section  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  interpreted 
strictly  according  to  its  grammatical  construction. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

OF    AMENDMENTS    TO   THIS    CONSTITUTION. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  a 
^*  invention,  unless  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted 
^o  and  approved  by  a  previous  convention,  nor  unless  at  its  final  adop- 
^  ion  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  receive  three-fourths 
i  the  votes  of  both  Orders  voting  separately. 
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CANON    I. 


RESIDENCE    OF    CLERGY. 

Every  clergyman,  who  shall  have  complied  with  section  7,  of  Canon 
XIV,  Title  I,  of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention; 
and  shall  have  been  for  three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, actually  settled  as  Rector,  Assistant  Rector  or  Minister,  of  some 
parish  or  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  or  shall 
be  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  or  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese,  or  shall  have  been  for  three  months  last  past  engaged  as  an 
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instructor  of  youth  in  some  incorporated  seminary  of  learning  or  paro- 
chial school  within  the  Diocese,  shall  be  considered  as  "  actually  and 
canonicallv  resident  in  this  Diocese. " 

CANON   II. 

OF    A    LIST    OF    CLERGY    IN    THE    DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a 
list  of  all  the  clergy  canonicallv  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the 
names  of  their  respective  parishes,  stations,  employment  or  places  of 
residence,  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention; 
but  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place 
on  the  said  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on 
the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be  prefixed  to  the  journal. 

Sec.  II.  The  right  of  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

CANON    III. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  After  divine  service  the  President,  or  if  there  be  no 
President,  the  Secretary  (Article  VI  of  the  Constitution)  shall  take  the 
chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order  when  the  order  of  proceedings 
shall  be  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Sec- 
retary shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  consisting  of  three 
clergymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay- 
delegates.      The  committee  shall  report  at  the  next  session. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  re-assembling  of  the  Convention,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay-delegates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on 
the  minutes.  In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular  or  contested  delega- 
tion, each  disputed,  irregular  or  contesting  delegation  may  speak  upon 
the  question;   but  shall  not  vote  upon  its  decision. 

Sec.  5.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  found  present,  if  there  is  a 
President  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election. 
The  Bishop,  or  the  President  declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the 
Convention  organized  for  business. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  an  election  of  a  Sec- 
retary, who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Canons. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Assessments. 

5.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  the  Bishop's  address,  parochial  and  mission  reports. 

6.  A  Committee  on  the  Funds  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work. 

8.  A  Committee  on  Audit  of  Accounts,  which  shall  hold  over  to 
the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  have  authority  to  sit  during  the  recess. 

CANON    IV. 

THE     CALL    OF    A    CONVENTION'. 

Section  i.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  given 
by  the  Secretary  in  a  letter  transmitted  by  mail  to  every  clergyman  in 
the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Wardens  in  every  vacant  parish  and  mission,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This  letter  shall  contain  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  lay  delegates, 
and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a  spe- 
cial convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  V. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

Section  i.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by  Canon  III  and 
Canon  IV,  the  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  take  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  when  approved  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book,  to  pre- 
serve the  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  faithfully  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which 
may  be  in  his  official  posession;  he  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay-Deputies  in  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  in  the  United  States 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  to  request  the  last  to  send 
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copies  of  their  respective  journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  lay-delegate  attend- 
ing the  Convention,  and  two  copies  to  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  clerk  of  the  vestrv  to 
preserve  with  the  parish  records.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  Gen- 
eral Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a  list  of  the 
clergymen  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Any  expenses  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Canon,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  all  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  VI. 

THE  TREASURER. 

Section  i.  The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  a  com- 
municant of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  who  shall  remain  in  office  for 
the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed.  It  shall 
be  his  dutv  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monevs  collected  under  the 
authority  of  the  Convention,  unless  such  collections  or  disbursements 
shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  His 'accounts  shall  be  rendered 
annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee 
acting  under  its  authority. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  resign  or  remove  from  the  Dio- 
cese during  the  recess  of  Convention,  or  become  incapable  of  acting, 
the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, a  Treasurer  to  act  until  the  next  Annual  Convention;  and  the 
Treasurer  so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  all  moneys,  bonds, 
mortgages,  notes  or  other  property  and  papers,  which  may  be  in  the 
treasury  at  the  time  of  such  death,  resignation,  removal  or  incapacity. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer,  when  not  a  member  of  the  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  cx-ojficio  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

THE  FISCAL  year  and  financial  reports. 

Section  i.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  May  and  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  the  April  following.  And 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  all  Trustees  having  in  charge  any  funds 
belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  annually  make  their  reports  to  the  appro- 
priate Standing  Committee  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  of  each 
vear. 
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Sec.  2.  It  6hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  of  Accounts 
to  meet  in  each  year  at  some  time  between  the  fifteenth  of  May  and  the 
meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  at  the  place  where  the  Treas- 
urer resides,  or  where  the  funds  and  securities  are  held  and  make  an 
examination  into  all  the  books,  papers,  vouchers,  etc.,  relating  to  the 
respective  funds  held  by  the  Treasurer  or  Trustees,  and  prepare  a  report 
to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Convention. 

CANON  VIII. 

THE  CHANCELLOR   OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  Annnal  Convention,  on  nomination  by  the  Bishop  of  two  or 
more  persons,  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  elect 
one  of  them  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  the  legal 
advisor  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  and 
if  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  the  Annual  Convention  next  ensuing  shall  elect 
a  Chancellor  for  the  full  term  of  three  years.  When  not  a  member  of 
the  Convention  he  shall  be  entitled  ex-officio  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

THE    REGISTRAR. 

The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  be  chosen.  It  shall  be  his  dutv 
to  collect  in  a  detailed  form,  and  as  fully  as  practicable,  and  to  record 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin  and 
progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall 
collect  and  preserve  copies  of  all  the  published  journals,  Convention 
sermons,  and  other  documents  connected  with  the  history  and  work  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  when  not  a  delegate,  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  report.  The 
Registrar  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

CANON  X. 

THE    STANDING     COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  who  shall  con- 
tinue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must  be 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  lay-members 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 


So  Annual  Convention  of  [June 


Sec  3.  The  committee  at  their  first  meeting  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
dent from  among  the  clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary  either  clerical  or 
lay.  The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
for  this  purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their  official  possession 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention. 
A  full  report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention.  Any  four  of  the  members  (the  whole  having  been  sum- 
moned) shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  such  purposes  as  agreeably  to  their 
own  rules  may  require  a  larger  number.  They  may  make  rules  for  meet- 
ing and  business,  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time. 
Vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  filled  bv  the  Committee. 

CANON   XI. 

DEPUTIES    TO    GENERAL     CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  At  the  Annual  Convention  next  before  each  and  every 
triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  communicants 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  for  the  next  three  years.  The  same  number  of  Supplement- 
ary Deputies,  similarly  qualified,  shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy  and  Supplementary 
Deputy  who  may  decline  or  who  can  not  fulfill  the  duties  of  his  appoint- 
ment to  give  timely  notice  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  desig- 
nate one  or  more  of  the  Supplementary  Deputies  to  fill  any  vacancy 
which  may  occur  among  the  Deputies-elect  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention;  and  if  any  vacancies  shall  occur  during  a  session 
of  the  General  Convention  the  remaining  Deputies  then  and  there 
present,  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop,  if  he  is  present  at  the  Con- 
vention, shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  in  like  manner. 

CANON  XII. 

the  trustees  of  the  diocese. 

Section  i.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  Board  of 
five  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected,  and  the  Bishop  shall  be  a  member  and  rx- 
ojficio  chairman  thereof;  said  Board  shall  take  charge  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  the  fund  raised  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and  superannuated 
ministers,  and  their  widows  and  children,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  January  15,  1844, 
and  in  accordance  with  such  directions  as  may  be  established  by  the 
Convention. 
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Sec.  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the 
moneys  belonging  to  said  funds  in  safe  securities  yielding  an  income; 
and  they  may  dispose  of  such  securities  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  at 
their  discretion,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  increase  of  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and 
superannuated  ministers,  and  their  widows  and  children,  a  collection 
shall  be  made  annually,  on  Christmas  Day,  in  every  parish  and  mission 
in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  All  collections  and  donations  specially  made  for  either  of 
the  above  funds,  together  with  the  increase  thereof,  shall  be  faithfully 
appropriated  to  the  designated  object.  All  collections  and  donations  not 
so  specially  made  may  be  appropriated  to  both  or  either  of  them,  as  the 
Convention  may  determine.  » 

Sec.  5.  Said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention  at 
each  annual  session  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  and  condition  of 
said  funds. 

CANON  XIII. 

THE    BOARD    OF     MISSIONS. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  thi6  Diocese,  of  which  the 
Bishop  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member,  and  when  present  shall  preside  at  its 
meetings,  shall  consist  of  eight  members,  four  of  each  Order,  to  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  Convention.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  missionaries  for  election  by 
the  Board,  and  select  the  missionary  stations.  The  Board  shall  regulate 
the  amount  of  salary,  and  such  stipend  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance. 

Sec.  3.  An  offertory  shall  be  invariably  taken  up  at  any  missionary 
station  by  the  itinerant  missionary  employed  by  this  Board  once  every 
Sunday,  or  other  day  on  which  there  is  Divine  service,  which  offertory 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
cx-officio  a  member  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  during  the  meeting  of  the 
Annual  Convention,  the  time  to  be  designated  by  the  Bishop  at  the  open- 
ing session,  at  which  meeting  shall  be  read  the  reports  of  the  Board, 
and  addresses  be  delivered  on  the  subject  of  missionary  work,  and  an 
offertory  be  received  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  be  elected. 
It  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Bishop,  who  also  shall  have  power  to  call  spe- 
cial meetings  of  the  Board.  Ten  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be 
given  each  member. 
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Sec.  6.  No  missionary  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  vear. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  8.  The  Deans  of  Convocations  shall  be  cx-ojficio  members  of 
the  Board. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF    CONVOCATIONS. 

Section  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  Convocations  by  the 
Bishop;  and  the  clergy,  together  with  three  laymen  chosen  in  each 
parish  and  missionary  station  by  the  vestries  or  congregations,  within 
these  several  Convocations,  shall  meet  at  least  twice  every  year,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  each  Convocation  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

Sec  2.  The  officers  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  a  President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  At  the  Annual  Convention  the  President,  with 
the  title  of  Dean,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Convocation 
shall  elect  annually  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec  3.  The  object  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  within  the  limits  of  the  same,  by- 
union  of  effort,  prayer  and  counsel. 

Sec  4.  The  government  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  by  regula- 
tions of  their  own,  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  majority  of  those 
attending. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convocations  shall  make  annual  reports  of  their 
doings,  through  their  Secretaries,  to  the  Bishop,  for  presentation  to  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XV. 

committee   on  assessments. 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Assessments  shall  report  to  the 
Convention  the  amount  of  money  to  be  paid  by  each  parish  and  mission 
towards  making  up  the  amount  of  the  Bishop's  salary. 

Sec  2.  In  order  to  provide  for  what  shall  be  known  as  "The  Gen- 
eral Fund,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,,  with  the  Secretary  of 
Convention,  to  make  an  estimate  of  and  report  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
veniently done  at  each  Annual  Convention  the  amount  of  money  that 
will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Diocese  other  than  the  Bishop's  salary  and  the  expenses  of  Conven- 
tion, adding  thereto  the  liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said 
fund,  if  there  be  an  v. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessment  Committee  to  assess 
the  amount  thus  reported  on  the  parishes  and  mission  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of  a  uniform  per  cent,  on  the  current 
expenses  of  the  parish,  including  the  Rector's  salary,  not  including  any 
amount  that  may  have  been  given  to  the  parish  or  its  minister  by  the 
Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese  or  by  any  other  missionary  organiza- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  parish  and  mission  of  the 
assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  of  the-  assessment  for  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  thus  made  upon  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  to  see  that  the  amounts  thus  due 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  one  quarter 
of  the  amounts  being  sent  on  the  first  day  of  July,  October,  January  and 
April,  respectively.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report 
at  each  Convention  the  name  of  each  parish  and  mission  which  shall  be 
in  arrears  to  these  two  assessments,  and  the  amount  of  such  arrears, 
respectively. 

CANON  XVI. 

THE  BISHOP'S  SALARY. 

The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  year 
and  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 

CANON  XVII. 

OF    ADMISSION    OF    NEW    PARISHES    AND    FORFEITURE  OF  PAROCHIAL  PR1V- 

ILEDGES. 

Section  1.     Any  association  of  or  more  communicants 

of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  who  shall  present  to  the  Convention  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  same,  the  approval  by  the  Bishop  of  such  asso- 
ciation for  the  purposes  of  this  Canon,  their  determination  to  organize 
a  parish,  their  consent  to  adopt  and  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  record 
of  the  appointment  of  a  vestry  to  manage  its  temporal  affairs,  and  shall 
assume  some  name  by  which  the  parish  is  to  be  known,  shall  be  recog- 
nized as  a  duly  organized  parish  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  representation  in  this  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any 
existing  parish  without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  signified  by 
the  action  of  its  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  sitting  as  one  body.  If 
consent  be  refused,  the  parish,  through  its  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal  and  the  reasons  thereof. 
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The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  judge  of 
the  reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the 
decision  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that 
such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed  to  grant  consent  for  the 
organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  have  become  essentially  defunct 
by  long  continued  failure  to  elect  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  it 
shall  have  less  than  twelve  communicants;  or  if  it  shall  fail  to  pay  the 
assessments  laid  upon  it  by  this  Convention,  or  to  take  up  the  canonical 
collections,  or  if  the  Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years  wilfully 
refuse  to  elect  a  rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress 
the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Dio- 
cese, it  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  or  its  con- 
nection with  the  Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right 
of  represention  in  this  Convention,  or  whose  connection  with  the  Dio- 
cese may  have  been  wholly  dissolved,  as  provided  in  this  Canon,  may  be 
re-admitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  by  a  resolution  of 
the  Convention,  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 

CANON  XVIII. 

THE    ELECTION    OF    CHURCH    WARDENS    AND    VESTRYMEN. 

Section  i.  On  Easter  Monday,  in  each  and  every  year,  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  each  parish  shall  assemble  and  elect  Church  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  the  same — who  shall  in  every  case  be  baptized  persons — 
the  whole  number  to  be  elected  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  the  number  allowed  by  law,  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Such  vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected.  Of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or  minister  in  charge,  on 
an  occasion  of  public  worship;  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the  vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given,  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the  door  of  the  ordinary  place 
of  public  worship,  or  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  of  the  place; 
provided,  however,  that  if  such  notice  be  not  given,  the  parishioners 
may,  nevertheless,  assemble  at  the  usual  place,  between  the  hours  of  10 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  12  o'clock  m.,  and  elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men. 
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Sec.  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  to-wit : 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing,  and 
not  under  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  and  all  other  male  persons,  not  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshippers  at 
the  public  services  of  the  parish,  or  regular  contributors  to  its  support 
for  six  months  next  preceding. 

Sec.  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  for  the  annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector, 
or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act 
as  judges  of  the  election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions 
which  may  arise  as  to  the  qualification  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint 
a  clerk  and  teller,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  collect,  count,  and  make  a 
full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  report  to  the  presiding  officer  the  names 
of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  thereof,  and  such  persons  shall  be 
declared,  by  the  presiding  officer,  duly  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  clerk  and  teller  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  elec- 
tion, file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  law. 

CANON   XIX. 

LAY  DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  The  lay  delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation in  the  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of 
the  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz:

//  is  further  certified,  That  the  said  delegates  herein  accredited  is 
(are)  duly  qualified,  as  is  provided  in  Section  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  said  Church,  and  that  the  number  of  communicants  in  this 
parish  is

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  of  each  parish,  or,  where  there  is  no  Rector, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any 
annual  or  other  Cbnvention  of  the  Diocese,  make  returns  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  and  to  the  Rector  of  the  parish  in  which  the  Conven- 
tion is  to  be  held  of  the  names  of  the   persons  chosen   to  represent   the 
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parish  at  such  Convention.  If  there  be  no  election,  or  if  the  persons 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens,  or  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
then  the  Wardens  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies;  and  in  such  case 
the  certificate  shall  set  forth  the  fact. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
make  out  a  list  of  the  delegates  reported  to  him,  which  list  shall  be  re- 
ceived as  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  persons  to  seats,  subject  to  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XX. 

DIFFERENCES  BETWEEN  MINISTERS    AND  THEIR  CONGREGATIONS. 

Section  i."  In  case  of  controversy  between  any  Rector  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  a  parish  and  the  Vestry  of  the  same,  the  parties,  or  either  of 
them,  may  apply  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  nominate  seven  presbyters  of 
this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their 
names  to  be  served  on  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  and  Vestry,  who 
shall,  within  fourteen  days  after  such  service,  return  their  respective  lists, 
each  party  having  the  right  of  striking  off  two  names;  and  should  this 
right  not  be  exercised,  or  both  parties  strike  off  the  same  names,  then 
the  Bishop  shall  reduce  the  number  of  presbyters  to  three,  two  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  designate,  of  which  time  and  place  at  least  ten  day's  notice, 
in  writing,  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  concerned,  in  order  that  the 
grounds  of  the  controversy  may  be  fully  stated. 

Sec.  2.  If  it  appear  to  a  majority  of  the  Board  that  there  i6  no  hope 
of  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  they  shall  recommend  to 
such  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  to  relinquish  his  connection  with  such 
parish  on  such  conditions  as  shall  appear  to  them  proper  and  reasonable. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  refuse  to  comply 
within  ten  days  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  made  known  to  him, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  func- 
tions until  he  submit  to  said  decision. 

Sec.  4.  And  if  the  Vestry  of  the  parish  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply, 
on  their  part,  with  the  decision  aforesaid,  the  said  parish  shall  be  pro- 
hibited from  a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until 
tKev  shall  have  performed  their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  same. 

CANON  XXI. 

THE    ORGANIZATION    OF    MISSIONS. 

Section  i.  Any  number  of  adult  persons  may  organize  a  mission 
to  be  in  association  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 
the  services  of  the  Church  in  any  city  or  town  of  this  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.     The  mode  of  organization  of  a  mission  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  All  who  may  desire  to  unite   in  such  organization  shall  sign  a 

declaration  as  follows:   We,  the  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  the of 

,  in  the  county  of  ,  in  the  State  and  Diocese  of  Indiana, 

being  sensible  of  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  attached  to  the  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
desirous  of  securing  the  services  of  the  same  in  this  place,  hereby  unite  in 
the  organization  of  a  mission  of  the  said  Church,  under  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  thereof  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  We  hereby  promise  cor- 
porate obedience  to  said  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  to  those  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  liturgy, 
rites  and  usages  of  said  Church.  We  hereby  place  ourselves  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese,  and  ask 
to  be  received  as  a  mission  under  the  name  of  . 

2.  A  copy  of  such  declaration  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Bishop, 
who,  if  he  approves  of  the  organization  of  the  mission,  shall  appoint 
some  male  adult,  who  shall  have  signed  the  declaration,  as  Warden 
thereof. 

3.  The  Warden  shall  thereupon  call  a  meeting  of  all  who  shall  have 
signed,  or  shall  be  willing  to  sign,  the  said  declaration,  which  meeting 
shall  elect  two  persons  to  serve  in  the  Vestry,  one  of  whom  shall  be  des- 
ignated Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  mission,  which  shall  thereupon 
be  declared  duly  organized. 

Sec.  3.  The  Warden  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Bishop,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  4.  Members  of  the  Vestrv  shall  be  elected  annually  on  Easter 
Monday,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Canon  XVIII,  and  shall  hold  office 
tor  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sec.  5.  The  Warden  and  members  of  the  Vestry  shall  constitute 
the  Vestry  of  the  mission,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of 
the  same;  provided  that  the  Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
member  and  President  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop,  after  consultation  with  the  Vestry  may  ap- 
point some  clergyman  of  this  Church  as  Missionary  in  Charge, who  shall 
have  charge  and  control  of  the  spiritualities  of  the  Mission.  The  Mis- 
sionary shall  keep  his  charge  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween himself,  the  Bishop  and  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  7.  A  Mission  having  fifteen  communicants  shall  be  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Convention  by  one  lay  delegate,  said  delegate  to 
be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  for  the  election  of  lay 
delegates  specified  in  Canon  XIX. 
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Sec.  8.  Any  mission  organized  under  this  Canon  may  send  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Convention,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  in 
said  Mission.  His  credentials  shall  be  a  certificate  from  the  Missionary 
in  charge,  or  from  the  Bishop,  that  he  is  a  communicant  in  said  Mission 
in  good  standing.  When  admitted,  said  delegate  shall  have  the  usual 
privileges  of  lay  delegates,  except  that  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote. 

CANON  XXII. 

OF    DETAILING    RECTORS. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  parishes  and  strengthening  feeble 
ones,  the  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  detail  the  Rector  of  any  parish 
within  the  Diocese  four  Sundays  in  each  year,  at  equal  intervals,  to 
officiate  at  any  station  within  the  Diocese  specified  by  him;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  appointee  to  devote  such  time,  not  exceeding  a  week, 
as  the  Bishop  may  designate,  to  parochial  work  at  such  station;  the  nec- 
essary expense  of  each  visit  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Fund. 

•CANON  XXIII. 

THE    TRIAL    OF    A    CLERGYMAN    NOT    BEING    A    BISHOP. 

Section  i.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a 
Bishop  thereof,  shall  become  "  liable  to  presentment  and  trial "  under 
the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offense  of  which  the  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstance. The  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number 
of  the  members  of  the  vestry  of  which  the  accused  is  a  minister,  or  by 
any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation 
of  having  committed  such  offense  against  the  godly  discipline  of  the 
Church  as  to  require  investigation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
appoint  three  persons,  of  whom  two,  at  least,  shall  be  presbyters,  as  a 
commission  to  examine  the  case,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of 
the  commi?>sion  so  appointed,  there  shall  appear  to  be  sufficient  ground 
for  a  presentment  they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  any  clergyman  who  shall  have  rea- 
son to  believe  that  he  is  under  the  imputation  of  conduct  for  which  he 
would  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  to  demand  a  Commission  of 
Investigation,  and  on  the  receipt  of  such  demand,  in  writing,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  such  Commission,  which  shall  be  con- 
stituted and  shall  proceed  as  in  the  previous  section  is  directed.

Sec.  4.  A  presentment  having  been  made,  it  may  be  dismissed  by 
the  Bishop  if  the  facts  alleged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to 
constitute  an  offense.  If  it  alleges  facts,  one  or  more  of  which  do,  and 
the  rest  do  not,  constitute  an  offense,  the  Bishop  may  allow  it  in  part, 
and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  In  all  cases 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantial 
offense  upon  which  a  verdict  and  final  judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  When  it  shall  be  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall 
also  nominate  nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  Con- 
vention, and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  shall  cause  a  list 
of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing 
to  the  Bishop.  And,  if  the  accused  fail  to  do  so,  then  the  Bishop  shall 
select  three,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  court  for  the  trial 
of  the  accused.  They  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
may  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary;  pro- 
vided, that  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  party  against  whom  the  offense 
is  charged  to  have  been  committed,  or  shall  be  a  necessary  and  material 
witness  in  the  case,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  Bishop,  perform  the  duty  above  prescribed 
for  the  Bishop;  provided,  further,  that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  neces- 
sity, change  the  time  and  place  of  the  assembling  of  the  court,  he  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  of  such  change  to  the  accused. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  clergyman  shall,  at  any  time  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  trial,  confess  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment,  the 
Bishop  shall,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  otherwise  the  accused 
shall  be  considered  as  denying  the  charge. 

Sec.  6.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Court  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting,  or  at  an  earlier  day  by  consent  of  both  parties,  and,  if 
practicable,  a  like  notice  shall  be  served  on  one  or  more  of  those  making 
the  presentment. 

Sec.  7.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court, 
the  whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  those  present  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time;  and  if,  at  that  time,  or  later,  it  shall  appear  improb- 
able that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then, 
such  as  may  be  present  shall  nominate  six  presbyters,  from  whom  the 
accused,  or,  if  he  shall  fail  or  neglect,  then  the  Bishop  shall  select  one 
or  more,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  fill  up  the  Court,  and  the  trial  shall 
proceed.     A  majority  of  the  Court  shall  decide  all  questions. 
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Sec.  8.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  fac 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it  shall  be  tl 
duty  of  the  Court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  senten 
which  should  be  pronounced,  and  if  the  accused  do  not  confess  he  shi 
be  considered  as  denying  the  accusation.  The  Court  shall,  during  tl 
progress  of  the  trial,  and,  without  delay,  permit  the  presentment  to  1 
amended  in  matters  of  form  and  as  to  facts  not  materially  changing  tl 
charges.  Amendments  in  matters  of  substance  may  also  be  allowed, 
justice  to  the  accused  or  the  interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  up< 
such  conditions  as  will  prevent  surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full  and  fa 
investigation  and  trial. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shi 
not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court  may,  ne 
ertheless,  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shi 
see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  10.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial  they  shall  hear  su« 
relevant  and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  and  all  the  ev 
dence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  witness 
respectively.  At  the  request  of  either  party  the  witnesses  shall  be  swo: 
by  a  competent  officer  of  the  law,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  tl 
whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  as  to  the  facts  charged  in  t! 
presentment.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  t 
truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  may  disperr 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  th» 
opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which  ought  to  be  pronounce 

Sec.   11.     Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  or 
the   Court,  after  its  organization,   if  it  shall   be  made  satisfactorily 
appear  that  any  material   witness   can   not  be  procured  on  the  trial  ■ 
Bishop  or  the  Court  may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  testimc» 
of  such  witness,  and  shall  prescribe  the  notice  which  shall   be  given 
the  other  party  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  such  testimony.     Be: 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness.     The  questions  and  answ- 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  c« 
titled  by  the  commissioner  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmit* 
to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.     The  witness- 
examined  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law. 

Sec.  ij.  The  Court,  having  deliberated  considered  the  evident 
shall  declare  in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  the' 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distind 
stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  ai 
also  stating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounco 
A  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delav,  communicated  to  th 
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accused,  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 

delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as 

ss-hall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper;  provided,  however,  that  such  sentence 

shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court. 

The  sentence  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  final.     But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall 

fee  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused, 

in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before 

>whom  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinbefore  directed.     Before  pronouncing 

any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or 

more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be 

most  convenient,  and   in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which 

shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  to  all  persons  who  shall  choose  to  attend, 

sind  the  sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced  by  the  Bishop; 

provided,  however,  that  if  the  accused  have  been  convicted  of  no  other 

offense  than  error  in  doctrine  or  non-conformity  to  the  rubrics  of  the 

Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and,  if  at  such  public  assembly  at  such  church 

tie  shall  then  and  there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  error  of  which  he  has  been 

convicted,  or  avow  his  purpose  of  future  conformity  to  the  rubrics,  as 

the   case  may  require,  and  shall  submit  himself  to  the  judgment  of  the 

Church,  then,  for  a  first  offense,  the  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity 

that  of  admonition. 

Sec.  13.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
fee  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
or  the  Court,  and  the  certificate  of  such  summoner  or  summoners  shall 
be  evidence  of  service.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  it  shall 
lae  proved  by  his  affidavit.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party, 
or  left  at  his  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  either  side,  provided  they  are 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  summoned  as 
s  witness  before  the  Commission  of  Investigation  or  the  Court  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  neglect  or 
x-efuse  to  attend,  or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  such 
rson  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  godly  discipline. 


Sec.  16.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investigation  or 
trial  under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused,  when  found 
innocent,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  under  the  direction  of  the  Court, 
and  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  Convention  for  payment,  as 
the  Convention  may  direct.

The  undersigned  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  re 
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they   have  examined  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and 
accompanying  vouchers,  and  find  the  same  correct. 

In  examining  this  report  they  find  that  the  Diocese  is  now  in  debt 
$1,487.11 ;  and,  further  that,  on  a  conservative  estimate,  the  present  pos- 
sible income  of  the  Diocese  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  general  expenses. 
They  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  $600  be  raised  by  additional 
assessments  on  the  parishes,  which,  in  our  judgment,  will  provide  for 
possible  deficit  according  to  the  present  rate  of  assessment,  and  also 
constitute  a  sinking  fund  which  will,  in  a  few  years,  liquidate  the  present

Wednesday,  2  p.  m. 
The  Convention  reassembled. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Sesretary  of 
the  House  of  Deputies,  in  relation  to  the  Clergy  Retiring  Fund 
Society,  which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  Revision  of  Constitutions  and  Canons. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  Notification  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Prayer 
Book. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole  presented  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church  report : 

A  careful  survey  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  brings 
to  our  notice  many  evidences  of  a  deepening  life  and  a  widening  power 
for  good,  that  give  encouragement  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  Zion.     The  Bishop's  address  is  full  of  the  progress  that  has  been 
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made  during  the  past  year,  all  along  the  line  of  work,  and  while  our 
impatience  may  say  little  has  been  done,  our  faith  says  that  the  steady 
advance  warrants  most  devout  thanksgiving. 

EDUCATIONAL     INTERESTS. 

The  schools  planned  by  our  Bishop,  inaugurated  by  his  zeal,  and 
fostered  by  his  care,  are  now  upon  a  line  foundation.  New  buildings 
have  been  erected  at  Lima  for  the  Howe  Grammar  School,  and  at  Indian- 
apolis for  the  Young  Ladies'  Institute,  and  both  institutions  are  better 
fitted  than  ever  for  the  grand  work  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

The  Mission  School,  at  Vincennes,  and  Barker  Hall,  Michigan  City, 
are  bright  spots  of  work  and  an  example  which  the  Church  may  multiply 
in  imitation  and  find  a  rich  reward  in  so  doing. 

CHURCH     GROWTH. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  we  have  three  new  churches  added  to 
our  list  this  year,  viz.,  Michigan  City,  Bloomington  and  Grace  Cathe- 
dral, Indianapolis,  while  there  are  five  projected  and  to  be  built  this  year, 
viz.,  Hammond,  New  Carlisle,  Jeffersonville,  Marion  and  New  Albany. 

The  number  of  confirmations  is  very  satisfactory  (450),  and  the 
encouraging  fact  that  there  are  eight  candidates  for  the  ministry,  with 
three  postutants,  shows  a  decided  advance  over  any  previous  year  within 
the  present  Bishop's  administration. 

The  Sunday-school  work  is  steadily  advancing,  130  being  admitted 
to  the  Roll  of  Honor  the  past  year,  more  than  twice  as  many  as  were 
admitted  last  year.  Perhaps  a  Diocesan  organization  of  our  Sunday- 
schools  might  be  effected,  securing  an  increased  interest  and  better 
general  system. 

There  is  need  that  not  only  in  the  Sunday-school,  but  among  those 
who  never  visit  the  Sunday-school,  there  should  be  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  Church.  Our  people  are  not  as  well  informed  as  they  should  be  upon 
those  things  which  a  "  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  sours 
health."  And  further,  an  enthusiasm  in  the  work  will  rise  only  as  our 
people  are  acquainted  with  the  progress  made  elsewhere.  These  two 
lines  of  Church  literature  should, therefore,  be  ungrudgingly  circulated; 
tracts  and  books  bearing  an  exposition  of  the  Church's  ways,  and  the 
Church  paper,  which  records  her  work. 

OFFERINGS. 

The  Endowment  Fund  is  steadily  increasing,  showing  an  increase 
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of  about  $5,000,  there  being  now  about  $24,000  cash  on  hand.  The 
offerings  for  our  Diocesan  Mission  work  fall  far  short  of  what  was  desired 
and  apportioned  for  the  work.  Certainly  there  have  been  shown  blessed 
fruits  from  what  has  been  expended.  Our  missionaries  have  faithfully 
stood  in  the  very  front  of  the  line  and  have  displayed  heroic  zeal;  and 
does  not  the  common  sense  of  every  loyal  Churchman  say,  "This  work 
should  be  well  supported." 

Were  there  in  vogue  a  principle  of  systematic  giving,  there  would 
be  less  need  of  this  reference  to  the  call  for  those  funds  of  which  all  are 
but  stewards,  and  which  funds  must  be  had  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work. 
There  must  be,  however,  behind  the  system  a  personal  zeal,  and  before 
it  the  willing  and  obedient  heart,  or  all  will  fail  to  accomplish  what  we 
desire. 

These  remarks  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  work  of  our  General 
Missions,  but  with  the  added  idea  that  "the  world  is  the  field." 

The  offerings  for  this  work  are  still  increasing  year  by  year,  yet 
when  we  consider  the  magnitude  of  the  opportunities,  and  the  ability  of 
our  people  to  meet  these  opportunities,  the  amount  seems  far  smaller 
than  it  ought  to  be.  Every  baptized  person  is  a  member  of  our  General 
Missionary  Society,  and  as  such  everyone  is  under  a  grave  responsibility 
to  aid  in  the  work  of  teaching  all  nations,  as  ability  is  given  from  heaven. 

With  this  report  we  furnish  the  Secretary,  for  printing  in  the  jour- 
nal, tabulated  figures  of  the  offerings  for  General  Missions  in  this  Dio- 
cese for  the  past  four  years,  with  aggregations  of  the  same.  Also  full 
report  of  offerings  of  money  and  other  gifts  through  the  Parochial 
Branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliarv. 

The  object  of  this  report  is  to  indicate  the  sums  contributed  by  each 
parish  or  mission  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  to  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions  during  each  of  four  years,  commencing  September  1,  18S5,  and 
ending  September  1,  1889;  tne  totals  for  the  Diocese  in  each  of  such 
years;  the  totals  for  each  parish,  and  the  grand  total  for  the  Diocese 
during  the  whole  period.  Indicating  also  the  parish  contributing  the 
largest  amount,  and  what  parishes  were  non-contributors ;  also,  secondly, 
the  work  of  the  women  of  Indiana,  through  Diocesan  Branches  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  their  contributions  by  parishes  in  money  and  in 
boxes,  for  a  similar  period  of  four  years.

We  regret  to  announce  that  only  two  parishes  of  the  Diocese 
have  contributed  to  the  American  Church  Building  Fund,  Trinity 
Church,  Michigan  City,  having  contributed  $25,  and  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  $15.58;  a  total  of  $40.58  added  to  that  previously  given  to 
same  fund,  $450.58.  The  advantage  promised  to  the  whole  Church  by 
the  conception  of  the  plan  for  this  fund  should  prove  an  incentive  to 
systematic  offerings  from  every  parish  and  mission  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  is  growing  steadily,  and  promises 
to  be  a  future  help  in  giving  assurance  of  aid  in  time  of  need  to  those  of 
our  faithful  clergy,  who  are  overtaken  by  the  infirmities  of  age. 


The   proposed    Orphanage   and    Home   for   the   Aged    is  a   grand 
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Christian  work,  worthy  of  the  cordial  endorsement  and  sympathy  ol 
every  Churchman  in  Indiana.  The  Bishop  asks  for  $10,000  for  this  pur- 
pose. There  is  the  ability  within  the  Church  to  raise  this  amount,  anc 
the  Bishop  should  not  be  allowed  to  plead  for  this  in  vain. 

The  hospital  work  at  Richmond  is  a  bright  and  worthy  undertaking 
and  will  steadily  increase  in  usefulness  as  the  benefactions  of  the  people 
are  received. 

There  is  nothing,  however,  in  the  Diocese  which  has  in  itself  sc 
much  of  cheer  and  solid  encouragement,  in  the  line  of  actual  work  don< 
by  organized  effort,  as  the  woman's  work  as  auxiliary  to  all  the  othei 
work  of  the  Diocese.  Whether  as  an  aid  to  parochial  work,  or  in  gath- 
ering funds  for  the  work  at  large,  much,  very  much,  of  all  our  success  is 
due  to  the  devoted  zeal  of  the  daughters  of  the  Church. 

They  are  giving  the  Church  in  Indiana  a  good  name  abroad,  anc 
at  the  same  time  they  are  doing  a  grand  work  in  educating  the  people  01 
the  Church  up  to  a  higher  plane  of  Christian  giving  and  living. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  finds  the  general  condition  full  ol 
hope,  with  only  a  blessed  future  before  us,  if  the  old,  old  call  to  a  deepei 
consecration  to  God's  service  be  duly  heeded  by  His  servants. 

Our  times  are  full  of  interest,  and  the  Church  should  rise  up  to  hei 
wonderful  privileges,  and  in  the  Master's  Name  do  the  work  set  before 
her.

John  H.  Stotsenburg  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Permanent  Episcopate  and  other  funds  would 
report  that  they  are  gratified  at  the  steady  increase  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  The  amount  reported  last 
year  in  hand  was  $18,823. 98,  and  there  is  reported  to  the  credit  of 
the  fund  at  this  time  $21,134.35.  This  we  understand  has  been  invested 
in  real  estate  in  this  city,  in  the  erection  of  houses  on  St.  Joseph  and 
Pennsylvania  streets,  now  nearly  completed,  and  to  be  rented.  This 
seems  to  your  committee  a  wise  and  prudent  disposition  of  these  funds, 
and  one  that  is  likely  to  yield  a  larger  return  than  if  loaned  on  bond  and 
mortgage. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Diocese  is  also  steadily 
increasing.  There  was  reported  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  a  year  ago, 
$1,957.61.  There  is  at  present  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  $2,137.54.  At 
present  the  fund  is  loaned  to  the  Diocese,  and  is  drawing  six  per  cent, 
interest.  Your  committee  would  commend  both  of  these  funds  as  being 
of  great  importance,  and  worthy  of  your  careful  consideration. 

The  sooner  our  parishes  can  be  relieved  of  annual  assessments  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  the  better.  Past  experience  has  taught  the 
Diocese  that  the  old  method  was  uncertain  and  unreliable.  The  method 
of  securing  in  each  parish  or  mission  the  principal  which  invested  at  six 
per  cent,  will  produce  a  sum  equal  to  their  annual  assessment,  seems  both 
just  and  equitable,  thus  distributing  to  each  parish  and  mission  its  own 
proper  share  of  the  whole  fund.  This  becomes,  when  paid,  as  much  of 
an  endowment  for  the  parish  as  the  Diocese. 

We  can  not  urge  in  too  strong  language  the  importance  of  each 
parish  contributing  its  part  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  place  our  Diocese 
in  a  position  of  independence  and  permanence,  and  at  the  same  time  be 
a  great  relief  to  the  parishes.  The  entire  principal  upon  this  basis  will 
when  paid  amount  to  about  $63,000.  If  we  add  to  this  that  secured  from 
real  estate  and  other  property  (when  sold),  and  individual  subscriptions, 
it  will  amount  to  $70,000,  which  is  as  small  a  sum  as  should  be  named, 
and  is  certainly  none  too  large  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  and  the 
decreasing  rate  of  interest  which  in  time  is  sure  to  come.  We  have  no 
resolution  to  offer,  but  only  a  commendation  to  all  parishes  and  missions 
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urge  upon  them  its  speedy  a 


of  the  plan  of  endowment,  and  v 

plishment. 

Your  committee  especially  recommend  that  the  rector  of  each 
parish  shall  read  this  report,  and  explain  the  object  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  to  the  people,  and  that  he  also  furnish  a  copy  of  this  report  to  the 
'vestry  of  his  parish.

REMARKS  ACCOMPANYING  PAROCHIAL 

REPORTS. 


ANDERSON— TRINITY— Rev.  James  A.  McGlone,  Missionary. 

The  report  embraces  a  period  of  four  month,  from  February  to  June  ist.  The 
mission  was  regularly  organized  in  February,  1890. 

ATTICA— ST.  MARY'S. 

Rev.  William  Willson  has  supplied  monthly  services  a  part  of  the  year  and  will 
continue  to  as  opportunity  offers. 

BLOOMINQTON— TRINITY— Rev.  L.  F.  Cole. 

I  give  the  figures,  above  as  near  as  I  can  from  what  data  I  have  on  hand.  I  have 
probably  under  stated  the  number  of  services,  as  I  do  not  know  how  many  Mr.  Fletcher 
has  held.     I  do  not  know  if  anything  was  raised  for  Diocesan  purposes. 

BRIQHTWOOD— ALL  SAINTS'— Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter,  Rector. 

This  report  is  not  complete  in  some  respects.  A  part  of  it  covers  the  year  as 
near  as  could  be  ascertained;  and  a  part  only  the  time  since  February  19th,  the  date  of 
my  taking  hold  of  the  work.  The  greater  part  of  the  amount  in  the  parochial  financial 
report  belongs  to  the  time  previous  to  the  above  date. 

The  mission  was  in  a  very  impoverished  condition  in  every  respect.  While  there 
is  a  manifest  improvement,  yet  the  prospect  of  growth  and  strengthening  is  far  from 
hopeful. 

BRISTOL— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  Charles  Turner,  Rector. 

These  returns  date  from  September  22d,  1889,  when  I  took  charge  of  the  parish 

CRAWFORDSVILLE—  ST.  JOHN'S. 

A  part  of  the  year  this  parish  has  been  served  by  Rev.  William  Willson  on  alter- 
nate Sundays. 

DELPHI— ST.  MARY'S— Robert  A.  Wason,  Senior  Warden. 

Since  Easter  have  been  without  any  service.  The  above  receipts  include  rent  of 
rectory  paid  up  to  September  15,  1890.  The  property  insured  for  $3,000  for  three  years, 
from  February  1890.  The  indebtedness  held  by  Treasurer,  except  $25.  Rev.  B.  F.  Mil- 
ler will  probably  make  return  of  omitted  items. 

ELKHART— ST.  JOHN'S— J.  W.  Patterson,  Clerk. 

The  report  is  as  full  as  I  could  make  from  the  records  at  hand. 

FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S— J.  J.  Purcell,  Lay  Reader. 

The  above  report  embraces  only  two  months,  April  and  May.  Previous  to  April 
1st  the  mission  was  several  months  without  a  pastor;  it  was  therefore  somewhat  disor- 
ganized. The  interest  now  in  the  services,  Sunday-school,  etc.,  is  markedly  improved 
and  hopeful. 

OARRETT— EMMANUEL— Rev  Thomas  B.  Kemp,  D.  D.,  Rector. 

My  report  is  for  six  months,  the  date  of  my  advent  as  incumbent.  I  found  the 
mission  in  a  most  fearful  condition  (and  I  am  compelled  to  attribute  much  of  this  to 
the  lethargy  of  my  predecessor),  however,  by  God's  blessing  upon  our  efforts,  we  have 
to  record   a  very  satisfactory  state  of    affairs:  order  is  restored;  property  is  insured; 
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church  is  filled,  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  doubling  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
church,  all  Diocesan  obligations  are  met,  three  hundred  dollars  pledged  for  church 
cnlargament  fund,  and  application  has  been  made  for  land  on  which  to  erect  mission 
houses  in  the  northern  division  of  the  city  where  there  is  no  provision  made  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  a  large  and  fast  increasing  population.  My  idea  is  to  have  Sunday- 
school  and  Sunday  afternoon  service,  and  one  service  during  the  week.  Our  Sunday- 
school  in  Emmanuel  has  increased  four  fold,  and  with  a  room  we  can  gather  in  a  large 
number  that  now  have  no  home,  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad,  and  thus  strengthen 
the  parent  mission.     God  speed  the  ploughs. 

GOSHEN— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  J.  B.  Mead,  Rector. 

This  report  dates  from  All  Angels'  Day,  September  29th,  1SS9.  A  few  financial 
items  date  from  Easter,  1S80,  about  $100.00.  The  chapel  chancel  has  received  altar, 
tectum,  fald  stool,  and  is  greatly  improved. 

GREENCASTLE— ST.  JOHN'S— L.  F.  Cole,  late  Rector. 

I  have  estimated  total  amount  raised  here,  because  I  am  not  able  to  learn  from 
the  former  Treasurer  many  items.  Offerings  were  taken  for  several  purposes,  and  I 
have  not  been  able  to  learn  amounts. 

INDIANAPOLIS— GRACE  CATHEDRAI Rev.  Geo.  E.  Swan,  Rector. 

The  item  Diocesan  Endowment  Fund  includes  $250.00  special  contribution  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

INDIANAPOLIS— CHRIST— Rev.  John  Hilliakd  Ranger,  Rector. 

The  large  bell  of  the  chimes  has  been  useless,  having  been  cracked  a  little  over 
two  years  ago.  The  Christ  Church  Guild  has  raised  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dol- 
lars to  pay  for  a  new  one.    The  new  bell  is  being  cast  and  will  be  put  up  this  summer. 

All  the  seats  of  the  church  were  declared  free  by  the  Vestry,  and  with  the  unani- 
mous approval  of  the  congregation,  on  January  1st,  1S90.  The  result  has  been  an 
advance  along  the  whole  line  of  parish  work  and  an  increase  of  twenty-two  per  cent 
in  income. 

INDIANAPOLIS— ST.  GEORGE'S— Rev.  W.  II.  BAMFORD,  Rector. 

My  charge  of  St.  George's  dates  from  the  first  of  October.  The  report  covers  the 
whole  conventional  year. 

JEFFERSONVILLE— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  Fred.  C.  Jewell,  Rector. 

In  February  the  vestry  sold  the  old  church  and  the  rectory  for  two  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  the  privilege  of  using  the  church  building  for  two  years,  rent  free,  and  also 
of  retaining  all  the  furniture.  This  money  has  been  safely  invested  and  will  be  eventu- 
ally used  in  building  the  new  church.  Everything  was  well  in  hand  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions for  funds  for  the  new  church,  and  plans  were  being  considered,  when  the  terrible 
cyclone  of  March  27th  struck  the  town  causing  eleven  families  to  be  greater  or  less 
losers,  and  sweeping  about  twenty  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  parish.  This  will  delay 
our  building  project  for  some  time.  The  outlook  for  the  parish,  while  disappointing,  is 
by  no  means  discouraging. 

LOGANSPORT— TRINITY— Rev.  B.  F.  Miller.  Rector. 

Besides  the  foregoing,  I  have  from  the  1st  of  June,  1SS0,  to  Easter,  held  thirty- 
eight  services  at  Delphi.  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  eleven  times.  Three 
have  been  confirmed,  and  one  child  baptized.  For  sixteen  months  labor,  commencing 
December,  iSSS,  1  received  $200  and  paid  my  own  expenses.  The  Church  there  contrib- 
uted liberally  to  the  general  work  outside,  considering  its  small  numbers.  I  hope  my 
going  there  has  resulted  in  good.     I  wish  they  had  more  energy  about  getting  a  rector. 

LAFAYETTE— ST.  JOHN'S— Rkv.  Edwin  A.  White,  Rector. 

I  found,  on  careful  examination  that  the  number  of  communicants  reported  from 
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this  parish  heretofore  (246),  was  much  too  large.  The  number  of  communicants,  includ- 
ing many  who  have  not  communed  within  the  past  year,  is  only  one  hundred  and  ninety, 
and  the  whole  number  of  confirmed  persons  in  the  city  (including  twenty-five  who  do 
not  consider  themselves  connected  with  the  parish),  is  only  two  hundred  and  fifteen. 

MARION— GETHSEMANE— Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  Rector. 

The  report  is  necessarily  incomplete  in  some  respects,  e.g.  in  the  number  of  ser- 
vices held,  etc.  I  accepted  charge  here  on  Easter  Monday.  The  prospect  is  good  for  a 
substantial  work.  The  parish  is  blessed  with  means,  and  the  only  difficulty  is  that  the 
wealthiest  members  have  not  yet  learned  to  give  freely  of  their  abundance.  The  con- 
tract for  the  foundation  of  the  new  church  has  been  let  and  ground  will  be  broken  at 
once. 

MISHAWAKA— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  F.  Thompson,  Rector. 

During  the  year  the  Church  property  has  been  much  improved  by  new  cement 
side  walk  and  steps  to  the  church,  while  the  front  of  the  lot  has  been  newly  sodded.  The 
coming  year  the  parish  will  paint  the  church  and  rectory,  when  the  property  will  be  in 
good  repair. 

MUNCIE— GRACE— Rev.  F.  \V.  Henry,  Rector. 

Communicants  lost,  by  removal,  twelve ;  added,  by  confirmation,  twelve ;  removals 
from  other  parishes,  eight ;  in  all,  twenty.  Burials,  S ;  also  read  committal  service  three 
times.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  Portland,  Ind,  once.  One  communicant 
near  Montpelier,  Ind..    Three  communicants  in  Portland,  Ind. 

NEW  CASTLE— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  J.  W.  Foulston,  Rector. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Bamford  was  in  charge  until  September  1st.  Rev.  J.  W.  Foulston 
took  charge  November  1st. 

NEW  ALBANY— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rector. 

This  is  an  approximation  for  a  part  of  the  Diocesan  year.  The  present  rectortook 
charge  October  15th,  1889. 

SOUTH  BEND— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  F.  Thompson,  Rector. 

I  resigned  April  10th.  Since  then  the  Church,  from  false  ideas  of  economy  on  the 
part  of  its  vestry,  has  been  supplied  by  lay  service,  efficiently  rendered  however  by  Mr. 
May.  I  would  add  the  following  items:  Whole  number  of  confirmations  during  my 
rectorship,  fifty  ;  baptisms,  fifty-five;  marriages,  eleven  ;  funerals,  fifteen  ;  by  confirma- 
tion, restoration  and  letter,  the  communicant  list  has  been  nearly  doubled  ;  the  average 
attendance  at  Holy  Communion,  first  Sunday  in  the  month,  has  been  raised  from 
twenty-five  to  eighty;  a  vested  choir  has  been  organized,  trained  and  introduced.  The 
Sunday-school  was  closed  two  years  ago.  It  is  hoped  that  the  vestry  will  listen  to  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  and  see  the  object  for  which  they  were  elected,  and,  knowing  their 
duty,  will  do  it,  and  at  once  call  a  Priest  to  this  work. 

TBRRE  HAUTE— ST.  STEPHEN'S— Rkv.  James  D.  Stanley,* Rector. 

Of  the  amount  given  to  missions  $350.06  was  raised  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

VINCENNES—  ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent,  Rector. 

There  has  been  no  communicant  list  kept  in  the  parish  for  some  time.  The  num- 
bers here  stated  includes  all  that  I  can  find  who  have  communed  within  the  last  two 
years   or  who  consider  themselves  communicants   according  to   their  own  testimony. 

This  report  covers  merely  the  period  since  September  1st,  1SS0,  when  I  became 
rector.

CLERICAL  REPORTS. 


THE  MID-WESTERN  MISSION  TO  DEAF  MUTES. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  General  Missionary.

To  the  Right  Reverend  David  Buel  Knickerbocker^  D.  /?., 

Bishop y  Diocese  of  Indiana : 

During  the  year  just  closed,  I  have  held  services  for  deaf  mutes  in 
Christ  Church,  and  the  State  School  for  Deaf  Children,  Indianapolis; 
St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville; 
Trinity  Church,  Logansport;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Frankfort;  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond;  and  a  Baptist 
meeting  house  at  Monon,  with  large  and  encouraging  congregations. 
Baptism  was  administered  several  times  —  at  Indianapolis,  Terre  Haute, 
and  Frankfort.  The  services  at  Monon  were  attended  by  about  forty 
deaf  mutes,  from  as  nearly  as  many  places,  from  ten  to  fifty  miles  away. 
I  have  since  been  asked  to  come  to  Monticello  the  coming  summer. 

The  work  at  the  school  at  Indianapolis  is  important  on  account  of 
the  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese.  It  has  borne  fruit  in  baptisms 
and  confirmations.  Last  summer,  on  invitation  of  the  Superintendent, 
I  addressed  the  graduates. 

Within  the  Diocese  there  are  fifteen  hundred  deaf  mutes;  more 
than  two- thirds  having  been  to  school.     About  fifty  are  communicants;  ^  : 

thirty  belonging  to  Indianapolis. 

I  have  held  services  in  the  other  Dioceses.     For  fifteen  years  I  have  ^»« 

held  missions  in  all  leading  cities  of  the  Middle-West.     Over  two  hund-  

red  and  fifty  parishes  have  been  served  regularly  and  occasionally;  five  ^^-e 

hundred  and  eight  deaf  mutes  and  their  children  have  been  received  into  «e^»o 

the  Church  by  Holy  Baptism;  and  the  communicant  list  has  grown  to 
almost  four  hundred  names.  Many  deaf  mutes  conventions  and 
re-unions  have  been  attended  in  nearly  every  Diocese.  I  have  made 
use  of  every  opportunity  to  present  the  Church's  services. 

Over  four  hundred  prayer  books,  and  a  multitude  of  tracts  have 
been  distributed,  which  have  had  an  influence  beyond  the  "silent 
circle,"  for  they  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  their  hearing  kindred  and 
neighbors,  leading  their  minds  towards  the  Church  of  the  Apostles. 

The  children  of  deaf  mutes  usually  hear  and  speak;  so  that  they 
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go  into  the  Sunday-school  with  other  children  to  be  taught  in  the  usual 
way.     Several  have  been  brought  to  confirmation  by  the  rectors. 


Rev.  T.  B.  Kemp,  D.  D.,  Missionary  at  Garrett. 

Garrett,  Ixd.,  May  31st,  1890. 

Rt.  ReVi  Father  in  God:  •> 

Up  to  the  30th  day  of  November  I  had  charge  of  St.  Thomas's, 
Plymouth,  when  I  resigned  the  rectorship.  A  synopsis  of  the  work  is 
herewith  inclosed,  the  full  details  are  recorded  in  the  parish  register. 

During  the  conventional  year  I  have  visited  Rochester  and 
Kewanna  alternate  week  evenings  up  to  August  last,  and  have  officiated 
on  eight  occasions  since,  in  the  former.  Baptized  four  in  Kewanna,  one 
in  Rochester;  buried  three  in  Kewanna,  and  given  eight  services, 
administering  Holy  Communion  on  alternate  visits.  In  Kokomo  I  have 
officiated  on  eleven  occasions,  baptized  three,  buried  one,  and  visited 
in  each  of  the  above  missions  all  those  interested  in  our  work.  My  last 
visit  to  Kokomo  was  in  March,  when  I  visited  from  house  to  house.  We 
need  there  a  stationed  clergyman,  and  must  have,  to  accomplish  any 
permanent  good. 

Since  assuming  charge  of  this  and  adjoining  missions,  I  have  con- 
centrated my  chief  efforts  in  Garrett,  but  have  visited  Albion,  in  Noble 
county,  where  I  give  alternate  week  evening  services,  have  baptized 
three,  presented  one  for  confirmation  and  am  somewhat  encouraged, 
although  the  growth  will  be  slow.  In  Angola,  I  think,  we  may  perhaps 
succeed  sooner  than  in  Albion  or  Columbia  City  in  securing  a  building 
to  worship  in,  although  we  have  a  lot  in  the  first  named  (Albion). 
Columbia  City,  the  people  have  been  so  long  neglected  that  it  will  take 
time  to  convince  them  that,  with  their  assistance,  a  permanent  work 
may  be  assured.  Of  one  thing  they  seem  to  be  quite  positive,  viz. :  that 
there  is  little  hope  for  the  Church  there.  I  do  not  view  things  just  as 
they  do;  if  only  I  can  correct  them  so  that  they  will  not  give  preference 
to  everything  before  the  demands  of  the  Church  are  thought  of  or  con- 
sidered. We  have  paid  our  own  expenses  thus  far,  but  have  given  notice 
that  alms  will  be  taken  at  each  succeeding  service,  and  D.  V.,  we  will  go 
on  in  faith,  believing  that  if  we  do  not  faint  by  the  way,  that  the  word 
shall  not  return  unto  our  Heavenly  Father  void.  What  we  appear  to  want 
is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Rural  Deans,  and  a  return  to  the  duties 
which  the  name  indicates,  viz. :  the  continuous  going  from  place  to 
place,  and  holding  up  the  Church  and  her  beautiful  services,  polity  and 
worship  before  them,  the  missionary  that  follows  them  will  not  be  con- 
sidered such  a  wonderful  prodigy.     Who  ever  heard  of  a  Rural  Dean  in 
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Indiana  in  the  waste  places,  and  yet,  this  is  what  they  are  commissioned 
for.  Point  to  a  single  report  where  we  find  anything  of  this  kind,  out- 
side of  Convocation  sessions.  Of  course  there  are  exceptions,  but  they 
are  few  and  far  between.  Let  us  once  get  men  who  assume  the  office  to 
perform  the  inherent  functions,  and  we  shall  at  least  be  known  and 
listened  to  in  places  where  we  are  anything  but  welcome  guests. 

I  do  think  that  the  duties  ought  to  be  enumerated  in  canonical 
form  by  our  noble  leader,  and  let  none  q£cept  the  position  unless  he 
could  and  would  perform  the  duties.  I  trust  we  may  have  some  stirring 
work  in  behalf  of  missions  in  our  Convention,  for  that  is  where  we  must 
strengthen  the  foundations  from.  God  grant  it  to  us  for  His  mercies 
sake.     Amen.     Amen. 


Rev.  William  Willson. 

Lafayette,  June  3d,  1890. 

In  June,  1889,  I  was  appointed  missionary  for  one  year  from  July 
1st,  1S89,  to  fill  such  appointments  as  the  Bishop  might  designate.  I 
was  requested  by  the  Bishop  to  take  charge  of  the  parishes  of  St. 
James's,  Crawfordsville,  and  Grace  Church,  Attica,  and  the  mission  of 
St.  Philip's,  Covington. 

I  held  a  week-day  evening  service  at  Attica  on  June  12th,  and 
again,  June  26th.  On  July  21st,  I  commenced  monthly  Sunday  ser- 
vices, and  continued  them  until  January,  1S90.  This  parish  has  no  vestry 
and  only  twelve  or  fifteen  communicants.  The  Church  building  is 
rented  to  the  Campbellites.  I  could  not  arrange  for  services  this  season. 
Indeed,  the  parish  is  in  a  hopeless  condition. 

At  Crawfordsville  I  commenced  semi-monthly  Sunday  services  on 
Trinity  Sunday,  June  16th,  and  continued  them  until  January,  1890. 
This  parish  is  in  a  low  state,  having  no  vestry  and  less  than  thirty  com- 
municants. I  have  failed  thus  far  in  arranging  for  services  this  season. 
The  parish  needs  a  thorough  renovation,  and  a  permanent  rector,  to 
bring  it  again  into  a  living  state. 

In  St.  Philip's  mission,  Covington,  I  held  monthly  Sunday  services, 
commencing  August  4th,  and  continuing  until  January,  1890,  and  opened 
them  again  this  season  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  6th.  This  is  a  small, 
but  live  mission  with  eleven  communicants.  They  are  ready  and  willing 
to  do  all  they  can. 

During  the  year  I  held  five  funeral  services,  all  in  Lafayette  during 
the  absence  of  the  rector.  I  have  also  assisted  a  number  of  services  in 
St.  John's.  Lafayette. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  my  health,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  I 
rested  from  my  ministerial  work  from  January  1st  to  April,  1S90.

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INDIANAPOLIS  INSTITUTE  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES. 
DIOCESAN    SCHOOLS    FOR    GIRLS. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Knicker backer,  D.  D.: 

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  report  the  continued  growth  of  the  Dioce- 
san School  for  Girls.  The  advantages  offered  by  the  school  have  been 
largely  increased  and  the  number  of  pupils  has  been  greater.  The 
receipts  have  been  thirty  per  cent  more  than  last  year. 

Although  we  have  been  very  much  crowded,  most  excellent  work 
has  been  done  in  every  department  by  thoroughly  qualified  teachers. 

In  both  the  Preparatory  and  Collegiate  Departments  that  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  ordinary  English  branches  their  importance 
demands.  In  a  young  lady's  education  however,  the  accomplishments 
are  very  important  and  we  believe  few  schools  in  the  country  offer  equal 
facilities  for  their  acquisition. 

A  superior  artist  has  resided  in  the  school  the  past  year,  giving  her 
whole  time  to  the  studio.  The  Exhibit  shows  what  has  been  done  in  the 
school  of  art,  but  does  not  show  the  influence  created. 

In  the  Conservatory  of  Music  most  thorough  work  has  been  quietly 
done.  In  music  as  in  the  other  accomplishments,  we  have  merely 
used  the  opportunities  at  our  hands  to  offer  advantages  that  can  not  be 
offered  by  girl's  schools  located  in  small  cities  and  country  towns. 

Morning  and  evening  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  assembled  for 
worship,  using  the  prayer  book  as  the  manual  of  devotion.  They  have 
also  regularly  attended  services  at  the  Cathedral.  From  the  start,  in 
every  way  possible,  both  direct  and  indirect,  quietly  and  persistently, 
that  prominence  has  been  given  to  the  Church  that  rightly  belongs  to 
her  in  education,  and,  I  believe,  that  in  no  school  is  there  a  healthier 
moral  and  religious  tone  than  in  the  Indianapolis  Institute  for  Young 
Ladies,  and  that  no  school  in  proportion  to  its  size  is  doing  a  greater 
work  for  the  Church. 

With  increased  accommodation  afforded  by  the  new  building  in 
course  of  erection,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  advantages  of  the 
school  will  be  still  more  widely  sought,  and  the  increase,  I  have  annually 
reported,  still  coutinue.

I  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  Howe  Grammar  School. 

1ST. — AS  TO  ATTENDANCE. 

Since  my  last  report  to  you  the  attendance  upon  the  school  has 
increased  from  twenty-two  boarders  and  seven  day  pupils,  to  about  forty 
boarders  and  six  day  pupils,  in  all,  forty-six. 

2D. — AS    TO    INSTRUCTION. 

The  school  has  employed,  during  the  last  year,  four  instructors 
besides  the  rector,  who  has  given  much  of  his  time  to  the  class-room, 
and  has  used  for  instruction,  part  of  the  time  of  two  other  officers.  Of 
those,  four  are  graduates  of  distinguished  institutions.  It  is  believed 
that  rarely  do  pupils  of  an  institution  of  no  greater  numbers  enjoy  like 
advantages. 

3D. — AS    TO    RELIGIOUS    INSTRUCTION    AND    CARE. 

Religious  and  moral  training  are  made  the  basis  of  the  work. 
There  are  held  the  daily  morning  and  evening  prayers  of  the  Churn, 
shortened  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  school.  The  family  attend  Church 
twice  on  Sunday,  and,  on  Sunday  afternoon  a  brief,  but  careful,  religi- 
ous instruction  is  given  to  all  the  pupils  in  classes.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  induce  the  youth  committed  to  us  to  devote  themselves  to  an  upright 
and  earnest  performance  of  duty  under  the  forms  and  in  the  faith  of  the 
Church. 

Fourteen  of  the  pupils  are  communicants.  Since  my  last  report, 
four  have  been  confirmed.  Two  have  been  baptized.  There  will  be 
four  baptized  on  the  approaching  Whitsun  Day;  and  from  fourteen  to 
eighteen  will  be  confirmed  on  your  approaching  visitation. 

Our  surpliced  choir  is  greatly  improved  since  my  last  report,  and  to 
all  the  pupils,  constant  instruction  in  sacred  music  is  given. 

4TH. — AS    TO     PHYSICAL     TRAINING. 

Our  gynamsium  is  in  constant  use.  Our  grounds  afford  the  best 
advantages  for  atheletic  games,  and  base  ball  and  kindred  games  are  con- 
stantly and  zealously  played. 

The  property  purchased  by  you  upon  Twin  Lakes,  ten  acres  of 
which  were  at  first  designed  by  you  for  the  school,  is  constantly  used  for 
boating,  fishing  and  bathing,  under  careful  oversight. 
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5TH. — AS    TO    IMPROVEMENTS    IN    PROPERTY    SINCE    MY    LAST    REPORT. 

We  are  in  full  enjoyment  of  the  outlay  of  about  $35,000,  given  by 
Mrs.  F.  M.  Howe  for  the  welfarefcof  the  school,  and  of  about  $3,600  given 
by  myself. 

We  have  elegant  new  school  rooms,  dormitories,  bath  rooms,  reci- 
tation rooms  and  dining  room. 

Mr.  James  B.  Howe  has  just  furnished  us  with  a  bell  weighing 
above  1,500  pounds,  and  by  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  Howe,  gas  is  to  be  put 
in  a  great  part  of  our  buildings,  while  I  will  put  it  in  the  rest. 

6TH. — THE    PROSPECTS    FOR    THE    COMING    YEAR    ARE    BRIGHT. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Diocesan  School  for  boys  in  Indi- 
ana has  been  established,  and  that  the  gifts  to  it  have  been  to  make  a 
deserving  work  more  effective,  and  not  to  bolster  up  with  money  a  work 
which  pride  or  personal  motives  had  an  interest  in. 

The  gifts  promised  for  a  library  by  the  heirs  of  the  Burnell  estate, 
have  been  paid  over.  One  hundred  dollars  additional  have  been  given 
by  D.  F.  Dwight  of  Detroit  to  place  the  rooms  in  order,  and  now,  with 
rooms  ready  for  the  reception  of  the  library,  $520  are  on  hand  to 
purchase  books.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Adopted  June  ioth,  1887. 


Rile  I.  After  Divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be 
as   follows: 

Section  i.  The  Secretary*  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine,  and 
report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  declare  the  Convention  origanized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by 
ballot,  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon 
I,  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business.  (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A 
Committee  on  Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  committees; 
(6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address 
of  the  BishofT,  parochial  and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Committee  on  the 
Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and  other   funds   of    the    Diocese.       (8)   A 
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Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work,"  consisting  of  three  clergymen  and 
three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in  their 
judgment  may  require  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  psesent  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders  the  name  of 
the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide 
it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house, 
unless  it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considereJ  during 
the  session;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  pur- 
pose by  one  of  the'majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered   on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.     If  recom- 
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mending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  1>y  the  Con- 
vention, they  shall  be  accompaned  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its 
consideration. 

Rixe  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention;  (i)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports 
from  Standing  Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in 
order  of  appointment.  (4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.  (5)  Motions 
and  Resolutions. 

Rile  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis- 
ion; and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rile  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holv  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  journal,  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  hut 
without  the  right  to  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

Rile  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
journal  of  each  Convention. 


SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT

"Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 


-Jiight  JRev.  Father  and  Dear  Friends  of  the 

Woman* $  Auxiliary ,  of  Indiana: 

The  reports  received  by  your  Secretary  this  year  demonstrate,  as 

Those  of  previous  years  have  done,  the  truth  of  the  old  proverb,  "  Where 

"•here's  a  will  there's  a  way."     Could  we  only  "  stir  up  the  wills"  of  our 

Churchwomen,  the  Indiana  Auxiliary  would  be  second  to  none  in  the 

results  of  labor  for  the  extension  of  their  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

As  I  attended  during  the  past  year  the  semi-centennial  celebrations 
oi  two  of  our  parishes,  and  heard  the  record  of  self-denying  labor  and 
generous  giving  by  which  the  seed  was  planted  that  has  brought  forth 
such  good  fruit,  I  marveled  how  it  was  that  we  could  so  calmly  enjoy  the 
good  things  thus  provided  for  us  and  not  feel  impelled  to  extend  these 
blessings  and  privileges  to  others  and  thus 

"  Repay  the  debt  to  regions  solitary  yet 
Within  our  spreading  land." 

As  your  representative  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  attend  the  Trien- 
nial Meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  New  Vork,  Oct.  2d,  3d  and 
5th.  It  was  both  encouraging  and  inspiring  to  feel  oneself  a  member 
of  so  grand  a  representative  body  of  Churchwomen,  and  my  gleanings 
from  its  meetings,  the  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  General  Con- 
vention, and  the  great  missionary  meetings  in  the  Academy  of  Music,  as 
well  as  those  of  other  branches  of  Church  work,  such  as  the  Girls' 
Friendly  Society  and  the  Society  for  the  Home  Study  of  Holy  Scripture 
and  Church  History,  provided  matter  of  great  interest  for  my  talks  at 
Convocation  and  other  gatherings.  The  meetings  of  Churchwomen, 
now  a  regular  part  of  the  sessions  of  Convocation,  have  been  well  attended. 
Much  information  has  been  given  and  much  interest  awakened  in  Mis- 
sionary work  which  will,  we  hope,  in  time,  result  in  the  formation  of 
many  parish  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  to  work  systematically 
therefor.     It  was  a  disappointment  to  be  unable,  owing  to  absence  in  the 
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East,  to  accept  the  kind   invitation  of  the  Rector   of  Trinity    Chu 
Logansport,  and  attend  the  session  of  the  Northern  Convocation  t 
Sept.   iSth.     Mrs.  Wm.  Willson,  well  fitted  by  experience  in  Missio  : 
Auxiliary  work  in  Florida,  kindly  took  my  place.     The  meetings  I    ' 
attended  were  three:

The  custom    inaugurated    four 
vears   ago   of   holding  these   meetings    in    parlors  has  been  followed.     -^ 
printed  program  was  issued    as  usual,  embracing  papers   upon   topics  ot 
interest  connected  with  our  work,  with  readings,  recitations   and  mu*f» 
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to  give  variety.  Systematic  offerings  have  been  received,  and  the  amount 
thus  gathered  appropriated  by  vote  of  the  society,  under  the  provisions 
of  its  Constitution,  two-third's  being  devoted  to  Diocesan  Missions,  the 
xemainder  divided  between  Domestic  and  Foreign.    A  collection  at  each 
meeting  provides  for  contingent  expenses.     From   this  fund  and  direct 
contributions  all  miscellaneous  expense  has  been  defrayed,  such  as  print- 
ing, shipping  boxes,  etc.,  leaving  the  systematic  offerings  entirely  for 
^Missionary  purposes.     Two  well-filled  boxes  have  been  sent.     The  first

$6.85    for   the    Mormon    Scholarship,  which    is    included    in   the   above 
amount.    Each  year  since  its  organization  the  Auxiliary  has  strengthened 
in  numbers,  work  and  interest.     Miss  Caroline  II.  I  lowland,  President;

A  beginning  of  work  in  connection  with  the  Church  Periodical  Club 
has  been  made.  A  member  of  the  Auxiliary  sends  regularly  after  her 
own  perusal,  Scribner's  Magazine  to  a  missionary  in  the  Diocese,  and  by 
the  same  a  valuable  box  of  back  numbers  of  magazines  and  pamphlets 
was  recently  sent  to  a  missionary  in  Minnesota. 

The  Sunday-school  class  of  Miss  McDonough  organized  for  work 
during  Lent,  and  by  articles  made  and  an  entertainment  given  soon  after 
Easter  realized  $30.70  for  the  Orphanage  Fund. 

Indianapolis,  St.  Pail's. — The  good  work  of  this  Branch  has 
gone  on  uninterruptedly,  and  as  the  Secretary  well  says  has  been  a  suc- 
cess in  every  particular.  The  day  of  meeting  was  changed  for  the  con- 
venience of  members  from  Monday  to  Saturday.  Eight  meetings  have 
been  held,  a  regular  program  being  given,  consisting  of  opening  exer- 
cises, a  paper  on  some  missionary  topic,  with  conversation  on  the  same, 
music  and  recitations,  closing  with  light  refreshments.  The  regular 
Christmas  box   was  prepared,  and  sent  this  year  to  Rev.  Mr.  Ashley,  of 
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Fort  Bennett,  Dakota,  valued  at  $84.  Another  box  was  prepared  and 
sent  in  May  to  a  college  of  divinity  students  at  Petersburg,  Virginia, 
value  $34.80.  The  cash  contributions  are  for  Isabel  Jenckes  Scholarship 
in  school  at  Layton,  Utah,  $40.  Diocesan  Missions,  $50.  Special  for 
Melancthon  Iloyt  Memorial  Church,  Dakota,  $3.35.  Annual  dues,  $1. 
Total  boxes,  $118.     Cash  raised,  $102.60. 

The  ladies  work  harmoniously.  The  attendance  at  the  monthlv 
meetings  usually  from  twenty-five  to  thirty.  Parlors  for  these  meetings 
are  generously  proffered,  and  no  trouble  encountered  in  making  collec- 
tions, either  of  money,  clothing  or  provisions,  for  any  worthy  object. 
The  only  difficulty  is  one  which  perhaps  is  met  with  in  all  churches,  viz., 
that  of  interesting  all  instead  of  just  a  few  in  the  work.  Mrs.  J.  J.

December  9th,  a  package  of  15  hoods,  made  by  the  ladies,  was  sent 
to  Miss  Etta  Knickerbacker,  a  niece  of  our  Bishop,  for  the  Indian  girls 
of  her  school  in  Minnesota,  valued  at  $2.  Later,  to  the  same,  a  box  of 
mixed  articles  was  sent,  valued  at  $5.  The  Branch  has  raised  in  sys- 
matic  offerings  $10.50?  of  this  $5.35  has  been  given  to  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, $2.70  to  General  Missions,  subscription  to  paper  60  cts. ;  $4  Church 
Building  Fund:  $4  Louisville  Relief  Fund?  borrowed  money,  10  cts. ; 
$1  annual  dues;  cash  contributions  $17.75;  boxes  $7.  Mrs.  II.  Barlow, 
President,  Mrs.  E.  I.  Schley,  Secretary. 

Lafayette,  St.  John's. — This  Branch  sent  a  box  valued  at  $15  to 
a  Diocesan  Missionary.     Officers  not  reported. 
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Jeffersonville,  St.  Paul's. — There  have  been  ten  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Parish  Branch.  Articles  selected  from  the  Spirit  of  Missions 
and  other  Church  periodicals  have  been  read  at  these  meetings.  The 
Rector  has  been  present  at  every  meeting  and  made  short  talks  on  Mis- 
sionary subjects.  The  Auxiliary  has  raised  $58.33  during  the  year — this 
amount  being  the  quoto  expected  from  the  Parish  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions.

— This  Branch  unites  with  all  the  Par- 
ish in  a  monthly  meeting  which  the  Secretary  thus  describes:  Our  week 
day  service  is  held  on  Friday  evening  and  the  last  Friday  in  the  month 
is  devoted  to  the  Missionary  Society.  Evening  prayer  is  read,  after 
which  an  original  paper  is  read,  and  a  selected  article,  always  bearing 
on  Missionary  work.  So  far  the  papers  have  all  been  prepared  and  read 
by  ladies.  We  find  this  plan  a  most  interesting  one  and  hope  to  keep  up 
the  meetings  so  successfully  begun.  We  raise  our  money  entirely  by 
monthly  subscriptions.  $60  has  been  raised  for  Diocesan  Missions.

Muncie,  Grace. — This  Branch  has  had  ten  meetings  during  the  year 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Regretting  to  have  somewhat  fallen 
behind,  the  Secretary  says:  We  trust  next  fall  to  commence  again  with 
renewed  energy  and  zeal  for  the  missionary  cause;  $15  has  been  raised 
and  contributed  for  Dr.  Haslep's  salary.

Last  summer  Miss  Delia  Ramsay,  of  Aurora,  organized  a  society 
of  young  girls,  and  with  the  assistance  of  some  ladies  of  the  parish  they 
prepared  and  sent  a  box  to  Miss  A.  S.  Edrington,  Richland,  Virginia, 
valued  at  $50. 

The  thanks  of  the  Indianapolis  Auxiliaries  are  due,  as  in  past  years, 
to  Mr.  Fargo,  Superintendent  of  the  American  Express,  who  has  kindly 
franked  their  boxes  as  far  as  his  jurisdiction  extends.

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Another  year  is  ended;  you  have  heard  its  record.  Another  year  is 
begun,  and  as  its  opportunities  open  before  us  we  see  first  and  most 
prominent  of  these  Diocesan  Missions.  From  each  Parish  and  Mission 
a  given  amount  is  asked.  Did  we  need  a  selfish  motive  for  this  work  I 
would  say  by  systematic  giving  and  gathering  money  for  this  purpose 
you  help  Parish  and  rector  to  bear  their  burdens  as  well  as  your  Bishop 
to  bear  his,  and  to  extend  the  Church  privileges  you  enjoy  to  those  long- 
ing for  them. 

The  Orphanage  Fund  is  increasing,  but  it  needs  our  earnest  efforts 
that  the  increase  may  be  more  rapid. 

Our  missionary  in  China  is  faithfully  laboring  at  her  lonely  outpost, 
and  needs  cheer  and  encouragement.  Let  us  show  by  liberal  contribu- 
tions for  her  support  our  interest  in  her  and  her  work. 

The  special  object  our  Bishop  puts  before  us  in  this  new  year  is  the 
furnishing  of  bed-rooms  in  the  new  building  for  the  Indianapolis  Insti- 
tute. Individual  members  and  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  out 
of  the  Diocese,  have  aided  him  in  its  erection  by  liberal  gifts.  He  now 
asks  the  Churchwomen  of  his  Diocese  to  help  him  to  furnish  it  neatly 
and  comfortably.  The  furniture  for  one  double  room  will  cost  about  $60. 

Which  Auxiliary,  Guild,  Society  or  individual  will  first  respond? 
Two  or  more  Guilds  in  one  Parish  could  unite  to  furnish  one  room,  or 
two  or  more  Parishes  or  Missions  do  the  same. 

One  of  the  special  lines  of  work  undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary, at  its  Triennial  meeting,  was  interesting,  and  banding  children 
together  to  work  for  Missions  by  encouraging  the  formation  of  Junior 
Auxiliary  Branches,  and  asking  that  all  children's  societies  report  to  the 
officers  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.

Journal  of  Convention. 


Indianapolis,  June  2nd,  1891. 

The  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Grace  Cathedral^  at 
8:00  o'clock  this  evening,  and,  after  evening  prayer,  sung 
by  Rev.  James  D.  Stanley,  Rev.  A.  K.  Glover,  and  Rev. 
J.  Everiat  Cathell,  the  Bishop  read  his  eighth  annual 
address,  as  follows: 

Dear  Brethren  in   Christ: 

We  come  again,  my  dear  reverend  brethren  of  the  clergy, 
and  brethren  of  the  laitv  to  our  annual  Convention  to  review 
the  work  of  the  year.  To  take  courage  from  God's  blessings 
and  mercies  upon  the  past ;  to  work,  I  trust,  more  hopefully  and 
faithfully  in  the  future.  There  is  much  in  the  review  to  encour- 
age, much  for  humiliation.  May  God's  Holy  Spirit  guide  all 
our  deliberations  that  they  may  be  for  His  glory  and  the  exten- 
sion of  His  Kingdom  in  Indiana. 

Death  has  been  vesy  busy,  the  past  year,  and  many  noble 
workers  have  been  removed  from  the  Church  Militant  to  the 
Church  in  Paradise. 

From  our  mother  Church  in  England  two  Archbishops  of 
York  have  fallen  at  their  posts  within  the  year,  both  of  them 
great  Church  leaders,  and  the  Anglican  Communion  throughout 
the  world  mourns  the  departure  of  her  gifted  preacher  and 
scholar,  Canon  Liddon. 

The  Dioceses  of  Georgia  and  Massachusetts  have  been 
called    to    mourn  the  decease  of  their  Bishops,  Beckwith  and 
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Paddock,  dear  personal  friends  of  your  Bishop  from  college 
days.  They  were  wise  administrators  of  their  Dioceses,  and 
their  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Divine  Master  had  endeared 
them  to  their  flocks.  They  had  also  won  the  respect  and  con- 
fidence of  the  whole  Church  by  their  wisdom  and  prudence  in 
its  councils.  Their  decease  in  the  prime  of  life  and  in  the  midst 
of  their  usefulness  is  a  reminder  that  we  have  here  no  continu- 
ng  city,  and  that  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death,  and  that 
our  true  vocation  here  is  to  be  constantly  in  readiness  for  the 
call  of  the  Master. 

In  no  year  of  my  Episcopate  has  our  Diocese  suffered  so 
much  by  the  decease  of  its  most  faithful  and  devoted  laity. 
The  venerable  Judge  Bicknell,  of  New  Albany,  at  the  ripe 
age  of  seventy-six,  in  the  possession  of  all  his  faculties,  hon- 
ored by  his  fellow  citizens,  only  the  past  year,  by  election  to 
the  Circuit  Judgeship  of  his  district,  was  called  home  suddenly, 
with  scarce  a  moment's  warning.  He  had  served  St.  Paul's 
parish  many  years  as  warden  and  vestryman  and  lay  reader  and 
delegate  to  our  annual  Convention.  He  had  been  honored  by 
his  fellow  citizens  by  an  election  twice  to  Congress  and  to  a  judge- 
ship, and  as  Associate  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State, 
in  all  which  positions  he  had  served  with  distinction  and  with 
an  unblemished  reputation  for  integrity  and  a  blameless  life. 

Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  laid  to  rest  in  April,  her  venerable 
senior  warden,  Hon.  I.  DeG.  Nelson,  at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty- 
one.  From  the  organization  of  the  parish  for  fifty  years  he 
had  been  a  faithful  layman  and  often  a  delegate  to  this  Conven- 
tion. As  the  editor  of  a  paper  for  many  years,  as  one  of  the 
commissioners  for  the  erection  of  our  splendid  State  capitol,  as 
the  originator  and  superintendent  of  the  beautiful  cemetery  at 
Fort  Wayne,  he  had  rendered  faithful  service  to  his  fellow  men 
and  was  respected  for  the  Christian  graces  that  adorned  his 
manhood. 

Mrs.  John  II.  Barker's  decease  is  a  real  bereavement  to 
Trinity  parish,  Michigan  City,  and  to  the  Diocese.  She  was 
always  an  active  worker  and  most  liberal  supporter  in  advancing 
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the  interest  of  her  parish.  She  took  a  deep  interest  in  every 
good  work  in  the  Diocese.  Her  home  was  the  abode  of  hospi- 
tality* It  was  a  privilege  that,  with  her  former  rector,  Rev.  J. 
J.  Faude,  and  the  present  rector  of  the  parish,  I  could  unite  in 
the  last  sad  offices  in  the  beautiful  new  church  for  which  she 
had  planned  and  worked. 

Our  young  mission  of  Christ  Church,  Huntington,  lost  a 
brave,  earnest  communicant  in  the  death  by  accident  of  Captain 
Moore,  a  vestryman,  and  one  of  the  building  committee  of  their 
new  church.  lie  was  a  railroad  engineer  and  met  his  death 
bravely  at  his  post. 

St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  by  the  decease  of  Mr.  C.  C. 
Buck,  one  of  its  most  devoted  and  earnest  communicants  has 
sustained  a  severe  loss. 

On  the  20th  of  April  I  was  summoned  to  Crawfordsville 
to  assist  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Wynn,  who  had  been 
spared  to  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty-two.  She  loved  the  Church 
of  God  and  from  her  sick  room,  where  for  years  she  had  been 
confined  as  an  invalid,  she  did  what  she  could  for  her  Saviour 
and  her  Church.  She  did  what  I  wish  more  of  our  Church 
people  would  do,  left  from  her  limited  means  $500  to  her 
Bishop  in  trust,  the  interest  to  be  used  for  the  support  of  ser- 
vices in  her  parish  and  for  mission  work  in  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  John  C.  Fildes,  aged  eighty-nine,  of  St.  Paul's,  Laporte, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Buchanan  of  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville ;  Mrs. 
Worth,  a  venerable  communicant  of  Trinity,  Logansport,  aged 
eighty-nine;  Mrs.  Vina  Holt  of  St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  are  among 
the  other  names  of  the  dead. 

Our  dear  brother,  the  rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre 
Haute,  has  been  afflicted  in  the  death  of  a  dear  sister  who  in 
health  had  been  a  helper  in  his  work  and  whose  Christian  vir- 
tues endeared  her  to  all  who  knew  her. 

The  congregation  of  the  Bishop's  church  has  been  called 
to  part  with  one  of  its  most  substantial  and  helpful  communi- 
cants in  the  decease  of  Mr.  Delos  Root.     The  beautiful    organ 
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and  font  were  his  gift  to  the  cathedral  in  memory  of  his  loved  ones, 
and  we  have  a  deed  for  1,200  acres  of  land  in  Arkansas  as  a  gift 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  cathedral  work.  He  was  a  friend  and 
helper  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Diocese  whom  we  shall  greatly 
miss. 

Mrs.  George  E.  Swan,  of  St.  Mary's  Hall,  has  recently 
been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  her  venerable  father,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Hawley,  of  Lake  Park,  Minnesota,  whom  I  knew  well 
as  a  fellow  worker  in  Minnesota,  and  esteemed  and  loved  for 
his  admirable  qualities  of  head  and  heart. 

May  God  our  Father  raise  up  others  like-minded  to  labor 
in  the  place  of  those  departed.  We  give  Him  thanks  for  the 
good  examples  of  all  these  and  many  others  of  His  servants 
who  have  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  His  Holy  Name. 

CHANGES    OF    THE    CLERGY. 

There  have  been  the  usual  too  frequent  changes  of  the 
reverend  clergy.  We  are  thankful  to  have  been  able  to  supply 
some  of  the  vacant  places.  In  July  last  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Jewell 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville  and 
removed  to  Oconomowoc,  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  He  had 
been  one  of  the  most  faithful  and  self-denying  of  our  clergy. 
We  parted  from  him  with  sincere  regret.  The  Rev.  Walter  H. 
Bamford  succeeded  to  the  rectorship  November  1st.  Rev.  D.  B. 
Ramsey,  October  1st,  resigned  the  missions  of  St.  Mark's, 
Aurora,  and  Trinity,  Lawrenceburg,  where  for  six  years  he  had 
done  faithful  service.  He  took  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese 
of  Kentucky,  where  he  is  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Louisville.  Rev.  Cecil  P.  Wilson  succeeds  him  Tune  1st.  Rev. 
F.  W.  Henry,  because  of  ill  health  resigned  Grace  Church, 
Muncie,  November  1st,  and  went  to  Colorado.  Recovering  his 
health  after  a  rest  of  several  months,  he  took  letter  dimissory 
and  is  rector  at  Greeley.  Rev.  J.  A.  Antrim  of  the  Diocese 
of  Minnesota  entered  upon  the  rectorship  of  Grace  Church, 
Muncie,  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter.  Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent 
because  of  the  ill  health  of  his  wife  and  his  own  need  of  rest, 
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resigned  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes,  December  1st.  On 
September  1st  he  expects  to  take  charge  of  Grace  Cathedral, 
Mr.  Swan  to  devote  himself  to  the  interests  of  the  Girls'  School. 
We  are  glad  to  retain  the  services  of  these  brethren  for  the 
Diocese.  Rev.  J.  Graham  Adams  entered  upon  the  rector- 
ship of  St.  James's,  Vincennes,  Easter,  1S91.  On  the  1st 
of  October  the  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss  returned  to  the 
Diocese  from  North  Carolina  and  was  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  the  charge  of  St.  James's  Church,  South  Bend, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  where  he  has  been  doing  faith- 
ful service.  November  1st  Rev.  H.  Baldwin  Dean  was 
received  by  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  to 
succeed  Dean  Faude  as  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan 
City,  and  has  won  the  confidence  and  earnest  support  of  this 
important  parish.  On  October  1st  Rev.  R.  C.  Wall  resigned 
the  mission  of  St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  and  his  place  was  sup- 
plied temporarily  by  Rev.  T.  D.  Phillipps  of  the-  Diocese  of 
Chicago.  On  May  1st  Rev.  Henry  B.  Collier  of  the  Diocese 
of  Minnesota  was  appointed  to  the  work.  Rev.  W.  W.  Ray- 
mond was  welcomed  back  to  the  Diocese  as  rector  of  St. 
Thomas's,  Plymouth,  and  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Mission, 
Rochester.  Rev.  D.  Griffin  Gunn  of  the  missionary  jurisdiction 
of  Idaho  and  Wyoming  came  to  us  May  1st,  and  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Missionary  Board  serves  as  missionary  at  Kokomo 
and  Elwood,  thus  occupying  some  new  ground.  His  mission- 
ary experience  in  the  West  will,  I  trust,  be  of  avail  in  building 
up  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  those  important  towns.  At 
Easter  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Miller  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Trinity 
Church,  Logansport.  after  a  faithful  service  of  three  years,  and 
took  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota. 

ORDINATIONS. 

On  June  29th,  1S90,  in  Nashotah  chapel  I  ordained  Charles 
W.  Tyler  to  the  Diaconate. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  August,  1S90,  I  ordered  to  the 
Diaconate  the  Rev.    T«    T»   Purcell,  who    had  been  a  Lutheran 
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minister,  and  January  25th  advanced  him  to  the  Priesthood. 
He  has  served  faithfully  the  missions  of  Frankfort  and  Delphi. 

On  Palm  Sunday  Mr.  A.  K.  Glover  was  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate  from  the  ministry  of  the  Unitarians  and  appointed 
missionary  at  Crawfordsville  where  he  is  doing  acceptable  ser- 
vice. 

February  25th,  1891,  Mr.  John  Brann  was  ordained  to  the 
Diaconate  and  continues  in  charge  of  St.  George's  Mission, 
Indianapolis. 

May  26th  in  Nashotah  chapel  I  ordained  to  the  Diaconate 
De  Lou  Burke  and  Edward  Saunders. 

MISSION    WORK   BY   CANDIDATES    FOR    HOLY   ORDERS. 

Three  of  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  spent  their  sum- 
mer vacation  doing  missionary  work  in  vacant  missions.  Mr. 
De  Lou  Burke  at  St.  Paul's,  Rochester,  Mr.  Edward  Saunders 
in  reviving  the  mission  of  St.  John's,  Lagrange,  and  Mr.  Tyler, 
spent  the  summer  doing  good  work  at  Kokomo.  Mr.  Wilson, 
a  candidate  from  Missouri,  served  the  mission  of  St.  John's, 
Crawfordsville,  acceptably.  Mr.  Herbert  Webster,  a  postulant 
for  the  ministry  and  prefect  at  Howe  Grammar  School,  has 
held  services  through  the  year  at  Lagrange. 

It  is  our  intention  to  employ  our  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  in  this  way  during  the  summer  as  far  as  may  be  possi- 
ble. 

Mr.  Stephen  Elliott  Prentiss,  a  postulant  for  the  ministry 
and  a  licensed  lay  reader  under  the  oversight  of  his  brother,  ha» 
been  supplying  since  January  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  . 
Elkhart,    and    reports    a    good    Sunday-school    i 
interest.     Both  Logansport  and  Elkhart  v 
plied  with  rectors  at  an  early  day.      The  mbsi 
ton  and  Greencastle  have  continued  vacant, 
occasional  services  from  neighboring  clergy, 
missions  we  hope  may  he  supplied  in  the  aul 
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CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

In  church  building  and  Church  extension  we  are  making 
healthy  and  encouraging  progress.  A  beautiful  new  church 
has  been  erected  and  blessed  for  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Hammond, 
the  whole  property  is  valued  at  $3,500,  on  which  they  have  an 
indebtedness  of  $1,000.  The  church  will  seat  about  two  hun- 
dred persons  and  is  of  tasteful  architecture,  and  a  source  of 
pride  and  encouragement  to  the  band  of  earnest  workers  who 
have  secured  it.  It  is  creditable  to  this  mission  that  after  only 
two  years  dependance  on  the  Missionary  Board  they  have 
undertaken  the  entire  support  of  their  clergyman.  This  is  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation  by  several  missions  older  than 
Hammond. 

Gethsemane,  Marion  also  became  a  self  supporting  parish 
after  two  years  dependance  on  the  aid  of  the  Missionary  Board 
and  has  nearly  completed  a  noble  stone  church  that  will  seat 
three  hundred  persons.  The  cost  of  church  building  is  expected 
to  come  within  $10,000,  the  lot  is  valued  at  $2,500.  Upon 
this  there  is  a  debt  of  $2,500  to  the  General  Church  Building 
Fund. 

At  Plainfield  where  services  have  been  maintained  for  sev- 
eral years  by  Dean  Jenckes  of  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  the  old 
Methodist  church  has  been  purchased  and  fitted  up  and  an 
organ  purchased.     The  property  is  valued  at  $1,000. 

Under  the  inspiration  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott  of  Holy 
Innocents',  Evansville,  the  mission  organized  by  his  predecessor 
Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  at  Mount  Vernon  has  developed  most 
encouragingly.  A  lot  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for,  at  a 
cost  of  $350,  by  funds  secured  by  the  ladies,  and  a  subscription 
circulated  that  promises  to  secure  within  the  next  year,  here  in 
a  county  seat  counting  a  population  of  six  thousand  a  neat 
church  building.  The  Church  has  been  steadily  winning  her 
way  to  the  hearts  of  this  community  and  substautial  growth  will 
come  with  the  new  church. 
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At  New  Carlisle,  St.  Joseph  county,  half  way  between 
South  Bend  and  Laporte,  the  ladies  have  completed  the  pur- 
chase of  two  lots  at  a  cost  of  $350  and  have  a  subscription 
pledged  of  near  a  thousand  dollars  towards  the  erection  of  a 
neat  church  the  present  year.  The  increasing  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Church  here  has  been  quite  remarkable. 

The  purchase  of  a  valuable  corner  lot  at  Albion,  the  county 
seat  of  Noble  county  in  the  mission  of  Dr.  Kemp  has  been 
completed  and  in  good  time  a  neat  chapel  will  be  erected. 

We  own  a  lot  also  in  Knightstown  and  in  good  time  it  will 
come  into  use  for  a  church  building. 

The  labors  of  Mr.  Colvin  at  Huntington  have  been  blessed 
and  a  good  lot  in  the  heart  of  this  growing  city  has  been  pur- 
chased for  $500  and  paid  for,  and  it  is  intended  to  erect  a 
neat  church  the  present  year. 

Mr.  McGlone  has  labored  most  diligently  at  Anderson  for 
the  interests  of  the  Church,  and  is  being  rewarded  by  the 
increasing  interest  manifested.  A  corner  lot  eligibly  located 
has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $1,400  and  subsciptions  of 
$2,000  have  been  secured  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  building 
$3,000  from  Church  people  and  citizens.  The  work  is  soon  to 
be  commenced.     It  is  intended  to  erect  a  rectory  also. 

The  Elwood  Land  Company  have  deeded  to  the  Trustees 
three  well  located  lots  for  church,  rectory  and  school  house, 
valued  at  $700.  The  town  is  growing  perhaps  faster  than  any 
other  town  in  the  gas  region  and  Mr.  Gunn  will  establish  reg- 
ular services  here  as  soon  as  possible.  The  great  manufactur- 
ing interests  located  and  to  be  established  here  will  bring  many 
English  workmen  who  will  desire  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church. 

Mr.  Gunn  will  at  once  take  steps  to  secure  a  lot  and  build 
a  church  and  rectory  in  Kokomo.  The  population  is  increas- 
ing rapidly  in  the  gas  belt,  and  the  Church  must  be  awake  to 
her  responsibilities.  A  little  money  given  at  this  time  to  aid  in 
securing  lots  will  bring  important  results.      I  have  asked  special 
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pledges  of  $10  each  from  individual  Churchmen  to  aid  in  this. 
The  response  has  not  been  what  I  hoped  it  would  be.  Twenty 
persons  so  far  have  responded.  I  earnestly  plead  for  fifty  more 
responses  and  shall  be  thankful  to  every  Churchman  in  the  Dio- 
cese who  will  help  in  this. 

All  of  these  missions  have  been  aided  from  our  Diocesan 
Church  Building  Fund.  This  is  a  most  important  helper  in 
the  work  of  Church  extension  and  we  bespeak  for  it  the  liberal 
aid  of  every  Churchman  in  the  Diocese.  Any  Churchman  who 
desires  to  do  an  important  work  for  God  and  His  Church  can, 
by  the  donation  of  $500  to  this  fund,  secure  a  lot  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a  church  in  a  growing  county  seat  in  Indiana.  May 
God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  whom  He  has  blessed  with 
the  ability  to  do  this  good  work  in  the  opening  fields  before  us. 

An  important  mission  has  been  organized  at  Shelbyville  by 
Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  that  gives 
promise  of  good  results  in  the  future.  Already  a  donation  has 
been  made  as  the  nucleus  of  a  building  fund. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  old  parishes  of  St.  Paul's,  Jef- 
ferson ville  and  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany  have  taken  steps  and 
are  making  plans  to  commence  within  the  year  the  erection  of 
new  stone  parish  churches  that  will  give  them  new  power  and 
influence  in  the  communities  where  they  are  located. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  confirmations  this  year  are  not  quite  up  to  the  average 
of  previous  years.  This  is  owing  to  vacancies  in  several  import- 
ant parishes,  and  the  too  frequent  changes  of  the  clergy.  I 
deeply  deplore  this  and  wish  it  was  possible  for  the  clergy  to 
remain  longer  in  their  fields,  patiently  and  perseveringly  to 
overcome  the  difficulties  that  meet  them,  and  which  are  not  per- 
haps greater  in  Indiana  than  elsewhere. 

EXTRA-PAROCHIAL      WORK. 

I  record,  again,  my  gratitude  to  my  brethren,  the  rectors  of 
parishes  and  missions,  who  have  been  willing  to  look  beyond

their  own  parishes  to  the  towns  without  the  shepherd's  care. 
Never,  in  any  year  of  my  Episcopate,  have  greater  results  come 
from  these  labors  of  love  for  the  Master's  sake. 

At  my  visit  to  St.  Stephen's,  New  Harmony,  I  had  the 
privilege  of  laying  hands  on  a  class  of  twenty-four  persons,  as 
the  result  of  week-day  services  given  by  Mr.  Morris  of  St. 
Paul's,  Evansville,  and  a  few  Sunday  services  of  his  assistant, 
Mr.  Glover,  a  lay  reader.  In  two  visits  he  had  baptized  over 
fifty  souls. 

At  Mount  Vernon  I  confirmed  a  class  of  seven,  presented 
by  Mr.  Abbott. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kemp  has  been  indefatigable  in  supplying  services 
at  Albion,  Auburn  and  Angola  from  his  center  at  Garrett. 

Dean  Scott  has  reached  out  to  North  Liberty  and  New 
Carlile. 

Dr.  Jenckes,  to  Plainfield  and  Greencastle. 

Mr.  Nicholas  to  Corydon  and  Bloomington. 

Mr.  Stanley  has  regular  semi-monthly  services  at  Rockville, 
and  the  Church  is  steadily  winning  its  way  in  the  community. 

Mr.  Prentiss  has  looked  after  the  vacant  parish  at  Elkhart, 

Mr.  Cole  after  Bluffton. 

The  rector  of  Vincennes  will  look  after  Washington,  Mr. 
Colvin.  Huntington;  Mr.  Hunter,  Brightwood ;  Mr.  Ranger, 
Shelbyville ;  Mr.  Miller,  of  Columbus,  Greensburgh  and 
Seymour. 

I  trust  every  clergyman  of  Indiana  will  realize  the  import- 
ance of  this  kind  of  mission  work.  The  most  important  results 
in  Church  extension  have  come  from  these  labors  of  love.  As 
the  result  of  Dr.  Delatield's  extra-parochial  labor  we  have  St. 
Luke's  mission,  Terre  Haute,  and  at  Rockville  a  beautiful 
church  property  secured.  The  churches  at  Rochester  and 
Hammond  are  the  direct  results  of  Dr.  Kemp's  week-day  and 
extra-parochial  labors.  Dr.  Jenckes  has  secured  the  property 
at  Plainfield.  The  important  missions  of  St.  George  and  St. 
James,  Indianapolis,  and  Good  Shepherd.  Evansville,  are  also 
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the  direct  results  of  extra-parochial  work.  The  establishment 
of  the  Church  in  twenty  centers,  and  the  erection  of  nearly  as 
many  churches  are  the  result,  under  God,  of  extra-parochial 
work. 

EDUCATIONAL    WORK. 

The  Diocese  has  reason  to  be  grateful  to  Almighty  God 
for  His  blessing  on  our  educational  work. 

Howe  Grammar  School,  under  the  rectorship  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Spalding,  has  had  a  good  year,  the  progress  of  the  school  has 
been  most  satisfactory,  and  each  year  the  advantages  of  the 
school  for  the  training  of  sons  of  Churchmen  are  being  better 
appreciated.  Neighboring  Dioceses  are  appreciating  its  bene- 
fits and  sending  their  sons.  The  two  Bishops  of  Michigan  and 
the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  have  become  its  official  visitors 
and  recommend  the  school.  The  additions  to  the  school  prop- 
erly the  past  year  have  been  the  enlargement  of  the  gymnasium 
by  the  rector,  and  the  purchase  of  $500  worth  of  books  for  the 
library,  the  gift  of  the  children  of  Mr.  Bunnell,  Mrs.  Nichols 
and  Mrs.  Gunther,  in  memory  of  their  father. 

The  completion  of  the  noble  building  adjoining  the  Cathe- 
dral, at  a  cost  of  $20,000,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
during  the  past  year,  for  the  Diocesan  school  for  girls,  is  a 
matter  of  congratulation.  The  Diocese  is  greatly  indebted  to 
Mr.  N.  F.  Dalton  and  Mr.  Aquilla  Q.  Jones,  Trustees,  for  their 
kind  aid  in  looking  after  all  details  and  making  contracts. 
Their  good  business  capacity  and  cheerfully  given  time  and 
labor  relieved  me  of  much  anxiety.  They  also  looked  after  the 
work  of  erecting  our  houses  for  the  Endowment  Fund.  Nearly 
the  entire  cost  of  the  school  building  came  from  the  sale  of  the 
former  site  of  the  church  school  to  the  Endowment  Fund  upon 
which  to  erect  tenement  houses  to  furnish  income  for  the  Fund. 
And  to  W.  H.  Morrison's  and  Bishop  Talbot's  wise  interest  in 
educational  work  we  owe  the  securing  of  that  property  and  con- 
sequently this  building    for    Christian    education.      We   should 
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have  the  lot  adjoining.  Would  that  some  generous  Churchman, 
with  the  spirit  of  W.  H.  Morrison,  might  purchase  it  and  pre- 
sent it  to  the  Trustees  for  the  future  growth  and  good  of  the 
school.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Reginald  H.  Hall,  the  pupils 
of  old  St.  Mary's  Hall  under  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Diocese,  contributed  the  means  for  the  furnishing 
of  the  school  room,  and  Mrs.  Hall  furnished  the  office  in  mem- 
ory of  her  father,  Dr.  Mears,  a  Churchman  long  identified  with 
the  work  of  this  Diocese.  We  feel  grateful  for  this  aid.  In 
March  last,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lyon  disposed  of  their  interest  in  the 
school  to  Rev.  G.  E.  Swan  and  wife.  Under  their  watchful 
and  careful  management  the  school  has  concluded  a  good  year. 

Barker  Hall  at  Michigan  City,  with  Dr.  Murphy  as  princi- 
pal, and  through  the  generous  aid  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Barker,  has 
had  a  successful  year  and  the  school's  power  for  good  in  the 
community  is  recognized. 

Major  W.  P.  Gould  has  kindly  and  generously  continued 
to  maintain  St.  John's  free  school,  North  Vincennes,  and  forty 
pupils  have  been  in  daily  attendance  under  a  successful  teacher, 
Miss  Wilson. 

We  are  grateful  to  these  gentlemen  for  their  interest  in  the 
work  of  Christian  education,  one  of  the  most  important  interests 
of  the  Diocese.  I  consider  these  schools  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance to  the  work  of  the  Church  in  Indiana,  and  one  of  the  most 
promising  instrumentalities  in  the  future  progress  of  the  Church. 
I  bespeak  for  them  the  generous  patronage  and  encouragement 
of  Churchmen,  and  I  fondly  hope  they  may  be  remembered  in 
their  wills  by  the  endowment  of  scholarships  and  professorships 
by  which  their  benefits  may  be  greatly  enlarged. 

THE    CHURCH    HOME. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  prospect  grows  brighter  for 
seeing  at  an  early  day  our  Diocesan  Church  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Orphan  erected.     The  interest,  confined  at  first  to  children 
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and  our  Sunday-schools,  has  spread  to  the  women  of  the  Diocese 
who  have  formed  an  association  to  work  for  it  and  to  secure 
$10,000  for  a  building.  Under  their  inspiration  an  interest  has 
Been  awakened  that  must  soon  secure  the  amount.  The  Treas- 
urer reports  in  hand  at  this  date  $1,670.00,  whilst  considerable 
more  has  been  subscribed.  Every  Churchman  in  this  Diocese 
should  be  a  contributor  to  this  Fund. 

st.  Stephen's  hospital. 

This  useful  institution,  founded  in  1884,  by  the  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  has  made  decided  progress  the  past  year 
in  purchasing  for  $6,000  the  house  which  it  has  occupied  by 
rental,  $2,500  of  the  amount  has  been  paid  and  desirable  im- 
provements made.  The  Superintendent,  Rev.  J.  E.  Cathell, 
has  been  one  of  the  moving  spirits  in  accomplishing  this  good 
result,  and  has  been  cordially  aided  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
benevolent  people  of  Richmond.  The  Diocese  should  show 
their  sympathy  for  this  good  work  by  liberal  offerings  at  Thanks- 
giving Day  services.  The  Cot  Fund,  begun  soon  after  the 
Hospital  was  founded,  by  one  of  our  clergy  in  memory  of  a 
dear  child  in  Paradise,  has,  through  the  offerings  of  children, 
reached  $453,  and  is  slowly  increasing. 

DEAF    MUTE    MISSION, 

The  deaf  mute  mission  of  the  Diocese  is  one  that  enlists 
our  keenest  sympathy  and  interest.  We  have  a  large  number  of 
this  unfortunate  class  in  our  Diocese,  most  of  whom  have 
received  a  fair  education  at  the  State  Institution.  It  is  a  great 
satisfaction  that  by  the  aid  of  our  Diocesan  Mission  Board  we 
are  able  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  efficient  services  of  Rev.  A. 
W.  Mann  in  their  behalf,  that  through  him  we  are  able  to 
carry  the  blessed  Gospel  to  the  children  of  silence.  I  have  con- 
firmed twelve  candidates  the  past  year  for  him.     There  is  good 
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prospect  of  his  having  an  efficient  assistant  at  no  distant  day  in 
one  trained  in  our  own  Diocese.  Prof.  Morrow,  a  teacher  in 
the  State  school,  has  been  admitted  a  candidate. for  Holy  Orders, 
and  as  a  licensed  lay  reader  is  already  rendering  efficient  aid  to 
Mr.  Mann  in  his  work.  A  chapel  should  be  secured  for  them 
at  no  distant  day.  So  far  they  have  been  indebted  for  the  use 
of  Christ  Church  chapel,  a  hospitality  cheerfully  extended. 

BENEDICTIONS. 

Besides  the  benediction  of  St.  Mary's  Hall  in  October,  I 
have  had  the  benediction  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Hammond,  and 
the  new  parish  house  erected  by  St.  Paul's,  Laporte. 

PARISH    IMPROVEMENTS. 

In  several  of  our  older  and  stronger  parishes  there  are 
many  tokens  of  life  and  growth. 

Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  have  added  to  their  parish  house 
substantially  for  social  purposes,  and  repaired  and  redecorated 
their  church  building,  and  received  some  elegant  memorial  gifts, 
among  them  an  elegant  reredos,  a  memorial  of  their  old  rector, 
Rev.  J.  S.  Large. 

The  addition  of  a  parish  house  at  Laporte  adds  to  the 
efficiency  and  working  force  of  the  parish. 

St.  John's,  Lafayette,  has  raised  $2,300  to  purchase  a  new 
organ,  greatly  needed. 

St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  is  to  erect  a  commodious  parish 
house,  from  a  legacy  received  from  its  first  rector,  which  is  to 
be  a  memoral  of  him,  and  some  important  improvements  are  to 
be  made  in  the  parish  church. 

Trinity,  Peru,  is  about  to  erect  a  brick  parish  house. 

St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  is  moving  in  the  same  direction, 
and  will  erect,  this  year,  a  substantial  building  for  a  parish 
house,  that  must  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of   their  work. 
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This  parish  has  had  as  memorial  gifts,  a  beautiful  marble  altar 
and  credence. 

St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  in  the  purchase  of  the  lot  for 
their  new  church,  secured  a  comfortable  building  for  guild 
purposes. 

St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw,  has  finished  paying  an  old  debt 
that  has  long  rested  as  an  incubus  upon  it. 

St.  James's,  South  Bend,  and  St.  John's,  Elkhart,  have 
relieved  themselves  of  indebtedness. 

DELINQUENT    PARISHES. 

It  is  humiliating  beyond  measure  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  will  report  to  this  Convention  a  larger  list  of  delinquent 
parishes  for  the  assessments  and  missionary  apportionments,  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  our  Episcopate.  These  assessments 
and  apportionments  are  fairly  and  equitably  made  by  a  committee 
of  this  Convention.  They  are  considered  the  minimum  sums 
which  will  enable  the  Diocese  to  meet  honestly  and  promptly  its 
obligations  for  its  support  and  responsibilities  for  Church  exten- 
sion. They  are  not  found  burdensome  when  they  are  considered 
as  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  Zion  and  the  proper  admistration 
of  this  large  Diocese,  when  they  are  met  in  a  loving  spirit  of 
loyalty  to  the  Bride  of  Christ.  But  they  are  burdensome  and 
oppressive  when  they  are  met  in  a  narrow  and  niggardly  spirit 
and  with  entire  lack  of  appreciation  of  what  the  Diocese  and 
its  ministrations  are  to  them  and  how  helpless  they  would  be  with- 
out them.  These  delinquencies  embarrass  and  hinder  the  whole 
work  of  the  Church  in  Indiana.  They  bring  discredit  upon  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocese.  They  are  a  wrong  to  those  parishes 
which  in  a  manly  and  straightforward  way,  in  a  spirit  of  broad 
charity,  promptly  meet  their  obligations.  It  is  not  for  me  to 
point  how  it  happens,  or  how  it  maybe  remedied.  I  leave  it  to 
the  conscience  of  the  rectors  and  parishoners  of  the  delinquent 
parishes  to  apply  the  remedy.  I  trust  it  may  not  occur  again 
in  the  history  of  this  Diocese. 
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GENERAL    MISSIONS. 

The  interest  in  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  I  believe  to 
be  growing  in  this  Diocese.  To  me  ij  is  a  token  of  encourage- 
ment. In  every  parish  and  mission  there  should  be  annual 
offerings  made  for  its  two  great  departmeuts,  Domestic  and 
Foreign.  The  clergy  should  take  pains  to  keep  their  people 
thoroughly  informed  in  regard  to  the  work,  that  their  interest 
may  be  an  intelligent  one.  The  offerings  this  year,  I  believe,  will 
be  larger  than  in  past  years. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  our  Diocese  has  had  much  to 
do  in  awakening  and  increasing  interest  in  mission  work  at  home 
and  abroad.  I  do  believe  that  the  missionary  spirit  is  essential 
to  all  true  life  and  growth  in  the  parish,  the  Diocese,  and  the 
whole  Church.  I  hail  with  delight  every  instrumentality  for 
awakening  it.  I  welcome  to  our  Diocese  our  Missionary  Bish- 
ops, and  missionary  workers,  believing  that  their  visits  quicken 
into  life  and  activity  the  spirit  of  consecration  for  Christian 
work.  The  growth  of  this  missionary  spirit  in  the  Diocese 
is  evidenced  by  the  increasing  interest  and  offerings  for  our 
Diocesan  Missions  and  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund.  I 
hope  the  time  is  not  distant  when  the  offerings  for  Diocesan 
Missions  shall  reach  an  average  of  one  dollar  per  communi- 
cant per  annum.  It  would  enable  us  to  double  our  workers 
in  the  Mission  field.  It  is  a  part  of  our  Christianity,  it  is  plain 
Bible  teaching, that  the  Christian  is  to  honor  God  with  his 
substance,  that  he  is  to  give  of  that  substance  according  to 
his  ability  and  as  God  has  blessed.  The  Christian  is  a  steward 
of  God,  and  should  be  wise  in  his  day  and  generation.  The 
time  to  work  is  the  present,  the  time  to  give  is  the  present,  it  is 
all  we  can  call  our  own,  and  is  very  short.  God  help  us  all  to 
realize  this  and  to  do  our  very  best.  The  indications  that  our 
people  are  realizing  their  responsibilities  more  and  more,  are 
not  wanting,  thank  God.  The  erection  of  houses  of  God,  of 
parish  houses,  rectories,  school  houses,  benevolent  institutions, 
and  the  endowment  of  the  Diocese  are,  to   me.   indications  of

growing  appreciation  of  responsibilities.  I  pray  God  that  it 
may  go  on  increasing  until  it  may  be  said  of  all  Churchmen 
in  Indiana,  they  are  doing  their  whole  duty,  and  our  beloved 
Church  becomes  a  mighty  power  for  good  in  this  great  common- 
wealth. 

ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

We  can  hardly  over  estimate  the  importance  of  the  full 
Endowment  of  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  possible.  Steadily  and 
surely  it  is  progressing  towards  accomplishment.  I  do  not 
think  the  most  sanguine  Churchman  in  the  Diocese  had  any 
serious  expectation  that  it  would  be  accomplished  in  oub  day 
and  generation.  But  quietly  has  it  gone  on  until  we  now  have 
$37,000  to  its  credit.  The  most  substantial  and  encouraging 
addition  to  the  fund  the  past  year  is  from  the  providing  for 
their  full  quota  of  the  Endowment  by  the  two  parishes  of  St. 
Paul's  and  Christ  Church  in  this  city.  The  good  examples  of 
these  important  parishes  and  their  recognition  of  their  obliga- 
tion to  meet  their  share  should  have  its  effect  in  stimulating 
other  large  parishes  that  have  as  yet  done  nothing.  If  rectors 
would  investigate  the  matter  and  realize  what  a  blessing  it  will 
be  to  be  relieved  from  annual  Diocesan  assessments  for  the 
Episcopate,  how  directly  this  becomes  an  endowment  for  their 
parishes,  they  would  be  more  in  earnest  to  press  it  upon  their 
people.  Let  each  parish  and  mission  that  has  not  provided  its 
quota  seek  to  do  it  as  the  earliest  day  possible.  There  are  those 
in  every  parish  and  mission  whom  God  has  blessed  with  the 
means  who,  if  they  only  had  the  willing  mind  could  accomplish 
it  the  present  year. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  OKDERS. 

A  token  of  great  encouragement  is  the  increasing  number 
of  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry.  We  have  had  enrolled  the 
past  year  ten  candidates  and  four  postulants.  Five  of  these 
candidates,  have  been  ordered  Deacons,  and  two  others  will  be 
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at  an  early  day.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the 
number  of  candidates  should  be  kept  up,  and  parents  could 
wish  for  their  sons  no  greater  blessing  than  that  they  should  give 
themselves,  with  their  approval,  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  brings  increased 
responsibility  in  providing  for  their  education.  An  offering 
is  asked  on  Good  Friday  and  some  Sunday  in  the  year,  to 
aid  in  their  education.  We  ask  the  clergy  to  be  particular 
in  calling  for  this  offering,  and  we  ask  our  people  to  give 
generously. 

AGED    AND    INFIRM    CLERGY   FUND.

This  fund  is  steadily  growing  also,  and  is  carefully  invested 
by  the  Trustees.  Two  beneficiaries  have  received  aid  the  past 
year,  our  venerable  senior  presbyter,  and  the  widow  of  one  of 
our  early  missionaries.  If  our  clergy  will  press  the  importance 
of  this  fund  at  Christmas  time,  when  the  hearts  of  God's  peo- 
ple are  full  of  the  thought  of  the  great  gift  of  His  Son  it  will 
not  fail  of  generous  response. 


CLERGYMAN'S  RETIRING  FUND. 


A  number  of  our  clergy  with  the  Bishop  are  members  of 
this  society.  We  wish  it  might  be  possible  for  all  to  become  so 
by  the  payment  of  $3  quarterly  into  its  treasury.  Its  aim  is  to 
provide  a  pension  for  its  members  on  reaching  sixty  years  of 
age  and  who  for  five  years  have  been  contributors.  This 
pension  will  vary  in  amount  according  to  the  time  of  member- 
ship so  that  the  young  clergy  are  encouraged  to  unite  with  it. 
The  longer  they  are  members  the  larger  will  be  their  pensions. 
The  fund  has  a  capital  already  of  $60,000  and  every  dollar 
paid  in  becomes  principal  and  only  the  interest  is  distributed  to 
annuitants.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  for  every  parish  or 
some  society  in  each  parish  to  see  that  the  means  are  provided 
to  make  their  rector  a  member.

LEGISLATION. 

Last  winter  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  through  the  kind 
assistance  of  Judge  W.  E.  Niblack,  were  able  to  secure  some 
needed  and,  what  seemed  to  your  Bishop,  wise  amendments  of 
the  original  law  of  the  state  in  regard  to  the  organization  of 
parishes  and  to  secure  some  needed  safe-guards  that  experience 
had  shown  to  be  necessary  over  Church  property.  By  these 
amendments,  the  rector  is  a  member  of  the  corporation,  and 
vestries  can  not  sell  or  mortgage  their  Church  properties  without 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing 
Committee  given  in  writing.  I  trust  the  Convention  will  heartily 
endorse  these  wise  provisions  as  bringing  the  parish  into  closer 
relations  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocese  and  giving  the  rector 
his  proper  place  in  the  corporation.  The  organic  act,  creating 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  was  at  the  same  time  amended  so 
as  to  grant  them  power  to  mortgage  property  in  their  hands 
when  necessity  requires  it. 

SALE    OF    EPISCOPAL    RESIDENCE. 

The  sale  of  the  Episcopal  residence  had  almost  become  a 
necessity,  because  of  disagreeable  surroundings,  and  the  Trus- 
tees have,  during  the  year,  made  the  sale  of  the  Circle  property 
at,  what  seemed  to  them,  a  fair  price,  and  purchased  another 
in  its  place  that  will  answer  every  purpose  of  a  home  for  the 
Bishop  and  his  family.  By  this  sale  it  is  hoped  to  realize  about 
$10,000  for  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  Trustees  ask  your 
approval  of  this  transaction. 

BIIILE    AND    PRAYER    HOOK    SOCIETIES. 

The  Bible  and  Praver  Book  Society  of  New  York,  and 
the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia,  have 
always  been  generous  in  making  grants  of  prayer  books  and 
hymnals  for  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese.  In  recognition 
of  our  obligations  to  make  some  return  for  this  generosity,  we 
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expect   each   parish  to  make  an  offering  for  one  or  the  other 
society  on  Ash  Wednesday,  or  on  some  Lord's  day,  if  preferred. 

OUTSIDE  AID. 

For  aid  in  our  missionary,  church  building  and  educational 
work  I  have  been  greatly  indebted  every  year  I  have  been  with 
you  to  the  generous  kind  gifts  of  Eastern  friends,  many  of 
whom  through  all  my  ministry  have  made  me  in  some  measure 
their  almoner  for  advancing  Christ's  Kingdom.  Without  this 
aid  our  work  could  not  have  made  the  progress  it  has.  This 
aid,  amounting  to  hundreds  each  year,  and  in  some  years  to 
thousands,  has  been  largely  expended  in  our  educational  work 
and  in  the  erection  of  mission  churches,  education  of  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  travelling  expenses  of  missionaries,  in  relieving 
special  needs  of  clergy  and  for  Diocesan  missions.  Last  year 
this  generous  aid  enabled  me  to  pay  $4,250  towards  our  girl's 
school  property.  I  thank  God  that  He  has  given  me  such  friends. 
I  desire  to  put  on  record  my  personal  gratitude  and  that  of 
my  Diocese  for  this  loving  and  helpful  assistance.  May  God 
reward  every  one  who  has  thus  remembered  us. 

VISITATIONS. 

Your  Bishop  has  visited  every  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  and  about  twenty-five  towns  where  we  have  no  regular 
service.  The  annual  visits  to  these  towns  are  made  most  wel- 
come by  the  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  him.  Large 
congregations  are  present  at  the  services  and  the  Church  of  our 
love  is  thus  made  known  to  large  numbers  who  otherwise  would 
have  no  opportunity  of  knowing  her.  The  chief  pleasures  of 
these  visits  is  the  opportunity  afforded  of  ministering  to  the 
children  of  the  Church  who  are  without  regular  pastoral  care. 
To  give  them  opportunities  for  the  baptism  of  their  children 
and  of  renewing  their  vows  and  securing  grace  and  strength 
in  the  Lord's  Supper.  To  make  them  realize  that  their 
mother  the    Church  has  a  loving    care  for  them.     In    making 
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these  visitations  I  realize  how  fully  ours  is  a  missionary 
Diocese,  and  must  be  for.  a  long  time  to  come.  That 
we  are  to  work  on  patiently,  hopefully,  perseveringly, 
making  steady  progress,  each  year  making  some  advance. 
Each  year  introducing  the  services  into  counties  where  it  has 
been  unknown.  In  time  we  will  have  a  glorious  Diocese,  one 
we  shall  all  be  proud  of,  and  the  whole  Church  will  be  proud  of. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  unanimity  and  harmony  and  sound  conservative 
Church  principles  that  have  prevailed  during  all  our  Episcopate 
has  given  a  charm  to  the  work.  As  a  band  of  brothers  we  are 
trying  to  advance  the  Kingdom  of  our  dear  Lord.  I  pray  that 
the  spirit  of  peace  and  love  may  long  prevail.  That  we  may 
realize  more  and  more  our  obligation  to  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church,  and  that  her  principles  as  they  prevail  more  and  more 
will  be  the  best  safeguard  of  our  commonwealth,  will  be  a 
great  uplifting  power  for  good  in  her  civilization.  Cultivate 
then,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  peace  and  har- 
mony in  your  respective  parishes.  Cultivate  the  spirit  of  love 
and  good  will.  Strive  to  build  up  a  deep  spiritual  life  such  as 
will  make  us  ready  and  meet  for  the  Master's  coming.

N.  F.  Dalton  submitted  the  following,  and  the  resolutions 
contained  therein  were  adopted : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  Convention,  June  4,  1890, 
organized  by  the  election  of  L.  B.  Martin,  Treasurer,  and  N.  F.  Dalton, 
Secretary. 

The  four  brick  buildings  on  the  corner  of  St.  Joe  and  Pen  sylvan  ia 
streets,  reported  at  the  last  Convention  as  in  progress  of  erection,  have 
been  fully  completed,  and  the  frame  building  placed  in  thorough  repair, 
at  an  expenditure  of  $13,177.10.  Add  to  this  the  price  paid  the  School' 
Fund  for  the  grounds,  it  represents  an  investment  of  $29,677.10.  This 
property  is  valued  at  $30,000.00.  The  five  houses  are  rented  to  good 
tenants,  at  a  rental  which  pays  seven  per  cent,  net  interest  upon  the 
valuation.     This   inures  the  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund. 
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St.  Mary's  Hall,  Central  avenue  and  Seventh  street  has  been  finished 
within  the  past  year  at  an  expense  of  $17,187.62  and  is  a  comodious  and 
beautiful  school  building.  It  was  leased  by  the  Trustees  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lyon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  on  $7,500.00  or  for  the  sum  of 
$450.00  per  annum,  the  lessee  assuming  and  paying  all  expenses, 
assessments,  taxes  and  repairs  upon  the  property.  This  lease  was  trans- 
fered  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lyon  (the  Trustees  consenting)  to  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
G.  £.  Swan.  Under  their  charge  the  school  gives  promise  of  very  great 
success. 

Maj  W.  P.  Gould,  of  Vincennes,  Ind.,  resigned  as  Trustee  of  this 
Diocese,  the  resignation  was  accepted,  September  17,  1890,  and  James  P. 
Howe  of  Lima,  Ind.,  was  elected  as  Trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  effected  a  sale  of  the  property,  No.  75  Cir- 
cle street,  known  as  the  Episcopal  Residence  to  the  Indianapolis  Water 
Co.  for  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  receiving  payment  in  manner  as  follows  : 

Cash $3,000  00 

Lot  on  North  Meridian  street,  valued  at 6,000  00 

Thirteen  notes  of  $2,000.00  each  falling  due  each  six  months, 
with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum  secured  by  mort- 
gage upon  the  property 26,000  00 

Total $35,000  00 

These  notes  the  Trustees  were  able  to  place  at  their  face  value. 

From  the  proceeds  thus  obtained  there  was  paid  Mrs.  Mary  Morri- 
son and  heirs  for  quit  claim  deed  to  the  Circle  street  property  $1,500.00; 
for  purchase  of  the  new  Episcopal  residence  242  North  Pensylvania 
street  including  fitting  up  of  the  attic  for  Diocesan  Library  $24,500.00. 
The  residue  was  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  The 
Meridian  street  lot  taken  from  Water  Company  at  $6,000.00  is  now 
valued  at  $7,000.00.  This  is  held  by  the  Trustees  for  the  credit  of  the 
Endowment  Fund,  and  when  sold  the  proceeds  will  be  placed  in  that 
fund. 

Christ  Church,  Indianapolis  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Indianapolis 
have  made  settlement  of  their  Diocesan  Endowment  Fund  due  the 
Diocese  and  given  security  to  the  Trustees  with  interest  at  six  per  cent. 

The  Trustees  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hon.  W.  E.  Niblack  were 
enabled  to  have  a  bill  passed  at  the  last  Legislature  more  clearly  defin- 
ing the  power  of  Church  vestries  in  regard  to  conveyance  and  mortgag- 
ing of  properties,  and  further  providing  that  such  conveyance  or  mortg- 
aging shall  be  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.

The  Bishop  of  the  diocese  holds  in  trust  4000  acres  of  land  in  Foley 
Co.,  Texas,  of  which  the  value  is  unknown.  This  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Helm  for  the  furtherance  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Diocese.  The 
Trustees  pay  the  taxe*  on  all  of  these  lands.

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  also  holds  in  trust  $10,000.00,  the  leg- 
acy of  John  B.  Howe  for  education  in  connection  with  the  Howe  Gram- 
mar School.  This  fund  is  managed  by  Mr.  James  B.  Howe  as  his  agent 
and  the  income  therefrom,  about  $700.00  is  applied  for  the  benefit  of 
Howe  Grammar  School. 
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The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  been  notified  of  a  legacy  of  $500.00 
left  to  him  in  trust  by  Mrs.  Charlotte  Winn,  the  income  from  said  leg- 
acy to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  services  at  St.  John's,  Craw- 
fordsvile,  and  in  part  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

In  conclusion  the  Trustees  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions:

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  passing  to  the  credit  of  the 
Episcopal  Endowment  Fund  the  difference  between  the  sale  of  the  Circle  street  property 
and  the  purchase  of  the  new  Episcopal  residence,  242  North  Pennsylvania  street  be 
approved,  ratified  and  confirmed.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  submits  the 
fallowing  report  for  the  year  last  past: 

The  committee  met  on  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  June 
4th,  1890,  and  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter,  Presi- 
dent, and  the  Hon.  Wm.  Mack,  Secretary. 

On  July  7th,  1890,  the  committee  met  on  call  of  the  President,  and 
the  application  of  James  Johnson  Purcell  for  Deacon's  Orders  was 
approved  and  the  Canonical  Certificate  issued. 

The  committee  met  again  on  September  28th,  1890,  and  consent 
was  given  for  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edward  R.  Atwill,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Missouri,  and  the  testimonials  for  Holy 
Orders  in  the  case  of  John  Brann  were  approved  and  the  Canonical 
Certificate  issued. 
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The  committee  met  on  December  16th,  1890,  at  the  Bishop's 
study,  and  the  following  proceedings  were  had,  viz:  Consent  was  given 
for  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Melville  Jackson  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  for  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
John  Wright  Chapman  as  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Alaska.  The  testimonials  in  the  case  of  Alfred  Kingsley  Glover  to  be 
admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  were  approved  and  recom- 
mended. 'The  Canonical  Recommendation  was  given  to  the  ordination 
as  a  Priest  of  James  Johnson  Purcell,  and  the  ordination  as  a  Deacon  of 
John  Brann. 

On  March  13th,  1891,  the  committee  met  on  the  call  of  the  Chair- 
man, and  the  Secretary,  the  Hon.  Wm.  Mack  not  being  present,  Wm. 
H.  Armstrong  was  elected  Secretary  pro-tempore.  The  testimonials  in 
the  case  of  Nathaniel  Field  Morrow  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders 
were  approved  and  the  Canonical  Recommendation  given,  and  Alfred 
Kingsley  Glover  was  duly  recommended  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and  the 
Canonical  Certificate  issued. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  committee  was  on  May  16th,  1891,  when 
the  following  proceedings  were  recorded,  viz:  The  applications  for 
Deacon's  Orders  were  approved  and  the  Canonical  Certificates  duly 
signed  in  the  following  cases,  viz:  William  Mitchell,  De  Lou  Burke, 
James  Eleazar  Craig  and  Edward  Saunders.  Also,  consent  was  given 
for  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  M.  A.,  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  and  for  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Phillips  Brooks,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts, 
and  the  Canonical  Certificates  in  each  case  were  duly  signed  and  issued.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  INDIANA, 

PROPOSED  TO  THE  FIFTT- FOURTH 

ANNUAL  CONVENTION, 

JUNE,  1 891. 


ARTICLE  I. 


TITLE    AND    BOUNDS    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Church  in  Indiana  shall  be  known  as  The  Diocese  of  Indiana, 
and  its  bounds  are  hereby  declared  to  be  those  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  II.       . 

OF   ADHESION    TO   THE   PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH    IN    THE   UNITED 

STATES. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  accedes  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  that  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  known  as  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America;  and 
recognizes  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF    CONVENTIONS. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  to  assemble  annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in 
June,  at  the  Bishop's  Church,  Indianapolis,  unless  otherwise  appointed 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall 
determine. 

Sec.  3.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention  beyond  that  which  has  been  stated  in  the  canonical 
notification  of  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

THE    MEMBERS    OF    CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
lavmen. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  and  every' clergyman  in  regular  standing,  who 
shall  have  been  for  three  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention :  Pro- 
vided— that,  at  the  time,  he  is  not  under  Ecclesiastical  Sentence. 

Sec.  3.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  congregation  of  the 
Bishop's  Church,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  lay-delegates, 
who  are  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  proportion  to 
number  of  communicants  as  may  be  canonically  specified.  Every  lay- 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  Lay-delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry 
of  each  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  worshipping  in  the  Bishop's  Church  who  would 
be  qualified  under  the  Canon  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a 
parish. 

Sec.  5.  Such  officers  of  the  Convention,  not  delegates,  as  the  Con- 
vention may  hereafter  specify,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  to  attend  the  meetings  thereof,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
parish  and  mission  to  make  special  provision  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  its  minister  when  attending  Convention;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
parish  and  mission  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Convention  to  send 
the  full  number  of  lay-delegates  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  one  at  least, 
to  represent  it  in  Convention. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF    DIVINE    SERVICE    AT    MEETINGS    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

The  specification  and  direction  of  divine  service  at  the  opening  and 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  shall  rest  with  the  Bishop.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  with  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
until  the  election  of  a  President  of  the  Convention.  The  President 
declared  to  have  been  elected  shall  then  specify  and  direct  said  services. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

THE    PRESIDENT    OF    CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President 
of  the  Convention ;  but,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  6hall  be  appointed,  who  shall 
call  the  Convention  to  order;  and,  if  a  quorum  be  present,  a  President 
ad  interim  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  Presbyters  in  attendance. 

Sec  2.  If  the  Bishop,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  at  any  time 
leave  the  chair  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

OTHER    OFFICERS    OF    CONVENTION. 

Section  i.     There  shall  be: 

i.  A  Secretary  of  the  Convention  elected  annually  from  among  its 
-members  whose  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  his  office  and 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Convention. 

2.  A  Treasurer  elected  annually. 

3.  A  Board  of  five  Trustees  elected  annually,  of  which  the  Bishop 
shall  be  a  member  and  ex-officio  Chairman. 

4.  A  Standing  Committee  to  be  elected  annually  and  to  consist  of 
three  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  three  laymen. 

5.  A  Registrar,  to  be  elected  annually. 

6.  A  Chancellor,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years. 

7.  A  Librarian  elected  annually. 

8.  At  the  annual  Convention  next  preceding  each  triennial  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, and  four  laymen  shall  be  elected  Deputies  to  the  General  Con- 
vention for  the  next  three  years,  the  same  number  of  Supplementary 
Deputies  similarly  qualified  to  be  also  elected. 

9.  A  Board  of  Missions,  to  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  lay- 
men to  be  elected  annually. 

Sec.  2.  All  laymen  holding  office  under  the  provisions  of  section  1 
of  this  Article  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

admission  of  new  parishes  and  the  suspension  of  old. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  may  admit  new  parishes  and  missions 
into  union  with  it. 

Sec.  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  for  which 
parishes  and  missions  now  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention,  and  forfeit  their  parochial  privileges. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  i.  One-third  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  Convention 
and  lay-delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled 
to  representation,  when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  canon  shall  be  by 
ballot,  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent.    In  the 
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event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Convention  the  existing  offi- 
cers and  committees  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  regularly  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  Constitution  or  the  Canons. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  the 
Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall 
thereupon  announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary. The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  journal  and  no  member 
shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent* 

Sec.  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members  or  three  lay-delegates  being 
representatives  from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a 
vote  by  Orders,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called,  as  in  the  previous  sec- 
tion is  directed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convention  has  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline  for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  the  churches,  clergy 
and  laity  within  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  alone  excepted;  but  any  Con- 
stitution or  Canon  of  the  Convention  which  shall  be,  or  become,  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  7.  Canons  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Convention  shall  be 
•considered  and  passed  upon  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders 
shall  be  taken  on  the  Canon  as  a  whole. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF    ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  several  Churches  in 
union  with  it  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments 
may  be  made  either  by  Canon  or  by  special  resolutions. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

THE    ELECTION*    OF    A    BISHOP. 

Section  i.  Whenever  the  Bishopric  of  the  Diocese  shall  become 
vacant  within  the  space  of  four  calendar  months  before  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Convention,  the  election  of  a 
Bishop  shall  be  made  by  that  Convention  in  the  manner  directed  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  Article. 
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CANON  III. 

ORGANIZATION    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  After  divine  service  the  Bishop,  or  other  presiding 
officer  (Article  VI,  Section  i,  of  the  Constitution),  shall  call  the  Con- 
vention to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  call  the  names  of  the 
clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 
present;  and  shall  also  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the  parishes 
entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  on  credentials,  to  receive,  examine  and  report  upon  the 
same.     The  committee  shall  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  re-assembling  of  the  Convention,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on 
the  minutes.  In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular  or  contested  delega- 
tion, each  disputed,  irregular  or  contesting  delegation  may  speak  upon 
the  question;  but  shall  not  vote  upon  its  decision. 

Sec.  5.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  found  present,  if  there  is  a 
President  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election.  The 
Bishop,  or  the  President  declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the  Con- 
tention organized  for  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  an  election  of  a  Sec- 
retary, who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  President,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business— one  clergyman  and  one 

layman. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions- 
two  clergymen  and  one  layman. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  of  which  the  Chan- 
cellor shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman— two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Assessments,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member — two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

5.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred the  Bishop's  address,  parochial  and  mission  reports— three  clergy- 
men and  two  laymen. 

6.  A  Committee  on  the  Funds  of  the  Diocese— one  clergyman  and 

two  laymen. 
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7.  A  Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work — three  clergymen  and 
two  laymen. 

8.  A  Committee  on  Audit  of  Accounts,  which  shall  hold  over  to 
the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  have  authority  to  sit  during  the 
recess — one  clergyman  and  two  laymen. 

9.  A  Committee  on  Christian  Education — three  clergymen. 

CANON  IV. 

THE    CALL    OF   A   CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  6hall  be  given 
by  the  Secretary  in  a  letter  transmitted  by  mail  to  every  clergyman  in 
the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Wardens  in  every  vacant  parish  and  mission,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This  letter  shall  contain  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  lay  delegates, 
and  the  form  of  certificate  of  their  election. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a  spe- 
cial Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  V. 

the  secretary. 

Section  i.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by  Canon  III  and 
Canon  IV,  the  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  take  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  when  approved  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book,  to  pre- 
serve the  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  faithfully  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which 
may  be  in  his  official  possession ;  he  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of 
the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  in  the  United  States 
a  copy  of  the  journal  of  the  Convention,  and  to  request  the  last  to  send 
copies  of  their  respective  journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  lay  delegate  attend- 
ing the  Convention,  and  four  copies  to  each  parish  and  one  to  each  mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the 
vestry  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records.  He  shall  also  transmit  to 
every  General  Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a 
list  of  the  clergymen  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Any  expenses  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Canon,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Convention  Fund. 
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Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary, all  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if 
there  be  one,  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  VI. 

THE    TREASURER. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  dis- 
burse all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  ot  the  Convention,  unless 
such  collections  or  disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated. 
His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall 
have  been  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  resign  or  remove  from  the  Dio- 
cese during  the  recess  of  Convention,  or  become  incapable  of  acting,  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, a  Treasurer  to  act  until  the  next  Annual  Convention;  and  the  Trea- 
surer so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  all  moneys,  bonds, 
mortgages,  notes  or  other  property  and  papers  which  may  be  in  the 
treasury  at  the  time  of  such  death,  resignation,  removal  or  incapacity. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer,  when  not  a  member  of  the  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  ex-officio  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

THE    FISCAL    YEAR    AND    FINANCIAL    REPORTS. 

Section  i.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  June  and  end  on  the  thirtv-first  dav  of  Mav.  And  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  and  all  Trustees  having  in  charge  any  funds  belonging  to 
the  Diocese  shall  annually  make  their  reports  to  the  appropriate  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  of  Accounts 
to  meet  in  each  year  at  some  time  between  the  twenty-fifth  of  May  and 
the  meeting  of  the  next  annual  Convention,  at  the  place  where  the 
Treasurer  resides,  or  where  the  funds  and  the  securities  are  held  and  make 
an  examination  into  all  books,  papers,  vouchers,  etc.,  relating  to  the 
respective  funds  held  by  the  Treasurer  or  Trustees,  and  prepare  a  report 
to  be  presented  to  the  annual  Convention. 

CANON   VIII. 

THE  chancellor  of  the  diocese. 

The  Chancellor  shall  be  the  legal  advisor  ot  the  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  hi*  successor  shall  be  elected,  and, 
if  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  the  annual  Convention  next  ensuing  shall  elect 
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a  Chancellor  for  the  full  term  of  three  years.  When  not  a  member  of 
the  Convention  he  shall  be  entitled  ex-officio  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the 
Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

THE    REGISTRAR. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  in  detailed  form,  and 
as  fully  as  practicable,  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  collect  and  preserve  copies  of 
all  the  published  journals,  Convention  sermons,  and  other  documents 
connected  with  the  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall, 
when  not  a  delegate,  be  entitled  to  a  seat  inr the  Convention  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  report. 

CANON  X. 

THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  at  their  first  meeting  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
dent from  the  clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary  either  clerical  or  lay. 
The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  this 
purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their  official  possession  shall  be 
subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention.  A  full 
report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion. Any  four  of  the  members  (the  whole  having  been  summoned) 
shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  such  purposes  as  by  their  own  rules  or  the 
Canons  of  the  Church  may  require  a  larger  number.  They  may  make 
rules  for  meeting  and  business,  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from 
time  to  time.  Vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee,  occurring  by  death 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  bv  the  Committee. 

CANON  XI. 

DEPUTIES    TO    GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Deputy  and  Supplementary  Deputy  to 
the  General  Convention  who  mav  decline  or  who  can  not  fulfill  the  duties 
of  his  appointment  to  give  timely  notice  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
who  shall  have  power  to  designate  one  or  more  of  the  Supplementary 
Deputies  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  among  the  Deputies-elect 
before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention;  and  if  any  vacancies 
shall  occur  during  a  session  ot  the  General  Convention  the  remaining 
Deputies  then  and  there  present,  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop,  if 
he  be  present  at  the  Convention,  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  in 
like  manner. 
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CANON  XII. 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  take  charge  of  the 
Episcopal  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  aged  or  in- 
firm clergymen,  and  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen  and 
all  trust  funds  or  property  conveyed  given  or  bequeathed  for  parochial, 
missionary,  educational,  charitable,  or  other  religious  objects  to  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  January  15,  1844,  aud  the  subsequent 
amendments  thereto,  and  in  accordance  with  such  directions  as  may  be 
established  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the 
moneys  belonging  to  said  fun&s  in  safe  securities  yielding  an  income; 
and  they  may  sell,  transfer,  mortgage,  or  hypothecate  such  securities 
and  property,  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  at  their  discretion,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  increase  of  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  aged  or  in- 
firm clergymen,  and  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  clergymen, 
a  collection  shall  be  made  annually,  on  Christmas  Day,  in  every  parish 
and  mission. 

Sec.  4.  All  collections  and  donations  specially  made  for  either  of 
the  above  funds,  together  with  the  increase  thereof,  shall  be  faithfully 
appropriated  to  the  designated  object.  All  collections  and  donations  not 
so  specially  made  may  be  appropriated  to  both  or  either  of  them,  as  the 
Convention  may  determine. 

Sec.  5.     Said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention  at 

each  annual  session  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  and  condition  of 

said  funds. 

CANON  XIII. 

THE  board  of  missions. 

Section  i.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  missionaries  for  election 
by  the  Board,  and  select  the  missionary  stations.  The  Board  shall 
regulate  the  amount  of  salary,  and  such  stipend  shall  be  paid  quarterly. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  during  the  meeting  of  the 
annual  Convention,  the  time  to  be  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  at  the  opening  session,  at  which  meeting  shall  be  read  the 
reports  of  the  Board,  and  addresses  be  delivered  on  the  subject  of  mis- 
sionary work,  and  an  offertorv  be  received  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been 
elected.  It  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  who  also 
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shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board.  Five  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Ten  days  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be 
given  each  member. 

Sec.  4.  No  missionary  shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  appor- 
tion upon  the  several  parishes  and  missions  the  quota  expected  from  each 
for  the  ensuing  year.  This  apportionment  shall  be  reported  on  at  the 
meeting  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  this  Canon. 

Sec.  6.  The  Deans  of  Convocations  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF    CONVOCATIONS. 

Section  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  Convocations  by  the 
Bishop;  and  the  clergy,  together  with  three  laymen  chosen  in  each 
parish  and  missionary  station  by  the  vestries  or  congregations,  within 
these  several  Convocations,  shall  meet  at  least  twice  every  year,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  each  Convocation  may  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  a  President  and  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  At  the  annual  Convention  the  President,  with 
title  of  Dean,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convocations. 

Sec.  3.  The  object  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  within  the  limits  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  government  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  by  regula- 
tions of  their  own,  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  majority  of  those 
attending. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convocations  shall  make  annual  reports,  through 
their  Deans,  to  the  Bishop,  for  presentation  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Assessments  shall  report  to  the 
Convention  the  apportionment  of  money  to  be  paid  by  each  parish  and 
mission  towards  making  up  the  amount  of  the  Bishop's  salary  and  the 
Convention  fund. 

Sec.  2.  In  order  to  provide  for  what  shall  be  known  as  "The  Con- 
vention Fund,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  with  the  Secretary 
of  Convention,  to  make  an  estimate  of  and  report  as  soon  as  may  be 
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conveniently  done  at  each  annual  Convention  the  amount  of  money 
that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Diocese  other  than  the  Bishop's  salary,  adding  thereto  other 
liabilities  chargeable  to  the  Diocese,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessment  Committee  to  assess 
the  amount  thus  reported  on  the  parishes  and  missions  in  union  with 
the  Convention,  at  the  rate  of  a  uniform  per  cent,  on  the  current 
expenses  of  the  parish,  including  the  Rector's  salary,  not  including  any 
amount  that  may  have  been  given  to  the  parish  or  its  minister  by  the 
Missionary  Board  of  this  Diocese  or  by  any  other  missionary  organiza- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  parish  and  mission  of  the 
assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  of  the  assessment  for  the  Con- 
vention Fund  thus  made  upon  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  to  see  that  the  amounts  thus  due 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  one  quarter 
of  the  amounts  being  sent  on  the  first  day  of  July,  October,  January  and 
April,  respectively.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report 
at  each  Convention  the  name  of  each  parish  and  mission  which  shall  be 
in  arrears  to  these  two  assessments,  and  the  amount  of  such  arrears, 
respectively.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  be  in  arrears  to  these 
two  assessments  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention 
shall  forfeit  the  right  to  lay  representation  until  such  arrearage  shall  have 
been  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVI. 

SALARIES. 

Section  i.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  as  determined  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Convention,  and  he  shall  have  the  use  of  the  Episcopal 
residence. 

Sec.  2.  The  minimum  salary  for  clergymen  wholly  devoting  their 
time  to  clerical  work  shall  be  (not  including  the  use  of  rectory  or  parish 
residence)  when  unmarried,  eight  hundred  dollars;  when  married,  one 
thousand  dollars.  The  salary  of  any  clergyman,  married  or  unmarried, 
at  any  time  less  than  the  minimum  shall  be  from  time  to  time  increased 
until  it  reaches  at  least  the  specified  amount. 

CANON  XV11. 

PARISHES. 

Section  i.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it, 
provided  they  shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention  at  its  first  business 
meeting  the  following  documents: 
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1.  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  approving  of  the  organization  of 
such  parish. 

2.  Satisfactory  written  evidence  that  they  are  duly  organized  by  the 
election  of  two  Wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  num- 
ber of  Vestrymen  allowed  by  law,  that  they  have  assumed  a  name  under 
which  they  have  been  legally  incorporated,  and  that  their  parish  has  at 
least  twenty  communicants;  and, 

3.  Articles  of  organization  subscribed  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men, in  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  upon  consultation  with  the 
Rectors  and  appointed  missionaries  of  any  city,  town,  township,  or  incor- 
porated village,  with  the  advice  and  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, may  establish  boundaries  of  parishes  and  missions  in  any  such 
city  or  other  districts  as  may  be  judged  best;  and  such  boundaries,  when 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any 
existing  parish  without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  signified  by 
the  action  of  its  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  sitting  as  one  body.  If 
consent  be  refused,  the  parish,  through  its  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal  and  the  reasons  thereof. 
The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  judge  of 
the  reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the 
decision  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that 
such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed  to  grant  consent  for  the 
organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 

• 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  have  become  essentially  defunct 
by  long  continued  failure  to  elect  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  the 
Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years  wilfully  refuse  to  elect  a  rector,  or 
if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress  the  Constitution  or  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  it  may  be  sus- 
pended from  the  right  of  representation  or  its  connection  with  the 
Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  5.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right 
of  representation  in  this  Convention,  or  whose  connection  with  the  Dio- 
cese may  have  been  wholly  dissolved,  as  provided  in  this  Canon,  may  be 
re-admitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  by  a  resolution  of 
the  Convention,  such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 
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Sec.  6.  On  the  organization  of  a  new  parish,  or  the  occurance  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  vestry  shall  give- 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  which,  after 
three  months,  if  divine  service  be  not  maintained,  may  take  measures, 
upon  consulting  with  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish,, 
to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  latter. 

Sec.  7.  No  vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  its  church  or  its  rectory,, 
or  other  real  estate,  without  first  having  obtained  the  consent,  in  writ- 
ing, of  the  Bishop  and  the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XVIII. 

THE  ELECTION  OF  CHURCH  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Section  i.  On  Easter  Monday  in  each  year,  the  qualified  voters  of 
each  parish  shall  assemble  and  elect  Church  Wardens,  who  shall  be  reg- 
ular communicants,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  same  —  who  shall  in  every 
case  be  baptized  persons  —  the  whole  number  to  be  elected  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  allowed  by  law,  and  the 
Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Such  vestry  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  Of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  election  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or 
the  minister  in  charge,  on  an  occasion  of  public  worship;  or,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the 
Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given,  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at 
the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  public  worship,  or  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  the  place;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  notice  be  not 
given,  the  parishioners  may,  nevertheless,  assemble  at  the  usual  place, 
between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  12  o'clock  m.,  and  elect  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  to-wit: 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing,  and 
not  under  twenty-one  years  of  age;  and  all  other  persons,  not  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshippers  at 
the  public  services  of  the  parish,  and  regular  contributors  to  its  support 
for  six  months  next  preceeding. 

Sec.  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  for  the  annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector, 
or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act 
as  judges  of  the  election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions 
which  may  ari*e  us  to  the  qualification  of  voters.     He  shall  also  appoint 
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a  clerk  and  teller,  whose  duties,  shall  be  to  collect,  count  and  make  a 
full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  report  to  the  presiding  officer  the 
names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  thereof,  and  such  persons 
shall  be  declared,  by  the  presiding  officer,  duly  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  clerk  and  teller  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  elec- 
tion, file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  law. 

CANON  XIX. 

LAY    DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  Every  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop's  Church,  not  excluded  by 
the  operation  of  some  article  in  the  Constitution  or  some  Canon  enacted 
at  a  previous  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  lay 
delegate,  unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communicants  shall  exceed 
twenty-five.  If  it  has  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty 
communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  two  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more 
than  fifty,  but  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  one  hundred,  but 
not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled 
to  four  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  communi- 
cants it  shall  be  entitled  to  five  lay  delegates. 

Sec.  2.  The  lay  delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz :

Sec.  3.  The  Rector  of  each  parish,  or,  where  there  is  no  Rector, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any 
annual  or  other  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  make  returns  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  and  to  the  Rector  of  the  parish  in  which  the 
Convention  is  to  be  held  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to  repre- 
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Sec.  6.  On  the  organization  of  a  new  parish,  or 
vacancy  in  the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  vestry  shall  give 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  which,  aftei 
three  months,  if  divine  service  be  not  maintained,  may  take  measures, 
upon  consulting  with  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish, 
to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  latter. 

Sec.  7.  No  vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  its  church  or  its  rectory, 
or  other  real  estate,  without  first  having  obtained  the  consent,  in  writ- 
ing, of  the  Bishop  and  the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XVIII. 


Section  i.  On  Easter  Monday  in  each  year,  the  qualified  voters  of 
each  parish  shall  assemble  and  elect  Church  Wardens,  who  shall  be  reg- 
ular communicants,  and  Vestrymen  of  the  same  — who  shall  in  every 
case  be  baptized  persons  — the  whole  number  to  be  elected  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  allowed  by  law,  and  the 
Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  vestry.

Of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  election  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Rector,  or 
the  minister  in  charge,  on  an  occasion  of  public  worship;  or,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the 
Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given,  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at 
the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  public  worship,  or  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  the  place;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  notice  be  not 
given,  the  parishioners  may,  nevertheless,  assemble  at  the  usual  place, 
between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  A.  m.  and  12  o'clock  m.,  and  elect  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  2.     In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  p 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  to-w.it:

Sec.  4.  The  clerk  and  teller  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  elec- 
tion, file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  law. 

CANON  XIX. 


Section  i.  Every  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop's  Church,  not  excluded  by 
the  operation  of  some  article  in  the  Constitution  or  some  Canon  enacted 
at  a  previous  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  lay 
delegate,  unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communicants  shall  exceed 
twenty-five.  If  it  has  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty 
communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  two  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more 
than  fifty,  but  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  one  hundred,  but 
not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled 
to  four  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  communi- 
cants it  shall  be  entitled  to  five  lay  delegates, 

Sec.  3.  The  lay  delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Convention,  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz:

If  there  be  no  election,  or  if  the 
persons  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens,  or  if  there  be  no 
Rector,  then  the  Wardens  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies;  and  in 
such  case  the  certificate  shall  set  forth  the  fact. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
make  out  a  list  of  the  delegates  reported  to  him,  which  list  shall  be 
received  as  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  persons  to  seats,  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XX. 

DIFFERENCES    BETWEEN    MINISTERS    AND    THEIR    CONGREGATIONS. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  controversy  between  any  Rector  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  a  parish  and  the  Vestry  of  the  same,  the  parties,  or  either  of 
them,  may  apply  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  nominate  seven  presbyters  of 
this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their 
names  to  be  served  on  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  and  Vestry,  who 
shall,  within  fourteen  days  after  such  service  return  their  respective  lists, 
each  party  having  the  right  of  striking  off  two  names;  and  should  this 
right  not  be  exercised,  or  both  parties  strike  off  the  same  names,  then 
the  Bishop  shall  reduce  the  number  of  presbyters  to  three,  two  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  designate,  of  which  time  and  place  at  least  ten  days1  notice, 
in  writing,  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  concerned,  in  order  that  the 
grounds  of  the  controversy  may  be  fully  stated. 

Sec.  2.  If  it  appear  to  a  majority  of  the  Bdard  that  there  is  no  hope 
of  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  they  may,  after  consultation 
with  the  Bishop,  recommend  to  such  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  to  re- 
linquish his  connection  with  such  parish  on  such  conditions  as  shall  ap- 
pear to  them  proper  and  reasonable. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  refuse  to  comply 
within  ten  days  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  made  known  to  him, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  suspension  from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  func- 
tions until  he  submit  to  said  decision. 

Sf.c.  4.  And  if  the  Vestry  of  the  parish  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply, 
on  their  part,  with  the  decision  aforesaid,  the  said  parish  shall  be  pro- 
hibited from  a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until 
they  shall  have  performed  their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  same. 

CANON  XXI. 

THK    ORGANIZATION    OF    MISSIONS. 

Section  i.  Any  number  of  adult  persons  may  organize  a  mission 
to  be  in  association  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 
the  services  of  the  Church  in  any  city  or  town  of  this  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.     The  mode  of  organization  of  a  mission  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  All  who  may  desire  to  unite  in  such  organization  shall  sign  a 

declaration  as  follows :    We,  the  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  the of 

,  in  the  county  of ,  in  the  State  and  Diocese  of  Indiana, 

being  sensible  of  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  attached  to  the  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
desirous  of  securing  the  services  of  the  same  in  this  place,  hereby  unite 
in  the  organization  of  a  mission  of  said  Churcb,  under  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  thereof  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  We  hereby  promise  cor- 
porate obedience  to  said  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  to  those  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  liturgy, 
rites  and  usages  of  said  Church.  We  hereby  place  ourselves  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese,  and  ask  to 

be  received  as  a  mission  under  the  name   of  .     We  furthermore 

promise,  individually  and  corporately,  to  do  as  much  as  in  us  lies  to  sus- 
tain the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church  in  this  place,  and  to  promote 
its  influence  and  authority  in  our  neighborhood. 

2.  A  copy  of  such  declaration  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Bishop, 
who,  if  he  approves  of  the  organization  of*  the  mission,  shall  appoint 
some  male  adult,  who  shall  have  signed  the  declaration,  as  Warden 
thereof. 

3.  The  missionary  in  charge,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Warden  shall 
thereupon  call  a  meeting  of  all  who  shall  have  signed,  or  shall  be  wil- 
ling to  sign,  the  said  declaration,  which  meeting  shall  elect  two  persons 
to  serve  in  the  Vestry,  and  also  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  mission, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly  organized. 

Sec.  3.  The  Warden  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Bishop,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  4.  Members  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  elected  annually  on  Easter 
Monday,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Canon  XVIII,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sec.  5.  The  Warden  and  members  of  the  Vestry  shall  constitute 
the  Vestry  of  the  mission,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of 
the  same;  provided  that  the  Missionary  in  charge  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
member   and  President  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop,  after  consultation  with  the  Vestry  may  ap- 
point some  clergyman  of  this  Church  as  Missionary  in  charge,  who 
shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the  spiritualities  of  the  Mission.  The 
Missionary  shall  keep  his  charge  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  himself,  the  Bishop  and  the  Vestry. 
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Sec.  7.  A  Mission  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Con- 
vention by  one  lay  delegate,  said  delegate  to  be  elected  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  for  the  election  of  lay  delegates  specified  in 
-Canon  XIX. 

CANON  XXII. 

THE    TRIAL    OF    A    CLERGYMAN    NOT    BEING    A    BISHOP. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a 
Bishop  thereof,  shall  become  (<  liable  to  presentment  and  trial "  under 
the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offense  of  which  the  accused  is 
alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstance. The  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number 
of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  which  the  accused  is  a  minister,  or  by 
any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation 
of  having  committed  such  offense  against  the  godly  discipline  of  the 
Church  as  to  require  investigation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
appoint  three  persons,  of  whom  two,  at  least,  shall  be  presbyters,  as  a 
commission  to  examine  the  case,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of 
the  commission  so  appointed,  there  shall  appear  to  be  sufficient  ground 
for  a  presentment  they  shall  present  the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  any  clergyman  who  shall  have  rea- 
son to  believe  that  he  is  under  the  imputation  of  conduct  for  which  he 
would  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  to  demand  a  Commission  of 
Investigation,  and  on  the  receipt  of  such  demand,  in  writing,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  such  Commission,  which  shall  be  con- 
stituted and  shall  proceed  as  in  the  previous  section  is  directed. 

Sec.  4.  A  presentment  having  been  made,  it  may  be  dismissed  by 
the  Bishop  if  the  facts  alleged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to 
constitute  an  offense.  If  it  alleges  facts,  one  or  more  of  which  do,  and 
the  rest  do  not,  constitute  an  offense,  the  Bishop  may  allow  it  in  part, 
and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  In  all  cases 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantial 
offense  upon  which  a  verdict  and  final  judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  When  it  shall  be  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall 
also  nominate  nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  Con- 
vention, and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  shall  cause  a  list 
of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing 
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to  the  Bishop.  And,  if  the  accused  fail  to  do  so,  then  the  Bishop  shall 
select  three,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  Court  for  the  trial 
of  the  accused.  They  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
may  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese  ),  as  they  shall  think  necessary;  pro- 
vided, that  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  party  against  whom  the  offense 
is  charged  to  have  been  committed,  or  shall  be  a  necessary  and  material 
witness  in  the  case,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  Bishop,  perform  the  duty  above  prescribed 
for  the  Bishop;  provided,  further,  that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  neces- 
sity, change  the  time  and  place  of  the  assembling  of  the  Court,  he  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  of  such  change  to  the  accused. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  clergyman  shall,  at  any  time  before  the  commencement 
of  the  trial,  admit  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment,  the  Bishop  shall, 
with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  otherwise  the  accused  shall  be 
considered  as  denying  the  charge. 

Sec.  6.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Court  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court, 
the  whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  those  present  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time;  and  if,  at  that  time,  or  later,  it  shall  appear  improb- 
able that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then, 
such  as  may  be  present  shall  nominate  six  presbyters,  from  whom  the 
accused,  or,  if  he  shall  fail  or  neglect,  then  the  Bishop  shall  select  one 
or  more,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  fill  up  the  Court,  and  the  trial  shall 
proceed.     A  majority  of  the  Court  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  8.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence 
which  should  be  pronounced,  and  if  the  accused  do  not  confess  he  shall 
be  considered  as  denying  the  accusation.  The  Court  shall,  during  the 
progress  of  the  trial,  and,  without  delay,  permit  the  presentment  to  be 
amended  in  matters  of  form  and  as  to  facts  not  materially  changing  the 
charges.  Amendments  in  matters  of  substance  may  also  be  allowed,  if 
justice  to  the  accused  or  the  interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  upon 
such  conditions  as  will  prevent  surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full  and  fair 
investigation  and  trial. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court  may, 
nevertheless,  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  for  good  cause  they 
shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 
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Sec.  io.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial  they  shall  hear  such 
relevant  and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  and  all  the  evi- 
dence shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  witnesses 
respectively.  At  the  request  of  either  party  the  witnesses  shall  be  sworn 
by  a  competent  officer  of  the  law,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the 
whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  as  to  the  facts  charged  in  the 
presentment.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the 
truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their 
opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sec.  ii.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  or  to 
the  Court,  after  its  organization,  if  it  shall  be  made  satisfactorily  to 
appear  that  any  material  witness  can  not  be  procured  on  the  trial  the 
Bishop  or  the  Court  may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  testimony 
of  such  witness,  and  shall  prescribe  the  notice  which  shall  be  given  to 
the  other  party  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  such  testimony.  Both 
parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness.  The  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  commissioner  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted 
to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  The  witness  so 
examined  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law. 

Sec.  12.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly 
stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges, 
respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  A  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without 
delay,  communicated  to  the  accused,  and  the  original  decision,  together 
with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce 
such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper;  provided, 
however,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  by  the  Court.  The  sentence  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  final. 
But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant 
a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  appointed, 
the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinbefore  directed. 
Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in 
his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  and  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  to  all  persons  who  shall 
choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced 
by  the  Bishop;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  accused  have  been  con- 
victed of  no  other  offense  than  error  in  doctrine  or  non-formity  to  the 
rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and,  if  at  such  public  assembly 
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at  such  church  he  shall  then  and  there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  error  of 
which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow  his  purpose  of  future  conformity 
to  the  rubrics,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  shall  submit  himself  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Church,  then,  for  a  first  offense,  the  sentence  shall  not 
exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition. 

Sec.  13.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
or  the  Court,  and  the  certificate  of  such  summoner  or  summoners  shall 
be  evidence  of  service.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  it  shall 
be  proved  by  his  affidavit.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a 
party,  or  left  at  his  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  either  side,  provided  they  are 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  summoned  as 
a  witness  before  the  Commission  of  Investigation  or  the  Court  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  attend,  or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  such 
person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  godly  discipline. 

Sec.  16.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investigation  or 
trial  under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused,  when  found 
innocent,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  under  the  direction  of  the  Court, 
and  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next  Convention  for  payment,  as 
the  Convention  may  direct. 

CANON  XXIII. 

CANONICAL     COLLECTIONS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister,  or  where  there  is  no  Minister  in 
charge,  of  the  Wardens,  of  every  parish  and  every  mission  of  the  Diocese 
to  cause  the  following  collections  to  be  made,  and  to  transmit  the  amount 
so  collected  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  March,  June,  September  and  December 
for  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

On  Christmas  Day  for  the  increase  of  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of 
aged  or  infirm  clergymen,  their  widows  and  children. 

On  Harvest  Home  or  Thanksgiving  Day,  for  hospital  purposes  in 
the  Diocese. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  October,  for  the  Diocesan  Church  Build- 
ing Fund. 

On  Good  Friday,  for  Theological  Educatten  in  the  Diocese. 

And  at  the  Bishop's  visitation,  for  such  Diocesan  objects  as  he  may 
request. 
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CANON  XXIV. 

PARISH  REGISTER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  and  mission,  if  they  have  not  al- 
ready provided  themselves  with  one,  to  procure  and  properly  keep  a  Par- 
ish Register. 

CANON   XXV. 

ALTERATIONS  IN    THE    CANONS. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  additions  to  the  Canons  of  this  Dio- 
cese shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting, 
nor  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
Nor  shall  such  alterations  or  additions  be  adopted  during  the  same  Con- 
vention if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein ; 
but,  in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  votes)  shall 
lie  over  for  consideration  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

CANON  XXVI. 

REPEAL  OF  FORMER  CANONS. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  moved  that  the  Convention  pro- 
ceed to  the  consideration  of  the  report,  which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger,  the  Convention 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Constitution,  as  proposed, 
Article  by  Article. 

Articles  I  to  X  were  adopted. 

Rev.  A.  Prentiss  moved  to  amend  Section  3,  Article  XI, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "in  the  United  States  of  America," 
which  was  not  adopted. 

Articles  XI  to  XIV  were  then  adopted  as  reported. 

The  Constitution  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Canons  I  to  XVII  were  adopted  as  reported. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Cathell  moved  that  Section  1,  Canon  XVIII, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "who  shall  in  every  case 
be  baptized  persons,"  which  was  not  adopted. 

Canon  XVIII  was  then  adopted  as  reported. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  then  taken  until  2  o'clock  p.  M. 
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Wednesday,  2  :oo  p.  m. 
The  Convention  re-assembled. 

Canons  XIX  to  XXVI,  inclusive,  were  then  adopted  as 
reported. 

The  Canons  as  proposed  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  then  submitted  the  following  report, 
and  on  motion  the  resolution  contained  therein  was  adopted : 

The  American  Church  Building  Fund  has  reached  the  sum  of 
$200,000.  Every  available  dollar  is  now  in  use,  the  number  of  loans 
has  been  extended  as  far  as  possible,  and  all  recent  applications  have 
had  to  be  postponed  until  new  funds  come  in  or  other  loans  are  returned.

Resolved^  That  this  Convention,  in  view  of  the  growing  sentiment  of  the  Church 
in  favor  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  would  again  earnestly 
recommend  that  an  annual  offering  be  taken  in  each  parish  and  mission  of  this  Diocese 
in  furtherance  of  that  work.

Resolved^  That  any  delinquent  assessments  reported  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  June  15th,  of 
which  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  has  due  notice,  6hall  be  omitted 
from  the  printed  journal. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  H.  Armstrong,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  author- 
ized to  take  such  steps  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  best,  in  the  matter 
of  the  purchase  of  a  lot  adjoining  the  Girls'  School  Building,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Bishop  in  his  address. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
State  law  governing  the  organization  of  parishes  and  missions 
in  this  Diocese  be  added  as  an  appendix  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons. 

Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole  submitted  the  following: 

The  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  is  one  of 
increasing  interest  with  each  annual  review,  not  only  in  those  things 
that  tell  of  outward  growth  and  material  prosperity,  but,  as  well,  in  all 
the  evidences  which  reveal  a  deepening  of  the  spiritual  powers,  by  which 
alone  the  world  is  to  be  subdued  to  Christ.  Year  by  year,  in  steady 
growth,  the  enthusiasm  that  is  born  of  confidence  and  the  love  of  God, 
is  pushing  the  boundary  of  the  Church  into  new  fields,  and  the  evidence 
of  a  vigorous  work  by  the  body  is  a  strong  confirmation  of  an  indwelling 
living  faith. 

CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

We  note  with  great  satisfaction  the  building  of  new  churches  at 
Hammond  and  at  Marion,  and  the  purchasing  of  a  building  at  Plainfield, 
thus  adding  three  to  the  growing  list  of  permanent  Church  homes.  The 
projected  increase,  however,  is  brighter  than  ever  before.  Lots  have 
been  secured  for  the  Church  in  New  Carlisle,  Albion,  Knightstown, 
Anderson,  Hunt'ngton,  Mount  Vernon,  Elwood,  Kokomo,  and  New 
Albany.  In  the  wonderful  natural  gas  region,  with  its  "booming" 
increase  of  population,  there  is  rapidly  developing  an  opportunity  for 
the  Church  which  must  not  remain  unchallenged.  Our  chief  mission- 
ary, the  Bishop,  has  fully  grasped  the  situation,  and  with  wise  foresight 
is  sparing  no  pains  in  laying  a  good  foundation  for  a  grand  work. 

NEW    CHURCHES 

Are  to  be  erected  this  year  at  Anderson,  Huntington,  Kokomo,  Mount 
Vernon,  New  Carlisle  and  Jeffersonville,  the  latter  in  an  old  parish 
which  has  outgrown  its  earlier  habitation. 
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CLERGY   AND    CANDIDATES. 

Our  clergy  list  is  larger  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the 
Diocese,  while  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  rapidly 
increasing.  Surely,  the  petition  that  "  laborers  may  be  sent  forth  into 
God's  harvest,"  is  being  answered  in  a  wonderful  manner.  Our  eyes 
must  be  indeed  blinded  if  we  can  not  see  in  these  volunteering  rein- 
forcements the  kindly  care  of  our  God  over  his  blessed  work. 

st.  Stephen's  hospital. 

The  purchase  of  St.  Stephen's  Jlospital  by  the  Trustees  renders 
permanent  a  work  that  has  already  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  under- 
taking.

Most  happy  are  we  in  the  promise  of  an  increasing  and  invaluable 
aid  in  Church  work  from  our  Diocesan  Schools.  Being  now  firmly 
established,  the  care,  labor  and  responsibility  of  organization  is  past, 
and  now  it  but  remains  for  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  to  see  that 
they  are  cordially  supported. 

THE    ENDOWMENT    FUND 

Is  still  increasing,  and  with  this  increase  a  continued  stability  and  per- 
manence in  all  our  work  is  assured.

The  interest  both  in  General  and  Diocesan  Missions  still  shows  a 
healthy  increase,  though  falling  far  short  of  what  should  be  our 
standard.  We  have  discussed  all  sorts  of  plans,  we  have  passed  scores 
of  resolutions,  and  strong  appeals  have  been  sent  out  again  and  again, 
and  by  these  means  the  body  at  large  has  been  kept  spurred  to  a  reason- 
able knowledge  of  duty.  We  have  not  yet  measured  our  ability.  Our 
opportunity  is  boundless.  The  outlook,  with  what  has  been  done,  is  all 
that  the  most  sanguine  could  ask  for,  and  would  it  not  now  be  a  grand 
thing  if  there  could  be  a  concentration  of  ability  in  one  supreme  effort 
in  the  direction  of  Diocesan  Missions  once  each  year.  Say  let  all  our 
Lenten  work  be  directed  to  a  grand  Easter  offering  for  this  purpose 
from  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

THE  CHURCH  HOME,  AND  ORPHANAGE. 

These  will  come  some  day.  Some  flowing  well  of  benefaction  from 
benevolent  hearts  will  open,  and  our  tireless  Bishop  will  see  the  answer 
to  his  prayers  in  the  accomplishment  of  his  noble  purpose.  We  com- 
mend this  work  as  worthy  of  most  cordial  sympathy  and  rejoice  in  its 
conception  and  prosperity  thus  far. 
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SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Our  work  in  the  Sunday-school  is  improving  with  each  year  and 
gives  promise  of  a  full  measure  of  benefit  to  the  cause  of  righteousness. 

On  the  whole,  the  outlook  for  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  full  of 

promise   and   most   encouraging.      With  no   dissensions   in   our  ranks 

crippling  our  effort,  with  wise  leadership  and  unlimited  opportunity, 

we  may  still  look  for  increase  and  growth  in  material  and  spiritual  lines 

as  our  work  is  done  in  faith.

Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter  moved  that  the  next  Convention  be 
held  in  Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis. 

Rev.  Charles  Morris  moved  that  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evans- 
ville  be  substituted  for  Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  which 
was  not  adopted. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Seabrease  moved  that  Grace  Cathedral  be 
substituted  for  Holy  Innocents',  which  was  adopted.  The 
motion  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  Hiliiard  Ranger  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  as  follows : 

The  task  has  been  allotted  me  to  make  the  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  # 

It  has  seemed  good  to  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Convention,  as 
well  as  to  that  of  the  different  Diocesan  Conventions  to  make  the  mis- 
sionary interest  one  of  the  main  topics  for  consideration.  It  throws 
into  this  subject  a  fervor  and  an  imaginative  power  that  lifts  it  above  all 
other  subjects  whatsoever.  Our  deeper  piety  tells  us  that  this  is  right. 
We  feel  that  this  is  the  way  of  motion,  of  life,  of  abiding  spiritual 
power;  and  that  in  this  way  the  Church  will  keep  her  freshness  and 
beauty  as  a  living  Church,  witnessing  to  the  ever  present  Spirit. 

But  it  is  mv  duty  to  give  the  annals  of  the  past  year  of  missionary 
work  in  this  Diocese.  Missionary  addresses  will  come  later.  I  shall 
begin  with  the  Northern  Deanery,  the  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  Dean,  then 
take  up  the  Southern,  and  close  with  the  Central  Deanery.  This  will 
give  the  mind  a  well  ordered  and  compact  view  of  the  whole  field.  We 
will  begin  the  Northern  Deanery  in  Fulton  county  and  at  the  town  of 
Rochester. 

From  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Rochester,  a  very  interesting  report 
has  been  sent  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Baker.  During  the  Summer  months  Mr. 
De  Lou  Burke,  a  student  at  Nashotah  Seminary  officiated  in  the  mission. 
He  held  two  services  on  Sundays  and  one  on  Friday  evenings.  Mr. 
Burke  also  served  this  people  during  his  Christmas  holidays.  The 
Bishop  made  a  visitation  during  the  Summer  when  he  celebrated  the 
Eucharist  and  confirmed  one  person.  In  November  the  Rev.  Otway 
Colvin,  and  at  Christmas,  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  celebrated  at 
St.  Paul's.  During  the  remaining  portion  of  the  year  Mr.  Baker  held 
morning  service  on  Sunday,   and  evening  service   on  Wednesday,  and 
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conducted  the  Sunday-school  after  Sunday  morning  service.  He  closes 
his  report  in  these  words:  "Our  Sunday-school  16  rapidly  increasing, 
and  the  Church  is  growing  into  favor  in  proportion  as  its  quiet  and 
beautiful  ways  and  teachings  are  being  understood." 

From  Kokomo  the  Rev.  D.  Griffin  Gunn,  who  has  been  recently 
appointed  to  that  field,  writes:  "I  have  no  report  that  will  be  of  service, 
except  that  I  go  to  work  at  once  to  do  what  I  can  for  the  Church  work 
at  Kokomo. "  The  Rev.  Otway  Colvir.  writes:  "  I  have  visited  Kokomo 
as  often  as  possible." 

Christ  Church  Huntington  has  had  regular  Sunday  evening  services 
under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Otway  Colvin,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Peru.  He  has  also  held  services  at  Wabash  and  hopes  to  maintain  there 
also  a  regular  service.  Huntington  has  secured  a  lot  and  has  raised  a 
subscription  for  the  building  of  a  chapel.  Work  on  the  chapel  will 
begin  at  once. 

Emmanuel,  Garrett;  St.  Matthias's,  Albion,  and  the  missions  at 
Angola,  Auburn  and  Columbia  City  are  all  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Kemp,  D.  D.  By  hard  work  and  enthusiasm  Dr. 
Kemp,  with  the  loyal  co-operation  of  his  people  has  raised  and  paid  out 
during  the  last  seventeen  months  $2,100  in  the  mission  at  Garrett. 
The  debt  has  been  entirely  removed.  This  is  exclusive  of  Diocesan 
obligations,  all  of  which  have  been  met.  This  has  been  done  among  a 
people  all  of  whom  are  a  laboring  people  dependent  on  their  daily 
wages.  Garrett  has  grown  in  this  time  from  thirty-four  to  eighty-four 
communicants.  There  are  twenty-six  male  members  where  there  were 
found  but  five.  There  are  now  full  congregations.  There  have  been 
thirty-nine  baptisms  and  forty  confirmations.  The  Sunday-school  has 
grown  from  twenty-five  to  over  one  hundred.  At  Albion  services  were 
held  every  other  week  during  the  Summer  season,  and  as  often  as  possi- 
ble afterwards.  In  Angola  there  are  twelve  communicants.  Dr.  Kemp 
hopes  to  be  able  to  give  this  mission  more  attention  in  the  future.  At 
Auburn  there  are  nine  communicants.  House  to  house  visiting  and  three 
services  are  the  labors  of  the  year  in  this  place.  Columbia  City  has  ten  com- 
municants. Three  services  have  been  given  to  this  field.  In  these  fields 
Dr.  Kemp  has  pursued  his  usual  course  as  a  pioneer  builder  of  churches. 
At  Albion  a  lot  for  church  building  has  been  paid  for  and  deeded  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  In  Angola  the  people  are  hopeful  of  securing 
a  lot  this  Summer.  At  Columbia  City  Dr.  Kemp  was  confident  of 
obtaining  a  lot,  but  he  says  when  he  spoke  to  the  people  of  his  intent, 
they  besought  him  to  depart  out  of  their  coasts.  Thus  this  stalwart 
planter  in  the  wilderness  sows  with  cheerfulness  and  faith,  the  seed  of 
the  Kingdom,  and  reaps  his  fruits  from  year  to  year  in  the  gladness  of 
his  heart  and  in  devout  thankfulness  to  Him  who  giveth  the  harvest. 
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In  September,  the  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  Rector  of  St.  James's, 
South  Bend,  took  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka.  He  reports  excel- 
lent progress.  He  has  held  one  hundred  and  forty-five  services.  The 
congregation  .has  become  earnest,  united  and  active.  Improvement* 
have  been  bought  and  paid  for.  All  obligations,  parochial,  and  extra 
parochial  have  been  met.  The  Rector  and  Vestry  see  their  way  clear 
to  build  a  handsome  stone  church  in  the  immediate  future. 

Plymouth  parish,  of  St.  Thomas  has  been  vacant  for  over  a  year. 
The  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  has  been  appointed  to  this  field  and  will 
enter  upon  it  at  once.  The  Sunday-school  ha6  been  kept  up  by  faith- 
ful women. 

St.  Philip's,  North  Liberty,  the  station  at  Mill  Creek  and  St 
Mary's,  New  Carlisle,  have  been  ministered  to  by  Dean  Scott.  North 
Liberty  has  been  visited  twenty-four  times,  Mill  Creek  once  and  New 
Carlisle  four  times.  Two  adults  and  one  infant  have  been  baptized  at 
Mill  Creek,  and  one  adult  and  two  infants  at  New  Carlisle.  At  the  lat- 
ter place  three  were  confirmed  April  13th.  North  Liberty  contributed 
$5  for  Diocesan  Assessments,  $10  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $6  for 
Domestic  Missions,  besides  paying  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  in  full  of 
the  incidental  expenses  of  holding  the  services.  A  new  carpet  has  been 
laid  in  the  church  and  the  building  is  in  good  repair.  The  prospect  at 
New  Carlisle  is  good.  It  is  expected  that  a  church  will  be  built  this 
Summer. 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Mead,  Rector  of  St.  James's,  Goshen,  has  visi- 
ted Ligonier,  Millersburg,  Miliord  and  Middleburg.  He  found  one 
communicant  at  Ligonier.  He  received  no  encouragement  either  at 
Millersburg  or  at  Milford,  rinding  no  Churchmen  at  either  place,  though 
he  made  many  visits.  At  Middleburg  he  found  one  communicant,  and 
one  adult  and  one  child  waiting  for  baptism.  There  has  been  one  con- 
firmation. 

St.  John's,  Bristol,  and  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw,  are  under  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Rev.  Charles  Turner.  He  has  traveled  1,450  miles  in  his 
work  and  preached  240  sermons.  His  main  work  has  been  at  Bristol. 
He  has  presented  four  persons  for  confirmation,  and  has  baptized  twelve 
persons.  Offerings  for  missions  and  for  other  objects  have  been  given 
to  the  amouut  of  $51.27.  Good,  enduring  work  is  being  done  in  these 
two  places. 

The  great  work  of  the  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole  at  Gethsemane  Church, 
Marion,  this  year  has  been  the  pushing  forward  of  the  building  of  the 
new  stone  church,  which  he  says  will  be  scarcely  ready  by  the  time  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.     There  is  a  new  field  opening 
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in  the  western  part  of  Marion  where  Mr.  Cole  thinks  a  mission  should 
at  once  be  established,  so  that  the  Church  could  be  the  first  on  the 
ground.  Services  are  held  Sunday  afternoons  at  the  Soldiers1  Home, 
where  there  is  an  attendance  of  150  to  200,  and  where  there  are  very  few 
who  are  at  all  acquainted  with  the  Church.  The  hospital  with  about 
one  hundred  patients  is  visited  once  or  twice  weekly.  On  May  5,  the 
Bishop  and  Mr.  Cole  visited  Bluffton. 

St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  has  been  well  served  notwithstanding  several 
changes  of  administration.  Regular  services  were  held  each  Sunday  by 
the  late  Priest  in  charge,  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Wall,  from  Easter,  1890, 
until  the  day  of  his  resignation,  October  ist,  then  the  services  were 
continued  by  the  lay  reader,  Mr.  Prentiss,  a  student  in  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  in  the  same  rented  room,  Royal  League  Hall, 
up  to  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  new  church  by  the  Bishop,  on 
December  22d,  1890.  From  the  beginning  of  January  to  May  zst  the 
services  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Phillipps,  who  had  been  put 
temporarily  in  charge.  Since  then  the  work  has  been  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  Henry  B.  Collier,  a  Deacon,  Mr.  Phillipps  still  continuing  to  cele- 
brate the  Holy  Communion  once  a  month.  Mr.  Phillipps  baptized  six 
children  and  presented  seven  persons  for  confirmation.  He  aUo  visited 
fifty  families.  He  takes  this  opportunity  of  stating  that  his  four  months 
of  duty  in  Hammond  were  rendered  in  tvery  way  most  pleasant,  owing 
to  the  courteous  and  fatherly  readiness  of  the  Bishop  to  advise,  the 
hearty  willingness  of  the  officers  of  the  church  to  ac:ept  the  Priest'6 
suggestions  in  the  spirit  that  prompted  them,  and  the  evident  anxiety  of 
the  people  to  listen  to  6ome  instruction,  and  to  work  zealously  and  har- 
moniously for  the  Church's  well  being  —  for  all  of  which  Laus  Deo  sit, 

Decatur,  Hartford  City,  Oxford  and  Ontario  have  been  visited  by 
the  Bishop. 

This  completes  the  account  of  the  Northern  Convocation.  We 
turn  now  to  the  Southern,  the  Rev.  Charles  Morris,  Dean,  and  begin 
with  Mr.  Abbott. 

Missionary  work  has  been  done  at  Petersburgh,  and  Mt.  Vernon  by 
the  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  Rector  of  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Evansville. 
At  Petersburgh  there  are  six  confirmed  persons.  The  Church  owns  no 
property  in  this  place  and  has  not  yet  obtained  a  good  footing.  Occa- 
sional cottage  services  have  been  held.  Breathing  the  true  spirit  of  the 
missionary,  Mr.  Abbott  says,  "Though  the  Church  in  Petersburgh  is 
apparently  gaining  no  ground,  souls  there  are  there  who  will  ever 
remain  loyal  to  their  spiritual  Mother,  and  the  missionary  in  charge 
expects  to  continue  his  visitations  and  regular  cottage  services  believing 
that  God  in  His  own  appointed  time  and  way  will  give  these  people  a 
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Church  home  of  their  own."  Mr.  Abbott  reports  that  St.  John's,  Mt. 
Vernon  is  in  a  progressive  condition.  The  ladies,  to  whom  the  men  at 
length  have  given  assistance,  have  raised  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  $350. 
A  lot,  50  by  135  feet,  has  been  purchased  for  $300.  Subscriptions  for 
building  have  been  lately  raised  to  the  extent  of  $600.  There  are  now 
thirty-one  baptized  members,  and  eighteen  confirmed  persons.*  The 
Bishop  confirmed  seven  of  these  this  year.  Mr.  Abbott  has  also  visited 
Princeton,  where  the  "Air  Line"  shops  are  being  located.  There  are 
twelve  confirmed  persons.     There  is  need  of  regular  work  here. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  Harmony,  has  had  a  good  year.  Rev.  A. 
K.  Glover  was  appointed  to  this  field  early  in  last  December.  He 
served  the  mission  two  months  conducting  services  there  with  success 
every  other  Sunday.  The  Sunday-school  grew  from  very  small  begin- 
nings to  a  membership  of  fifty.  The  Rev.  Charles  Morris,  Dean,  reports 
that  he  has  been  to  New  Harmony  regularly  since  the  last  Diocesan 
Convention.  The  work  has  been  remarkably  successful.  The  church 
building  has  been  painted.  Its  interior  has  been  tastefully  papered. 
The  pews  have  been  freshly  varnished,  and  the  church  floor  has  been 
newly  carpeted.  The  ladies  of  the  mission  have  furnished  the  chancel 
with  the  Ecclesiastical  colors.  A  bell  has  been  bought  and  a  belfry 
erected.  The  services  are  well  attended.  There  has  been  fifty-three 
baptisms  and  twenty-four  confirmations.  "All  that  is  needed,"  con- 
cludes Mr.  Morris,  "  is  a  regular  pastor  to  make  the  mission  self- 
supporting,  for  the  commendable  and  prospering  work  reported  is  due 
entirely  to  the  zeal  and  the  faithful  work  of  the  members  of  the  mission.'" 

Vevay  in  Switzerland  county,  on  the  Ohio,  was  visited  once  during 
the  year  by  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Heermans,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Madison, 
in  company  with  the  Bishop.  The  choir  of  the  church  accompanied  the 
party  on  its  sail  up  the  river,  and  helped  to  give  a  good  service  to  the 
large  congregation  that  assembled  in  the  Court  House  of  Vevay. 

The  Rev.  J.  Gorton  Miller  writes  from  Columbus,  "The  work  is 
fairly  prosperous,  and  the  attendance  at  services  good.  The  people  of 
the  congregation  are  united,  and  harmonious  and  faithful  in  work." 
Sunday,  May  31st,  the  Bishop  made  a  visitation  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  Mr.  Miller  has  also  several  times  visited  Seymour  and 
Greensburg,  having  held  a  parlor  service  at  the  latter  place  with  good 
attendance. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  Cass  Birch  sends  an  interesting  account  of  his 
work  at  St.  Matthew's,  Worthington.  His  work  has  demanded  time.  He 
has  held  three  services  every  Sunday  and  evening  prayer  Fridays.  There 
have  been  fifteen  baptisms.  In  describing  his  work  he  says,  "First  I 
have  lived  a  godly  life  in  this  parish.     Such  a  life  was   needed  here.     I 
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have  visited  from  house  to  house,  have  taught  the  children,  I  have 
preached  a  pure  gospel,  and  have  watched  and  prayed  without  ceasing.  I 
have  visited  the  sick,  both  in  the  Church  and  out  of  it,  and  have  buried  the 
dead,  both  of  those  in  the  Church  and  of  those  outside  of  it.  Church 
literature  has  been  distributed  in  homes  that  have  been  bitter  against  the 
Church.  I  have  been  firm  in  every  step  I  have  taken,  and  for  this  I  am 
respected  by  outsiders.  My  heart  is  in  my  Sunday-school,  for  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  parish. 

North  Vincennes  has  been  served  since  April  1st  by  the  Rev.  C. 
Graham  Adams,  D.  D.  Services  are  held  every  Thursday  evening  in 
St.  John'6  Chapel.  Occasionally  morning  prayer  is  said  at  the  school. 
The  day  school  is  progressing  favorably.  Dr.  Adams  is  in  correspon- 
dence with  the  people  at  Washington,  looking  to  the  establishment  of 
services  there. 

St.  Mark's,  Aurora,  which  has  been  most  of  the  year  vacant,  has 
been  put  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  William  Lund. 

Salem,  Corydon,  and  Bloomington  have  been  looked  after  by  the 
Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany.  Mr.  Nicholas  has 
held  one  service  and  celebrated  the  Communion  at  Corydon.  He  has 
held  one  service  at  Bloomington.  He  obtained  the  assistance  of  the 
Rev.  W.  H.  Bamford  who  held  one  service  each  at  Salem  and  Blooming- 
ton. With  a  view  to  the  arousing  of  Church  interest,  papers,  tracts,  and 
notices  of  services  have  been  distributed. 

Thu6  much  for  Dean  Morris's  jurisdiction.  We  turn  now  to 
that  of  Dr.  Jenckes,  and  begin  with  the  work  of  Mr.  Engle. 

St. Philip's, Kennard;  St.  Mary's,  Wilkinson;  Trinity,  Connersville; 
Holy  Spirit,  Knightstown,  and  the  mission  at  Rushville  are  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle.  Services  are  held  at  Kennard  and 
Connersville  morning  and  evening  on  alternate  Sundays,  at  Wilkinson 
every  other  Sunday  afternoon,  and  at  Rushville  and  Knightstown  occa- 
sionally. The  attendance  on  these  services  has  been  very  good,  at  Ken- 
nard frequently  filling  every  seat.  The  service  of  an  orchestra  in  con- 
nection with  the  Church  organ  has  added  much  to  the  interest  of  the 
worship  of  Kennard  Sunday  evenings.  In  Kennard  and  Wilkinson  the 
Church  is  on  Virgin  soil  and  development  is  slow  but  the  outlook  is 
promising.  Prejudice  and  antagonism  are  giving  way  andthe  Church's 
methods  are  gaining  acceptance  and  appreciation.  Trinity,  Conners- 
ville, is  a  parish  now  forty  years  old,  but  it  was  more  prosperous  in  its 
first  years  than  it  has  ever  been  since.  Only  sixty-eight  persons  have 
ever  been  confirmed  in  all  its  history.  It  was  closed  at  one  time  for 
seven  years.  It  has  now  twenty-two  communicants.  Under  Mr.  Engle's 
good  management  and  earnest    work  the  people  have  rallied,  the   old 
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church,  which  is  really  a  good  building,  has  been  repaired,  painted,  and 
considerably  refurnished.  There  have  been  three  baptisms  and  two 
comfirmations.  At  Knightstown  the  Church  owns  an  unincumbered 
lot,  but  with  no  present  prospect  of  building.  Special  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  excellent  Sunday-school  at  Kennard,  conducted  on  strict 
Church  lines  and  having  an  average  attendance  of  fifty-one. 

Services  have  been  held  in  Shelbyville  the  third  Thursday  in  each 
month  by  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis.  The  Christian 
Church  of  the  town  has  been  hired  for  that  purpose.  There  are  twenty- 
seven  communicants  in  this  mission,  all  ardently  working  in  its  interest, 
and  all  thoroughly  enjoying  the  privileges  of  Church  services.  There 
have  been  six  baptisms.  On  the  28th  of  May  the  Bishop  paid  a  visita- 
tion, preached,  and  confirmed  nine  persons.  Nearly  two  hundred  dol- 
lars are  in  hand  and  two  or  three  hundred  dollars  more  were  offered  the 
night  of  the  Bishop's  visitation,  if  it  6hould  be  the  intention  to  build. 
In  no  long  time  there  will  be  a  Church  building  and  a  missionary  in 
Shelbyville. 

The  Rev.  James  W.  Foulston  finds  his  work  in  St.  James,  New 
Castle,  besel  with  not  a  few  difficulties.  But  with  patience  on  his  own 
part,  and  by  kindness  and  wise  counsel  for  the  people  he  has  overcome 
to  a  considerable  degree  the  difficulties  of  the  field.  The  Sunday-school 
is  the  strength  and  the  consolation  of  the  parish.  Six  scholars  were  lately 
admitted  to  the  Roll  of  Honor.  There  have  been  seven  baptisms  and 
ten  confirmations.  The  Christian  character  and  the  wise  methods  of 
Mr.  Foulston  will  be  a  blessing  to  the  work  in  New  Castle. 

The  Rev.  A.  K.  Glover  entered  into  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Craw- 
fordsville,  on  Ash  Wednesday  last.  The  morning  congregations  have 
grown  from  twenty-five  to  fifty,  the  evening  from  ten  to  fifty,  with  an 
occasional  attendance  of  200.  The  Bishop  has  confirmed  six,  and  bap- 
tized five,  Mr.  Glover  having  himself  baptized  one;  the  mission  has  two 
working  societies.  The  church  building  is  soon  to  be  entirely  renovated. 
Crawfordsville  is  the  seat  of  Wabash  college,  a  Presbyterian  institution, 
so  that  Mr.  Glover  finds  the  Church  located  in  a  very  bleak  atmosphere, 
44 yet  with  God's  help,"  he  says  bravely,  "I  hope  to  build  up  a  strong 
church  here." 

From  St.  John's,  Rockville,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley,  Rector  of  St 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  reports  that  he  has  held  services  once 
every  two  weeks.  "  Here,"  he  says,  "  as  you  know,  we  have  a  prettv 
little  church,  which  is  paid  for.  The  band  of  Churchmen  is  small,  but 
loyal  and  enthusiastic.  The  services  seem  appreciated  by  those  outside 
of  the  Church,  and  there  is  always  a  goodly  number  present.  I  think,'* 
he  continues,  "  that  the  Church  is  taking  a  sure  hold  in  the  community. 
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I  trust  and  believe  that  a  good  foundation  is  being  laid,  and  that  the 
next  few  years  will  bring  about  considerable  accessions  to  the  number  of 
communicants."  Mr.  Stanley  also  labors  in  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Terre 
Haute.  Here  a  good  Sunday-school  is  conducted  by  Mr.  George  Long- 
man. The  nucleus  is  being  formed  in  this  mission  of  a  possibly  self- 
supporting  parish.  Its  work  is  now  principally  among  the  employes  of 
a  neighboring  rolling  mill. 

Covington  was  served  by  the  Rev.  William  Willson  from  June  to 
January.     Services  were  held  one  Sunday  in  each  month. 

At  Trinity  Mission,  Anderson,  the  Rev.  J.  Aubrey  McGlone  is 
doing  a  courageous  and  a  successful  work.  He  has  made  the  work  of 
the  Church  a  matter  of  public  concern  in  the  town.  He  has  won  to 
himself  the  interest  of  all  people  irrespective  of  their  religious  affilia- 
tions. That  which  was  thought  impossible  has  been  accomplished. 
Within  the  past  two  months  this  mission  has  purchased  a  lot  large 
enough  for  church  and  rectory,  at  a  cost  of  $1,400.  It  will  commence 
the  erection  of  a  church  as  soon  as  the  Bishop  will  appoint  a  date  for 
the  laying  of  the  corner  stone.  It  will  pay  fo.  the  church  when  com- 
pleted, and  will  then  build  a  rectory. 

Grace  Church,  Muncie,  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
F.  W.  Henry,  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Antrim,  who  entered 
upon  his  work  in  this  parish  about  a  month  since. 

At  Illinois  and  Twenty-second  streets,  Indianapolis,  the  Rev.  Geo. 
E.  Swan,  Rector  of  Grace  Cathedral,  started  a  Sunday-school  and  even- 
ing service,  the  service  and  a  sermon  following  immediately  after  the 
school  each  Sunday  afternoon.  This  commendable  enterprise  met  with 
excellent  success,  resulting  in  a  school  of  twenty-five  pupils  and  five 
teachers,  with  a  Bible  class  of  adults.  Mr.  Swan  baptized  stveral  chil- 
dren of  the  mission,  and  thinks  there  is  good  promise  for  the  Church  at 
this  point. 

The  Rev.  Jos.  S.  Jenckes,  LL.  D.,  Dean  of  the  Central  Convoca- 
tion, reports  that  he  has  held  weekly  services  at  St.  James's  Chapel,  and 
occasional  services  at  other  times  there.  He  has  held  monthly  services 
at  Plainfield.  During  the  current  Convention  year  he  has  officiated  at 
eleven  different  places  in  the  Diocese.  At  private  houses  and  other 
places  outside  of  churches  he  has  officiated  twenty -five  times. 

All  Saints',  Brightwood,  lying  North-east  of  Indianapolis,  has  held 
its  own.  The  Rev.  E  G.  Hunter,  Rector  of  Holy  Innocents1,  Indian- 
apolis, reports  having  held  regular  Sunday  afternoon  services  there 
during   the  past  year.     The  church  has  been  renovated.     Its  debt  has 
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been  so  much  reduced  that  it  can  be  easily  paid  off  the  coming  year. 
Mr.  Hunter  has  also  visited  the  district  north  of  Woodruff  Place  and 
thinks  there  is  a  place  here  for  a  mission  that  would  grow  into  impor- 
tance. 

The  Rev.  John  Brann,  minister  in  charge  of  St.  George's,  Indian- 
apolis, reports  excellent  work.  Improvements  to  the  value  of  $200  have 
been  made.  The  Sunday-school  has  an  average  attendance  of  115,  with 
probably  the  largest  and  best  infant  class  in  the  Diocese.  Thirteen 
cottage  meetings  have  been  held.  Educational  classes  are  conducted 
two  evenings  in  the  week.  There  have  been  thirteen  baptisms  and 
twenty-five  confirmations.  St.  George's  is  moving  rapidly  on  to  inde- 
pendence. Its  income  is  already  over  $400.  Mr.  Brann  has  also  con- 
ducted services  six  times  at  St.  Philip's  mission  in  the  Western  part  of 
the  city. 

St.  Philip's  Mission,  Indianapolis,  is  still  working  on  towards  the 
light,  though  beset  with  many  difficulties  and  discouragements.  Its 
patron,  Mrs.  Reginald  Hall,  is  still  faithful  to  her  purpose  of  minister- 
ing in  behalf  of  our  dear  Mother  Church  to  the  colored  people  of  Indi- 
anapolis. Sunday-school  is  held  every  Sunday,  there  being  thirty 
scholars.  There  is  an  industrial  school  every  Saturday  numbering  forty 
pupils.  St.  Philip's  will  yet  win  its  way  to  recognition  and  to  a  large 
field  of  usefulness. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Purcell,  missionary  at  Frankfort,  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  gave  his  whole  time  to  the  above  mission.  During 
the  remainder  of  the  year  he  has  been  giving  St.  Mary's  Church,  at 
Delphi,  one  service  on  each  Sunday.  During  the  year  four  have  united 
with  the  Church  at  Frankfort.  Between  one  and  two  hundred  dollars 
of  old  debts  have  been  paid,  and  full  Diocesan  apportionment  met. 
Delphi  is  now  hopeful  and  active  and  anxious  for  continuous  services. 
This  church  has  raised  more  than  its  apportionment  twofold,  and  it  is  a 
pleasant  field  to  serve,  says  Mr.  Purcell.  To  the  Orphanage,  Frankfort 
contributed  over  $20,  and  Delphi  sent  in  $14  for  the  same  object. 

Elwood  and  Brazil  were  visited  by  the  Bishop.  This  completes 
the  review  of  the  Central  Deanerv. 

Appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  Diocesan  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  church  at  Hammond,  $200;  for  Trinity, 
Bloomington,  $50;  for  lot  at  Albion,  $65;  for  lot  at  Huntington,  $400; 
for  lot  at  Anderson,  $500;  for  payment  of  old  debt  at  Warsaw,  $75;  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Methodist  church  at  Plainfield,  $100;  for  lot  at 
Aurora,  $500. 
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Promises  have  been  made. for  church  at  Mt.  Vernon,  $200;  for 
church  at  New  Carlisle,  $200;  for  church  at  Albion,  $200;  and  for  lot  at 
Kokomo,  $2tx>. 

There  has  been  paid  out  for  missions,  $2,200.  There  has  been 
received,  $2,100. 

Interwoven  with  these  annals  there  is  an  invisible  and  intangible, 
but  heavenly  element  made  up  of  disappointments  borne  patiently,  of 
privations  meekly  endured,  of  secret  devotions,  of  endless  hopefulness, 
of  rejoicings  over  many  victories,  of  heroic  aggressiveness  born  of  faith, 
and  of  daily  sacrifices  of  body,  mind  and  soul,  which  are  the  outcome  of 
that  God  given  love  of  which  the  Apostle  speaks. 

But  the  visible  is  well  worthy  of  our  close  and  appreciative  obser- 
vation. That  we  may  all  see  this  work  in  its  truly  great  proportions,  I 
have  groupei  together  a  few  statistics.  Let  us  regard  the  missionary 
field  of  this  Diocese  as  a  single  parish,  which  we  will  call  the  missionary 
parish.  It  is  served  by  its  Chief  Pastor,  the  Bishop,  and  twenty  or  more 
assistants.  Within  this  parish  there  have  been  conducted  2,233  services. 
There  have  been  187  baptisms.  There  have  been  presented  to  the  Bishop 
for  confirmation  155  persons.  There  is  in  the  Sunday-school  a  mem- 
bership of  1,175  furnished  with  the  best  of  teachers.  And  in  this  broad 
parish  of  ours  there  are  1,457  communicants.

Is  this  record  not  inspiring?  Does  it  not  show  that  the  Diocese  is 
alive,  alive  on  the  most  aggresive  side?  Does  not  this  record  augur  great 
results  to  come?  These  things  are  inspiring.  They  realize  for  us  vividly 
the  onward  mo/ement  of  the  spiritual  Kingdom.  They  witness  to  the 
truth  that  an  Apostolic  spirit  rests  upon  and  breathes  within  an  Apostolic 
Church.  Is  this  not  our  greatest  Church  interest?  Can  we  be  lukewarm 
to  the  needs  of  this  great  field?  Shall  we  exalt  our  little  parishes  over 
this  one?  Let  us  rather  count  every  obligation  to  her  missionary  work 
as  especially  sacred.  So  shall  we  expand  ourselves  with  the  expansive- 
ness  and  joyous  freedom  of  the  true  Kingdom  of  heaven. 

To  this  end  one  practical  suggestion.  Let  our  Lenten  self-denials, 
and  our  grateful  Easter  offerings  be  consecrated  to  the  missionary  work 
in  this  Diocese,  and  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  world.  Let  us  thus  sustain 
the  souls  and  the  bodies  of  our  faithful  missionary  laborers  in  their 
noble  but  ardious  endeavors  to  make  the  waste  places  blossom  as  the 
rose.  Let  us  thus  hold  up  in  sacrificing  love  the  hands  of  our  great 
Bishop,  whose  heart  in  this  work  is  broader  even  than  the  field  over 
which  God  has  manifestly  called  him  to  minister.

REMARKS  ACCOMPANYING  PAROCHIAL 

REPORTS. 


ANDERSON— TRINITY— Rev.  J.  A.  McGlone,  Missionary. 

A  subscription  amounting  to  $2,500.00  has  been  taken  up,  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  lot  and  building  church.  Out  of  this  sum 
$1,400.00  has  been  expended  for  a  lot,  which  is  centrally  and  very  desir- 
ably located.  The  contract  for  church  has  already  been  let  and  work 
will  begin  in  July.  We  expect  to  have  no  debt  on  church.  We  will 
borrow  money  and  build  rectory  on  completion  of  church. 

ATTICA—GRACE. 

This  mission  has  been  without  service  the  past  year.  The  church 
has  been  rented  and  rent  applied  to  it6  improvement.  We  hope,  at  an 
early  day,  to  have  services  revived. 

AURORA— ST.  MARK'S. 

This  mission  was  vacant  from  the  istgf  October,  1S90.  Rev.  Cecil 
P.  Wilson  has  been  appointed  missionary  and  will  enter  upon  his  duti«s 
the  first  Sunday  in  June,  1891. 

BRISTOL— ST.  JOHN'S— Charles  Turner,  Rector. 

During  the  year  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew's  have  supplied 
the  church  with  kneeling  stools  and  book  racks.  On  Good  Friday,  our 
M.  C.  L.  presented,  at  the  evening  service,  an  elegant  brass  alms  dish. 
The  Young  Ladies'  Auxiliary  lately  gave  an  entertainment,  the  proceeds 
of  which  they  intend  expending  for  the  gilding  of  the  cross  on  the 
church  spire.  It  is  intended,  in  the  near  future,  to  paint  the  outside  of 
the  church.  An  arbor  vita;  hedge  has  lately  been  put  down  on  the  west 
side  of  the  church  yard.  It  is  a  great  improvement  already,  and,  when 
fully  grown,  will  be  still  greater.  During  this  period  more  money  has 
been  contributed  for  church  improvements  than  formerly,  but,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  many  families  have  left  the  parish,  the  communicant  list 
has  been  considerable  reduced. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE-ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  A.  K.  Glover,  Deacon. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  three  ministers  over  this  par- 
ish, and  the  Church  records,  previous  to  the  present  clergyman's  charge 
(since  February  ist),  are  wanting,  to  a  large  extent.     Hence  the  accounts 
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given  above,  cover  mainly  the  time  since  Rev.  A.  K.  Glover  arrived.    The 
above  $83.95  was  the  money  paid  Mr.  Glover  since  February  nth,  1891. 

ELKHART— ST.  JOHN'S— Stephen  E.  Prbxtiss,  Lay  Reader. 

This  report  is  not  as  full  as  I  would  desire  to  make  it,  but  at  this 
parish  has  so  recently  been  reorganized,  it  is,  at  present,  impossible  to 
give  a  better,  or  fuller  report. 

EVANSVILLE— ST.  PAUL'S— Charles  Morris,  Rector. 

The  amount  contributed  to  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  I 
think  is  correct.  There  were  some  individual  contributions  sent  to  you, 
which  I  only  heard  of. 

FORT  WAYNE— TRINITY— Alexander  \V.  Seabrease,  Rector. 

During  the  year  the  interior  of  the  church  has  been  completely 
renovated,  including  new  carpets,  cushions  and  wall  decorations  after 
designs  by  Lamb.  The  chancel  has  been  new  made,  an  oak  and  brass 
rail  presented  as  a  memorial,  two  brass  candelabras  placed  in  the  sanc- 
tuary and  a  beautiful  reredos  of  oak  and  gold  with  panel  painting  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Large.  The  ladies 
have  added  a  complete  dining  room  and  kitchen  to  the  parish  house. 

FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S— J.  J.  Purcell,  Rector. 

For  the  past  four  months  the  missionary  has  been  giving  St.  Mary's 
church,  Delphi,  services  on  Sunday  evening,  the  services  at  Frankfort 
are  therefore  Sunday-school,  morning  prayer  and  sermon  with  holy 
communion  once  a  month,  prayer  and  lecture  on  Wednesday  evenings 
together  with  the  observance  of  Fasts  and  Feasts.  At  this  time  the 
wardenship  of  the  church  is  vacant  so  one  cannot  be  reported. 

GARRETT— EMMANUEL— Thomas  B.  Kemp,  Rector. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God :  I  am  sending  our  report  for  year  ending 
May  31st,  1891.  We  rejoice  to  see  that  God  has  blessed  our  efforts  spirit- 
ually and  in  all  the  secular  work  which  we  have  undertaken  in  His  name 
and  strength,  and  although  we  have  not  a  single  member  that  has  any 
means  aside  from  his  daily  hire,  we  have,  with  the  invaluable  assistance 
ot'  our  busy  Wardens,  Ladies'  Guild,  Young  People's  Guild,  Busy  Bee 
Society,  and  the  free  will  offerings  of  our  brethren,  succeeded  in  realiz- 
ing that  delightful  position  which  enables  us  to  say  we  owe  no  man  any- 
thing, but  to  love  one  another.  To  God  be  the  praise.  We  are  now 
either  going  to  enlarge  the  church  building  or  build  a  parish  house  in 
the  near  future,  but  ere  we  do  this,  the  parish  guilds  have  determined  to 
add  another  room  to  our  rectory,  although  the  incumbent  cesired  to 
proceed  with  other  improvements,  and  spoke  earnestly  on  the  subject. 
The  answer  came  back,  u  We  have  done  as  you  desired  us,  and  now  we 
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must  do  something  for  Mrs.  Kemp."  And  so  it  was  decided  unani- 
mously. The  church  property  here  is  worth,  today,  $100  more  than  it 
was  a  year  ago,  arid  is  said  to  be  the  most  valuable  in  this  growing  city. 
Of  course  we  have  to  contend  with  a  capricious,  moving  population,  and 
all  we  can  do  here  is  to  add  to  the  Church  those  who  shall  be  saved,  yet 
we  can  not  keep  them  long,  but  they  go  forth  to  work  in  other  parts  of 
the  vineyard.  For  example,  today,  I  give  letters  to  two  communicants 
to  California,  and  within  a  few  days  I  shall  send  three  others  to  Pennsyl- 
vania; and,  in  losing  them,  it  cripples  our  work  most  seriously.  But 
the  dear  Lord  has  promised  that  "  as  thy  day,  so  shall  thy  strength  be." 
And  we  believe  it,  for  we  have  ever  found  Him  with  us  in  every  time  of 
need,  and  so  in  His  strength  we  go  on,  nothing  doubting  but  in  due  time 
we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not.  Faithfully  as  ever,  your  son  and  servant 
in  His  Holy  Church. 

GREEN  CASTLE—ST.  JOHN'S. 

This  parish  has  been  without  regular  services  the  past  year.  Rev. 
Dr.  Jenckes  has  held  a  few  week  day  services.  The  mission  has  suffered 
by  removals.     Mr.  Glover  will  minister  as  he  has  opportunity. 

GOSHEN— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  James  B.  Mead,  Rector. 

The  parish  is  in  a  much  more  promising  condition  than  a  year  ago. 

JEFFERSONVILLE— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  W.  H.  Bamford,  Rector. 

I  took  charge  in  October  last.  The  plans  for  the  new  church  have 
been  approved  and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  building  without  delay. 

LAFAYETTE— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  Edwin  A.  White,  Rector. 

Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  parish  I  am  unable  to 
gixe  a  complete  statement  of  the  amounts  contributed  by  the  parish  for 
Diocesan  Missions  and  for  Diocesan  Assessment.  The  Sunday-school 
has  contributed  $8.51  for  Diocesan  Missions  (one-half  of  Lenten  boxes.) 

LAGRANGE— ST.  JOHN'S— H.  G.  Webster,  Lay  Reader. 

July  and  August,  1890,  Mr.  Edwajd  Saunders  served  as  lay  reader. 
From  September,  1890  to  June,  1891,  Herbert  G.  Webster,  a  Postulant 
for  Orders,  served  as  lay  reader  and  superintendent  of  Sunday-school. 
The  ladies  have  greatly  improved  the  interior  of  the  church  and  added 
to  its  furniture.  Mr.  Webster  will  continue  to  serve  this  mission.  On 
Easter  Dr.  Spaulding  gave  a  service  and  Communion.  The  Bishop 
officiated  several  times  and  gave  Communion  twice  during  his  sojourn 
at  Bishopthorpe  Park. 

LA  WRENCEBURG— TRINITY. 

This  mission  has  been  without  services  the  greater  part  of  the  past 
year.     Rev.  Cecil  P.  Wilson  will  resume  services  here  in  June. 
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LOGANSPORT— TRINITY— Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  late  Rector. 

This  report  is  for  ten  months,  from  June  ist,  iSqo,  till  the  close  of 
my  rectorship,  April  ist,  1891.  I  held  services  ten  times  outside  the 
parish,  at  English  Lake  and  other  places.  Offerings  were  made  for 
Church  Building  Funds  but  have  been  reckoned  in  with  current  expenses 
of  parish.  I  have  not  full  memoranda  of  details  with  me.  The  Warden 
may  send  a  report  for  the  last  two  months  on  account  of  Convention 
Assessment. 

Besides  the  foregoing  the  Daughters  of  the  King  have  raised  and 
expended  from  $25  to  $30.  Some  portion  of  it  was  sent  abroad  on  benev- 
olent purposes.  I  left  the  parish  in  a  good  state.  The  last  day  I  offici- 
ated, Easter,  there  was  an  offering  of  $155.  And  at  the  Harvest  Home 
Festival  the  offering  of  $15  and  the  Easter  offering  were  expended  on 
themselves.  Their  gifts  seem  to  rest  largely  upon  the  personal  effort  of 
the  rector  for  them,  rather  than  upon  a  sense  of  personal  obligation  to 
God  as  Churchmen.  In  fact  little  work  is  done  outside  the  regular 
routine  the  rector  imposes. 

MARION— GETHSEMANE— Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  Rector. 

We  have  this  day  (May  23d,  1S91)  completed  the  stone  work  on 
our  new  church.  It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  all  of  us  that  we  are 
nearing  Church  home.  Our  people  are  united  and  the  future  is  full  of 
promise  for  us  here  in  Gethsemane.  Pews  are  all  ready,  the  carpet  is 
made,  and  we  can  hope  for  an  opening  at  an  early  day. 

MICHIGAN  CITY— TRINITY— Rev.  H.  Baldwin  Dean,  Rector. 

The  reports  of  services  and  Rector's  salary  are  from  November  ist, 

1590,  the  date  at  which  the  Present  Rector  began  his  work  in  this  parish, 
to  June  ist,  1891. 

MISHAWAKA— ST.    PAUL'S— Rev.    Augustine   Prentiss,    Rector. 
I  have  been  in  charge  but  eight  months. 

MUNCIE— GRACE— Rev.  Jas.  A.  Antrim,  Rector. 

This  parish  was  vacant  from   December    ist,  1S90,   to   April   20th, 

1591.  Services  were  kept  up  by  lay  reading  and  visits  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Birch  of  Worthington,  and  Rev.  William  Willson  of  Lafayette,  Rev.  J. 
A.  McGlone  of  Anderson,  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Foulston  of  New  Castle  also 
visited  the  parish  one  Sunday  each.  Can  not  give  the  amount  of  Com- 
munion alms  or  number  of  services  held. 

NEW  ALBANY  -ST.  PAUL'S-  Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rector. 

The  people  have  worked  admirably  this  present  year  and  God  has 
blessed  their  effort.  The  parish  has  purchased  a  fine  corner  lot  for  the 
new  church,  at  a  cost  of  $4,300  of  which  one  payment  of  $1,500  has  been 
paid. 
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NEW  CASTLE— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  James  William  Foulston, 
Rector. 
I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  Church  work  in  the  parish  is  in  a  pro- 
gressive condition.  The  erroneous  impression  which  prevailed  very 
widely  in  the  parish  a  year  ago;  namely:  that  the  services  at  St.  James's 
exhibited  a  strong  Popish  tendency,  appears  to  have  yielded  to  corrector 
knowledge,  and  now  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  those  services  are  regarded 
with  respectful  attention.  They  are  uncompromising  in  their  Episco- 
pal character  nevertheless  their  thoroughly  scriptural  teaching  is  fully 
recognized  and  candidly  admitted. 

PERU— TRINITY— Rev.  Otway  Colvin,  Rector. 

We  have  made  considerable  progress  financially  during  the  past 
year.  The  people  have  contributed  liberally  for  the  support  of  the 
parish  and  the  Guilds  have  been  very  successful  in  their  work. 

PLYMOUTH— ST.  THOMAS'S— Rev.  Wm.  Wirt  Raymond,  Rector. 

The  present  rectorship  began  May  3d,  1891,  after  a  vacancy  of  a 
year  and  a  half.  Very  little  has  been  done  during  the  year,  and  only  an 
imperfect  report  of  the  work  can  be  given.  Services  and  work  are  now 
resumed  with  good  interest  and  much  heartiness.  The  Sunday-school 
has  been  all  the  time  steadfastly  continued  by  faithful  women. 

RICHMOND— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  J.  Everist  Cathell,  Rector. 

The  Fiske  Memorial  Chapel  and  parish  house  will  be  erected  dur- 
ing the  Summer  and  the  church  edifice  will  be  thoroughly  repaired  and 
improved.  The  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital  have  purchased  the 
property  hitherto  occupied  by  them  for  $6,000  of  which  they  have  raised 
more  that  half. 

SOUTH  BEND— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  Rector. 

I  have  been  in  charge  of  this  parish  since  October  5th,  1S90,  a  mere 
name;  as  there  was  nothing  left  upon  which  its  most  devoted  adherants 
could  build  even  a  hope  of  resuscitation.  The  figures  but  faintly  convey 
the  results. 

VINCENNES— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  Rector. 

The  present  rector  entered  upon  duty  April  1st,  1S91,  and  as  the 
parish  was  vacant  about  six  months,  the  above  report  is  very  imperfect, 
especially  that  part  of  it  relating  to  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions.  The  parish  has  lost  many  of  its  best  members  but  is  never- 
theless in  a  healthy  state.  St.  John's  Mission  and  Parochial  School  are 
very  interesting  parts  of  the  work.  The  Rector  has  also  undertaken 
mission  work  at  Washington  and  is  holding  services  in  the  C.  P.  church. 
The  people  have  cordially  received  t/.e  Rector  and  his  family  and  prom- 
ise him  their  hearty  support. 
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WARSAW—ST.  ANDREWS— Rev.  Charles  Turner,  Rector. 

Through  the  kindness  of  outsiders  and  the  Bishop  the  old  debt, 
dating  as  far  back  as  1867  has  been  at  length  cancelled,  much  to  the 
relief  of  the  Rector  and  his  small  flock.  If  by  some  means  it  could  be 
arranged  to  have  more  frequent  services  the  parish  might  even  vet  look 
up.  The  constant  presence  of  a  resident  Missionary  is  urgently  needed 
in  this  stronghold  of  Puritanism  and  religious  indifference. 

WORTHINGTON— ST.  MATTHEW'S- Rev.  Lewis  Cass  Birch, 
Rector. 
I  have  this  year  had  many  discouragements  in  different  ways. 
Have  done  the  best  I  could.  Our  people  are  not  rich.  Failure  of  crops 
has  been  against  our  business.  Men  find  it  quite  difficult  to  meet  all 
demands.  The  encouraging  feature  is,  our  services  are  pleasant  again, 
for  which  none  are  more  grateful  than  the  Rector.  Sunday-school  never 
was  in  better  condition,  not  large,  but  good.  Some  day  will  tell  for  the 
Church  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese.  All  glory  be  to  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church. 


CLERICAL  REPORTS. 


DEAF  MUTE   MISSIONS. 

Rev.  Austin  W.  Mann,   In  Charge. 

To  the  Rt.  Rex\  David  Buel  Knickerbocker ,  D.  D.t 

Bishop^  Diocese  of  Indiana: 

I  respectfully  report  having  held  services  for  deaf  mutes  during  the 
Conventional  year  just  closed  at  the  following  places: 

Christ  Church  and  the  State  School  for  Deaf  Mutes,  Indianapolis; 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville;  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute;  St. 
Paul's  Church,  New  Albany;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond;  St.  John's 
Church,  Crawfordsville;  Trinity  Church,  Connersville;  Trinity  Mis- 
sion, Anderson;  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  Monticello;  in  a  grove 
at  Vawter  Park,  on  Turkey  Lake,  Kosciusko  county. 

The  congregations  have  been  large  and  encouraging.  Two  deaf 
mutes  came  eighty  miles,  from  Monon,  to  the  service  at  Crawfordsville. 
Deaf  mutes  came  from  the  adjoining  counties  to  the  services  at  Monti- 
cello,  Connersville  and  Vawter  Park,  at  which  latter  point  several  Church 
people,  including  Prof.  Morrow,  our  lay  reader  and  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  have  Summer  houses.  Deaf  mutes  from  Edgar  county,  111., 
came  to  the  service  at  Terre  Haute.  I  could  go  on  instancing  evidences 
of  interest  in  the  Church's  blessed  service  in  silent  sign  language.  Cer- 
tainly our  deaf  mute  brethren  set  a  noble  example  by  coming  such  great 
distances  to  worship  together. 

I  attended  the  second  reunion  of  the  Indiana  Deaf  Mute  Alumni 
Association,  held  last  August  at  the  Institution,  Indianapolis,  and  was 
re-elected  President.  Near  the  close  of  the  session  I  baptized  a  silent 
couple  and  their  hearing  and  speaking  child  from  near  Thornton,  Boone 
county.  About  two  hundred  graduates  of  this  Institution  were  in 
attendance.

1  (confirmed   in    England.)     Total,  63. 
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I  have  served  other  Dioceses  besides  Indiana.  Total  of  baptisms 
during  the  year,  30;  confirmations,  42.     Services  held,  181. 

Baptisms  in  sixteen  years,  553;  total  of  communicants  at  present 
writing,  432 ;  marriages,  54. 

Hundreds  of  prayer  books  and  tracts  have  been  distributed,  which 
have  done  blessed  service. 

Besides  the  Indiana  deaf  mute  reunion,  I  attended  one  held  at 
Pittsburgh  last  June.  On  invitation  I  acted  as  chaplain  of  the  silent 
convention  held  at  Toronto,  Ontario,  when,  besides  conducting  the 
usual  services,  I  baptized  six  hearing  children  of  deaf  mute  parents. 

In*  August  I  attended  the  twelfth  National  Convention  of  Educators 
of  the  Deaf  held  in  New  York  city. 

Following  is  the  report  of  my  assistant,  Prof.  Nathaniel  Field  Mor- 
row, B.  A.,  who  has  been  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

"On  Sunday,  November  23d,  1890.  at  four  o'clock,  in  the  chapel  of 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  I  conducted  my  first  service  as  lay  reader 
to  deaf  mutes.  The  attendance  was  very  satisfactory  indeed,  and  has 
been  since.  Since  then  services  have  been  conducted  at  that  hour  Sun- 
day after  Sunday,  except  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mann  has  been  in  the  city 
officially,  and  on  one  occasion  when  I  was  called  away  by  the  sickness  of 
my  father. 

Gratitude  is  due  our  dear  Bishop  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ranger,  as  well 
as  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  for  their  interest  in  our  mission  in  this 
city;  also  to  the  Rev.  A.  \V.  Mann  for  his  valuable  influence  and  active 
assistance  in  bringing  success  to  our  efforts.  To  his  untiring  energy 
and  zeal  we,  as  well  as  the  deaf  mutes  at  large,  are  greatly  indebted.  We 
are  grateful  to  the  Church  for  sending  among  us  one  of  our  own  who 
has  gladlv  made  every  possible  sacrifice  to  meet  our  spiritual  needs."

I  itcld  missionary  services  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  in 
Covington,  until  January,  1691.  Also  attended  one  funeral  service  there 
in  November,  iS<_p.  The  contributions  of  the  mission  will  be  reported 
by  the  otllcers  of  the  same. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  in  July 
and  Augu>t,     I  held  two  funeral  services  in  said  parish. 

On  Sunday,  November  16th,  I  held  services  in  Trinity  Church, 
Logansport.  On  Christmas  I  held  a  >ervice  in  St.  John's,  Lafayette, 
the  Rector  being  sick. 
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I  commenced  holding  services  in  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  on  Palm 
Sunday,  continuing  them  for  four  weeks,  during  which  time  I  held  some 
twenty  services,  administering  the  Holy  Communion  four  times. 

On  Whitsunday  I  held  services  in  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  in  the 
morning  and  in  St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  in  the  evening. 

During  the  year  I  have  helped  in  the  services  at  St.  John's  Church, 
Lafayette. 

During  the  year  I  have  preached  30  times;  held  Holy  Communion, 
10  times ;  funeral  services,  4  times.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  during  the  year  just  ended  I 
have  been  engaged  in  the  exercise  of  my  ministry  as  stated  supply,  offici- 
ating in  the  Dioceses  of  Michigan,  Chicago,  Quincy,  and  Milwaukee 

During  the  week,  for  many  months,  I  have  been  teaching  in  the 
capacity  of  private  tutor.

At  Albion,  Noble  County,  we  have  given  alternate  week  evening 
services  up  to  January,  when  the  running  of  trains  made  it  impossible 
for  us  to  do  so,  it  taking  nearly  two  days  time  to  visit  and  return.  We 
have  now  trains  so  that  we  can  go  and  return  the  same  evening,  and 
have  resumed  our  services.  The  mission  is  very  weak,  but  we  have  an 
excellent  lot  and  will  hope  to  get  up  a  small  building  in  the  near  future. 
I  have  baptized  two  infants,  officiated  at  one  funeral,  administered  the 
Lord's  Supper  on  four  occasions,  held  ten  services,  and  visited  the 
members  on  all  my  visits  when  possible. 

In  Columbia  City,  Whitley  County,  I  have  held  two  services  and 
visited  the  membership  on  three  occasions.  Here,  I  am  morally  certain 
that  we  can  accomplish  little  unless  we  can  place  a  resident  missionary 
there,  in  which  event,  I  venture  the  prophecy  that  numbers  who  have 
no  spiritual  homes,  would  give  us  a  strong  nucleus  for  a  good  mission. 

In  Auburn,  DeKalb  County,  I  have  visited  the  sixteen  Church 
members  from  house  to  house  and  essayed  to  hold  cottage  services.  In 
only  one  instance  could  I  succeed  in  getting  an  appointment.     Three 
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or  four  of  the  communicants  come  up  to  Emmanuel  occasionally  for 
service;  and  at  our  Bishop's  visitation,  we  had  a  delightful  service  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  in  the  near  future  we  hope  to  hold  another  such. 
In  Angola,  Steuben  County,  I  have  held  six  services  inclusive  of 
the  Bishop's  visitation  and  the  members  and  others  interested  have 
promised  to  inaugurate  a  series  of  sociables,  as  a  beginning  of  a  fund 
for  church  lot,  having  some  $55  in  hand  for  that  purpose.  I  have 
baptized  two  children  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  once  in 
private.  I  am  to  visit  them  every  month  for  service.  We  have  had 
some  difficulty  in  securing  a  building  for  our  service,  but  we  got  them 
to  agree  to  be  satisfied  with  a  cottage  in  which  to  hold  our  services,  and 
propose  doing  all  we  can  to  help  them  secure  a  room  and  furnish  it  for 
worship,  hoping  to  gain  strength  in  this  way  till  we  get  up  a  small 
church  building.  In  addition  to  the  services  above,  I  have  given  two 
at  Rochester,  one  at  Pleasant  Lake,  two  in  Chicago,  three  in  Hicksville, 
Ohio,  the  latter  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  two  in  my  old  parish  in 
Iowa.  Praying  that  God  will  accept  the  unworthy  services  of  His 
servant  and  vouchsafe  to  His  Church  an  increase  of  souls  redeemed  to 
God  through  Christ  Jesus  our  accepted  Saviour.     Amen.     Amen.

Crawfordsville,  June  2,  '91.

Having  been  assigned  the  duty  of  taking  charge  of  Greencastle,  I 
paid  a  visit  there  on  May  27th. 

The  church  itself  is  in  good  condition  but  the  parish  is  utterly 
broken  down,  only  eight  communicants  being  left  in  the  city,  and  of 
these,  but  one  family  is  faithful  to  the  Church. 

There  is  but  one  way  of  reviving  this  parish,  viz :  By  placing  a  young 
clergyman  in  the  field — one  willing  to  sacrifice  self  to  the  good  of  our 
cause  for  perhaps  a  year.  Those  communicants  still  remaining  are 
luke  warm  and  need  constant  exhortation  to  stand  by  their  confirma- 
tion vows.  At  present  about  $150  could  be  raised  by  a  few  people  per 
annum,  and  if  $300  could  be  added  to  this,  a  single  self-sacrificing 
clergyman  might  be  able  to  sustain  himself  nntil  the  Church  revives. 

There  is  no  advantage  in  holding  week  day  services.  On  the 
occasion  of  my  recent  visit,  although  the  service  had  been  well  adver- 
tized, only  eight  persons  appeared,  only  three  or  four  cf  whom  were 
communicants,  and  only  two   (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arnold)  at  all  interested. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  hold  Sunday  evening  service  once  a  month 
until  something  better  can  be  done. 
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Rev.  D.  G.  Gunn. 

Kokomo,  June  2d,  '91. 
Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop: 

I  arrived  at  Kokomo  May  3d,  '91,  and  took  charge.  Since  then 
with  your  help,  have  been  organizing  the  work. 

I  found,  as  you  know,  neither  church,  rectory  nor  lot  to  build  on. 
We  have  been  searching  for  the  stray  sheep  and  have  found  nearly  sev- 
enty communicants  and  about  sixty  families. 

We  have  a  Sunday-school  pf  sixty,  including  officers  and  teachers, 
a  choir  of  fifteen  singers*  and  we  hope  shortly  to  get  possession  of  a  lot, 
and  I  think  the  good  people  of  Kokomo  will  give  it  to  us. 

I  hope  to  do  a  good  work  here  for  the  Master,  but  up  to  the  present 
I  have  spent  my  time  getting  acquainted  with  the  people. 

Kokomo  has  about  12,000  people,  divided  into  two  sections, 
Kokomo  proper  (which  includes  Central,  North,  East  and  West  Kokomo) 
and  South  Kokomo,  which  includes  all  South  of  the  river.  The  first 
division  contains  8,000  people  and  is  the  old  town.  The  second  contains 
4,000  and  is  the  new  town.  In  order  to  accommodate  both  sections  we 
must  select  a  lot  convenient  to  both.  We  therefore  hope  to  secure  one 
near  the  river,  or  creek  as  it  is  called. 

I  have  only  one  service  (and  Sunday-school)  on  Sunday  morning, 
expecting  to  hold  services  at  Elwood  soon,  in  the  evening. 

I  was  so  fortunate  as  to  be  presented  with  ground  yesterday  at 
Jonesboro  for  a  church  and  rectory,  for  which  I  hope  to  secure  a  deed 
and  put  in  your  hands,  hoping  at  some  future  time  to  build  a  church 
which  can  be  cared  for  by  the  Rector  at  Marion.  Jonesboro  is  thirty 
miles  from  Kokomo,  has  $00  people,  but  new  factories  going  in  there 
will  run  up  the  population  in  a  few  months  to  thousands. 

I  trust  that  God  will  bless  our  efforts  at  these  three  places  for  His 
sake. 


SCHOOL  REPORTS. 


ST.  MARY'S  HALL. 

Indianapolis,  June  3d,  1891. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Knickerbocker,  D,  D.y  Bishop  of  Indiana. 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop:  Since  taking  upon  ourselves  the 
charge  of  this,  the  Diocesan  Schools  for  Girls,  in  February  last,  we 
have  little  to  report. 

We  found  the  school  already  established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Lyon,  with  twelve  boarders  and  forty-five  day  scholars. 

The  new  building  is  a  beautiful  and  substantial  edifice,  with  abun- 
dant light  and  air,  a  credit  to  the  Diocese,  and  admirably  adapted  to  its 
purpose. 

We  are  graduating  a  class  of  six  young  ladies,  who  will  be  a  credit 
to  our  school.  These  will  make  up  the  number  who  have  graduated  to 
twenty. 

We  have  good  promise  for  next  year.  A  most  excellent  staff  of 
teachers  has  been  engaged  and  we  are  able  to  offer  advantages  equal  to 
the  best  schools  in  the  country.  In  a  city  like  this  we  can  employ  spec- 
ialists of  repute  to  supplement  our  staff  of  resident  teachers,  such  as 
could  not  be  obtained  in  small  country  towns.  Our  new  catalogue 
shows  this  more  fullv. 

We  are  anxious  to  build  up  a  large  school  upon  its  own  merits. 
We  believe  we  can  give  the  people  of  Indiana  the  best,  and  more  for 
for  their  money  than  they  can  obtain  elsewhere. 

Our  teachers  of  music  and  art  are  most  excellent  and  their  reason- 
able charges  constitute  our  only  extras. 

The  pupils  have  regularly  attended  service  in  the  Cathedral  and 
have  received  systematic  instruction  in  sacred  things  at  the  school. 
Our  hope  is  to  inculcate  reverence  and  love  in  our  pupils  for  holy  things, 
for  whatsoever  things  are  good  and  right  and  true,  and  for  the  Church 
of  Christ;   to  build  up  sound,  well  rounded  Christian  women.

I  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  Howe  Grammar  School : 

1ST — AS   TO    ATTENDANCE. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  in  attendance  forty-four,  pupils, 
one  of  whom  is  a  theological  student,  and  two  others  are  pursuing 
studies  preparatory  to  becoming  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

2D — AS   TO   INSTRUCTION. 

The  school  has  employed,  during  the  last  year,  four  instructors, 
besides  the  Rector,  who  has  given  much  of  his  time  to  the  class  room,  and 
has  used  for  instruction,  part  of  the  time  of  two  other  officers  who  are 
engaged  as  prefects  in  the  work  of  the  school.  The  teachers  are  gradu- 
ates of  distinguished  institutions.  It  is  believed  that  rarely  do  pupils  of 
any  institution  enjoy  like  advantages. 

3D — AS   TO   RELIGIOUS    INSTRUCTION  AND    CARE. 

Religious  and  moral  training  are  made  the  basis  of  the  work. 
There  are  held  the  daily  morning  and  evening  prayers  of  the  Church, 
shortened  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  school, 

The  school  family  attend  Church  twice  on  Sunday,  and,  on  Sunday 
afternoon  careful  religious  instruction  is  given  to  all  the  pupils  in  classes. 

Of  those  in  attendance  during  the  past  year,  fifteen  are  communi- 
cants. Since  my  last  report,  seven  have  been  confirmed,  five  have  been 
baptized. 

4TH — AS    TO    PHYSICAL    TRAINING. 

Our  gymnasium  is  in  constant  use.  Our  grounds  afford  the  best 
advantages  for  atheletic  sports,  and  base  ball  and  kindred  games  are  zeal- 
ously played. 

The  property  purchased  by  you  upon  Twin  Lakes  is  constantly  used 
for  boating,  fishing,  and  bathing  under  due  oversight. 

5TH—  AS    TO    IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  the  liberality  of  Mrs.  F.  M.  Howe,  we  now  enjoy  the  use  of  gas 
in  every  part  of  the  school  buildings. 

I  have  enlarged  the  gymnasium,  increasing  the  length  by  twenty 
feet,  and  have  added  a  number  of  valuable  instruments  of  exercise. 

About  five  hundred  excellent  books  have  been  purchased  for  the 
library  and  are  in  constant  use  by  the  pupils  of  the  school. 

We  have  still  left,  from  the  gift  by  the  heirs  of  the  Burnell  estate, 
sufficient  to  purchase  over  a  hundred  more.

Gold  medals  have  been  founded  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  by 
James  B.  Howe,  Esq.  and  by  Mrs.  F.  M.  Howe  for  excellence  respectively, 
in  conduct,  declamation  and  in  English.  I  have  founded  a  silver  medal 
for  greatest  improvement  in  gymnastics. 

The  property  has  been  much  improved  by  the  setting  out  of  many 
trees. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  add  that  the  courses  of  study,  carefully  adop- 
ted for  the  school,  will  admit,  on  their  completion  here  by  a  pupil  to  the 
same  departments  in  the  best  colleges  and  universities  in  the  land. 

Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Connecticut;  Hobart  College,  Geneva, 
New  York;  institutions  of  our  own  Church  and  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan, Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  will  accept  our  diplomas  in  lieu  of 
examination. 

It  only  remains  for  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  to  support  cordially  her 
own  school  for  boys,  to  have  one  of  the  best  and  most  successful 
institutions  of  the  country.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

Adopted  June  ioth,  18S7. 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine,  and 
report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  b\  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by 
ballot,  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon 
I,  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business.  (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A 
Committee  on  Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  committees: 
(6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address 
of  the  Bishop,  parochial  and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Committee  on  the 
Permanent   Episcopal    Fund,   and  other   funds  of  the  Diocese.     (S)  A 
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Committee  on  Sunday -school  Work,  confuting  of  three  clergymen  and 
three  lavmen.  who  shall  report  fron  time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in  their 
judgment  may  require  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  his  chair  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rcle  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  house,  unless  he  hare  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and.  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  aodible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rile  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  oi  the  house. 

Ri  le  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  an v  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  anv  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention:  and  on  a  vote  by  orders  the  name  of 
of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  caKed  last. 

Rile  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely 

:o  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it.  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide 
it:  and  motions  for  an*  or  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named. 

Rt  if.  XIV.  A  motion  to  '.ay  or.  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Ri  :.e  XV.  A  motion  to  ad'ourr.  sh.ii:  alway*  be  in  order  and  if 
unuu.ilir.ed.  "ha*.'  be  decided  without  debate.

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  up 
and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention:  (1)  Communications  fron  the  President.  (2)  Reports 
from  Standing  Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in 
order  of  appointment.  (4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.  (5)  Motions  and 
Resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis- 
ion; and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  journal,  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but 
without  the  right  to  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
journal  of  each  Convention. 


ORGANIZATION  OF  VESTRIES 

LAW  OF  INDIANA  AS  AMENDED  1S91. 


3604.  Wardens  and  vestrymen  incorporated.  1.  That  the  war- 
dens and  vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation  of  any  church  in  the 
State  requiring  the  services  of  such  office  and  agents  which  shall  be  or 
have  been  chosen  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  this  Act,  as  well 
as  with  the  canons  or  rules  and  usages  of  such  church,  and  of  whose 
election  a  record  has  been  made  as  thereinafter  provided,  shall  in  con- 
junction with  the  rector  of  such  parish  or  congregation,  constitute  and 
be  deemed  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  of  the  rector, 

wardens  and  vestrymen  of Church,»and  may  also  be  designated  and 

referred  to  as  the  Vestry  of  such  parish  or  congregation.  Such  persons, 
by  their  said  corporate  name,  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  with  like  effect  as  other  persons 
and  corporations. 

3605.  Number  and  term  — Rector,  a  member.  2.  The  number  to 
be  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  nine;  but  the  rector  of  any  parish,  church,  or  congrega- 
tion shall  be,  cx-ojfia'o,  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  the  same,  according  to 
the  rules,  regulations,  and  form  ot  government  01  the  church.  The 
members  of  the  vestry  so  elected  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  arc  duly  chosen,  according  to  the  rules  and  usages  of 
said  church. 

3606.  Certificate  of  election.  3.  At  the  first  and  every  subsequent 
election,  the  officers  appointed  to  take,  count,  and  make  a  full  list  of  the 
votes  given  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  deposit  in  the  Recorder's 
office  of  the  proper  county  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  notice  of  such 
election,  the  time  and  place  where  the  same  was  held,  and  the  name  of 
the  person  elected;  and  the  Recorder  of  such  county  shall  immediately 
make  a  proper  record  of  the  same. 

3607.  Vacancies.  4.  When  any  person  so  elected  shall  refuse  to 
serve,  or  shall  die,  resign,  or  be  removed  from  office,  the  remaining 
members  of  the  vestrv  in  which  such  \acancv  mav  occur  shall  be 
authorized  to  appoint  another  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next 
regular  election. 
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3608.  Change  of  name,  and  number  of  vestrymen.  5.  The  peculiar 
name  of  any  church,  parish,  or  congregation  may  be  altered  or  changed, 
as  also  the  number  of  members  of  any  vestry  (so  that  the  number  be  not 
made  more  nor  less  than  the  number  specified  in  this  Act)  ;  but  the  name 
chosen  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  assumed  until  a 
record  has  first  been  made  of  the  fact  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  the 
proper  county.  Such  change  shall  not  afreet  the  rights  or  liabilities  of 
the  vestry,  parish,  or  congregation,  or  of  other  persons  or  parties. 

3609.  Powers.  6.  The  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  any  church, 
parish,  or  congregation  may  establish  by-laws  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
their  organization.  They  shall  have  power  to  receive  conveyances  of 
lots  or  lands,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
acres,  and  to  hold  the  same  to  their  successors  in  perpetuity,  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  benefit  of  such  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  and  for 
the  uses  declared  in  such  conveyance  or  grant.  They  may  erect  and 
hold  buildings  for  religious  worship,  for  parsonages,  or  for  educational 
or  benevolent  purposes.  They  may  lay  out  and  establish  suitable 
grounds  for  a  cemetery  or  place  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and,  after  the 
plat  thereof  shall  have  been  duly  recorded  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  the 
proper  county,  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  necessary  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  protection  of  such  cemetery.  And  they  may  appoint 
trustees  or  committees,  to  take  charge  of  any  school,  hospital  or 
cemetery  which  they  may  establish,  and  give  directions  concerning  the 
management  of  the  same:  Provided \  however  ^  That  such  appointment 
shall  not  relieve  or  release  such  vestry,  parish,  or  congregation  from  any 
legal  liability  to  which  they  may  be  subject. 

3610.  Personal  Property.  7.  Such  vestry,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  may  also  acquire  and  possess,  for  the  use  of  any  such  parish, 
church,  or  congregation,  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  value  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  may  appropriate  the  same,  and  the 
income  or  interest  thereof,  and  all  other  funds  and  incomes  in  their 
hands  as  such  vestry,  to  the  maintenance  of  religious  worship,  schools, 
libraries,  or  oth  :r  purposes  not  inconsistent  with  the  trust. 

361 1.  Power  to  sell  or  lease.  8.  That  to  more  effectually  earn- 
out  the  object  and  purpose  of  this  Act,  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestry- 
men above  named,  or  the  wardens  and  vestrymen,  when  there  shall  be 
no  rector,  or  a  majority  ot  them,  shall  in  their  corporate  name  have 
power  to  sell,  convey,  lease,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  cor- 
porate property  of  their  parish  or  congregation.  Any  conveyances  of 
such  corporate  property  under  the  power  herein  granted  shall  vest  in  the 
purchaser  thereof  all  the  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  held  by  or  in 
behalf  of  the  parish  or  congregation:     Provided^  That  no  conveyance  or 
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mortgage  hereby  contemplated,  shall  be' valid  for  the  purpose  intended, 
unless  it  shall  have  the  consent  or  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
and  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
expressed  in  writing,  either  endorsed  upon  the  deed  or  mortgage  to  be 
recorded  with  it,  or  by  a  separate  instrument  to  be  acknowledged  and 
recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  the  deed  or  mortgage;  further •,  that  the 
provision  of  this  section  6hall  not  be  construed  to  effect  or  to  authorize 
the  sale  or  mortgage  of  any  gift,  devise  or  bequest  to  such  church, 
parish,  or  congregation,  or  to  the  vestry  thereof,  for  its  exclusive  use, 
nor  to  defeat  the  intention  of  any  grantor,  donor  or  testator  in  relation 
to  property  held  by  the  vestry  for  the  use  of  the  parish  or  congregation. 

3612.  Certificate  as  evidence.  9.  As  between  such  parish,  church, 
or  congregation,  the  vestry  thereof  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them, 
and  any  person  granting  real  estate  thereto  and  all  persons  claiming 
under  him,  the  certificate  of  election  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of 
this  Act  [§  3606]  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  matters  and  things 
therein  recited;  and  as  between  such  parish,  church,  or  congregation, 
the  vestry  thereof  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them,  and  all  other 
persons,  it  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  such  matters. 

3613.  "Vestry  dissolved  —  New  one  elected.  10.  Whenever  any 
parish,  church,  or  congregation  shall  have  elected  a  vestry  in  conformity 
witn  the  provisions.of  this  Act,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  dissolved 
by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  its  members,  a  majority  of 
persons  entitled  to  vote  may.  within  five  years  after  such  dissolution, 
proceed  to  elect  a  new  vestry,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  herein 
contained;  and  such  new  vestry,  after  a  record  of  the  election  shall 
have  been  made,  as  required  in  the  before-mentioned  third  section,  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  may  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  • 
which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  law,  a  vestry  may  do  and  perform. 


SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions, 


Right  Rev.  Father  and  Dear  Friends  of  the 

Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana: 

The  sez'enth  annual  report  of  the  Indiana  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  reminds  us  that  we  are  no  longer  in 
our  infancy,  but  about  to  enter  upon  a  new  period  of  life,  one  let  us 
hope  of  more  rapid  growth,  greater  efficiency  and  more  assured  perma- 
nence. The  work  of  this  year  as  reported  by  our  parish  branches  shows 
in  most  cases  increased  zeal  in  the  extention  of  our  Redeemer's  Kingdom, 
increased  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  missions,  but  these  are  few  com- 
pared with  the  parishes  still  unaroused,  still  apathetic,  still  working  and 
giving  only  for  themselves  or  spasmodically  at  the  Bishop's  visits  or 
when  roused  by  some  specially  earnest  appeal. 

At  nearly  all  the  sessions  of  Convocation  this  year  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  have  been  held.  October  7th  and  Sth  the  Central 
Convocation  met  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette.  On  Wednesday 
f  afternoon  in  an  informal  talk  I  endeavored  to  interest  the  ladies  of  the 
parish  in  our  work  and  to  induce  them  to  reorganize  and  join  our  ranks 
once  more. 

Very  much  to  my  regret  I  was  unable  to  accept  the  cordial  invita- 
tion of  the  rector  of  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  the  Southern  Convocation  in  his  parish,  November  24th  and  25th. 
Mrs.  Nichols,  our  Vice  President,  was  present  and  addressed  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  She  also  met  with  the  Branch  of  St.  Paul's  Church  Jeffer- 
sonville. 

The  second  session  of  the  Central  Convocation  was  held  in  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  January  12th  and  13th.  To  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  arranged  for  4  p.  m.  Tuesday,  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  sent  as  delegate  Mrs.  John  Love:  St.  Paul's,  Mrs, 
S.  E.  Morss;  Grace  Cathedral,  Mrs.  G.  E.  Swan.  Each  of  these  pre- 
sented and  read  semi  annual  report  of  the  work  of  her  parish  Branch. 
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The  report  of  St.  Stephen's  Branch  and  letters  from  the  Secretaries 
of  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  and  Grace,  Muncie,  were  read  by  the  Diocesan 
Secretary,  and  addresses  made  by  the  Bishop,  and  Vice  President,  Mrs. 
Nichols. 

In  February,  Mrs.  Nichols  visited  Evansville  and  reports  reorgani- 
zation of  the  parish  Branch  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 

By  invitation  of  the  rector  of  Trinitv,  Fort  Wavne  she  met  and 
addressed  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  that  parish  during  the  session  of  the 
Northern  Convocation  April   15th. 

We  miss  our  Vice  President  today  but  she  is  not,  we  are  glad  to 
know,  either  on  bed  of  illness  nor  in  far  foreign  land,  only  in  Canada, 
where,  whilst  on  a  lecturing  tour  she  has  been  honored  and  the  Indiana 
Auxiliary  as  well,  by  an  invitation  to  address  meetings  of  the  Canadian 
Branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliarv  at  Montreal  and  Ottawa. 

It  gave  your  Secretary  great  pleasure  to  send  through  her  a  loving 
greeting  from  the  Indiana  Branch  to  their  sister  workers  in  the  great 
Dominion. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Branches  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul's 
and  Grace  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  I  was  enabled  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Pittsburgh  last  October.  The  inspiration 
of  so  grand  a  gathering  of  Bishops,  clergy  and  laity  can  not  be  over- 
estimated, and  I  brought  back  with  me  much  to  inform  and  interest 
those  who  sent  me,  and  other*  also. 

I  have  been  present  at  most  of  the  month! v  missionarv  teas  of  the 
Indianapolis  Branches  and  took  Miss  Spencer's  place  in  Terre  Haute 
where  she  was  unable  to  meet  her  appointment  to  address  the  ladies  at 
their  November  missionarv  tea. 

We  have  been  favored  in  Indianapolis  during  the  past  year  by  the 
visits  or  two  of  our  Missionary  Bishops.  Bishop  Graves  of  the  Platte  in 
October  and  Bishop  Leonard  of  Utah  and  Nevada  in  February.  Miss 
Carter  being  unable  to  till  her  appointments  in  Indiana  last  Autumn 
owini;  to  ill  health,  Miss  Esther  Spencer,  for  seven  vears  a  missionary  in 
China,  took  her  place.  All  who  met  Miss  Spencer  were  charmed  by  her 
quiet  dignity  and  sweetness,  and  impressed  with  her  unselfish  devotion 
and  lo\e  tor  her  work,  and  all  felt  a  sense  of  personal  loss  and  sorrow 
when  the  sad  news  came  at  Faster  tide  that  the  Master  had  called  her  to 
rest  from  her  labors  with  Him  in  Paradise.  Truly  her  works  do  follow 
her,  and  many  a  boy  in  far  oil  China  as  a  Christian  man  will  bless  her 
memory,  and  we  who  listened  to  her  with  so  much  interest  will  not  forget 
the  work   she   loved. 
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The  reports  of  the  parish  Branches  are  as  follows: 

Fort  Wayne,  Trinity. — Before  Easter  this  Branch  revised  its 
constitution,  and  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  letter  from  the 
women  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the  women  of  the  parish.  This  was  printed  and 
together  with  extracts  from  their  annual  report  was  sent  to  each  woman 
of  the  parish.     The  Secretary  savs:     "I  think  some  unusual  interest  was

manifested  at  the  next  missionary  tea  and  perhaps  it  influenced  the  Len- 
ten work  but  I  doubt  if  much  more  monev  was  received  on  account  of

the  appeal  than  would  pay  for  the  printing.1'  The  boxes  sent  out  April 
3d  to  the  Indians  and  to  the  hospital  at  Helena  were  the  results  of  the 
Lenten  work.  The  cash  contributions  have  been :  Mormon  Scholar- 
ship, $40;  Diocesan  Missions,  50  cents;  Annual  Dues,  $1;  Church 
at  Manistee,  Mich.,  $1;  Printing,  $7.75;  Box  expenses,  $12.  Box  was 
sent  July  10th  to  their  beneficiency  in  St.  John's  School,  Logan,  Utah, 
value,  $10;  November  8th  a  box  to  the  same,  value,  $25.25;  April  3d, 
1S91,  a  box  to  White  Earth  Indian  Mission,  value,  $50.87;  same  date 
a  box  to  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Helena,  Montana,  value,  $37.67;  making 
cash,  $111.75;  boxes,   $1089.4;  total, $220.69. 

St.  Margaret's  Guide  gave  to  the  box  for  White  Earth  Mission  arti- 
cles to  the  value  of  $32.  This  Branch  only  numbers  thirty-two  members 
who  pay  as  regular  dues  five  cents  a  month.  Let  us  hope  another  year 
will  see  this  number  doubled.  Mrs.  Thayer,  President;  Mrs.  Alice  P. 
Dryer,  Secretary. 

From  St.  James's,  Goshen,  comes  a  report  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary 
which  sent  a  box  January  3d  to  Miss  Pattie  Claiborne,  Totaro,  Virginia, 
valued  at  $12. 

Indianapolis,  Christ  Ciurch. — This  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  has  held  ten  meetings  since  the  last  annual  report.  As  here- 
tofore these  meetings  with  two  exceptions  have  been  held  in  parlors 
kindly  placed  at  our  disposal  by  ladies  of  the  parish.  Following  the 
program  prepared  in  September,  papers  upon  topics  of  interest  relating 
to  missionary  work  have  been  read,  followed  by  conversation  and  in  some 
instances  music,  recitations  and  selected  readings.  Besides  the  usual 
officers,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  the  President  appoints 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  Secretary  for  each  department,  Diocesan, 
Domestic,  and  Foreign  whose  duty  is  to  present  her  Branch  of  work  on  all 
suitable  occasions  and  to  attend  to  the  preparation  of  boxes  for  hei 
department.  An  annual  membership  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  is  paid. 
At  each  meeting  a  mite  collection  is  taken  for  a  contingent  fund  from 
which  incidental  expenses  are  paid.  Systematic  offerings  of  five  cents 
per  week  and  upward  are  gathered  by  collectors  from  all  who  will  contri- 
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bute,  which  goes  directly  in  cash  to  some  Branch  of  missionary  work  as 
decided  by  vote  at  each  monthly  meeting.     Three  boxes  have  been  filled 
and  sent  during  the  year.     At  Christmas  one  to  the  Wild  Rice  River  Mis- 
sion, Minnesota,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Etta  Knickerbacker,  value,  $115, 
and  one  to  a  Diocesan  Missionary,  value,  $86.     At  Easter  a  box  to  the 
same  missionary,  value,  $59;   Cash  contributions,  Diocesan    Missions, 
$100;   Foreign,  salary  Dr.  Haslep,  $20:   Mormon  Scholorship,  $21.75; 
Contingent   fund,    General   Auxiliary,    $5;    Domestic    Missions,   $25: 
Church  at  Manistee,  Michigan,  $2;   Expenses,  $7.83;  Annual  dues,  $1; 
Delegate   to   Pittsburgh,  $4:  Balance  on  hand  of  contingent  fund,  S3 
cents;   Boxes,  value,  $260;   Cash,  $192.38:  Total,  $452.38;   Miss  C.   H. 
Howland,  President,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Hale,  Secretary. 

Indianapolis,  St.  Paul's. — St.  Paul's  Branch  has  held  ten  meet- 
ings begin ing  September  4th  and  closing  May  30th  with  ever  increasing 
attendance.  At  the  two  last  nearly  fifty  ladies  were  present  and  also 
increasing  interest  in  their  work.  Excellent  papers  have  been  prepared 
and  read  on  topics  relating  to  Church  and  mission  work.  A  good  cus- 
tom prevails  in  this  Branch  of  reminding  the  members  and  inviting 
strangers  by  a  postal  sent  a  day  or  two  before  the  meeting  by  the  Secre- 
tary; to  this  the  good  attendance  is  largely  due.  The  members  pay  their 
dues,  twenty-five  cents  a  month,  usually  at  these  missionary  teas  as  they 
are  called.  Usually  music  or  recitations  follow  the  paper  and  light 
refreshments  are  served.

— Branch  meets  monthly,  and  has 
twenty-three  members  who  pay  five  cents  per  month  dues.  A  good  pro- 
gram was  prepared  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  providing  a  paper  or 
address  at  eight  of  its  meetings.  Owing  to  illness  amongst  its  members 
its  work  has  been  greatly  hindered.  A  package  was  sent  to  Miss  Etta 
Knickerbacker,  valued  at  $1.  $10.90  has  been  raised  making  with  $2.30 
from  last  year,  $13.20.

Terre  Haute,  St.  Stephen's. — The  subscriptions  continuing 
through  the  summer,  at  the  first  meeting  the  Treasury  was  not  quite 
empty.  This  Branch  has  adopted  the  plan  of  the  monthly  missionary 
tea  and  finds  it  works  successfully.  The  Secretary  reports:  "We  met 
for  our  first  tea  October  29th  at  our  President's  hospitable  house  and 
entered  with  zeal  on  our  winter's  work.

As  we  close  our  report  of  this  year's  work  and  turn  to  the  oppor- 
tunities and  responsibilities  of  the  opening  one,  we  see  most  prominent, 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  Diocesan  Missions  and  Diocesan  Church 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Orphans,  but  though  these  claim  our  first  atten- 
tion, we  must  not  forget  the  many,  many  calls  for  help,  the  many  open 
doors,  the  white  harvest  fields  beyond  our  borders;  to  do  this  would 
indeed  be  selfish.  Our  Church  Home  has  become  so  important  as  to 
demand  a  special  place  on  the  program  of  our  annual  meeting,  and  its 
interests  will  be  considered  this  afternoon.  The  work  of  the  Church 
Periodical  Club  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary  will  also  be  then  presented. 
We  have  now  a  few  Branches  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary.  Their  reports 
are  included  in  those  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  belong. 

The  constant  changes  of  our  clergy  and  its  consequence  vacant 
parishes,  is  one  of  the  great  hindrances  to  success  in  our  work.  Today 
we  see  many  new  faces,  we  miss  some  familiar  ones,  we  greet  some  wan- 
derers returned.  Of  all  these  I  ask:  "Will  you  not  help  forward  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana  and  if  on  coming  to  your  parish  you  have 
found  a  Branch  of  the  Auxiliary  existing  will  you  not,  before  organizing 
new  methods,  try  reviving  the  old?"  The  live  working  Branches  we  have 
owe  much  of  their  success  to  the  cordial  cooperation  of  their  rectors. 
The  Bishop  has  again  and  again  expressed  his  desire  that  a  Branch  of 
II 
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the  Woman's  Auxiliary  should  be  organized  in  every  parish  and  mission. 
The  Diocesan  Secretary  is  ready  to  give  all  the  help  in  her  power;  give 
us  yours  also.  There  is  no  parish  or  mission  so  small  or  so  weak  that  it 
could  not  by  a  permanent  organization  accomplish  something  and  this 
small  though  it  may  be  will  help  to  swell  the  aggregate.  If  the  workers 
are  too  few  to  form  a  separate  society,  why  not  give  a  tithe  of  time  and 
earnings,  say  one  meeting  a  month  or  the  first  hour  of  it  read  some  mis- 
sionary literature,  give  a  penny  a  week  if  you  can  do  no  more,  make  or 
mend  some  articles  for  a  missionary  box.  Let  this  be  done  systematic- 
ally, perseveringly,  and  you  will  find  your  reward  in  increased  activity 
and  interest  in  all  parish  work. 

Thankful  for  our  Heavenly  Father's  favor  in  the  past,  trusting  to 
1 1  is  aid  in  the  future,  let  us  go  forward  in  this,  our  Master's  work  in  His 
Name.

Journal  of  Convention. 


Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  7th,  1892. 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Grace  Ca- 
thedral at  8  :oo  o'clock  this  evening,  and  after  even- 
ing prayer  sung  by  Rev.  James  D.  Stanley,  and  Rev. 
J.  Everist  Cathell,  the  Bishop  read  his  ninth  annual 
address,  as  follows : 

Rev,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity : 

For  the  ninth  time  we  meet  in  Diocesan  Convention  to 
confer  together  how  best  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Church 
of  the  Living  God  in  this  jurisdiction  of  Indiana.  I  am  de- 
voutly thankful  for  all  the  mercies  and  blessings  bestowed  upon 
us  during  the  past  year,  and  for  the  generous  friends  that  have 
been  raised  up  to  aid  us  in  doing  the  work  before  us.  The 
longer  we  continue  in  this  work  the  more  are  we  appalled  by 
its  magnitude.  Satisfaction  with  our  small  progress  is 
mingled  with  disappointment  at  the  vast  amount  of  work  left 
untouched.  As  yet  we  are  barely  skimming  over  the  surface 
of  this  vast  missionary  field.  It  is  hard  to  realize  ourselves,  or 
make  others  realize  that  here,  in  the  heart  of  this  great  country, 
in  one  of  its  most  productive  empires,  are  forty  counties 
and  as  many  flourishing  county  towns  with  populations  of  from 
one  to  seven  thousand  souls  and  an  aggregate  of  population 
of  a  million  of  souls  to  whom  this  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church  is  practically  unknown,  and  in  which  are  residing  many 
of  the  Church's  children  without  any  oversight  and  care  from 
their  spiritual  mother.     The  territory  is  so  vast  and  the  means 
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in  hand  so  limited,  that  it  has  been  found,  as  yet,  impossible  to 
provide  for  their  spiritual  needs.  The  progress  made  in  ex- 
tending the  Church  and  establishing  regular  services  in  twenty- 
five  counties  in  the  past  eight  years  with  the  small  means  at 
our  command,  only  shows  what  might  be  done  if  the  Church  at 
home  and  abroad  would  realize  the  opportunity  here  at  their 
very  door,  and  supply  generously  the  means  to  place  the  living 
messenger  in  every  county  in  the  State ;  very  soon  churches 
and  rectories  would  be  built,  congregations  gathered,  Sunday- 
schools  established  and  precious  souls  be  gathered  into  the 
Kingdom  of  our  dear  Lord.  The  numerical  strength  of  the 
Church  would  soon  be  doubled,  and  the  means  to  advance  the 
work  be  proportionately  increased. 

Whilst  the  interest  in  our  Diocesan  Missions  and  our  Dio- 
cesan Church  Building  Fund  has  been  a  growing  one,  it  has 
not  reached  what  it  should  be,  and  has  not  been  in  propor- 
tion to  the  importance  of  the  work. 

We  must  realize  more  and  more  that  ours  is  a  missionary 
Church,  that  every  one  of  her  children  are  missionaries.  God 
has  blessed  Indiana  Churchmen  in  placing  them  in  a  fruitful, 
pleasant  and  healthful  land,  and  endowed  them  with  a  fair 
share  of  this  world's  goods.  They  must  realize  their  steward- 
ship— their  obligation  to  Him  from  whom  cometh  every  good 
and  perfect  gift.  They  must  make  liberal  return  to  Him  from 
whom  cometh  all  their  mercies  and  blessings. 

We  should  have  $6,000  annually  from  the  6,000  commu- 
nicants of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  for  our  Diocesan  missions, 
and  we  should  have  $1,500  contributed  within  the  Diocese  to 
our  Church  Building  Fund.  This  would  enable  us  to  double 
the  number  of  our  missionaries,  and  to  build  three  or  four 
churches  annually  in  unoccupied  places,  and  to  call  forth  from 
the  liberality  of  the  communities  in  which  they  are  located  at 
least  $^  for  every  $1  donated.  As  yet,  we  have  barely  reached 
the  half  of  this  sum,  or  one  cent  a  week  on  the  average  where 
we    should  have  two.       Oh,    dear  brethren,  let  us  realize  our 
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grand  opportunity  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Lord  within  the  borders  of  our  beloved  Indiana.  Let  us  go 
from  this  convention  determined  to  arouse  our  people  to  their 
full  responsibility,  and  the  windows  of  heaven  shall  be  opened 
and  God's  blessing  poured  out  upon  us,  and  we  shall  be  able 
to  do  double  the  work  we  are  now  doing.  Yes,  brethren  be- 
loved, we  need  to  learn  here  in  our  Diocese  and  all  over  the 
Church  in  these  United  States,  that  of  the  much  or  little  God 
has  intrusted  to  us  we  are  but  stewards,  and  must  realize  our 
obligations  to  return  the  tenth  at  least,  for  the  work  of  Christ's 
Kingdom.  Why,  if  this  should  be  given  by  Churchmen  here 
in  Indiana,  the  Church  would  go  forward  conquering  and  to 
conquer,  and  we  should  be  able  to  place  the  Church  in  the 
fore-front  of  the  battle  for  every  good  word  and  work.  As  a 
Bishop,  I  have  endeavored  to  set  an  example  in  this  respect,  to 
the  Diocese.  The  clergy  should  be  an  example  to  the  laity  in 
this  respect :  we  should  not  ask  of  them  what  we  are  not  ready 
cheerfully  to  do  ourselves.  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  some  of  those  to  whom  God  has  entrusted  the  means, 
will  found  and  endow  scholarships  in  our  boys' and  girls'  schools 
that  shall  increase  their  influence  for  good  as  the  years  go  on. 
I  do  not  know  how  our  means  can  accomplish  more  good,  long 
after  we  are  at  rest,  than  in  such  foundations. 

DIVISION    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching,  it  may  be  said  to  be  at 
hand,  when  this  great  Diocese  should  be  divided  into  three, 
corresponding  with  our  present  Convocations.  I  have  been 
working  for  seven  years  to  secure  the  endowment  that  would 
make  it  possible,  but  the  response  in  many  parishes  has  been 
most  feeble,  and  the  work  is  barely  half  accomplished.  Our 
wealthy  Churchmen  do  not  yet  seem  to  realize  what  a  great  ad- 
vantage endowment  of  the  Diocese  would  bring,  or  what  possi- 
bilities are  in  it  by  releasing  the  effort  confined  to  it,  for  Church 
extension.  The  moment  $25,000  to  $30,000  can  be  secured 
for  an  endowment  of  a  Diocese  in  the  North  or  South,  we  can 
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apply  to  the  General  Convention  for  division,  with  the  certainty 
that  the  application  will  be  favorably  considered.  There  are 
Churchmen  in  either  of  these  Convocations  who  are  able  to  do 
this.  I  do  not  believe  they  could  consecrate  their  substance  to 
better  forward  the  work  of  Christ's  Kingdom  than  in  creating 
these  endowments.  The  accomplishment  of  it  cannot  be  too 
soon  commenced. 

I  have  had  admonition  in  the  past  year  that  I  shall 
not  be  able  to  do  the  double  work  of  the  Episcopate  and  that 
of  a  General  Missionary.  I  must  ask  that  the  Diocese  provide 
the  means  to  place  in  the  field  such  a  missionary,  who  might 
be  called  an  arch-deacon,  who,  under  the  Bishop's  guidance 
,  and  direction,  shall  look  up  and -minister  to  the  sheep  without  a 
shepherd  in  the  forty  counties  before  alluded  to.  $1,500 
would  be  about  the  amount  needed.  It  ought  to  be  secured 
without  trouble  by  special  pledges  from  parishes,  Sunday- 
schools,  and  Woman's  Auxiliaries  and  individuals.  I  repeat  the 
request  often  heretofore  made  to  the  reverend  clergy,  to  be  dili- 
gent in  missionary  work  in  the  towns  adjacent  to  them,  and 
where  the  Church  has  not  secured  a  foothold.  Blessed  results 
in  the  extension  of  the  Church  have  come  from  such  services.  I 
cannot  understand  how  any  clergyman  can  refrain  from  this 
kind  of  free  will  mission  work  for  the  Master,  ft  should  be  a 
blessed  privilege. 

In  the  year  now  closing,  four  of  our  Right  Reverend  Fathers 
of  the  Church  have  passed  to  their  reward.  The  venerable  Bishop 
of  Ohio,  Dr.  Bedell,  who,  for  long  years  presided  so  ably  over 
our  neighboring  Diocese;  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  beloved, 
efficient  and  faithful ;  the  Bishop  of  Milwaukee,  Dr.  Knight, 
a  courteous  christian  gentleman,  whose  Episcopate  was  all  too 
brief;  and  Dr.  Boone,  our  faithful  Missionary  Bishop  in  China, 
who  diligently  served  the  Church  in  that  distant  country.  The 
Church  mourns  these  beloved  and  venerable  fathers.  Thev 
wrought  faithfully  in  their  several  jurisdictions  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  their  God.  They  have  fought  a  good 
fight ;   they  have  kept  the  faith  ;   they  rest  from  their  labors. 
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One  of  our  own  beloved  clergy,  on  the  23d  of  September 
last,  was  called  suddenly  away ;  Rev.  A.  M.  La  Tourette,  Pres- 
byter. For  many  years  he  was  a  chaplain  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  and  stationed  in  the  far  west,  where  he  served 
the  Church  faithfully.  He  came  to  us  feeble  and  broken  down, 
but  by  his  gentle  christian  character,  he  won  the  hearts  of  all 
who  came  to  know  him. 

I  have  been  informed  of  the  decease  of  Rev.  Benjamin 
Hutchins,  who  formerly  served  the  parish  of  Logansport,  and 
who  had  not  been  dismissed  from  the  Diocese.  He  died  in 
London,  in  May,  1889,  after  some  weeks  of  severe  illness. 
His  restless  life  ended  in  peace. 

The  prevailing  epidemic  of  the  past  year  was  the  cause  of 
great  sickness,  and  nearly  all  our  parishes  have  been  called  to 
mourn  faithful  and  beloved  parishioners.  I  can  mention  only 
two  or  three :  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  was  called  in  Oc- 
tober to  give  up  one  of  its  most  faithful  vestrymen  and  active 
communicants,  Mr.  Willis  G.  Sherman.  Though  a  busy  man 
and  leading  a  very  active  life,  he  could  always  find  time  for  his 
Church  duties,  for  attendance  at  holy  communion  and  the  wor- 
ship of  the  Church. 

In  Trinity  parish,  Peru,  Grandma  Brownell,  the  last  sur- 
viving sister  of  Bishop  Brownell,  of  Connecticut,  fell  quietly 
asleep  in  April  at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety-five.  At  my  last  visit 
in  April,  she  presented  to  me  for  the  Diocesan  Library  a  por- 
trait in  oil  of  her  venerable  brother,  sometime  presiding  Bishop 
of  this  Church.  This  parish  soon  after  was  called  to  mourn 
the  decease  of  one  of  its  most  active  and  faithful  communicants, 
Mrs.  Fulvviler.  Her  death  cast  a  gloom  over  the  parish  and 
community,  as  she  was  in  the  prime  of  life  and  of  excellent  so- 
cial qualities. 

More  recently,  May  23d,  Trinity  parish,  Ft.  Wayne,  was 
called  to  mourn  the  decease  of  its  venerable  senior  warden, 
Col.  Franklin  P.  Randall.  Connected  with  the  parish  from  its 
beginning,   at  the  ripe  old  age  of  eighty  years,  in  the  commu-

nion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  in  the  confidence  of  a  certain  faith, 
as  a  shock  of  corn  fully  ripe  for  the  harvest,  he  has  been  gath- 
ered to  his  fathers.  Only  last  year,  in  this  place,  we  spoke  of 
the  death  of  Hon.  I.  D.G.  Nelson,  his  worthy  comrade  in  the 
Church.  Col.  Randall's  house  was  the  abode  of  hospitality, 
and  in  his  spacious  mansion  have  been  held  many  delightful 
Church  gatherings. 

PROGRESS. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  in  the  growth  of 
the  Church.  The  beautiful  stone  church  spoken  of  last  year  as 
in  course  of  erection  at  Marion  was  completed  in  due  time,  and 
a  benediction  service  held  October  5.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  impressive  churches  in  the  Diocese. 

On  the  29th  of  November,  Trinity  Church,  Anderson,  erect- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $4,(300,  including  lot,  was  consecrated.  The 
evening  before,  I  had  blessed  a  comfortable  rectory  that  had 
also  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,  $1,000  of  which  was  bor- 
rowed from  the  General  Church  Building  Fund.  Since  the 
consecration,  I  have  confirmed  27  persons,  which  will  give  an 
idea  of  the  growth  of  the  Church  as  the  result  of  the  labor  of 
Mr.  McGlone. 

Dec.  2Sth  I  held  the  benediction  of  the  noble  parish  house 
of  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  the  corner  stone  of  which  I  had 
laid  September  16.  It  has  been  erected  and  furnished  at  a 
cost  of  $10,000,  and  affords  ample  capacity  for  Sunday-school 
and  parish  guilds,  and  is  already  proving  a  great  power  for 
good  in  the  parish. 

Jan.  29th  I  held  benediction  service  of  the  new  church  erect- 
ed by  the  efforts  of  Rev.  Otway  Colvin,  at  Huntington.  Its 
cost,  including  lot,  was  $2,100,  $500  of  which  came  from  the 
Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  and  $500  as  a  loan  from  the 
General  Church  Building  Fund. 

A  rectorv  has  been  built  in  the  mission  of  St.  Paul's,  Ham- 
mond.     The  lot  has  been  secured  at  a  cost  of  $1,500  for  the 
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church  in  Kokomo,  and  the  building  is  now  in  course  of  erec- 
tion, to  cost  $2,000.  On  April  19,  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Fiske  Memorial  Chapel  and  parish  house  was  laid  in  Richmond. 
The  church  and  rectory  are  also  to  be  virtually  rebuilt,  the 
whole  cost  to  be  $20,000.  Our  brother  Cathell  and  his  people 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  rich  return  of  their  faithful  labors 
for  the  past  year. 

A  church  is  now  being  built  on  the  lot  purchased  a  year 
ago  for  the  mission  at  Mount  Vernon. 

A  very  promising  mission,  that  of  Trinity,  Kendallville, 
was  organized  in  September  last  at  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop. 
A  splendid  corner  lot,  worth  at  least  $2,000,  has  been  donated 
for  a  site  for  church,  rectory  and  chapel.  The  Rev.  William 
Mitchell,  who  spent  his  vacation  last  summer  in  working  in 
the  mission,  has  accepted  the  charge  thereof,  and  will  enter 
upon  his  labors  in  August.  We  hope  to  see  the  erection  of  a 
chapel  accomplished  the  present  year.  Some  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial people  in  the  city  have  identified  themselves  with  the 
Church,  and  the  outlook  for  permanency  is  most  hopeful. 

The  labors  of  Mr.  Ranger,  at  Shelbyville,  have  resulted 
in  the  strengthening  of  interest  in  the  Church  in  that  important 
town,  and  efforts  are  in  progress  to  secure  a  lot  as  a  site  for 
the  future  church. 

In  Washington,  Dr.  Adams,  of  Vincennes,  has  been  hold- 
ing semi-monthly  week-day  services.  The  result  has  been  the 
purchase  of  a  lot  for  $500,  and  he  hopes  the  present  year  to 
erect  a  church  building. 

Dr.  Jenckes  has  continued  his  missionary  labors  at  Plain- 
field  with  encouragement.  The  church  purchased  there  last 
year  is  to  be  greatly  improved  at  an  early  day.  The  Doctor, 
since  his  resignation  of  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  In- 
dianapolis, has  very  kindly  done  missionary  duty  in  visiting 
vacant  missions  and  celebrating  Holy  Communion  in  those  sup- 
plied by  deacons.  Progress  is  being  made  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  new  parish  churches  in  New  Albany  and  Jeffersonville. 
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OUR    SCHOOLS. 

The  Mission  School  of  St.  John,  North  Vincennes, 
through  the  efforts  of  the  rector,  has  been  maintained  with  an 
attendance  of  thirty-five  pupils. 

Barker  Hall,  Michigan  City,  has  continued,  through  the 
generous  aid  of  J.  H.  Barker,  to  do  good  work  in  its  varied 
departments,  and  has  been  attended  by  about  60  pupils. 

Howe  Grammar  School  is  closing  one  of  its  best  years. 
The  patronage  of  33  pupils  has  not  been  all  that  we  would  ask, 
but  it  promises  better  the  coming  year.  We  again  commend 
the  school  to  Churchmen,  and  we  ask  a  generous  patronage. 
The  domain  of  the  school  has  been  enlarged  by  the  donation 
of  a  valuable  tract  of  land  of  five  acres  near  the  school  for  an 
athletic  park.  It  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  S.  P.  Williams,  a  Presby- 
terian, a  friend  and  partner  of  Mr.  John  B.  Howe.  We  are 
grateful  for  this  gift,  and  glad  to  have  Mr.  Williams'  name  as- 
sociated with  Mr.  Howe's  in  the  Williams  Athletic  Park.  He 
appreciates  what  the  school  is  doing  for  Lima  and  the  State. 
The  Diocese  cannot  be  too  grateful  to  Mrs.  Howe  and  Mr. 
James  B.  Howe  for  their  generous  interest  in  this  school. 
They  take  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  seeing  its  development. 
The  school  is  still  lacking  an  appropriate  and  proper  chapel 
for  daily  prayers,  but  we  are  assured  that  this  will  come  in  due 
time.  The  school  is  splendidly  located,  with  commodious 
buildings  in  a  healthy  locality,  and  with  Bishopthorpe  Park  at 
hand  for  boating,  fishing  and  bathing,  and  Williams  Park  for 
base  ball,  foot  ball,  lawn  tennis  and  croquet,  the  physical  de- 
velopment is  well  provided  for,  and  parents  may  have  every 
assurance  that  the  intellectual  and  moral  are  also  carefully 
looked  after. 

St.  Mary's  Hall,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swan  as  principals, 
has  fulfilled  our  expectations.  They  are  proving  themselves 
in  every  way  competent  for  this  important  and  responsible 
work,  and  have  won  the  confidence  and  regard  of  pupils  and 
patrons.      The  boarding  and  day  pupils  have  numbered  fifty- 
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eight.  There  is  room  for  twenty-five  more  boarders,  and  it  is 
essential  for  the  success  and  growth  of  the  school  that  they 
shall  be  received.  There  are  not  wanting  indications  that  they 
may  come  to  us  the  coming  year.  If  the  members  of  this  Con- 
vention will  use  their  influence  in  making  the  advantages  of 
the  school  known,  we  are  sure  it  will  be  helpful.  It  is  because 
we  feel  that  this  work  of  christian  education  is  a  very  impor- 
tant one  for  the  Diocese  that  we  urge  the  Churchmen  of  Indi- 
ana who  have  children  to  send  from  home,  to  patronize 
our  own  schools,  and  to  encourage  those  who  are  devoting  their 
lives  to  building  them  up.  A  resolution  was  passed  at  the  Con- 
vention last  year  urging  upon  the  trustees  the  importance  of  se- 
curing additional  land  adjoining  the  school.  With  $5,000  in- 
debtedness to  carry  upon  our  present  school  property,  the  trus- 
tees, though  realizing  the  importance  of  securing  it  while  it 
may  be  had,  have  not  seen  their  way  clear  as  yet  to  purchase  it. 
They  have  not  been  able  to  tell  where  the  $7,000  necessary  to 
accomplish  it  was  to  come  from.  The  Bishop  will  gladly  fur- 
nish one-seventh  of  the  amount  if  the  laymen  and  women  of  the 
Diocese  will  provide  the  balance.  If  the  opportunity  is  lost  of 
securing  it,  it  will  always  be  regretted.  May  God  put  it  into 
the  hearts  of  some  of  His  servants  io  respond  to  this  important 
need. 

st.  Stephen's  hospital,  Richmond. 

This  institution  has  continued  to  do  its  important  work  for 
the  sick.  It  has  been  well  maintained.  The  Thanksgiving 
offerings  from  some  of  our  parishes  and  missions  have  been 
gratefully  received,  and  have  extended  its  charitable  work.  The 
endowment  fund  of  the  Child's  Cot  is  steadily  increasing.  We 
hope  all  our  parishes  will  continue  to  appropriate  their  Thanks- 
giving offerings  for  this  excellent  charity.  We  have  continued 
to  receive  generous  donations  of  prayer  books  and  hymnals  from 
the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York,  and  the 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia,  and  also 
from  the  Female  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
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missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Ash  Wednesday  offerings  which 
are  asked  from  all,  but  given  by  few,  would  be  a  suitable  rec- 
ognition of  our  gratitude  for  these  generous  benefactions.  Let 
us  all  remember  that  on  Ash  Wednesday  an  offering  should  be 
moved  in  all  our  churches  for  the  free  distribution  of  the  prayer 
book. 

We  are  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  are  receiving 
some  postulants  for  the  sacred  ministry,  giving  encouragement 
for  the  supply  of  faithful  ministers.  We  have  now  six  postu- 
lants and  five  candidates-  Have  recently  ordained  four  of  our 
candidates  deacons.  Liberal  offerings  are  needed  on  Good 
Friday  to  enable  the  Bishop  to  render  such  aid  as  is  necessary 
to  educate  them  for  their  great  work. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Diocese  is  slow- 
ly, too  slowly,  increasing  from  the  Christmas  offerings.  I  wish 
in  some  way  the  income  of  this  fund  could  be  applied  to  mak- 
ing the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  members  of  the  Clergyman's  Re- 
tiring Fund  Society,  which  has  for  its  object  the  furnishing  of  a 
pension  to  a  clergyman  arriving  at  the  age  of  60  years.  I 
would  like  to  see  all  our  clergy  members  of  the  association.  It 
costs  $3  a  quarter  and  a  membership  fee  of  $10  or  a  church 
collection.  There  are  few  clergymen  but  if  they  would  make 
the  effort  could  spare  this  sum,  and  if  spared  to  old  age  they 
would  find  it  coming  back  to  them  in  liberal  return.  The 
capital  of  the  society,  with  650  members,  is  now  $75,000  and 
increasing  at  about  the  rate  of  $12,000  per  annum.  The  next 
generation  will  reap  the  full  benefit  of  the  wise  founders  of 
this  pension  fund. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  whose  eighth  annual  meeting 
was  held  to-day,  continues  to  exert  a  very  great  influence  for 
good  in  the  parishes  and  missions  where  it  is  well  established 
and  efficiently  worked.  Some  new  branches  have  been  formed 
the  past  year.  We  hope  for  the  time  when  it  shall  be  vigor- 
ously worked  in  every  parish.  It  is  an  educator  of  unselfish- 
ness and  generous  consideration  of  the  broad,  growing  mission- 
ary work  of  the  Church. 
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BROTHERHOOD    OF    ST.    ANDREW. 

I  am  also  glad  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  say  that  this  wise 
and  useful  organization  is  on  the  increase  in  Indiana,  and  that 
several  new  chapters  have  been  formed  that  are  manifesting  a 
vigorous  life.  It  seeks  to  enlist  and  hold  in  the  interest  of  the 
Church  her  young  men,  and  to  have  them  study  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures that  are  able  to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation.  Surely 
we  ought  to  gladly  welcome  and  encourage  the  growth  of  this 
good  work  in  our  Diocese.  Indeed,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy, 
you  cannot  too  highly  value  the  influence  of  organizing  the 
young  of  both  sexes  and  the  dear  children  of  our  Sunday  Schools 
into  guilds  of  whatever  name.  If  we  would  have  vigorous, 
wide-awake,  aggressive  Church  lite  in  our  parishes  and  Diocese, 
we  must  use  every  instrumentality  within  our  reach  to  enlist 
every  soul,  young  or  old,  to  work  for  Christ  and  His  Kingdom. 

The  spiritual  development  of  the  Diocese,  I  trust,  is  keep- 
ing pace  with  its  material  growth.  On  every  hand  I  see  greater 
regard  for  the  care  of  the  House  of  God  and  devout  reverence 
in  the  worship.  Communions  are  much  more  frequent,  candi- 
dates for  confirmation  are  receiving  more  careful  training,  the 
distinctive  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  Church  are  more 
plainly  taught,  and  they  are  being  better  understood.  The 
Church  cannot  be  extended  here  as  a  sect  among  sects.  We 
must  be  able  to  show  that  we  are  something  more  than  a  mere 
denomination.  We  must  present  the  Church  as  the  Bride  of 
Christ,  Catholic  and  Apostolic — a  vine  of  the  Lord's  own  plant- 
ing. We  must  invite  men  to  it  as  to  their  Father's  House;  the 
Divine  Kingdom  in  which  Christ  is  King,  calling  for  the  love 
and  service  and  devout  allegiance  of  every  one  of  the  Father's 
children.  As  men  come  to  know  it  they  will  be  drawn  to  it 
and  recognize  its  authority  and  beauty. 

GENERAL    BOARD    OF    MISSIONS. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, September  1st,  1S91,  shows  that  thirty-four  parishes  and 
missions,    of  a  total   of  fifty-eight,   contributed   $900.37,  and 
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that  through  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  there  were  contributed 
sixteen  boxes,  valued  at  $738.41.  We  hope  that  the  report  of 
the  present  year  will  show  an  increase,  and  that  we  shall  not 
have  so  many  non-contributing  parishes  and  missions.  We 
shall  not  be  satisfied  until  every  parish  and  mission  makes  at 
least  an  annual  offering.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Board  for  con- 
tinuing our  appropriation  of  $2,000.  We  wish  they  might 
have  it  in  their  power  to  double  it. 

OUR    CHURCH    HOME. 

At  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  reported  $1,670  to  the  credit  of  this  fund.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Association  this  sum  has  been  more 
than  doubled  the  past  year,  and  we  now  have  to  its  credit  $3,500 
and  $500  in  pledges  unpaid.  Beside  this  the  Bishop  has  re- 
ceived a  conditional  pledge  from  a  lady  of  the  Diocese  to  pay 
within  the  next  three  years  $5,000,  provided  a  larger  lot  be 
secured  south  of  the  present  school  building,  she  deeming  the 
present  lot  held  for  that  purpose,  40x100  feet,  too  small,  and 
not  allowing  opportunity  of  growth  in  the  future.  We  hope 
in  good  time  to  be  able  to  raise  the  means  to  secure  the  lot.  It 
will  cost  $3,500.  Surely  the  communicants  of  this  Diocese 
will  contribute  this  small  sum  to  secure  so  worthy  and  desir- 
able an  institution. 

DISCOURAGED    CHURCHMEN. 

My  brother,  the  Bishop  of  West  Missouri,  Dr.  A  twill, 
has  found  a  state  of  things  in  his  jurisdiction  quite  akin  to  ours 
here.  In  his  recent  address  to  his  Convention,  and  I  would 
make  them  my  own  to  you,. beloved  in  Indiana,  he  thus  speaks : 

"Discouraged  Churchmen!  there  are  many  of  them  in  Mis- 
souri, and  when  we  say  Churchmen  we  mean  women  as  well. 
They  have  waited  long  for  public  services.  They  are  few  in  num- 
ber. They  can  give  only  a  fraction  of  a  salary  for  a  clergyman. 
Public  sentiment  and  social  influence  is  against  the  Church. 
Political    preferment  depends  upon    the   religious    connection. 
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Other  Sunday-schools  are  big,  they  study  to  entertain,  and  so 
our  people  lose  heart ;  they  send  their  children  to  the  biggest  or 
the  nearest  Sunday-school,  regardless  of  the  certain  loss  of  love 
for  the  Church  and  her  teachings.  They  themselves  become 
communicants  in  one  of  the  denominations.  We  say  to  these 
people:  'Hold  on  a  little*  longer,  the  Bishop  is  coming,  the 
Archdeacon  is  coming,  a  missionary  is  coming.  Do  not  dis- 
courage us  all  by  meeting  us  with  the  answer  that  you  have 
turned  your  back  upon  the  Church.  Stand  up  for  the  Church ; 
let  people  know  of  her  apostolic  origin,  her  scriptural  teaching, 
her  high  moral  standards,  her  wise  methods  for  promoting 
growth  in  grace  and  the  blessed  gifts  which  she  transmits  from 
generation  to  generation.  Educate  her  children  to  love  her 
ways  and  live  out  her  teachings.  Have  a  Sunday-school  if 
there  is  only  one  teacher  and  one  scholar.  Put  your  whole 
heart  into  that  Sunday-school,  pray  over  it,  study  for  it  and 
you  and  the  scholars  will  not  be  long  alone.  "  And  here  let 
me  say  a  word  in  regard  to  our  Sunday-schools.  We  cannot 
give  them  too  careful  attention,  the  clergy  cannot  devote  them- 
selves too  assiduously  to  promote  their  efficiency.  I  have  been 
gratified  this  year  to  receive,  as  in  previous  years,  a  good  num- 
ber to  the  Roll  of  Honor  of  the  Diocese  of  those  who  have 
recited  the  Church  Catechism  perfectly  to  teacher  or  pastor.  A 
simple  certificate  is  given,  but  it  has  been,  where  there  has  been 
proper  encouragement  and  interest  on  the  part  of  pastors,  an 
incentive  to  the  study  of  the  catechism.  The  usefulness  of  the 
Sunday-school  has  also  been  manifest  in  the  large  number  of 
youth  presented  from  them  for  confirmation,  greater  this  pres- 
ent year  than  in  any  other  of  our  Episcopate. 

DIOCESAN    LIBRARY. 

Our  Diocesan  Library  has  been  greatly  enriched  by  the 
donation  of  a  hundred  volumes,  the  gift  of  the  authors  from 
among  our  American  bishops  and  clergy,  and  by  the  gift  of  Dr. 
Dyer.  This  library  it  is  desired  that  the  clergy  avail  them- 
selves of  as  they  may  need.     The  librarian,   Miss  Upfold,  will 
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furnish  the  catalogue  and  send  books  as  requested.  The  new 
library  room  in  the  third  story  of  the  Episcopal  Residence  forms 
a  commodious  and  roomy  apartment  for  it,  as  also  for  meetings 
of  Church  committees.  The  Bishop  has  placed  on  the  walls 
excellent  portraits  of  his  predecessors,  Bishops  Kemper,  Upfold 
and  Talbot.  There  should  be  a  fund  to  add  books  to  the  li- 
brary as  needed. 

DEAF    MUTE    MISSION. 

I  am  deeply  thankful  that  we  can  avail  ourselves  of  the 
valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  missionary  to  the 
deaf  mutes.  His  labors  have  been  greatly  blessed.  He  has 
had  the  assistance  of  Professor  Nathaniel  F.  Morrow,  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders  and  lay  reader,  also  a  mute.  He  reports 
twenty-two  baptized,  twenty-two  confirmed  and  seventy-one 
communicants  in  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Mann  is  accomplishing  a 
wonderful  work  for  these  children  of  silence.  The  mutes  in 
this  city  have  been  organized,  with  my  consent,  into  a  mission 
called  St.  Alban's.  They  should  have  in  good  time  a  chapel 
of  their  own. 

st.   philip's  mission. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Hall,  the  founder  of  St.  Philip's  Mission  in 
this  city,  has  donated  the  property  to  the  trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  we  have  secured  the  services  of  a  colored  clergyman 
for  it,  trusting  it  will  develop  into  a  good  work  in  behalf  of 
these  people,  and  interest  and  gather  in  a  goodly  number. 

ENDOWMENT    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

Three  thousand  dollars  has  been  added  to  the  principal  of 
the  endowment  the  past  year.  The  effort  to  secure  in  the  par- 
ishes the  capital  that  at  6  per  cent  would  produce  their  assess- 
ment was  begun  seven  years  ago,  and  the  last  coupons  of  the 
first  series  of  bonds  are  due  the  first  of  November.  When 
they  shall  have  been  paid  in,  we  shall  have  the  Diocese  about 
half  endowed,  and  one-half  of  the  parishes  free  of  all  assess- 
ments  for  Episcopal    support.      I   wish  very   much    the    effort 
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might  go  on  until  every  parish  and  mission  shall  have  been 
reached  and  paid  their  full  quota.  Among  the  last  to  take  up 
and  complete  its  proportion  is  St.  George's  Mission,  Indian- 
apolis, who  have  raised  $75  the  past  year  toward  the  principal. 

It  only  needs  the  ready  co-operation  of  rector  and  vestry 
to  easily  accomplish  it  in  semi-annual  installments  that  shall 
hardly  be  felt.  This  plan,  inaugurated  in  this  Diocese,  has 
been  and  is  being  taken  up  by  other  Dioceses  with  great  ad- 
vantage. If  the  full  measure  had  been  completed  in  all  other 
parishes,  we  should  have  been  greatly  advanced  towards  the 
division  of  the  Diocese  before  alluded  to.  If  spared  until 
another  convention,  we  shall  be  able  to  give  in  detail  the  his- 
tory of  this  work,  the  whole  amount  secured,  and  by  whom  con- 
tributed. It  will  not  reflect  great  credit  upon  those  parishes 
that  have  not  yet  waked  up  to  the  importance  of  it. 

GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

The  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church  is 
always  an  interesting  event  in  the  history  of  the  Church.  The 
approaching  Convention  will  have  important  subjects  for  con- 
sideration. The  closing  up  of  the  revision  of  the  prayer  book, 
the  revision  of  the  hymnal,  the  consideration  of  the  provincial 
system,  the  question  of  Christian  unity,  the  extension  of  the 
Missionary  Episcopate,  are  some  of  the  subjects  to  be  dis- 
cussed, and  that  demand  the  best  thought  and  ability  of  the 
Church.  May  the  Holy  Spirit's  guidance  be  vouchsafed  in  all 
its  deliberations.

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SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  June  8th,  1892. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  Rev.  Charles  Morris,  and  the 
Rev.  Joseph  S.  Jenckes. 

After  roll  call,  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were 
read  and  approved. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Armstrong  presented  the  following: 

To  the  Right  Reverend  David  Buel  Knickerbacker. 

Reverend  Sir: — In  compliance  with  custom  and  the  requirements 
of  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  the  Standing  Committee  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  work  for  the  year  ending  with  this  date: 

The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  in  the  library  of  the 
Episcopal  Residence  on  the  evening  of  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Diocesan  Convention,  June  3d,  '91,  and  was  organized  by  the  election 
of  the  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter  as  President,  and  Wm.  H.  Armstrong  as 
Secretary. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  June  30th,  '91,  at  which  time,  Stephen 
Elliott  Prentiss  was  recommended  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
Henry  Borrowdaile  Collier  was  recommended  for  Priest's  Orders,  and 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Nicholson,  S.  T.  D.,  as  Bishop  of 
Milwaukee  was  duly  consented  to,  and  the  required  Canonical  certifi- 
cates were  signed  in  each  case  and  issued. 

The  committee  met  again  on  September  28th,  '91,  and  the  appli- 
cations of  Alfred  Kingsley  Glover  to  be  recommended  for  Priest's 
Orders,  and  of  Francis  C.  Woodard  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  re- 
ceived favorable  action,  and  the  Canonical  certificate  was  issued  in 
each  case. 
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On  January  nth,  '92,  a  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held,  at 
which  the  application  of  Robert  Stuart  Pigott  to  be  recommended  for 
Holy  Orders  was  considered  and  granted,  and  consent  was  given  to  the 
election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  and  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Cleland  Kinlock  Nelson,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  in  each  of  which  cases  the  Canonical  certifi- 
cate was  duly  issued. 

A  meeting  was  next  held  on  March  21st,  '92,  at  which  the  applica- 
tions of  Gerald  Henry  Morse,  to  date  from  September  1,  '91,  and  Austin 
H.  Morgan,  for  recommendation  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and 
Stephen  B.  Prentiss,  Francis  C.  Woodard  and  Merritt  Archiel  Baker  for 
recommendation  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and  John  Brann  and  De  Lou 
Burke  for  recommendation  for  Priest's  Orders,  were  considered  and 
favorably  acted  upon,  and  in  each  case  the  proper  Canonical  certifi- 
cate was  duly  signed  and  issued. 

At  the  last  meeting,  held  June  ist,  '92,  the  application  of  Crozier 
G.  Adams  for  recommendation  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  of 
Gerald  Henry  Morse  for  recommendation  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and  of 
Wm.  Mitchell  for  Priest's  Orders,  were  considered  and  favorably  acted 
upon,  and  the  certificate  required  by  the  Canon  was  issued  in  each 
case.  The  rector,  wardens  and  vestry  of  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  made 
application  for  permission  to  sell  the  property  of  said  corporation  for 
purpose  of  investing  the  proceeds  in  a  new  church  building,  which, 
being  accompanied  by  written  consent  of  the  Bishop,  was  granted,  and 
the  certificate  for  record  was  issued.  Consent  was  given  for  the  conse- 
cration of  Rev.  Charles  Reuben  Hale,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  as  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Springfield,  and  the  Canonical  certificate  of  such  action 
was  issued  and  forwarded.  The  expected  absence  of  the  Bishop  from 
the  Diocese  on  a  trip  to  Europe,  made  necessary  to  regain  health  and 
strength  for  himself  and  wife,  was  considered,  and  kindly  and  heartfelt 
expressions  for  the  success  of  the  trip  and  their  safe  return  were  heard 
from  every  member.  A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  convey 
these  expressions  to  the  Bishop  and  to  present  such  testimonials  as  the 
circumstances  and  occasion  might  suggest,  and  the  committee  adjourned 
sine  die.

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report,  after  which  the 
resolutions  contained  therein  were  adopted,  and  the  report  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Funds: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  Convention  June  3d,  1891, 
organized  by  the  election  of  L.  B.  Martin,  Treasurer,  and  X.  F.  Dalton, 
Secretarv. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  first  session,  took  up  the  question 
of  the  purchase  of  the  100  feet  additional  on  Central  Avenue,  which  was 
referred  to  them  by  the  Convention,  but  so  far,  have  not  been  able  to 
see  their  way  clear  to  make  this  purchase. 

The  Trustees  effected  a  sale  of  the  North  Meridian  street  lot  taken 
in  part  payment  of  Circle  street  lot  property  at  $6,000,  for  the  sum  of 
$6,500,  and  passed  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  less 
the  bills  payable  reported  last  Convention,  of  $5,964.79. 

St.  Joe  street,  in  front  of  the  Endowment  Fund  property,  has  been 
paved  with  brick  the  past  year,  and  the  four  brick  houses  papered 
.  throughout.  This  improvement  has  been  charged  to  the  Permanent 
Fund,  as  will  be  the  paving  of  Pennsylvania  street  with  asphalt  in  front 
of  the  same  property.  These  five  houses  are  rented  to  the  same  parties 
that  have  occupied  them  since  they  were  erected,  and  at  the  same  ren- 
tal. 

Under  the  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  E.  Swan,  St.  Mary's  Hall  is 
steadily  gaining  in  numbers  and  reputation.  We  trust  that  it  may  not 
only  receive  the  good  wishes,  but  the  support  of  the  Diocese.

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  reports  that  he  has  re- 
ceived "The  History  of  the  Church  in  Peru,  Indiana/'  prepared  by  Mr. 
John  Mitchell. 

The  first  confirmation  service  was  on  July  12th,  1843,  by  Bishop 
Kemper,  then  Bishop  of  the  Northwest.  The  candidates  were  present- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Laird.  David  E.  Snyder, 

Registrar. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following: 

The  Diocesan  Librarian  respectfully  reports  that  since  the  last 
Convention,  the  books  have  been  classified  and  permanently  arranged 
upon  the  shelves  in  the  new  library  room. 

Last  November,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  duplicate  vol- 
umes, except  of  special  text  books,  were  offered  for  sale  at  reduced 
prices,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  to  binding  "Spirit  of  Missions1'  and 
"Church  Review"  to  complete  our  set.  From  this  sale  $15  have  been 
received  and  $35  is  due  the   Library. 

During  the  winter  also,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  the  Libra- 
rian wrote  to  Bishops  and  Clergy  who  have  published  books  asking  a 
gift  for  the  Library.  Prompt  and  generous  response  came,  and  the  kind 
letters  received  were  no  less  appreciated  than  the  valuable  donations  of 
books.  About  one  hundred  volumes  have  thus  been  added  to  the  Libra- 
ry. These  have  been  platted  and  put  upon  the  shelves  and  a  list  pre- 
pared to  be  added  to  the  catalogue.  The  letters  received  have  been 
filed  for  preservation. 

The  Library  has  received  from  the  Bishop  a  gift  of  excellent  por- 
traits in  crayon  of  his  predecessors  Bishops  Kemper,  Upfold  and  Tal- 
bot, and  an  oil  portrait  of  Bishop  Brownell,  the  gift  of  his  sister  who 
died  a  few  weeks  ago  in  Peru. 
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The  books  have  been  freely  used  by  the  clergy  and  candidates  for 
Orders.

The  Bishop  then  welcomed  and  introduced  the  clergy  who 
had  come  into  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and  in  their 
behalf  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen  addressed  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley  spoke  in  explanation  of  the  work  of 
the  Church  among  young  people. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Cathell,  the  matter  was  referred 
to  a  special  committee  of  five,  the  Bishop  naming  Rev.  J.  E. 
Cathell.  Rev.  A.  W.  Seabrease,  Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  Rev. 
A.  K.  Glover  and  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole  presented  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  carefully  considering  the  field  as  presented  in  the  annual  address 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  there  appear^  to  have  been  a  most  grati- 
fying advance  along  every  line  of  our  Church  work  during  the  year  past. 
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New  Churches  have  been  opened,  where  missions  have  so  grown 
from  helplessness  to  strong  parishes.  The  increase  in  our  force  of 
working  clergy,  with  the  increased  number  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry,  all  speak  of  most  hopeful  deepening  of  a  sense  of  spiritual 
responsibility  in  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord.  The  growth  and 
interest  among  the  laymen,  and  the  intense  enthusiasm  of  our  women, 
are  most  encouraging. 

The  educational  work  still  shows  healthy  activity,  and  bespeaks 
the  most  cordial  support  of  the  whole  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

On  the  whole  there  can  hardly  be  gained  a  better  idea  of  the  state 
of  the  Church  than  that  presented  in  the  address  of  our  Bishop,  in 
which  vour  committee  heartilv  concurs. 

There  is,  however,  one  point  upon  which  this  committee  would 
suggest  most  earnest  attention,  and  that  is  in  regard  to  a  division  of 
this  Diocese. 

It  does  appear  to  be  necessary  to  consider  this  matter  seriously, 
and  while  the  question  is  finding  a  practical  solution  there  should  be 
measures  considered  immediately  to  relieve  our  Dioces  n  of  some  of  his 
burden  of  labor  by  arranging  in  accordance  with  his  suggestion  for  a 
general  missionary. 

This,  however,  will  call  for  an  increased  benificence  among  our 
people  to  supply  the  means.  Along  this  line  there  is  urgent  need  in  all 
our  work,  and  perhaps  the  greatest  cause  of  anxiety  to  be  found.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  our  people  may  be  aroused  to  their  responsibilities,  and 
a  generous  liberality  follow  close  upon  o   r  needs.

of  $200,000  this  last  year.

Your  Committee  on  Sundav-schools  desire  to  commend  the  in- 
creasing  interest  in  this  work  as  evidenced  by  the  reports  from  year  to 
year.  The  children  in  the  Sunday-schools  are  the  life  of  the  growing 
Church.  Their  instruction  in  Church  principles,  and  their  establish- 
ment in  the  true  faith  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  is  the  primary 
work  of  the  Church  in  every  generation,  and  second  to  none.  The  full 
tables  of  Sundav-schools,  supplementing  that  of  communicants  in  the 
Convention  Journals,  is  a  suggestive  showing  of  the  continuance  of  the 
Church  in  the  near  future,  and  a  fulfilling  of  the  prophecies  of  our  Lord 
relating  to  His  abiding  presence  to  the  end  of  the  world.  The  brief 
time  does  not  permit  us  to  present  any  fullness  of  thought  or  discussion 
of  this  subject.

Rev.  F.  O.  Granniss  submitted  the  following: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Christian  Education,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  find  the  Diocesan  schools,  both  male  and  female,  in  most  satis- 
factory condition,  and  prepared  to  give  the  most  careful  instruction, 
both  from  a  literary  and  Christian  standpoint.  We  beg  leave  to  record 
our  gratitude  as  members  of  the  Diocese  to  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Howe, 
of  Lima,  Indiana,  for  her  generous  gift  of  the  valuable  building  of  the 
Howe  Grammar  School,  erected  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  the 
Hon.  John  B.  Howe. 

We  wish  to  impress  upon  the  members  of  this  Convention  and 
through  them  the  Churchmen  of  Indiana,  the  importance  and  educa- 
tional value  of  a  full  and  generous  support  of  these  Diocesan  institu- 
tions, not  only  for  their  being  Diocesan,  but  for  their  intrinsic  worth. 

We  also  beg  leave  to  emphasize  the  statement  of  Mr.  Swan,  Princi- 
pal of  St.  Mary's  Hall,  that  if  Diocesan  schools  are  to  be  maintained 
they  must  be  supported  by  the  Churchmen  of  this  Diocese.

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  presented  the  following,  and  the 
resolution  therein  contained  was  adopted : 
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The  American  Church  Building  Fund  has  increased  $23,000  the 
past  year.  It  now  amounts  to  $223,000.  The  Commission  is  anxious 
to  make  a  good  showing  for  the  General  Convention  in  October.  The 
desire  is  that  the  fund  should  reach  a  quarter  of  a  million  by  that  time. 
The  growth  of  this  fund  is  a  matter  ot  much  importance  to  our  Diocese. 
We  have  already  had  a  large  share  in  its  loans.  Being  sharers  in  its 
benefits,  we  are  under  the  obligation  of  a  proportionate  share  in  the 
labor  of  increasing  its  resources.

The  Rev.  Walter  Scott  submitted  the  following: 

The  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  has  been  pursued  during  the 
past  year  with  unabated  energy  and  more  than  usual  success.  The  pre- 
valence of  the  grip  during  the  winter  was  a  hindrance,  but  did  not  inter- 
fere materially  with  the  general  result.  The  Bishop,  as  for  nine  years 
past,  has  been  the  chief  missionary,  and  has  gone  through  all  parts  of 
the  Diocese,  confirming  the  old  stations  and  seeking  out  new  ones. 
Thirteen  clergymen  have  been  employed  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  year  by  the  Diocesan  Board,  besides  the  service  rendered  by  Rev. 
A.  W.  Mann  to  the  mutes,  five  clergymen  by  the  General  Board  and  one 
by  the  American  Church  Missionary  Society.  These  have  ministered 
regularly  at  twenty-eight  stations,  and  held  occasional  services  at 
many  other  points.  In  addition,  some  of  the  parochial  clergy  have 
ministered  in  feeble  parishes  or  new  stations  with  excellent  results. 
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Brief  mention  will  be  made  of  some  of  the  details  of  the  work. 
The  old  parish  of  St.  Stephen's,  New  Harmony,  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  ministrations  of  Dean  Morris,  of  St.  Paul's,  Evans- 
ville,  assisted  by  Mr.  Morgan,  a  candidate  for  orders.  Seventeen  per- 
sons were  confirmed  here  recently,  and  the  old  parish  otherwise  inspired 
with  new  life.  Services  have  also  been  commenced  at  Howell,  a  sub- 
urb of  Evansville,  two  lots  purchased,  and  a  chapel  will  be  erected  the 
present  summer.  The  services  and  Sunday-school  have  also  been  main 
tained  at  the  chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Evansville,  with  the  best 
results. 

The  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  of  Evansville,  has  ministered  occasionally 
during  the  year  at  Petersburg  and  Princeton,  and  regularly  at  Mount 
Vernon.  At  the  former  place  there  is  a  nucleus  and  a  few  communi- 
cants, but  no  property  and  no  organization.  Two  were  confirmed  in 
March.  The  field  is  ripe  for  aggressive  work,  but  so  weak  that  at  present 
we  can  only  wait  and  watch.  Princeton  is  a  growing  town  of  5,000 
people,  with  a  half-dozen  confirmed  persons.  A  good  field  for  effort, 
but  here  also  we  must  be  content  with  occasional  services  and  patient 
waiting.  At  Mount  Vernon  regular  monthly  services  have  been  held. 
Here  there  are  eighteen  confirmed  persons  and  fifteen  others  baptized. 
Two  were  confirmed  in  April.  A  lot  has  been  bought  and  paid  for  at 
a  cost  of  $350,  and  $900  subscribed  towards  a  church,  which  will  be 
erected  this  summer  at  a  cost  of  $1,200.  It  is  believed  that  all  the 
money  will  be  raised  by  the  time  the  church  is  completed.  The 
society  is  active  and  zealous,  and  there  is  promise  of  a  strong  parish 
springing  up. 

Thus,  from  Evansville  as  a  center  with  only  two  organized  pari>hes 
and  two  clergymen,  with  one  lay  assistant,  service*  are  maintained  at 
two  chapels  n  ;ar  at  hand,  and  four  other  point*,  with  most  encouraging 
results.  This  is  a  feature  which  should  be  stimulated  by  every  means  at 
hand.  Every  organized  parish  should  be  a  nucleus  for  other  work 
around  it.  There  is  no  better  center  tor  such  work  than  Evansville, 
where  the  Church  is  strong,  and  which  in  the  not  distant  future  should 
be  a  Bishop's  See.  There  are  many  villages  and  small  cities  not  far  oft 
where  the  Church  i*  too  strong  to  be  neglected,  but  not  strong  enough 
to  command  services,  which  could  be  reached  from  that  center.  An 
Archdeacon  or  Convocation  Missionary  stationed  there,  devoting  his 
Sundays  to  these  stronger  points,  could  greatly  develop  the  cause  and 
prepare  the  ground  for  the  coming  new  Diocese. 

At  Washington,  St.  George's  Mi>sion  exists,  with  fourteen  con- 
firmed persons  and  twelve  others  baptized.  Two  services  a  month  have 
been  hpld,  with  favorable  results.     The  mission  is  full  of  life,  with  a  lot 
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secured,  and  hopes  of  the  erection  of  a  church  in  the  near  future. 
The  new  church,  and  Sunday  services  part  of  the  time,  would  soon 
develop  a  strong  parish.     Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  of  Vincennes,  is  in  charge. 

The  Rev.  R.  N.  Avery,  D.  D.,  continues  at  Cannelton,  and  main- 
tains the  ground  already  gained  in  this  difficult,  but  important  field. 
Worthington  has  been  vacant  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  In  the 
winter  Rev.  Edward  Saunders  took  charge  of  Bloomington,  in  connec- 
tion with  Greencastle,  and  reports  the  work  slowly  developing  in  each 
place.  This  includes  all  that  is  being  done  in  the  southwest  part  of  the 
State,  of  which  Evansville  is  the  natural  center.  Sullivan,  Bloomfield, 
Bedford,  Mitchell,  Rockport  and  Boonville  ought  also  to  be  occupied. 
All  these  towns  would  respond  promptly  to  labors  in  their  behalf,  and 
nowhere  have  the  efforts  of  the  clergy  produced  better  results  than  in 
the  Pocket. 

The  Rev.  C.  P.  Wilson  occupies  Aurora  and  Lawrenceburg,  and  is 
manifesting  great  self-denial,  which^  is  producing  favorable  results  in 
these  old  towns.     Renewed  life  is  springing  up  at  Lawrenceburg. 

At  Columbus  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller  is  in  charge.  Although  hin- 
dered by  sickness,  there  is  a  steady  growth  of  interest.  A  more  regular 
attendance  and  a  large  proportion  of  men  at  all  the  services  are  noted. 
There  are  tokens  of  divine  presence  and  blessing,  and  a  large  measure 
of  religious  life,  the  sure  index  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  power. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley  reports  services  at  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Terre 
Haute,  and  St.  John's,  Rockville.  Both  are  in  a  healthy  state,  but  no 
marked  advance  is  noted.  Terre  Haute  L  another  centre  from  which 
aggressive  work  should  radiate. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ranger  reports  a  regular  monthly  service  at  Shelbyville, 
with  the  best  results.  There  is  $300  in  hand  towards  a  lot  and  as  much 
more  promised.  The  lot  will  be  secured  next  fall  and  a  chapel  erected 
probably  next  year.  The  people  are  zealous  and  active,  and  the  Church 
has  come  to  stav. 

Rev.  VV.  D.  Engle  has  held  services  at  Kennard,  Wilkinson,  Con- 
nersville  and  Rushville,  but  at  present,  only  visits  the  two  latter  places. 
At  Connersville,  Church  interests  are  visibly  reviving. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  VVoodard  ministers  at  St.  James's  Mission,  New  Cas- 
tle, to  which  has  just  been  added  Kennard  and  Wilkinson.  The  Sun- 
day-school is  very  prosperous,  and  the  life  of  the  mission  is  well 
sustained  and  promising. 

At  Trinity  Mission,  Anderson,  remarkable  progress  has  been  made 
under  Rev.  Mr.  McGlone.     Within  two  years,  lots,  church  and  rectory, 
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have  been  secured  at  a  cost  of  $5,575,  on  which  there  is  an  indebtedness 
of  only  $1,000.  Baptisms,  seven  adults  and  eight  children;  confirmed, 
thirteen;  attendance  at  the  services,  good.  There  are  over  100  com- 
municants, and  the  outlook  is  most  cheerful. 

At  Kokomo,  Rev.  Mr.  Gunn  reports  a  flourishing  Sunday-school, 
and  moderate  attendance  at  the  services.  A  lot  has  been  bought  and  a 
chapel  will  be  erected  this  year.     Services  are  also  held  at  Elwood. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Swan  reports  services  at  Crawfordsville,  Delphi  and 
Frankfort.  The  two  former  have  improved  their  property.  Delphi 
should  have  a  resident  rector.  It  has  a  good  church  and  rectory,  twen- 
ty-five communicants  and  a  united  people. 

A  lot  has  been  purchased  in  West  Richmond,  with  a  view  to  a 
chapel  and  mission  not  far  off. 

The  -Rev.  Otway  Colvin  reports  the  usual  services  and  program  at 
Peru,  and  a  new  church  completed  at  Huntington  and  occupied  since 
January.  It  makes  a  great  advance  in  the  mission,  the  prospects  of 
which  are  cheering.  Services  have  also  been  inaugurated  at  Wabash 
under  favorable  circumstances,  which  promises  to  develop  rapidly. 

Rev.  Mr.  Raymond  has  held  services  at  Rochester  and  Kewanna, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Collier  has  continued  in  charge  at  Hammond,  where  the 
parish  is  slowly  improving  in  what  must  some  day  be  a  large  manufac- 
turing city.     A  rectory  has  been  erected  within  the  year. 

Rev.  Mr.  Seabrease  has  held  services  once  a  month  at  Columbia 
City.  Here  is  a  small  but  steadfast  and  influential  Church  element.  A 
lot  has  been  given,  and  a  chapel  will  some  time  be  erected.  Fort 
Wayne  should  become  a  center  for  aggressive  work.  Decatur,  Bluffton, 
and  other  prosperous  towns  can  also  be  reached  from  that  city.  The 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  ought  to  be  revived  at  an  early  day. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp  has  continued  his  indefatigable  labors  at  Garrett 
with  growing  success,  while  Albion,  Auburn  and  Angolia  have  been 
looked  after.     He  hopes  to  build  a  chapel  this  year  at  Albion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mead  has  had  a  prosperous  year  at  Goshen,  and  the 
affairs  of  this  parish  are  in  a  better  condition  than  for  many  years  past. 

A  very  promising  work  has  been  commenced  at  Kendallville.  The 
Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell  was  ordained  Deacon  in  July  last,  and  at  once  began 
services  every  Sunday,  lie  remained  until  September,  when  he  return- 
ed to  the  Cambridge  Divinitv  School  for  the  vear.  On  the  first  Sun- 
day  in  September  the  Bishop  visited  the  place,  confirmed  six  persons,  the 
first  fruits  of  Mr.  Mitchell's  labor,  and  organized  Trinity  mission.   A  lot 
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is  promised,  and  a  church  will  be  erected  soon.  The  mission  is  full  of 
life  and  good  works.  Mr.  Mitchell  is  expected  to  resume  services  there 
immediately.     A  strong  parish,  with  God's  blessing,  will  soon  grow  up. 

North  Liberty  and  New  Carlisle  have  continued  in  charge  of  Rev. 
W.  Scott.     At  the  latter  place,  a  church  will  be  erected  this  summer. 

At  Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter  reports  a  debt 
which  five  years  ago  was  $2,000,  as  almost,  if  not  quite,  extinguished, 
and  the  work  otherwise  prosperous. 

Rev.  Mr.  Brann  also  gives  a  good  account  of  St.  George's,  Indian- 
apolis, twenty-seven  having  been  lately  confirmed,  and  a  new  station 
opened  at  West  Indianapolis,  with  excellent  prospect. 

The  attempt  is  here  made  to  give  only  in  general  outline  the  result 
of  the  labors  of  those  employed  by  our  Missionary  Boards,  together  with 
the  voluntary  work  of  the  Rectors  of  large  parishes  in  adjacent  fields. 
Surely  God  has  blessed  all  these  labors.  The  Church  is  growing  in 
Indiana,  and  every  year  is  occupying  more  ground.  There  is  a  tenden- 
cy to  greater  stability  and  to  command  greater  respect  in  all  our  com- 
munities. This  is  the  inevitable  result  of  activity,  zeal  and  good  works 
in  promoting  the  Church's  interest. 

There  is  no  longer  in  Indiana  any  prejudice  or  indifference  which 
will  not  yield  readily  to  energy  and  self-denial  in  propagating  the  faith. 
There  is  an  open  door  everywhere  for  our  missionaries  to  enter.  The 
condition  of  the  existence  of  Christ's  Church  is  that  it  must  grow.  The 
moment  growth  stops,  decay  begins.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  Gos- 
pel for  rest  or  cessation  of  effort  in  this  great  cause.  Greater  enter- 
prise abroad  and  higher  ground  at  home  are  always  demanding  atten- 
tion. Long  before  every  sinner  has  repented  and  every  saint  has 
attained  perfection,  will  the  end  come.  To  fill  heaven,  and  not  to 
seek  a  continuing  city  on  earth,  is  the  duty.  It  is  impossible  to  super- 
sede the  Gospel  by  its  own  success,  or  cease  our  efforts  for  want  of 
material. 

But  what  a  vast  field  is  before  us.  Here  are  almost  two  and  a  half 
millions  of  people,  and  less  than  50,000  of  them  are  under  our  direct 
influence.  How  great  the  need,  in  every  neighborhood  in  the  State,  of 
the  doctrine,  worship  and  system  of  this  Church,  to  promote  godliness 
and  all  the  best  interests  of  this  most  interesting  commonwealth.  Indi- 
ana occupies  a  commanding  position,  commercially  and  politically, 
and  is  inhabited  by  a  strong  people  who  are  in  touch  with  every  ele- 
ment that  will  have  influence  in  shaping  the  future  destinies  of  the 
nation.     It  is  of  vast  importance  to   the  Church  and  it  is  an  absolute 
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necessity  to  the  welfare  of  the  State,  that  we  plant  the  Catholic  faith 
and  intrench  it  strongly  in  every  community. 

There  is  much  to  encourage  us.  The  work  is  advancing.  The 
only  anxiety  is  in  regard  to  means  for  its  prosecution.  Where  the 
money  is  at  hand,  all  other  accessories  can  be  secured.  We  should  plan 
wisely  and  act  zealously  in  securing  funds  for  the  treasury  of  Christ's 
kingdom.  If  we  are  faithful  here,  and  are  instant  in  prayer,  we  can 
trust  our  Heavenly  Father  to  send  all  other  heedful  things. 

For  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  there  was  received  dur- 
ing the  year  $852.78.  Last  year  there  was  received  $1,255.11.  But  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  last  year,  $2,170.55,  this  year,  $5,338.97,  an  advance 
of  more  than  50  per  cent.  Our  people  are  responding  more  liberally  to 
our  appeals,  and  more  is  done  to  instruct  them  in  the  needs  and  the 
duty.  • 

The  Board  of  Missions  last  fall  issued  a  circular  asking  for  pledges 
for  Diocesan  Missions  from  all  our  people.  How  generally  it  was  respond- 
ed to  directly  there  is  no  means  of  knowing.  But  it  undoubtedly  stimu- 
lated offerings.  It  settled  one  point.  The  Board  has  a  plan  for  carrying 
on  this  work.  It  is  not  obligatory  on  anyone,  but  may  be  freely  used  by 
all.  If  you  have  not  a  better  one,  use  this.  The  Board  will  be  satisfied 
with  any  proper  system  which  secures  the  money.  But  this  plan  needs 
attention  and  adoption.  Every  friend  of  the  Church  ought  to  contrib- 
ute to  these  two  funds,  for  building  inexpensive  churches  at  new  stations 
and  to  support  clerical  services  in  the  mission  field.  If  each  would 
pledge  himself  to  give  something  each  year,  the  work  would  be  stable, 
we  could  be  more  aggressive,  and  the  contributions  would  increase 
more  rapidly  in  amount.  If  such  pledges  are  made  as  a  matter  of  prin- 
ciple and  habit,  and  become  general,  it  will  be  a  bright  day  for  the 
cause.     The  clergy  alone  can  extend  this  system  and  make  it  effective. 

Again,  there  is  need  to  develop  the  missionary  power  of  every 
strong  parish  as  a  means  of  planting  the  Church  in  the  adjacent  regions. 
More  of  our  parishes  even  now  could  employ  an  assistant  minister 
whose  chief  work  should  be  in  the  remote  corners  of  the  parish  or  the 
districts  beyond. 

In  short,  our  whole  Diocese  should  be  filled  with  the  zeal  and 
abundant  labors  of  our  Bi&hop  in  gathering  our  cords  and  strengthening 
our  stakes.  It  is  the  Lord's  own  work,  and  He  will  bless  the  prayers 
and  efforts  of  the  faithful  disciple,  and  the  self-denying  offerings  of 
the  cheerful  giver.  Respectfully  submitted,

This  report  covers  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  during  the 
time  that  I  was  in  charge  of  the  mission. 

BRISTOL— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss,  Minister  in  charge. 
Rev.  Charles  Turner  resigned  this  mission  May  15th. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE— ST.  JOHN'S. 

This  parish  has  been  vacant  some  time.  Mr.  Glover  resigned  in 
November. 

DELPHI— ST.  MARY'S— R.  A.  Wason,  Warden. 

We  have  not  paid  the  Convention  assessment,  for  the  reason  that 
it  was  excessive.  The  parish  was  assessed  $25  for  Diocesan  Missions. 
We  paid  $20,  which  should  balance  the  account. 

ELWOOD— D.  Griffin  Gunn,  D.  D.,  Minister  in  charge. 

The  expense  of  going  to  Elwood,  the  difficulty  of  getting  a  place

In  forwarding  to  you  my  annual  report  from  Emmanuel  Parish,  I

It  will 
be  of  brick  veneer,  after  the  plan  of  the  Anderson  church,  to  seat  200 
people.  It  will  cost  $1,500,  finished,  without  the  stained  glass,  which 
has  been  presented  by  the  cathedral  glass  works,  of  Kokomo.  The 
organ  and  furnace  are  not  included  in  this  estimate.  Size,  28x52  feet: 
contract  is  let,  work  began  the  1st  inst. 

LAFAYETTE  -ST.    JOHN'S- Rev.   William    Willson,     Minister  in 

charge. 
In  making  this  report.  I  am  unable  to  give  all   the  statistics  of  the 
parish  required.      I  took  charge  of  the  services  on   September   1st,  1S91, 
and  served,   without    compensation,    until   February,  1S92.     Since  then

I  have  acted  as  rector  at  a  salary  of  $50  per  month.  The  church 
register  has  been  so  poorly  kept  as  to  families,  communicants,  etc., 
that  but  little  can  be  learned  from  it.

Under  "communicants,"  there  was  not  so  large  a  "dropping"  and 
"removal"  as  at  first  appears,  since  I  find  that  from  my  predecessor's 
own  accounts,  he  could  not  possibly  have  had  over  140  communicants 
at  last  Convention.  My  rectorship  began  December  16th,  1S91.  In  giv- 
ing financial  status,  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  Vestry. 

MICHIGAN  CITY— TRINITY— Rev.  N.  W.  Heermans,  Rector. 

Much  in  the  above  report  dates  only  from  December  15th,  1891 , 
when  the  present  rector  took  charge. 

MISHAWAKA— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  Rector. 

The  remarkable  fluctuations  in  South  Bend,  Elkhart  and  Misha- 
waka  are  due  in  a  great  measure  to  their  proximity  to  Chicago  and  the 
World's  Fair. 

MUNCIE— GRACE— Rev.  V.  O.  Granniss,  Rector. 

The  rector  took  charge  Advent  Sunday,  1S91.  Owing  to  the  ill  health 
of  the  last  incumbent,  the  parish  had  been  practically  without  a  rector 
for  a  year.  Communicants  last  reported  were  104;  of  these,  only  95 
have  been  found.  But  2S  others  have  been  found  resident  in  Muncie, 
confirmed  elsewhere,  but  not  yet  communicants  here  or  enrolled  on  the 
register.  Eleven  from  other  parishes  have  been  enrolled.  Present 
members  on  the  roll,  106.  A  new  lot  has  been  secured  by  the  Vestry 
for  the  erection  of  a  church  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  parish,  and 
admirable  plans  for  a  stone  building,  designed  by  Mr.  Elah  Terrell,  ot 
Columbus,  ().,  have  been  adopted.  Work  will  be  prosecuted  with  vigor 
as  soon  as  the  old  lot  is  sold. 

NEW  ALBANY— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rector. 

The  year  has  been  a  hard  one  financially,  as  many  of  our  people 
have  been  out  of  employment.  Many  have  left  to  seek  business  po- 
sitions elsewhere.  Yet  the  parish  has  increased  in  numbers  and  offer- 
ings.    The  debt  on  the  church  lot  has  been  paid,  and  the  collectors  are 
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preparing  to  make  a  diligent  canvass  of  the  whole  pariah  for  the  new 
church  edifice.    Lams  Deo, 

NEW  CA8TLR^-ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  Francis  C.  Woodard,  Minis- 
ter in  charge. 
I  am  informed  that  the  former  number  of  communicants  (38)  was 
too  large,  so  that  the  four  removed  leaves  us  only  34  confirmed.  As  it 
appears,  all  confirmed  persons  were  accounted  as  communicants  last 
year,  which  is  not  and  was  not  then  quite  correct.  As  to  the  number  of 
individuals  in  the  parish,  I  do  not  know  how  to  reckon  it. 

NEW  HARMONY— ST.  STEPHEN'S— Rkv.  Charles  Morris,  Minis- 
ter in  charge. 
Would  like  to  say  that  Mr.  Morgan,  candidate  for  orders,  will  re- 
main at  New  Harmony  during  the  summer  months,  and  give  this  mis- 
sion their  regular  services.  The  work  here  is  in  most  satisfactory  con- 
dition. 

PLYMOUTH— ST.  THOMAS'S— Rev.  William  Wirt  Raymond, 
Rector. 
The  financial  statistics  are  fuller  because  of  the  vacancy  the  year 
before.  The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  and  prosperous.  Improve- 
ments include,  for  the  church,  incandescent  electric  lighting.  A  parish 
branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  organized  Nov.  19th,  1891.  The 
Ladies'  Parish  Guild  contributed  more  than  $100  to  the  church  expen- 
ses. Three  ladies'  societies  have  $300  in  the  treasuries.  Thirty-five 
bibles  and  120  library  books  were  added  to  the  Sundav-school.  The 
rector  looks  after  Rochester  and  Kewanna,  attended  two  convocations, 
assisted  Dean  Scott  in  two  examinations,  and  attended  the  sixth  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  in  St.  Louis. 

RICHMOND— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  J.  Evkrist  Cathell,  Rector. 

St.  Paul's  church  and  rectory  are  undergoing  complete  renovation 
at  a  cost  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the  George  Fiske  memorial  chapel 
and  parish  house  is  in  course  of  erection  at  a  cost  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  there  are  many  signs  of  the  building  of  the  spiritual  house  as 
well  as  the  material. 

ROCHESTER— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  William  Wirt  Raymond,  Minis- 
ter in  charge. 
The  sickness  of  the  Rev.  De  Lou  Burke  through  the  summer  of 
1S91,  was  a  serious  hindrance,  for  the  time,  of  the  public  services  of  the 
Church.  The  work  is  as  nearly  stationary  as  it  can  be,  but  the  faith- 
ful few  hold  well  together.  A  new  parish  register  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Missionary. 
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TERRE  HAUTE— ST.  STEPHEN'S— Rev.  James  D.  Stanley,  Rec- 
tor. 
The  raising  of  money  for  missions  of  all  kinds  is,  for  the   most 
part,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

VINCENNES— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  Minister  in 
charge. 
St.  John's  Mission  School  has  been  conducted  during  the  year 
with  variable  success.  There  is  a  probability  that  it  will  be  discontin- 
ued. The  rector  has  kept  up  the  week  day  services  and  Sunday-school, 
and  will  continue  to  do  so.  He  has  also  succeeded  in  securing  a  line 
lot  in  Washington,  and  has  sent  the  deed  to  the  Diocesan  Trustees. 
St.  James's  church  and  rectory  have  been  greatly  improved.  The  rec- 
tor's salary  has  been  increased  $200. 

WARSAW— ST.  ANDREW'S. 

Rev.  Charles   Turner   resigned   May    15th.     Rev.  J.  B.  Mead  has 
charge  until  other  changes  are  made. 

WASHINGTON— ST.  GEORGE'S— Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  Minis- 
ter in  charge. 
Washington  is  a  growing  city  of  8,000  people,  and  ought  to  have  a 
clergyman  appointed  at  once.  I  have  been  giving  week-day  services 
during  the  year,  and  recently  my  son  has  been  conducting  Sunday  ser- 
vices with  good  congregations.  Worthington  and  Washington  ought 
to  have  a  rector,  and  the  two  places  would,  in  a  few  years,  make  a  good 
parish.  I  have  been  enabled  to  secure  an  excellent  lot,  which  is  paid 
for  in  full. 

WORTHINGTON-  ST.  MATTHEW'S. 

Rev.  L.  C.  Birch  resigned  September  1st,    1891.      The  mission  i> 
placed  in  care  of  Dr.  Adams,  of  Vincennes,  until  a  rector  is  called.

DEAF  MUTE  MISSION. 

Rev.  Austin  W.  Mann,  In  Charge. 

T*  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Bnel  Knicker backer^  D.  />., 

Bishops  Diocese  of  Indiana: 

Between  June  i,  1S91,  and  June  r,  1892,  I  held  services  for  deaf 
mutes  in  St.  Alban's  Mission,  at  Christ  Church,  and  at  the  State  Insti- 
tution, Indianapolis;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cvansville;  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Terre  Haute;  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and  the  Presby- 
terian house  of  worship,  Monticello.  The  attendance  in  every  case 
was  good.  About  forty  deaf  mutes  had  a  picnic  near  Monticello  on  a 
Saturday.     All  remained  over  to  the  services  of  the  following  day. 

The  services  at  the  Indiana  Institution  for  the  Education  of  Deaf 
Children  reach  over  300,  whose  homes  are  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

Baptisms  during  the  year:  St.  Alban's  Mission,  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  19;  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  1;  Monticello,  2. 
Total.  22. 

Confirmations:  St.  Alban's  Mission,  Christ  Church,  Indian- 
apolis, 22. 

Marriages:   Indianapolis,  1;  Evansville,  1;  Versailles,  1.     Total,  3. 

Communicants:  St.  Alban's  Mission,  Indianapolis,  56;  Rich- 
mond, 4;  Goshen,  3.  The  remainder,  making  a  total  of  71,  live  in  or 
near  Evansville,  Carbon,  Hartford  City,  Brookville,  New  Albany, 
Frankfort,  Bloomington  and  Covington. 

About  20  persons  are  awaiting  confirmation  in  different  parts  of 
the  Diocese.  Some  live  very  far  from  church.  If  the  Church  had 
Suffragan  Bishops  for  this  class,  these  widely  scattered  and  isolated 
candidates,  of  whom  there  are  many  in  all  the  middle  West,  could  be 
confirmed  sooner.  With  these  Bishops  the  Church  will  have  increased 
influence  among  the  deaf  and  their  hearing  kindred. 

At  the  last  commencement  at  the  Indiana  Institution,  I  addressed 
the  pupils  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent. 

I  wish  that  the  rectors  of  country  parishes  would  call  upon  the 
deal  mutes  residing  within  their  cures,  and  encourage  attendance  at  the 
regular  services  by  having  Church  people  show  the  places  in  the  prayer 
book  till  thev  can  find  them  alone. 
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Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott. 
My  Dear  Bishop: 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  1,  1892,  I  have  made  fifteen 
visits  to  Mt.  Vernon,  conducted  twelve  service^  preached  twelve  ser- 
mons, baptized  three  adults;  two  have  been  confirmed;  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  three  times,  and  buried  one  member  of  the  mission, 
Mr.  John  B.  Gardner,  aged  82  years,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  uni- 
versally beloved  citizens  of  the  place,  and  a  warm  friend  of  the  mission. 
A  church  lot  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for  at  a  cost  of  $350. 
The  ladies'  guild,  of  which  there  are  two,  one  for  the  older  and  the 
other  for  the  young  ladies,  have  on  hand  in  cash  for  church  building, 
$369.85.  Besides  this,  they  have  a  subscription  list,  all  of  which  is 
good,  amounting  to  $498.  Additional  subscriptions  can  yet  be  secured 
in  Mt.  Vernon.  We  hope  for  enough  to  finish  building  the  church. 
If  not,  we  will  borrow  from  the  American  Church  Building  Fund,  for 
which  the  Bishop  has  kindly  made  provision. 

As  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain,  there  are  18  confirmed  and  15  bap- 
tized persons  in  this  place.  The  mission  has  paid  $25  during  the  year 
for  Diocesan  Missions  and  $5  tor  Convention  assessment.

you.  At  Angola  we  have  lost  by  removal  our  most  zealous  worker,  and 
one  other  is  prevented  by  increasing  years  from  doing  any  work,  and  is 
calmly  waiting  the  call  to  come  up  higher.  All  that  we  can  do  here  and 
in  Auburn  is  to  strengthen  the  things  that  remain  and  (endeavor)  to 
possess  our  souls  in  patience,  knowing  that  in  God's  own  time  we  shall 
reap  if  we  faint  not.

Have 
also  assisted  at  Grace  Cathedral  since  the  present  incumbent  took 
charge,  and  previous  to  his  coming  maintained  the  services  for  three  or 
four  months. 


SCHOOL  REPORT. 


ST.  MARYS  HALL. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  20,  1892. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Knickerbocker^  D.  D,t 

Bishops  Diocese  of  Indiana: 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  very  successful  school  year  at 
St.  Mary's  Hall.  Successful  not  so  much  in  numbers  or  finances  as  in 
the  faithful  work  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  creation  of  an  ad- 
mirable spirit  among  all  concerned.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  many 
expressions  of  satisfaction  and  good  will  have  come  from  both  parents 
and  pupils,  and  that  there  is  evidence  of  deep  and  rapidly  spreading 
confidence  and  respect  for  the  school  and  its  work. 

We  have  numbered  this  year  5  resident  teachers  besides  ourselves, 
12  boarding  pupils  and  46  day  scholars.  Our  staff  of  teachers  has  been 
re-engaged  for  next  year,  and  two  new  teachers  added.  This  number 
makes,  with  those  residing  in  the  city  but  not  in  the  building,  a  very 
full  and  complete  faculty. 

Our  curriculum  has  been  broadened  and  improved  in  many  ways, 
but  chiefly  by  the  adoption  of  the  Elective  System.  This  system  en- 
ables parents  and  guardians,  in  consultation  with  the  Principals,  to 
select  from  many  courses  of  study  those  which  are  best  adapted  to  the 
tastes  and  needs  of  each  pupil. 

Thorough  courses  of  Scripture  and  Ethics  have  been  arranged  to 
be  taught  to  each  grade  in  the  school.  We  realize  the  need  of  and  have 
fully  provided  for  distinct  and  positive  Christian  teaching. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  excellent.  We  have  had  no 
serious  illness,  and  the  time  lost  on  account  of  sickness  has  been  very 
nominal. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Church  people  of  Indianapolis,  a 
Chemical  Laboratory  has  been  equipped,  and  is  in  constant  use  by  the 
students.  It  is  hoped  to  interest  others  in  fitting  up  a  Physical  Labora- 
tory in  time  for  next  school  year.  The  school  must  stand  on  its  own 
merits,  and  if  we  are  to  compete  with  others  for  our  share  of  this  im- 
portant work  of  training  the  future  mothers  of  our  land,  we  must  have 
proper  apparatus  and  equipments. 


gS  School  Report, 


Our  work  is  conscientiously  done,  not  with  the  pupils  en  masse, 
but  with  each  individual  girl.  Our  school  is  not  a  machine,  but  as 
nearly  as  possible  a  Christian  family.  Our  best  efforts  are  directed  to 
the  repression  of  the  undesirable  elements,  and  to  the  bringing  out  and 
strengthening  of  the  noblest  and  best  in  each  character. 

We  trust  that  this  report  of  what  has  been  done,  and  this  state- 
ment of  formulated  purposes,  may  meet  your  entire  approval.     We  are 
Rt.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

Adopted  Junk  ioth,  1887. 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall 
be  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele- 
gates of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall 
have,  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  lo  receive,  examine,  and 
report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by 
ballot,  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon 
I,  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business.  (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A 
Committee  on  Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  committees: 
(6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address 
of  the  Bishop,  parochial  and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Committee  on  the 
Permanent   Episcopal   Fund,  and   other  funds  of  the  Diocese.     (8)  A 
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Committee  on  Sunday-school  Work,  consisting  of  three  clergymen  and 
three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in 
their  judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  his  chair,  no  member  shall 
■continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  house,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  i9  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put  unless  excused  by  the  Convention,  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name 
of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house, 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during 
the  session ;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  pur- 
pose by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be'  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.     If  recom- 
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mending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Con- 
vention, they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its 
consideration. 

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
up  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention:  (i)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Re- 
ports from  Standing  Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Com- 
mittees— in  order  of  appointment.  (4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.  (5) 
Motions  and  Resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decis- 
ion ;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  with- 
out leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  journal,  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  with- 
out the  right  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
journal  of  each  Convention. 


EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


Rt.  Rev,  Father  and  Dear  Friends  of  the 

Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana: 

Those  who  in  Holy  Scripture  love  to  trace  the  mystic  significance 
of  numbers  always  associated  with  the  number  "  eight  "  the  idea  of 
resurrection,  of  the  stirring  of  new  life.  Looked  at  thus,  it  seems  es- 
pecially appropriate  to  this  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Indiana  branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions.  There  has  really 
been  a  stirring  of  new  life,  new  energy  and  new  interest  in  missionary 
work.  It  is  evidenced  in  many  ways,  as  this  report,  which  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  present  to  you  to-day,  shows. 

Four  parish  branches  have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  three— St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville,  and 
Trinity,  Logansport — are  new  organizations,  and  one,  St.  James's, 
Goshen,  an  old  one,  revived.  All  are  most  welcome,  and  judging  from 
what  they  have  accomplished  in  the  few  months  of  their  existence,  will 
be  valuable  additions  to  our  working  force. 

Meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  or  of  Church  women,  have 
been  held  in  connection  with  all  the  sessions  of  Convocation,  as  has 
been  the  custom. 

One  of  these,  held  in  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  February  3,  so  nearly 
approaches  the  ideal  set  before  us  in  our  Diocesan  Constitution  that  it 
deserves  special  mention.  The  Diocesan  Secretary  was  accompanied 
to  this  meeting  from  Indianapolis  by  Mrs.  B.  F.  Tuttle  and  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Van  Buren  of  Christ  Church,  Miss  Laura  M.  Bingham  of  St.  Paul's, 
and  Mrs.  C.  S.  Sargent,  Mrs.  J.  O.  Cooper  and  Mrs.  Albert  Michie  of 
Grace  Cathedral.  Mrs.  F.  C.  Woodard  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Strickland,  came 
from  New  Castle.  Semi-annual  reports  from  the  branches  in  the 
Central  Deanery  were  prepared  by  the  Secretaries  and  read  by  one  of 
the  delegates  of  the  branches  represented.  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute, 
and  Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  being  unrepresented,  their  reports 
were  assigned  by  the  Secretary  and  read  by  others  of  the  delegates. 
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Mrs.  Sargent  read  an  interesting  paper  on  "  Our  Church  Girls," 
and  a  paper  on  the  work  of  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  prepared  by 
Miss  C.  H.  Howland,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Tuttle. 

The  President  of  the  Muncie  Branchy  Mrs.  McCulloch,  gave  a 
gracious  and  graceful  address  of  welcome.  The  cordial  hospitalitj  of 
the  ladies  of  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  will  long  continue  in  the  remem- 
brance of  the  visitors,  as  will  appreciation  of  the  visit  in  that  of  the 
entertainers.  We  hope  in  the  future  to  have  such  a  gathering  at  each 
midwinter  Convocation.  The  Secretary  will  gladly  arrange  for  this  if 
timely  notice  be  given  her  by  the  Deans,  and  the  Convocations  held  in 
a  parish  sufficiently  central  to  be  easily  accessible. 

The  presence  of  so  many  delegates  from  parishes  outside  the  city 
at  this  annual  meeting  marks  an  advance  in  our  history,  and  shows  that 
our  Indiana  Churchwomen  are  realizing  the  benefit  of  co-operation 
and  conference  with  one  another  on  their  aims  and  work,  and  that  the 
old  parochial  isolation  is  passing  away.  It  is  often  said  that  this  is  a 
day  of  organization,  and  especially  is  it  so  among  the  women  of  our 
own  and  other  countries.  Surely  Churchwomen  should  not  be  behind 
others,  and  the  Church's  organizations,  parochial,  diocesan  or  general, 
benevolent  or  missionary,  should  claim  the  first,  best  thought,  and  con- 
stant, cordial  support  of  her  daughters. 

Last  October  we  were  glad  to  secure  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery,  our 
General  Secretary,  for  a  few  visits.  On  Monday,  the  26th,  she  met  the 
ladies  of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  and  on  Tuesday,  the  27th,  the  ladies  of 
the  Indianapolis  parishes  gathered  in  Christ  Church  to  meet  her.  The 
following  day  she  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute.  Fresh 
from  the  inspiration  of  the  great  Missionary  Council  in  Detroit  she 
brought  us  of  its  overflow,  giving  an  impetus,  most  helpful  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year's  work. 

All  Saints*  Day,  November  1st,  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  ever  a  welcome 
guest,  visited  Indianapolis,  speaking  in  St.  Paul's  Church  in  the  morn- 
ing, Christ  Church  in  the  afternoon,  and  Grace  Cathedral  in  the  even- 
ing. Monday  she  visited  the  newly  organized  Trinity  Branch  at 
Logansport.  Terre  Haute,  Evansville  and  New  Albany  were  also 
favored  with  visits.  Everywhere  Miss  Carter  awakened  fresh  interest  in 
missionary  work.  Our  Vice-President  of  the  Central  Deanery  has  been 
able  to  visit  several  parishes  this  year  in  her  own  and  in  the  Northern 
Deanery. 

Your  Secretary  has  attended  most  of  the  meetings  of  the  Indian- 
apolis branches.  This  is  an  especially  pleasant  part  of  her  work,  as 
welcome,  scarcely  to   be  expected  by  one  who  usually  comes  to  beg, 
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or  rather  to  suggest  work,  is  always  given  her.  Were  it  practicable  the 
Secretary  would  gladly  visit  other  branches.  Perhaps  ere  long  it  may 
become  so. 

The  reports  from  parishes  are  as  follows: 

Delphi,  St.  Mary's. — Without  rector  or  regular  services,  and 
with  only  five  members,  this  branch  still  keeps  up  interest  in  missionary 
work,  and  has  contributed  $2.20  for  Diocesan  Missions.  President  and 
Secretary,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Wason. 

Evansville,  Holy  Innocents'. — A  Branch  was  organized  in  this 
parish  February  13,  1892,  and  now  has  thirty-seven  paying  members. 
The  receipts  have  been  $73.25;  of  this  $27  has  been  given  to  Diocesan 
Missions,  and  the  balance  to  parochial  purposes.  Next  year,  commenc- 
ing with  the  present  date,  we  will  undertake  to  meet  the  parish  assess- 
ment for  Diocesan  Missions  in  full,  and  do  such  other  work  for  the 
Diocese  and  General  Missions  as  our  means  will  allow.  We  meet  every 
two  weeks,  and  there  is  much  real  interest  in  the  Society.  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Giles,  President;   Miss  Fannie  E.  Dannetell,  Secretary. 

The  Orphanage  Guild,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  with  twenty  mem- 
bers, has  raised  $10 for  the  Church  Home  of  the  Diocese.  Miss  Ella  M. 
Runcie,  President;   Miss  Rena  Callis,  Secretary. 

Fort  Wayne,  Trinity. — This  Branch  reports  boxes  sent  as  fol- 
lows: One  to  St.  John's  School,  Logan,  Utah,  December  3d,  value  $20, 
for  Maggie  Pearson,  our  beneficiary;  one  box  sent  to  the  same  April  8th, 
value  $15;  one  box  to  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  Richmond,  Ind.,  donated 
by  St.  Margaret's  Guild  May  23d,  value  $8.  Cash  contributions,  $40,  in 
quarterly  payments  for  scholarship  in  St.  John's  School,  Logan,  Utah, 
and  $50  to  Diocesan  Missions,  making  a  total:  boxes,  $43;  cash,  $90. 
Total,  $133.     Mrs.  F.  A.  Grindle,  Secretary. 

Goshen,  St.  James's. — This  Branch  was  reorganized  in  the  fall  of 
1891.  They  have  $7.00  in  the  treasury.  St.  Agnes's  Guild  of  this 
parish  sent  a  box  to  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  valued  at  $12.65,  and  has 
also  given  $4  to  Church  Home,  making  a  total  from  the  parish  of  $23.65. 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Harris,  Secretary. 

Indianapolis,  Christ  Church. — The  usual  monthly  missionary 
teas  have  been  held,  beginning  in  October,  the  closing  meeting  being 
held  June  6th.  The  meetings  this  year  have  been  held  in  the  Guild 
room,  and  usually  well  attended.  Excellent  papers  have  been  prepared 
and  read.  This  Branch  gathers  offerings  systematically.  Six  or  eight 
ladies  acting  as  collectors,  these  offerings  go  directly  in  cash  to  some 
.branch    of     missionary    work.       The    systematic    offerings    this    year 
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amounted  to  $175.60,  and  were  apportioned  as  follows:  $100  was  given 
to  Diocesan  Missions;  $32.14  to  the  Church  Home;  $25  to  Foreign 
Missions,  Dr.  Haslep's  salary;  $19.50  to  Mormon  Scholarship.  Special 
offerings  were:  $5  to  Dr.  Haslep's  salary,  and  Mormon  Scholarship, 
$35.50.  Membership  fees  and  collection,  taken  at  each  meeting,  forms 
a  contingent  fund  for  expenses  of  printing,  sending  boxes,  etc.  This 
has  amounted  to  $12.11.  Boxes  have  been  sent  as  follows:  One  to 
White  Earth,  at  Christmas,  valued  at  $133,  and  one  at  the  same  time 
to  a  Diocesan  Missionary,  value,  $43.  To  this  we  add  two  boxes  sent 
at  Christmas  by  Mrs.  Ranger's  Sunday-school  class,  value,  $17;  and 
one  by  the  same  to  a  Diocesan  Missionary,  value,  $5.  Christ  Church 
Guild  gave  $50  in  November  to  the  Bishop  for  the  Church  Home,  and 
$15  in  May  to  Bishop  Graves  for  his  school.  This  makes  a  total  of: 
Boxes,  $198;  cash,  Auxiliary,  $229.25;  Guild,  $65.  Total,  $394.25. 
Total  cash  and  boxes,  $592.25.  Miss  Caroline  H.  Howland,  President; 
Miss  Lida  Niblack,  Secretary. 

Indianapolis,  St.  Paul's. — In  spite  of  the  depressing  effect  result- 
ing from  the  resignation  of  our  rector  early  in  the  working  months  of 
this  Branch,  and  the  accompanying  loss  of  the  valuable  services  of  the 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Jenckes,  the  year  has  been  one  of  unusual 
success  and  the  average  attendance,  the  largest  since  the  organization 
of  the  Branch.  The  parlors  of  members  have  been  thrown  open  to  ten 
meetings  during  the  year,  at  each  of  which  an  original  paper  has  been 
read.  The  subjects  for  the  papers  were  intelligently  selected  and  ably 
handled  by  the  ladies  to  whom  they  were  assigned.  The  systematic 
offerings  which  are  paid  in  by  the  members  at  each  meeting  have  been 
disposed  of  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  viz.:  Two- 
thirds  to  Diocesan  Missions,  and  remainder  to  General  Missions. 
Diocesan  Missions  have  received  $55;  Foreign,  Dr.  Haslep's  salary, 
$10;  expenses,  $13.63;  annual  clues,  $1;  Isabelle  Jenckes  scholarship 
in  school  at  Lay  ton,  Utah,  $40. 

We  have  not  sent  out  our  usual  number  of  boxes,  owing,  in  all 
probability,  to  the  fact  that  as  our  Church  has  been  closed  for  some 
time,  our  wearing  apparel  has  not  received  the  necessary  amount  of 
wear  and  tear  to  make  it  acceptable  to  our  good  missionaries.  One 
well-filled  box,  however,  was  sent  to  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  White  Earth, 
Minn.,  for  her  lace  school;  value,  $20.  A  second  box  was  also  sent  to 
the  same  destination  by  the  junior  Auxiliary;  value,  $15.  Making  as 
the  result  of  the  year's  work:  Cash,  $127.15:  boxes.  $35.  Total, 
$162.15.  Mrs.  J.J.  Bingham,  President;  Mrs.  Arthur  Brigham,  Sec- 
retary. 
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Indianapolis,  Holy  Innocents'. — This  Branch  has  met  monthly 
for  a  u  missionary  tea  "  since  September.  The  meetings  have  been  well 
attended,  and  at  most  of  them  papers  or  articles  relating  to  missionary 
work  read.  They  have  twenty-one  members,  and  have  raised  $74.60, 
which  has  been  used  as  follow,,:  Diocesan  Church  Home,  $29.10; 
General  Missions,  $3;  Diocesan,  $6;  miscellaneous,  $4.25.  A  box  was 
sent  to  a  mission  school  in  North  Carolina  at  Christmas,  valued  at  $22, 
and  a  package  to  a  missionary  in  Minnesota,  value,  $10.  Cash,  $42.35; 
boxes,  $32.  Total,  $74.35.  Mrs.  Charles  Stilz,  President;  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Hunter,  Secretary. 

Indianapolis,  Grace  Cathedral. — The  four  branches  of  this 
Auxiliary  have  met  weekly,  as  usual,  uniting  the  first  Tuesday  in  each 
month  for  a  "  missionary  tea,"  when  a  paper  has  been  read  or  an  ad- 
dress given.  A  box  was  packed  in  December  by  the  Domestic  Branch 
and  sent  to  White  Earth,  Minnesota,  valued  at  $64.90.  The  branches 
have  contributed  to  missions  in  cash  as  follows:  Diocesan  Branch  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  $26.75;  Parochial  Branch  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
$3.50;  Domestic  Branch  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $3;  for  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, $3;  Foreign  Branch  for  Dr.  Haslep's  salary,  $13;  Church  Home, 
$28.25.  The  systematic  offerings  gathered  at  each  monthly  meeting 
amounted  to  $50,  and  were  given  to  Diocesan  Missions,  making  a  total: 
in  cash,  $77.50;  boxes,  $64.90.  Total,  $142.40.  Mrs.  Nelson  King- 
man, President;  Mrs.  Albert  Michie,  Secretary.  To  this  we  add  $25, 
given  by  the  Daughters  of  the  King  for  the  Church  Home;  $10  to  St. 
Andrew's  Brotherhood. 

The  Bishop  Graves  Missionary  Society,  composed  of  thirty-two 
boys,  a  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  has  raised  $25.52,  which  has 
been  sent  Bishop  Graves  to  apply  on  traveling  expenses  of  a  missionary 
and  furnishing  his  Church  school.  Its  officers  are:  Robert  Tyler, 
President;  Raymond  Preston,  Secretary.  Total  from  parish,  boxes  and 
cash,  $202.92. 

Jeffersonville,  St.  Paul's. — The  Auxiliary  sends  no  report  of 
meetings  or  work.  The  Guild  sent  at  the  Bishop's  birthday  $25.50  for 
the  Church  Home.     Mrs.  Dunham,  Secretary. 

Logansport,  Trinity. — This  Branch  was  organized  October  31, 
1891.  On  December  4th  they  sent  a  box  to  the  Bishop  Whipple  Hospital, 
at  White  Earth,  Minnesota,  valued  at  $75;  also  $5  cash  for  Miss  Carter's 
lace  teacher  at  the  same  place;  $8.30  was  sent  for  Diocesan  Missions 
May  19th,  and  $4.70  May  4th  for  missionary  purposes.  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bell, 
President;   Mrs.  Neenah  Simpson,  Secretary. 
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Madison,  Christ  Church. — Branch  raises  its  funds  by  monthly 
collections.  There  are  thirty-six  members.  The  Secretary  says :  "We

Michigan  City,  Trinity. — The  ladies  of  this  parish  packed  and 
sent,  April  29,  1892,  two  barrels  of  clothing,  valued  at  $100,  to  Mr. 
^Samuel  Smiley,  an  Indian  catechist  at  Cheyenne  River  Agency,  South 
Dakota.  This  parish  has  as  yet  no  organized  branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  and  the  report  comes  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Ladies'  Aid 
Society,  Miss  A.  C.  Hartwell.

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The  offertory  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  $5,  was  sent  to  a  Dio- 
cesan missionary.  At  the  gathering  of  our  Indianapolis  branches  to 
meet  Miss  Emery,  $16.50  was  contributed  for  what  might  be  called  the 
Bishop  Boone  Memorial  Mission  boat. 

The  Busy  Bee  Society  of  Emmanuel,  Garrett,  contributed  $5  for 
Diocesan  Missions.  St.  John's  Mission  Guild  at  Mount  Vernon  gave 
$25  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

Total  cash,  $1,202.34;  boxes,  $596.55.     Total,  $1,799.89. 

With  thanks  to  our  Bishop  for  his  constant,  cordial  appreciation 
and  endorsement  of  our  work,  and  to  the  clergy  who  have  so  kindly  co- 
operated in  and  furthered  our  efforts,  we  close  the  record  of  our  eighth 
year.  Turning  just  for  a  moment  to  look  forward  into  the  ninth,  we 
see  before  us  our  Diocesan  Church  Home  still,  alas!  a  "  castle  in  the 
air,"  but  really  assuming  definite  form.  The  bringing  of  this  bright 
vision  down  to  earth  and  firmly  planting  it  there,  claims  our  first  con- 
sideration this  afternoon. 

No  less  important  are  our  Diocesan  Missions.  Has  not  the  time 
come  when,  leaving  the  men  of  our  parishes  to  raise  the  present  appor- 
tionment for  this  purpose,  we  can  undertake  a  special  work?  Our  Bishop, 
who,  in  addition  to  the  onerous  duties  of  his  office,  has  been  doing  the 
work  of  a  general  missionary,  has  had  sharp  warning  that  this  must 
cease.  Can  we  not  say  to  him  to-day,  "put  a  general  missionary  in  the 
field  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  will  be  responsible  for  his  support?"  I 
have  prepared  an  apportionment  based  on  the  amounts  now  raised  by 
our  branches  and  parish  guilds  for  Diocesan  Missions  to  show  how 
easily  this  may  be  done.  This  I  will  submit  for  vour  consideration 
this  afternoon. 

The  triennial  general  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  will 
occur  on  Thursday,  October  6th,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  This  will  be 
a  notable  gathering,  for  as  there  is  now  a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  in 
every  Diocese  and  missionary  jurisdiction,  there  will  doubtless  be  a 
larger  attendance  of  delegates  than  ever  before.  We  hope  Indiana  may 
be  well  represented.  Any  ladies  who  can  attend  sending  their  names  to 
me  (as  the  Bishop  will  be  absent  until  October)  will  receive  appoint- 
ment as  delegates.  To  this  meeting  each  Diocesan  branch  is  requested 
to  send  by  its  Secretary  or  Treasurer  a  thank  offering.  Leaflets  ex- 
plaining this  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary,  who  hopes  Indiana  will 
lend  an  offering  worthy  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  great  cause  to  which  it 
is  to  be  applied. 

And  now,  dear  friends,  in  closing,  let  me  share  with  you  a  few 
thoughts   which    have   been    especially  impressed  upon  me  during  the 
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Easter  season  just  past.  For  these  suggestions  I  am  indebted  to  Sad- 
ler's Commentary  on  St.  Matthew.  Did  you  ever  realize  that  we,  the 
women  of  the  Church,  have  a  commission,  different  in  scope,  but  just 
as  real  as  that  of  the  Apostles  and  their  successors,  and  that  our  com- 
mission antedates  theirs?  "Last  at  the  cross  and  earliest  at  the  grave," 
this  was  the  reward  of  faithful  women  on  the  resurrection  morn — the 
first  sight  of  the  risen  Lord,  the  first  words  from  His  lips,  "All  hail! 
be  not  afraid,  go  tell  my  brethren."  Does  not  this  show  the  position 
our  Lord  assigns  us  in  His  Church — not  to  preach,  nor  baptize,  nor 
break  the  Bread  of  Life;  not  with  authority  to  bind  or  loose,  or  to  com- 
mission others,  but  simply  tell  the  good  news,  all  through  the  centu- 
ries since  faithful  women  have  heard  and  obeyed.  And  the  same  dear 
Lord  says  to  us  to-day,  "  Go  tell  my  brethren"  of  salvation  accom- 
plished, and  "  tell  it  out  among  the  heathen  that  the  Lord  is  King." 
Tell  it  to  the  nearest  by  words  spoken  in  season  and  goodly  living,  and 
by  free-will  offerings  send  others  to  tell  it  where  we  cannot  go.  Thus 
.shall  we  truly  be  the  King's  Messengers. 

May  God  the  Holy  Spirit,  whose  outpourings  in  the  infant  Church 
we  at  this  time  commemorate,  guide,  enlighten,  sanctify  our  hearts  and 
.further  all  our  labors  for  that  same   Holy,   Catholic  and   Apostolic 
Church.

Journal  of  Convention. 


Evansville,  June  6th,  1893. 

The  Fifty-sixth  Annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  assem- 
bled in  St.  Paul's  church,  at  8  o'clock  this  evening, 
and  after  evening  prayer  said  by  the  Rev.  Douglas 
I.  Hobbs,  Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Ran- 
ger, the  Bishop  read  his  tenth  annual  address,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Beloved  in  Christ: 

At  the  earnest  invitation  of  the  rectors  of  our  churches 
in  this  beautiful  and  growing  city  I  took  the  liberty  as  allowed 
by  our  constitution  and  canons  of  appointing  the  Diocesan 
Convention  at  this  extreme  end  of  the  Diocese.  I  believed  it 
would  be  well  for  the  North  and  Centre  to  come  here  and  see 
these  beautiful  church  properties,  largely  secured  to  the  Church 
by  the  generosity  and  faithful  stewardship  of  one  Church  fam- 
ily, and  to  give  opportunity  to  Churchmen  here  to  extend  that 
cordial  hospitality  always  so  characteristic  of  the  South.  I  am 
glad  to  welcome  so  good  a  representation  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  and  trust  our  coming  together  may  be  for  the  best 
weal  of  the  Church  in  Indiana  and  the  glory  of  God. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  our  last  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, by  the  advice  of  my  physicians,  accompanied  by  my  wife, 
I    sailed    for   England,    to   spend    the    summer   for  rest    and 
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recreation  of  health.  I  felt  grateful  for  the  kindly  aid  extended 
by  some  in  the  Diocese,  and  especially  by  the  loving  words  of 
God-speed  and  good  will  that  accompanied  it.  Three  months 
were  spent  most  delightfully  in  Scotland  and  England,  and  it 
brought  back  the  health  and  vigor  that  had  been  greatly  im- 
paired by  overwork,  so  that  I  returned  in  the  autumn  to  take 
up  the  work  with  renewed  vigor  and  confidence. 

My  sojourn  in  England  gave  me  good  opportunity  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  workings  of  the  Mother  Church,  and 
to  witness  the  wonderful  activity  and  consecration  with  which 
that  work  was  being  prosecuted  in  every  direction,  but  es- 
pecially in  the  large  centres  of  population  in  the  great  cities. 
In  no  period  of  its  history  has  the  Mother  Church,  as  it  seems 
to  me,  been  more  alive  to  her  responsibilities  and  doing  better 
work  in  reaching  all  classes  of  the  population,  and  making  the 
Church  a  great  power  for  good  for  all  the  people.  In  no 
period  of  her  history  has  she  been  more  wholly  a  missionary 
Church,  seeking  faithfully  to. carry  out  the  Master's  command 
to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture. It  was  a  constant  delight  to  see  the  influence  and  power 
of  the  Church  all  over  England  in  doing  a  great  educational 
work,  and  in  ministering:  to  the  bodies  as  well  as  to  the  souls 
of  the  people  through  hospitals  for  the  sick  and  homes  for  the 
aged  and  orphan.  Did  time  permit  I  would  gladly  give  statis- 
tics of  the  wonderful  devotion  of  Churchmen  in  England,  and 
of  the  consecration  of  their  substance  for  the  aggressive  Church 
work  that  would  verify  this  opinion  briefly  given.  It  was  an 
education  and  inspiration ;  one  that  brought  me  back  to  the 
work  of  this  Diocese  with  new  desires  and  aspirations  to  make 
the  Church's  power  and  influence  in  this  great  commonwealth 
an  increasing:  one  for  jjood.  The  cordial  welcome  extended 
by  Bishops,  clergy  and  laity  of  England  to  American  Bishops 
and  clergymen  visiting  that  country  makes  one  feel  quite  at 
home,  and  realize  fully  that  we  are  one  household  of  faith, 
brethren  in  the  Holv  Catholic  Church. 
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GENERAL    CONVENTION. 

I  returned  from  England  just  in  time  to  attend  the  opening 
services  of  our  grand  Triennial  Convention,  and  for  nearly  the 
whole  of  October  was  in  attendance  upon  its  sessions,  contrib- 
uting in  my  humble  way  whatever  I  could  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  great  work  for  which  it  had  assembled.  It  will  ever  be 
noted  in  the  annals  of  our  history  as  having  completed  the  re- 
vision and  enrichment  of  the  Prayer  Book,  which  for  twelve 
years  had  been  under  careful  consideration,  and  which  had 
been  an  education  to  the  Church  in  the  whole  matter  of  ritual 
most  desirable  and  helpful.  The  changes  made  commend  them- 
selves to  the  Church  as  thev  have  been  used.  The  Standard 
Prayer  Book  is  now  the  law  of  the  Church,  and  should  be 
strictly  complied  with  in  every  respect.  Our  congregations  and 
Church  families  should  supply  themselves  with  the  new  editions 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  rubrics  for  its  use  be  strictly  fol- 
lowed. It  is  a  matter  of  devout  thanksgiving  that  the  changes 
are  such  as  increase  our  love  for  the  book  and  add  to  its  use- 
fulness. The  feeling  is  growing  that  it  can  be  utilized  as  a 
great  missionary  agency  in  the  extension  of  the  Church ;  that 
its  rapid  distribution  among  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men 
will  do  much  to  disarm  their  prejudices  and  make  them  ac- 
quainted with  the  rich  heritage  preserved  by  the  Church,  the 
benefit  of  which  thev  are  losing.  The  legislation  of  the  Church 
provides  for  this  in  the  organization  of  a  department  of  the 
Missionary  Board  as  a  commission  for  Prayer  Book  distribution. 
It  might  be  well  if  we  could  organize  a  Diocesan  Auxiliary 
that  would  assist  in  its  distribution  within  our  borders,  and  by 
special  effort  increase  greatly  the  Ash  Wednesday  offerings  for 
this  purpose.  I  throw  this  out  as  a  suggestion.  The  enlarged 
missionary  spirit  that  prevailed  at  the  Convention  resulted  in 
the  organization  of  five  new  missionary  jurisdictions,  and  the 
selection  of  as  many  Missionary  Bishops  to  be  leaders  in  the 
missionary  work.  The  progress  and  history  of  the  Church  in 
the  past  shows  that  this  is  wise.     It  involves  great  expenditure 
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that  can  only  be  met  by  enlarged  conceptions  of  duty  and  gen- 
erous giving  on  the  part  of  Churchmen.  May  Indiana  realize 
her  great  obligations  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  In 
each  parish  and  Mission  within  our  Diocese  may  liberal  col- 
lections be  made  annually,  and  the  children  gifts  of  self-denial 
through  the  Lenten  season  be  added  to  this,  and  these  supple- 
mented by  generous  missionary  boxes  through  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  So  shall  we  in  some  measure  discharge  the  debt 
of  half  a  century  and  more  of  kindly  and  generous  aid  extended 
to  Indiana.  The  completion  and  issue  of  a  new  and  enlarged 
Hymnal  was  a  work  of  the  Convention,  which  will  receive  an 
increasing  approval  as  it  comes  into  use  in  the  Church,  and  its 
merits  are  better  understood.  In  connection  with  it,  the  old 
Hymnal  was  allowed  to  be  used  for  the  next  three  years. 

The  Bishops  added  to  the  Church  by  consecration  the  past 
year  are  the  Missionary  Bishops  of  Western  Colorado,  Dr. 
Barker;  of  Spokane,  Dr.  Wells;  Oklahoma,  Dr.  Brooke;  and 
Southern  Florida,  Dr.  Gray ;  Coadjutor  for  the  Bishop  of 
Springfield,  Dr.  Hale,  and  for  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Texas, 
Dr  Kinsolving.  Bishops  awaiting  consecration  are  for  China, 
Dr.  Graves;  and  Japan,  Dr.  McKim ;  and  Coadjutors  for 
Tennessee,  Dr.  Gailor;  and  South  Carolina,  Dr.  Capers,  and 
the  newly  elected  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  Dean  Lawrence ; 
making  when  these  are  consecrated  forty  added  to  the  Episco- 
pate since  my  own  consecration  in  October,  1883. 

The  Church  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  decease  of  three 
of  her  venerable  Fathers  in  the  Episcopate.  The  eloquent 
and  earnest  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  Dr.  Brooks,  after  a  brief 
but  busy  Episcopate  of  fourteen  months,  and  the  venerable  and 
courtly  Bishop  of  California,  Dr.  Kip,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of 
82  years  and  after  an  episcopate  of  40  years ;  and  the  aged 
Bishop  of  Vermont,  Dr.  Bissell,  after  an  episcopate  of  25 
years.  The  Church  gives  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  good 
examples  of  all  these  Fathers  in  the  Episcopate,  and  holds 
their  memory  in  loving  remembrance. 
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From  the  1st  of  November  until  the  present  my  time  has 
been  fully  occupied  with  the  administration  of  the  Diocese. 
My  thanks  are  due  the  Standing  Committee  for  their  wise  ad- 
ministration as  Ecclesiastical  Authority  during  my  absence. 

The  year  has  brought  its  usual  measure  of  success  and  dis- 
appointments. In  some  fields  exceeding  prosperity,  in  others 
nothing  but  adversity.  So  much  depends  on  the  holy  character 
and  the  wise  and  prudent  administration  and  good  sense  and 
consecrated  devotion  of  the  clergy.  When  these  exist — when 
it  is  their  meat  and  drink  to  do  the  will  of  their  Divine  Father ; 
when  a  holy  zeal  impels  them  in  season  and  out  of  season  to 
labor  for  the  welfare  of  the  Bride  of  Christ,  the  result  is 
appreciation  and  cooperation  and  steady  progress.  When  these 
are  wanting — when  self-seeking  and  earthly  ambitions,  or  lack 
of  consecrated  purpose  and  good  common  sense,  and  worldli- 
ness  of  life  and  motives  exist,  there  can  be  no  progress.  Alas! 
that  there  should  be  any  such  in  the  holy  ministry,  and  the  dear 
Bride  of  Christ  be  wounded  in  the  house  of  her  friends.  Let 
us  all,  my  dearly  beloved  brethren  in  the  sacred  ministry,  take 
heed  how  we  exercise  our  sacred  calling.  We  cannot  be  too 
entirely  consecrated  to  our  holy  ministry  and  with  too  great 
diligence  watch  for  the  souls  committed  to  our  care.  We  can- 
not too  completely  watch  over  our  own  lives  that  we  be  not  a 
cause  of  stumbling  to  our  brethren.  To  deepen  the  spiritual 
life  of  my  clergy,  to  deepen  their  own  sensibility  of  the  sacred 
trust  committed  to  them  in  the  care  of  precious  souls,  I  have 
arranged  from  time  to  time  preceding  Lent  a  two  or  three  days' 
Retreat  that  we  might  spend  it  in  the  house  of  God  together, 
and  have  summoned  the  clergy  of.  the  Diocese  to  spend  it  with 
me.  It  has  been  a  mortification  and  humiliation  to  me  that 
scarcely  half  of  the  clergy  have  responded  to  the  call.  We 
should  have  better  work  done  and  greater  results  for  our  labors 
if  the  clergy  had  heeded  our  invitation.  The  Retreat  the  past 
year  was  conducted  by  my  brother  the  Bishop  of  Springfield, 
and  was  eminently  helpful  to  all  who  were  in  attendance.     I 
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beg  to  acknowledge  my   gratitude  to  him  for  his  kindness   in 
coming  to  us. 

On  the  whole,  there  has  been  a  steady  advance  in  the  Dio- 
cese in  the  building  of  churches,  in  the  prosecution  of  mission 
work,  and  in  Christian  education.  ,  The  confirmations  have  not 
been  quite  up  to  the  average,  because  of  many  vacant  parishes. 
Among  these  were  St.  John's,  Lafayette;  St.  James's,  South 
Bend  ;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka  ;  St.  John's,  Bristol ;  St.  James's, 
Goshen ;  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville ;  St.  Paul's,  Hammond, 
and  St.  Mary's,  Delphi.  Most  of  these,  however,  are  now 
supplied ;  indeed,  the  only  ones  now  vacant  are  South  Bend 
and  Mishawaka,  and  St.  Mark's,  Aurora,  and  Trinity,  Law- 
renceburgh.  These  latter  the  Dean  of  the  Southern  Convoca- 
tion is  looking  after. 

We  have  [given  letters  dimissory  to  seven  of  our  clergy 
since  the  last  Convention,  viz. :  Dr.  Avery,  J.  B.  Mead,  A. 
K.  Glover,  C.  P.  Wilson,  J.  A.  Antrim  and  J.  G.  Miller. 
One,  Rev.  Benjamin  I.  Jack,  a  colored  priest,  has  died.  He 
came  to  us  the  ist  of  June  last  to  care  for  St.  Philip's  mission, 
Indianapolis.  He  entered  upon  his  work  most  earnestly,  and 
was  making  a  good  impression,  and  gradually  winning  the  con- 
fidence and  respect  of  the  colored  people.  His  Sunday-school 
and  congregation  were  growing.  At  the  time  of  bis  sudden 
decease  he  was  preparing  a  class  for  confirmation,  and  the  Sun- 
day evening  before  he  had  baptized  a  whole  family  of  colored 
people.  The  following  Tuesday  he  died  suddenly  of  appo- 
plexy  as  he  was  returning  from  breakfast  and  entering  his  room. 
He  was  buried  by  myself  from  St.  Philip's  chapel,  the  clergy 
of  the  city  acting  as  pall-bearers.  He  was  a  man  of  conse- 
crated spirit,  and  loved  to  labor  for  his  people.  He  was  a 
widower,  with  five? children  in  Demerara,  where  he  had  for- 
merly been  a  teacher.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  mention  that 
he  had  a  life  insurance  of  $3,000  in  favor  of  his  children.  St. 
Philip's  Mission  has  felt  the  loss,  and  as  yet  we  have  not  been 
able  to  fill  his  place. 
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.  We  have  received  into  the  diocese  Rev.  C.  T.  Stout  as 
rector  of  St.  James's,  Goshen,  Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson,  of  St. 
Luke's,  Cannelton;  Rev.  James  H.  W.  Blake,  of  St.  John's, 
Lafayette;  Rev.  Francis  Berry,  of  St.  James's,  Indianapolis; 
Rev.  James  F.  Milbank,  rector  of  St.  John's,  Elkhart  from  May 
1st.  Rev.  C.  B.  Fosbroke,  of  Minnesota,  has  accepted  the 
mission  of  St.  James,  New  Castle,  and  will  enter  upon  his  work 
in  June,  Mr.  Woodard  being  transferred  to  Kokomo.  and 
Elwood,  Dr.  Gunn  having  resigned  ihe  charge  of  those  missions 
June  1st.  Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss  has  been  ordained  priest,  and 
placed  in  charge  of  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville,  and  St.  Mary's, 
Delphi.  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  besides  serving  the  mission  at  Plain- 
field,  gives  one  Sunday  monthly  to  St.  Matthew's,  Worthing- 
ton,  and  expects  to  give  two  Sundays  monthly  to  St.  Paul's, 
Columbus,  from  which  Mr.  Miller  resigned  at  Easter.  Mr. 
Wilson  resigned  Aurora  and  Lawrenceburgh  March  1st.  Dr. 
Avery  resigned  St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  June  1st,  1892.  Rev. 
A.  K.  Glover  resigned  Christ  Church,  Madison,  at  Easter. 
R.ev.  W.  H.  Bamford  has  been  called  to  take  his  place,  and  it 
is  hoped  will  accept.  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss  resigned  St. 
James's,  South  Bend,  at  Easter.  That  parish  is  taking  steps  to 
call  a  rector  at  an  early  day. 

In  many  of  our  parishes  there  have  been  serious  losses  by 
death.  I  do  not  recall  a  year  of  my  Episcopate  when  so  many 
parochial  officers  have  been  called  to  their  rest,  At  St.  Paul's, 
Laporte,  Dr.  Crandall,  long  Junior  Warden  of  the  parish,  was 
found  in  his  sleigh  dead  from  heart  trouble.  The  venerable 
Senior  Warden,  Mr.  Truesdell,  for  more  than  thirty  years  a 
parish  officer  and  for  twenty-three  years  Senior  Warden  and 
Treasurer,  died  May  17.  In  Gethsemane,  Marion,  Mr.  J. 
N.  Turner,  the  Senior  Warden,  and  Mr.  John  Bennett, 
both  founders  of  the  Mission,  have  been  taken  to  the  rest 
of  Paradise.  Christ  Mission,  Huntington,  has  suffered 
severe  loss  in  the  decease  of  the  Warden,  Dr.  Severance.  St. 
Paul's,  Mishawaka,  has  lost  one  of  its  Wardens,  Mr.  Jonas  A. 
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Burt,  who  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  affairs.  Holy  In- 
nocents', Indianapolis,  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of 
a  faithful  vestryman,  Mr.  Jones.  Emmanuel,  Garrett,  has 
recently  been  called  to  mourn  the  decease  of  one  of  its  most 
efficient  mission  workers,  Mrs.  Dr.  Wood.  St.  John's,  Craw- 
ford sville,  Mr.  Kangg,  a  centenarian,  102  years  of  age,  con- 
firmed by  Bishop  White,  has  passed  away ;  in  St.  John's  Mis- 
sion, Mount  Vernon,  Judge  Pitcher,  aged  96  years,  baptised  in 
Connecticut  by  Dr.  Mansfield,  a  pre-revolutionary  clergyman, 
and  confirmed  by  Bishop  Jarvis,  died  during  my  absence  in 
England.  Recently  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  has  been 
called  to  mourn  Judge  W.  £.  Niblack,  long  a  Warden  and 
vestryman  of  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes ;  one  who  took 
the  deepest  interest  in  the  Church's  welfare.  He  was  an  able 
lawyer  and  just  judge,  a  patriotic  statesman,  a  good  citizen,  a 
sincere  Christian.  He  was  beloved  and  respected  by  all.  This 
record  of  death's  ravages  in  our  communion  should  remind  us 
of  the  shortness  and  vanity  of  human  life,  and  of  the  need  to 
be  up  and  doing  in  the  Master's  work. 

The  work  of  church  building  ha*  made  good  progress.  I 
have  had  the  benediction  of  four  churches,  Trinity,  Kendall- 
ville ;  St.  John's,  Mount  Vernon  ;  St.  Mary's,  New  Carlisle ; 
and  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo.  All  are  neat  churches,  built  at 
reasonable  cost,  all  aided  from  our  Diocesan  Church  Building 
Fund,  all  located  where  they  must  become  centers  of  useful- 
ness. The  progress  of  the  Church  in  Kendallville  is  quite 
remarkable.  It  is  a  town  of  3,000  population.  On  my  first 
visit  there  two  summers  ago,  I  found  only  two  or  three  com- 
municants of  the  Church.  Only  one  or  two  services  of  the 
Church  had  ever  been  held  there.  September  /  last,  a  mis- 
sionary was  settled  there.  A  splendid  lot  had  been  donated  as 
a  site  for  the  church,  valued  at  $2,000.  A  neat  church,  cost- 
ing, with  furniture,  $1,300,  has  been  erected.  I  have  already 
confirmed  fifteen  persons  there,  and  there  is  a  Sunday-school 
of    fifty    children.     The   congregation    raises    about   $500  per 
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annum  toward  the  support  of  our  services.  Rev.  William 
Mitchell,  the  missionary,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  blessing 
that  has  been  vouchsafed  upon  his  labors  in  the  first  year  of  his 
ministry. 

Our  Diocesan  missionaries  are  doing  good  and  faithful 
work.  The  only  trouble  is  we  have  not  enough  of  them. 
Churchmen  do  not  place  sufficient  money  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  do  the  work  open  to  them.  What  is  the 
paltry  sum  of  $3,000  per  annum  for  the  6,000  communicants 
of  Indiana?  It  is  a  shame.  Brethren,  we  must  realize  the 
grand  opportunity  of  the  Church  in  Indiana,  and  resolve,  God 
helping  us,  we  will  do  better,  and  give  more  money  for  the 
work  of  missions.  I  ask,  dear  brethren,  for  at  least  $6,000 
for  the  Board  the  present  year.  In  our  neighboring  Diocese  of 
Chicago,  a  company  of  laymen  were  interested  in  the  work  of 
Church  extension,  and  two  and  two  they  go  to  the  different 
churches,  pleading  for  an  increased  offering  in  behalf  of  mis* 

sion  work,  and  as  a  result,  the  amount  given  has  more  than 

• 

doubled.  Can  not  the  same  spirit  be  awakened  in  Indiana? 
In  the  gas  belt,  towns  are  springing  up  as  if  by  magic.  Three 
of  them  are  getting  a  large  population,  in  which  we  should  be 
able  to  locate  missionaries  and  build  churches.  They  are 
Elwood,  Gas  City,  and  Alexandria.  At  El  wood  is  a  popu- 
lation of  8,000.  Alexandria  already  has  6,000,  Gas  City 
5,000.  We  have  organized  missions  in  these,  and  we  have 
the  promise  of  two  lots  in  each.  We  are  having  some  services, 
but  we  need  men  located  and  working  in  them.  I  plead  most 
earnestly  for  larger  appreciation  of  the  Church's  duty  to  occupy 
this  whole  State,  and  for  more  generous  giving  for  all  mission 
work.  I  am  thankful  for  the  interest  that  has  been  awakened 
in  response  to  my  appeal  for  a  general  missionary.  The 
Century  Club,  suggested  by  the  Secretary  of  our  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen,  I  am  sure  will  be 
filled  up  and  added  to.  We  have  selected  for  the  first  general 
Missionary  or  Archdeacon,  Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole,  rector  of 
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Gethsemane  Church,  Marion,  who  by  eight  years'  service  in 
Indiana  has  become  familiar  with  the  field,  and  has  shown  the 
true  missionary  spirit  in  all  his  labors.  He  will  enter  upon  this 
work  the  first  of  September  and  will  do  what  he  can  in  looking 
after  Church  people  in  many  towns  who  have  hitherto  been 
left  without  spiritual  care.  Too  much  must  not  be  expected. 
We  should  have  three  such  workers,  one  for  each  Convocation. 
I  hope  the  appointment  of  one  will  prepare  the  way  for  the 
others.  In  some  of  our  growing  cities  mission  work  should  be 
prosecuted  with  vigor.  In  Fort  Wayne,  Richmond,  Terre 
Haute  and  Evansville  especially  there  are  opportunities  that 
should  not  go  begging.  They  should  enlist  the  earnest  spirit 
of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  In 
each  of  these  cities  the  parish  should  be  able  to  employ  assist- 
ants largely  devoted  to  missionary  work.  It  would  be  a  most 
excellent  training  for  our  young  deacons  under  the  care  of  ex- 
perienced priests  and  rectors  to  qualify  themselves  for  inde- 
pendent and  aggressive  work.  These  cities  should  be  the 
centres  of  light  to  all  about  them.  In  these  parishes  a  deacon- 
ess if  available  would  be  of  valuable  assistance  in  house  to 
house  visiting,  in  looking  after  Sunday-school  children,  visiting 
the  sick,  careless  or  indigent.  If  our  clergy  had  a  little  more 
faith  and  enterprise  they  would  develop  and  avail  themselves 
of  this  aid  to  their  labors. 

DIVISION    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese,  appointed 
by  resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  have  taken  into  considera- 
tion  the  subject  assigned  them.  You  will  look  with  interest  for 
their  report.  I  shall  be  glad  in  every  way  in  my  power  to  fur- 
ther whatever  they  recommend.  I  hope  to  live  to  see  Indiana 
a  Province  with  at  least  three  Dioceses  sufficiently  endowed  to 
command  admission  to  General  Convention,  with  three  Bishops 
at  work  where  one  is  now  laboring.  Will  it  not  be  a 
grand  corsummation  !  To  what  better  object  can  Churchmen 
of  Indiana  to  whom  God  has  given  ample   means  consecrate  it 
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than    the   endowment   of  these  Episcopates?     Securing   three 
leaders  to  be  chief  missionaries  in  this  territory  for  furthering 
the  work  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  in  Indiana.     Is  it  too   much  to 
hope,  and  pray  for,  and  work  for?     I  trow  not;  the  money  is 
in  the  hands  of  Indiana  Churchmen  to  accomplish  this.     I  pray 
God  to  open  their  hearts  and  purses  to  give  it.     It  was  to  has- 
ten this  object  that  I  undertook  soon   after  entering  upon    my 
Episcopate  to  seek  the  endowment  of    the  Diocese.     I  lament 
to-day  that  some  one  better  able  to  do  the  work   had  not  been 
chosen.     If  Churchmen  had  responded  to  my  appeals ;  if  they 
had  recognized  their  obligations  to  this  fund,  and  realized  what 
a  help  it  would  be,    instead   of    having  $39,000  today  to   the 
credit  of    this   fund  we   should   have   $65,000,  and  we  should 
have  been  that  much   nearer  the   accomplishment  of   division, 
for  with  $30,000  for   each   Diocese   we  believe   General  Con- 
vention would  consider  it  a  sufficient  provision  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.     It  is  not  too  late  to  speed  this,  and  if  every 
parish  and   mission  will  provide  its   proper  quota  on   the  basis 
of  the  original  effort  we  shaH  soon  be  ready  for  division,  and 
thereby  multiply  the  power  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  great  work 
of  conquering  Indiana  for  the  Church  of  the    living    God.     I 
need  not  say,  dear  brethren,  that  for  myself  I  ask  nothing.     I 
have  been  content  to  give  all  the  strength  and  ability  God  has 
given  me  to   work  for  the   advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
in    Indiana.     All   that    remains  of    that  strength   and   of    the 
means  God  has  blessed  me  with  shall  continue  to  be  given  for 
Christ  and  the  Church  in   Indiana.      But  for  Christ's    mission 
work,  for  the  effectiveness  of    Christ's  kingdom,  I  dare   to  be 
bold,  and   ask  and   plead  for  great   things.     The    ark    moves 
heavily,  the  chariot  drags  because  of  the  worldliness  and  be- 
cause of  the  holding  back  of  Christians   in  liberal  giving.     I 
see  better  days  coming.     The  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
in  the  way  of  education ;  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  in  per- 
sonal consecration ;   in  the  training  of  the  children  by  the  Len- 
ten offering,   in  self-denial  and  understanding  of  duty,  will,  it 
seems  to  me,  create  a  generation   of    workers  that  shall  bear 
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forward  with  resistless  power  the  Ark  of  our  God  in  His  Divine 
Kingdom,  and  Indiana  shall  yet  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose, 
and  the  standard  of  our  beloved  Church  be  set  up  in  very  many 
counties  where  it  is  now  unknown.  May  God  hasten  the  day 
is  my  earnest  prayer.  During  the  nearly  ten  years  I  have  been 
your  Bishop  He  has  given  me  good  and  kind  friends  who  have 
contributed  annually  to  what  may  be  called  the  Bishop's  purse. 
It  has  enabled  me  to  make  generous  contributions  to  our  Dio- 
cesan Church  Building  Fund,  to  relieve  many  cases  of  distress 
among  the  clergy  and  candidates  for  the  ministry,  aid  our  edu- 
cational work  and  I  may  say  every  good  work  in  the  Diocese. 
Without  it  I  should  often  have  been  very  helpless.  I  wi*h  to 
record  here  as  I  often  have  done  before,  my  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God  that  He  has  raised  up  such  friends  to  help  us  in 
our  work,  and  ask  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  upon  them. 
Their  kindness  and  generosity  is  worthy  of  imitation.  God 
has  blessed  many  Churchmen  in  Indiana  with  abundance  of 
means.  They  know  the  opportunities  the  Bishop  has  for  good 
work,  and  the  constant  demands  upon  him.  Would  it  not  be  a 
graceful  act,  at  Christmas  time  for  Churchmen  to  replenish  the 
Bishop's  purse  for  good  works  in  the  Diocese  by  an  annual  do- 
nation at  that  blessed  season?  I  throw  out  the  hint,  and  shall 
be  thankful  if  many  will  act  upon  it. 

PARISH    WORK. 

There  has  been  some  excellent  progress  in  individual 
parishes  the  present  year  that  deserves  especial  mention.  Chief 
among  them  is  the  rebuilding  ot  the  church  and  rectory  and 
the  building  of  the  Fiske  Memorial  chapel  and  parish  house 
at  Richmond.  At  an  expenditure  of  $25,000  or  more,  this 
church  property  has  been  made  one  of  the  most  complete  in  the 
Diocese,  and  every  equipment  gained  for  aggressive  parish 
work. 

The  debt  which  Dr.  Jenckes  greatly  reduced  during  his 
ministry  at  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  has  been  entirely  paid 
during  the  first  year  of  his  successor,  and  the  way  been  pre- 
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pared  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  parish  house  in  good  time. 
St.  Paul's  is  preparing  to  lead  off  in  every  good  work  for  the 
extension  of  the  Church,  both  in  the  city  and  the  Diocese. 

St.  Paul's,  Jefferson vi lie,  has  nearly  completed  a  beautiful 
stone  church  and  chapel  that  will  rank  them  far  ahead  of  many 
other  parishes  of  equal  number  of  communicants  in  the  Dio- 
cese. They  will  greatly  enjoy  the  change  from  the  plain 
wooden  structure  of  earlier  days.  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany, 
are  preparing  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  their  new  stone  church 
the  coming  autumn.  It  is  greatly  needed,  and  will  bring  this 
parish  to  the  front  in  every  good  work  in  the  Diocese.  Trinity 
Church,  Logansport,  under  its  earnest  rector,  Rev.  Douglas  I. 
Hobbs,  is  doing  better  work  than  ever  before,  and  will  soon 
have  its  church  property  in  excellent  ordei.  Gethsemane,  Mar- 
ion, has  paid  off  a  large  floating  debt,  and  is  in  a  condition 
now  to  move  forward  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  a  growing 
city.  Grace,  Muncie,  has  purchased  a  valuable  quarter  block 
in  a  very  advantageous  part  of  the  city,  and  moved  their  old 
church  upon  it.  They  are  only  awaiting  the  opportunity  to 
dispose  of  their  old  church  property  to  move  in  the  election  of 
the  new  stone  church,  for  whicii  plans  have  been  prepared. 

CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

Our  schools  are  steadily  improving.  They  are  an  impor- 
tant part  of  our  Diocesan  work.  They  have  an  influence  far 
reaching  and  powerful.  They  are  moulding  men  and  women 
to  take  our  places  when  we  are  gone.  They  seek  to  make  intel- 
ligent and  well  educated  Christians  and  Churchmen,  and 
this  is  our  great  need.  So  I  thank  God  that  we  have  them, 
that  they  are  being  appreciated  more  and  more,  and  that  an 
increasing  influence  for  good  is  likely  to  go  forth  from  them. 
In  establishing  them  we  have  moved  with  caution  and  in  a 
way  not  to  involve  or  compromise  the  Diocese.  It  has  been 
like  making  bricks  without  straw,  as  few  appreciate  the  impor- 
tance of  it  or  are  willing  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  I  thank  God 
that  He  put  it  into  the  hearts   of  Mrs.    Frances  M.  Howe   and 
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Mr.  James  B.  Howe  to  aid  in  founding  and  furnishing  a  home 
for  the  Howe  Grammar  School.  Mrs.  Howe  has  shown  her 
continued  interest  by  purchasing  for  the  school  a  valuable  prop- 
erty adjoining  the  Williams  Athletic  Park,  completing  the 
ownership  of  the  whole  square  in  the  Trustees.  The  comfort- 
able residence  upon  it  serves  as  a  home  for  the  janitor  of  the 
school  and  his  family.  Mr.  James  B.  Howe  has  in  mind  at  no 
distant  day  to  erect  a  suitable  chapel  for  the  school.  I  thank 
God  that  he  put  it  into  the  heart  ot  his  servant,  John  H.  Barker, 
to  build  Barker  Hall  at  Michigan  City,  and  to  aid  generously 
in  its  maintenance.  This  school  has  been  under  the  direct 
management  of  the  rector  the  past  year,  and  has  been  most 
successful  in  every  respect. 

St.  Mary's  Hall  for  girls  has  had  a  good  year,  the  best  in 
its  history.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swan  are  giving  it  a  good  repu- 
tation, and  proving  themselves  admirable  educators.  It  needs 
but  a  little  more  generous  patronage  in  the  Diocese  to  make 
the  school  self-sustaining.  We  trust  it  may  have  this.  The 
principals  have  shown  their  desire  to  do  good  work  by  receiv- 
ing several  of  the  daughters  of  our  clergy  at  greatly  reduced 
rates.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Hall  and  Mrs. 
Mary  A.  Tuttle,  a  cistern  has  been  built,  the  grounds  graded 
and  improved,  and  a  fence  erected.  The  Diocese  should  be 
grateful  to  these  ladies,  as  1  am,  for  their  enlightened  interest. 
It  needs  but  $5,000  to  place  this  school  property  out  of  debt. 
I  wish  some  generous  heart  might  supply  it. 

OUR  CHURCH  HOME  AND  ORPHANAGE. 

I  have  mentioned  this  so  often  in  these  annual  addressess 
that  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  report  that  we  are  far  from  hav- 
ing secured  it.  However,  we  are  making  some  progress. 
Our  ideas  concerning  it  have  broadened  out  somewhat.  We 
have  been  able  the  last  year  to  purchase  a  lot  100  by  200  feet 
adjoining  St.  Mary's  Hall  at  a  cost  of  $7,500,  and  to  pay  for 
it.      We  have  about  $5 ,000  subscribed  toward  the  building  we 
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wish  to  erect.  We  need  at  least  $5,000  more  before  we  can 
see  our  way  to  begin  this  much  needed  structure.  How  long 
we  shall  have  to  wait  must  depend  upon  the  Churchmen  of 
Indiana.  We  must  confess  to  a  disappointment  and  chagrin 
that  our  appeals  for  the  means  to  erect  this  structure  have  been 
so  little  heeded,  that  responses  have  come  in  so  slowly.  How- 
ever, it  has  helped  us  to  cultivate  the  grace  of  patience,  and 
to  feel  that  when  the  Lord  sees  best  to  grant  this  boon,  He 
will  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  his  servants  to  give  the  means. 
But  it  does  seem  to  me  a  great  disgrace  that  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  has  made  no  provision  for  the  aged  and  orphans. 
Shall  we  not  have  a  generous  giving  toward  the  attainment  of 
this  object?  The  title  of  the  land  is  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees 
of  the  Diocese,  they  stand  ready  to  go  forward  just  as  fast 
as  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  will  give  them  the  means  to 
do  with.  They  cannot,  in  this  work  of  faith,  risk  indebtedness. 
We  look  forward  to  placing  the  administration  of  the  Home* 
when  erected,  in  the  hands  of  a  Diocesan  sisterhood  of  conse- 
crated women.  Already  one  sister,  trained  and  consecrated, 
has  providentially  come  to  us,  and  is  engaged  in  mission  work 
in  our  cathedral  parish.  It  is  intended  to  secure  a  home  for 
her  as  soon  as  possible,  to  receive  postulants  for  sisterhood 
training.  We  shall  be  glad  of  any  contributions  to  further  it, 
and  would  call  the  attention  of  young  women  in  the  Diocese 
who  desire  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  Lord's  work  and  to 
attach  themselves  to  a  sisterhood,  to  apply  to  the  Bishop.  I 
have  appointed  as  Chaplain  of  the  sisterhood  the  rector  and 
Pastor  of  the  cathedral,  Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent,  to  whom  appli- 
cations may  also  be  made. 

st.  Stephen's  hospital,  Richmond. 

St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  though  a  local  and  parochial  insti- 
tution in  its  management  and  ownership,  is  yet  in  a  sense 
Diocesan,  in  that  it  receives  patients  from  every  part  of  the 
Diocese,  and  is  the  only  institution  of  the  kind  under  the  care 
and  influence  of  the  Church.      It  is  doing  a  useful  work,  and 
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each  year  becoming  better  known  and  appreciated.  I  recom- 
mend that  an  offering  in  its  behalf  be  made  in  all  our  churches 
on  Thanksgiving  day. 

st.  Andrew's  brotherhood. 

I  have  noticed  with  delight  the  increase  the  past  year  ot 
chapters  of  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  and  Daughters  of  the 
King.  These,  when  realizing  the  spirit  of  the  order,  can  be- 
come a  power  for  good  in  the  parish  and  Diocese.  A  conven- 
tion of  the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  was  recently  held  in 
Indianapolis,  continuing  in  session  two  days,  which  were  days 
of  refreshing,  and  must  be  productive  of  great  good. 

OTHER  AGENCIES. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  continues  to  do  a  good  work,  and 
is  gradually  winning  its  way,  as  it  should,  into  all  our  parishes. 

Our  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  is  steadily  increasing, 
and  has  reached  the  sum  of  $2,700.  It  will  be  kept  well  in- 
vested, and  by  liberal  Christmas  gifts  must  in  time  become  a  sure 
source  of  relief  to  our  superannuated  clergy.  I  am  sure  I  need 
not  plead  for  liberal  offerings  every  Christmas  for  it.  Every 
clergyman  will  see  to  it  that  his  people  have  the  opportunity 
and  are  reminded  of  what  thev  owe  to  our  aged  clergy. 

We  have  now  five  postulants  for  the  Holy  Ministry  and 
four  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  We  are  called  upon  each 
year  to  render  assistance  to  some  of  these  in  obtaining  their  edu- 
cation. The  Good  Friday  offerings  are  asked  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  effort  should  be  made  to  have  them  liberal  ones. 

LAY    HEADERS. 

Our  lay  readers  constitute  an  earnest  body,  ever  ready  to 
help  their  rectors,  or  to  give  the  service  in  vacant  parishes.  I 
am  grateful  to  them  for  their  aid.  I  wish  in  every  parish  and 
mission  some  godly  man  might  be  in  training  to  aid  in  this 
way  the  rector.  I  am  confident  that  the  clergy  do  not  avail 
themselves  of  this  aid  as  much  as  they  should.     It  will  be  well 
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to  have  some  one  to  take  the  lessons  in  every  parish,  and  to  be 
ready  in  any  emergency  to  take  the  whole  service. 

CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

Our  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund  is  one  of  the  most 
important  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  collections  for  it  are 
made  at  the  Bishop's  visitations.  As  these  are  measurably 
rare  the  collections  are  only  annual.  They  should,  in  view  of 
its  importance  be  liberal.  I  regret  to  say  they  cannot,  by  any 
stretch  of  imagination  be  called  so.  I  have  been  able,  by  the 
assistance  of  generous  friends  to  supplement  the  offerings  of 
the  Diocese  by  more  than  double  the  amount  contributed.  I 
do  ask  that  at  my  visitations  more  generous  contributions  be 
made  for  this  important  fund. 

ENDOWMENT. 

The  last  payment  of  coupons  falls  due  the  coming  year, 
and  at  our  next  annual  Convention  I  shall  hope  to  be  able  to 
give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  fund  and  the  actual  amounts 
contributed  by  each  parish  and  individual.  The  completion  of 
ten  years  of  my  Episcopate  will  then  have  transpired,  and  if 
God  spares  me  I  shall  hope  to  review  in  my  next  annual  address 
the  growth  and  progress  of  the  Diocese  during  that  period.  It 
will  be  little  enough  at  best.  I  wish  it  were  more ;  still  there 
will  be  much  that  we  may  be  able  to  thank  God  for  and  take 
courage.  Going  as  I  do  constantly  over  this  great  State  I  am 
continually  more  and  more  impressed  by  the  greatness  of  the 
heritage  our  lot  has  fallen  upon.  In  all  material  things  I  have 
noticed  wonderful  progress.  The  resources  of  the  State  are 
marvelous.  Great  wealth  has  been  acquired  by  but  compara- 
tively few,  but  the  great  mass  of  the  people  are  well  to  do, 
and  there  is  little  severe  poverty,  but  as  one  reads  the  daily 
record  of  the  State's  history  as  given  in  the  newspapers  there 
is  much  to  give  a  thoughtful  mind  deep  concern.  It  seems  to 
be  a  daily  record  of  murders,  suicides,  white  capping,  divorce 
and  other  crimes.     The  moral  sense  of  the  whole  State  needs 
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to  be  uplifted ;  to  be  impressed  with  the  sacredness  of  law  and 
order,  of  reverence  for  what  is  good  and  pure.  Christianity 
does  not  seem  to  have  taken  a  deep  hold  upon  the  conscience 
and  life  of  the  people.  Let  us  realize  our  obligations,  Chris- 
tian brethren,  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  hold  aloft  the  banner  of 
truth,  purity  and  holiness ;  to  do  what  we  may  to  stem  the  tide 
of  ungodliness  that  like  a  flood  is  sweeping  over  our  fair  State. 
The  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  love  of  God  and  our  neighbor 
which  it  imposes,  are  the  best  safeguards  of  society  and  the 
State.  Let  every  Christian  and  Churchman  do  all  in  their 
power  to  promote  that  righteousness  and  truth  that  exalteth  a 
nation. 

THE    LORD'S    DAY. 

I  made  my  humble  protest  for  the  sacredness  of  the  Lord's 
Dav  and  the  observance  of  the  Fourth  Commandment  in 
regard  to  the  opening  of  the  great  National  Columbian  Fair. 

I  believe  we  are  bound  as  a  Christian  Church  and  as  indi- 
vidual christians  in  this  respect  to  let  our  light  shine.  A  sad 
day  it  will  be  for  us  when  all  regard  and  reverence  for  the  ob- 
servance of  this  holy  day  shall  be  cast  aside  as  a  superstition 
of  the  past,  and  men  be  told  by  Christian  teachers  that  every 
dav  is  alike,  and  that  it  is  wise  and  well  to  rob  God  of  the 
seventh  of  our  time  as  we  have  robbed  Him  in  tithes  and 
offerings.  Is  it  not  a  sign  of  the  last  days  when  Christian 
Bishops  and  Presbyters  and  laymen  stand  up  and  plead  for  the 
secularization  of  the  day  that  God  has  commanded  to  be  kept 
holy!

Reverend  Sir: — The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  last  past: 

The  Committee  met  on  the  adjournment  of  the  55th  Annual  Con- 
vention, June  S,  1892,  and  organized  by  electing  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter, 
President,  and  Wm.  H.  Armstrong,  Secretary. 

The  Committee  met  again  on  call  of  the  President,  August  S,  1892. 
Application  of  Rev.  F.  Thompson  for  letter  dimissorv  was  presented 
and  granted.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  George 
II.  Kinsolving,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Texas,  and  to  the  election  of  an  As- 
sistant Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Oregon  on  account  of  the  extent  of 
territory,  and  the  certificate  as  required  by  the  canons  was  issued  in 
each  case. 

On  November  14,  1S92,  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held 
when  the  return  of  the  Bishop  from  England  and  the  resumption  ot  the 
functions  of  his  otfiee  \%as  announced.  The  sale  of  the  old  church  prop- 
erty of  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  and  the  purchase  of  new  site  was  re- 
ported, and  the  formal  consent  of  the  Committee  for  purpose  of  record 
was  given  thereto.  The  application  of  Francis  C.  Woodard,  Deacon. 
for  recommendation  for  Priest's  Orders  and  for  dispensation  from  full 
time  required  by  the  Canon,  fur  reason  of  previous  service  as  a  Minister 
of  the  Congregational  Church  was  granted,  and  the  Canonical  certifi- 
cate issued. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  on  May  23,  1893.  when  ap- 
plications for  recommendation  for  Priest's  Orders  were  presented  fiom 
Gerald  II.  Morse  and  Stephen  Elliott  Prentiss,  Deacons.  These  were 
approved  and  the  Canonical  certificate   duly  issued  in  each  case.     Con- 
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6ent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  McKim,  as  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  Yeddo,  Japan,  and  for  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Frederick  R.  Graves,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Shanghai,  China,  and  the 
certificate  as  required  by  the  Canons  was  issued  in  each  case  and  for- 
warded to  the  presiding  Bishop.  Consent  wa6  also  given  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  William  Lawrence,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Frank  Gailor,  S.  T. 
D.,  as  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Canonical  certificate 
in  each  case  was  duly  issued  and  forwarded.  On  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  procure  for  the  use  of 
the  Committee  such  blanks  as  were  necessary,  and  a  sufficient  number 
of  copies  of  the  Canons  relating  to  ordinations. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  Clergyman's  Retiring  Fund  Society  provides  » fund  the  interest 
of  which  is  paid  annually  to  those  members  of  the  Society  who,  after  a 
membership  of  at  least  five  years,  have  attained  to  sixty  years  of  age. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  this  Society  to  the  consider- 
ation of  all  those  both  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocene  who  set  in  it  a 
wise  provision  for  the  aged  clergy  of  the  Church,  and  wou^i  suggest 
that  it  is  a  Society  worthy  of  the  contributions  of  the  laity,  and  the 
membership,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  clergy. 


The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

The  American  Church  Building  Fund  had  reached  January  1, 1893, 
the  sum  of  $231,475,  It  is  hoped  to  raise  it  the  present  year  to  con- 
siderably over  $250,000.  "The  work,"  says  the  special  Secretary, 
"goes  on  increasingly."  Considerably  over  200  Churches  have  been 
aided  in  building,  and  the  number  is  only  limited  by  tne  means  at 
command.  No  money  does  so  much  permanent  service,  or  repeats  its 
good  work  so  frequently  as  that  in  this  Fund.

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  concurred  in  : 


The  General  Convention  of  1892  made  provision  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  General  Society  for  Prayer  Book  Distribution.  One  of  the 
great  objects  of  this  society  is  to  encourage  the  formation  of  an  Auxil- 
iary Prayer  Book  Society  in  each  Diocese  and  missionary  jurisdiction. 
Reference  having  been  made  to  this  society  and  its  purposes  in  the 
Bishop's  address,  I  would  like  to  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 
Ncsotz'tii)  That  there  be  organized  in  this  Diocese  a  Prayer  Book 
Distribution  Society,  Auxiliary  to  the  General  Society,  for  the  promo- 
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tion  of  the  distribution  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  its  object  to 
be  the  widest  possible  distribution  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
among  the  people  of  Indiana. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  that  a  Prayer  Book  Guild  be 
formed  in  each  parish  and  mission,  whose  aim  shall  be  to  supply  the 
Prayer  Book  to  all  persons  within  their  limits,  and  to  cooperate  with 
the  Diocesan  Society. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  further  recommended  that  an  annual  sermon 
be  preached  in  every  parish  and  mission  on  the  Prayer  Book,  and  an 
annual  offering  be  requested  in  all  our  churches  on  Ash  Wednesday,  or 
Whitsunday  or  some  other  Sunday,  as  each  rector  may  be  disposed, 
the  offerings  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  promotion  of  free  distribution  of  the  Prayer  Book. 

Resolved^  That  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  shall  constitute  the 
Prayer  Book  Distribution  Auxiliary,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  ex-officio  President,  and  that  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Aux- 
iliary shall  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and 
that  every  Prayer  Book  Guild  shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegate,  and  that 
the  matter  of  Prayer  Book  Distribution  be  made  the  care  of  this  So- 
ciety.

Rev.  Mr.  Ranger,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  As- 
sessments, submitted  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved)  That  no  Parish  or  Mission  shall  hereafter  be  reported  to 
the  Convention  as  delinquent  because  of  unpaid  arrearages  on  Dioce- 
san Missionary  appropriations. 

The  Bishop  introduced  to  the  Convention  Mr.  Charles 
Viele,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Church  in  Indiana,  who  had 
entertained  in  his  hospitable  home  every  Bishop  of  Indiana, 
beginning  with  Bishop  Kemper,  and  he  addressed  the  Conven- 
tion briefly. 

The  committee  on  work  among  young  people  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention  was  continued. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott  it  was 

Resolved)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  interest  upon 
the  American  Church  Building  Fund  should  be  reduced  from  six  to  five 
per  cent. 
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Resolved,  That*  a  copy  of  this-  resolution  be  se«t  the  American 
Church  Building  Commission,  with  the  request  that  they  consider  it. 

The  Rev.  E,  G.  Hunter  presented  the.  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Whereas  an  important  event  in  connection  with  the  history  and 
work  of  the  Church  iu  this  country,  in  the,  completion  of  the  work  of 
revision  of  the  Prayer. Book,  was  brought  to  a  close  at  the. Genera)  Con- 
vention of  1892,  ,in  the  publication  of  the  new  Standard  Book,  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  Registrar  of  this  Diocese  be  instructed  to  col- 
lect such  documents  as  may  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time  in  the 
course  of  this  revision  as  he.  may  be  able,  to  obtain,  which  together 
with  the  Diocesan  copy  of  the  new  Standard  Prayer  Book,  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Diocesan  Library  in  such  form  as  will  most  effectually 
preserve  them  to  the  Church  in  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  presented  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

We  desire,  first  of  all,  to  note  the  progress  and  growth  of  the 
Church  the  past  year.  It  is  an  encouraging  fact  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  missions  started;  mission  stations 
are  being  multiplied  rapidly  an'i  new  centres  have  gradually  been 
formed  and  are  being  held  by  the  Church.  We  desire  to  make  special 
mention  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  throughout  the  natural  gas 
belt  for  building  Churches  and  laving  the  foundation  for  Church  work. 
The  missionary  character  of  the  Church  in  our  Diocese  may  best 
be  seen  by  the  fact  that  out  of  the  92  counties  in  the  State  the  Church 
has  gained  entrance  into  50;  but  while  this  fact  is  suggestive  of  growth, 
and  a  source  of  deep  congratulation,  it  helps  also  to  suggest  the  limita- 
tions of  our  work.  The  expansion  of  the  Church  has  been  marked  % 
but  there  is  still  half  of  the  State  where  the  Church  is  not  yet  known. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  the  Diocese. 
Howe  Grammar  School,  Barker  Hall  and  St.  Mary's.  The  educational 
work  of  the  Diocese  carried  on  bv  these  schools  is  to  be  heartilv  coin- 
mended  and  encouraged. 

The  gradual  growth  ot  the  Endowment  Fund  and  the  Century 
Fund,  the  appointment  of  a  General  Missionary,  the    large    number    of 
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Clergy  who  have  come  into  the  Diocese  within  the  past  year,  *nd  the 
strong  and  growing  sentiment  which  exists  in  favor  of  the  division  of 
the  Diocese — these  things  are  all  encouraging  and  and  stimulating,  and 
are  splendid  evidences  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  Church  in  In- 
diana.

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On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  O.  Granniss  a  committee  of  three 
was  appointed  to  arrange  a  program  for  the  next  Convention, 
in  the  interest  of  Sunday-schools,  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew, 
and  the  Daughters  of  the  King,  the  Bishop  naming  Rev.  F.  O.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Douglas  I.  Hobbs  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  offers  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Rec- 
tors of  St.  Paul's  and  Holy  Innocents1  Churches,  the  people  of  Evans- 
ville,  and  especially  to  the  ladies  for  their  courteous  and  hospitable  en- 
tertainment of  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent  the  Secretary  was  or- 
dered to  print  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  the  Convention 
Journal,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  directed  to 
pay  the  Secretary  fifty  dollars  for  his  services. 

The  Rev.  J.  II.  Ranger  submitted  the  following  on  be- 
half of  the  Committee  on  Assessments: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen  and  three 
laymen,  to  whom  shall  he  given  the  devising  ways  and  means  of  raising 
$5,000  the  present  Convention  year,  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Rev.  F.  O.  Granniss  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on 
the  table,  which  was  not  adopted.

By  invitation  of  the  Bishop,  Mrs.  Josephine  R.  Nichols 
addressed  the  Convention  in  behalf  of  the  Diocesan  Home  and 
Orphanage. 

Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter  read  his  report  to  the  Bishop 
as  Dean,  as  follows  : 

To  The  Rt.  Rev,  D.  B.  Kkickerb acker,  D.  D., 

Bishop  of  Indiana: 

In  compliance  with  the  canon  I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Dean 
of  the  Central  Convocation  for  Convention  year  now  closing. 

As  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  gives  a  detailed  account  of 
the  missionary  work  accomplished  during  the  year  in  the  Parishes  and 
Missions,  and  a  general  review  of  the  missionary  field,  it  will  be  un- 
necessary for  me,  in  this  report,  to  recount  the  result  of  the  year's 
work  in  this  Deanery. 

During  the  summer  a  thorough  study  was  made  ot  the  missionary 
territory  comprised  within  the  limits  of  the  Central  Convocation,  with 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  visit  such  points  as  might  seem  necessary  or 
desirable.  But  with  the  opening  of  the  fall  parochial  duties  seemed  to 
mr.ke  a  greater  demand  than  usual  upon  my  time,  which  together  with 
ill  health,  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  hold  more  than  the  few  services 
herein  reported.  But  the  time  6pent  in  looking  over  the  missionary 
territory  was  not  lost.  It  revealed  the  many  counties,  with  large  and 
growing  cities  and  villages,  in  which  we  are  not,  as  yet,  represented. 
We  found  the  cities  of  Lebanon,  Brazil,  Brookville,  Franklin,  Martin- 
ville,  Tipton,  Liberty,  Clinton,  Noblesville,  Thorntown,  Williamsport, 
and  Cambridge  City,  with  as  rhany  others  but  little  less  important,  in 
which  we  have  as  yet  no  established  missions,  and  with  only  about  fifty 
communicants  reported.  We  found  four  counties  in  which  occasional 
services  were  being  held,  and  reporting  about  sixty  communicants,  while 
in  seven  counties  earnest  and  faithful  work  is  represented  at  important 
centres,  but  with  results  as  yet,  small  in  comparison  to  the  prominence 
of  the  places.  Thus,  altogether,  we  found  twenty-three  counties  of 
the  twenty-nine  in  the  Central  Deanery,  with  over  500,000  population 
in  which  we  have  only  seven  or  eight  missions,  with  occasional  services 
at  a  few  other  points,  and  in  which  we  find  reported  less  than  300  com- 
municants. But  we  did  not  find  only  these,  apparently  discouraging 
conditions.  A  leavening  process  is  evidently  going  on.  The  Church 
U  becoming  better  known.  The  popular  prejudice  and  sectarian  bigotry 
is  measurably  softening,  and  the  people  are  evidently  more  ready  to 
listen  to  the  message  of  apostolic  truth  than  in  the  years  past. 
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In  nearly  all  the  place*  mentioned  an  occasional  visit  -of  the 
Bishop,  or  others,  has  been  well  received.  I  believe  that  if  we  were 
now  able  to  enter  into  all  of  these  more  important  county  seats  and  es- 
tablish the  Church  it  would  not  be  many  years  before  there  "Would  be  a 
strong  work  represented  at  each  point.  But  this  we  aw  not  able  to 
do.  The  Bishop  and  every  Priest  and  Deacon  has  his  hands  more  than 
full,  yet  we  may  not  forget  that  we  are  ever  to  be  reaching  out  towards 
these  unoccupied  places.  This  Work  cannot  be  done  at  once.  We  can- 
not make  a  general  advance  along  the  whole  line,  and  enter  in  and 
occupy;  but  we  may  be  ready  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity. 

A  new  era  seems  to  be  opening  up  in  the  work  of  the  American 
Church.  Our  own  Diocese  and  our  Convocation  seem  to  be  stirred  to 
an  onward  movement.  The  Spirit  df  God  has  wrought  mightily  in  the 
hearts  of  irtany  of  the  leading  laity,  and  more  and  more  are  they  en- 
quiring "What  can  I  do?"  The  Church  is  ready  to  make  a  larger  use 
of  her  faithful  sons,  and  send  them  out  to  do  a  work  which  they  can 
well  do,  and  thus  enable  her  in  some  measure  to  broaden  bar  field  of 
work,  and  set  up  the  standard  of  Christian  truth  where  now  she  cannot 
enter,  and  occupy  until  such  time  as  she  oan  place  a  Priest  in  every 
important  city  in  the  district. 

To  speak  of  immediate  work  for  the  future,  as  a  result  of  the  past 
year's  observations,  we  may  mention  the  gas  belt,  a  large  portion  of 
which  is  in  this  deanery.  The  growth  of  cities  and  towns  in  this  dis- 
trict, and  the  enterprises  now  being  inaugurated  seem  to  demand  that 
the  Church  place  one  good  missionary,  at  the  least,  at  some  central 
point,  and  whose  whole  time  and  work  shall  be  given  to  that  district. 
A  year's  delay  may  result  in  the  development  of  conditions  which  it 
will  take  years  to  overcome,  and  repeat  the  history  of  the  past  in  other 
places.  There  is  work  in  this  district  for  several  missionaries,  but  one 
could  probably  hold  the  ground  until  more  were  available,  and  could  be 
sustained. 

The  city  of  Indianapolis  offers  openings  for  at  least  four  new  mis- 
sions. It  is  probable  that  very  6oon  these  needs  will  be  met  by  the 
zealous  workers  of  the  city  chapters  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  An- 
drew. 

During  the  year  three  meetings  of  Convocation  were  held,  at  each 
of  which  the  Bishop  was  present  and  presided.  The 'fall*  meeting  was 
somewhat  delayed  because  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  and  several  of 
the  clergy,  who  were  attending  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention 
in  Baltimore.  It  was  held  in  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Indianapolis, 
November  2,  3.     There  was  quite  a   full   attendance  of  the   clergy,  and 
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several  lay  delegates.  Wednesday  evening  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen 
delivered  a  very  interesting  and  helpful  sermon,  followed  by  the  Bishop 
in  one  of  his  inspiring  missionary  addresses.  Thursday  morning,  after 
prayer  the  Rev.  F.  O.  Granniss  read  an  able  paper  on  "The  apparent 
need  of  increased  knowledge  of  the  Church,  and  how  to  meet  it.'9 
The  paper  was  quite  fully  discussed  by  the  brethren  present.  The  value 
of  this  paper  is  evident  from  its  being  deemed  worthy  of  publication 
in  The  Churchman,  Dr.  Jenckes  preached  at  the  later  service,  and  the 
Bishop  celebrated  the  Eucharist.  The  business  meeting  and  the  report 
of  missionary  work  revealed  an  active  interest  in  all  parts  of  the  field. 
The  women's  meeting,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Josephine  R.  Nichols, 
was  largely  attended.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Bishop,  by  the  Rev. 
G.  A.  Carstensen,  and  by  Mrs.  Tuttle,  who  zealously  advocated  the  in- 
terests of  the  Church  Home.  The  usual  missionary  meeting  was 
omitted  that  the  brethren  might  attend  a  reception  given  the  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Knickerbacker  as  a  welcome  home  from  their  trip  to  England. 

An  important  feature  of  this  Convocation  was  the  organization  of 
a  Century  Club,  suggested  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carstensen,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  100  subscribers  of  $10  each  to  raise  a  fund  to  enable  the 
Bishop  t  j  appoint  a  much  needed  General  Missionary. 

The  winter  meeting  of  the  Convocation  was  held  in  St.  James's 
Church,  New  Castle,  January  23,  24.  The  members  of  Convocation 
were  given  a  very  hearty  welcome  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woodard  and  his 
parishioners,  and  royally  entertained  during  their  stay.  The  Rev.  J.  H. 
Ranger  preached  a  very  interesting  sermon  on  Foieign  Missions  at  the 
opening  service  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sargent 
on  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  the  Wednesday  morning  service.  An  able  and 
instructive  paper  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carstensen  on  '*  Parochial 
Missions,"  and  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley  on  ••  The  organization  of  young 
people."  I  gave  a  general  review  of  the  Central  Convocation,  with 
the  object  of  drawing  attention  to  the  extent  of  our  present  work  as 
compared  with  the  vast  field  yet  unoccupied.  In  the  afternoon  a  wo- 
man's meeting  was  held  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Upfold,  who  gave 
a  very  interesting  account  of  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
in  Baltimore,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 
A  large  and  enthusiastic  missionary  meeting  was  held  in  the  evening, 
at  which  eloquent  and  impressive  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Granniss,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carstensen,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stanley. 

The  last  meeting  of  Convocation  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Con- 
nersville,  May  2  and  3.     Illness  prevented  my  being  present.     The  Rev. 
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J.  E.  Cathell  preached  at  the  opening  services,  and  the  Bishop  made  an 
impressive  address.  Wednesday  morning,  after  prayer,  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Ranger  opened  the  subject  of  "The  Division  of  the  Dioce»e,"  and  was 
followed  by  the  clergy  present.  The  consideration  of  this  question  was 
continued  at  the  afternoon  session,  and  was  closed  by  an  earnest  appeal 
by  the  Bishop  for  more  extended  missionary  work.  The  Rev.  J.  D. 
Stanley  preached  at  the  Eucharistic  service,  and  the  Bishop  celebrated. 
The  subject  of  ''Preparation  of  Candidates  for  Confirmation,"  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Cathell,  and  discussed  by  the  Bishop  and  clergy. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Ranger  followed  on  the  snbject  "After  Confirmation. " 
An  interesting  paper  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woodard  on  "The  use  of 
the  Prayer  Book  in  Mission  Services,  and  the  Value  of  its  Distribution 
a>  u  Missionary  Agencv."  The  woman'*  meeting  was  addressed  by  the 
Bish  )p,  and  Miss  Upfold  read  an  instructive  paper  on  woman's  work» 
The  evening  missionary  meeting  was  addressed  \)y  the  Bishop,  and  by 
the  Rev.  J.  11.  Ranger  and  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Car^ensen. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  of  o  ir  Convocational  gatherings  without 
expressing  my  conviction  that,  in  view  of  the  increased  interest  in  mis- 
sionary woik  on  the  part  of  the  laity,  great  gain  would  result  from  a 
larger  attendance  of  lay  delegates  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Convoca- 
tion. The  canon  provides  tor  the  appointment  of  delegates,  and  it 
would  seem  wise  for  the  parishes  to  make  the  appointment,  and  endeav- 
or to  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  at  least  one  from  all  parishe-  and 
organized  missions  in  that  part  of  the  Deanery  in  which  the  Convoca- 
tion i>  being  held.  It  would  be  well  also  to  include  laymen  in  the  ap- 
p  lintmeuU  at  the  meetings  of  Convocation. 

During  the  past  year,  I  sent  out  about  a  hundred  notices  to  as  manv 
papers  in  the  Convocation,  requesting  the  address  of  any  members  of 
the  Church  who  might  not  have  lost  their  love  for  their  spiritual  moth- 
er, and  would  desire  her  ministrations.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
many  of  the  papers  inserted  the  notice;  but  only  two  or  three  responses 
have  been  received. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brann,  I  preached,  July  3,  in  St. 
George's  Church,  Indianapolis,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Ten  Command- 
ments in  the  Eucharistic  service,  and  their  value  in  that  service.  I 
have  held  four  services  at  Crawfordsville,  one  of  which  was  for  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Carstensen  who  field  week  day  service  during  the  Lenten  season. 
September  23,  held  a  service  in  West  Indianapolis  and  baptized  a 
child.  October  20,  went  to  Shelbyville  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  ganger  and 
held  service,  morning  and  evening.  Here  is  a  beautiful  city  and  a  faith- 
ful band  of  workers.  An  established  work  in  this  place  will  not 
probably  be  far  in  the  future.      October  30,  held  Communion  service 
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in  Frankfort  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morse  is  doing  a  good  work. 
December  11,  held  service  and  administered  the  Communion  at  Green- 
castle..  The  Rev.  Mr.  Saunders  is  doing  well  in  this  place  for  the 
limited  time  at  his  disposal. 

Several  appointments  were  made  during  the  winter  for  services  at 
Brightwood,  but  a  heavy  storm,  a  severe  cold  spell,  and  illness  inter- 
fered with  my  filling  the  appointment  each  time.  Most  of  the  mem- 
bers in  this  mission  have  moved  away,  and  the  custodian  of  the  church 
property  is  now  connected  with  one  of  the  parishes  in  Indianapolis.  It 
is  possible  that  arrangements  can  be  made  for  occasional,  perhaps 
monthly,  lay  services  by  members  of  one  of  the  city  chapters  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  would  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
kindness  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Swan  in  taking  my 
services  in  my  parish,  thus  enabling  me  to  fill  several  of  the  appoint- 
ments herein  reported.

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Dean  of  the  Southern  Convo- 
cation submitted  his  report  as  follows: 

The  Deanery  consists  of  thirty-two  counties,  and  of  more  than 
six  hundred  thousand  people. 

The  churches  are  mostly  along  the  Ohio  river,  the  old  route  of 
travel.  Through  this  important  part  of  the  Diocese  we  should  at  least 
make  an  effort  to  occupy  the  county  towns.  We  should  try  to  raise 
more  money,  and  try  to  increase  the  salaries  of  our  missionary  rectors, 
who  are  striving  to  build  up  weak  parishes  under  the  shadow  of  large 
churches  of  other  Christian  bodies.  We  should  also  use  the  fourth 
order  of  the  ministry — our  lay-readers — that  they  should  make  the 
places  of  rectors  good  when  out  on  missionary  duty,  and  other  accessable 
points.  We  have  had  two  interesting  Convocations,  well  attended  by 
clergy  and  laity.  Much  missionary  work  has  been  done  in  the 
neigborhood  of  our  larger  parishes. 

The  great  need  is  a  deeper  consecration  of  spirit,  and  to  remember 
that  we  have  the  cross  of  Christ  upon  our  brows. 
May  God  bless  the  work  for  his  Son's  sake.

The  total  amount  thus  appropriated  is  $3,875.00,  making  no  al- 
lowance for  vacancies;  some  few  however  have  unhappily  occurred. 
The  Rev.  Benj.  I.  Jack,  having  died  suddenly,  December  last,  and  no 
one  having  yet  been  found  to  take  his  place.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson 
also  resigned  from  Aurora  and  Lawrenceburg  in  December.  Faithful 
and  efficient  work  has  been  reported  at  all  the  other  stations. 

Proceeding  to  take  a  view  of  the  field  more  in  detail,  we  will  speak 
of  each  Deanery,  beginning  with  the  North.  We  here  find  eleven 
counties  where  the  Church  has  as  yet  no  foothold,  namely,  Porter, 
Stark,  Jasper,  Steuben,  Newton,  Pulaski,  Adams,  White,  Benton, 
Blackford,  Jay. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Laporte,  reports  reg- 
ular appointment  at  St.  Philip's,  North  Liberty,  and  St.  Mary's,  New  Car- 
lisle.    At  North  Liberty  the  church  building  has  been   repaired  and  an 
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insurance  placed  upon  it  for  five  years,  and  a  new  stove  purchased  at 
an  expense  of  $100.00.  The  completion  of  the  new  railroad  has  given 
an  impetus  to  the  village  which  promises  good  results  for  the  Church. 
There  are  18  communicants. 

At  New  Carlisle,  a  field  of  great  promise,  the  church  has  been 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $1,450,  and  was  opened  with  benediction  services  by 
the  Bishop,  May  16th.  One  adult  has  been  baptized  and  two  persons 
confirmed.     The  people  are  much  in  earnest  and  the  prospects  good. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gunn  has  begun  a  flourishing  mission  at  Kokomo. 
Nearly  forty  persons  have  been  confirmed  during  the  year,  and  the 
church  building  erected  and  ready  for  benediction. 

A  notably  successful  work  has  been  accomplished  at  Kendallville. 
The  Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell  took  charge  September  4,  1892,  and  a  chapel 
has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  over  $1,300.00.  Eleven  have  been  con- 
firmed and  there  are  now  fifteen  communicants.  The  Sunday-school 
has  forty  pupils  and  five  teachers.  The  average  attendance  at  service 
is  fifty  persons;  and  there  rt  mains  but  four  hundred  dollais  indebted- 
ness on  the  building. 

The  Rev.  W,  W.  Raymond  reports  regular  services  at  Rochester 
with  increased  and  increasing  interest,  but  with  very  little  change  in 
the  situation  from  season  to  season. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp  continues  to  do  mos>t  excellent  work  at  Gar- 
rett. Loss  by  frequent  removals,  inevitable  in  a  railroad  town,  is 
the  most  discouraging  element  in  Dr.  Kemp's  work.  But  faithful,  per- 
severing and  aggressive  work  is  being  pushed  in  spite  of  the  untoward 
circumstances. 

Rev.  L.  F.  Cole  of  Marion  has  held  frequent  services  at  Wabash, 
Bluffton,  and  Gas  City,  beside  giving  considerable  attention  to  the 
spiritual  interest  of  the  inmates  of  the  Soldiers1  Home  at  Marion. 

At  Wabash  there  are  eight  communicants.  To  accomplish  any 
great  good  here  there  must  be  a  devoted  worker  on  the  ground.  There 
are  quite  a  number  who  are  looking  favorably  to  the  Church,  but  they 
need  much  care  before  they  will  become  established. 

At  Bluffton  there  are  but  two  communicants,  although  the  town 
has  five  thousand  inhabitants. 

At  Gas  City  there  are  nine  communicant*.  Six  services  have  been 
held  here  in  the  Methodist  church.  Large  congregations  greeted  the 
missionary  at  every  visit.     The  growth  of  the  city  is  one  constantly  un-

folding  wonder.  The  Roman  Catholics  have  arranged  to  build  a  church 
and  school  at  the  cost  of  $20,000.  We  have  two  good  lots  given  us  and 
the  people  have  a  great  desire  to  build,  but  as  no  one  there  is  able  to  do 
much,  we  must  content  ourselves  with  a  very  modest  chapel.  The 
field  should  be  occupied  by  a  resident  missionary  at  once;  the  ground 
is  ready  for  earnest,  persistent,  aggressive  work,  and  every  moment's 
delay  now  makes  effort  more  difficult  to  succeed. 

Dean  Scabrease  has  held  regular  service  at  Columbia  City,  where 
we  have  a  small  band  of  faithful  and  devoted  communicants  who  appre- 
ciate th*e  ministrations  of  the  Church. 

Passing  to  the  central  deanery,  we  find  here  ten  counties  where  our 
Church  ha*  no  foot-hold,  namely:  Franklin,  Warren,  Randolph,  Ham- 
ilton, Boone,  Vermillion,  Union,  Morgan,  Owen  and  Clay. 

At  Franklin,  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Sargent,  of  Indianapolis,  conducts  a 
cottage  service  once  a  month. 

The  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle  reports  from  Connerjrville,  that  he  has 
conducted  service  there  twice  every  Sunday,  and  that  the  condition  of 
the  parish  is  better  than  at  any  time  in  the  last  thirty  years.  The  net 
!ncrease  of  communicants  has  been  eight.  About  $1000  has  been  raised 
for  repairing  the  neat  church  building;  $300  in  the  last  year.  The  Sun- 
day-school, although  small,  has*  been  regularly  maintained. 

Efforts  to  establish  regular  tervices  at  Rushville  had  been  unsuc- 
cessful. There  are  several  there  who  are  favorable  to  the  Church,  but 
few  who  have  been  confirmed. 

Rev.  Stephen  E.  Premiss  is  now  in  charge  of  Crawford^ville  and 
Delphi,  but  has  gone  there  too  recently  to  give  any  but  a  meagre  ieport. 

Rev.  G.  11.  Morse  has  maintained  service  at  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort, 
every  Sundav  during  the   vear. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  of  Indianapolis,  had  filled  a  monthly  ap- 
pointment at  Plainlield,  and  will  hereafter  give  two  Sundays  in  the 
month  to  Columbus,  (recently  vacated  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller,)  and  one 
Sunday  to  Worthington. 

Rev.  F.  C.  Woodard  has  labored  most  zealously  and  effectively  at 
New  Castle,  also  doing  pioneer  work  at  Wilkinson  and  Kennard. 

St.  John's  Mission,  Rockville,  continues  to  be  served  by  Rev.  J.  D* 
Stanley,  of  Terre  Haute,  who  fills  two  appointments  every  month  to  the 
great  satisfaction  of  the  little  band  of  Church  people  in  that  town. 
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The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger,  of  Indianapolis,  has  continued  to  give  one 
day  in  every  month  to  the  mission  at  Shelbvville.  The  Treasurer  has 
now  on  hand  about  $500  toward  the  purchase  of  a  Miitable  lot  for  a 
church.  The  people  are  firm  and  persistent  in  their  work,  and  when  it  is 
practicable  they  have  the  faith  and  the  courage  that  will  leave  nothing 
undone  to  make  the  mission  at  Shelbyville  a  permanent  organization. 

Under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ranger,  Mr.  S.  A.  Haines  has 
established  a  vigourous  mission  at  West  Indianapolis.  Services  weie 
held,  until  recently,  in  an  "upper  room/'  but  the  mission  has  now  much 
better  quarters  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  hall  at  the  corner  of  Howaid  and 
Sheppard  Streets. 

The  Rev.  E.  Saunders  has  held  services  on  alternate  Sunday  morn- 
ings at  Greencastle  and  Bloornington,  and  every  Sunday  evening  at 
Bloomington.  both  churches  have  been  compaiatively  well  attended 
and  many  have  had  an  opportunity  to  learn  something  of  our  Church. 
At  Greencastle  there  have  been  five  confirmations  with  the  baptism  of 
one  adult. 

The  Rev.  J.  II.  W.  Blake,  who  has  recently  as-umed  the  rectorship 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  has  been  invested  by  the  Bishop  with 
the  charge  of  G/ace  Church,  Attica,  where  it  is  reasonably  to  be  ex- 
pected good  work  will  be  done. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  O.  Grannies,  of  Muncie,  has  made  visits  to 
Hartford  City  and  Dunkirk,  at  the  first  named  place  two  persons  have 
been  confirmed.  There  are  now  about  twenty  communicants;  including 
all  persons  favorable  to  the  establishment  of  a  church,  we  might  count 
upon  a  congregation  of  about  thirty -five  persons. 

Reaching  finally  the  southern  deanery,  we  find  eighteen  counties 
in  which  there  is  no  r-gular  appointment  tor  Church  services,  namely: 
Warrick,  Sullivan,  Brown,  Decatur,  Dearborn,  Ripley,  Jennings,  Jack- 
son, Lawrence,  Martin,  Gibson,  Duboi>,  Orange,  Wabash,  Scott, 
Switzerland,  Crawford  and  Spencer. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Morris,  of  Evansville,  lias  under  his  care  mis- 
sions at  New  Harmony  and  Howell,  and  the  work  at  both  places  is  most 
encouraging. 

At  Cannelton,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson  reports  a  visit  to  Rockporf, 
the  county  seat  of  Spencer,  where  there  are  a  few  Church  families  ex- 
ceedingly anxious  for  regular  service. 

The  Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  of  Evansville,  has  done  a  noble  work  at  St» 
John's  Mission,  Mt.  Vernon.     The  purchase  ot  a  lot  at  a  cost   of   $350 
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was  reported  at  the  last  Convention;  since  that  time,  a  church  building 
has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $1800.  The  building,  a  neat  frame 
structure,  rests  upon  a  foundation  of  stone,  of  such  height  as  to  admit 
of  a  furnace,  with  a  slight  excavation.  It  ha*  a  seating  capacity  of  two 
hundred  and  is  furnished  with  a  white  pine  chancel  of  moderate  width 
and  depth.  The  debt  remaining  is  only  three  hundred  dollars.  The 
amount  expended  represents  the  self-denying  labors  of  the  members  of 
the  mission,  and  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  the  place.  In  addition 
to  his  labors  at  Mt.  Vernon,  Mr.  Abbott  has  succeeded  in  reviving  inter- 
est in  the  old  mission  of  Trinity,  Vanderburg"  County.  The  old  building 
still  stands,  but  in  such  a  state  of  decay  as  to  make  it  unfit  for  use,  save 
in  warm  and  dry  weather.  Quite  a  number  of  families  in  the  farming 
population  of  the  neighborhood  still  adhere  to  the  Church.  There 
have  been  three  adult  baptisms,  six  confirmations  and  one  burial  here 
during  the  year. 

Rev.  Dr.  Adams  reports  most  cheering  prospects  for  the  work  at 
Washington,  if  we  can  have  a  chapel.  A  beautiful  lot  of  central  loca- 
tion has  been  procured  and  paid  for,  and  the  sum  of  $1000  is  available 
for  the  building  of  a  chapel.  A  Woman's  Guild  has  been  organized, 
which  has  provided  $100  for  the  building  fund.  Dr.  Adams  also  re- 
ports services  in  the  St.  John's  Mission,  Vincennes,  every  Thursday 
evening.  The  chapel  is  in  good  repair  and  the  properly  valued  at  about 
$1,200. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Board  this  year  have  been  $2,990.68,  as 
again>t  $3,338.97  last  year — a  slight  decrease,  and  an  unpleasant  em- 
phasis of  the  fact  of  the  undue  proportion  of  our  resources  to  our  op- 
portunities. Few  of  our  people  realize  that  in  thirty-nine  of  the 
ninety-two  counties  of  Indiana  the  Church  has  not  so  much  of  a  foot- 
hold as  is  represented  by  a  cottage  service  once  a  month.  In  these 
thirty- nine  counties  are  about  600, 000  souls,  more  than  in  several  mis- 
sion jurisdictions  combined,  and  as  many  as  in  some  well  organized 
Dioceses.  Here  are  towns  of  from  1000  to  8000  inhabitant;*,  in  which 
we  have  a  few  families  to  form  a  nucleus  for  a  vigorous  organization,  if 
onlv  the  Board  had  the  means  to  do  the  asjgiessive  work  which  the  con- 
dition  demands. 

The  success  attending  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell  at  Ken- 
dallville,  where  no  adventitious  conditions  exist,  and  v\hich  may  be  ta- 
ken as  a  fair  sample  of  old  established  Indiana  towns,  show  that 
devoted  work  by  any  person  may  be  attended  with  like  results  anywhere; 
but  wo  have  to  repeat  the  old  story  of  inadeduate  means  for  the  work. 
There  is  probably  no  Diocese  in  the  country  of  equal  area  and  popula- 
tion where  the  laborers  are  so  few   in  proportion  to  the  prospective  har- 
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vest.  Upon  the  basis  of  the  census  of  1890,  we  have  but  one  clergyman 
to  every  704  square  miles  of  territory  and  to  every  459550  of  the  popu- 
tion.  We  doubt  if  a  like  disparity  can  be  shown  anywhere  else  in  the 
Church.  When  we  reflect  that  the  foreign  element  in  this  population 
is  comparatively  small,  that  society  has  become  crystalized,  that  the 
material  resources  are  evenly  distributed,  there  being  no  great  affluence 
and  but  little  poverty,  it  would  appear  that  the  conditions  of  perma- 
nence are  more  favorable  here  than  in  Dioceses  where  society  is  more 
fluctuating  and  there  is  the  inevitable  congestion  of  a  drift  to  the  larger 
cities.  Take  into  account  all  these  facts,  is  it  any  wonder  that  the 
Church  is  weak  in  Indiana.  Is  it  not  rather  to  be  wondered  at  that  there 
is  the  vigor  which  we  enjoy?  The  most  imperaiive  need  will  be  met 
by  the  appointment  of  a  General  Missionary,  or  Archdeacon.  The  Rev. 
L.  F.  Cole,  of  Marion  will  assume  the  duties  of  this  responsible  posi- 
tion the  first  of  September  next.  His  salary  will  be  largely  met  through 
contributions  to  what  is  known  as  the  Century  Club.  This  club  en- 
deavors to  enroll  100  individuals,  or  sets  of  individuals,  as  a  family,  a 
guild  or  a  Sunday-school,  who  will  contribute  $10  per  annum  each  to- 
ward the  support  of  a  General  Missionary,  without  withdrawing  from 
the  apportionment  expected  from  the  several  parishes  for  missions. 
The  contiguous  Dioceses  in  Ohio,  Illinois,  Kentucky  and  Michigan  all 
have  one  or  more  General  Missionaries,  who  give  their  whole  time  to 
doing  pioneer  work,  to  reviving  languishing  missions  and  establishing 
services  in  new  and  promising  fields.  Experience  has  amply  demon- 
strated the  wUdom  and  effectiveness  of  this  plan.  Especially  are  such 
laborers  needed  in  th:  region  of  Indiana  known  as  the  Gas  Belt,  where 
$5,000  is  the  least  sum  with  which  a  proper  assertion  of  the  claims  of 
the  Church  can  be  at  all  reasonably  supplied,  or  the  rightful  demands 
of  her  children  can  be  met.  In  old  established  towns  like  Bedford, 
Princeton,  Petersburg  and  Brazil,  as  well  as  in  a  score  or  more  of  other 
towns  and  villages,  there  are  imperious  demands  for  Church  extension, 
which  rest  very  heavily  upon  our  Bishop's  heart,  and  should  rest  with 
equal  weight  upon  the  consciences  or  the  Church  people  of  Indiana 
until  the  burden  is  removed.  Certainlv  it  U  a  moderate  measure  of 
devotion  of  tho>e  who  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians  to  expect 
that  each  one  will  contribute  one  dollar  in  the  course  of  a  year  for  this 
great  work  at  home.  If  it  involves  self-denial  so  much  the  better;  the 
men  would  be  in  touch  and  sympathy  with  the  missionaries  of  this  Dio- 
cese, whose  average  support  is  somewhat  less  than  $700  per  annum.  And 
if  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  would  make  proportional  sacrifice,  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  would  never  call  for  any  emphasis  of 
appeal.  Our  missionaries  do  not  aspire  to  wealth  or  luxury,  but  a  rea- 
sonable degree  of  comfort  is  their  rightfal  due.     Give  them  this  and  let 
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them  feel  that  the  prayers,  the  means  and  the  heart-felt  interest  of  the 
Churchmen  of  the  centre  of  work  are  behind  them,  and  there  will  be 
fewer  clerical  changes  and  fewer  failures  to  record  and  deplore. 

It  is  high  time  to  explode  the  fallacy  that  expects  vigorous  service 
to  be  rendered  by  weak  men.  In  military  warfare  the  posts  of  difficulty 
are  esteemed  the  posts  of  honor,  and  it  should  be  so  in  the  warfare  of 
the  Church  militant.  To  cut  down  the  missionary  appropriations  to  a 
point  which  limits  our  choice  of  laborers  to  inexperienced  or  untried 
men,  or  to  those  who  repeat  mistakes  or  failures  made  at  other  points 
is  the  height  of  absurdity.  To  place  inferior  men  where  conditions  are 
the  most  adverse  is  like  bringing  the  heaviest  batteries  to  bear  upon 
an  enemy's  weakest  point,  or  to  put  physicians  of  the  least  skill  in 
charge  of  the  most  desperate  cases.  If  we  could  secure  in  this  Diocese, 
as  has  been  secure  J  in  Chicag),  the  intelligent  cooperation  of  earnest 
laymen  who  will  speak  like  business  men  to  business  men,  which  in  the 
nature  of  things  the  clergy  cannot  do,  we  believe  that  results  like  these 
attending  the  efforts  of  Chicago  would  soon  be  manifest  in  Indiai.a. 
The  means  are  here,  the  resources  are  abundant,  the  men  are  available, 
but  the  Board  of  Missions  must  bring  means,  resources  and  men  to- 
gether,— we  need  and  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  men  of  our 
Church.  Far  be  it  from  us  to  deprecate  the  growing  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm for  missions  among  the  children,  or  to  say  one  word  save  to 
appreciate  and  commend  the  self-sacrificing  efforts  of  the  devoted 
women  of  the  Church,  but  let  us  beware  of  diverting  the  responsibility 
from  the  men  and  putting  it  upon  the  weaker  shoulders  of  the  women, 
and  the  temporary  enthusiasm  evoked  by  the  children's  Lenten  pyra- 
mids. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  earnestly  commend  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Convention  the  feasibility  as  well  as  necessity  of  making  a  large 
appropriation  for  missions  in  this  Diocese.  Five  thousand  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  salarv  of  the  Archdeacon  is  the  minimum  amount  which 
we  should  strive  to  attain.  By  whatever  means,  whether  by  pledges 
from  the  parishes,  by  apportionment,  which  is  an  tantimy  and  assumed 
by  the  appointment,  if  need  be,  of  a  salaried  agent,  who  shall  make  a 
personal  canvass  for  this  subject.  By  some  means  the  amount  must  be 
raised;  if  none  will  say  we  cannot  do  it  (and  no  one  will)  every  one  will 
say  we  must  do  it.  Let  us  return  to  our  parishes  prepared  to  double  or 
quadruple  our  appropriations.  Let  us  go  back  with  the  message  that 
the  Church  of  Indiana  expects  great  things  of  us,  and  by  the  grace  of 
God  we  shall  do  great  things.

During  the  year  three  Convocations  have  been  held :  one  at  Trinity 
Church,  Michigan  City;  one  at  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Plymouth,  and 
one  at  Kokomo. 

At  Michigan  City  papers  were  read  bv  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  on 
"  Bible  Study,"  and  by  Rev.  Walter  S:ott  on  "  Woman's  Work."  The 
general  subject  of  Missions  was  discussed  by  Dean  Seabrease,  the  Rev. 
L.  F.  Cole,  and  Rev.  William  Mitchell.  The  preacher  was  Rev.  A. 
Prentiss. 

At  Plymouth  the  Bishop  gave  an  address  on  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. Rev.  William  Walton,  missionary  from  Prince  Rupert'6  Land, 
described  the  work  there.  Dean  Seabrease  read  a  paper  on  "  The 
Northern  Deanerv."  Rev.  Walter  Scott  described  the  Triennial  Con- 
vention  of  1S92,  and  a  general  missionary  meeting  was  held,  preacher, 
Rev.  L.  F.  Cole.  A  meeting  of  the  children  was  held  at  which  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  the  Bishop  and  others. 

At   Kokomo  Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen  preached  on  the  •'  Fatherhood 

of  God."    Rev.  William  Mitchell  read  a  most  thoughtful  and  interesting 

paper  on  the  life  and  character  of  the   late   Phillips   Brooks.     A  paper 

on  the  work  of  a  general  missionary  was  read  by  Rev.  L.   F.  Cole,  and 

a  missionafy  meeting  was  held.

AURORA— SAINT  MARK'S 

Rev.  C.  P.  Wilson*  resigned  the  mission  March  i,  1893,  since 
which  time  here  have  been  no  services,  except  one  held  by  Dean 
Nicholas. 

CANNELTON— ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson. 

Having  so  recently  entered  upon  duties  in  this  parish,  and  being 
overtaken  by  serious  illness  lasting  six  months,  much  of  the  work  has 
necessarily  been  but  poorly,  if  at  all,  attended  to.  By  exercise  of  great 
caution — to  the  overruling  ot  a  merciful  Providence, — I  have  been  able 
to  keep  up,  with  but  few  breaks  in  December  and  January,  the  Sunday 
and  Lenten  services;  visiting  the  sick  and  burying  the  dead,  even  at 
times  when  prudence  was  severely  taxed. 

COLUMBUS— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  J.  Gorton  Millkk. 

The  foregoing  report  extends  only  to  Easter,  April  2,  at  which 
date  I  resigned  the  care  of  this  parish. 

CRAWFORDSV1LLE— ST.  JOHN'S-  Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss. 

I  have  been  here  but  one  and  a  half  months.  Diocesan  obligations 
have  been  paid  in  full.  Cannot  give  a  fuller  repoit  on  account  of 
shortness  of  residence  here. 

EVANSVILLE— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  Charles  Morris. 

This  report  must  be  imperfect,  for  six  months  of  the  year  the  rec- 
tor was  sick.  The  Bishop,  during  that  sickness,  visiting  the  parish  and 
receiving  collections  which  have  not  been  lepoited  to  me.  '1  he  Bishop 
will  add  what  he  has  received. 

EVANSVILLE— HOLY  INNOCENTS'- Rev.  A.  A.  Abbott,  Rector. 
During  the  past  year  I  have  continued  my  duties  us  Chaplain  at 
the  Southern  Indiana  Hospital  tor  Jmane  located  at  this  place.  My  du- 
ties in  this  capacity  are  to  hold  services  at  the  Institution  each  Sunday 
afternoon,  visit  the  hospital  once  each  week,  and  officiate  at  the  fune- 
rals of  such  patients  as  are  buried  lrcm  the  hospital.  During  the  year, 
I  have  also  made  ten  visits  to  Old  Tiinity  Paiish  near  Ingletield.  My 
records  for  Old  'J  rinity  show  for  the  year:  three  baptisms,  six  confirm- 
ations and  one  burial;  a  number  oi  families  emong  the  farmers  itill 
adhere  to  the  Church. 
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FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  Gerald  Hy.  Morse. 

I  have  been  in  charge  of  this  mission  since  last  Convention.  The 
services  have  been  fairly  well  attended,  and  the  Church  might  be  well 
established  there  if  it  could  receive  more  support  from  outside.  At 
present  it  is  not  able  to  support  a  clergyman,  and  it  would  be  well  if  it 
could  be  united  with  another  mission. 

GARRETT—  EMMANUEI Rev.  Thomas  B.  Kemp. 

I  enclose  report  of  parish  up  to  May  30,  1893.  In  doing  so,  I 
desire  to  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  that,  notwithstanding  our  severe 
losses — 21  by  removals  and  deaths  during  the  year, — we  can  take  cour- 
age, knowing  that  in  due  season  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not.  Report 
of  outlying  stations  since  last  report  to  my  Bishop  will  be  found  in  re- 
port sent  to  brother  Cathell  for  report  of  Board  of  Missions. 

GOSHEN- ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout. 

The  report  of  ministerial  acts  is  from  March  17,  when  I  took  up 
my  residence4n  the  parish.  The  report  of  communicants  and  families 
is  from  Convention  report  of  last  year. 

INDIANAPOLIS— ST.  GEORGE'S— Rev.  John  Brann,  Rector. 

Fourteen  persons  whose  names  I  reported  last  year  are  now  at- 
tending either  Cnrist  Church  or  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  West  Indianap- 
olis. St.  George's  has  not  had  a  parish  register  until  January  i,  1893. 
There  are  six  others  who  attend  infrequently,  and  whose  names  are  not 
yet  entered.  These  names  are  on  Christ  Church  register,  and  there- 
fore should  be  reported  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Ranger. 

INDIANAPOLIS— CHRIST  CHURCH— Rev.   John    Hilliard    Ran- 
ker, Rector. 
Revenue  of  Parish  raised  by  $1,500  the  past  year. 

INDIANAPOLIS— bT.  PAUL'S— Rev.  G.  A.  Carstensen,  Rector. 

Some  communicants,  whose  whereabouts  cannot  be  ascertained, 
some  who  have  identified  themselves  with  other  communions,  and 
some  who  seem  to  have  been  completely  secularized,  have  been  reported 
from  year  to  year.  I  have  reported  none  save  actual  communicants 
this  year.  The  above  statistics  include  the  work  at  the  St.  James's 
Mission,  with  the  exception  of  services  held. 

KENNARD— ST.  JAMES'S— Rev.  Francis  C.  Woodari^. 

Not  being  able  to  get  any  report  directly  from  Kennard,  as  they 
have  not  kept  a  proper  record,  I  have  had  to  make  out  most  of  the  re- 
port from  memory,  but  think  it  is  substantially  correct. 

KENDALLVILLE— TRINITY— Rev.  Wm.  Mitchell. 

I  took  charge  of  the  Mission  September  4,  1S92.  Services  were 
held  in  a  hall  for  two  months.     A  valuable  lot  ($2,000)  in  the  centre  of 
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the  city  was  given  us;  chapel  built,  heated  with  stoves,  lighted  by  elec- 
tric light,  carpeted;  also,  commnnion  service  (gift  of  the  Bishop)  cross, 
alms  basin,  and  altar  furnishing,  gifts  of  individuals.  The  work  is  all 
new  here — merely  the  beginning,  but  progress  has  been  made.  We  are 
winning  the  confidence  of  the  community,  and  are  gaining  in  favor. 
Character  of  the  mission  work  is  threefold  (1)  ministrations  and  the 
children,  (2)  looking  after  the  young,  (3)  education  of  the  people  up 
to  the  Prayer  Book  ideal  and  standard.  Of  my  salary,  $350  comes  from 
the  mission,  $250  from  the  the  Board  of  Mission  stipend.  Church  in- 
sured for  $1,100. 

KEWANNA-ST.  LUKE'S  MISSION -Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  Mis- 
sionary. 
At  Kewanna  and  Grass  Creek,  six  miles  apart  on  the  Vandalia  R.  R. 
there  are  five  communicants  in  three  families,  and  twelve  baptised  per- 
sons in  five  families.  Five  services  have  been  held  at  Kewanna  on  Thurs- 
days; two  at  Gra«s  Creek,  at  one  of  which  a  child  was  baptised.  The 
Bishop  visited  Kewanna  on  Tuesday,  March  14.  Some  of  the  Church 
folks  are  keenly  sensible  of  their  isolation  and  consequent  deprivation, 
but  the  harvest  is  not  yet  ripe  for  a  farther  garnering.  No  confirmation 
has  ever  been  ministered  at  Kewanna,  nor  has  any  communion  of  the 
Church  as  yet  been  celebrated  there.  When  there  shall  be  "no  divis- 
ions" among  professing  Christians;  when  "they  all  shall  be  one;"  then 
there  will  be  great  rejoicing  in  thousands  of  little  hamlets  in  the  land. 

LAFAYETTE— ST.  JOHN'S— James  H.  W.  Blake. 

I  have  only  been  in  the  parish  for  two  months  and  therefore  can 
not  make  a  full  report. 

LAWRENCEBURG— TRINITY. 

This  mission  was  connected  with  Aurora.  During  the  past  year 
the  church  building  has  been  put  in  good  repair. 

MISHAWAKA— ST.  PAUL'S. 
Parish  vacant  since  Easter. 

LOGANSPORT— TRINITY— Douglas  I.  Hobbs. 

As  will  be  observed,  there  is  nothing  in  this  report  to  show  any- 
thing paid  on  the  Endowment  Fund  and  but  one  dollar  for  the  Orphan- 
age. But  private  individuals  have  contributed  to  the  Endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  and  for  the  Orphanage, — I  do  not  know  the  amounts. 

MADISON— CHRIST  CHURCH— Sidney  E.  Haigh,  John  T.  Scho- 
field,  Wardens. 

Rev.  Alfred  K.  Glover  resigned  the  rectorship  of  this  parish  April 

l9t  l&93*  and  if  our  record  here  is  incomplete  it  is  because  Mr.  Glover 

left  no  record  that  we  could  find. 
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MT.  VERNON— ST.  JOHN'S— A.  A.  Abbott,  Priest  in  charge. 

Since  our  last  report  to  you  from  St.  John's  Mission,  Mt.  Vernon, 
the  church  building,  as  you  know,  has  been  furnished  at  a  cost  of 
$1720.96,  and  is  now  being  occupied  by  the  congregation.  The  debt  of 
$300  on  it,  due  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  will  prevent  its 
consecration  for  the  present.  Memorial  reading  desks  and  an  altar  are 
now  being  made  and  will  be  ready  for  the  service  of  blessing  in  a  few 
days.  The  young  ladies  of  the  mission  purchased  the  organ,  the  ladies 
of  the  guild  otherwise  furnished  it,  and  the  congregation  hope  to  add  a 
furnace  this  autumn.  There  are  in  Mt.  Vernon  attached  to  the  Church, 
twelve  families,  fifty-two  persons,  and  twelve  communicants.  Dur- 
ing the  year  I  have  visited  the  mission  twelv-  times,  baptized  two,  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  once  and  buried  one.  The  mission  was 
assessed  twenty-five  dollars  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  five  for  Conven- 
tion Expenses,  all  of  which  has  been  paid.  They  also  contributed  ten 
dollars  for  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund.  The  urgent  needs  of  this 
missionare  more  frequent  services  than  I  am  able  to  give  them,  especial- 
ly Sundav  services. 

MUNCIE— GRACE— Rev.  F.  O.  Granniss,  Rector. 

Of  the  above  contributions:  From  the  Ladies'  Guild,  $150,  for 
current  expenses;  from  the  Sunday  school,  for  New  Church  Fund 
$36.02  .  for  General  Missions,  $20.10;  for  Current  Expenses  and  School 
purposes,  $23. 92;  for  library,  $  10.87 :  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $8.89: 
from  the  Womarfs  Auxiliary  (assisted  by  the  school),  for  Diocesan 
Missions,  $09.71;  for  Indian  Missions,  a  box  valued  at  $26.50;  from  St. 
Margaret's  Guild,  for  Diocesan  Orphange,  $4.^6;  for  library,  $28.^. 
The  parish  has  gained  much  by  moving  the  church  to  the  new  lot.  The 
old  lot  remains  unsold  and  in  consequence  the  building  of  a  new  church 
is  delayed. 

NEW  ALBANY— ST.  PAl  L\S-    Rev.  A.  B.  Nicholas,  Rector. 

The  parish  has  suffered  greatly  by  removal  and  financial  depres- 
sion. The  old  church  was  damaged  b\  fire  August  31,  1S92,  and  had  to 
be  sold.  The  congregation  is  now  worshiping  in  the  guild  rooms.  Yet 
in  spite  of  these  discouragments  the  buildii>g  committee  have  deter- 
mined to    ay  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  stone  church  this  fall,  D.  V. 

NEW    CASTLE— ST.  JAMES'S-  Ri:v.  Francis  C.  Woodard. 

We  have  had  a  busy  and  in  most  respects  a  prosperous  year.  It 
has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  see  the  degree  of  prosperity  which  has  at- 
tended our  labors.  Our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  His  blessings. 

ROCHESTER— ST.  PAl  L'S—  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  in  charge. 

This  mission   is  almost  as  unchangeable  as  infinity  in   its  condi- 
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tion;  surely  for  a  year  or  two  as  changeless  as  anything  earthly.  Nev- 
ertheless the  situation  is  encouraging  because  it  continues.  Two  ser- 
vices have  been  held  on  Sunday  during  the  past  year,  one  on  Monday, 
eight  on  Tuesdays,  and  two  on  Wednesdays.  The  Holy  Communion 
has  been  celebrated  eleven  times.  The  number  of  communicants  in  the 
mission  i6  nine,  three  of  whom  now  steadfastly  neglect  to  communicate. 
There  is  no  active  Sunday  school.  The  number  of  families  is  seven;  of 
individuals  seventeen.  There  have  been  no  baptisms  nor  confirmations 
nor  marriages  nor  burials  during  the  past  year.  The  church  and  lot, 
nicely  located,  are  in  very  good  order.  Offerings  have  been  about  $25. 
The  church  property  is  worth  about  $1,200.  Resident  communicants 
have  recently  been  increased  by  one  through  a  removal.  At  two  of  the 
services  the  Bishop  was  present,  accompanied  by  the  missionary. 

PLYMOUTH— ST.  THOMAS'S— Rev.  Wm.  Wirt  Raymond. 

The  rector  attended  Convocations  at  Michigan  City  and  Ply- 
mouth; Retreat  at  Indianapolis;  assisted  in  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Communion  in  headquarters  tent  at  Chautauqua  Lake,  New  York, 
August  7;  officiated  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  in  St.  James's 
Church,  Goshen,  October  30  and  November  1 ;  and  was  the  appointed 
chaplain  at  Plymouth  on  Memorial  Day.  A  six  feet  wide  stone  walk 
was  laid  in  front  of  the  church  and  rectory  October,  i8q2.  New  fur- 
nishings for  the  desk  and  church  are:  best  edition  Cambridge  Bible  for 
lecturn,  altar  service  and  white  altar  cloths.  The  rector  has  oversight 
of  Kewanna  and  Rochester. 

RICHMOND— ST.  PAUL'S— Rev.  J.  Everist  Cathell,  Rector. 

Building  matters  have  confused  financial  report  temporarily,  but  it 
will  all  be  made  right  shortly.  A  great  work  has  been  done  here  for  the 
parish  and  the  diocese.  The  outlook  is  cheering.  The  church  cannot 
hold  all  who  desire  sittings.  The  parish  house  is  a  great  help  to  all 
kinds  of  Christian  work.  The  rector  entered  the  rectory  on  June  3, 
1893.     The  church  was  consecrated  January  25,  1S93. 

SOUTH  BEND— ST.  JAMES'S. 

Rev.  A.  Prentiss  resigned  at  Easter. 

TERRE  HAUTE— ST.  STEPHEN'S— Rev.  James  D.  Stanley,  Rec- 
tor. 
All  money  for  missions  is  gathered  for  the  most  part  by  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary. 

VINCENNES— ST.  JAMES'S-  Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  Rector. 

The  parish  is  in  an  excellent  condition  though  there  are  continual 
removals.  The  rector's  salary  has  been  paid  up  punctually  every 
month  since  his  advent  to  the  charge,  and  the  most  cordial  feeling  ex- 
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ists  in  the  parish.  This  parish  is  noted  for  the  great  number  of  its  poor 
people,  and  the  financial  responsibility  devolves  upon  a  very  few.  A 
Tested  choir  has  been  introdu  :ed  during  the  year,  and  the  congregations 
are  as  good  or  better  than  at  any  former  period  of  the  history  of  the 
parish.  The  Daughters  of  the  King  and  other  guilds  are  always  active 
in  Church  work.  The  rector  and  Che  people  are  and  have  been  since 
his  advent  in  the  most  cordial  relations  and  fully  understand  each  oth- 
er, all  having  for  their  object  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the 
city  and  neighborhood. 

WASHINGTON— ST.  JOHN'S— Rev.  C.  Graham  Adams,  Priest  in 

charge. 

St.  John's  Mission  has  $1000  on  hand  or  promised  toward  the 

erection  of  a  church,  and  has  a  fine  lot  paid  for  in  a  central  location. 

The  mission  is  looking  forward  to  the  erection  of  a  church  this  season. 


CLERICAL  REPORTS. 


DEAF  MUTE  MISSION. 

Rev.  Austin  W.  Mann,  In  Charge. 

To  the  Rt,  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbocker ;  D.  D,9 

Bishop*  Diocese  of  Indiana : 

I  beg  leave  to  report  services  for  deaf-mutes  during  the  conven- 
tional year  at  the  following  places:  Indianapolis,  (Christ  and  St.  Paul's 
Churches,  and  the  State  School  for  deaf-mutes),  Terre  Haute,  Evans- 
ville,  South  Bend,  Elkhart,  Mishawaka,  Marion,  Fort  Wayne  and 
Monticello. 

In  every  case  the  attendance  has  been  most  encouraging.  In  some 
instances  long  distances  were  travelled  by  those  who  met  to  worship,  as 
at  Marion,  Fort  Wayne  and  Monticello.  No  class  of  people  in  Chris- 
tian communities  are  so  isolated  from  spiritual  opportunities  as  these 
widely  scattered  deaf-mutes.  About  1600  have  their  homes  in  this  Dio- 
cese; the  majority  living  far  from  a  church.  God  speed  the  day 
when  the  Church  shall  be  found  in  every  county  and  town  of  the 
Diocese.  Then  the  blessed  prayer-book  service  will  be  within  easy 
reach  of  all. 

About  250  pupils  from  all  parts  of  the  State  attend  the  school  at 
Indianapolis.  The  services  held  there  leave  an  impression  that  tells  af- 
ter graduation.  Several  of  these  pupils,  having  received  permission 
from  their  parents,  have  been  received  into  the  Church  by  Holy  Bap- 
tism, and  confirmed. 

As  in  past  years,  prayer-books  and  tracts  have  been  distributed 
with  blessed  results.  The  former  have  been  donated  by  the  Bishop 
White  and  the  New  York  Prayer  Book  Societies.  Church  papers  have 
been  sent  to  several  of  our  communicants  by  the  Church  Periodical 
Club,  of  New  York, — a  generosity  that  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Baptisms:  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  10;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre 
Haute,  1;  Total  11. 

Confirmations:  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  6.  Candidates  are 
awaiting  at  several  places. 

Communicants:  Indianapolis,  62;  Goshen,  3;  Carbon,  1 ;  Rich- 
mond, 4;  Marion,  1;  New  Albany,  1;  Bloomington,  1;  Evansville,  1; 
Michigan  City,  1 ;  Terre  Haute,  2;   total  77. 
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Marriages:  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  i.  Burial  from  same 
church,  i. 

The  Mid-Western  Deaf- Mute  Mission  embraces  several  dioceses 
besides  Indiana.  My  labors  have  thus  extended  over  a  large  territory. 
Missions  have  been  planted  in  all  the  large  cities,  and  served  at  stated 
times  since  July  i,  1875.  Over  3000  services  have  been  held,  638  per- 
sons brought  to  baptism,,  and  530  to  confirmation. 

Professor  Nathaniel  F.  Morrow,  our  Lay  Reader  and  candidate  for 
Orders,  reports  excellent  attendance  at  St.  Alban's  Mission,  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis.  He  has  also  held  services  in  Evansville,  Terre 
Haute  and  Goshen ;  also  at  Turkey  Lake,  Kosciusko  county,  where  he 
has  a  summer  home.  The  Rev.  J.  M.  Koehler,  pastor  of  All  Souls* 
Church  for  the  Deaf,  Philadelphia,  held  a  service  for  me  at  Indianapolis 
on  his  way  to  the  ordination  of  my  assistant  in  St.  Louis,  the  Rev.  I.  H. 
Cloud. 

Towards  the  expenses  of  the  work,  the  deaf-mutes  contribute  ac- 
cording to  ability,  but  they  are  few  and  of  the  working  classes,  hence 
the  necessity  of  asking  for  Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity  offerings.  The 
day  has  been  adopted  generally  for  the  purpose  on  account  of  its  gos- 
pel, which  contains  the  word  Ephphatha — "be  opened."

Dvar  Bishop: 

As  I  have  reported  to  the  compiler  of  missionary  statistics,  I. have 
held  during  the  past  conventional  year  eighth-six  public  services 
in  several  different  places  within  the  Diocese.  As  State  Superintendent 
for  Indiana  of  the  National  Children's  Home  Society,  I  am  engaged  in 
a  delightful  and  congenial  work,  having,  with  my  efficient  co-workers, 
placed  in  permanent  Christian  homes,  since  last  autumn  thirty-tive 
little  children  of  the  three  thousand  in  Indiana  under  nine  years  of 
age  who  are  homeless.

Had  charge  of  St.  John's  Church  until  August  1,  1892.  Since  then 
I  have  held  two  services  in  St.  John's  Church.  Have  officiated  at  four 
communions  in  public  and  two  in  private.  Have  officiated  at  two  mar- 
riage* and  four  funerals.  Owing  to  severe  sickness  in  my  family,  I 
have  been  kept  closely  at  home  all  the  year.  This  will  account  for  the 
paucity  of  my  services. 


SCHOOL  REPORTS. 


ST.  MARY'S  HALL, 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  5th,  1893. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Knicker backer,  D.  /?., 

Bishop  of  Indiana,  etc: 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Bishop: — Another  year  of  hard  work  finds  us, 
we  hope,  much  nearer  the  goal  of  success.  We  feel  that  we  have  done 
much  more  thorough  work  than  ever  before  and  have  received  many 
commendations  from  parents  and  guardians. 

The  best  test  of  our  School  work  is,  perhaps,  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  in  open  competition  with  other  private  schools  and  our  excel- 
lent public  schools  we  have  succeeded  in  getting  our  main  support  from 
our  day  school.  The  scholars  in  this  department  are  not  chiefly  or 
even  largely  the  children  of  our  Indianapolis  Church  people,  but  of 
Christians  of  all  names  who  appreciate  the  safeguards,  refinements  and 
influences  of  a  school  where  religion  is  not  apologized  for  or  belittled, 
but  per  contra  is  made  of  vital  and  essential  importance.  We  are  as- 
sured that  in  both  day  and  boarding  apartments  success  must  first  come 
from  among  those  who  are  not  of  our  household  of  faith.  Although 
this  seems  strange  we  face  and  accept  the  situation. 

Most  schools  lose  boarders  during  the  year.  We  lost  one  through 
poor  health  and  gained  six,  opening  the  year  with  nine  boarding  pupils; 
we  closed  with  fourteen. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  excellent,  although  the  Winter 
was  exceptionally  severe.  During  the  school  year  the  pupils  have  had 
regular  drill  in  Physical  Culture,  with  a  combination  of  the  Swedish 
and  Delsarte  systems.  The  results  have  been  excellent  and  apparent  to 
all  in  improved  figure  and  bearing  among  the  pupils. 

Increased  interest  among  patrons  and  friends  is  shown  in  the  nu- 
merous valuable  prizes  given  the  school  this  year.  These  are  not  given 
to  the  pupils  as  incentives,  but  as  rewards. 

During  the  spring  term  a  Kindergarten  Department  was  added. 
This  Department  will  be  continued  under  the  care  of  a  competent 
teacher,  a  graduate  of  the  Chicago  Kindergarten  College. 

Most  thorough  work  has  been  done  by  our  teachers,  who  with  a 
few  additions  constitute  the  same  staff  we   have   had   for   the   last   two 
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years.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  reengage  these 
same  teachers  for  another  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  Art  teacher, 
whose  place  is  most  satisfactorily  supplied. 

Many  of  the  Clergy  of  Indiana  have  shown  their  confidence  in  us 
by  sending  their  daughters  during  the  past  year.  We  have  appreciated 
the  trust,  and  are  grateful  for  the  expressions  of  satisfaction  that  they 
have  given  us.  We  shall  hope  always  to  have  as  many  as  possible  of 
daughters  of  the  Clergy.

REPORT  OF  ST.  STEPHEN'S   HOSPITAL,   RICHMOND. 

Rev.  J.  Everist  Cathell,  President. 

This  institution  increases  in  effective  treatment  of  the  sick  and 
wounded  and  in  the  appreciation  of  the  public  year  by  year.  During 
the  past  year  fifty-nine  cases  were  treated,  forty-five  males  and  fourteen 
females.  Forty-three  cases  were  pay  patients  and  sixteen  were  free. 
The  medical  Board  is  a  combination  of  representatives  of  the  various 
schools. 

The  financial  outlook  is  good,  and  the  final  payments  for  the  prop- 
erty will  be  made  this  year.  Then  we  shall  improve  and  enlarge  the 
hospital,  providing  greater  facilities  for  treatment. 


HOWE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding,  Rector. 

Lima,  Ind.,  May  25,  1S93. 
Afv  Dear  Bishop: 

Since  my  last  annual  report  to  you  on  the  condition  of  the  Howe 
Grammar  School,  the  institution  has  steadily  advanced.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  had  an  average  of  forty-six  boarding  pupils  in  attend- 
ance. There  have  been  engaged  in  teaching,  beside  myself,  five  in- 
structors; respectively,  in  classics,  modern  languages,  English  literature, 
other  English  branches,  mathematics,  science  and  music.  Four  pre- 
fects, one  in  the  ministry  and  three  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  have 
assisted  in  the  discipline.  It  is  believed  that  no  school  in  the  land  can 
justly  claim  more  for  its  scholarship  and  discipline.  The  prosperitv  of 
the  school  during  the  past  year  has  been  increased  by  the  donation  of 
about  twelve  and  a  half  acres  of  land.  Part  of  this,  about  five  and  a  half 
acres,  level  and  beautifully  shaded  with  fine  trees,  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  S. 
P.  Williams  or   thi>  place.      It  has  been    given  for  a  permanent  campus 
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or  play-ground.  The  remainder,  seven  acres,  with  a  good  dwelling 
house  upon  it,  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  F.  M.  Howe  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  school.  Altogether  this  increases  the  contiguous  property  of  the 
school  at  Lima  to  about  thirty-seven  acre6. 

A  good  and  sufficient  chemical  laboratory  has  been  obtained,  and 
an  excellent  physical  apparatus  has  been  ordered  and  is  daily  expected. 
With  these  gains  of  the  past  year  added  to  our  previous  outfit,  it  is 
thought  the  Diocese  may  be  congratulated  upon  possessing  a  fully 
equipped  and  successful  school  for  boys.

RULES  OF   ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Adopted  June  ioth,  1887. 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall 
be  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  present,  if  not, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele- 
gates and  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine, 
and  report  upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele- 
gates as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on 
the  minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the 
President  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by 
ballot,  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon 
I,  the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business.  (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the 
Admission  of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A 
Committee  on  Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  Commit- 
tees: (6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the 
address  of  the  Bishop,  parochial  and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Commit- 
tee on  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and  other  funds  of   the  Diocese. 
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(8)  A  Committee  on  Sunday-school  work,  consisting  of  three  clergy- 
men and  three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to  time  such  matters 
as,  in  their  judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  his  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  house,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put  unless  excused  by  the  Convention,  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lav  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefi- 
nitely, to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  tor  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house, 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shallstand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during 
the  session ;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pr-jsent,  on  a  motion  to  that  pur- 
pose by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recom- 
mending or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion    by  the  Con-

vention,  they  shall  be   accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
its  consideration. 

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  6hall  be  called 
up  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention :  (1)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports 
from  Standing  Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — 
in  order  of  appointment.  (4.)  Petitions  and  Memorials.  (5)  Motions 
and  resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  de- 
cision; and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not 
entitled  to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered 
on  the  journal,  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  with- 
out the  right  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
the  minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future 
Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
journal  of  each  Convention. 


NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  TO   THE   BOARD  OF    MISSIONS. 


Rt,  Rev.  Father  and  Dear  Friends: 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  note  in  preparing  this  Ninth  Report  of 
the  Indiana  Branch  ol  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
that  the  promise  of  new  life  so  encouraging  last  year  has  been  in  some 
measure  fulfilled.  Four  parish  branches  have  been  organized,  and  those 
already  at  work  have  kept  up  the  good  record  of  former  years.  The 
Junior  Auxiliary  also  has  made  so  great  an  advance  that  it  requires  and 
deserves  a  place  of  its  own  in  this  report.  For  this  we  should  be  thank- 
ful, because,  as  our  Bishop  has  often  told  us,  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  is  an  education  in  unselfishness  and  breadth  of  vision.  The 
present  is  no  time  for  the  Church  women  of  this  Diocese  to  rest  quietly, 
content  to  carry  on  the  ordinary  routine  of  parish  work  only.  They 
need  information  about  the  Church  and  her  aggressive  work  to  awaken 
interest;  they  need  to  realize  the  value  and  importance  of  prayers  and 
intercession  for  their  spiritual  Mother  and  all  Her  children,  and  to  cul- 
tivate the  spirit  of  generous  giving  as  unto  the  Lord,  remembering  that 
all  we  have,  health  and  wealth,  time  and  talent,  He  has  given  us,  "  that 
we  may  do  Him  true  and  laudable  service." 

The  parish  branches  organized  this  year  are: 

St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  February  28,  1S93. 
St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  March  1st,  1893. 
St.  George's,  Indianapolis,  May,  1893. 
Gethsemane,  Marion,  May,  1893. 

The  usual  meetings  during  sessions  of  Convocation  have  been 
held,  but  in  most  cases  were  only  local.  The  extremely  cold  and 
stormy  weather  prevented  the  midwinter  gatherings  we  had  hoped  tor. 
At  the  autumn  session  of  the  Central  Convocation  in  Holy  Innocents' 
Church,  Indianapolis,  November  3d,  Mrs.  Nichols  presided  at  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary  meeting,  which  was  largely  attended,  delegates  being 
present  from  the  four  Indianapolis  branches    and    Grace,    Muncie,    and 
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reports  read  from  each.     To  the   Diocesan   Secretary,  absent   in   New 
York,  a  kind  greeting  was  sent,  which  she  appreciated  fully. 

The  Southern  Convocation  met  in  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes, 
in  November,  and  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  the  16th,  a  well  at- 
tended meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  was  held  with  addresses  by  the  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Nichols,  and  reports  from  Mrs.  Abbott,  Miss  Ryder  and  Mrs. 
Adams.  In  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  at  the  Spring  session  of  the 
Southern  Convocation  the  Woman's  meeting  was  held  at  3  p.  m.,  of 
Wednesday,  April  19.  Addresses  were  made  by  Dean  Nicholas  and  Rev. 
A.  A.  Abbott,  also,  Rev.  L.  L.  Rose  of  Louisville,  and  a  paper  on  Wo- 
man's and  Junior  Auxiliary  work  read  by  Mrs.  Abbott. 

By  invitation  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  I 
visited  that  parish  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent,  spoke  to  the  Sunday- 
School  in  the  morning  on  Junior  Auxiliary  and  missionary  work,  and 
in  the  evening  gave  my  impression  of  the  General  Convention  and  the 
Triennial  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  congregation.  I 
attended  a  meeting  in  St.  James's,  New  Castle,  January  24,  and  one  in 
Trinity,  Connersville,  May  3,  in  each  place  giving  an  informal  talk  on 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  mission  work.  I  have  also  attended  most  of 
the  meetings  of  parish  branches  in  Indianapolis  during  the  season.  As 
your  representative  1  attended  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  in 
Baltimore,  and  wished  with  all  my  heart  that  mure  than  one  Indiana 
Churchwoman  had  been  with  me  to  kneel  with  the  twelve  hundred 
earnest  souls  who  that  day  in  old  St.  Paul's  conseciated  themselves 
anew  to  the  service  of  the  blessed  Master  as  thev  received  the  memo- 
rials  of  His  dying  love, — could  have  felt  the  thrill  that  brought  all  to  their 
feet  in  one  common  impulse, — at  the  after  meeting  in  the  crowded 
hall  when  the  Secretary  announced  that  $16,000  had  been  .laid  on  God's 
altar  at  that  service,  she  that  had  much  giving  of  her  abundance,  and 
she  that  had  little  giving  gladly  of  that  little,  and  joined  with  heart  and 
voice  in  the  grand  doxology,  "Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings 
flow,"  could  have  heard  the  earnest  words  of  those  who  are  giving  not 
money  alone,  but  themselves,  their  whole  lives,  to  win  souls  to  Christ 
and  build  up  His  Kingdom.  My  sisters,  it  was  something  to  be  proud 
of  to  hear  the  BUhops  say  that  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
struck  the  key  note  of  that  missionary  spirit  which  made  the  General 
Convention  of  1892  so  emphatically  a  missionary  Convention.  It  is 
something  to  value  to  be  a  member  ever  so  humbly  ot  the  Woman's 
Auxiliarv  to  the  Board  ot  Missions.

As  in  former  years,  after  looking  back  over  the  record  of  work 
doney  we  must  needs  look  forward  and  consider  what  our  hands  may 
find  to  do,  and  so  doing  we  see  the  "castle,"  our  Diocesan  Church 
Home,  alas,  still  in  the  air,  which  last  year  we  so  fondly  hoped  would 
materialize  ere  this.  The  vice-president  will  this  afternoon  report  con- 
cerning the  progress  and  present  condition  of  this  much  needed  and 
most  important  charity,  to  the  furtherance  of  which  she  has  freely  giv- 
en valuable  time  and  thought.  The  work  of  the  Church  Periodical 
Club  will  also  be  then  reported  by  the  Diocesan  correspondent. 

As  ever  a  most  important  subject  for  our  consideration  is  the  best 
way  to  help  our  Bishop  carry  on  the  missionary  work  in  this  great  and 
growing  Diocese.  Last  year  in  this  report  it  was  proposed  that  we 
should  undertake  the  support  of  the  General  Missionary  asked  for  by 
the  Bishop  as  a  helper.  The  establishment  of  the  Century  Club  relieved 
us  from  responsibility  in  that  matter,  but  $200  is  still  required  to  make 
the  salary  sufficient.  The  Bishop  asks:  Will  not  the  Auxiliary  Branches 
undertake  to  raise  this?  Shall  we  not  respond  gladly  to  this  appeal, 
can  we  stand  idly  by  and  see  him  bending  under  the  burden  of  respon- 
sibility which  is  ours  also,  and  say,  "O!  the  Bishop  is  always  asking  for 
money?"  Truly  he  is,  for  the  Church's  needs  are  as  constantly  recur- 
ring as  our  own.  Do  we  not  pray,  "Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread?" 
Instead  of  grumbling,  we  should  thank  him  for  showing  us  the  oppor- 
tunities to — think  of  it  my  sisters,  thing  of  the  honor  and  privilege — be 
co-workers  with  God  in  building  up  His  Church. 

The  United  Offering  at  the  Triennial  General  Meeting  of  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary  amounted  to  over  $20,000.  This  encouraged  the  Dioce- 
san officers  to  resolve  to  make  a  greater  effort  during  the  coming  three 
years,  that  one  still  larger  might  be  laid  on  God's  altar  at  the  next  Tri- 
ennial in  Minneapolis  in  October,  1895,  and  it  was  resolved  that  we  un- 
dertake to  raise  a  sufficient  sum  to  endow  a  Missionary  Bishopric. 
Boxes  in  which  individuals  or  parish  branches  can  place  savings  for 
that  purpose  will  be  provided  by  the   Diocesan   Secretary;  also,  leaflets 
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relating  to  the  plan,  and  we  sincerely   hope  Indiana  may   do   her  part 
liberally. 

Our  special  interest  in  the  foreign  field  should  still  be  in  the  work 
of  Dr.  Marie  Haslep,  who  is  as  it  were,  our  representative,  who  has 
gone  to  the  post  where  she  is  so  patiently  and  faithfully  laboring,  from 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis — but  this  by  no  means  to  the  exclusion  of 
other  workers  and  work. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  two  representatives  in  the  do- 
mestic field,  one  from  Christ  Church,  Madison,  and  one  from  St.  Ste- 
phen's, Terre  Haute.  The  latter,  owing  to  illness  in  her  family,  was 
obliged  to  return  home.  This  leads  us  to  ask,  are  there  not  more  women 
in  this  Diocese  who  are  free  to  give  themselves  wholly  to  the  Master's 
service  as  Ssters,  Deaconesses,  and  Missionaries?  For  such  the  Church 
has  now  homes  in  which  they  may  receive  the  necessary  training;  and 
Bishops  and  clergy  everywhere  need  and  ask  for  trained  helpers  in  their 
work.  Will  not  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  during  the 
coming  year  be  herself  a  missionary  and,  following  the  rule  of  St.  An- 
drew's Brotherhood,  pray  daily  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  women,  and  endeavor  to  bring  at  least  one  member  each  month 
to  Auxiliary  meetings,  and  awaken  her  interest  in  this  work  for  Christ? 
Let  us  take  St.  Paul's  injunction  for  our  motto  this  year:  Whatsoever 
ye  do  do  it  heartily  as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  unto  men,  knowing  that  of 
the  Lord  ye  shall  receive  the  reward  of  the  inheritance:  for  ve  serve 
the  Lord  Christ. *'
